^apnioe  Coort  of  tbe  District  of  Columbia]  aboat  tbe  regalations  in  Gr«at  Britain 
"iUi  i^ard  to  preBcired  frnita  imported,  and  beg  leave  to  Etate  that  tbe  cuatoms 
Tf^nlatious  in  Great  Britain,  applicable  to  tbe  passage  of  preserved  fruits  imported 
from  foreign  conntriea  tbreneb  tbe  cnstom-hoUBes,  are : 

In  ihe  case  of  sucb  as  are  anty  free,  one  outside  package  in  five  ielccted  by  tbe 
aScer  is  to  be  opened  for  inspection;  sbould  tbere  be  small  packages  within  tbe 
lirg»r,  the  oGBcer  is  to  open  one  or  more,  so  as  to  satisfy  him  that  the  contents 
IK  bonajide  according  to  the  entry.     As  a  mie  one  package  suffices. 

In  the  case  of  such  as  are  liable  to  duty,  as  all  fruit  and  vegetables  preserved 
in  ingar,  which  pay  duty,  as  all  fruit.  Ice,  preserved  in  sugar  which  pay  duty  as 
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fuccades,  and  all  fruit  preserved  in  Bpirita,  every  ovtiide  package  is  to  be  opened, 
and  flo  many  of  tlie  inner  packages  ae  will  satisfy  the  officer  that  the  contents 
are  iona  Jide  and  according  to  entry.  As  a  rule  not  more  than  one  inner  from 
each  outer  psckn^p  is  opened. 

To  ascLTiain  the  quantity  liable  to  duty,  the  inner  packages,  if  any,  are 
weighed  grofs,  and  the  tare  to  be  allowed  as  agreed  on  between  the  lauding 
officers  and  tlie  importer.  In  the  event  of  their  not  agreeing,  the  officers  would 
be  required  to  weigh  ns  many  packages  as  would  satisfy  him  of  the  average.    In 

f practice,  however,  ihat  is  never  done.  It  sometimes  happens  that  preserved 
ruita  of  difien'nt  hinds  are  imported  in  the  same  package,  and  reported  as  con- 
tents unknown ;  and  an  the  different  kinds  pay  duty  as  before  stated,  according 
to  the  preserving  suhstance,  every  package  has  to  be  opened  to  ascertain  the 
nature  of  the  contents. 

Exporters  and  importers  should  be  careful  that  the  contents  of  each  package 
are  accurately  described  in  the  invoice  and  entry,  aud  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
description  will  tally  with  the  marks  and  numbers  uf  the  packages. 

These  rcgnlntloiiii  emanate  from  the  board  of  cu^ttoms  in  London,  and  conid 
only  be  revised  by  it.  i  am  satisfied  that  exporters  of  preserved  fruits  suffer 
loss  owing  to  the  delicate  nature  of  the  fruit  under  these  regulations,  let  the  ex- 
amination be  ever  so  carefully  conducted;  but  from  my  imperfect  knowledge  of 
the  bnsines's,  am  unwilling  to  suggest  a  remedy,  even  if  your  despatch  should 
authorize  my  making  au  application  direct  to  the  board  of  cnstnmD  for  this  pur- 
pose; I  would  then-fore  rPi'[ieetfiilIy  suggest  that  the  exporters  themselves  should 
propose  some  phin  by  which  the  loss  might  be  lessened,  and  the  revenue  of  tins 
country  at  the  snmc  linic  not  impaired.  Bearing  in  mind  that  spirits  and  sugar, 
and  everything  of  which  they  form  a  component  part,  are  desirable,  and  that 
we  cannot  expect  tliiii  country  to  forego  tlie  duty  or  to  relax  their  regulations 
so  as  to  open  the  door  to  frauds,  I  shall  be  most  happj^  to  present  any  plan  to 
the  board  of  cuj-tiim:!  at  London  that  may  be  tliought  proper  fur  a  modification 
of  the  regulations  nuw  existing  upon  this  subject.

You  do  me  ibc  himor  to  say,  in  your  despatch  No.  27,  that  "  ihe  department 
is  glad  to  have  its  ntiention  called  to  act  passed  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of 
William  IV,  in  regitnl  Vi  oaths  and  declarationa." 

Permit  me  to  i-xpie^s  tliu  opinion  that  such  a  law  of  the  United  States,  sub- 
stituting declarations  for  oaths,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  mere  routine  uf 
busineas,  and  resening  the  oath  for  graver  and  judicial  purpoees,  would  be 
desirable. 

The  declaration  is  administered  by  an  officer,  and  under  pcnaltiea  if  false. 
Oaths  lose  all  appcai'iiiice  of  sacredness  when  administered  aa  ihcy  are  in  con- 
sular and  custom-house,  and  other  auch  offices,  often  in  great  haate,  when  lime 
presses,  and  a  score  or  more  of  impatient  men  are  waiting  to  swear  and  be  off. 

Indeed,  custom-house  oaths  are  very  lightly  spoken  of  in  New  York,  as  well 
aa  elsewhere,  and  my  experience  as  an  officer  here,  (having  seen  tbousauda  of 
oaths  administered  in  my  office,}  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  British  govern- 
ment was  wise  Jn  adopting  the  declaration  in  matters  of  businesa. 

It  is  not  probable  that  greater  truthfulness  is  obtained;  but,  perhaps  it  is  aa 
much  obtained,'  and  much  irreverent  swearing  is  avoided;  then  the  oath, 
when  used,  is  more  respected,  <    cuioli'

Dbak  Sis  :  I  have  duly  considered  the  question  yon  have  pnt  to  me, 
"Whrther  the  provisions  of  the  I3th  section  of  the  act  (5  and  6  Wm.  IV, 
cap.  62)  are  nnderstood  to  extend  to  such  declarations  as  are  required  by  the 
£r»t  section  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1863 1  In  other  words,  whether  an  individual 
b  Great  Britain,  making  a  false  declaration  to  an  invoice  of  goods,  could  be 
pnweeated  for  c»>mTnittiDg  a  misdemeanor  agreeably  to  the  provisione  of  this 
let  I"  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  person  making  a  false  declaration  may  be 
so  prasecnted  in  this  country,  •  •  •  The  most  material  point  for  consid- 
eration is,  whether  the  declaration  in  question  is  taken  or  made  in  a  judicial 
proceeding  or  in  a  proceeding  ^vati  judicial,  and  whether  the  several  matters 
n^nired  by  the  act  of  Congress  to  be  verified  in  this  country  come  within  the 
rale  laid  down,  or  whether,  so  far  as  the  English  law  is  concerned,  if  the  de- 
claration be  false  it  amounts  to  anything  more  than  a  naked  lie.  Now  there  is 
no  judicial  proceeding  pending,  but  the  declarotion  relates  to  or  concerns  mat- 
ters which  may  be  the  subject  of  legal  discussion  ot  investigation,  both  here 
aod  in  the  United  States  ;  and,  therefore,  the  proceeding  is  yutiM  judicial. 

"  'It  may  be  contended  with  some  propriety  that  when  any  judicial  pro- 
ceeding takes  place  upon  or  in  reference  to  any  puch  matters,  there  the  de- 
claration becomes  part  of  the  judicial  proceeding,  so  that  so  soon  as  legal  pro- 
cifedings  are  commenced  in  the  United  States  in  respect  of  the  subject  of  the 
declaration,  a  party  may  be  prosecuted  here  if  the  declaration  be  false.  But  I 
think  it  woula  not  be  necessary  to  resort  to  the  proof  of  legal  proceedings  in 
the  United  States  to  make  a  false  declaratiou  here  punishable,  and  that  a  party 
making  snch  false  declaration  might  be  indicted  for  peijury.  It  is  something 
more  than  a  lie.  The  words  of  the  1 8th  section  of  H  and  6  William  IV,  cap. 
62,  are  important,  and  show  that  volnntary  declarations  may  necessarily  and 
properly  be  made  in  many  cases  not  specified  by  the  act,  such  as  "  in  confirma- 
tion of  written  instruments,  or  allegations,  or  proof  of  debts,  or  of  the  ejceeution 
<if  ieds,  or  other  nalter*  ;"  and  if  any  declaration  so  made  shall  be  false  or 
mitrae  in  any  material  particular,  the  person  wilfully  making  such  false  de- 
claration will  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  And  the  Slst  section  enacts  that 
where  a  declaration  is  snbstitnted  for  an  oath,  any  party  wilfiilly  and  corraptly 
making  rack  declaration,  knowing  the  same  to  be  untrue  in  any  material  par- 
ticular, will  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  act  was  expressly  framed  to  substitute  declarations  in  lieu  of  voluntary 
or  extra-judicial  oaths.  I  am,  therefore,  clearly  of  opinion  that  both  by  the 
Blatnte  and  the  common  law  any  person  making  the  false  declaration  in  ques- 
tion may  be  prosecuted  in  this  country.  *  *  *  Then  the  oath  mast  be  ad- 
ministered or  the  declaration  taken  before  a  eompeienl  juritdiclion.  Now  no 
consul,  vice-consul,  consular  or  commercial  agent  has,  either  by  statute  or  the 
commoB  law  of  England,  power  to  administer  oaths  or  take  affirmations  or  de- 
clarations. Commissioners  appointed  by  the  court  of  chancery  have  encb 
power;  therefore,  in  such  case,  there  m  competent  jurisdiction ;  but  no  act  of  a 
foreign  state  can  give  jurisdiction  to  persons  in  England  to  administer  oaths 
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which  shall  be  biodiDg  in  £ngland  ;  andi  therefore,  no  peijury  could  he  ad- 
signed  upon  any  such  oath  or  upon  any  false  declaration  in  this  country.    *     *

I  have  the  honor  to  present  a  statement  of  the  exports  from  this  consulaT 
district  for  the  two  quartera  previous  to  June  30,  1863.  The  revenue  law, 
which  went  into  effect  on  the  first  of  November,  has  made  it  obligatory  on  ex- 
porters to  forward  manifest  invoices  with  their  goods,  and  required  the  invoices 
to  be  verified  in  the  cnniiulBr  district  where  manufactured — has  placed  the  cod- 
trol  of  the  invoices  and  the  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  exports  more  within 
the  reach  of  the  consulates,  and  we  are  therefore  better  able  to  report  the 
amount  of  goods  manufactured  and  sent  from  the  district  of  this  consulate, 
though  they  may  not  have  been  shipped  from  any  port  in  the  district.  The 
quarterly  returns  of  invoices  forwarded  to  the  department  show  the  principal 
part  of  these  goods  were  shipped  from  the  port  of  Liverpool, 
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Talnlar  ttatement  thouring  the  deicriptioTu  axd  value  of  tht  exporlxjrom,  the 
Brulol  rontular  dittrict  to  the  United  Statet  during  the  quarter  ended  March 
31. 1S63. 
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Daring  tbe  time  ia  which  the  export);  were  made  to  the  United  States  the 
rftte  of  exchange  rated  extraordinarily  high.  The  computation  of  the  value  in 
the  United  States  currency  is  made  to  include  the  average  rate  of  exchange  nt 
the  time  the  eiportB  were  mode.  There  would  he  bo  other  fair  conipai  ison 
with  the  prices  for  the  goods  oa  they  netted  for  the  eame  articles  to  the  con 
suiners. 

This  high  rale  of  exchange  has  had  the  tendency  to  discourage  importations 
at  home,  aH  will  be  seen  hy  the  falling  off  in  the  aggregate,  on  the  second  quar* 
ter,  of  more  than  onc-fourUi  from  the  first.  This  decliue  is  more  apparent  ia 
the  latter  months,  and  still  continues.  There  has  been  more  than  an  equal  de- 
cliue in  American  products  received  at  this  port  during  the  same  period.

I  have  to  report  that  commercial  affairs  remain,  as  of  late,  very  quiet.  Sales 
of  most  articles  are  limited  to  present  wants  of  coneumera.

nd«r  in  council,  dated  9th  Jannary,  1863,  the  following  regulations,  containing

«Wole  to  the  act.  I  nOO^IC 
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2.  The  following  regulations  come  into  operation  on  the  let  of  June,  1863. 

3.  The  following  regulations  apply  to  all  ehips,  whatever  their  nationality, 
within  the  limits  of  British  jurisdiction,  and  to  Bntisb  and  French  ahipa  whether 
within  British  jurisdiction  or  not, 

4.  The  order  in  council  containing  these  regalations  is  published  in  the 
London  Oazflte  of  the  13tli  Jannary,  1863. 

5.  The  French  copy  of  the  regulations  is  reprinted  from  the  French  versioD, 
aa  published  in  France  nndcr  the  authority  of  the  French  goremment.

Preliminary. 

Article  1.  In  the  following  rules  every  steamship  which  is  nnder  sail  and 
not  under  steam  is  to  be  considered  a  sailing  ship  ;  and  every  steamship  which 
is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or  not,  is   to  be  considered  a  ship  under 

Rviet  concerning  light*. 

Art.  2.  The  lights  mentioned  in  the  following  articles,  numbered  3,  4,  5, 
6,  7,  8,  and  0,  and  no  others,  shall  be  carried  in  all  weathers  from  eunset  to 
BOnrise. 

Art.  3.  Sea-going  steamships  when  under  way  shall  carry : 

(a)  At  ikefoTemasthead,»i  bright  white  light  so  fixed  as  to  show  an  uniform 
and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty  points  of  the  compaxs  ; 
80  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  ten  points  on  each  side  of  the  ship,  viz.,  from  right 
ahead  to  2  points  abafl  the  beam  on  either  side ;  and  of  such  a  character  as  to 
be  visible  on  a  dark  night  with  a  dear  atmosphere  at  a  distance  of  at  least  fire 
miles. 

fS)  On  /Ae  jfar^arij  ni^,  a  green  light  so  constructed  aa  to  throw  an  uniform 
and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass ;  eo 
fixed  as  to  throw  the  tight  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the 
starboard  side;  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark  night  with  a 
clear  atmosphere  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles. 

(c)  On  the  port  tide,  a  red  light,  so  constructed  as  to  shov  an  uniform  and 
unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass ;  so  fixod 
as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  port 
side ;  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark  night  with  a  clear  at- 
mosphere at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles. 

{d)  The  said  green  and  red  side-ligbts  shall  he  fitted  with  inboard  scteenB 
projecting  at  least  three  feet  forward  from  the  light,  so  as  to  prevent  these  light 
firom  being  seen  across  the  how. 

Art.  4.  Steamships  when  towing  other  ships  shall  carry  two  bright  white 
mast-head  lights  vertically,  in  addition  to  their  side  lights,  so  as  to  distinguish 
them  from  other  eteamships.  Each  of  these  mast-head  lights  shall  be  of  the 
same  construction  and  character  as  the  mast-head  lights  which  other  steamships 
are  required  to  carry. 

Art.  5.  Sailing  ships  under  way  or  being  towed  shall  carry  the  same  lights 
as  Bteamebips  under  way,  with  the  exception  of  the  white  mast-head  lights, 
which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Art.  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small  vessels  during  bad  weather,  the 
green  and  red  lights  cannot  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  on  deck  on  their 
respective  sides  of  the  vessel  ready  for  instant  exhibition ;  and  shall,  on  the  ap- 
proach of  or  to  other  vessels,  be  exhibited  on  their  respective  sides  in  sufficient 
time  to  prevent  collision,  in  such  mannt^r  as  to  make  them  most  visible,  and  po 
that  the  green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor  the  red  light  on  the 
starboard  aide. 
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To  make  the  aae  of  these  portable  lights  more  certaio  and  caey,  the  laotenis 
CDDtahttDg  them  ahall  each  l^  painted  outside  with  the  color  of  the  light  they 
reapectivelj  cootain,  aad  ehall  be  provided  with  Buitable  ecrcens. 

AkT-  7.  Ships,  whether  BteamBnips  or  BailiDg  ships,  when  at  anchor  in  road- 
tiMds  or  fairwajB,  shall  exhibit,  where  tt  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a  height  not 
exceeding  twenty  feet  above  the  hull,  a.  white  light  in  a  globular  lantern  of  eight 
tachcs  in  diameter,  and  bo  constructed  as  to  show  a  clear  uniform  and  unbroken 
Bght  Tisible  all  round  the  horizon,  and  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 

Abt.  8.  Sailing  pilot  veasela  shall  not  cany  the  lights  required  for  other 
uiling  Teeeele,  but  shall  carry  a  white  light  at  the  mast-head  visible  all  round 
the  horizon,  and  shall  also  exhibit  a  flare-up  light  every  fifli-en  minates. 

Abt.  9.  Open  fishing  boats  and  other  open  boats  shall  not  be  required  to 
cany  the  side  ligfata  required  for  other  veBBeU ;  but  ahall,  if  they  do  not  carry 
inch  lights,  eany  a  lantern  having  a  green  elide  on  the  one  side  and  a 
red  Bhde  on  the  other  side;  and  on  the  approach  of  or  to  other  vcbsgIb  euch 
lantern  Bhall  be  exhibited  in  su£Gcient  time  to  prevent  colliaion,  eo  that  the 
green  light  ahall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  aide,  nor  the  red  light  on  the  starboard 
nde. 

Fiablng  veseele  and  opeu  boats  when  at  anchor,  or  attacked  to  their  nets  and 
rtitioDary,  shall  exhibit  a  bright  white  light. 

Fishing  vessels  and  open  boats  shall,  however,  not  be  prevented  firom  using 
a  fUre-up  in  addition,  if  considered  expedient.

Akt.  10.  Whenever  there  is  fog,  whether  by  day  or  night,  the  fbr-signals 
described  below  shall  be  carried  and  used,  and  shall  be  sounded  at  least  every 
fire  nunutes,  viz : 

(a)  SteamBhips  under  way  eball  use  a  steam  whistle  placed  before  the 
ftnnwl  not  lesa  than  eight  feet  from  the  deck.

In  compliance  with  sections  153. and  ld4  of  the  consular  regulations,  I  have 
the  honor  herewith  to  enclose  such  commercial  information'  as  a  short  residence 
here  has  enabled  me  to  obtain. 

The  harbor  of  Cork  ia  oue  of  the  largest  and  best  in  the  United  Kingdom  j  it 
is  easy  of  access ;  of  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  the  largest  ship;  and  is  capa- 
ble of  holding  a  thousand  sail  perfectly  sheltered  froqa  every  wind  that  blows. 
It  is  used  principally  as  "a  port  of  call"  and  "refu^,"  and  no  leas  than  four 
hundred  and  eighty-four  steamers  called  at  this  port  in  their  vuyage  to  and  from 
the  United  States,  to  land  and  embark  passengers  and  mails,  for  the  year  end- 
ing September  30,  1863. 

Ships  from  alt  parts  of  the  world  call  here  to  communicate  with  the  owners 
of  the  cai^oes,  who  then  order  the  ship  to  proceed  to  the  port  of  discharge 
which  affords  the  best  market  at  the  time.  It  is  here,  also,  that  the  ships  which 
become  disabled  by  the  boisterous  winds  they  encounter  in  their  passage  across 
the  Atlantic,  and  are  obliged  to  bear  up,  can  find  a  port  of  refuge  ;  where  there 
are  excellent  facilities  to  effect  repairs  necessary  to  enable  tliem  to  proceed  on 
their  voyage  in  safely.     Such  are  some  of  the  advantages  of  Cork  harbor. 

Tbis'year  has  witnessed,  in  spite  of  our  national  troubles,  a  large  amount  of 
emigration  from  this  country,  which  has  been  attributed  to  three  successive  yvaxs 
of  bad  harvests;  but  the  one  now  beinf^  gathered  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best 
produced  in  Ireland  for  many  years ;  but  instead  of  checking  emigration,  it  only 
affords  the  means  for  a  greater  increase,  showing  that  some  other  reason  than 
bad  .harvests  must  be  assigned  as  the  cause. 

Societies  have  heeu  organized  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  large  induce- 
ments held  out  in  the  shape  of  premiums  for  the  cultivation  of  flax,  hut  with 
very  indifferent  success  in  the  way  of  checking  emigration.  The  Galway  line 
of  steamers  connecting  Ireland  with  America  is  now  in  operation,  the  subsidy 
required  having  been  granted  by  the  last  Parliament.  The  establishment  of 
this  line  of  steamers  has  become  a  question  of  national  and  political  importance, 
and,  by  some  people,  the  future  welfare  and  even  the  regeneration  of  Ireland 
were  supposed  to  depend  upon  its  success;  hut  I  must  say  that  I  think  undue 
importance  has  been  attached  to  that  enterprise,  aud  I  fear  its  friends  will  find 
themselves  sadly  disappointed. 

Aline  of  telegraph  has  been  built  the  past  year,  and  is  now  in  operation,  con- 
necting this  port  with  Cape  Clear,  off  which  it  is  intended  to  station  a  boat 
to  intercept  the  mail  steamers,  similar  to  arrangement  at  Cape  Race,  thereby 
placing  us  about  six  honrs  nearer  America.  /-<  ■

By  way  of  contiibiition  to  your  most  Tslnable  labora,  I  sball  faerc  coDdenee 
together  a  few  facts  illuBtrative  of  the  present  state  of  agrieultitre  in  Ireland. 
The  moBt  noticeable  featnre  ia  certainly  the  alarming  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
acres  under  crop,  and  consequently  in  the  product  since  the  year  1847,  From 
the  annexed  table  it  will  appear  that  the  cnltivation  of  wheat  in  the  year  1S82 
was  only  one-third  the  extent  of  it  in  1847.  In  oats  the  deeiease  dHring  the 
same  period  has  been  in  the  ratio  of  11  to  7.  Of  barley  the  decrease  bas  been 
one-half.     The  ^e  crop  has  sunk  to  one-third  of  the  crop  of  1847. 

On  the  other  nand,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  qnantitiea  of  potatoes, 
flax,  and  hay.  In  1847  potatoes  produced  sixteen  millions  barrels;  in  1863  the 
amount  was  seTenteen  millions  barrels.  The  amount  of  flax  raised  in  1847  waa 
two  million  stone  weight;  in  1662  three  and  a  half  million  stone  weight  were 
raised.  The  enormons  decrease  of  grain  crops  in  fifteen  years  does  not  appear 
to  have  resulted  mainly  from  unfaToiable  seasons,  or  at  least  to  have  been  only 
slightly  affected  thereby,  as  the  decrease  is  majiiiest  without  estimating  the 
years  1861  and  1862.

The  decrease  appears  attributable  to  three  canses : 

1.  The  remoT^  of  prohibitory  daties  on  the  importation  of  foreign  grain; 

2.  The  decrease  of  the  native  population,  by  one-third,  through  emigration  to 
the  United  States  and  the  British  colonies;  and 

3.  The  newly  inaugurated  policy  of  many  land  owners  in  driving  off  tlie 
agricultural  laborers  and  throwing  their  lauds  into  grazing  farms.     *      •      • 

An  inference  from  the  above  facts  is  that  the  poverty  of  the  laboring  popula- 
tion who  remain  has  not  been  materially  diminished  by  tbe  vast  emigration. 
This  is  proved  by  the  existence  of  an  increase,  during  the  past  fif^n  years,  in 
the  quantity  of  potatoes  cultivated.  •••••• 

During  the  first  seven  months  of  1663,  80,000  persona  emigrated  from 
Ireland.  But  it  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  from  1662  to  1663  there  has  been 
KQ  increase  of  12,700  cattle  under  two  years  old,  and  of  19,000  under  one  year 
old.

FVom  this  we  may  furly  conclude  that  though  the  laet  Bummer  has  giTen  a 
good  harreet,  the  small  quanti^  of  wheat  cultivated  will  leave  the  country  ae 
dependent  on  foreign  grain  aa  formerly.  The  cultivation  of  flax  has  rapidly 
iotnased.     The  number  of  acres  under  cultivation  was  as  follows  :

w  nearly  double  the  amount  raised  three  yean  ago.    The  causes  of  this  iucreaae 
are  gnve  matteie  of  history. 

WhOe  the  markets  of  the  world  were  fhlly  supplied  with  cotton  by  southern 
dave  labor,  the  linen  trade,  on  which  the  prosperity  of  the  north  of  Ireland  and 
piovince  of  Ulster  depended,  was  in  a  laiiguieniDg  condition. 

The  town  of  Belfast  has  risen  to  its  present  wealth  and  beauty  by  the  linen 
ttmde. 

Orders  are  still  flowing  into  the  manufacturers,  hut  their  ability  to  meet  the 
demand  is  held  in  check  by  the  small  quantity  of  flax  produeed.  The  mschioery 
is  here;  the  active  capital  is  ready;  the  demand  is  great;  bnt  fiaz  enoogb 
to  meet  it  is  not  grown  either  in  Ireland  or  elsewhere.  Why  should  not  tbe 
farmers  of  tbe  United  States  step  into  the  opening,  and  raise  flax  for  export  to 
this  coontry?  Flax  cau'be  cultivated  in  America,  exported  here,  mannfactored) 
•nd  returned  there,  as  was  done  before  with  cotton.  This  should  be  at  once 
conuneBced.  •  •  •••*•»»« 

The  firee  States  cannot  grow  cotton,  but  they  can  produce  flax  in  abundance, 
sod  thus  destroy  the  foundation  of  slavery  while  they  enrich  themselves.  While 
the  wants  of  the  world  loudly  demand  a  great  increase  in  the  growth  of  flax, 
it  cannot  be  otherwise  than  anomalous  to  find  that  in  many  places  in  America 
it  is  grown  only  for  the  seed,  while  the  fibre  is  thrown  away.  The  growth  of 
flax  docs  not  call  for  any  extra  amount  of  labor ;  it  only  requires  ground  car©- 
fidly  pnlverized  and  kept  free  from  weeds.  The  steeping  of  it  may  be  attended 
with  some  difficulties  at  first,  bnt  as  the  article  most  be  raised  some  people  will 
«oon  find  out  the  soft  water  necessary  and  the  proper  time  neceseary  for  sub- 
menion.  Mills  for  scutching  it  must  also  be  provided,  but  as  the  American  peo- 
ple have  thus  for  equalled,  if  not  excelled,  all  other  nations  in  improvemeitls  in 
machinery,  these  can  readily  be  introduced  as  soon  as  the  cultivation  is  fairly 
commenced.  Great  efforts  are  making  at  this  time  to  introduce  the  cultivation 
of  flax  into  Canada.  In  this  important  step  towards  national  weallh  I  am  con- 
fidmt  that  our  oivn  country  will  not  be  left  behind,  and  that  it  is  only  requisite 
fbr  our  people  to  know  that  there  is  a  demand  to  induce  them  to  furnish  a  supply.

In  answer  to  t£e  commanication  of  the  department,  I  woald  remark  tbat  the 
action  of  the  execatire  council,  as  stated  in  enclosure  No.  1  of  my  despatch  25, 
is  final,  and  that  sawed  yeneering  is  now  admitted ^m  of  duty  to  this  province.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  despatch  No.  3. 
To  the  inquiry  therein,  "  whether  an;  tonnage  duties  are  levied  and  collected 
by  the  BrituA  authorities  on  American  shipping,  entering  otherwise  than  by 
sea  any  port  within  my  consnlar  jurisdiction,  I  am  enabled  to  answer  that  no 
Bach  duties  are  levied  except  by  the  local  authorities  in  certain  ports  for  harbor 
purposes.  The  harbor  commiBsioners  for  Uontreal  have  levied  tonnage  dues 
on  all  shipping  remaining  twenty-four  hours  in  this  port  at  the  rales  stated  in 
the  enclosed  printed  circular.  In  Toronto  and  other  ports  in  these  provinces 
similar  dues  are  collected  for  like  purposes.  Otherwise  tbvi  this,  no  tonnage 
duties  are  collected  by  the  British  authorities  on  American  shipping  in  this 
consular  district.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  captains, 
masters,  or  persons  sailing  or  in  charge  of  schooners,  or  Bquare-ri^;ed  vessels, 
or  steamers  moored  to  or  lying  at  any  wharf  or  pier  within  the  said  harbor,  to 
top  up  the  lower  yards  of  such  schooners,  vessels,  and  steamers,  or  to  brace  them 
fore  and  aft,  and  to  rig  in  their  movable  jib-booms  and  movable  bumpkins  and 
davits,  and  also  to  lower  or  bouse  all  boats  hanging  over  the  stem  or  quarter, 
or  any  way  outside  such  scboonera,  vessels,  or  steamers. 
IV.  And  be  it  resolved  at  aforetaid.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  captains, 
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nuuteiB,  or  peraoDB  sailing  or  ia  charge  of  any  vesBel  moored  to  or  lying  at  any 
of  the  wbairea  or  piers  within  the  said  harbor  of  Toronto,  and  on  board  of  which 
there  may  hare  been  any  fire  during  the  day-time,  to  Bet  and  keep  a  watch 
througboat  the  night ;  and  also  tbat  alt  captains,  masters,  or  persona  sailing  or 
in  chuge  of  any  vessel  lying  up  or  frozen  in  witbin  tbe  said  harbor,  shall  cause 
the  soils  thereof  to  be  unbent,  and  alongBide  eacbvesBel  so  frozen  in  shall  cause 
a  hole  of  not  lesB  than  two  feet  in  diameter  to  he  cnt  through  the  ice,  and  keep 
the  same  constantly  open  to  provide  ready  access  to  the  water  in  case  of  fire ; 
and  in  default  thereof  tbe  owner,  captain,  or  master  of  such  vessel  so  offending 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds. 

V.  And  be  it  rtMolctd  a*  aforetaid,  Tbat  all  etearaers  passing  each  other  in 
tbe  same  haiboi,  whether  in  croBsiag  or  going  the  same  way,  shall  pssa  to  star- 
hoard,  or  to  the  right,  keeping  tbe  adverse  vesBel  on  the  lefl  or  port  side;  and 
that  in  the  case  of  bwHur  veBsela  beating  in  or  out  of  the  said  harbor  with  a  head 
wind,  tbe  vessel  on  the  larboard  or  port  tack  shall  bear  up  for  tbe  vessel  on  the 
starboard  tnck,  or,  in  other  words,  aball  pass  under  her  stem. 

VI.  And  be  ii  retolved  ai  aforeiaii.  That  all  that  part  of  the  said  harbor  of 
Toronto,  at  the  entrance  thereof,  Biluate  two  hundred  yards  easterly  from  the 
eastern  extremity  of  the  Queen's  wharf,  and  two  hundred  yards  westerly  from 
the  western  extremity  of  the  Queen's  wharf,  shall  be  termed  tbe  narrows  of  the 
cbauuel ;  and  further,  tbat  it  sball  not  be  lawful  for  one  steamer  to  pass  or 
attempt  to  pass  another  steamer  going  tbe  same  way  in  tbe  narrows  of  the  chan- 
nels, BO  defined  as  aforesaid,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  captain  or  master  of 
the  bindermost  steamer  to  slow  the  engine  thereof,  and  permit  the  headmost 
steamer  to  pass  through  tbe  channel  firsi;;  and  further,  that  no  vessel  sboll,  at 
any  time,  exct-pt  from  absolute  necessity,  come  to  anchor  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  the  narrows  of  the  channel  defined  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  And  he  it  resolved  ai  aforetaid.  That  no  ve$ie1  thaU  come  to  anchor 
within  ihe  karbor  of  Toronto  so  close  to  any  wharf  or  pier  therein  as  in  any 
way  to  obslrur^t  Ihe  free  navigation  to  and  fiiim  the  same  ;  and  in  case  the  har- 
bor-masler  or  any  of  his  dipuCies  shall  be  of  opinion  that  any  vettel  at  anchor 
a*  aforesaid  does  or  may  obstrwt  such  navigation,  and  shall  direct  such  vessel 
to  more  her  berth,  any  cap/ain',  master,  or  person  sailing  such  vessel  refuting  or 
neglecting  toobey  ruch  direction  or  order  shall  bf.  subject  toafneofftvepoutidt; 
and  all  vessels  at  anchor  in  the  said  harbor,  without  tbe  wharves  and  piers 
therein,  shidl  at  all  times  during  tbe  night  show  a  bright  light  in  some  conspic- 
uous part,  so  that  tbe  same  may  be  readily  seen  by  any  vessel  coming  in  any 
direction  wbativer;  and  all  vessels  under  way  in  tbe  said  harbor  duriog  tbe 
night  shall  carry  a  bright  light  forward. 

VIII.  And  be  it  reioloed  as  aforetaid.  That  in  order  to  prevent  the  danger 
of  collision  and  damage  within  tbe  said  harbor  daring  foggy  weather,  it  shall  be 
tbe  duty  of  the  captain,  master,  or  person  in  charge  of  any  steamer  coming  into 
or  going  ont  of  the  said  harbor  aa  aforesaid,  to  cause  sucli  steamer  to  be  propelled 
at  slow  speed  j  and  tbe  captain,  master,  or  person  in  charge  of  all  or  any  vessel 
navigating  the  stud  harbor  in  a  fog.  sball  from  time  to  time  ring  a  bell,  or  blow 
off  steam,  or  sound  a  bom,  or  make  some  other  loud  noise  to  warn  other  vessels 
of  their  approach ;  and  such  other  and  neighboring  vessels  shall  immediately 
reply  thereto  by  a  similar  or  otiier  loud  noise.  And  all  steamers  coming  into  or 
going  out  of  the  said  harbor,  or  navigating  tbe  waters  thereof,  shall  slow  their 
engines  while  passing  the  Queen's  wharf  or  any  other  wharf  or  pier  witbin  the 
said  harbor,  to  avoid  damage  or  danger  to  vessels  moored  thereat  by  waves, 
surge,  or  otherwise. 

And  Jvrther,  Tbat  the  speed  of  any  steamboat  or  vessel  coming  into  or 
leaving  the  said  harbor,  and  while  within  the  same,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed 
four  miks  per  hour;  and  any  person  or  persons,  captain,  or  master,  or  owner  of 
any  steamboat  or  vessel  offending  herein  shall  be  sabject  to  a  fine  of  fivie  pounds. 
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IX.  And  be  it  retailed  at  afi>retaid,  That  it  shall  Dot  be  Iswful  for  any  per- 
foD  nr  penoDS  to  shift,  alter,  or  iDterfere  with  sd;  buoy,  beacoii,-or  shoal  murk 
■ithin  the  said  harbor  or  at  the  mouth  thereof,  by  making  fast  to  or  riding  by 
llit:Mne,orinaay  other  way  whatsoever;  and  each  and  every  person  so  offending 
cliaJI  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds. 

X.  Amd  be  it  retolved  a*  qforetaid,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  harbor- 
oaita,  by  himself  or  any  of  his  deputies,  to  berth  all  vessels  or  floats  making 
(m  lo  ot  mooring  at  the  Queen's  wharf,  and  to  provide  and  see  that  each  craft 
Lat  sDch  facilitiea  as  the  said  wharf  will  afford  for  loading  and  dtMharging  cargo, 
and  to  point  ont  where  goods  may  be  landed,  and  where  goods  may  be  deposited 
for  shipment  or  the  use  of  vessels  or  floats;  and  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  alt  and 
every  person  or  pt^rsons  in  charge  of  such  vessels  and  floats  so  moored  aa  afore- 
fvi,  and  not  loading  or  discliarging  at  the  said  wharf,  when  required  ao  to  do 
It  the  sud  harbor-master  or  one  of  his  deputies,  lo  make  way  for  any  other 
xi-aA  or  float  ready  and  waiting  to  load  or  discharge  her  cargo ;  and  if  on  any 
Mcasion,  for  want  of  room  at  the  said  wharf,  it  sliall  be  rendered  necessary  for 
ri:;?els  or  floats  to  lie  alongside  of  or  moor,  or  make  fast  to  each  other,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  outside  vessel  or  vessels,  float  or  floats, 
nod  others  having  business  with  tbem,  to  work  over  tbe  deck  of  the  iasid[>  ve^- 
frl  or  vessels  in  the  loading  or  (mloading  thereof,  without  obstructioa  or  inter- 
itnace  Erofa  tbe  officers  or  crew  of  such  inside  vessel  or  vessels ;  and  all  and 
erciy  person  or  persons  offering  any  snch  obstruction  or  interfeniace  shall  be 
:<abject  to  a  fine  of  five  pouDds. 

XL  Amd  be  it  ruoteed  aa  aforetaid.  That  if  at  any  time  the  dredging  ma- 
chine shall  be  at  work  for  tbe  said  comnuasionera  in  tbe  narrowa  of  the  cbaunel 
a<  hereinbefore  defined,  it  shall  be  tbe  duty,  of  all  captains,  masters,  or  persons 
ia  ebar^  of  aU  steamers  coming  into  or  leaving  tbe  said  harbor,  to  stop  the 
engine  of  the  said  steamers  before  entering  abreast  of  the  harbor  pier  at  either 
end  thereof,  and  not  permit  the  engine  thereof  to  be  started  again  before  leaving 
tbe  other  end  thereof,  bnt  pass  through  the  said  channel  by  the  way  or  impetus 
Bpon  the  said  boats  when  entering;  and  any  person  or  persons  ofibnding  in  this 
ptnicnlar  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  ponnds. 

That  no  vessel  or  float  shall  lie  at  or 
be  moored  to  or  made  fast  outside  of  the  Queen's  wharf,  except  for  the  conve- 
nience of  loading  or  unloading ;  and  in  case  any  ashes  or  rabbish  shall  be  landed 
i.Q  the  said  wharf,  the  captain,  master,  or  person  in  charge  of  stich  vessel  or  float 
•jail  remove  or  catxse  to  be  removed  the  said  ashes  or  rubbish  within  twenty- 

f  .or  hours  after  it  shall  have  been  so  landed  ;  and  in  default  thereof,  such  cap-    , 
tain,  master,  or  nerson  in  chai|;e  ahall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  pound  and  five 
thillings  for  each  offence. 

XIII.  And  bt  it  retoloed  at  aforetaid.  That  all  veasels  or  floats  touching  at 
the  Queen's  wharf  during  the  season  of  navigation,  or  between  the  months  of 
April  and  December,  ehall  be  subject  to  a  toll  or  wharfage  fee  of  two  shillings 
and  nxpence  for  each  term  of  stopping  not  exceeding  twenty-fonr  boura  at  any 
'iTie  time  ;  and  in  case  any  vessel  by  her  position  at  the  aaid  wharf  sliall  obstruct 
;he  free  navigation  thereto  or  therefrom,  or  the  landing  of  goods  thereat,  if  the 
captain,  master,  or  person  in  charge  thereof  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  shift  hig 
berth  or  remove  therefrom  when  required  or  directed  so  to  do  by  the  said  faarbor- 
marier  or  any  of  his  deputies,  such  captain,  master,  or  person  in  charge  shall  be 
rabjt«t  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds  for  each  and  every  twenty-fuur  hoaia  he  ahall 
TLOwiD  afier  snch  request  or  direction. 

XIV.  A*d  be  it  retoleed  at  aforetaid,  That  no  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to 
lay  ap  at  tbe  Qaeen's  wharf  during  tbe  season  of  navigation,  and  veasels  wiuter- 
tii^  there  shall  be  charged  as  follows :  steamers,  five  pounds ;  schuuiierii,  over 
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one  handred  touB,  two  pouoda  and  ten  shillings ;  all  other  decked  veaaeU,  under 
one  hundred  tone,  one  pound  and  five  shillings ;  and  that  all  goods  «f  every  Ac- 
BCription  except  coal  and  firewood  for  the  steamboats  remaining  on  the  Queen's 
wharf  at  an;  time  for  more  than  twentj-four  hours  shall  be  charged  wharfage 
daily  at  the  rates  for  landing  according  to  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed. 

And  be  it  enacted  at  qforetaid,  That  any  person  or  persons  obstructing  the 
harbor-mast«r  or  any  of  his  deputieSi  or  any  servant  of  the  harbor  commissioners, 
in  the  execution  of  their  dutyi  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds. 

Bg-law  No.  2  to  regulate  the  eolleetum  of  port  dtiet  i»  the  harbor  o/*  TorotUo. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  coUection  of  port  dues  in  tbe  harbor  of  Toronto. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  commi*tioner*  of  the  harhor  of  Toronto,  That  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  thia  by-law,  all  masters  of  vessels  arriving  at  the  harbor 
of  Toronto,  with  cargo  to  be  landed  at  the  said  harbor,  sbaU  forUiwith  make  a 
true  and  faithful  report  of  all  goods  on  board,  and  of  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  same,  at  the  office  of  the  commissioners,  and  pay  the  harbor  dues  thereon  aa 
established  by  law. 

II.  And  he  it  enacted  a»  aforeiaid.  That  in  case  any  vessel  shall  arrive  at 
the  said  harbor  of  Toronto  during  the  night,  or  out  of  omce  hours  as  established 
by  the  commissioners,  and  discharge  her  cai^o,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  master 
of  such  vessel  shall  enclose  the  report  hereinbefore  required,  together  with  the 
harbor  dues  aforesaid,  under  a  sealed  cover,  directed  to  the  harbor-master  at  hia 
office,  and  deposit  the  same  with  the  wharfinger  to  whom  such  goods  shall  have 
been  consigned,  or  in  whose  custody  they  may  have  been  kept. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted  at  a/bretaid,  That  if  the  master  of  any  vessel  arriTiug 
at  the  harbor  of  Toronto,  and  landing  goods  thereat,  shall  neglect  or  reAiee  to 
make  the  report  hereinbefore  required,  and  pay  the,  harbor  does  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  or  shall  make  a  false  report  of  such  cargo  or  goods,  he  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  five  pounds  for  each  and  every  ofience. 

IV.  And  be  it  retolved.  That  all  vessels  loading  cargo  in  the  port  of  Toronto 
shall  leave  a  faithful  report  thereof  at  the  harbor-master's  office  on  clearing  ;  and 
in  case  such  vessels  shall  leave  the  s^d  harbor  during  the  night,  or  after  office  . 
hours,  such  reports  shall  be  deposited  with  the  wharfinger,  at  whose  premises 
such  loading  shall  be  completed. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted  at  qforetaid.  That  all  goods  landed  at  the  Queen's 
wharf  shall  pay  wharfage  as  rated  in  the  schedule  annexed,  over  and  above  the 
harbor  dues.

"  Present,  his  excellency  the  governor  general  in  council. 

■■  Whereas  the  customs  act  and  the  tariff  contain  no  provision  for  the  exemption 
from  the  payment  of  duty  of  articles  which,  being  the  growth,  prodocei  or  ttua^s. 
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Dfiirmir  of  Canada,  have  been  exported  out  of  the  province  and  are  afterwards 
broii|;1)t  back  into  it,  and  in  the  abeence  of  any  express  exemption.  Bncb  articles 
bare  hitherto  been  considered  as  governed  by  the  general  law  affecting  import- 
uimtt,  and  tberefore  charged  with  the  ordinary  dntiea  of  customs  imposed  on 
Each  articlea  withoat  reference  to  their  origin; 

"And  whereas  it  has  been  reported  by  the  honorable  the  minister  of  finance 
that  the  law,  as  necessarily  applied  in  such  cases,  is  in  most  instances  attended 
with  hardahip  to  the  Canadian  trader  or  manufacturer;  that  it  is  desirable  to 
adopt,  with  reference  to  such  importations,  a  view  analogous  to  that  which  is 
t^en  of  them  in  the  English  customs  act,  and  also  under  decisions  of  the 
American  treasmy : 

"  His  excellency  is  therefore  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  under 
anthority  of  the  43d  sec.  of  Gap.  16  con.  stat.  Can.,  that  hereafter  any  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise,  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  Canada,  ex- 
ported to  any  country  beyond  the  limits  of  the  province  and  brought  back  into 
Canada  in  the  same  condition  as  when  exported,  aad  in  the  original  packages, 
■nd  upon  which  no  drawback  or  bounty  has  been  allowed,  may  be  bo  imported 
five;  provided.  That  the  property  in  snch  goods  continue  in  the  same  person 
or  persons  by  whom  they  were  exported,  and  that  such  re- importation  take 
place  within  three  years  of  the  date  of  the  exportation,  and  that  the  identity  of 
tbe  sud  goods  be  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  customs  authorities,  and 
all  other  regolatious  complied  with  which  may  be  prescribed  in  regard  to  anch 
importations  by  ^e  proper  department

at«iy  receive  (be  signature  of  the  governor  general,  and  at  once  become  a  pnrt 
of  the  eonsolidated  statntes  of  Canada. 
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"AN  ACT  to  amend  the  set  respecting  Jotiei  of  cmtoDu  and  the  coUecCioD  Ibereof. 

"  In  amendment  of  the  act  respecting  dnties  of  cuBtoma  and  the  collection 
thereof,  her  Majestji  bj  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  legislative 
council  and  legielative  assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  followB  : 

*'l.  The  governor  in  council  may,  by  proclamation  or  order  in  council,  at 
any  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  prolubit  the  exportation  or  the  carrying 
coastwise  or  by  inland  navigation  of  the  following  goods  :  Arms,  ammuaition 
and  gunpowder,  military  and  naval  stores,  and  any  articles  which  the  governor 
in  council  shall  judge  capable  of  being  converted  into  or  made  useful  in  increas- 
ing the  quantity  of  military  or  naval  stores,  provisions,  or  any  sort  of  victuals 
which  may  be  used  as  the  food  of  man ;  and  if  any  goods  so  prohibited  be  ex- 
potted,  carried  coastwise  or  by  inland  navigation,  or  water-borne,  or  laden  in 
any  railway  carriage  or  other  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  being  so  exported  or 
carried,  they  shall  be  forfeited. 

"  2.  All  forfeitures  incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  held  to  be  incnrred  under 
the  said  act  respecting  duties  of  customs  and  the  collection  thereof,  of  which 
this  act  shall  be  held  to  form  part,  and  any  citation  of  the  said  act  shall  be  un- 
derstood as  including  this  act."

Tbis  report  'will  be  fonnd  to  cootaiu  maaj  iutereEtiag  particnlars  in  relation 
to  the  Canadian  fisheries,  their  great  value,  and  the  abundance  of  their  product. 
Tfae  wasoB^a  operations  have  been  veiy  Bucceaeful,  but  tbe  pro&ta  not  so  great, 
oring  to  the  depreciated  prices,  as  compared  with  former  fears.  The  most 
nmaneiBtive  branch,  that  of  cod  fishing,  has  in  a  few  exceptioaal  instances 
fallpd,  but  in  the  main  it  has  been  very  euccessful,  the  shoals  frequenting  the 
flinreeia  largrr  nnmbeisin  1861  than  in  previous  seasons.  The  herring  fishery 
appears  to  have  been  limited.  Mackerel,  scarce.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
etliB<n  fishery  (whicb  is  ezclusivelj  reserved  by  the  British  Parliament)  is 
kfoning  one  of  the  moat  important  of  the  country;    eveiy  year   its  produce  in- 

ueaaea.     Thia  report  includes  only  the  salmon  caught  under  the  superintendence 

i>f  Ur.  Toolin — that  is  to  say,  west  of  the  Godbert  river  on  the  north  shore,  and 

U  tbe  Cape  Chatte  river  on  the  south. 
The  report  alao  proceeds  to  inquire  whether  the  object  which  the  Canadian 

■nvernment   had  in  view  in  organizing  the  fishing  protecting  system  has  been 

.ituiiied,  and  especially  whether  that  service  has  of  late  years  yielded  the  re- 

■DDiientive  returns  which  might  be  expected,  as  compared  with  the  results  of 

foraet  years. 
A  comparison  is  made  between  the  loose  condition  of  affairs    during  previous 

yean,  and  the  state  of  acknowledged  system  now  existing.     Rights  of  property 

are  now  respected,  and  few  encroachments  of  fishermen  upon  the  pri^eges  of 

their  neighbors  are  noticed. 
No  fishermen  of  the  United  States,  says  the  summary,  have  caught  fish  in 

our  riveifl,  except  with  the  ptTmiaaion  of  the  government,  nor  have  engaged  in 

caking  fish  whicb  are  piobibited  by  the  reciprocity  treaty. 

Tbe  report,  it  will  be  found,  taken  altogether,  presents  a  very  favorable  con- 
dition of  affiiirs,  showing  considerable  advancement  in  every  way  during  tiie 
Wl  ten  years,  and  I  have  no  doabt  will  be  found  valuable  for  reference  at  the 
present  time.

*  *  *  Since  I  last  wrote  yoQ  I  have  been  into  the  straits  of  MagelUn,  and 
en  my  way  there  I  picked  np  four  men  who  had  been  blown  adrift  in  a  boat 
torn  New  island,  one  of  the  islands  of  this  group;  they  had  been  twenty-seven 
^ys  on  an  island  living  on  mnssels  and  what  they  could  pick  np.  I  took  them 
back  to  tbe  island  where  they  lived.  The  poor  fellows  were  in  a  miserable  state; 
both  they  and  their  cbthea  were  almost  worn  out ;  they  bad  given  np  to  despair. 
^ioce  then  my  schooner  has  picked  np  one  boat  with  four  men,  and  another 
with  five  men,  on  the  coast  of  Patagonia,  aud  then  went  in  search  of  the  cap- 
tain and^six  men  who  were  in  the  long-boat,  but  did  not  find  them.  I  have  since 
Itamed  that  the  captain  was  picked  up  br  a  whale  ship  ;  the  mate  was  EAeen 
days  in  his  bed,  and  the  carpenter  six,  and  had  not  (Captain  Warren  picked  them 
Bp  tbey  most  soon  bare  perished.  The  vessel  was  called  the  "ResprigHdaro," 
^t  Xiverpool,  bonnd  to  Callao,  and  was  an  iron  bark.  «  •         •

In  reply  to  the  Dinth  aection  of  yonr  cifCnlar  No.  S9,  under  date  of  Kovern- 
ber  20,  1862,  received  by  the  last  mail,  1  beg  leave  to  etate  thdt  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  attorney  general  of  thia  colony,  that  "  in  matters  of  trade,  in 
which  the  United  States  laws  direct  the  Rdministration  of  an  oath  by  its  con- 
sular officer  for  use  in  the  United  States,  yon  may  kwfalty  administer  snch 
oatb  for  such  purposes,  the  English  law  prohibiting  the  administration  of  un- 
lawful oaths,  not  extending  to  these  cases."

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  report  of  a  select  com- 
mittee, appointed  by  the  colonial  house  of  assembly,  to  inquire  into  the  canee 
of  the  decline  of  the  fisheries. 

I  understand  that,  in  addition  to  the  views  expressed  in  this  report,  the  com- 
mittee, as  well  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  this  place,  are  nearly  tinanimous 
in  the  opinion  that  this  colony  desires  no  benefit  fixim  the  "  reciprodty  treaty." 

Report  tjf  Select  Committee  of  Council  of  AMembl*/  on  Fitheriet. 

CoMMiTTSB  Room,  March  13,  1863. 

The  select  joint  committee  of  the  le^slative  council  and  house  of  assembly, 
appointed  to  inqnite  into  the  canaes  of  the  decline  of  the  fisheries,  and  to  take 
evidence  on  the  various  modes  of  fishing  in  practice,  now  beg  leave  to  present 
their  report;  and  they  would  in  the  first  place  state  that  they  issued  a  circular 
letter  containing  snch  questions  as  they  tbonght  best  calculated  tn  draw- forth 
the  infonnation  they  sought,  and  deemed  most  necessary  to  form  correct  con- 
clusions thereon.  Copies  of  said  circnlars  were  I'orwarded  to  various  persona  of 
experience  and  intelligence  residing  in  the  outports,  and  the  accompanying  re- 
plies thereto  have  been  received  The  committee  have  also  had  before  tbem, 
and  examined,  several  gentlemen  of  long  experience  iu  the  fisheries,  who  are 
at  present  residing  in  thia  town,  all  of  which  evidence  the  committee  now  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  honorable  house. 

On  a  subject  of  such  grave  importance  to  the  best  interests  of  this  country 
and  its  dependencies,  and  on  which,  from  customs  and  practices  of  long  stand- 
ing affecting  diversely  and  unequally  the  whole  people,  it  may  be  very  natur- 
ally supposed  that  there  are  many  points  on  which  diversity  of  opinion  prevails 
among  them,  the  committee  have  therefore  approached  their  invesligatious 
with  a  dne  sense  of  the  difficulties  presented  to  them  thereby,  and  therefore 
have  first  taken  up  those  questions,  bearing  on  the  general  inquiry,  as  ap- 
peared to  tbem  to  admit  of  the  least  controversy.  By  reference  to  the  printed 
circnlor,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  taking  of  caplin  and  using  them  for  manure 
was  the  first  question  the  committee  proposed  to  deal  with,  and  on  this  subject 
there  appeared  such  a  concurrent  and  overwhelming  testimony  as  to  the  inju- 
ries inflicted  on  the  best  interests  of  the  fisheries,  that  they  feel  no  hesitatiaa  in 
recommending  the  prohibition  of  the  practice  forthwith. 

2.  The  use  of  cod  jiggers  in  catching  fish  is  a  practice,  although  nearly 
unanimously  condemned,  that  wouldappeartobeat  certain  times  and  in  certain 
localities  unavoidable,  as  without  their  use  a  voyage  would  be  nearly  all  lost, 
and  also  a  sufficiency  of  fish  for  the  people's  own  immediate  use  would  uot  be 
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obtaiiu)blt>.  The  committee  wonld  tlierefore  recommend  that  no  cod  jiegore  be 
pennitted  to  be  n«ed  on  the  fifihing  gronnda  of  this  island  after  the  caplin  hare 
Kimck  in,  and  thence  to  the  end  of  the  season ;  the  same  prohibition  to  extend 
t  >  the  fishing'  gmunda  on  the  Labrador  coast,  as  far  down  as  Huntin^un  island, 
in  Sandwich  bay,  bnt  north  of  that  their  nse  to  be  allowed  at  all  times  and  in 
all  places. 

3d.  The  nee  of  bnltows  if>  another  mode  nf  fishing  that  of  late  years  has 
been  snggeeted  to  onr  people  by  the  Freach,  and  is  now  quite  as  i^enerally  coa- 
Jfmned  a«  the  two  preceding  ones  ;  and  it  appears  to  the  committee  to  have  a 
far  more  prejudicial  effect  on  the  aggregate  catch,  as  by  this  mode  of  fishing 
the  large  mother  fish  is  caught  before  it  has  time  to  spawn  on  ita  nsnal  spawn- 
ing beds,  tfana  depriving  ns  of  that  wonderful  supply  of  germ  from  which  all 
our  wealth  is  obtained.  The  immediate  and  entire  prohibition  of  this  practice 
ud  method  of  fishing  is  strongly  recommended. 

4th.  The  Qse  of  herring  seines  is  a  question  that,  in  dealing  with,  the  com- 
initiee  feel  the  necessity  of  great  prudence  in  the  recommendation  of  any  change 
in  the  present  manner  in  which  their  use  is  regulated,  and  they  hambly  believe 
that  the  present  herring  act  passed  in  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  house 
lus,  in  the  main,  proved  beneficial ;  but  they  would  recommend  that  the  time 
for  prohibiting  the  taking  of  herring  by  seines  on  the  western  coast  be  extended 
fiora  the  20th  October  to  the  20tb  April,  as  by  this  regulation  the  herring 
will  have  more  time  to  deposit  its  spawn,  without  interfering  with  the  people 
in  obtaining  a  timely  and  sniGcient  supply  of  bait  for  their  own  use.  1  he 
committee  ftirther  recommend  this  act  be  so  amended  as  to  prohibit  the  barring 
of  herring  only  in  creeks,  coves,  and  inlets,  where  the  place  is  resorted  to  ibr 
carrying  on  the  cod  fishery  on  the  coast  of  Labrador. 

5lfa.  The  use  of  cod  seines,  although  on  this  mode  of  taking  fish  some  of  tfaa 
committee  have  strong  objections,  yet  from  the  pretty  general  opinions  in  favor 
of  their  use  when  confined  to  proper  limits,  they  would  confidently  recommend 
that  af^  the  expiration  of  the  next  two  fishing  seasons  no  seine  be  allowed  to 
be  jued  the  dimensions  of  which  is  over  100  fathoms  in  length  and  70  teet  in 
depth,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  used  on  the  customary  fishing  ledges  or  grounds 
so  as  to  interfere  with  the 'hook-and-Iine  men.  These  regulations  not  to  extend 
to  XAbrador. 

6th.  Belative  to  the  mode  of  salmon  fishery,  the  committee  are  of  opinion, 
and  wonld  recommend,  that  no  oeta  be  allowed  to  be  set  in  the  months  of  rivers, 
(known  to  be  the  resort  of  salmon,)  so  ae  to  obstruct  the  fish  from  free  ingress 
■nd  egreas ;  and  also  that  no  nets  shall  be  permitted  to  be  set  on  the  cod-fish- 
ing groands,  or  hauling  places,  thereby  obstmcting  the  cod-fishermen  in  their 
ancient  privileges. 

7tb.  The  nee  of  cod  nets  is  a  mode  of  fishing  the  committee  think  not  inju- 
rious, provided  the  nets  are  set  in  such  water  as  will  not  interfere  with  the  cod- 
seine  hauling  or  hook-and-Iine  fishing  grounds;  nor  should  they  be  allowed  to 
be  set  in  the  mouths  of  but-hauling  coves,  or  other  places  irhere  bait  is  usually 
obtained. 

8th.  The  cure  of  fish,  your  committee  believe,  may  be  much  improved  b^ 
washing  it  immediately  after  it  passes  from  the  splitting-knife,  ana  salting  it 
while  fresh ;  cleanliness,  with  such  judgment  as  oitr  people  possess,  would,  in 
the  working  of  it,  secure  at  all  times  (except  when  unfavorable  weather  pre- 
vents) the  aeeired  improvement.  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  prac- 
tice <^  pickling  codfish,  instead  of  salting  it  in  bulk,  after  the  old  fashion,  is 
vpry  pemicioni. .  The  fish  so  cured  will  not  keep  in  humid  climates,  or  stand  a 
long  sea-voyage  ;  and  they  believe  the  only  remedy  to  correct  those  evils,  and 
ti>  Beenre  a  well-cnred  and  marketable  article,  rests  with  the  purchaser  in  mak- 
ing a  suitable  distinction  in  the  price.  Another  mode  of  caring  fish,  not  prac- 
t)^  to  any  extent  heretofore  in  this  country,  has  been  suggested  to  the  com- 
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mittee  by  the  chainnan  of  tbe  fi§liermen'e  aasociation,  namely,  that  by  Bmok- 
ing;  and  tbey  believe  that  tbe  erection  of  emoke-honses  by  tbe  people  tbem- 
eelves  ia  bo  very  inexpensive  that  this  method  might  be  carried  on  to  a  great 
extent,  and  with  cooBiderable  profit.  The  committee  wonld  BUggest  that  a 
email  premium  be  allowed  to  any  person  who  erects  a  smoke-house,  and  brings 
for  sale  fisb  of  any  kind,  properly  cured  therein,  to  the  value  of  .£10. 

9th.  The  sale  of  bait  to  foreigners,  on  the  western  coast,  in  eudi  enormotts 
quantities  as  onr  inquiry  afforda  ample  evidence  of,  the  committee  believe  is 
tne  great  and  first  cause  of  the  decline  of  our  shore  fisberiea,  and  they  ventnre 
to  hope  that  they  have  suggested  a  remedy  in  limiting  the  time  for  oaing  seines, 
u  recommended  in  their  remarks  on  the  fourth  question  of  tbeir  investigation. 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  committee  would  beg  leave  to  state,  that  it  ia 
their  unanimous  opinion  that  unless  an  efficient  coastal  and  land  guard  be  ea- 
tabliBhed  to  enforce  such  laws  which  are  or  may  be  enacted  for  the  protection 
of  the  fisheries,  it  will  be  worse  than  useless  to  endeavor  to  carry  them  oat  by 
mere  proclamation,  more  especially  the  herring  fishery.

*  •  *  In  reply  to  your  inquiries,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  "  a  light  fee 
of  one  shilling  sterling  per  ton  is  levied  on  all  American,  British,  or  other  foreign 

vessels  entering  any  port  or  harbor  of  this  colony,  hut  not  to  be  levied  more 
than  once  in  any  one  year,  and  providing  that  no  greater  sum  than  twenty -five 
pounds  sterling  shall  be  levied  on  any  one  vessel  in  the  same  year." 

In  addition  to  tbe  light  dues, .each  vessel  is  obliged  to  pay  pilotage,  amount- 
ing, in  tbe  average,  to  about  eight  cents  per  Ion.

Yonr  despatch  No.  36,  asking  for  information  with  reference  to  tonnage  and 
other  duties  levied  upon  American   vessels  in  porta  of  New  Brunswick,  baa 
been  this  day  received. 

Having  just  obtained  authentic  information  on  the  subject,  I  will  reply,  thai 
the  light  house  dues  are  5  cents  per  ton,  and  marine  hospital  dues  are   1§  i 

{>er  ton,  as  is  shown  by  the  slip  hereto  attached.    These  arc^tbe  only  duties 
ected  at  tbe  cnstom-bouse.     The  American  steamers  making  weekly  trips 
twecn  this  port  and  Boston,  as  well  as  irregular  vessels  of  all  classes,  are  re- 
quired to  pay  these  dues  for  aii  entries  only  during  each  year. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  there  is  no  discrimination  in  favor  of  British-buili 
veasela  with  reference  to  port  charges.  A  vessel  built  at  St._  John  pays  the 
same  tonnage  and  other  duties  as  a  vessel  built  in  tbe  United  States  or  any 
other  country.  On  the  slip  enclosed  you  will  find  the  rates  of  pilotage,  harbor- 
masters' fees,  rates  of  wharfage,  &c.,  &c. 
There  is  one  advantage,  however,  that  the  ships  of  Great  Britain  and  some. 
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mber  coontries  poseese,  and  tl»t  iB,  tbe  power  to  have  eeamea  aireeted  for  de- 

Altboagfa  the  local  anthorities  bave  in  all  casea,  when  requested,  arrested  de- 
HTien  from  onr  own  efaips,  aa  a  matter  of  comity  or  favor,  you  are  aware,  of 
worse,  that  we  cannot  demand  this  serrica  as  a  right. 

A  treaty  with  Great  Britain,  snch  as  we  have  with  France,  would  greatly 
promote  the  intereets  of  American  commerce. 

Rait*  of  pilotage  ettahlitkfdhy  a  Jaw  or  &rdinaiux  of  the  common  eovncU  of  the 
city  f^  Saint  John,  piuitd  Augutt  3,  1848. 

FItc  ehillings  per  foot  for  bringtng  any  ship  or  vessel  into  the  harbor  of  Saint 
John  and  mooring  her  into  a  eafe  place  or  berth,  or  securing  her  alongside  of 
oDe  of  the  wharves  ;  and  five  abillinge  per  foot  for  removing  and  taking  any  ship 
Of  reuel  oat  of  the  harbor. 

In  cases  where  pilots  shall  be  detained  on  board  of  veMela,  nnder  and  by  vir- 
tue of  the  qnaiantine  or  health  laws  of  the  province,  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  from  masters  of  snch  vessels  the  sum  of  ten  shillings  per 
day  for  every  day  of  snch  detention,  in  addition  to  the  allowance  aforesaid. 

Coasting  veeaels  going  from  one  part  of  the  bay  of  Fundy  to  anotlier,  British 
steamboats,  or  British  veaaels  drawing  nnder  sis  feet  of  water,  are  not  compelled 
to  take  pilots.

In  compliance  with  the  general  instructions  contained  in  the  Uanual,  I  have 
the  honor  to  transmit  a  brief  report  on  the  tiade  and  commerce  of  this  coneolar 
district  for  the  year  ended  September  30,  1863. 

The  trade  of  St.  John  has  been  more  seriously  afiected  hy  the  existing  re- 
faellioa  than  that  of  many  of  our  own  porta.  The  two  chief  articles  of  export, 
lumber  and  fisli,  could  not  be  shipped  to  the  American  market  with  profit,  on 
account  of  the  unusually  high  rate  of  exchange,  the  cost  of  transferring  funds 
from  New  York  or  Boston  to  St .  John  having  ranged  during  the  year  from 
sixteen  to  forty-two  per  cent.  Returns  of  trade  exhibit  a  slight  improvement, 
however,  tbe  value  of  exports  to  the  United  States  having  increased  from 
9843,141  in  the  year  1861,  to  S889,416  in  1862.  For  tables  exhibiting  in  de- 
tail the  different  articles  of  export  and  import,  together  with  tbe  value  of  each, 
I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  annual  returns  of  trade  and  navigation  for  the 
year  1863,  herewith  transmitted.  I  will  here  state  that  tbe  total  shipmenta 
from  this  port  to  Great  Britain,  between  the  first  of  Jannary,  1863,  and  the 
present  time,  have  been  120,381,000  feet  deals,  9,68U  tons  pine,  and  5,166  tons 
birch.  For  this  trade  two  hundred  and  eight  ships  were  used,  of  148,047  tona 
burden.  For  the  same  period  last  year  there  were  exported  102,932,000  feet 
deals,  14,106  tons  pine,  and  4,041  tons  birch,  in  one  hundred  aud  eighty-five 
vessels  of  128,416  tons  burden. 

There  are  in  port  to-day  twenty-two  ships  of  16,629  tons,  against  eighteen  of 
12,144  tons  on  tbe  30th  of  September,  1862.  The  value  of  importations  from 
the  United  States  was  £3,014,736  in  1861,  and  in  1862,  $2,960,703. 
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The  chief  article  of  import  is  flour,  this  with  all  kinds  of  sgricultnral  produce 
bfiog  admitted  free  of  duty  under  the  reciprocity  treaty.  For  the  qnaDtity  and 
viloe  of  the  vanoofl  articles  imported,  I  refer  you  to  the  lengthy  report  of 
Williun  Smith,  esq.,  her  Hajeatv'B  controller  of  customs. 

At  there  have  been  some  modifications  in  the  tariff  of  duties  imposed  by  the 
Jiravindal  parliament  of  New  Brunswick,  I  send  you  enclosed  an  alphabetical 
unogement  of  the  rates  of  duty  now  collected  at  the  purts  of  this  province. 

This  port  baa  in  former  years  been  visited  by  a  comparatively  large  number 
of  American  ebipe  -which  have  conveyed  cargoes  of  deals  to  Liverpool  and  Lon- 
dan.  Id  1861  there  were  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  American  vessela  of 
*ll  classes  entered.  This  includes  the  entry  of  the  two  American  dteamers  which 
make  m^lar  -weekly  trips  between  St.  John  snd  Boston  dnring  nine  months 
in  the  year.  In  1862  ouly  one  baodred  and  forty  vessels  carrying  the  Ameri- 
can flag  toacbcd  at  this  port,  while  during  the  first  nine  mnutLs  of  the  prcHcnt 
jttx  one  hundred  and  fifiy-five  have  entered.  At  one  time  during  the  preeent 
j<-ii  so  lar^  a  nQmber  of  our  ships  began  to  take  British  regieterg  that  the 
prospect  for  onr  merchant  marine  lookea  somewhat  alarming.  But  our  ehipa 
have  ceased  to  take  foreign  flags.  One  of  the  most  important  mattera  that  can 
occupy  the  attention  of  Congress  will  be  the  enactment  of  certain  laws  by 
vhidi  American  ships  temporarily  registered  in  foreign  countries  will  be  again 
admitted  to  registry  in  onr  own  ports.  The  Question  is,  whether  there  shall  be 
a  tempoTsry  or  permanent  loss  to  oar  merchant  marine  of  hundreds  of  the 
noblest  eh^ps.  The  nominal  transfer  of  property  in  almost  every  case  has  been  the 
merest  shain ;  the  owners  of  these  American-built  vessels  are  stilt  the  same,  and 
will  gladly  bring  back  to  the  protection  of  the  old  flag  their  ships  when  the 
boadinc  and  burning  shall  cease.

In  reply  to  your  despatch  No.  46, 1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  enclosed 
statistical  tables  and  copies  of  acta  of  the  provincial  assembly,  from  which  docu- 
ments you  will  learn  the  rates  of  duty  or  existing  torifl*  in  the  province  of  New 
Brunswick,  aod  also  the  duties  collected  prior  to  the  time  when  the  reciprocity 
treaty  went  into  operation.  Table  one  shows  the  duties  collected  at  the  time 
the  tresty  went  into  operation.  The  act  imposing  duties  for  raising  a  revenue 
in  force,  June  L,  1854,  remained  unchanged  until  March  10,  1855,  when  slight 
Modificstiona  were  made  by  a  new  act,  an  official  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
enclosed,  marked  Table  II.  This  act,  however,  did  not  take  effect  nntil  August 
I,  1855,  aod,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  continued  in  force  for  fonr  years. 
Bat  in  the  year  1856  "An  act  to  levy  an  impost  for  railway  purposes"  was 
passed,  under  which  a  duty  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  was  imposed  upon 
the  articles  named  in  Talde  No.  III. 

On  May  1,  1S62,  this  impost  was  increased  to  three  (3)  per  cent.,  at  which 
figure  it  has  since  remained. 

On  the  Ist  day  of  November,  1860,  the  act  now  in  force  went  into  operation. 
The  accompanying  schedule,  marked  Table  IV,  exhibits  the  rate  of  duties  col- 
lected at  this  date  in  this  province. 

Remembering  that  the  act  which  expired  May  1, 1859,  was  re-enacted  and  con- 
tinned  until  November  1,  1864,  and  wo  have  the  dates  of  the  changes  of  the 
Bninawjek  tariff-  Having  the  dates  at  which  alterations  have  been  made  in 
the  tuitf,  the  tables  before  referred  to  will  furnish  a  list  of  the  articles,  alpha- 
betically arranged,  the  duties  upon  which  have  been  modified. 

I  will  make  only  a  few  general  observations  in  regard  to  the  working  of  the 
reciprocity  treaty,  so  lar  as  it  has  a  hearing  upon  the  trade  between  New 
Bmnswick  and  the  United  States.  It  is  a  nomcwhat  extraordinary  circum- 
stance that,  of  the  one  hundred  or  more  articles  that  are  entitled  to  free  entry 
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into  the  United  States,  and  olao  into  this  province,  noder  the  treaty  the  article 
of  flour  only  hae  been  and  can  be  to  any  extent  an  article  of  import  from  'iiir 
country  to  this  province ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  table  of  goods  admitted 
duty  free  embraces  everything  which  is  an  article  of  export  from  New  Bruns- 
wick, anch  aa  lumber  of  every  deflcription.  fish,  coal,  oils,  &c.,  tix:. 

The  advantages  derived  by  us  from  the  treaty  are  to  import  flour  and  other 
breadatuffe  free  of  duly,  upon  which  we  formerly  paid  a  duty  of  seventy-two 
(7S)  centa  per  barrel.  We  import  certain  manufactured  articles  and  other 
goode  which  are  conatantly  being  shipped  in  the  opposite  direction ;  and  we  have 
Uie  benefit  of  certain  fishing  gronnda,  which  our  fiahermen  have,  for  the  last  two 
yeare  at  least,  abandoned. 

You  will  observe,  also,  that  even  npon  flour  and  other  articlcB  embraced  in 
the  treaty  we  hare  only  an  advantage  of  three  per  cent.,  for  all  other  countries 
may  import  theae  goods  by  paying  simply  the  kind  they  import  of  three  per 
cenL  ad  valorem. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  provinmls  export  to  the  United  States  lumber,  fish, 
and  coal,  the  chief  articles  of  export,  which  are  admitted  duty  free,  enjoying 
substantially  alt  the  benefits  of  free  trade  with  us,  while  we  are  obli^;ed  to  pay 
high  duties  on  all  manufactured  goods;  and,  in  fact,  upon  all  the  goods  princi- 
pally imported,  with  the  exception  of  the  aimple  article  named.  A  reference 
to  the  annual  retnm  of  trade,  already  transmitted  to  the  department,  and  to  the 
table  of  duties,  will  prove  these  atatementa.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yaar  despatch  of  the  S6th  of 
June,  making  inquiries  in  relation  to  tonnage  duties,  &c.,  levied  upon  American 
vessels  entering  the  ports  of  this  consular  district. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  state  that  all  American  vessels  entering  the  porta  of  this 
consular  district  are  subject  to  certain  ligAt  duet  end  tignal  feet.  The  formor 
is  a  duty  of  ten  eenf*  per  ton,  payable  once  in  each  year  by  vessels  of  all 
countries.  The  latter  is  a  tax  of  one  dollar  levied  on  every  vessel  entering  the 
port  on  eack  leparate  voyage.  In  addition,  rates  of  pilotage  are  imposed  upon 
American  vessels  according  to  their  tonnage,  whether  Jtshing  or  other  vessels, 
as  will  he  seen  by  the  printed  extract  from  the  law  regulatmg  pilots,  which  I 
herewith  enclose; 

Extract  Jrom  the  law  for  the  rcgulalioK  of  pQott  Jbr  the  port  of  Halifax. 

1.  The  commissioners  shall  examine  and  select  as  many  pilots  as  they  may 
think  necessary,  and  shall  grant  certificates  to  such  pilots  in  the  following  form, 
and  which  shall  be  revocable  at  pleasure ;

We  [namet  of  eommuiionert]  commissioners  appointed  by  law  to  examine 
and  select  pilots  for  the  port  of  Halifax,  certify  that  [nanu;  and  residence  of 
pilot]  havi[ig  been  examined  by  us,  was  deemed  a  fit  person  to  undertake  the 
pilotage  of  vessels  of  every  description  into  and  ont  of  the  said  port,  and  on  the

3.  Every  such  certificate  shall  be  numbered  and  registered  in  a  book  kept  for 
the  purpose,  and  shall  be  annnally  renewed.  The  pilots  for  Halifax  shall  pay 
twenty  ehillings  for  the  certificate,  and  two  shillings  and  sixpence  for  every 
renewal  thereof;  and  no  pilot  shall  lend  or  transfer  his  certificate  under  a  penalty 
of  five  pounds. 

3.  The  commissioners  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish  fay-laws  for  the  farther 
regulation  of  pilots,  and  for  extra  remuneration  in  cases  of  any  extraordinary 
nature,  and  for  the  adjustment  and  decision  of  questions  arising  between  masters 
of  vessels,  pilots  and  others  respecting  pilotage,  and  also  respecting  the  aalvage 
of  anchors  and  cables,  and  may  annex  penalties  for  enforcing  the  same;  hut  no 
by-law  shall  be  in  force  until  approved  oy  the  governor  in  council. 

4.  Every  licensed  pilot  shall  carry  sncb  a  flag,  and  have  hia.boat  masked  and 
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n^»ed  in  snch  manner  as  the  commission  era  eball  direct,  under  a  penalty  not 
eireeding  twenty  nor  less  tlian  five  sliillings;  and  every  unlicensed  person 
oiryiDg  encb  Bag  shall  forfeit  ten  pounds. 

3.  No  pilot  ebaJl  be  token  to  sea  against  bis  will,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
Gre  poands  on  the  master  of  the  vessel,  except  when  tbrongh  stress  of  weather 
ihe  eame  is  onaToidable,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  eotitled  to  leceive  from  the 
master  or  owner  of  the  vessel  five  pounds  a  month  for  time  lost,  and  shall  also 
be  proTided  with  a  passage  home  at  the  expenee  of  such  master  or  owner,  from 
the  first  port  which  the  vespel  shall  enter,  where  the  same  can  be  obtained. 

6.  If  any  licensed  pilot  shall  be  detained  on  board  any  vessel  after  the  day 
of  the  arrival  and  anchoring  thereof,  he  shall  be  paid  five  shillmgs  a  day  in  ad- 
ditioD  to  hia  food,  whether  the  detention  he  caused  by  qaarauLine  regulations 
or  otherwise. 

I.  Any  unlicensed  person,  other  than  tbe  master,  taking  charge  of  any  tcsbcI 
»  a  pilot,  shall  surrender  the  guidance  thereof,  under  a  penalty  of  five  pounds, 
10  the  first  licensed  pilot  who  shall  hail  her  southward  of  Herring  Cove  or 
Thmmp  Cap. 

8.  If  tbe  services  of  the  licensed  pilot,  so  hailing'  such  vessel,  shall  not  be 
accepted,  or  the  master  shall  afterwards  take  another  pilot,  the  licensed  pilot 
vbo  first  offered  shall  be  paid  one-third  pilotage  only  if  the  vessel  he  owned  in 
Mm  prorince,  or  in  any  other  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions,  or  be  Dritish 
built,  and  halfpilolagt  on  all  other  vtsteli ;  aad  dnring  tbe  mouths  of  Novem- 
ber, December,  January.  February,  and  March,  tbe  master  of  any  vessel  ap- 
proaching the  port  of  Halifax  shall  pay  such  pilot  two-thirds  of  tbe  pilotage, 
if  bis  services  shall  nrit  be  accepted. 

9.  The  master  of  any  vessel  approaching  tbe  harbor  of  Halifax,  when  hailed 
vitbin  a  reasonable  distance  by  a  licensed  pilot,  with  his  flag  flying,  shall 
(bonen  sail,  haul  to,  or  use  other  means,  as  circumstances  will  permit,  to  facili- 
tate the  pilot's  boarding,  under  a  penalty  of  forty  shillings. 

10.  A  master  requiring  a  pilot  to  take  his  vessel  out  of  Halifax  harbor  shall, 
if  a  British  vessel,  hoist  the  Uuion  jack,  or  if  a  foreign  vessel,  sncb  flag  as  is 
iL«ually  worn  thereby,  at  the  fore-top-gallant  masthead,  and  there  continue  the 
«ame  for  twelve  hours  during  daylight  before  the  time  of  sailing;  and  if,  in  the 
mt»a  tinte,  no  licenaed  pilot  shall  offer  himseif,  the  master  may  employ  any 
person  he  may  think  fit  to  pilot  tbe  vessel  outward. 

II.  Any  unlicensed  person  who  shall  take  charge  of  such  vessel  shall  sur- 
render the  guidance  thereof  lo  tbe  first  licensed  pilot  who  shall  board  her  within 
ihe  time  e|tecified  in  the  last  section,  under  a  penalty  of  five  pounds,  if  such 
vessel  be  bound  from  the  port  of  Halifax. 

12.  Where  a  licensed  pilot  shall  have  conducted  a  vessel  inward,  and  shall 
cfftr  his  services  to  pilot  her  outward,  and  shall  be  in  attendance,  ready  and 
willing  so  to  do,  when  such  vessel  is  ready  for  sea,  he  shall  be  prefeiTed  to  any 
other  licensed  pilot;  and  if  bis  services  he  declined,  be  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
proportion  of  pilotage  prescribed  hy  the  eighth  section;  and  if  tbe  pilot  who 
condncted  her  inward  shall  have  not  tendered  his  services,  then  any  licensed 
pilot,  who  shall  first  ofier  within  the  time  specified  in  the  tenth  section,  shall  he 
truiitled  to  the  same  proportion  of  pilotage,  if  bis  services  shall  not  he  accepted. 

13.  Tbe  following  vessels  shall  be  exempted  from  pilotage  : 

Vessels  otimed  in  the  province  and  employed  in  the  coatting  trade  or  fithery, 
except  whalers,  and  all  vessels  under  eigbty  tons  burden,  coming  from  any  part 
of  ber  Majesty's  dominions,  and  all  her  Majesty's  ships-of-war;  but  no  vessel 
volantarily  taking  a  pilot  on  board  shall  he  exempted  from  pilotage,  nor  shall 
•ay  vessel  not  spoken  by  a  licensed  pilot,  at  the  distance  from  the  harbor  pre- 
Kribtd  by  this  act,  be  subject  thereto, 

14.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  deprive  any  person  who  may  act  «■  a 
H-Ex.  Doc  41 4  ,    ibGooylc 
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pilot,  in  the  absence  of  a  licensed  pilot,  from  receiving  payment  for  his  eerricea, 
according  to  the  tables  of  rates  in  the  achedale. 

15.  Tliu  rates  of  pilotage  to  be  received  by  tho  licensed  pilots  for  conducting 
vessels  into  or  out  of  harbor  shall  be  according  to  the  trade  in  dchednle  A;  and 
any  pilot  exacting,  or  attempting  to  exact,  a  larger  sum  fur  his  services,  or 
taking  a  leBS  sum  therefor,  shall  for  every  oQ'eace  forfeit  two  poandfs,  and  shall 
aldo  refund  any  excess  tto  received. 

Extracli  of  arJt  amending  Chapter  78  of  the  rerited  ftatuUt,  passed  the  12th 
April,  1862,  and  a9(A  April,  1863. 

1.  Veeeela  under  eighty  tons  burden,  trading  from  the  port  of  Halifax  to  tlie 
British  West  Indies,  shall  not  be  exempted  from  pilotage,  but  shall  hereafter 

pilnlage  in  proportion  to  their  tonnage,  ea  in  Schedule  A  of  tlie  chapter 
.  jby  amended,  or  shall  pay  half  pilotage  when  a  pilot  is  refused. 

2.  The  masters  of  foreign  vessels  outward  bonnd,  when  ready  for  aea,  shall 
be  bound  to  take  the  services  of  the  first  licensed  pilot  offering  tbe  same,  or 
otherwise  to  pay  balf  jiilotage  to  such  licensed  pilot;  but  if  tlie  licensed  pilot 
who  piloled  such  vcbbcI  into  port  aliall  be  in  attendance  when  his  services  are 
required,  he  shall  have  the  preference,  and  be  entitled  to  pilot  the  vessel  out,  or 
to  receive  half  pilotage  iu  case  his  aervices  are  refused;  but  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  uot  apply  in  cases  where  sncb  foreign  outward-bound  vessel 
is  towed  to  sea  by  a  steamboat. 

3.  Vessels  over  six  hundred  tons  burden  sball  be  liable  to  pay  an  additional 
rate  of  fifty  cents  for  every  one  hundred  tons  above  sis  hundred  tons. 

4    The  three  preceding  clauses  shall  apply  to  the  port  of  Halifiix  only. 

fi.  Tbe  habor-maater's  feea  in  the  port  of  Pictou  shall  be  one  cent  per  ton, 
instead  of  a  half- penny  as  heretofore. 

6.  So  much  of  the  chapter  hereby  amended  as  is  inconaistent  with  thia  act 
is  repeated.

IMPOBTS  A\D   EXPORTS. 

The  imports,  aa  shown  by  the  public  retuma  up  to  the  30th  September,  1SC2, 
were  $8,445,043.  Of  thia  amount  £3,087,015  were  from  the  Uiiited  SlAtes,

8117,389 ;  »had  and  halibut,  812,363  ;  salmon  and 
trout.  849,690,  amounting  in  all  to  81,882,530.  The  oil  exported  was  valued 
at  8137,307.  The  number  of  vesBels  and  boats  .employed  in  the  fisheries  in 
1861  (the  last  census  taken)  was  900  vessels  and  8,866  boats,  with  a  comple- 
ment of  14.322  men  and  43,965  nets  and  seines,  the  estimated  value  of  which 
amoDou  to  $1,780,450.

The  principal  mines  in  operation  are  the  Albion  mines,  Picton,  and  ilie  Syd- 
ney mines.  North  Sydney,  which  are  worked  by  an  Efglieh  company,  styled 
the  General  Mining  Aseociation,  under  a  lease  from  the  British  guvcmment, 
paying  to  this  province  a  royalty  of  ten  cents  for  every  ton  (ol'  2,840  lbs.) 
hoisted  from  the  pits.  The  other  mines  are  worknd  by  private  companies  and 
individuals  under  lenses  from  the  province,  paying  a  like  royalty.  Within  the 
laet  year  several  new  mines  ha.ve  been  opened,  from  which  no  official  returns 
have,  as  yet,  been  received.  But,  fiom  report,  they  promise  to  become  valuable. 
Among  them,  one  at  Sea  Coal  bay,  situate  in  the  Strait  of  Canso,  possesses 
peculiar  advantnges  from  the  fact  that  vessels  can  load  at  this  mine  at  all  sea- 
sons of  the  year;  the  harbors  to  most  of  the  other  mines  being  closed  by  ice 
during  a  great  portion  of  the  winter  mouths.  There  are  also  two  oil-producing 
mines  in  operation  in  Fictou,  and  it  is  known  that  many  more  exivt  in  other 
parts  of  the  province,  hut  as  yet  very  little  has  been  done  towards  their  devel- 
opment 

The  first  in  value  and  importance  (indeed,  by  some  considered  of  more  import- 
ance) are  the  gold  mines.  Krom  information  derived  from  the  gold  commia- 
eioaers'  report  it  appears  that  the  firet  discovery  of  gold  was  made  during  the 
summer  of  IS60  at  Tangitr  river,  to  the  eastward  of  Halifax.  The  same  sum- 
mer another  discovery  was  made  at  Wine  harbor.  The  following  year  fnrtker 
discoveries  were  made  at  a  number  of  oiher  places. 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  preceding  year  there  were  employed  at 
the  different  mines  484  men  in  qunrtz  mining,  who  raised  1,294  Iods  of  quartz, 
producing  $49,707  worth  of  gold;  the  crushing  of  which  cost  $5,176,  leaving 
the  net  proceeds  to  miners  S445  31,  or  $92  per  man,  being  at  the  rate  of  $1    l»

There  are  30  crashing  machines  erected  in  the  vicinity  of  the  miues — IB 
eleam-poirer,  11  water-power,  anil  one  worked  hy  horae-power. 

Other  discoveries  have  been  made  since  the  date  of  the  gold  coram issioners' 
report,  and  it  is  generally  siippoaed  that  auriferous  quartz  is  cxtcnsirely  dif- 
fiued  over  a  large  portion  of  the  province. 

Iron  aad  copper  have  been  discovered  in  various  localities ;  of  the  former 
there  are  two  mines  in  operation. 

RAILROADS. 

There  are  two  mnning  from  the  city,  one  to  Windsor,  a  distance  of  about  45 
miles,  connecting  with  New  Brunswick  by  stcambont  across  the  biy  of  Fnnday, 
which  agnin  connects  with  the  bonts  leaving  St.  Juhn,  New  Brunswick,  for 
PortUod,  Maine.  The  other  branch  extends  from  the  city  of  Truro,  a  village 
to  tlie  eastward  of  Halifax,  distant  about  sixty  miles.

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith,  in  the  form  of  a  tabalar  statement,  sta- 
tistice  showing  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  this  province,  in  refer-

Ii  will  be  seen  that  the  imports  from  the  United  States  into  this  province 
pradnitllv  increased  from  1853  up  to  1863;  the  imports  in  the  former  year  Being 
hul  S2.<j'7f»,545.  and  the  latter  year  amounting  to  83,357,765. 

I'be  exports  to  the  United  States  also  show  a  proportionate  increase  up  to 
the  year  IbGQ,  the  esports  for  1653  being  81.339,730,  while  that  of  1860 
amounted  to  $2,231,629. 

From  1860  to  18G3  a  falling  off  will  be  perceived. 


In  the  year  IS5S  an  act  passed  admitting  material  of  ships  registered  and 
mtoed  in  the  province,  and  wrecked  on  the  coast  of  adjacent  colonies,  or  e/«e- 
rkfTf,  A\Hj/ree. 

The  same  act  also  imnoses  a  dnty  of  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  all  clocks  and 
eiempted  paper,  if  not  less  than  demy  size,  from  duty. 

In  18.>7  the  ad  valorem  duty  was  increased  to  10  per  cent,  on  all  goods  form- 
(rly  liable  to  6^  per  cent ,  except  cotton  yarn;  wbtch  was  charged  with  ail  ad 
vjjnreni  duty  of  2  j  per  cent. 

Befiucd  sugar  to  pay  10  shillings,  (Nova  Scotia  currency,)  instead  of  14 
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eliillingB  pet  cwt,  Maderia,  Port,  anil  Plieny  wines,  of  which  the  first  cost  was 
30  pounds  per  pipe,  to  pay  a  duty  of  2».  Gd.  per  gallon. 

In  1S6I  a  duty  of  5  per  cent,  was  placed  on  irou  knees  for  ^hipa. 

In  1862  a  change  took  place  in  the  duty  on  the  undermeiitioiied  articles,  vis: 
Green  eiiffcc,  from  1 J  pence  to  4  cents  ;  coffee,  roaaled,  from  2i  pence  lo  5  cents 
per  pound.  Leather,  from  Ij  pence  to  4  cents  per  pound.  Ituin  n^duced  fr<iia 
Us.  3d.  to  40.  cents  per  gallon ;  aud  spirits,  excepting  rum,  Geneva,  and  whiskey, 
increased  from  4t.  to  90  cents  per  giillon.

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  preBent  my  anoual  report  of  commercinl  opera- 
tiooa  within  the  limits  of  this  conanlar  jariediction.  The  trade  between  ihi'a 
port  and  the  United  Statee  has  fallea  off  Bomewhat  when  compared  with  last 
J*^T.  The  marine  slip  constructed  in  thii  harbnr  has  proved  of  great  import- 
ance to  American  shipping,  many  moaterB  having  availed  them^elvea  of  the 
opportonity  to  repair  their  vesselts.  The  business  during  the  past  season  has 
b(*D  so  pressing  that  an  additional  elip  is  now  in  course  of  construction.  There 
is  good  prospect  of  the  hnilding  the  railroad  connecting  this  port  with  Ualil'ax; 
when  completed  it  will  increase  the  bnsinees  of  Pictou  very  much. 

NOVA   SCOTIA   GOLD   FIELDS. 

The  pold  mines  of  Nova  Scotia  are  now  attracting  the  attention  of  capitalists 
in  the  United  States  ;  two  companies  from  New  York  and  one  from  Boston  are 
now  actively  engaged  in  extracting  the  precious  metal,  with  every  prospect  of 
heing  richly  rewarded  for  their  investment.  A  number  of  compauies  have  been 
formed  in  this  province,  and  it  is  expected  there  will  be  large  returns  for  the 
time  and  money  expended.  The  revenue  to  the  government  is  already  con- 
siderable, and  from  preeent  indicationa  will' soon  become  the  most  important

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  colony 
poitscd  April  8,  1857,  entitled  "  The  wharfage  and  storage  act,"  a  tni  of  two 
andahalfper  cent,  ad  valorem  was  imposed  on  all  American  property  exported 
from  the  Bahamas,  This  law  was  efl'ective  chiefly  upon  American  property 
wrecked  and  sold  and  exported,  and  was  in  addition  to  an  equal  tax  imposed 
by  the  liarbor  improvement  act,  23  Victoria,  chap.  25,  section  15,  making  a 
tax  of  five  per  cent,  in  all.  The  Urst-meulioned  act  contained  a  limitation  to 
five  years  and  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  legislating  thereafter. 

The  term  of  five  yoara  hus  expired,  and  the  legislature  adjourned  on  the  2Cth 
of  May  last  past  without  having  renewed  or  extended  the  act  in  quetition. 
After  the  said  26th  of  May  the  property  named  is  not  subject  to  the  two  and  a 
half  per  cent,  tax  referred  to.

I  have  the  lionor  to  announce  that  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  of 
this  colony  tlie  law  20  Victoria,  chapter  22,  imposing  a  municipal  tax  of  2J  per 
cent,  upon  goiids  brought  into  this  colony  from  veiisels  wrecked,  stranded,  or 
otherwise  cast  away  or  abandoned  on  or  uear  the  coasts  of  these  inlands,  and 
exported  without  the  payment  of  any  import  or  auction  tax,  being  about  to  ex- 
pire,  was  continued  in  force  for  ten  years  longer,  but  so  modified  as  to  reduce 
the  tax  to  IJ  per  cent. 

Tliere  is  another  law  which  imposed  a  liarbor  rate,  in  addition  to  the  above, 
,  on  the  same  merchandise.  Itisthe  22  Victoria,  chapter  25,  section  15.  Theeffect 
of  these  laws  is  to  encourage  fraudulent  wreckiiig,  and  they  are  not  founded  on 
justice  or  reason. 

Ala  previous  session  of  the  legislature,  on  March  7,  186S,  a  law  (2  Victoria, 
chapter  6,  section  13)  which  imposed  a  tax  of  2 J  per  cent,  on  the  proceeds  of  the 
ealea  of  vessels  not  registered  as  belonging  here,  which  are  sold  in  this  colony, 
was  repealed,  with  a  retrospective  clause  extending  back  to  M;ty  1,  1861. 
This  is  an  inducement  to  bring  vessels  here  lo  be  sold  for  blockade-running, 
and  the  retrospective  clause  covered  some  heavy  3ales  of  blockade-run uing 
steamers  wbicb  had  already  been  made. 

The  laws.  17  Victoria,  chapter  2,  and  20  Victoria,  chapter  15,  exempting 
steam  vessels  and  those  laden  with  coal  from  tonnage  duties,  were  repealed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  and  all  st^am  vessels,  not  carrying  a  mail,  are 
now  subjected  to  a  tonnage  duty  of  one  shilling  per  ton  on  each  arrival,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  other  port  charges.  This  repeal  affects  blockade-runriers  almost 
exclusively,  as  they  were  previously  exempt  from  this  duty.  It  will  be  seen 
that  this  repeal  was  legislation  against  the  blockade-running  interests;  but 
such  burdens  are  hardly  noticed  by  them  at  the  end  of  sncceasful  trips.     •      •

In  accordance  with  •*  general  instmctiona,"  rcqairiiig  conaukr  officers  "  t© 
nnt«  all  events  occnrring  within  their  consular  districte  which  affect  beiielicially 
w  otherwise  the  navigation  and  commerce  of  the  United  Statea,"  I  have  the 
li^'iuor  to  lay  before  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  such  information  as  I  have 
brcQ  able  to  obtain  concerning  vessels  that  have  procured  permanent  British 
re;risterB  at  the  porto  of  this  colony  within  the  last  two  years  that  were  for- 
merly owned  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  which,  in  all  probability, 
iuve  had  their  nationality  changed  because  of  the  depredations  committed  by 
rvlicl  privateers  on  American  commerce. 

Comtnencing  on  the  3d  of  Angust,  I  find  that  in  the  year  1861  9  veBaela, 
f'innerly  owned  by  American  citizens,  obtained  permanent  British  registers  in 
thii  colony.  As  regards  class,  there  were  3  harks,  3  brigs,  and  3  schoonei-a, 
»2SregaIe  tonnage  (Uritish)  1,534  83-100.  In  the  year  1803  there  were  only 
ihree  vessels,  two  barks  and  one  schooner,  of  the  burden  altogether  of  45 1  07-100 
In  1863  to  this  day,  inclusive,  thenuoibcrof  vessels  is  II,  of  which  6  were  barks, 
ilirige.  and  1  schooner,  of  the  total  tonnage  of  2,713  13-100. 

To  recapitulate,  of  vessels,  formerly  owned  by  American  citizena,  that  have 
ohtdned  permanent  British  registers  in  this  little  colony  during  the  continuance 
of  our  great  cont^t  thus  far,  the  number  is  23,  of  which  9  were  barks,  9 
briy:",  and  5  schooners,  of  the  aggregiito  tonnage  of  4,699  03-100. 

it  will  be  perceived  by  the  above  tliat  during  the  first  five  months  of  tJie 
prvsent  year  there  were  nearly  as  many  vessels,  and  of  a  much  larger  aggre- 
g»te  tonnage,  than  during  the  two  previous  years  together. 

August  18,  1863. 

Owing  to  onr  great  civil  contest,  the  attention  of  the  government  and  some 
of  the  most  intelligent  people  of  this  colony  has  been,  for  some  time  past,  much 
orcopied  with  the  subject  of  growing  cotton  in  these  islands. 

That  the  Mil  and  climate  of  one  of  them,  at  least,  are  well  adapted  to  the 
porposehas  been  well  known  for  many  years.  ii,  ^tOO^IC 
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During  tTie  last  war  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  coneidoi^ 
able  quantities  of  cottoa  were  grown  at  tbe  East  Oaicos  and  ez[iorted  to  Europe. 
And  at  Grand  Tark  and  Salt  Cay,  where,  recently,  experiments  on  a  small 
scale  have  heea  made,  excellent  specimens  of  tbe  indispensable  fibre  have  been 

Sroduced.  Tbe  Manchester  cotton  supply  association  has,  within  the  last  few 
ays,  furnished  this  colony  with  a  numW  of  cotton  gins;  and  the  government 
has  directed  that  they  shall  be  put  up  at  various  places  for  the  use  of  tbe  public. 
That  the  neccssaiy  labor  and  capital  can  be  obtained,  in  order  to  produce  the 
valuable  article  referred  to  on  a  very  extensive  scale  in  these  ielaiids,  ia  a  ques- 
tion that,  at  present,  I  am  not,  by  any  means,  prepared  to  answer  in  tbe  affirm- 
ative; yet,  nevertheless,  deem  the  subject  to  be  all-worlhy  of  notice  and 
consideration. 

AUHiST  24,  1863. 

In  this  connexion,  as  well  as  on  the  ground  that  the  subject  has  been  adverttd 
to  by  several  of  my  predecessors,  and  that  it  is  one  concerning  the  interests  of 
American  citizens  in  this  consular  district,  it  would,  perhaps,  be  well  for  me  to 
communicate  to  tbo  department  a  brief  sketch  of  the  enterprise  at  West  Caicns, 
from  association  with  which  tbe  island  has  derived  all  its  prospective  commercial 
importance. 

During  tlie  consulship  of  James  Winter,  esquire,  at  this  post,  bis  attention 
was  called  to  West  Caieos,  then,  1  believe,  an  wholly  uninhabited  and  nnun- 
proved  island,  in  connexion  with  the  question  of  manufacturing  the  great  staplu 
of  this  colony;  and  it  was  not  long,  it  would  seem,  before  Mr.  Winter  became 
strongly  persuaded  that  thi:  West  Caieos  possessed  great  advantages  as  a  Bait- 
producing  island,  and  that  it  was  only  necessary  to  bring  labor  and  capital  to 
bear  to  ce>tablish  a  large  and  profitable  trade  between  said  place  and  the  United 
States  and  other  countries. 

Impressed  with  this  idea,  Mr.  Winter  concluded  to  enter  into  such  an  cnlcr- 
priac,  and  with  characteristic  energy  immediately  went  to  work  to  perfect  bis 

On  the  13th  day  of  July,  1857,  tbe  govei-nment  of  this  colony  granted  Mr. 
Winter  a  lease  for  one  hundred  acres  of  saline  ground  at  West  Caieos,  for  a 
period  of  twenty-one  years,  on  terms  which  were  considered  liberal  at  the  time, 
and  which,  at  all  events,  eatisiied  the  lessee. 

Through  his  exertions  a  number  of  active  merchants  in  tlie  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, Uniied  Stales,  became  interested  in  the  matter,  and  the  enterprise  became 
known  as  the  "  Belle  Isle  Salt  Manufacturing  Company."  Means  were  raised  unrl 
active  operations  commenced.  During  the  year  1S59  a  considerable  number  of 
laborers  and  a  large  amount  of  material  were  sent  nut  from  the  United  Slates, 
and  improvements  were  made,  buildings  erected,  and  a  rnilroad  track,  for  con- 
veying salt  from  the  salinas  to  the  be.ach,  was  partially  laid.  The  local  govern- 
ment, it  should  be  here  rcmfmbered,  had  pre viou^tly  constructed  one  or  mere 
canals  on  the  island,  pursuant  to  the  ti^rms  of  the  lease. 

Matters  were  thus  being  pushed  toward  completion  wheii  the  great  rebellioa 
in  the  United  States  lirst  threatened  the  peace  and  well-lieing  of  mankind. 

The  disastrous  effect  of  this  disturbance  soon  made  itself  felt  on  the  enter- 
prise above  referred  to,  and  ultimately  all  operations  counectcd  with  the  same 
Dad  to  be  suspended. 

More  than  two  years  hare  now  elapsed  since  affairs  were  thus  brought  to  a 
stand-still. 

As  a  natural  consequence,  the  "  Belle  Isle  Salt  Manufacturing  Company" 
were  unable  to  fulhl  some  of  the  conditions  of  the  origin;iI  lease  to  Mr.  Winter; 
nd  as  a  sequence  the  government  has.  within  the  li-it  year,  resumed  the  salino 
ground  at  West  Caieos.     All  the  public  works  and  improvements  thereon  are 
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mIso  in  pofKsaion  of  tbe  crowa,  as,  in  each  a  case,  was  provided  for  in  the  vrrittet 
Mgrvemeat. 

Tiro  points  seem  well  eettled  in  connexion  with  the  aboye  enterprise : 
let.   1'be  government  of  this  colony  aeem  tbronghout  in  a  jnet,  liberal  an( 
eoDsiderate  manner  to  have  acted. 


The  failare  of  the   work,  tbua  far,  ia  owing  immediately  to  causes  whollj 
beyoad  the  control  of  Mr.  Winter  and  his  associates.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  yon  some  information  that  with  considerable 
difficulty,  I  bare  procnred,  concerning  the  number,  claBa,  and  nationality  of  the 
veBBels  that  have  been  stranded  or  condemned  at  these  ielande,  aad  the  value 
of  the  cargoes  saved  therefrom,  vithin  a  comparatively  recent  period. 

During  the  year  1861  six  vessels  were  wrecked  or  condemned,  of  which  two 
were  barks,  two  brigs,  and  two  schooners.  Three  were  American,  and  three 
were  British  vessels.     The  total  value  of  the  cargoes  saved  was  >£I,876  15*.  \d. 

In  186Ssix  vessels  were  lost  in  the  waters  of  this  consular  district — five  bri^ 
and  one  schooner.  Three  of  the  nnmber  were  British,  one  American,  one 
Bremen,  and  one  Dominican.  Total  value  of  the  articles  saved  therefrom 
<£3,009  l&t.  nd. 

Thns  far  in  1663  nine  vessels  have  been  stranded  or  condemned  here  ;  of 
which  one  was  a  bark,  three  brigs,  and  five  schooners.  Four  were  American, 
three  British,  one  Swedish,  and  one  French.  The  aggregate  realized  valne  of 
the  property  saved  was  ^£7,533  At.  \d.

Dollars  are  valued  by  the  Bahama  act,  2  Victoria,  chapter  4,  extended  to 
these  islands,  at  the  rate  of  is.  2d.  sterling.  The  Kngltsh  shilling  and  sixpence 
pieces  approximate  so  nearly  to  the  quarter  and  eighth  of  the  dollar  that  they 
pass  current  for  those  coins,  respectively. 

There  are  no  copper  coine  in  circulation  ;  likewise  no  paper  money.

In  Gonformi^  with  the  obligadon  imposed  on  consular  officers  of  the  United 
Stxtes  to  make  an  annual  report  at  this  particular  period,  I  have  the  honor  to 
lay  before  you  a  general  statement  of  the  trade,  &c,  of  this  consular  district  for 
the  year  ending  this  day. 

Aa  is  well  known  to  the  eommerdal  world,  salt  is  the  great  staple  and  nearly 
ihe  only  product  of  these  islands.  So  tar  as  the  quantity  of  its  exports  are 
ccmcemed,  this  colony,  unlike  most  of  its  neighbors  in  the  West  Indies,  has  not 
ihos  far  been  a  sufferer  by  the  great  contest  in  the  United  States.  As  I  in- 
ioimed  the  department  under  date  January  31,  1863,  the  amount  of  Ealt 
txported  from  these  islands  in  1862  was  1,982,576  bnshela ;  exceeding  that  of 
IStil  by  622,568  bushels,  acid  that  of  the  most  prosperous  year  heretofore, 
I1S59,)  by  78,072  buahels. 

From  October  1,  1862,  to  June  30,  1863,  inclnsive,  from  the  port  of  Grand 
Turk  alone,  there  were  545,244  bushels  exported;  and  from  October  1,  1861, 
to  June  30,  1862,  inclusive,  there  were  only  294,752  bushels  shipped  abroad  ; 
^wing  that  the  eiportations  of  salt  from  the  port  named,  for  three-quarters  of 
the  present  commercial  year,  were  nearly  double  what  they  were  in  the  corre- 
sponding quarters  of  last  year. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  staple  here  referred  to  commands  low 
■ad  eomparaUvcly  nnremunerative  prices.  The  average  price  of  salt  for  1863 
kis  been  about  seveh  cents  per  bushel,  exclusive  of  the  goveroment  tax  of  one 
KDt  per  bushel  already  borne  by  the  purchaser  or  shipper,  which,  aa  compared 
*idi  1862,  is  about  the  same.  Freight  of  this  staple  to  the  United  States  has 
Tnied  from  eight  to  ten  cents  a  bushel. 

IMPORTS. 

The  total  value  of  the  imports  of  this  colony  in  1862  was  tl72,589  90,  of 
■hich  amount  t89,252  14  were  from  the  United  States,  and  SS3,337  76  from 
«11  other  parts. 

BXPOBTS. 

The  exports  weT«  Sl.'>7,029  90;  to  the  Unittd  States  $135,791  22,  else- 
'hcre  $31,238  63.  Of  the  salt  shipped,  1,831,008  bushels  were  to  the  United 
!;taies ;  752,408  bushels  in  British,  and  1,068,600  bushels  in  foreign  vessels, 
^^t-lenths  of  these  being  American.  Generally,  of  late  years,  about  five- 
liilhs  of  the  staple  exported  has  gone  to  the  United  Slates  ;  the  rest  mostly  to 
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VESSELS  ABfilVSD. 

In  1862  one  hundred  and  forty-three  AmcricaQ  veascla  entered;  forty-tliree 
bad  cargoes  and  one  hundred  were  in  ballast.  During  tlie  year  ended  this  day 
118  American  vesarla  entered  the  various  ports  of  thia  conaular  district;  of 
which  number  22  were  barks,  47  brigs,  and  49  schooncra.  Aggregate  tonnftge 
33,844|j.  Quantity  of  salt  outward  72S,005  buebels.  Value  of  ealt  outward 
852,077  l.-i. 

As  will  doubtless  be  noticed,  there  is  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  number 
of  Amcricnn  TeGEiels  arriving  at  this  colony  during  the  above  period,  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years.  Perhaps  this  fact  will  best  be  explained  by 
the  enclosed  statement  showing  the  number,  class,  and  tonuage  of  vessels 
built  in  the  United  States  and  registered  at  Grand  Turk,  Turk's  islands,  from 
the  Ist  of  October,  1862,  to  the  30tb  September,  1863,  intluaive.  It  thui 
appears  tfant  thirty-tivc  vcssils,  of  the  ag^^gate  tonnage  of  7,627^^,  formerly 
American,  have  within  the  last  year  been  placed  under  a,  foreign  Hag  in  thia 
colony  alone.  Quite  a  number  of  TeseeiB  have  also  arrived  here  that  had 
thrown  off  their  American  character  at  other  ports. 

BECEIPTS   A.VU    EXPENSES   OP  THB   TDLOMAL   OdVERNMBNT. 

The  receipts  of  tlie  colonial  govenunent  from  all  sources,  for  the  six  months 
ended  Jnne  30,  1863,  were  S23,.160  90,  and  the  expenditures  tl9,649  SO. 

For  the  first  three  quarters  of  this  commercial  year  the  public  rcvenne  was 
£29,332  06,  which,  as  compared  with  corresponding  quaiCera  of  last  year,  ei- 
bibita  an  increase  of  $8,278  90.  Of  this  amount  f  15,686  44  was  derived  from 
imparts,  £5,669  86  from  exports,  and  £7,875  76  from  other  sources.

*  *  As  there  are  very  few  articles  of  merchandiae  exported  from  this 
colony,  except  those  that  are  duty  free  under  the  reciprocity  treaty,  the  act  of 
lUieh  3,  lt!63,  will  very  rarely  apply  to  them. 

Id  answer  to  tbe  inquiry  contained  in  despatch  No.  14  as  to  "whether  tou- 
H^  duty  is  levied  upon  American  vessels  entering  the  ports  of  the  island,  or 
laeiged  in  the  fisheries,  within  your  (my)  consukr  district,  or  whether  any 
Mber  duty  in  the  nature  of  a  harbor  duty,  or  light-honsc,  or  any  duty  of  a  simi- 
Ur  diaracter  is  imposed  upon  oar  vessels,"  I  have  to  state  that  a  "  light  duty" 
of  riipence  {eight  and  a  half  cents)  per  ton  measurement  ia  levied  upon  all 
nvblt  entering  the  ports  of  the  island,  and  that  that  is  the  only  duty  levied  by 
Uw  npon  American  vessels  within  my  consular  district.  One  rate  only  (six- 
peneej  is  levied  for  the  year  from  January  1  to  December  31. 

I  luy  be  permitted  to  add,  that  the  above  tax  in  considered  unjust  by  the 
owser*  of  our  fishing  vessels,  for  the  reason  that  the  lights  are  very  inadequate 
(at  their  protection,  there  being  none  on  either  the  east  or  north  capes,  where 
il>py  are  most  required,  and  that  the  ports  where  the  lights  are  established  are 
toaccessible,  at  night,  in  bad  weather.  They  are  taxed,  also,  on  passing  through 
the  "Gnt  of  Ganso"  a  "  light  duty,"  sixpence  (ten  cents)  per  ton,  (as  yon  will 
h«ve  been  advised  by  our  consuls  iu  Nova  Scotia,)  which,  added  to  tbe  tax 
hoe,  makes  337  50  hght  money  levied  on  our  vessels  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
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tons  burden,  vbich  I  consider  a  very  exorbitant  tax  wben  veBBela  make  but 
one  voyafe  a  year,  and  have  no  subelantial  benefit  from  more  than  one  light. 

The  Nova  Scotia  tax  upon  the  Teesels  of  tbia  colony  baa  been  considered  so 
nnjuat  that  remonatranccB  nave  been  made  to  that  government  by  the  execntirc 
of  tbia  againat  it,  but  no  amelioration  of  the  tax  has  yet  been  made.

I  have  the  honor  to  aobmit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1863 : 

The  civil,  commercial,  and  agricultural  affairs  of  this  colony  have  undergoDe 
but  little  change  dnring  the  past  year,  1862. 

The  total  amount  of  the  imports  and  exports  from  and  to  all  countries  have 
been  as  followa  in  sterling  currency:  Imports,  ^211,240  I8t.  Gd.  Exports, 
dC  150,519  2s. 

The  total  amount  of  imports  and  exports  from  and  to  the  United  States  in 
sterling  ia:  Imports,  ^46,929  I9«.  lid.     ExporU,  ^43,466  16*. 

But  a  fraction  of  the  carrying  trade  of  the  colony  is  done  in  American  vcsacls, 
(the  fishing  business,  of  which  we  have  no  account,  excepted,)  aa  will  be  seen 
in  the  article  of  oats,  which  is  almost  the  only  article  freighted  in  AmericuD 
vessels  from  this  island. 

Total  amount  of  oats  shipped  to  the  United  Statce,  374,624  buahela.  Amount 
shipped  in  British  vessels,  316,322;  iu  American  veasels,  58,303.  All  other 
artides  are  about  in  the  above  proportions. 

There  have  beeu  no  changes  in  the  light  and  anchorage  dues  collected  from 
American  vessels  aince  my  last  report. 

There  have  been  aeventy-three  (73)  vessels  (regiatercd,  16,663  tons)  built 
here  during  the  year. 

I  shoold  have  stated,  while  on  the  subject  of  the  carrying  trade,  that  the  total 
number  of  vessels  entered  at  the  fourteen  ports  of  entry  in  this  colony  duriog 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1863,  was  1,054,  of  which  only  22  were  Ameri- 
can The  total  number  of  vessels  cleared  from  the  said  fourteen  ports  waa 
1,095,  of  which  the  number  of  American  was  27. 

The  large  number  of  American  vessels  (600  to  80O)  that  are  engaged  in  fish- 
ing on  the  north  side  of  this  island  during  the  summer  do  not  enter  at  nor  clear 
from  any  of  the  ports,  although  they  run  in  and  out  (many  of  them]  in  the 
course  of  the  season.  Two  of  the  United  States  armed  vessels  have  this  season 
cmised  around  and  entered  several  ports  of  this  island. 

I  annex  a  tabular  statement  showing  all  the  detaila  of  the  commercial  trans- 
actions between  this  colony  aud  the  United  States  during  the  past  year.  It 
will  be  observed  that  all  the  articles  exported  from  tbia  colony  to  the  Uaited 
States  enter  our  ports  duty  free,  while  on  the  articles  imported  from  the  Uoitcd 
States  duties,  amounting  to  tl5,000,  are  collected.

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  mv  annual  report  of  18G2  for  thia  island, 
and  to  add  a  few  general  remarks  on  all  the  West  India  islands. 

The  causes  leading  to  tbeir  general  retrogressive  conree  have  been  closely 
watched  by  me ;  and  I  found  that  the  only  cause,  which  could  be  called  tbo  true 
one,  is  that  free  labor  here  must  succumb  to  Cuban  slave  labor,  and  if  the  gOT- 
enuncnt  of  England  had  only  imposed  a  discriminating  duty  on  free  and  slave 
labor,  the  West  Indies  would  not  only  be  to-day  presperous,  but  slavery  itself 
would  never  have  assumed  such  vast  importance.     *     *     * 

Agrietdture. — This  branch  of  industry  is  in  a  most  deplorable  condition. 
The  causes  which  led  to  it  are  want  of  labor  and  of  means.  So  long  aa  sugar 
had  a  high  price  it  counterbalanced  those  causes,  but  the  moment  sugar  went 
down  the  planter  became  helpless  and  prostrate ;  his  produce  did  not  net  ita 
cost,  and  each  new  crop  created  a  dead  loss  to  hiic.  Bnt  this  is  not  all.  His 
estate,  with  the  fall  of  prices  in  sugar,  sank  also  in  its  value,  and  if  he  was 
formerly  merely  a  debtor,  now  he  became  insolvent,  for  the  estate  is  not  worth 
the  mortgage  on  it ;  and  times  reached  such  a  crisis  that,  with  the  exception  of 
half  a  dozen  planters,  all  estates  are  either  hopeleBsly  mortgaged,  or,  what  is 
worse,  thrown  into  the  conrt  of  chancery.  Under  such  circumstances  no  capi- 
talist is  inclined  to  advance  any  more  funds ;  and  cases  came  under  my  own 
notice  where  an  estate,  with  an  original  cost  of  eighty  thousand  dollorv,  was 
sold  under  the  hammer  for  two  thousand  dollars.  The  idea  of  giving  up  sngar 
and  planting  another  product  meets  also  with  great  diiEcolties,  by  the  fact  that 
all  the  expensive  and  very  costly  machinery  of  the  island  is  fit  only  for  sugar, 
and  nothing  else.  And  so  it  comes  that  the  agricultural  interest  of  this  island 
will,  in  a  very  few  years,  be  entirely  lost. 

Another  cause  weighs  heavily,  like  a  millstone,  on  the  planters*  necka,  and 
that  is  their  inability  of  employing  capital  direct  from  bankers,  who  would  be 
satisfied  with  legitimate  interest  on  their  capital  if  securities  were  adequate ; 
bnt  this  not  being  the  case,  English  merchants  step  in,  advance  money,  nof  on 
the  security  of  the  estate,  but  of  the  crop,  by  which  tlie  planters  are  so  entirely 
dnined  that  they  cease  to  be  masters  of  their  own  product,  have  no  more  coa- 
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ftn/  ojer  the  flame  in  finding  an  adTantageoai  market  for  it,  bnt  are  b< 
°^oa  it  to  their  merchant  mastere  in  England,  pay  conuniasionB  and  cfaargi 
^■Aat  is  the  worst,  eaeUin  the  Iobb  of  tbeir  own  earveillance,  wiUi  tre 
yHsreBt  Aankers  woald  require.  In  short,  there  ie  a  combination  of  i 
^an*xa,  iaexorable  in  their  consequences,  through  which  vast  parts  of  tl 
^rtile  Ixnd  are  oat  of  cultivation,  a  great  number  of  estates  deserted,  t 
Vnole  ial«nd  bears  depression  and  distress  on  its  very  face. 

OomfDeroe  is  entirely  stagnant  j  its  interest  is  not  only  closely  connect 

the  prodnetions  of  the  country,  (mostly  sugar,)  but  derivea  ita  vitality  ft 

■ame.      Heace   eagar,    being,  as  stated,  deprived  of  the  free  agency  of  i 

dsceiB,  becomea  now  a  mere  article  for  mortgage  here,  and  ceases  to  be 

eominerce,  bo  that  I  can  only  speak  of  an  insignificant  trade  in  breadstul 

TUJOI10,  and  dry  goods,  the  whole  of  which  would  hardly  satisfy  a  singla 

ieaa  or  Engliab  house  of  standing.     It  is  carried  on  by  a  few  parties  wil 

Kmited  means  ;    so  znncb  so  that  a  cargo  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  if 

at  no  matter  yrb»t  a.  bar^in,  could  hardly  find  s  cash  purchaser.     The  fl 

people  here  are  atscuBtomed  to  look  down  on  honest  labor  and  industry, 

the  irhole   retail    Irade   into  the  hands  of  Fortugneae  immigrants,  who, 

everything-    tbelr    o^n    way,  make  small  fortunes,  and  retnm  to  thei; 

etNmtiT'  to  rexnaio.        Dy  investing  their  means  here  they  could  absorb  the

•4iDt  yet  in  its  infancy,  a  fine  field  for  industir  could  be  found. 

id.  A  cister  discharging  a  hot  boiling  sulphuric  water,  and  the  aame  being 
FUnaoded  by  the  most  romantic  scenery,  a  sulphuric  bathing  place  could  be 
»tjUitbed,  I  think,  with  success. 

As  I  have  oaid,  I  stopped  only  for  three  daya  at  the  place,  and  therefore  I

In  compliance  with  instmetions  from  the  department,  herewith  is  respectfully 
nbmitted  a  statement  of  the  commereial  relations  and  regulations  of  the  port 
of  CalcntU  for  the  years  18<31-'62,  and  1862-'63,  compiled  from  the  records 
of  the  eonsnlate,  gorenimental  reports  and  individual  pnblicatious.     The  official 

Cin  India  closing  on  the  30th  April,  the  statement  can,  in  port,  only  be 
ghi  np  to  the  30th  September  of  the  preaeot  year.  From  it  will  appear 
llat  dnring  the  time  referred  to,  a  progressive  increase,  both  of  exports  and 
nports  to  and  from  the  different  countries  of  the  globe,  has  occurred,  with  the 
Hivptioa  of  the  United  States. 

Tbe  financial  changes  and  revulsions  attendant  npon  and  consequent  of  the 
nlieUioa  there  hare  had  a  correlative  effect  on  business  operations  here.  Orders 
tnA  ocdits  having  been  withdrawn  or  withheld,  purchases  and  shipments  to  a 
carresponding  extent  have  decreased. 

Aa  unexpected  phase  of  the  rebellion,  and  one  the  most  materially  affecting 
nt  eommerce,  has  been  the  appearance  of  piratical  steamers  on  the  high  seas. 
Serenl  of  our  vessels  with  valuable  cargoes,  engaged  in  the  India  trade,  have 
ken  captured  and  destroyed  by  these  freebooters.  Merchants  and  ship-owners 
ue  thus  compelled  to  relinqniBh  a  business,  the  persisting  in  which  would  be 
ctrtain  min. 

FreightB,  for  the  some  reason,  have  declined  to  rates  nearly  nominal.  Here- 
lofote,  to  tbe  diflerent  ports  of  Asia,  Australia,  England,  and  the  continent, 
Aiaerican  vesseU.  from  the  snperioT  skill  and  energy  of  their  masters,  and  the 
onparative  quickness  of  their  voyages,  have  had  the  preference.  But  now 
t^  an  a  number  in  port  unengaged,  and  dutrters  with  great  difficulty,  if  at 
*D,  win  be  Goncltided  for  them. 

FreightB  for  the  past  year,  per  ton  weight  of  3,240  pounds,  or  fifty  cubic  feet 
Wmirement.  have  ranged  from  £i  10*.  to  ^3  lOx.  to  Great  Britain  and  the 
omiineDt.     To  the  United  States,  frt>m  825  to  SI?  per  ton. 

Araoican  pork,  beef,  flour,  and  other  provioions  sell  slowly,  and  only  in 
■Ball  quantities,  in  this  market;  for  India,  like  our  own  country,  produces 
■ote  food  than  its  inhabitants  can  consume. 

Naval  stoiea  now  come  from  the  north  of  Europe,  being,  with  drills  and  heavy 
theeting,  too  scarce  and  valuable  in  the  United  States  for  exportation.  Plug 
tstMcco  is  tlHl  imported,  but,  from  poorness  in  quality  and  ennanced  price,  in 
onparatiTely  smul  quantity. 

KenMcne  oil  has  recently  been  introduced,  and,  as  there  are  no  religions 
Kruples  iDterfaring  with  its  nse,  wilt  gradually  make  its  way  into  general  favor. 
I^oe  masts,  spars,  and  boards,  with  mahc^any,  icd  and  copper,  yet  compose 
tbe  majority  of  oar  imports.

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The  value  of  oar  exports  is  Urgelj  in  excess,  and  the  balance  is  paid  by  bill 
of  exchange  on  London;  those  at  sight  bearing  a preminm  of  balf  penoj  to  the 
rapee,  of  ten  to  the  pound  sterling. 

The  few  American  residents  in  Calcntta  are  engaged  as  shipping  merchuite, 
as  the  successful  prosecntion  of  the  bueineSB  requires  but  little  outlay  of  pHvate 
capital,  BO  that  there  is  but  a  trifling  amount  permanently  inveated  here. 
Sectrity  npon  the  seas  and  peace  at  home  will  at  once  increase  the  value  of  our 
commerce  vith  India. 

The  admirable  commercial  position  of  Calcntta  is  well  known;  situated  on 
the  Hoogbly,  a  broad  and  deep  river,  one  hundred  miles  from  its  entrance  into 
the  Bay  of  Bengal,  it  is  the  only  ontlet,  and  commands  the  trade  of  tho  vast 
region  of  country  drained  by  the  Ganges  and  the  Brahmapootra  and  their 
numerous  branches,  an  area  of  the  greatest  fertility  of  soil,  and  most  densely 
populated  with  a  pacific  and  indnstrious  people. 

But  whilst  the  advantage  derived  from  this  position  haa  already  placed 
Calcutta  among  the  principal  exporting  cities  of  the  globe,  these  arc  now  being 
nentralized  by  the  operation  of  naturaJ  causes ;  the  efiects  of  which  have  too 
long  been  unheeded  Dy  the  authorities.  Immense  quantities  of  silt,  brought 
down  in  solution  with  the  current  from  the  alluvial  soil  through  which  it  flows, 
are  gradually  being  deposited  in  the  great  stream  which  connects  this  city  with 
the  ocean,  rendering  its  navigation  difficult  and  even  dangerous.  Movable 
masBca  of  this  silt,  aJKected  by  the  tides,  will  iu  a  few  hours  form  rifts  and  bars 
in  channels  previously  unobstructed.  During  the  present  season  a  number  of 
British  and  American  vessels  have  struck  on  these  impediments,  lesulting,  as  to 
some  of  the  first,  in  a  total  loss  of  hull  and  cargo.  The  Americans  fortunately 
escaped,  but  so  badly  damaged  as  to  be  compelled  to  return,  discharge  and  re- 
pair at  a  most  ruinous  expense. 

For  nearly  two  hundred  years  have  Calcutta  and  the  Hoogbly  been  a  British 
city  and  river,  and  yet,  to  this  day,  there  is  neither  a  wharf  nor  quay,  nor  a  slip, 
on  either  of  iia  banks.  At  low  water  the  passenger  and  his  baggage  are  still 
borne  on  a  hand-barrow  by  coolies  through  the  mud  to  the  shore,  and  cargoes 
muEt  even  now  he  dischai^ed  into  boats,  thence  oo  coolies'  heads  through  the 
same  mud  and  up  the  ateep  banks;  the  vessels  being  moored  to  barges  in  the 
stream  some  distance  from  the  shore. 

The  absence  of  wharves  and  quays  renders  the  discharge  and  landing  of  a 
cargo  tedious  and  expensive,  and  added  to  the  port,  towing  and  dther  inddental 
charges  peculiar  to  Calcutta,  swells  the  aggregate  of  a  vessel's  expenditures  to 
a  frightful  sum. 

A  table  of  the  port  charges,  and  also  those  for  a  vessel  of  one  thousand  tons 
burden,  is  appended. 

India  at  this  moment  enjoys  a  greater  degree  of  prosperity,  perhaps,  than  it 
has  ever  before  known.  Six  years  of  peaceful  toil  have  efiaced  all  vestiges  of 
the  rebellion  of  1857 ;  the  diSerent  petty  states  and  quasi  sovereignties  being 
gradually  annexed  and  absorbed,  and  their  inhabitants  brought  mors  directly 
under  the  influence  and  protection  of  British  law.  As  both  life  and  property 
have  thereby  been  rendered  more  secure,  greater  attention  has  been  beetow^ 
npon  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  to  the  production  of  various  osefnl  manu- 
&ctnres.  This  is  the  cause  of  the  great  and  progressive  increase  of  the  pro- 
ducts and  exports  of  the  country.  The  tenure  of  landed  property,  it  is  true,  is 
yet  most  uncertain  and  vexatious  ;  arising,  as  I  nnderstand,  irom  the  conflict- 
ing character  of  Hindoslanee,  Mohammedan,  English,  and  possibly  some  other 
laws  and  customs,  each  of  which,  by  the  courts,  is  allowed  to  act  conclusively 
upon  their  several  nationalities  ;  but  an  enlightened  government  cannot  long 
permit  the  existence  of  such  an  absurdity.    Ihis  alone  opposes  the  rapid  ana 
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deTelopment  of  tbe  empire ;  for  the  MTenunent,  witli  most  intel- 
ligntlHeUioaglit,  hoB  kided  in  thecoDfltniction  of  long  linea  of  isilva^B  and 
trunk  roads  which  open  the  hiteriot  for  thousands  of  milea  to  tbe  great  citiea  of 
the  Mtboard,  and  in  the  di^&g  of  canals  for  the  pnrpose  of  narigation  and 
inignioii ;  foBtered  the  prodnctioa  of  tea.  cotton,  coffee,  einchona,  and  other 
plioti,  the  cnltiration  of  which  will  esMntially  add  to  the  wealth  of  the  country 
ud  the  profitable  emplojment  of  its  inhabitants.

On  the  1st  of  January,  1862,  tbere  will  open  for  traffic  tliroaghont  India  1,609^ 
miles  of  nilway  ;  hj  the  SUt  of  December  747  had  been  adaed,  and  etnce  the 
commencementof  1860,  ap  toUay,  148  more  have  been  finiebed,  makinjf  a^raud 
total  of  2,528  miles  open  for  traffic  Of  this  mileage  the  greatest  diatauca 
traversed  withoot  tntsRaption  is  on  the  East  India  railway  from  Calcntta  to 
Benares,  540  miles;  thenezt  is  the  traos-peninanlaty  line  from  Madras  to  Bsypoor, 
405  mUes  ;  and  the  next  from  Bombay  to  8b<dapoor,  across  the  Blue  Gbants,  295 
miles.

Of  the  Americas  veosels  arrired  here,  only  three  brought  cargoes  of  American 
'Bochandiae,  aod  one  of  those  discharged  but  a  part  of  her  cargo  here.  The 
nine,  as  near  as  I  have  bran  able  to  ascertain,  was  about  (53,500. 

It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  two  foreign  vessels,  or  more  correctly  two 
Americaa  vessds  nnder  a  foreign  Sag,  have  brought  hither,  dnring  the  year,  ear- 
Swa  of  American  merchandise,  valued  at  958,000.

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Seventeen  otiier  American  ships  have  brought  here  foreign  cargoes,  valued  at 
not  less  than  $690,000. 

Total  number  of  American  ships  that  have  songht  this  as  a  port  of  delivery,  ia 
twentr.  Thirteen  vessels,  mostly  whalersi  have  put  in  to  this  port  for  supplies 
and  the  shipment  of  oil.  Those  that  have  entered  here  since  the  IStfa  of  Jnne 
last  have  had  on  board  oil  to  the  value  of  not  less  than  9300,000. 

There  have  been  only  two  cargoes  shipped  hence  in  American  bottoms  daring 
the  year,  and  one  of  them  was  the  cargo  of  another  American  ship  condemned 
The  value  of  the  ather  cargo,  which  was  not  sent  to  the  United  States,  was 
960,000. 

During  the  year,  thirteen  American  vessels  have  put  in  here  for  repairs,  of 
which  five  were  condemoed  and  sold.  The  facilitiea  for  effecting  such  repaJra 
here  are  probably  unsurpassed,  if  not  unequalled,  by  those  of  any  other  port 
east  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  there  being  three  large  and  substantial  doclu  at 
this  port,  as  well  as  one  patent  ship.  I  am  informed,  by  gentlemen  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  ship-building,  that  nowhere  is  work  done  more  faithfully  than 
here ;  though,  owing  to  the  isolation  of  the  place,  and  the  gieat  distance  which 
all  the  materials  employed  have  to  be  tnusported,  the  expenses  of  such  repaira 
are  always  proportionally  large.

It  is  generally  well  known,  the  only  important  production  of  this  island,  and 
the  sole  article  of  export,  u  suear.  The  last  year's  crop  (the  sugar  year  termi- 
nates on  the  Slst  of  July)  reacned  the  euormous  amount  of  258,000  tons,  con- 
siderably the  largest  crop  ever  produced.  But  as  the  prices  ruled  lower  than 
the  average  of  some  years  past,  it  is  supposed  that  the  planters,  as  a  body,  re- 
ceived no  larger  returns  for  their  crop  than  they  have  for  many  years  previous. 

The  following  table,  kindly  prepared  for  me  by  a  gentleman  largely  engaged 
in  the  sugar  trade,  shows  the  present  rates,  and  the  average  price  of  the  year,  of 
the  different  qualities.

It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  at  the  present  date  the  market  exhibits  a 
rising  tendency,  which  fact  goes  far  to  console  the  planters  for  the  prospect  of 
a  much  smaller  crop  the  current  year  than  was  produced  last.  It  ia  estimated, 
indeed,  that  the  crop  of  the  present  season  will  be  full  40,000  tons  lesa  than  that 
of  186S-'63,  This  great  decrease  is  owing  mainly  to  the  dcBtructiveDeea  of  tl.f 
hurricanes,  several  (rf  which  swept  over  the  island  at  the  period  when  the  youog 
and  tender  canes  were  most  liable  to  injttry. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  import  duties  during  the  post  year,  thongli  I 
am  Borry  to  aay  that  one  is  now  threatened  of  considerable  importance.  The 
eipendiCures  of  the  government  having  so  largely  exceeded  its  revenue,  a»d 
bemg  so  certain  to  surpass  it  for  aome  time  to  come,  those  in  authority  have  bcea

In  taj  commerdkl  rpport.  dated  October  15,  1B63,  it  was  intimated  that  a 
change  of  some  importance  in  the  import  dntiea  collected  at  this  port  vu 
threatened.  On  the  33d  of  the  eame  month  the  ordinance,  two  copies  of  which 
I  endoBe,  was  passed  bj  the  governor  and  conncil,  thongh  not  withoat  consid- 
erahle  opposition.  It  will  be  seen  by  this  ordinance  that  while  the  tariff  npon 
certain  articles  heretofore  taxed  hag  been  considerably  increased,  the  "  Free 
list"  has  been  almost  annihilated.  A  large  porUon  of  Uiese  new  taxes  are  Uid 
npon  the  food  of  the  hnmblest  classes,  and,  of  conne,  must  be  severely  felt. 
Tme,  the  tax  by  the  ordinance  is  imposed  bnt  for  a  single  year,  bat  it  is  highly 
probable  that  the  same  cansea  which  now  render  its  imposition  expedient  will 
nnder  its  retention  desirable.

AN  ACT  to  anwnd  and  eontiiine  tba  acta  relsUng;  t«  tbe  trade  of  tUf  ttlsnd. 

Whereaa  the  act  of  this  island  of  the  33d  July,  1852,  enlitled  •■  An  act  to 
legolate  the  trade  of  this  island,"  and  also  the  act  of  the  2d  of  March,  1853, 
for  amending  the  aame,  will  expire  on  tbe  3Iet  day  of  March,  1863;  and 
irberaa  it  ia  deemed  expedient  to  amend  and  continue  swd  acts  as  herein  pro- 
Tided; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  gnvemor,  conndl,  and  assembly  of  this 
island,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  aa  follows  ; 

I.  By  the  2d  clause  of  said  act  of  the  23d  July,  1852,  it  is  provided  that  the 
master  of  every  vessel  arriving  at  this  ialand  shall  come  directly  to  the  cnstem- 
hoaae  and  make  such  report  aa  is  therein  required.  Instead,  however,  of  eoch 
maater  beine  required  to  repair  directly  to  tbe  cuatom-houee  and  make  such  re- 
port, it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  do  so  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  arri- 
Tal  of  his  vessel;  but  abould  he  omit  to  do  so  within  the  said  twenty-four  hours. 
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he  Bball  incur  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  ponnda,  to  be  recoTered,  on  fke  com- 
plaint of  the  comptroller,  from  the  maater,  owaei,  or  consiniee  of  such  veeael  at 
the  option  of  the  comptroUer  or  olJier  officer  acting  in  hie  behalf,  aa  in  the  case 
of  servants'  vaeeB  before  a  police  magistrate  of  the  city  of  Bridgetown,  and 
paid  into  the  poolic  treasury  for  tlie  naes  of  the  island. 

II.  By  the  7th  clause  of  said  act  importers  are  allowed  twenty  days  after  tie 
vrriral  of  the  importing  vessel  to  make  due  entry  inward  of  such  ^oods  and 
landing  the  same.  It  is  expedient  to  shorten  the  time  tbns  allowed  to  importen 
of  goods.  Therefore  snch  importers  shall,  instead  of  twenty,  have  only  three 
days  after  the  entry  of  the  vessel  importing  snch  goods  to  comply  with  the 
reqniremeuts  of  the  said  7th  clause  of  said  act. 

III.  By  the  I6th  clause  of  said  act  importers  of  goods  warehansing  the  same 
are  required  to  give  bond  with  two  sufficient  sureties  for  the  due  waxehonaine 

'  of  such  goods  and  the  disposal  thereof,  and  it  is  expedient  to  amend  saia 
clause.  Therefore  so  much  of  said  clause  as  relates  to  the  mere  warehousing 
of  goods  in  respect  of  two  sufficient  sureties  being  required  to  join  the  importer 
in  bond  shall  be  repealed,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  take  the  bond  of  the  im- 
porter alone  in  reference  to  the  mere  varehousing  of  the  goods,  but  not  farther 
or  otherwise. 

IV.  Instead  of  a  separate  bond  to  be  given,  as  provided  in  the  22d  clanee  of 
said  act,  for  every  particular  lot  of  goods  exported  from  the  warehouse,  the 
owner  of  snch  goods  may,  at  the  time  of  warehousing  the  same,  or  at  any  time 
thereafter,  give  a  general  bond  to  covn  all  exportations  of  the  goods  so  ware- 
honsed,  with  two  sufficient  securities,  conditioned  as  provided  in  sud  22d 
clause. 

V.  The  19th  clause  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  sabstt- 
tnted  in  lien  thereof:  No  goods  shall  be  warehoused  unless  the  duties  theieon 
amonnt  to  twenty  shillings ;  nor  shall  any  goods  be  taken  out  of  the  warehouse 
for  home  consumption  unless  the  duties  thereon  amount  to  ten  shillings ;  nor 
for  exportation  unless  the  duties  thereon  would,  if  entered  for  home  consump- 
tion, have  amounted  to  ten  shillinga :  Provided  altoayt.  That  the  foregoing  re- 
■trictiouB  shall  not  apply  to  remundera  of  warehoused  goods ;  and  it  Bhall  be 
lawful  for  the  comptroller,  under  such  regulations  as  he  shall  see  fit,  to  permit 
moderate  samples  to  be  taken  of  anv  goods  so  warehoused  withoat  entry  and 
withont  payment  of  duty,  except  as  the  same  shall  eventually  become  payable, 
OS  on  a  deficiency  of  the  original  quantity;  but  bricks,  carriages,  cedar  boards, 
coal  and  mixed  preparations  thereof,  dried,  salted,  or  smoked  fish,  grindstones, 
iron  and  iron-work,  lead,  (metal,)  lumber,  machinery,  oars  or  sweeps,  paving 
squares,  shingles,  shooka,  slates,  spars,  staves,  tiles,  timber,  and  wood  tioopt, 
shall  not  be  warehoused. 

VI.  The  34th  clause  of  said  act,  allowing  the  drawback  of  dnties  on  the  ex* 
portation  of  wine,  is  hereby  repealed. 

VII.  Whereas  it  having  been  deemed  expedient  to  authorise  the  comptroller 
of  customs  in  epecial  cases  to  require  the  services  of  any  officer  of  the  depart- 
ment beyond  the  hours  of  general  attendance,  making  an  immediate  reptnt  to 
the  governor  of  the  circnmslancea  of  the  case  and  the  name  of  the  officer  ap- 
pointed to  the  service,  it  is  hereby  enacted  that  officers  of  customs  whose  ser- 
vices may  be  required  beyond  the  hours  of  general  attendance  shall  be  remu- 
nerated by  the  party  requiring  the  same  according  to  a  rate  fixed  by  the  gov- 
ernor in  council.  And  any  officer  of  the  customs  employed  out  of  Uie  re^ar 
office  hours  in  discharging  goods  imported  in  mail  stumers  shall,  on  every  oc- 
casion, be  allowed  and  paid  in  addition  to  his  salary  the  sum  of  one  pound  for 
snch  service  :  Provided,  That  when  such  mail  steamer  arrive  after  6  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  and  the  officer  has  to  perform  the  duty  of  dischai^ng  at  night,  he 
shall  receive  the  further  sum  of  one  pound  in  addition  for  each  night's  servicea; 
And  provided  alto,  That  when  the  officer  is  oat  at  oigbt  in  expeetatioQ  of  an 
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vnAvt  iteamei.'he  mball  receive  ench  latter  sam  for  each  night  on  which  he  ia 
H  out  on  daty,  vbether  the  aaid  steamer  arrive  or  not,  which  allowances  shall 
btiDclnded  in  tbe  incidental  expenses  of  the  department. 

Vlll.  All  veesda  in  which  is  imported  coal  for  the  nae  of  Bteam  vessels  of 
TO  belonging  to  any  foreign  government  shall  be  free  and  exempt  from  all 
loiiuge  and  oUier  fees :  Provided,  That  such  vessels  import  no  other  cargo 
vliUever,  nor  take  on  board  any  goods  or  merchandise,  ana  that  proof  he  given 
to  the  comptroller  of  the  cuetoma  that  the  coals  so  imported  are  solely  for  the 
B«  of  BocD  Bbesm  vessels,  and  that  they  are  to  be  deposited  in  a  depot  to  tie 
ippropiiated  excloeirely  for  that  purpose :  Promded,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
nrtbe  governor  in  council,  on  any  occasion  when  it  shall  seem  fit  to  them,  to 
raroenifthe  operation  of  this  claoae. 

GE.  Veasels  arrivine  partly  loaded  shall  be  allowed  to  take  in  cargo  on  pay- 
nent  of  the  duties  in  ue  following  proportions — that  is  to  say,  if  the  portion  of 
die  cargo  taken  in  does  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  tl)e  tonnage  of  the  vessel,  a 
fourth  only  of  such  duty  of  2t.  3d.  per  ton  shall  be  paid ;  and  if  the  quantity 
taken  in  sliall  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  whole  tonnage,  then  half  of  said  duty 
shall  be  paid ;  and  if  the  quantity  talcen  in  shall  be  more  than  half  of  the  whole 
Innnace,  tlieii  the  foil  amount  of  said  doty  of  2*.  3d.  shall  he  paid ;  and  no  vessel 
thall  be  cleared  oat  at  the  cnstom-honse  until  the  duty  aforesaid  shall  be  paid. 

X.  If  any  vessel  arriving  at  the  port  of  Bridgetown  shall  land  any  portion  of 
her  cargo  on  payment  of  a  proportionate  part  of  her  tonnsge  duties,  and  shall 
afterwards  take  in  cai^  for  exportation,  or  if  any  vessel  arriving  partly  laden 
for  the  purpooe  of  completing  her  cargo  shall  land  any  cargo  and  shall  leave 
the  idland  without  payment  of  the  full  amount  of  tonnage  duties,  ench  duties, 
or  the  part  thereof  remaining  unpaid,  shall  be  prosecuted,  sued  for,  and  recov- 
ered with  costs  from  the  owner  or  consignee  of  snch  vessel  in  her  Majesty's 
coort  of  common  pleas  for  this  ishmd,  established  in  the  name  of  her  Majesty's 
attorney  Keneral ;  and  the  said  owner  or  consignee  shall  be  liable,  in  addition  to 
the  penalty  of  ^50,  to  he  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  other  penalties  are 
Reovenhk  in  the  said  act  prescribed. 

XI.  Any  vessel  coming  to  this  island  in  distress  shall  be  allowed  to  dis- 
cha^e  cargo  or  ballast  and  to  make  all  necessary  repairs  without  payment  of 
tODiuge  duty,  except  in  cases  where  any  soch  vessel  arriving  in  bollaat  shall 
take  in  any  cargo  when  repaired,  in  which  case  the  whole  tonnage  shall  be 
payaUe,  or  when  coming  with  cai^  shall  take,  in  reloading,  any  additional 
goods  on  board,  in  which  case  such  vessel  shall  be  liable  for  a  qu&rter  or  half 
tannage  ac  may  (ujpear,  but  no  tonnage  shall  be  chargeable  to  any  vessel  which, 
arriving  here  in  diatress  and  discharging  cargo,  ia  sabsequentlv  unable  to  take 
it  all  on  board  again  from  difficulty  of  restowing.  and  all  vessels  shall  be  liable 
for  tonnage  duty  which,  arriving  at  this  port  in  distress,  shall  subeequeDtly  be 
condemned  by  survey  or  abandoned,  and  m  any  such  case  the  liability  for  pay- 
ment of  tonnage  dues  shall  rest  with  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  vessel, 
And  any  snch  ones  for  tonnage  shall  be  recoverable  as  hereinbefore  stated. 

XII.  The  duty  of  2t.  3d.  per  ton  shall  be  paid  upon  the  tonnage  inserted  in 
the  teeieter  of  the  vessel. 

XIII.  The  following  goods  may,  by  proclamation  or  order  of  the  governor  in 
eonncU,  be  prohibited  either  to  he  exported  or  carried  coastwise,  namely  ;  arms, 
ammnnition  and  gunpowder,  military  and  naval  stores,  and  any  articles  which 
the  governor  in  council  shall  judge  capable  of  being  converted  into  or  made 
oaefal  in  increasing  the  quantity  of  militarr  or  naval  stores,  provisions,  or  any 
•ort  of  victual  which  may  be  nsed  as  food  for  man  ;  and  if  any  goods  so  pro- 
hibited shall  be  exported  from  this  island  or  carried  coastwise,  or  be  water- 
borne  to  be  so  exported  or  carried,  they  shall  be  forfeited. 

XIV.  Said  act  of  the  23d  July,  1852,  and  the  act  of  the  second  of  March 
1853,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  the  act  regulating  the  trade  of  this  island,", 
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together  with  this  act  and  all  other  acts  and  parte  of  acts  relating  to  the  trade 
of  this  Mland,  shall  be  taken  as  forming  one  act. 

XV.  The  acts  of  the  23d  Harcli,  185d,  and  5tfa  December,  1860,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

XVI.  Thie  act  shall  come  into  opeMtion  on  the  first  daj  of  January  next 
and  continue  in  force  for  three  years.

•  ■  ■  Dnriag  the  year  forty  vessels  under  our  flag  have  visited  this  port, 
vis:  twenty-four  ships,  thirteen  barges,  two  brigs,  and  one  schooner,  represent- 
ing an  aggregate  of  20,666  tons;  more  than  two-tbirds  during  the  two  fint 
quarters  of  the  year.

»ilh  coal,  silver,  copper,  and  iron  ore;  all  rich  in  quality,  but  wanting  capital, 
mumal  labor,  machinery,, and  energy  to  develop.  Uanufactories  we  bave  none, 
but  entirely  dependent  upon  imports  to  snpply  demand,  which  demand  bos  been 
tolberto,  to  a  great  extent,  snp^ied  by  tbe  United  States.  Naval  stores,  cord- 
ite, canvas,  beef  and  pork,  and  provisions  generally,  agricultural  implements, 
tnachea,  wagons,  buggies,  timber  sawn,  machinery,  and  almost  every  description 
of  ov  msnafactnres,  would  command  very  remunerative  rates. 

The  difficulty  which  baa  produced  this  state  of  stagnation  is  attributable,  di- 
mtly  and  indirectly,  to  the  rebellion.  Uercbants  of  the  colony  who  bave  tot 
Jtuw  been  large  importers  of  our  goods  bave  withdrawn  from  the  trade,  for  fear 
^  cmisets,  in  the  first  place,  and  tbe  impossibility  of  obtaining  insurance  on 
goods  in  American  ships.  They  are  also  indispos^  to  remit  to  old-established 
booses  in  the  United  States  funds  to  effect  purchases,  considering  tbe  present 
taindal  condition  of  the  country  generally  sach  as  to  establish  a  probable  and  rea- 
Knable  doobt  as  to  the  solvency  of  individuals  or  mercantile  firms.  Inanrance. 
companiee  object  to  take  risks  upon  cargoes  by  American  ships  from  here  or  to  here 
bna  aliiKMt  enry  port,  letters  of  marque  being  the  chief  cause.  All  confidence 
i«  tost  in  oar  merchants  and  ship-owners ;  and  a  ship  compelled  to  enter  this  port 
ID  distress  to  effect  repairs  would  find  tbe  owner's  credit  of  no  avail  to  procnre 
fuds,  and  bottomry  upon  tbe  ship  not  considered  a  collateral  security.  Ne- 
pHiations  of  drafts  upon  individuab  or  firms  cannot  be  made,  unless  as  a  matter 
<i  fpemlatton,  and  Uieu  at  an  enormous  rate  of  exchange  and  an  indorser  here. 
Even  with  drafts  upon  the  government,  but  one  firm  will  receive  or  discount 
ihnn,  and  then  only  at  a  value  placed  upon  the  dollar  as  compared  with  tbe 
pomid  sterling  here,  via :  SI  80  to  the  pound,  and  ninety  cents  to  the  dollar.  *     *

The  imports  irom  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington  TerritoTy,  for  tbe 
year  1861,  amounted  to  11,833,411;  for  186S  the  amonnt  is  $2,645,229,  an 
increase  of  (811,818.  The  increase  in  tbe  value  of  imports  from  all  conntria 
in  1862  over  the  previous  year  is  91,200,179. 

The  imports  from  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington  Territory,  during  &% 
previona  quarter,  amounted  to  9610,803 ;  and  for  tbe  last  quarter,  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1S62,  tbey  amonnted  to  9627,998,  an  excess  over  last  qnarter  of 
917,195.

Xbe  imtdactiouB  of  the  island,  which  are  indeed  veiy  limited,  are  chiefly 
wheat,  oats,  and  barley ;  coffee  and  cotton  are  also  coltivated,  but  neither  to 
ujexlent. 

Xhe  articles  of  import  consist  of  every  description  of  food  and  marine  stores, 
moatly  from  Englana  via  Cape  of  Good- Hope,  and  which  are  sold  here  at  truly 
exorbitant  prices.  Froductiooe  of  the  United  States,  such  as  flour,  salt,  pro- 
viBiona,  tobacco,  timber,  and  agricnltural  implements,  are  brought  here  indi- 
rectlj,  u  seldom  American  voweb  come  ^lect  Irom  the  United  Sutea,  firom 
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the  &ct  of  tbe  iBl&nd  prodacing  nothing  available  for  export  holds  but  little 
inducement  for  direct  trade  in  return  freigbta.  The  total  value  of  impaita  in 
St.  Helena  during  the  past  ^ear  amounted  to  (791,000,  in  which  but  816,060 
came  direct  from  the  United  States.

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71k  number  of  arriralB  of  all  nations  at  this  port  dming  the  year  ended  this 
dijhaa  been  1,201,  of  the  aggregate  tonnage  of  716,912  ;  of  these  91  were 
Imeriean,  meaenring  46,825  tons,  moat  of  which  were  laden  with  cargoes  on 
Britwh  accoont  and  boond  to  Earope.

Among 
Ae  number  of  arrivals  are  also  comprised  18  men-of-war,  of  which  but  S  were 
Tnited  Stales  ships,  and  also  5  slavers  captured  on  the  African  coaat,  and 
Lring  on  arrival  here  663  slaves  on  board;  these  Aincans  are  eventually  sent

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The  above  tables  do  not  include  the  port  of  East  London,  TrLich  is  a  port  of 
considerable  importance  in  the  coasting  trade,  and  ia  also  a  port  from  wbich 
English  vessels  mav  clear. 

Being  dissevered  from  the  general  collection  districts  of  the  colony,  do 
returns  from  it  are  published.  The  other  ports  not  enumerated  above  areports 
Nolloth,  Handcklift  Bay,  Plattenbery  Bay,  Kugsna,  Port  Alfred,  St.  John'a 
River  and  Port  Natal.  But  as  the  trade  of  these  ports,  except  Natal,  is  chiefly 
with  the  five  ports  above  named,  their  entrances  and  clearances  are  not  given 
in  the  Blue  Book.  A  considerable  boasting  trade  is  carried  on  with  Walmish 
Bay  and  the  islands  Ichaboe  and  Angra  Pequena,  which  lie  weat  of  the  colony. 

PORT  BLIZABBTH. 

Fort  Elizabeth  does  not  appear  to  good  advantage  in  the  above  tables,  be- 
cause the  unmber  and  tonnage  of  steam  vessels  calling  to  coal  is  included  in  the 
Cape  Town  rctums.  The  table  of  exports  and  imports  for  J  863.  already  given 
in  this  report,  shows  that  the  volume  of  trade  at  Port  Eliznbcth  is  already  greater 
than  that  of  any  other  port  in  the  colony,  or  in  South  Africa. 

HARBOB   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  progreBB  of  the  work  on  the  breakwater  at  Cape  Town  has  been  very 
considerable  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  expected  by  the  engineer  in  charge 
that  the  water  duck  will  he  completed  in  one  ye«r  from  this  date.  The  inner 
dock  will  accommodate  eighty  ships,  and  will  admit  of  their  being  loaded  and 
discharged  at  the  wharves,  without  the  aid  of  lighters  as  at  pre«enL  During 
the  winter,  while  the  northwestwardly  winds  prevail,  it  ia  now  necessary  for 
the  shipmaBters  to  hire  Kyaz  hawsers  temporarily  at  considerable  expcnje- 
When  this  charge  is  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  new  docks  and  breakwater, 
and  the  occasional  interruptions  to  discharging  having  ceased  fiom  the  same 
cause,  this  port  will,  from  its  central  location,  be  one  of  the  moat  important  in 
the  world.  It  is  estimated  that  this  extensive  work,  for  the  conBtruclion  of 
which  the  wharfage  dues  of  the  port  are  pledged,  wUl  be  fully  completed  iu 
three  years. 
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The  barbor  works  at  Port  Alfred  (Kovrie  river)  are  well  advanced  towardB 
mmpletioD.  A  ateam-tug  ia  employed  to  tow  veeaela  over  the  bar,  and  ean^ne 
eipectationa  are  enterttuned  br  some  tbat  the  trade  of  tbe  interior,  centring  at 
GrtlumBtown,  which  now  finde  an  oatlet  tbrongh  Port  Elizabeth,  will  here^ier 
»me  through  this  nevr  channel.  It  will,  no  doubt,  give  some  employment  to 
(lilting  veasela  nmuing  between  tbe  new  port  and  Cape  Town,  but  it  is  doubt- 
fdl  whether  it  ever  becomea  a  port  for  the  entrance  or  clearance  of  foreign  shipB, 

Harbor  impmvemente  are  also  in  progrees  at  Port  Beaufort,  Port  Elizabeth, 
tod  Port  Natal.  There  ia  a  patent  ship  dock  at  Gape  Town  and  at  Simon's 
bay,  each  capable  of  taking  on  large  ships  for  repmrs. 

UNIMPBOVBD    BARB08S. 

The  beat  harbora  on  this  coast — Saldanha  and  Ilont  bays — are  as  yet  nnim' 
prwed.  Saldanha  bay  is  well  locked,  capacious,  and  safe  at  all  seasons,  but  it  is 
not  lighted,  and  there  are  no  port  authorities  located  there.  There  is  no  relia- 
ble supply  of  fresh  water  at  present,  but  it  would  be  easy  to  procure  it  in 
ibandance  if  there  was  any  demand  for  it.  There  are  but  few  inhabitants  in 
ibe  neighborhood,  and  a  sandy  strip  of  land  separates  them  from  tbe  rich  gr^n- 
jrrowing  town  of  Malmsbury.  To  the  latter  place  a  railway  from  Cape  Town 
L'  projected,  and  when  completed  this  spacious  harbor  will  in  all  probability  be 
inproved.  On  account  of  the  concurrent  testimony  of  ao  many  nautical  experts 
in  its  favor,  the  governor  has  determined  to  improve  its  natural  advantages  at 
10  eariy  day.  Should  he  recommend  to  the  home  government  to  erect  a  light- 
boose  there,  all  other  improvements  will  be  sure  to  follow. 

Hont  bay  is  also  well  sheltered  and  safe,  but  is  not  ao  large  as  Saldanha  bay. 
It  is  not  lighted. 

LIGHT-HOUSES. 

Two  new  light-houses  are  m  course  of  construction  in  this  colony ;  one  of 
litem  is  situated  on  Robben  island,  and  the  other  at  Mossel  bay.  The  former 
will  be  lit  on  the  Xsf  of  April  nest.  A  change  is  proposed  in  the  position  of 
ibe  Manila  Point  and  6reea  Point  light-bouse  in  Table  bay,  but  no  decisiou 
kai)  yet  been  announced.

Dori&g  the  last  nine  montha  there  have  been  ve^  large  importations  of 
bread^tnffi)  from  the  United  States,  in  a  great  measure  forced  by  the  high  pre- 
niun  in  America  on  aterling  billa  drawn  upon  London.  Tbe  plethora  in  tbe 
tupply  of  flour  and  grain  tbns  induced  brought  down  the  market  price  here  be* 
low  New  York  rates,  and  the  loss  tbat  would  thus  have  been  luatained  was 
nnly  in  part  offset  by  the  saving  in  exchange.  It  would  have  been  much  better 
for  (bippen  to  have  sent  their  vessels  here  in  ballast,  with  sterling  bills  to  pay 
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for  the  retnm  cai^oes  of  wool,  even  tbon^  the  bills  miut  have  been  procured 
in  the  United  States  at  high  premiam.  The  redimdaDcj  of  grain  brooght  here 
Utely  was  aUo  in  paft  caosed  by  shipmentB  from  Aostr^ia  and  Chili.  Ameri- 
can wheat  has  been  sold  here  within  the  Ust  three  months  helow  $1  25  per 
bnsheli  and  American  floor  at  tS  75  per  harrel. 

la  wool,  the  leading  article  of  export,  the  market  price  is  governed  by  Amei^ 
ican  orders  for  anwashed  wool.  Whenever  the  price  of  wool  falls  in  the  London 
matket,  the  slight  reduction  here  in  price  conseqnently  increases  American 
orders,  by  bringing  into  the  market  a  superior  qnality  of  wool  capable  of  being' 
entered  at  the  cnstom-houees  in  America  at  the  lower  rate  of  duty ;  wool  cost- 
Dg  less  than  ninepence  per  ponnd  here  being  admitted  at  a  duty  of  five  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  while  wool  costing  more  than  ninepence  sterling  has  to  pay 
the  high  duty  of  three  cents  per  pound.  Washed  wool  is  not  sent  to  America 
at  all,  and  the  price  of  nnwashed  wool  fluctuates  only  between  eevenpence  and 
eightpcnce  and  three  farthings. 

In  the  eastern  provinces  were  is  a  growing  demand  for  American  carriages, 
labor-saving  machines,  and  mannfactares,  but  in  the  western  part  of  the  colony 
the  "  conservative"  inertia  is  almost  iaEUrmonn table,  and  improvements  of  the 
most  palpable  character  pass  unnoticed.  This  difference  in  the  character  of  tlie 
population  causes  Port  Elizabeth  to  take  the  first  rank  in  commercial  relations 
with  the  United  States,  while  the  export  of  wool  from  that  port  to  America  is  so 
a  to.overshadow  all  the  other  ports  of  the  colony  entirely. 


At  present  there  is  hnt  one  railroad  line  in  the  colony,  viz  :  from  Cape  Town 
to  Wellington,  a  distance  of  fifty-six  miles  j  with  a  branch  to  Wynberg,  nine 
miles.  The  colonial  Parliament  has  ordered  enrveye  for  three  others  :  one  from 
Wellington  to  Worcester ;  another  from  Gape  Town  to  Malmsbury ;  and  a  third 
from  Port  Elizabeth  to  Grabamstown.  iTie  two  former  will  open  up  the  in- 
terior grain  district;  and  the  latter  will  stretch  to  the  wool-growing  district  of 
the  eastern  provinces.

Coal  has  been  discovered  one  hundred  miles  in  the  interior  from  Natal,  and 


it  a  proposed  to  build  a  railroad  to  transport  it  to  that  port ;  but  the  scheme 
is  at  present  only  io  embryo. 

STEAM   COHHUNICATION. 

There  is  a  regnlar  monthly  mul  between  Cape  Town  and  Southampton, 
Et^land,  leaving  Cape  Town  on  the  SOth  of  each  month,  and  calling  at  St. 
H^ena;  and  leaving  Sonthampton  on  the  6th  of  each  month  for  Cape  Town, 
direct  Another  monthly  line  (between  Port  Elizabeth  and  London)  is  to  be 
established  on  the  Ist  of  January  next.  There  is  also  a  monthly  line  between 
Calcutta  and  England,  the  vessels  stopping  hero  to  coal  and  for  mails.  There 
is  also  a  coasting  line  which  runs  monthly  between  Cape  Town  and  Xatal,  and 
semi-monthly  between  Cape  Town  and  Port  Elizabeth.  With  the  United 
States,  the  West  Indies,  Brazil,  &c,  there  is  no  steam  communication  whatever ; 
which  is  mach  to  be  regretted,  as  all  letters  go  by  way  of  England,  and  the 
English  merchants  enjoy  a  great  advantage  in  the  receipt  of  the  latest  news  in 
reference  to  markets.  C    (Xiolf

I>i>fta  on  the  TTniMd  States  direct  are  Beldom  negotiable  here,  and  remittances 
lit  gntcnlly  made  throagb  London,  in  sterling.  Bankers'  drafts  on  London 
St  Mid  here  at  two  and  a  half  per  cent.  Iobb  to  the  pnrchaser. 

At  Ae  cnstom-lioase  one  pound  sterling  is  reckoned  as  eqnal  to  five  doUan 
in  fMHpnting  the  ad  valoram  daties,  but  tbe  duties  when  computed  are  payable 
ia  nerUDg, 

hy  merchanta  and  otbere  the  same  rate  is  allowed  when  sterling  is  exchanged 
(orAmericaa  gold,  but  not  so  for  American  silver.  Silver  half  aoUars  pass  for 
ooly  one  abilling  and  eight  pence,  and  quarters  for  tenpence.  That  is  to 
uy.  ihey  can  be  paased  only  everywhere  in  the  colony  at  those  rates,  thongh 
MBe  mercfaanta  take  American  silver  at  the  rate  of  Uiree  sbiUingfl  and  nine- 
fence  to  the  dollar. 

By  the  aasay  of  the  United  States  mint,  there  are  four  dollarfl  and  eighty- 
rii  cents'  worth  of  gold  in  the  sovereign ;  bnt  according  to  the  current  nUe  of 
slTer  here,  a  sovereign  is  equal  to  six  dollars  of  American  silver. 

AMERICAN   MEBCHANTS. 

AH  the  trade  with  the  United  States  is  transacted  throngh  tbe  agency  of 
Bmuh  firms,  with  two  exceptions.  There  is  only  one  American  firm  in  Cape 
Tnvn  long  eetablished,  and  another  established  quite  recently  (to  introdnce 
rpecialties)  is  doing  well.  There  is  also  aa  American  house  at  Fort  Elizabeth, 
tqt  Done  at  any  other  port  in  the  colony. 

Then  tav  United  Stateis  consular  agents  at  Simon's  Town,  UosBel  bay.  Port 
Qiiabetfa,  and  Natal.  These  are  ui  in  my  district,  which  embraces  all  the 
Jridsh  posaesaiona  in  South  Africa.

The  report  of  the  consular  agent  at  Natal  is  not  received  at  this  date,  and  I 
UB  not  in  poseeasion  of  any  data  in  reference  to  exports  and  imports  for  the  last 
Tear,  bat  I  believe  no  American  ships  have  called  there  dnring  the  year  direct 
from  the  Unit^  States.

I  bare  the  bonor  to  inform  yon  that  a  few  inje  ago  Governor  Sc3rmnnr 
informed  me  that  on  the  next  day  he  wonld  eend  a  meBeage  to  the  colonial  housn 
of  assembly  recommending  the  paeeage  of  a  law  admitting  free  of  doty  alJ  tU'sm 
and  agricnltural  machinery,  which  he  did,  and  his  recommeudation  on  yesterday 
was  passed  into  a  law.  A  CM^neiderable  amonnt  of  machinery  is  now  on  ils  way 
from  New  York  for  the  nee  of  a  company  that  is  ahont  commrncing  the  cnlii- 
vation  of  cotton  upon  a  large  scale  in  this  colony,  some  thirty  milee  south  of  the 
town  of  Belize.  They  have  purchased  two  thonsand  acres  of  the  finest  land 
in  the  country,  and  they  will  succeed,  I  donht  not,  to  perfection. 

Another  gentleman,  from  Boston,  has  aecnred  a  fine  tract  of  land  np  the 
Belize  river,  upon  which  he  also  is  about  commencing  the  cultivation  of  cnlimi. 

This  country  ia  most  admirably  adapted  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  sugar, 
rice,  and  tobacco,  and  will  also  grow  cofiee.

Uath^,  of  New  York,  arrived  in  this  harbor,  bringing  the  chief  officers  and  a 
portion  of  the  machinery  of  the  Guatemala  Company.     This  company,  a»  I 

f  resume  you  are  aware,  is  a  joint  stock  company,  gotten  up  in  New  York,  and 
aving  for  its  object  the  coaatructing  of  a  canal  to  connect  the  Goatemaliun 
rivers  of  Montagua  and  San  Francisco,  which,  with  the  deepening  of  iliwe 
streams  at  certain  points,  is  sappnaed'to  famish  navigable  communicntion  from 
the  bay  of  Honduras  to  the  city  of  Guatemala,  from  which  place  it  is  in  con- 
templation to  construct  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific  ocean,  though  this  last  link  is 
not  comprehended  in  the  grant  or  contract  between  the  Guatemala  govcroiDtDt 
and  the  company  above  alluded  to. 

The  same  company,  through  Mr.  De  Braun,  its  chief  civil  engineer,  secnrrd. 
about  a  year  ago,  a  lease  from  the  colonial  government  of  ten  thousand  acres  of 
land,  which  extends  over  a  period  of  twenty  years,  and  comprehends  a  scciion 
of  country  hounded  on  the  north  and  south  by  Monkey  and  Deep  rivers,  and 
on  the  east  by  the  bay  of  Honduras.  The  objects  designed  to  be  accompli^hoil 
through  this  lease  on  the  part  of  the  Guatemala  Company  ore  the  cntting  and 
exporting'  of  pine  timber  to  New  York,  the  rearing  of  the  agava  ami  otlirr 
fibrous  plants,  with  the  view  of  extracting  their  fibre  for  exportation,  and  ihe 
raising  and  cultivating  of  cotton  and  sugar-cane;  and  for  all  these  purposes  i1i« 
agents  of  the  company  have  come  here  most  abundantly  provided  with  gentle- 
men of  eminent  practical  abilities  and  machinery  of  the  most  modern  charac- 
ter.        •*••••••• 

The  grant  of  land  above  referred  to  is  known  as  Point  Icacos,  and  is  situate 
about  one  hundred  miles  south  of  the  town  of  Belize.  ■  •  • 

The  harbor  at  Point  Icacos  and  Deep  river  mouth  is  most  admirable  for  all 
purposes.  The  depth  of  water  is  abundant,  the  ancbnrage  good,  and  the  pro- 
tection for  shipping  against  the  storms  ample.  Tliis  lost  is  mainly  accompli^ I kmI 
through  the  numerous  islets  that  flank  the  inlet  on  the  east.        •         ■         • 

At  Poiut  Icacos,  and  also  on  Monkey  river,  the  banks  ai%  cultivated,  devoid 
of  swamp  and  jangle,  and  where,  in  point  of  health,  a  settlement  can  saft-ly  be 
planted.  Upon  an  inspection  of  the  mterior  immediately  behind  the  point,  and 
m  the  rear  of  Point  Icacos  lagoon,  the  pine  ridges  were  encountered,  bat  ihfv 
ore  not  to  be  compared  to  the  Carolina  pine  forests.  The  trees  are  for  the  mn.-t 
part  small  in  size;  indeed,  too  much  so  for  practical  uses.  There  is,  it  is  true, 
here  and  there  a  fine  large  tree  to  be  found,  but  the  number  is  too  small  to  make 
it  an  object  to  expend  a  large  amotmt  of  money  in  that  deparbnent  of  the  enteiv 
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pri^.  Bnt  instead  of  an  abundant  supply  of  pine,  there  is  plenty  of  Santa 
Maru  wood,  which,  from  its  extreme  hardnees  and  durability,  would,  in  my 
(•piaion,  be  even  more  useful  for  ship-buiMing  than  oak.  snch  is  also  the 
(rpinion  ofaothers,  whose  judgment  is  based  upon  experience  and  personal 
uWrvation.  Some  of  this  wood,  when  taken  from  a  veBsel  built  twenty-eight 
Tf-an  ago,  was  found  to  be  perfectly  sound,  and  the  bolts  deetitute  of  ruet. 
Thia  Santa  Maria  wood  has  not  up  to  this  period  been  made  an  article  of  com- 
mi-re«;  hence  my  opiuion  that  practical  tests  would  prore  that  in  this  wood 
tlii'te  id  more  money  than  in  pine,  or  eren  mahogany.  The  soil  on  the  pine 
ridgfs  is  sandy,  oretlaying  a  stiff  clay,  and  could,  I  doabt  not,  be  made  to 
pmilaee  cotton  in  great  abundance.  These  pine  ridgea  are  interspersed  with 
•ide-eprcading  meadows,  or  miniature  savannas,  covered  with  fl  thick  coat  of 
vild  grass.

C'lnsiderable  traffic  is  conducted  with  the  ancient  city  of  Peten,  in  Vera  Paz ; 
ihvif  goods  pass  up  the  Belize,  on  Hondo  river,  to  their  head  waters,  whence  they 
■re  ciinveyed  across  the  moantaius  to  the  headwaters  of  the  streams  that  make 
t»  Lnke  Peten,  down  which  they  go  to  their  place  of  destination.  Bnt  since 
(tea  II  communication  has  been  commenced  on  the  Pacific  side,  from  Panama  np 
[he  coa^t,  and  from  the  United  States  and  Europe  direct  to  the  Isthmns,  much 
tiS  the  Belize  trade  with  the  Central  American  eonntries  lying  on  the  Pacific 
flope  has  been  cut  off,  but  still  a  portion  remains,  as  will  be  exhibited  in  the 
I'dliiwiug  table.  The  loss  of  this  trade  will  doubtless  soon  be  compensated  for 
in  the  cultivation  of  sugar  and  cotton,  and  the  cutting  and  exporting  of  other 
luiid^  of  native  wood  than  mahogany  and  logwood.  There  are  many  other  woods 
in  thi#  conntry  much  more  valuable  for  cabinet  purposes  than  mahogany ;  for 
t-xaniple,  rosewood,  ebony,  satinwood,  sera  cota,  besideB  many  other  varieties 
which  could  be  naed  for  that  purpose  to  great  advantage,  and  iudigenons  to  the 
f.irf.-ts  of  British  Honduras,  but  which  have  heretofore  attracted  no  special 
aiiiriition,  wiih  the  exception  of  pine,  which  some  enterprising  gentlemen  irom 
tbf  Uuited  States  are  now  engaged  in  cutting  and  exporting  in  a  rough  state, 
with  what  pecuniary  advantage  remains  to  be  seen.  Lumber  for  building  pur- 
p'l-^it  is,  singular  to  say,  imported  from  the  United  States,  there  not  being  a 
Biuf^ie  saw-mill  in  the  conntry. 

The  cultivation  of  cotton  is  attracting  attention  from  some  enterprising  Amer- 
icans, who  have  lately  leased  lands  for  that  purpose  on  the  Belize  river  and  at 
I'oiDt  Ic  cos ;  and  as  the  soil  is  most  admirably  adapted  for  such  cnltivation, 
tlii-y  will  doubtless  succeed  well,  so  that  native  cotton  will  probahly  ere  long 
tonn  an  article  of  export  from  this  place.  Sugar  forms  also,  during  the  last  four 
yf-»r*,an  article  of  export.  Though  this  Boil  and  conntry  arc  capable  of  producing 
almoiit  everything  required  by  man,  yet  such  is  the  total  neglect  of  agriculture 
and  manufacturea  that  it  may  be  almost  said  that  nothing  is  grown  or  mann- 
ticlored.  All  articles  necessary  for  clothing  come  from  Europe,  and  for  food 
fr'.m  the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  plantains,  bananas  and 
vam.",  but  alt  the  pork  and  flour,  which  are  the  great  articles  of  consumption  by 
ntarly  all  classes,  are  imported  from  the  States.

The  prindpal  articles  imported  dnring  the  year  1S61  were  from  the  United 
Kngdom,  books,  wioes,  soap,  general  mercbandise,  powder,  Un  salt,  glassware, 
malt  liqnors,  hardware,  earthenware,  and  slates.  The  principal  articles  imported 
from  the  United  States  were  wineci,  lumber,  shingles,  soap,  refined  sugar,  apirita, 
tar  and  pitch,  tobacco,  general  merchandise,  groceries,  floor,  pork  and  beef,  rice, 
tiimitiire,  haj,  hardware,  books,  cigars,  coffee,  drugs.  Guatemala  furnished 
wines,  salt,  deerskins,  horses  and  cattle,  indigo,  silver  ore,  aarsapariUa,  bale.4, 
India-mbber,  and  cochineal.

The  general  commercial  movements  of  the  states  of,  Guatemala,  Spanish  Hon- 
duras, Salvador,  and  Nicaragua  combined,  amount  to  abontS8.756,234.  Hence 
it  will  be  seen  that  tbe  commerce  of  Belize  is  nearly  one-third  as  great  as  the 
commerce  of  those  four  states  combined,  and  is  greater  than  either  that  of 
Spanish  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  or  Salvador,  and  within  a  fraction  as  lai^  as  that 
of  the  state  of  Goatemala.

The  principal  articles  of  import  were  malt  liquors,  coffee,  cocoa,  wines,  spirits, 
sosp,  lamber,  iron,  hardware,  dry  goods,  salt,  cattle,  American  provisions,  tobacco; 
sad  generally  in  transit,  free  of  duty,  sarsapaiilla,  cochineal,  indigo,  rawhides, 
nelau,  cocoa- nuts,  cocoannt  oil,  dyewoods,  sponge,  and  tnrtle. 

Tlie  priocipal  articles  of  export  were  mahogany,  dyewoode,  roBewood,  lignnm- 
tiIk, cedar,  India-mbber.cocoa-nats,  cigars,  metallicoreB.turtleBhell,  sarsaparilla, 
eodiine^  indigo,  rawhides,  spooge,  and  sugar.  The  first  export  of  the  latter 
article  was  86  tons  in  the  year  1859.

Giving  a  grand  total  of  104  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of  34.162. 

All  vessels  arriving  at  or  departing  from  Belize  are  subject  to  the  payment 
of  pilot  dues,  but  vessels  that  take  in  cargoes  beyond  the  limits  of  the  port  may 
come  in  and  receive  a  portion  of  cargo  witbout  the  payment  of  tonnage  dues, 
which  are  fifty  cents  per  ton.  There  are  a  number  of  vessels  of  small  drauglit, 
both  British  and  foreign,  not  included  in  ihe  foregoing  list  that  are  employed  in 
the  coasting  trade.  These  qualify  thcmselveB  by  talking  out  a  coaatinfi;  license, 
which  exempts  tliem  from  the  payment  of  tonnage  dues.  The  limits  of  the 
coasting  trade  are  defined  to  be  along  the  line  of  the  coast  north  and  west  from 
Belize  to  the  port  of  Campeachy,  in  Yucatan,  and  south  and  Ciist  along  the  coast 
to  San  Juan  del  Norte  or  GreyMwn,  including  the  Bay  Islands,  and  in  thin 
coasting  trade  British  coasters  have  no  advantage  over  other  or  foreign  countries. 
The  cost  of  a  coasting  license  is  sixteen  dollars.     •  •  •  »  » 

The  legal  currency  of  this  colony  is  English  sterling,  but  all  the  business  ia 
conducted  in  dollars  and  rials,  the  rial  being  valued  at  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  or 
eight  rials  to  the  Spanish  dollar.  The  pound  sterling  is  taken  at  five  dollars,  or 
four  shillings  to  the  dollar.

The  trade  of  British  Honduras  could  be  greatly  increased  by  energy,  not 
only  in  the  exportation  of  its  valuable  cabinet  woo^a,  as  before  stated,  and  which 
op  to  the  present  have  not  found  a  porlioci  of  the  exports,  and  the  cultivation 
of  the  soil,  and  the  raising  of  stock,  for  home  con  sumption,  thua  diminishing 
the  antount  of  imports,  and  thereby  adding  greatly  to  the  wealth  of  the  coun- 
try, hut  in  the  cultivation  of  those  thingi4  that  now  grow  wild,  and  are  suffered 
year  afti-r  year  to  perish  and  decay  upon  ihe  spot  that  produced  them.  It  has  been 
(hown  that  the  cochineal  exported  trom  Belize  is  not  the  product  of  British  Hon- 
daTas,bnt  of  Gnatemata,  whilst  the  cactus,  upon  which  the  insect  feeds,  grows  in 
p^at  abundance  wild  upon  the  soil  of  this  colony.  Tlie  sarsaparitla  which  this 
place  ezporu  is  also  not  the  product  of  thiBcoimtry,bnt  is  imported  froiq  Spanlfh 
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Hondaraa,  bat  it  is  a  native  also  of  Bdtieb  Honduras,  growing  wild,  and  allowed 
to  be  tuodden  under  foot  by  man  and  beast. 

The  article  of  indigo  forms  a  considerable  item  of  exporta  from  Belize,  bot 
this  conies  almost  altogether  from  Salvador,  whilst  an  anundance  of  the  plant 
grows  wild  in  all  parts  of  British  Honduras,  and  yet  not  a  pound  is  here  mana- 
factured.  Beeides,  all  the  palma  christi,  or  castor  oil  plant,  grows  wild,  and  like- 
wise the  pepper  irom  which  cayenne  is  made,  and  ginger  and  other  apicea, 
might  form  a  considerable  trade  if  the  coltivation  and  preparation  were  cared 
for.  Indeed,  there  is  hero  an  extensive  field  which  wonld  yield  a  valuable  r^ 
ward  for  the  exercising  of  men's  energies  and  perseverance. 

Note — In  addition  to  the  specific  and  other  taxes,  there  is  a  fixed  and  un< 
alterable  tax  of  one  per  cent,  on  all  important  articles,  which  is  appropriated  to 
the  payment  of  certain  colonial  officers  by  virtue  of  a  solemn  agreement  be- 
tween the  mother  country  and  the  colony  on  granting  them  a  new  constitn- 
tion  in  1853.  The  other  annual  duty  for  the  year  is  2^  per  cent,  for  all  non- 
enumerated  articles  ;  making,  with  the  perpetual  tax  of  one  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
on  all  imported  articles,  three  and  a  half  per  cent.        •        •        •        •         »

*  *  The  Ionian  islands  possess  a  central  position,  being  surrounded  by 
countries  nndergoiug  daily  great  political  changes.  They  are  midway  between 
England  and  the  Persian  Gulf,  are  two-thirds  of  the  way  to  the  Red  sea,  and 
conveniently  situated  to  communicate  with  all  parts  of  the  Levant.  Tbey 
block  up  the  month  of  the  Adriatic  sea,  Greece,  Constantinople,  Smyrna,  Al- 
exandria, Tripoli,  Tunis,  Malta,  Venice,  Sicily,  Naples,  Leghorn,  Genoa,  An- 
cona  and  Trieste,  form  a  belt  of  great  towns  around  tUAn  at  no  very  nncqoal 
distance.  Steamers  run  from  the  Ionian  islands  to  any  of  tliese  great  commer- 
cial cities  in  about  sixty  or  eighty  hours.  Italian  steamers  leave  the  islands 
every  week  for  all  the  commercial  towns  of  that  kingdom  and  Marseillefi; 
Greek  steamers  go  round  the  Ionian  islands;  Grecian,  Turktali  and  Engliiilt 
steamers  touch  at  the  islands,  and  at  the  several  ports  of  Italy,  France,  Malta 
and  England.  In  fine,  steamers  from  the  islands  can  reach  Asia,  Europe  and 
Africa  within  a  few  honrs,  being  central  to  those  countries,  and  bearing  strongly 
upon  the  lines  of  the  Mediterranean  commerce. 

This  premised,  will  it  not  be  wise  to  cultivate  the  American  Li-vant  trade 
through  the  Ionian  islands,  especially  now  that  the  annexation  wirh  free  Greece 
is  to  take  place  )  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  and  believe  tliai  the  islands, 
and  especially  Zante,  being  so  near  the  continent,  would  afford  a  good  market 
for  American  produce  and  manufactures.  Zante  is  pointed  out  tor  a  kind  of 
Lipari  for  the  commerce  of  all  the  Levant. 

The  lonians  are  expert  sailors  and  keen  traders,  and  drive  considerable  busi- 
ness with  the  Levant  and  Rnssia,  which  will  doubtless  increase  with  the  an- 
nexation and  the  opening  of  the  Suez  isthmus.  Their  syBl«m  of  trading  is 
peculiar,  and  affords  them  easy  and  ample  means  of  success,  without  incnrring 
groat  risks.  A  vessel  is  freighted  thus  :  The  owner,  the  master,  the  sailors, 
and  all  their  friends,  contribute  in  money  or  goods,  and  when  the  vessel  is 
loaded  tbey  direct  her  course  to  all  places  where  the  master  or  cn>w  think  a 
demand  may  be  found  for  her  cargo  or  any  portion  of  it.  If  the  vessel  is  large, 
she  goes  to  Constantinople,  the  Black  sea,  Azoff,  Smyrna,  Ahxandria,  to 
the  coasts  of  Italy,  &c.;  and  if  small,  she  runs  up  a  thousand  little  cr.-eka  and 
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trmSce  vith  the  Tillages  on  the  Greek  and  Salmatiaii  cooBta  ;  vhen  the  TCBHel 
tetanw,  she  brings  another  cai^,  the  profits  of  which  and  those  of  tlie  previoaa 
one  ai«  divided  and  the  temporary  partnerBhip  diseolved.  The  ielands,  it  ie 
pre«ained,  'will  become  raatlj  important,  both  politically  and  commeicially,  to  the 
whole  of  £nrope.  Why  ehonld  they  not  be  so  to  America  1  In  order  to  c  r- 
roborate  my  statement,  and  prove  to  American  traders  that  they  have  ample 
mcKiis  here  to  extend  their  conunerce  with  great  prospects  of  Buccess,  it  is  aof' 
fieient  to  aay,  that  besides  the  many  known  reBonrces  of  these  islands  for  com- 
merce, there  are  others  still  nnknown  and  nndersloped. 

The  ancient  Tyrian  purple  is  still  to  be  found  on  the  shores  of  the  Meganissit 
u>d  is  still  used  m  dying.  Cotton  and  tobacco  grow  in  the  islands.  Mines  of 
coal.  Bulpbor,  and  gold  have  been  discovered,  ont  left  unworked  for  want  of 
caipital.  Quarries  of  marble  and  alabaster  of  several  qualities  and  colors  exist, 
which  have  been  left  onworked  for  the  some  reason.  Chiccory  and  licorice 
roots  of  commerce  grow  wild  in  the  islands,  and  may  be  had  for  the  gathering. 
Carpets  of  goat's  hair,  such  as  are  used  in  the  Veaetisn  gondolas,  are  fabn- 
cUed  at  Z»a\e,  bnt  those  also  are  abandoned.  Pottery,  silks,  cotton,  and  soap 
are  also  manofsctured  here. 

"Fhe  pitch  welU  and  grease  springs  of  Zante  are  worthy  of  note,  and  per- 
haps of  great  utility,  if  worked;  bnt  Uiose  are  also  abandoned.  The  staple  arti- 
cJea  of  tbe  islands  are  olive  oil,  currants,  and  wine.  The  articles  manufactured 
MTK  a  kind  of  cotton  for  jieasants,  silks,  soap,  coipetB  of  goat's  hair,  and  several 
other  articles,  specimens  of  which  I  will  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  de- 
partment for  general  inspection. 

T'he  articles  from  America  that  would  yield  a  good  return  ore  lumber,  flour, 
rice,  coffee,  sogar,  ram,  fomitnre,  hides,  hotter,  cheese,  and  every  other  kind  of 
provisions,  codfish,  salmon,  ice,  rosin,  and  every  other  article  necessary  to  the 
comfort  and  maintenance  of  man.  The  actual  prices  of  the  Ionian  staple  arti- 
elea  are ;  OUm  oil,  (crop  1863,)  812  per  barrel ;  for  ready  cons^ment,  (crop 
1863,)  from  98  to  $9  ;  and  W  75  per  barrel  for  consignments  in  Janoary,  1864, 
and  December,  1863,  Winet  from  $3  to  95  per  barrel,  according  to  quality, 
(crop  1663.)  Currant*,  none  in  market  The  prices  of  the  orticTes  to  be  in- 
troduced here  from  the  United  Slates  are  lumber,  (very  high  and  of  bad 
4)iMJtty  ;)  flour.  99  per  barrel ;  rice,  5 j  cents  per  pound ;  coffee,  19  cents  per 
pound  ;  sugar,  9  cents  per  pound ;  furniture,  very  high  ;  butter,  32  cents  per 
pound  ;  cheese,  JGnglisb,  32  cents  per  pound ;  codfish,  S40  per  1,000  pounds ; 
reein,  $4  per  barrel ;  ice  never  brought  here.     The  experiment  is  worth  trying.

(a)  Pnre  wine  pays,  according  to  the  export  tariff,  6  per  cent,  ad  valorem, 
and  wines  mannfactnred  at  the  wine  factories  of  Zante  and  Cephalonia  are  free. 
This  haa  been  done  to  encourage  the  establishments  which  make  excellent 
imitatione  of  foreign  wines. 

(b)  The  loniana  leave  the  islands  at  harvest  and  go  to  Greece  to  reap,  and 
fw  their  labor  they  are  paid  in  the  same  article  they  reap.

By  cirenW  No.  14,  hearing  date  -^pnl  10,  1863,  I  am  rec|aeflted  to  send  reg- 
alarly.  for  the  uae  of  the  "United  States  General  Appraiser's  office  in  New 
tork,  as  often  as  they  are  printed,  reports  of  sales,  or  price  currents,  of  snch 
prodoctd  or  merchandise  as  are  exported  to  the  United  States  "  from  this  con- 
ciliate. You  will,  perhaps,  be  surprised  to  learn  that  no  such  reports  of  sales 
or  price  currents  are  printed  or  have  any  existence  within  the  range  of  this  con- 
>wate.  The  only  prices  current. printed  in  France  relate  to  prime  materials,  for 
tbe  ntoat  part,  the  sales  of  which  are  quoted  at  the  principal  seaports,  and  espe- 
cially «t  Havre,  Bordeaux  and  Marseilles.     *     *     • 

Tbe  "articles  de  Paris,"  of  which  the  chief  commerce  of  this  consalate  is 
mmpoaed,  have  no  fixed  price,  not  even  in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturer,  and 
toy  attempt  to  fix  a  rate  of  prices  would  only  mislead.  The  merchants  and 
Banofitctnrers,  in  the  first  place,  would  interpose  every  obstacle  to  a  person 
teekjng  such  information ;  and  with  all  their  assistance,  it  would  be  impracti- 
cable M  to  generalize  any  informatioo  they  might  give,  as  to  make  it  of  any 
KTvice.  Articles  of  the  same  pattern  may  differ  greatly  in  value;  to-day  one 
price  will  be  asked,  and  to-morrow  another,  and  what  it  is  finally  sold  for  will 
depend  npon  the  fiincy  of  the  parcbaser  as  much  almost  as  upon  the  prime  cost 
''f  the  article. 
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I  bave  talked  with  Beveral  peraons  vbose  opinione  I  thongbt  BDthoritativo 
npon  the  subject,  and  all  agree,  first,  that  there  arc  no  printed  rates  of  sales  or 
prices  current  for  tbo  "  articles  de  Paris,"  nor  of  any  otber  except  pucli  as  are 
reported  in  the  Havre  Joamals,  and  of  sales  in  tbe  stock  ezcbange;  and  second, 
that  it  would  take  weeks  of  labor  to  prepare  such  a  list  of  prices,  and  when 
made  it  would  be  utterly  unreliable  and  valueless. 

♦  •  *  To  the  second  request  contained  in  circnlnr  No.  H,  that  1  would 
tranemit  to  the  State  Department,  and  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  as 
often  as  once  a  month,  the  printed  rates  of  exchange,  I  have  to  i-eply,  that  there  are 
no  printed  rates  of  exchange  with  tho  United  States,  nor  indeed  any  fixed  rates, 
printed  or  unprinted.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  addressed  to  the  two  leading 
American  banking-houses  here,  upon  this  subject,  I  have  received  the  enclosed 
letters  marked,  respectively,  A  and  B,  which  will  satisfy  you  of  the  impossibility  of 
ray  making  any  sach  report  as  circular  No.  14  evidently  contemplates.

I  am  in  receipt  of  circular  No.  30  of  the  State  Department  for  1662,  request- 
ing information  of  the  means  adopted  in  the  country  of  my  official  residence  for 
the  protection  of  its  revenues,  the  collection  of  duties  iu  the  passage  of  goods 
across  the  national  frontiers,  and  in  their  transhipment  in  its  ports  for  export 
to  a  foreign  land ;  also  the  forms  that  are  used,  the  rules  ana  regulations  in 
force,  til*  fees  charged,  and  otber  expenses  incurred  in  its  foreign  revenue  ser- 
vice. 

At  the  earliest  convenient  opportunity  after  the  receipt  of  this  circDlor,  I 
addressed  to  his  excellency  Mr.  Fould,  the  minister  of  finance,  a  request  that 
he  would  refer  me  txi  a  person  in  the  service  to  whom  I  could  apply  for  the  re- 
quired information  ;  and  in  a  few  days  I  was  advised  by  a  letter  from  the  di- 
rector general  that  Mr.  Delmas,  administrator  of  the  second  division  of  tbe 
Direction  General  des  Donanes,  was  instructed  to  give  me  the  information  I 
sought. 

1  immediately  vailed  upon  Mr.  Delmas,  who,  after  some  conversation  with 
me  upon  the  subject  of  my  inquiries,  in  the  course  of  which  he  promised  me 
the  cordial  co-operation  of  his  department,  referred  me  to  Mr.  Hasaeron,  the 
head  of  one  of  the  bureaus. 

Mr.  Masseron  manifested  a  prompt  alacrity  in  furthering  the  objects  of  my 
visit,  and  kindly  infoimed  me  that  I  would  save  myself  much  trouble  by  pro- 
curing a  book  prepared  expressly  for  government  use  by  M.  A.  Delandre,  head 
of  one  of  the  bureaus — "Traite  Pratique  des  Douanes" — which  contains  a  fnli 
digest  of  all  the  revenue  laws  and  regulations  of  France,  and  in  which  I  woold 
be  likely  to  find  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  the  information  I  required. 

I  sent  for  Mr.  Dtlandre's  book,  and  found  it  fully  to  answer  Mr.  Masseroo'i 
description.  It  gives  all  the  lawn,  decrees,  and  regulations  of  the  revenue  de- 
partment of  France  now  in  force,  digested  and  arranged  conveniently  for  refer- 
ence, and  in  so  compact  a  form  as  almost  to  defy  fiirllier  condensation.  I  caw 
at  once  that,  so  far  as  the  general  organization  of  tho  revenue  force  was  con- 
cerned, the  definition  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  respective  officcre, 
I  could  add  nothing  to  the  cleamees  or  sufficiency  of  Mr.  Delandre's  statement. 
If  I  knew  precisely  the  points  npon  which  information  is  most  needed,  1  mi^bt, 
perhaps,  have  gleaned  it  from  Mr.  Delandre's  pages  and  other  sources,  and  sub- 
mitted it  to  you  in  a  more  compact  shape.  But  in  the  absence  of  spccitic  in- 
quiries, I  found  that  no  digest  or  condensation  would  be  a  satisfactory  substi- 
tute for  this  thorough  and  comprehensive  work. 

The  Freneb  revenue  system,  like  all  their  administrative  organization,  is  ibc 
fruit  of  nearly  a  century's  profitable  experience;  it  is  singularly  logical  and 
iystemntic ;  it  has  been  devised  and  usually  operated  under  the  direction  of 
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men  of  great  admlnietrative  abilities,  and  with  inch  eingnlar  skill  that  each  part 
of  it,  like  the  feataras  of  the  humui  conatenance,  aeems  to  have  each  an  adap- 
tion one  to  the  other  that  they  muHt  be  aeen  all  together  to  be  properly  ap- 
prKialed. 

I  have,  therefore,  concladcd  to  send  you  the  work  of  Mr  Delandrc,  ia  which 
will  be  foond  nearly  everything  that  can  be  learned  from  the  rovenne  cxperi- 
mces  of  France  eiace  the  days  of  Colbert.  I  also  send  you  a  complete  set  of 
forms  used  in  the  custome  semce,  for  which  I  am  likewise  indebted  to  the 
courtesy  of  Mr  Masseron. 

They  are  very  necessary  to  the  working  of  the  French  Bystcm,  and  may  be 
itadied  with  peat  advantage  by  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  provide  the  checks 
by  which  the  accountability  and  responsibility  of  subordinates  are  insured.  To 
mmprehend  them,  however,  it  is  first  necessary  to  comprehend  thoroughly  the 
personal  organization  of  the  French  Dooanerie,  for  which  there  is  no  shorter 
method  than  tho  etady  of  the  first  300  sections  of  Delandre. 

I  also  send  yon  a  little  work  entitled  "Guide  theorique  et  pratiqtie  dti  con- 
triboable  en  matiere  dea  contributions  indtrectcs  renfermant  en  ce  qui  couceme 
fpecialement  lea  contribnables,  le  resume  des  lois,  des  instmctions  et  de  la  juria- 
prndetice,  par  J.  3.  Isward,  conCroleur  des  contributions,  dircctca."  Thia  ia 
official,  and  contains  all  the  practical  information  tliat  can  be  required  in  regard 

the  collection  of  indirect  taxes  not  given  in  Delandre. 

The  French  government  collecta  about  2,000,000,000  francs,  at  an  expense 
of  about  350,000,000  of  franca  annually.  Of  the  anm  thus  collected  about 
400.000,000  francs  arc  realized  from  direct  taxes,  and  the  rest  from  indirect 
taxes,  bat  the  Douaneric  organization  is  auxiliary  to  the  collection  of  the  whole 

I  don't  think  so  large  an  amount  of  revenue  is  collected  by  any  government 
in  the  world  with  so  small  a  loas  from  fraud  as  in  France,  and  I  attribute  the 
£ict,  in  a  large  degree,  to  the  method  by  which  the  agents  of  the  customs  are 
Hleetcd,  and  the  terms  upon  which  they  hold  their  places,  about  which  I  shall 
add  a  few  words  in  addition  to  what  a  reader  would  be  likely  to  gather  from  a 
pemaal  of  these  works. 

The  whole  reveune  service  of  this  empire  is  under  the  direction  of  what  is 
termed  a  director  general,  who  alone,  of  all  the  officers  of  the  customs,  ia  in 
direct  conununicaUon  with  the  minister  of  finance. 

The  labor  of  this  general  director  is  shared  by  a  central  bureau,  under  the 
immediate  orders  of  the  director  general  and  six  divisiona,  each  having  an  ad- 
ministrator at  its  head.  These  administrators,  with  the  director  general,  who 
presides,  form  an  administrative  council,  and  regulate  what  is  termed  the  cen- 
tnl  admin  istration. 

llien  there  is  a  director  in  each  department  of  the  empire  who  superintends 
the  department  service.  The  director  general,  tho  admiaiatrators  at  tho  head 
of  each  division,  and  the  directors  at  the  head  of  each  department,  are  the  only 
officers  connected  with  the  customs  department  who  receive  their  appointment 
directly  from  the  head  of  tho  state.  They,  however,  and  all  their  subordinates, 
are  appointed  for  life,  or  until  their  age  entitles  them  to  a  pension  and  retreat. 

They  never  commence  their  career  in  any  of  tho  superior  grades,  but  have  to 
be  promoted  to  them,  as  the  reward  of  continued  faithful  service  through  lower 
grades.  AH  the  officers  below  the  minister  of  finance  have  to  commence  their 
career  of  service  as  clerk  in  a  bureau  at  a  aalary  of  from  800  to  1,000  franca — 
uy  SI60  to  S300  a  year,  according  to  the  class  they  are  found  qualiiied  to 
tnter,  upon  examination,  or  in  tho  etill  lower  grade  of  pr^poati,  or  overaeer,  on 
a  salary  of  from  S150  to  S160.     To  this  there  arc  no  exceptions. 

The  present  director  general,  M.  Barbier,  boa  passed  through  alt  the  grades, 
commencing  as  simple  pr^pos<S  dea  brigades  in  the  direction  at  Strasbouig,  on  a 
■alary  ia  those  da^fl  of  only  650  francs,  about  tl30  a  year.     From  prdpos^  de 
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brigade  6i  the  second  cIbbe,  he  was  ndranced  to  the  first  class.  He  then  be- 
came brigadier  of  the  different  classca  succeEsively ;  then  lieutenant  of  the  third, 
second,  and  first  classes  in  succession  ;  then  captuin  of  the  third,  second,  and 
first  classes  respectively!  then  sab- inspector,  then  inspector,  and  so  on  ap 
throngh  every  grade,  remaining  in  each  at  least  one  year,  until  he  finally,  at 
sixty  years  of  age,  reached  his  present  exalted  position  of  director  general, 
Gonncillor  of  state,  and  commander  of  the  legion  of  honor. 

No  political  inflnence  or  favor,  no  revolution  in  the  government,  interferes 
with  this  law  of  promotion.  Even  in  the  revolution  of  1848  no  modificationB 
whatever  were  made  in  the  persoimel  of  the  Donanes.  Mr.  Gr^t^n,  who  bad 
risen  from  the  position  of  a  simple  clerk  in  a  bureau  bv  which  he  was  appointed 
ia  1830,  was  director  general  in  1848,  and  remained  such  until  he  retired  in 
1857,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Barbier. 

The  political  vicisaitudea  of  the  govemment  have  no  more  appreciable  infln- 
ence npon  the  selection  of  the  revenne  agents  than  upon  their  promotion.  No 
candidate  ia  received  under  eighteen  nor  over  twenty-five  years  of  age  in  the 
bnrean  service,  nor  in  the  out-door  service,  except  in  certain  inferior  employs, 
and  npon  terms  which  do  not  afiect  the  general  policy.  On  presenting  himself, 
the  postulant  must  produce  proofs  of  his  age ;  that  he  is  a  Frenchman  ;  that  bis 
moral  character  is  unexceptionable ;  that  he  ia  exempt  Irom  any  physical  de- 
fiirmity ;  and  that  he  has  the  necessary  means  of  enppoiting  himself  during  the 

iriod  that  may  elapse  after  he  is  accepted  before  a  vacancy  occurs,  till  when 

)  receives  no  pay.  This  period  is  termed  his  "auperuumeriat,"  which  is  at 
least  of  one  year's  duration.  On  producing  these  vouchers  he  is  sent  to  a 
special  committee,  designated  each  year  by  the  director  general,  for  examina- 
tion aa  to  his  education  and  other  aptitudes  for  the  service.  The  programme 
by  which  he  is  tested  ia  aa  follows; 

1.  He  writes  a  page  from  dictation  on  unruled  paper,  without  any  external 
aid  in  correcting  the  orthography. 

2.  Kc  copies  the  same  page. 

3.  Ho  ia  required  to  give  a  grammatical  analysis  of  part  of  the  text  thns 
copied. 

4.  He  ia  i?xamincd  on  the  four  first  mles  of  arithmetic,  the  theory  of  propor- 
tions, and  the  sol nt  ion  of  various  prohlema  of  elementary  arithmetic. 

5.  He  is  examined  on  the  metrical  syatem. 

€.  He  is  required  to  prepare  inventories  and  tables  aflier  a  given  model. 

7,  To  answer  various  queetions  in  physical  geography  and  politics 

8.  To  write  a  letter  or  note  on  a  given  anbject.  After  this  is  finished,  the 
postulant  ia  further  examined  upon  any  matters  to  which  he  may  have  given 
special  attention,  especially  on  the  living  and  dead  languages,  law,  chemistry, 
natural  history,  drawing,  &c. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  each  postulant  are  reduced  to  writing,  and 
all  the  trial  papers  produced  during  the  sesaion — which  commences  at  8  in  the 
morning  and  closes  at  4  in  the  afternoon — are  annexed  to  the  report,  which 
concludes  with  a  written  statement  of  the  reasons  for  or  against  inscribing  the 
name  of  the  postulant  on  the  list  of  candidates.  This  list,  when  completed,  is 
sent  to  the  director  general  to  assist  him  in  preparing  his  list  of  candidates  most 
deserving  of  promotion,  which  is  submitted  annually  to  the  minister,  accompa- 
nied with  all  the  documents  necessary  to  enlighten  him  as  to  their  respective 
qualifications. 

The  nnmher  of  supernumeraries  never  exceeds  a  twentieth  of  the  whole  num- 
ber employed  in  the  bureaus,  and  n  preference  i»  always  given,  other  things 
being  equal,  to  the  aona  of  persons  of  good  standing  already  in  the  service. 

The  supcmumeriat  never  lasts  less  than  a  year;  duribg  which  period  the 
snccesaful  candidate  ia  detailed  for  service  either  in  the  bureau  of  the  central 
administration,  in  the  bureaus  of  directions,  or  in  the  principal  receiving  bu- 
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leaoB,  to  await  «  vacancy,  whea  his  seiricea  will  b^in  to  receive  compensa- 
tioD.  The  mode  of  examinatioa  wbich  I  have  described  is  deaigned  exclusively 
for  eudidates  enteriDg  the  bareaa  or  sedentary,  whether  in  Paris  or  the  depart- 
meots.  For  admiHion  to  the  brigadier  active  service  there  is  no  snpemumeriat, 
and  the  terms  of  admission  are  leas  rigorons,  inasmuch  as  the  service  exacts  a 
knrer  grade  of  accomplishmentfi.  The  organization  of  brigades  is  based  upon 
a  gmnal  system  of  surveillance  to  prevent  fraud  and  contraband ;  it  consists 
of  a  single  line  of  post  or  brigades,  as  they  are  termed,  along  the  sea-coast,  and 
a  doable  line  on  the  frontier.  To  each  brigade  is  assigned  a  determined  tract 
to  guard,  called  his  penthiere,  or  beat.  The  brigades  are  composed  of  captains, 
liciUenaitts,  brigadiers,  snb-brigadiere,  overseers,  packers,  weighers,  storekeep- 
ers, boatmen.  Sec. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  brigades  it  is  necessary  to  be  a  Frenchman,  twenty 
yean  of  age  at  least,  and  not  more  than  twenty-five,  except  those  who  have 
been  soldiers,  who  may  be  twenty-nine,  if  they  apply  the  year  of  their  leaving 
the  army.  The  sons  of  persons  in  the  service  are  sometimes  received  as  young 
as  eighteen,  in  capacity  of  sailors  and  overseers  on  half  voyages ;  but  their  ser- 
vice before  twenty  does  not  count  towards  their  retirement,  and  the  number  of 
toch  can  never  exceed  two  per  cent,  of  the  effective  force  of  the  brigade. 

The  postulants  mnst  produce  certificates  of  good  conduct,  either  from  the 
mayor  of  .the  place  where  they  usually  reside,  or  from  the  regiment  in  which  they 
have  served,  and  a  preference  is  given  to  persons  who  have  served  in  the  army 
or  navy.  They  are  visited  by  a  physician  in  the  presence  of  a  captain  of  the 
levenne  service,  who  gives  a  certificate  as  to  their  physical  condition,  their  in- 
stmction  and  their  intelligence,  and  such  guarantees  of  their  morality  as  are  to 
be  found  in  their  social  relations  and  past  habits  and  position.  They  mast 
know  how  to  read  and  write,  although,  in  the  case  of  simple  marines,  the  stand- 
aid  of  clerical  accomplish  meats  is  not  very  high  ;  they  mnst  also  be  unmarried. 
Persons  entering  the  Drigadea  or  active  service  cannot  compete  for  places  in  the 
bmeaa  or  sedentary  service,  which  leads  to  the  highest  grades  of  the  service, 
noti]  they  have  reacbed  the  grade  of  sub-inspector;  but  any  accomplishments 
tbey  bring  into  the  brigade  service  will  count  in  their  promotion  to  this  point, 

well  as  to  their  subseqaent  promotion,  so  that  no  person  begins  in  so  low  a 

lition  that  he  cannot  aspire  to  the  highest,  and  he  is  encouraged  constantly 
ly  the  example  and  success  of  those  who  have  preceded  him,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  present  director  general,  who,  as  I  have  already  stated,  entered  the  brigade 
service  as  simple  prcipos^  or  overseer. 

The  compensation  bothin  the  active  and  sedentary  service  is  small  for  the  first 
few  years,  never  amounting  to  $200  a  year ;  but  the  young  officer  knows  that  a 
respectable  support  is  secured  bim  for  life  if  he  is  faithful  and  diligent,  and 
whether  he  preserves  or  loses  bis  health  and  that  his  widow  will  be  provided 
for  if  he  dies  a  married  mno;  he  knows  also  that  his  promotion  will  depend 
upon  his  efficiency. 

The  hierarchical  system  of  promotion  in  the  French  service  is  iosisted  upon 
*ith  inflexible  rigor.  No  one  advances  to  a  superior  grade  without  having 
served  at  least  two  years  in  an  inferior  gmde,  nor  to  a  superior  class  of  the  same 
grade  withont  at  least  one  year's  service  in  the  inferior  class. 

At  the  beginning  of  every  six  months  the  sedentary  inspectors  or  sub-in- 
tpMtors,  and  the  principal  receivers,  address  to  tlie  division  inspector  an  *'£tat," 
or  list  of  the  officer*  under  their  orders  who  seem  to  possess  the  necessary  quali- 
ficatious  to  pass  into  a  more  elevated  clas?,  or  to  be  promoted  to  a  superior 
grade.  For  a  model  of  these  "Etats,"  see  the  blank  hereunto  annexed,  marked 
A,  which  is  designated  in  the  official  series  of  blanks  as  serie  E,  No.  8S.  I 
had  it  fille«i  out  with  the  "Etat"  of  a  single  employ £-verificnteur,  in  order  to 
render  it  more  intelligible.  In  this  list  they  stato  in  a  precise,  though  summary 
*ay,  whether,  in  their  opinion,  [he  employ^  deserves  promotion  on  account  of 
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the  length  or  diatinction  of  service.  The  diviaioa  ioHpector,  on  the  rec«pt  of 
these  lists,  prepares  a  eimilar  table  for  his  arrondissement,  vhich  he  addresses  to 
his  director,  accompaiiied  with  the  "Etats"  of  the  principal  receivers  and  sab- 
ioBpectors,  and  his  own  obeervationa  and  recommendations  in  regard  to  the 
officers  under  his  order.  Finally  the  director  transmits  these  "Etats"  to  the 
administration,  with  what  is  termed  an  "Etta  General,"  containing  his  views  of 
the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  candidates  recommended  for  promotion,  and  & 
special  "Etat"  to  embrace  the  clerks  in  fats  bareaa  entitled  to  promotion.  These 
"Etats"  relate  exclusively  to  the  fanrcan  service.  A  similar  system  of  reports 
is  required  through  tfae  proper  hierarchy  for  tfao  brieade  service. 

At  the  end  of  each  year  the  director  general  makes  a  liat  of  the  vacancies 
which  are  expected  to  occnr  during  the  following  year,  aad  another  of  all 
those  who  have  been  fonnd  to  posseBs  the  qualifications  for  promotion.  This  list 
is  sent  to  the  minister,  and  when  a  vaconcy  occurs  in  any  of  those  placets,  very 
few  in  number,  the  nomination  to  which  is  made  by  the  Emperor  or  the  minister 
of  finance,  the  director  general  selects  three  candidates  from  the  list  referred  to 
for  promotion,  and  the  minister  selects  one  of  the  three  for  the  vacancy.  If  in 
an  extraordinary  case  there  ehonld  seem  to  be  occasion  to  make  an  exception 
in  favor  of  some  person  not  on  the  promotion  list,  whose  services  merited  im- 
mediate recompense,  the  excepUon  most  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  de- 
cree, and  the  reasons  for  it  assigned  in  writing  by  the  minister.  Xo  nomination, 
however,  is  ever  made  by  the  director  general,  or  by  any  one  below  him,  of  any 

Seraon  not  on  the  "Etats"  No,  88;  thus  every  man's  promotion  mainly 
epends  upon  the  impressioa  bis  official  conduct  leaves  npon  those  saperior 
officers  with  whom  he  is  in  immediate  contact,  ahd  who  have  the  heat  means  of 
appreciating  him. 

As  an  additional  precantion,  and  for  the  better  enlightenment  of  the  director 
general,  on  the  1st  of  January,  of  each  year,  the  inspectors,  sub-inspectors,  nod 
principal  receivers  prepare  what  are  termed  tigtulematU  moreaux  in  regard  to 
all  persons  onder  their  immediate  orders,  who  had  received  their  conimiseion 
from  the  director  general,  or  from  the  minister.  These  reports  are  expected  to 
state  with  exactness  and  impartiality  whether  the  employ^  has  received  a 
liberal  edncation ;  if  he  has  initiative  discernment,  firmness,  deliberation ;  the 
grade  of  classic  and  administrative  instruction;  aa  to  hia  administrative  condnct; 
if  he  is  zealouB — assidnous  ;  if  his  private  life  is  creditable  to  the  administra- 
tion; aa  to  the  position  of  his  family;  if  he  is  married  or  single;  if  he  haa  children; 
and  what,  ifany,  other  charges;  the  extent  of  his  personal  resources;  if  he  merits 
promotion ;  if  he  will  accept  it  in  any  department  of  the  service — in  Algeria 
and  the  colonies,  for  example,  and  to  what  grade  be  is  equal ;  and,  finally,  for 
what  sort  of  employ  be  poSBeeees  special  aptitndes.  It  is  expected  that  those 
should  be  especially  named  in  this  list  toward  whom  the  opinions  of  their  en- 
periors  may  have  undergone  a  favorable  change,  in  order  that  the  previous  records 
may  not  stand  in  the  way  of  their  future  promotion,  more  especially  if  made 
from  bad  motives  or  without  discrimination. 

Further  to  assist  the  authorities  in  reaching  accurate  conclusions  in  regard  to 
their  agents,  a  syateni  of  annotations  or  condnct  record  has  been  adopted,  since 
1802,  which  baa  been  productive,  it  is  said,  of  the  happiest  effects.  A  register 
is  kept  by  every  officer  in  command  in  the  active  or  out-door  service,  who  re- 
ceives his  appointment  from  tfae  directors,  of  whom  there  are  31.  In  these 
regiatera  an  annotation  is  made  of  any  grave  negligence  in  the  service;  any 
want  of  subordination  to  superior  officers,  or  lack  of  reapect  to  the  public;  any 
infraction  of  rules  against  passing  the  frontier,  entering  cabarets  unnecessarily  ; 
drunkenness  or  any  scand^oua  conduct,  outside  of  those  more  serious  offences 
which  involve  diemiesal  from  the  service,  degradation,  OTsnrrenderto  the  officers 
of  justice.  These  annotations  are  transmitted  hierarchially  to  tfae  captain.  The 
captain,  after  verifying  the  facts,  sends  it,  with  bis  remarks,  to  the  inspector,  who 
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■adi  it  back  to  lum  with  authority  to  ioeciibe  the  annotation  against  the  offend- 
er, if  be  finds  the  facta  jnatify  it;  if  not.  he  reserves  his  decision  until  he  makeB 
bii  next  tour  of  inspection  in  that  division. 

If  the  annotation  is  subscribed,  and  while  it  Temsias,  the  subject  of  it  is  in- 
c^iieitated  for  compeiing  for  promotion,  and  excluded  from  participation  in 
(Main  gratifications,  amounting  to  some  300,000  francs  a  year,  which  are  di- 
Tided  amone  certain  classes  in  the  active  service.  A  first  annotation  can  only 
be  remo¥ed  by  b\x  months  of  unexceptionable  conduct,  the  second  by  a  year's, 
ind  the  third  by  fifteen  months.  The  OTeraeer  who  receives  a  fourth  annota- 
tion for  an  offence  similar  to  the  one  which  provoked  the  preceding  annotations 
forfeits  his  commission,  and  for  a  second  offence  he  is  Bent  to  a  post  of  smaller 
pay,  if  there  is  any.  The  brigadier  is  degraded  for  the  third  annotation,  on  ac- 
eonat  of  the  same  offence. 

Leas  offences  are  visited  with  reprimands,  hut  the  third  reprimand  in  the 
ootme  of  the  same  year  provokes  an  annotation.  Thus  it  happens  that  every 
fix  months  from  the  day  a  young  Tnmi  enters  the  service,  until  he  leaves  it,  a 
esf^fn]  record  is  made  of  every  change  in  his  conduct,  calculated  to  affect  his 
value  as  a  pnblic  servant.  He  is  judged  and  reported  upon  every  year  or  two 
by  different  persons,  so  that  he  never  can  be  for  any  considerable  period  the  vic- 
tnn  of  nnjnst  prejudice,  or  the  object  of  an  undeserved  partiality.  Officers  who 
make  these  reports  are  rendered  cautions  in  their  judgments,  by  the  risk  they 
run  of  having  them  reviewed  each  successive  year  by  officers  of  a  higher  grade, 
and  of  more  consideration  as  the  sabject  of  them  is  promoted.  These  records 
remain  as  testimony,  not  only  for  or  agjunst  the  officer  reported  upon,  hut  for 
or  against  the  fairness,  the  discrimination  and  the  vigilance  of  the  officers  re- 
porting. Thus  every  official  phase  of  every  man's  career  in  the  revenue  ser- 
vice of  France,  for  n^riy  a  century,  can  be  tnmed  to  andverified  at  a  moment's 
notice,  and  the  judgments  of  his  superiors  brought  to  a  test,  which  famishes 
the  highest  possible  guarantee  against  prejudice  and  favoritism.  Thus  the  faith- 
fal  MTvant  of  the  government  is  secure,  not  only  of  a  pennanent  position,  that 
cannot  be  seriously  affected  by  any  political  vicissitndes ;  bnt  he  also  has  a  pros- 
pect of  promotion  according  to  his  merits,  depending  in  the  least  possible  degree 
npon  political  inflneace  and  personal  favor.  For'  this  security  he  can  afford  to 
accept  comparatively  moderate  compensation. 

The  emoluments  of  the  French  revenue  officer  are  scarcely  half  what  are  en- 
joyed by  officers  of  the  same  grade  in  the  United  States ;  and  yet,  reckoning 
the  cost  of  procuring  the  commission,  and  the  nneertainty  of  retaining  it,  the 
United  States  officer  is  not  nearly  as  well  paid  as  the  French.  Here  is  a  list 
of  the  salaries  paid  to  officers  of  the  central  administration  in  France.  I  give 
the  amount  in  dollar?,  at  the  rate  of  five  francs  to  the  doHar: 

Director  general,  $6,000  a  year- 
Administrators,  S3,400  a  year. 

Heads  of  bureaus,  four  classes,  91,800,  $1,600,  <1,400,  91,300  a  year. 
Sqb-beads  of  bureans,  four  classes,  Sl.lOO.  $1,000,  9900,  S800  a  year. 
PriDdpal  clerks,  9700,  $G00,  9540  a  year. 
Espeaitionariee,  9480  to  924. 

In  the  departmental  scrrice  the  salaries  range  as  follows : 
Directors,  fonr  classes,  92,400,  92,000,  91,800,  91.600;  directors'  clerks, 
divided  into  three  grades  of  two  classes  each,  receive  from  9600  down  to  9200, 
according  to  their  rank ;  inspectors,  in  three  classes,  receive,  respectively,  91,200, 
91,000,  9900;  the  sab-inspectore,  also  composed  of  three  clasBCB,  rpceive  9700, 
9600,  9500  J  the  receivers,  divided  into  seven  classes,  receive  salaries  ranging 
from  91.200  to  9500,  and  the  assistant  receives  from  9480  to  9200  ;  the  comp- 
troUen.  consisting  of  four  classes,  receive  from  9600  to  9480  ;  the  verifiers,  in 
three  classes,  receive  from  9440  to  9320,  less  the  visitors,  9800  ;  the  captaioB 
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receive  from  S480  to  tiOO ;  the  lieutenaatB,  from  9320  to  (240 ;  brigadiers,  SaOO 
to  tl90 ;  eab-brigadien,  from  tlSO  to  C170  ;  overaeers  or  preposCe,  saUors,  &:c., 
4160  to  S150;  storekeepers,  S200  to  tlSO. 

The  receipt  of  any  Hort  of  present  or  gratuity  ia  recompenae  for  their  eerricps, 
except  from  the  state,  is  strictly  prohibited ;  and  any  person  guilty  of  the 
offence  is  visited  with  a  fine,  and  in  some  cases  with  imprisonment. 

Besides  these  salaries,  the  officers  of  the  French  castoms  and  their  widows  arc 
further  secured  against  the  contingencies  of  the  futare  by  retiring  penaioaa. 

At  the  age  of  60,  and  after  30  years'  service,  a  right  to  a  retiring  peasion, 
par  aneitnneU,  aa  it  is  called,  is  complete.  Those  who  have  been  15  years  in 
the  active,  as  distingnished  from  the  sedentary  service,  can  retire  at  55  years 
of  age,  after  25  years'  service.  In  case  of  inability  to  discharge  his  duty  from 
moral  or  physictd  canses,  the  fall  term  of  service  is  not  required  as  a  condition 
of  being  retired.  Tbe  pension  is  based  upon  the  average  of  regular  emnlainciits 
received  and  enjoyed  by  the  candidate  for  tbe  six  years  preceding  his  ajiplica- 
tion.  The  pension  is  one-aiiteenth  of  the  average  pay  for  each  year  of  service, 
except  in  case  of  25  years  in  the  active  service,  when  a  small  percenta^  is 
added.  In  no  case  can  tbe  pension  exceed  three-fonrtbs  of  the' average  pay, 
nor  the  following  maximums ; 

Pay  8200  and  nnder,$150;  pay  J203  to  8480,  two-thirds  of  the  average  pay, 
not  to  go  below  8150  ;  pay  84S0  to  8640,  8320;  pay  8640  to  $1,600,  half  the 
average  pay  ;  pay  $1,600  to  81,800,  half  tbe  averttge  pay,  9800 ;  pay  Sl,800  to 
S2.100,  half  the  average  pay,  8900 ;  pay  82,100  to  82,400,  halt  tbe  average 
pay,  81,000 ;  pay  above  82,400,  half  the  average  pay,  81.200. 

As  a  partial  indemnity  to  the  state  for  these  pensions,  each  officer  bears  a 
light  tax  every  year  npon  bis  salary  while  he  is  in  the  service.  All  the  laws 
and  regulations  upon  this  subject  will  be  found  in  Delandre'a,  No.  98  to  lit, 
inclusive. 

Such  is  the  system  by  which  France  trains  a  class  of  picked  mea  for  her 
revenne  service  from  their  early  manhood,  profits  hy  the  labors  of  the  be^t 
years  of  their  lives,  and,  by  all  the  experience  and  skill  which  they  posise^s 
and  acquire  during  the  twenty  or  thirty  years  they  are  in  her  employ,  by  a 
well-digested  system  of  compensations  and  diaciplme  contrives  to  weed  oat  all 
who  prove  unproficahle,  and  at  an  expense  far  oelow  what  the  same  ec-rvice 
could  be  procured  for  in  any  private  business,  W  provide  herself  with  a  corps  of 
from  20,000  to  30,000  men  remarkable  in  every  respect  for  their  intelligence, 
their  efficiency,  and  their  fidelity. 

I  have  been  nt  particular  pains  to  inform  myself  in  regard  to  the  fidelity  of 
the  service,  and  what,  if  any,  kind  of  corruption  prevailed  in  any  of  its  depart- 
ments. I  was  assarcd  by  Mr.  Masseron  that  such  a  thing  as  frand  or  cormptioa 
of  any  kind  was  almost  unknown.  The  system  of  inspection  is  so  rigoroua,  the 
reports  so  frequent,  and  the  consequences  of  fixing  an  act  of  corniption  or  even 
of  neglect  upon  any  one  so  fatal  to  him,  that  it  is  impossible  for  an  evil-disposed 
officer  to  get  up  through  the  lower  grades,  where  tbe  opportunities  for  com- 
mitting fraud  are  most  limited,  without  being  detected,  degraded,  or  dismissed. 
Any  man  who  has  an  imperfect  appreciation  of  tbe  value  of  n  good  character, 
even  in  matters  of  minor  importance,  will  be  constantly  thrown  back,  and  four 
annotations  for  the  same  offence  dismiss  him  from  the  service.  Under  such  a 
system  advancement  becomes  impossible,  except  upon  ami>le  proofe  of  good 
character  and  capacity.  I  have  confirmed  tbis  impression  from  other  sources. 
An  American  gcotlemau,  who  has  been  largely  engaged  in  commerce  in  Paris, 
assured  me  tfaat  in  all  the  principal  custom-houses  of  the  world,  of  which  be 
had  had  a  large  experience,  he  had  found  a  little  money,  jadiciously  bestowed, 
would  hasten  the  delivery  of  goods  and  secure  other  important  facilities  in  the 
transaction  of  custom-house  business ;  but  that  in  France  he  could  do  Dotltine 
■•ith  money.     A  polite  and  respectful  appeal  to  those  whose  service  he  rcquin^d 
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Tu  the  only  Etimolant  lie  lud  eyer  found  of  aay  avail.  Dariiig  my  residence 
here  I  hsTe  never  beard  of  aFrenuhcQBtoni-lioiise  officer  being  enccesi folly  ap- 
proidied  with  money,  or  a  bribe  of  any  eort.

A  hrge  force  ia  necessary  for  a  aervice  conducted  with  so  much  system,  and 
^bere  «o  mnch  work  is  required,  for  about  everything  tliat  is  done  by  any 
'Acer  in  command  ia  reported  to  some  superior  in  writing.  It  is  in  this  way 
I'm  tke  sapervision  and  accountability  is  rendered  eo  perfect. 

Bnl  thA«  is  another  reason  why  a  larger  force  is  employed  than  the  simple 
nllpctioD  of  the  revenues  absolutely  requires.  The  revenue  ibrce  of  France  is 
9  iniliuiy  as  well  aa  civil  oiganization.  Every  man  in  it  ia  a  soldier,  and 
i^IMblc  of  taking  the  command  to  which  his  rank  in  the  service  entitles  him. 
If  be  has  not  seen  active  service,  lie  bos  at  least  been  duly  tr^ned  and  discip- 
l^ud  to  arms.  The  advantage  of  tbis  is  that  the  force  thus  employed  and 
^^Utned  all  along  the  frontiers,  both  by  land  and  sea,  and  familiar  with  the 
oiatrf .  eonstitutee  a  reserve  of  incalcnlable  value  in  case  of  a  foreign  war.  It 
tan  gurison  all  tlie  frontiers  by  land  and  sea,  and  thus  liberate  the  whole  regu- 
lu  tnnj  to  any  service  to  which  it  may  be  called.  This  actually  occun«d 
dsriog  the  Italian  campaign  of  1860.  Paris  and  many  other  parts  of  France 
'"n  eiclosively  garriioned  by  the  revenue  force.  This  secondary  doty  does 
i>oi  interfere  with  the  primary  duties  of  the  service,  because,  till  their  beat  is 
itmiened  with  invasion,  they  can  attend  to  their  regular  buginees  as  usual ; 
^  when  that  is  threateced,  of  course  all  commerce  across  the  threatened  point 
:'  iDipetided,  and  the  brigades  are  occupied  in  watching  hostile  soldicrd  instead 
'f  noDgglera. 

Pennii  me  to  conclude  this  report  by  stating  my  conviction  that  there  is 
miKh  in  the  orgaDiaatioti  of  the  French  revenue  service  by  which  the  United 
f:Wet  might  profit,  and  I  deeply  regret  that  my  ignorance  of  the  details  of  onr 
(yiieni  does  not  permit  me  to  point  ont  more  specifically  the  lessons  to.be  de-. 
riiti  from  it,  1 1 ;,  Google 
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I  maj  Ba,y,  however,  that  ia  my  jadgmeot  its  gresteet  merita  coiuiat — let,  in 
the  penpicnity  of  the  tennre  of  office,  by  virtue  of  which  the  conatry  profits  by 
the  accamulated  Ekill  and  experience  of  its  eervsnts ;  2d,  its  Bysteci  of  promo- 
tions secures  the  most  competent  and  faithful  men  for  the  higher  and  more 
responsible  grades  of  service ;  3d,  its  taking  yonog  men  only  into  the  service, 
and  thus  secarcs  to  the  state  the  benefit  of  their  service  daring  the  best  Tears 
of  their  life  ;  and,  4lb,  its  guarantee  to  them  a  constantly  improvins  livelihood, 
and,  in  case  of  accidents,  provision  for  their  families  npon  terms  which  furnish 
the  incumbent  a  constant  inducement  to  do  his  duty  faithfully,  and  to  render 
distinguished  Herricc  when  an  opportunity  is  afforded  to  him,  and  in  tarn 
secaree  that  service  to  the  state  at  very  advantageous  rates. 

Unhappily  I  fear  none  of  these  advantages  can  be  grafW  npon  onr  ayatem 
of  quadrennial  changes  in  the  adminiatration.  The  whole  value  of  the  French 
Byatem  depends  upon  the  permanent  tenure  of  the  service.  The  moment  that 
ifl  rendered  insecure  the  whole  fabric  crumbles  to  pieces ;  and  unless  some 
method  can  be  devised  by  which  those  who  enter  the  subordinate  departments 
of  the  United  States  government  can  be  guaranteed  a  similar  permanence,  we 
must  pay  mnch  higher  Bnlaries,  get  verr  inferior  service,  waste  our  experience, 
and,  withal,  fall  a  prey  to  the  infinite  brood  of  frauds  which  inevitably  result 
from  the  constant- conflict  between  interest  and  dnty,  which  onr  execrable 
practice  of  matation  in  office  engenders. 

In  confirmation  of  the  high  estimate  I  have  formed  of  the  Donanerie  oi^ant- 
zation  of  France,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  state  that  the  administration  has 
been  applied  to  by  several  foreign  govemmenta,  including  Italy,  Kossia,  and 
Turkey,  for  working  details  of  its  operation,  and  for  skilled  officers  of  the 
French  service  to  aia  in  transplanting  it  to  their  soil.  One  of  these  officers  is 
now  in  Mexico,  organizing  a  new  revenue  system  for  that  country  entirely  npon 
the  French  model.

I  send  you  the  enclosed  statement,  prepared  by  Andre  Gochu  at  my  request: 
Ur.  Cochn  is  the  author  of  a  very  thorough  article  on  the  financial  situation  of 
the  United  States,  which  appeared  in  the  Reeve  det  Dewx  Monds  about  a  year 
ago,  and  is  one  of  the  principal  financial  writers  in  the  Tempt.  , 

The  statement  which  I  enclose  is  the  most  intelligent  account  of  the  financial 
system  of  France  I  have  ever  seen.  I  hope  it  will  prove  to  contain  tho  infor- 
mation yon  desire.     Its  accuracy  may  be  relied  on  with  entire  confidence. 

The  financial  accounts  of  France  have  universal  reputation  for  clearness  and 
precision,  which  may  have  been  legitimate  at  tho  epoch  of  its  origin,  forty  years 
ago,  but  which  is  no  longer  justifiable  to-day.  The  outlines  of  the  budget  are 
so  snrchoi^ed  with  nseleas  figures,  above  all  for  ten  years  past,  that  few  people, 
even  among  tho  French  financiers  and  economists,  ore  capable  of  nuderstanding 
them. 

We  have  now  the  ordinary,  extraordinary,  supplementary,  and  spedal  budgets, 
imaginary  receipts  and  expenses  since  the  same  figures  appear  actively 
and  passively,  expenses  which  are  not  chai^d  to  the  tax-payers'  pretended 
receipts,  which,  instead  of  being  the  natural  proceeds  of  taxation,  are  only  dis- 
guised loans.  The  expenses  voted  provisionally  are  always  exceeded.  All 
this  confnseB  the  accounts  in  such  manner  that  to  give  an  exact  idea  of  things 
wonld  require  a  development  of  considerable  length.  I  limit  myself  to-day  to 
a  cursory  glance,  taking,  for  example,  the  provisional  budget  voted  for  the  ap- 
proaching year,  1864. 

At  first  glance  the  financial  roll  amounts  to  2,109,000,000  francs.  The  fol- 
lowing exhibits  the  nuuner  of  grouping  these  figures  in  the  offidal  tables :

ieconliiig  to  this  account  those  receipts  ought  to  exceed  the  expenditures  hr 
ibont  fire  millions.  But,  as  I  have  already  said,  these  ofGcial  figures,  consid- 
««1  bj  themselTea,  do  not  furnish  a  correct  idea  of  the  expenses  nor  of  the  re- 
mutes  of  the  country.  To  cite  only  a  simple  example,  ve  have  for  the  liq«- 
duioD  of  the  pablic  debt  a  system  which,  since  1848,  has  operated  only  in  a 
SnitioDi  manner.  There  are  iuserted  in  the  receipts  and  expenditores  for  the 
*pp*rent  redemption  of  the  public  debt  sums  which  are  neither  receipts  nor 
cipeaditures.  Several  curious  things  might  be  remarked  concerning  this 
|>itleiided  liquidation,  which  serrea  no  longer  fur  anything  but  to  awell  the 
debt. 

The  liquidation  fund  for  1864  amounts  to  177,000,000  francs,  an  amount 
■bid)  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  apparent  total  of  onr  budget  I  am  going  to 
fj  la  rednce  the  official  figures  to  the  reality.

h'o  attention  should  be  bestowed  npon  this  distribution  of  our  budget  into 
ordinary.  It  is  only  a  device  in  account- keeping  conceived  by  M.  Fould  in  en- 
dtaroriiig  to  set  a  limit  to  tbe  continual  increase  of  the  public  expenscB.  This 
RDiedy  has  availed  but  little. 

The  ordinary  budget  is  the  aggregation  of  expenditures  which  cannot  be 
ivoided,  and  for  which  positive  resources  are  assigned. 

The  extraordinary  budget  comprises  cxpnuees  which  could  be,  but  are  not, 
•loided.  The  resources  provided  for  them  are  only  contingent.  Practicably, 
ibe  labile  distinction  serves  only  to  confuae  tbe  account. 

Ou  budget  of  expenses  may  bo  subdivided  iuto  six  chapters.  ^--  ■ 
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1st.  Pnblic  debt  and  indoreements — that  is  to  say,  civil  list  of  the  soveragn, 
indcmaitj  for  the  senate  and  corps  legielalif,  civil  and  militaiy  pensions,  siak- 
ing  fmiA,  590,000,000  francs. 

The  consolidated  debt — that  is  to  Bay,  the  interest  payable  by  the  state — 
figures  in  this  total  only  327,000,000  francs ;  but  to  the  Btoct  pruperly  bo 
called  should  be  added  olher  annual  payments  to  be  made  under  different 
names — floating  debts,  life  annuities,  special  loans,  interest  on  secaritiea,  See. 
The  real  sum  total  of  interest  payable  exceeds  at  present  400,000,000  franc." ; 
and  since  the  conversion  of  the  4J  into  3  per  cent,  fanda  effected  last  year,  an 
operation  which  has  increased  the  nominal  capital  of  the  debt,  this  capital  ac- 
tually exceeds  12,000,000,000  francs. 

2d.  Service  of  the  nine  ministerial  departments,  327,000,000  francs.  This 
total  comprises  more  than  18,000,000  francs  for  prisons,  and  less  than  8,000,000 
francs  for  public  institutions. 

3d.  Army  and  navy,  483,000,000  francs.  The  effective  force  assumed  to  be 
400,000  men,  86,000  horses,  18S  armed  ships,  and  30,000  sailors;  but,  in  re- 
ality, this  sum  total  is  always  far  exceeded.  The  excess  of  expenses  is  pro- 
vided for  by  supplementary  credits  legalized  in  the  enccp.eding  year.

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To  tbeso  different  categories  of  taxes  may  be  added  the  octroi — that  is  to  say, 
the  taxes  collected  at  the  gates  of  the  towns,  and  for  their  tienefit,  npon  the  prin- 
cipal objects  of  consumption.  The  sam  total  of  the  proceeds  of  the  octroi  is 
about  160,000,000  francs,  and  Paris  derives  from  this  source  nearly  100,000,000. 
There  are  special  agents  for  the  collection  of  the  octroi  duties.

I  have  already  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  95,  from  the  State 
Department,  relating  to  an  alleged  practice  at  the  French  custoin-honsee  of  open- 
ing each  individual  package  of  preserved  fruits  to  the  serious  detriment  of  that 
branch  of  American  commerce.  I  availed  myself  of  the  first  convenient  oppor- 
tunity to  bring  the  subject  to  the  notice  of  M.  Masserron,  who  is  head  of  the 
bureau  primarily  charged  with  this  class  of  reclamations,  and  he  expressed  great 
surprise  at  the  allegation.  He  wished  to  know  if  I  could  inform  him  of  any 
ports  in  which  packages  of  preserves  had  been  thus  indiscriminately  opened.  I 
was  obliged  to  admit  that  I  bad  no  iuformadon  in  regard  to  any  specific  case. 
He  then  stated  the  practice  of  the  customs  to  be  as  follows  :  The  consignor 
deposits  his  declaration  or  iuvoice  at  the  custom-house.  The  verificateur,  as  he 
is  called,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  invoice  and  the  property  correspond, 
designates  certain  packages,  at  his  discretion,  to  be  opened,  and  if  he  sees  no 
ground  for  suspicion,  the  rest  are  allowed  to  pass  without  further  trouble.  If, 
however,  the  verifier  finds  the  declaration  false  in  any  respect,  he  is  at  liberty 
to  open  every  package  of  course. 

To  enable  the  central  administration  hero  to  obtain  the  necessary  explanatioue 
from  its  agents,  and  to  enforce  a  more  correct  interpretation  of  the  custom-faon»e 
regulations,  if  they  are  liable  to-  be  departed  from,  M,  Massaron  wishes  to  be 
famished  with  the  dctaUs  of  the  epecihc  griovikuces,  such  as  quantities,  times, 
ports,  &x.,  and  he  engages  that  we  shall  have  tlic  business  regulated  at  once  if 
there  is  any  need  of  further  regulation. 

I  will  coDcludc  by  expressing  my  conviction  that  if  thero  have  been  any  de- 
partures here  from  the  usage  as  stated  by  M.  Maesaron,  the  cases  have  been  rare 
and  altogether  exceptional.

I  herewith  submit  what  I  believe  to  be  the  first  statement  ever  made  of  the 
commercial  movements  from  this  consular  district  to  the  United  States  having 
any  pretensions  to  comnlctcnesa  and  accuracy. 

I  have  owed  the  ability  to  make  it  mainly  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the 
last  Congress  requiring  a  copy  of  each  invoice  to  be  filed  with  the  coDSol  who 
verifies  it  These  invoices  embrace  the  amount  and  declared  value  of  eveij 
article  that  has  gone  to  the  United  States  as  merchandise  since  the  act  went 
into  full  operation,  on  the  Ist  of  July  last,  a  period  of  six  months.  It  is  from 
this  source  I  have  drawn  the  results  I  am  about  to  communicate: 

I  find  that  the  declared  ralnc  of  all  merchandise  shipped  from  this  consnlar  dis- 
trict between  the  let  of  July,  1863,  and  the  1st  of  January,  1864,  exclusive 
of  Champagne  wines,  amounts  to 54,  310,  433f.

With  A  eimilar  analysis  of  the  invoicea  deposited  with  all  the  consuls  in  France 
i>  Tuiiid  be  easy  to  arrive  at  much  more  accurate  notions  of  the  value  of  our 
tr''»CDt  commerce  with  this  empire  than  generally  prevails  here  or  elsewhere. 

It  id  to  be  regretted  that  the  act  which  furnished  these  statistical  resources 
lii'l  Dot  been  ia  operation  for  at  least  a  short  period  previous  to  the  rebellion, 
iLii  we  might  ha%'e  had  the  means  of  demonstrating  what  I  have  no  doabt  would 
r-rovi;  to  be  the  fact,  that  France  has  never  sold  so  largely  to  the  United  States 
liilDiiog  the  six  months  just  closed,  and  that  the  losses  which  her  manufac- 
Turing  iadnstry  baa  sustained  from  the  recent  privation  of  cotton  have  not  been 
■iibriDt  their  compensations. 

I  Fi:«l  that  I  should  convey  an  incorrect  impression  of  the  real  value  of  the 
<i[H:rts  of  Friiiice  to  the  United  States  if  1  left  the  department  to  suppose  that 
tui:  valae  stated  in  the  invoicea  deserves  to  be  regnrded  in  all  cases  as  the  real 
^ilne  of  the  shipment.  With  eome  hoaorable  exceptions,  and  these  I  aro  bappy 
'"  tj  are  from  among  the  largest  export'!r8, 1  have  found  it  impossible  to  resiNt 
[b"  evidence  which  has  bei-n  product^d  to  use,  showing  that  a  very  large  propor- 
linn  of  the  goods  shipped  from  France,  I  may  say  fiom  every  part  of  Europe,  ia 
uivniced  at  a  gross  uud^rvaluation. 

!  will  iltnstrate  what  may  be  regarded  as  the  prevailing  practice  throughout 
Lampc  by  what  has  been  going  on  for  years  in  a  particular  dcpartmcat  of  com- 
i«rr«  ia  tfaie  district.  •***••• 

It  is  the  prevalent  opinion,  I  believe,  in  the  United  States  that  all  the  genuine 
(Lampigne  wine  mani^acturcd  in  France  docs  not  exceed  three  or  four  buudn.' ' 
ihuuaaud  bottles,  aud  hence  that  a  large  proportion  of  what  ib  sold  a 
H.  Ex  Doc.  41 10 
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America  is  sporiooa,  and  m^nly  of  domeetic  mannfactare.  Such  persons  mil 
be  Bnrprieed  to  leam  that  from  my  consular  difltrict  alone  (and  large  qnantitia 
are  shipped  from  other  parts  of  France)  1,266,897  hottles  of  Champa^e  were 
exported  to  the  United  States  during-  the  la«t  six  ntonths.  The  invoice  price 
of  this  wine,  including  bottle?,  corke,  packages,  commieeiona,  inland  freight,  and 
charges  to  tide- water,  was  3,215,445  franca.  The  market  valoe  of  this  wine  at 
wholesale,  and  duty  paid  in  the  city  of  New  Tork,  waa  9,642,862  francs. 

•  •  *  I  have  the  data  which  enables  me  to  certify  with  entire  confidence 
that  the  difierence  between  the  declared  value  and  the  real  value  of  the  Cham- 

Eflgne  thus  shipped  from  this  district  between  the  months  of  July  and  December 
LBt,  inclusive,  is  moderately  stated  at  S, 030, 970  francs.  Supposing  the  ship- 
ment*  for  the  next  six  months  to  he  as  much — they  ought  to  be  more,  I  am  told, 
according  to  the  usual  course  of  trade — thesti' figures  express  precisely  the  loss 
in  revenue,  the  duty  on  Champogiie  being  fifty  per  cent.,  which  the  government 
is  exposed  to  sustain  from  this  source  the  current  year  through  a  system  of  false 
invoicing  which  it  generally  practiced,  and  which  onr  government  has  endured

As  1  have  already  stated,  my  ability  to  iiimish  the  statistics  contained  in  the 
preceding  pages  I  owe  entirely  lo^he  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  requiring 
a  copy  of  the  invoices  to  be  filed  with  the  consul  who  verifies  them.  Whatev<.T 
value  those  statistics  poasese  would  he  greatly  increased  by  a  similar,  or  better 
atill,  if  a  complete  return  were  made  from  all  consulates.  We  should  then  know

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  schedules  of  statistics  relative  to  tbe 
commerce  of  Havre  for  the  year  1862,  and  comparative  tables  of  cotton  importa- 
tion into  France.  The  culture  of  cotton  in  France  is  attracting  some  attention. 
From  the  "  Nation,"  (Paris,)  of  the  8th  January  instant,  I  translate  the  follow- 
iog  extract : 

"  I'be  government  has  not  lost  sight  of  the  efforts  to  acclimate  cotton  in 
France.  These  efforts  are  continued  in  some  of  the  departments  of  the  interior. 
Everything  promines  favorably.  If  the  liappy  anticipations  are  reslized,  it  will 
not  be  from  oar  Algerian  colonies  alone  that  we  shall  obtain  supplies  of  cottoD, 
but  also  from  some  of  our  own  departmentB,  who  will  find  their  advantage  in 
onitiug  the  culture  of  cotton  with  that  of  the  silk  worm." 

The  present  price  of  cotton  is  about  sixty  cents  per  pound  for  "middling." 
Three  French  ships  have  cleared  during  the  year  for  New  Orleans  with  my 
license.  Six  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-one  emigrants  have  embarked  nt 
Bavre  for  New  York  daring  the  year.

I  bad  the  honor  duly  to  receive  circnlar  No  29.  The  departmeat  has  already 
Imn  adTieed  that  oaths  administered  in  France  nnder  a  law  of  the  United 
^Mtt  are  without  legal  sanction,  -^lie  same  is  trne  in  Switzerland,  and  I 
kiT«  little  donbt  in  all  the  states  of  the  continent. 

The  oath  rs  a  mere  form  of  declaration,  its  valne  being  entirely  of  a  moral 
tbtncter.  and  measnred  solely  by  the  integrity  of  the  party  making  the  statement. 

Otihs  are  little  known  or  used  in  this  country  in  bnsinese  transactions  ;  and  I 
We  for  some  time  been  of  the  opinion  that,  as  a  security  against  fraud  in  the 
nw  of  imported  goods,  they  were  valoelesa  except  when  admiuiatcred  to  owners 
b  oat  home  ports. 

The  Bjntem  of  doable  invoieeSt  one  of  which  shall  be  undervalued,  and  for 
(itf  nutom-houBe,  I  think  largely  prevails.  The  impunity  granted  to  false  swear- 
in;  on  this  side  would  seem  to  indicate  the  entry  under  oath  at  home  to  be  th» 
"nly  sTailable  gnarant«e  based  npon  penalties  by  the  treaty  between  France- 
and  England  of  1860.  The  security  ngainstfraade  of  the  ciistomB  of  the  respeo-

Is  it  SI,  or  S^?  It  appears  to  me  a  douhtrul  question,  but  on  carefully  reading  the 
17th  aecljon  of  the  act  of  July  14,  1862,  and  circular  No.  29,  I  Lave  thought 
the  conBtrnctionB,  which  retains  the  charge  of  SI  the  safest  until  otherwise  ad- 
vised. More  especially  bo,  as,  in  communicating  with  the  Paris  consulate,  I  learn 
thai  to  be  the  rule  adopted  by  Mr.  Bigelow.  Uniformity  in  the  two  offices 
seemed  desirable.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  UBual  quarterly  statement  of  the  im- 
ports into  Havre  from  the  United  States.  It  exhibits  on  improvement  over  ihe 
statement  of  the  past  year.     '     * 

With  the  suspension  of  the  cotton  trade,  which  employs  ordinarily  so  large  s 
proportion  of  our  tonnage,  our  commerce,  although  not  totally  suspeuded  with 
Havre,  has  become  very  uncertain  and  comparatively  insignificant. 

We  have  a  few  ships  arriving  with  tubacco  and  petroleum,  and  three  or  four 
regular  packets  from  Xew  York;  to  them  may  be  added  a  few  veBsels  from  the 
FaciAc  islands  with  guano. 

The  exports  to  the  United  States  via  Havre  are  mostly  sent  to  Southampton 
or  Liverpool,  there  to  be  reshipped  by  the  Bremen,  Hamburg,  or  Cunard  line 
of  steamers. 

It  is  very  difficult  for  an  American  ship  to  secure  here  a  return  freight  The 
French  and  Bremen  flags  enjoy  a  preference,  owing  to  the  increased  insurance 
on  out  own  bottoms.

The  tniDBit  of  merchuidiBe  throngli  Fisnce  ia  effected  in  two  different  wajfl< 
Tuyiog  ftcoording  to  whether  the  same  is  forwuded  hj  special  railway  train,  or 
k;  die  ordinaiy  routes  or  roads  of  travel. 

Sptdal  ameeyance  of  goodM  by  leaded  or  sealed  magont,  fplombe*.J 

Goods  for  transportation  from  a  seaport  to  the  land  frontier,  if  discharged 
Km  ■  reMcl.  are  forwarded  bj  special  wagon  and  trdn  to  destination  upon  the 
'bnple  declaration  of  the  merchant  (see  Form  1*)  after  Terificatton  thereof  as  to 
^untitj,  marks,  and  numbers.  Should  the  goods,  however,  be  withdrawn  from 
the  nutoms  warehonses,  and  not  from  on  board  a  vessel,  they  are,  previously 
U  being  forwarded  as  above,  verified  in  every  particular  by  the  officers  of  the 
nrmne.  This  formality  is  necessary  to  the  discharge  and  release  of  the  owner 
or  consignee.    ( For  declaration  see  Form  2*.) 

Ill  both  of  the  foregoing  cases  sn  employ^  of  the  cnstoms  acconipaDies  the 
■iMtbudise  to  the  railway  depot,  where  it  is  temporarily  deposited  in  places, 
ot  under  sheds,  exclusively  reserved  for  the  purpose,  and,  while  there,  is  watched 
B^yind  night.  In  certain  localities  wagons  take  the  goods  direct  from  the  ship, 
M  from  the  warehouses  themselves,  hot  are  always  escorted  to  the  depot  afore- 
fid  by  an  officer  of  the  cnstoms. 

The  wsgons  destined  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  in  transit  are  laden  at  the 
nilvay  station  nnder  the  superintendence  of  the  cnstoms  officers,  who  take  note 
"f  ihe  number  of  packages  and  verify  the  same  by  the  declarations  (Forms  1 
*bA  a}  which  they  hold. 

The  wagons  used  for  the  above  purposes  are  either  closed  or  open  ones,  cov- 
*^-i  with  tarpaulins.  (Small  boxes  or  packages  are  never  placed  on  tlie  latter.) 
i'-r  grealer  security  the  doors  of  the  closed  wagons  are  sealed  or  leaded. 
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(|jlomT)<^8.}  Those  uncovered,  having  tarpiiuline  over  them,  are  made  fast,    and 
are  efi'cctually  protected  by  menDS  of  ropea,  likewise  sealed  or  staiopcd. 

A  recapitulatory  Btatpmeiit  of  the  goods  to  be  forwarded  by  special  traiD  ia 
then  made  (see  Form  3)  by  the  railway  officials,  and  is  coantereigiied  by  the 
officers  of  tlie  customs  who  assisted  at  the  formation  of  the  train,  and  fiualiy  de- 
posited at  the  custom-house. 

There  are  added  as  many  declarations  (Form  4)  aa  there  arc  lots  of  goods 
comprised  in  Forma  1  and  2.  These  latter  documents  are  drawn  and  signed  by 
the  shippers  and  forwarders  of  the  goods,  and  are  countersigned  by  the  cuatoma 
authorities. 

There  is,  lastly,  another  general  statement  subscribed  by  the  railway  company 
(Form  5)  completing  the  list  of  indispensable  vouchers  and  declarations  to  ac- 
company the  train,* 

The  wagons  or  cars  containing  goods  in  transit  either  form  a  special  train  or 
accompany  an  ordinary  one  of  travellers  or  of  free  goods. 

The  cuetoms  posseaa  the  right  of  cauaing  the  train  to  be  escorted  by  tvro  of 
its  agents,  but  seldom  exercise  it. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  trains  are  accompanied  from  the  place  of 
departure  to  destination,  and  again  are  jiiined  at  intermediate  stations,  by  tlie 
officers  of  the  customs  without  any  previous  notice  whatever  being  given  to  tbe 
railway  company.  The  wagons  comprising  the  train,  on  arrival  at  destination, 
must  appear  to  the  customs  officials  iu  tbe  identical  condition  as  when  tliry 
started.  If  by  nnavoidable  circumstances  it  should  become  necessary  on  the 
road  tn  change  the  goods  or  tranship  them  from  one  car  to  another,  this  tnaet 
take  place  iu  the  presence  of  the  customs  officers  escorting  them,  and  if  none  be 
present,  by  the  government  commistary,f  or  by  any  other  duly  constitated 
authority,  whose  duty  it  is  to  seal  anew  such  car  or  cars,  and  to  di'»w  up  a 
report  of  the  circumstances  justifying  the  same,  which  must  be  transmitted  to 
the  cuetnms  at  the  place  of  destination  of  the  goods.  On  arrival  of  the  train  at 
the  frontier,  tbe  cnstoms  there  established  proceed  to  the  examination  of  tbe 
cmdition  of  the  diiTerent  wagons,  and  if,  afl«r  verification,  no  auspiciona  are 
entertained  by  the  officers,  the  train  continues  ita  journey.  When  the  contrary 
is  tbe  case,  the  wagons  are  all  unloaded  and  a  detailed  inspection  ia  made  of  the 
quantity,  Icinds,  marks  and  numbers  of  the  goods  and  packages.  If  a  difference 
is  discovered  in  the  namber  of  the  cases,  or  the  nature  of  the  merchaDdiae,  a 
proti!st  is  immediately  drawn  up  against  the  railway  company,  which,  bound  or 
Acid  responsible  by  dicir  recapitulating  statement,  (Form  5,)  are  aubjectcd  to  a 
fiuc  of  2,000  francs  per  package  missing,  or  differing  in  kind,|  independently 
of  the  confiscation  of  the  wagon  or  car  on  which  tbe  fraud  was  perpeti  ated. 

The  French  taw  gives  to  the  customs  the  power  of  settling  all  questions  of 
dispute  without  recourse  to  the  tribunals  or  courts,  and  which,  according  to 
circumstances,  exact  from  tbe  party  in  fault  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  the  legal 
penalties  imposed. 

The  frontier  custoin-honse  statea  the  result  of  its  verification  and  examination 
on  the  documents  relating  to  and  accompanying  the  train,  and  then  returns  the 
latter  to  the  customs  of  tlie  place  of  the  departure,  which  absolves  the  partica 
thei'e  residing  from  all  further  responsibility,  or  enters  suit  for  the  payment  of 
Buch  fines,  if  any  have  been  incnrred. 

The  trantpar/atum  of  goods  from  a  land  frontUr  to  a  »eaporl  IB  efifected 
imd:^r  the  same  formalitiea,  and  is  governed  by  tbe  same  laws  and  regulalious, 
differing  only  in  some  few  details  of  form.     Thua,  for  inatanc«,  trains  arriviDg

p«iT  [be  goods  U>  tbfir  destination,  where  they  are  subjected  to  tbe  ezamina- 
lioD  and  inspection  of  the  agents  of  tbe  cnstoms,  who  verifV  tbe  seals,  kinds, 
mvke,  and  nambers  of  the  packages  and  merchandise,  and  canse  them  to  be 
fbtnd  at  tbe  railway  station  until  disposed  of  by  the  consignees.  Here  ends 
dK  responsibility  of  tbe  niilroad  company,  and  the  removal  of  the  goods  is 
made  at  the  risk  of  tbe  merchant,  who  is  at  the  same  time  charged  with  the 
matiDg  of  the  declarations  prescribed  for  the  general  importation  or  exportation 
rf  nierchaudise. 

All  tbe  formalities,  declarations,  and  vonchers  accompanying  a  train  from  a 
taport  to  a  land  frontier  are  likewise  necessary  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  from 
( Isad  frontier  to  a  seaport,  and  the  same  course  of  prosecution  for  fraud  obtains. 

Tbe  exportation  of  goods  so  arrivii^  is  not  obligatory.  The  merchant  en- 
jnT«  the  privilege  of  declaring  and  entering  them  for  consumption,  (consomma- 
tioQ,)  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties,  or  having  them  stored  in  the  warehouses 
of  tbe  cnstoms  until  such  time  as  he  is  ready  to  ship  them. 

It  Buy  be  well  to  observe  here  that  mercbandige  placed  in  bond  can  only  so 
RDiin  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

'fhe  removal  of  goods  in  transit  from  the  railway  station  is  effected  by  means 
i>r  1  caitoms  permit  granted  to  each  claimant  upon  the  latter's  declaration  veri- 
firtl-  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  permit,  however,  the  goods  undergo  a  very 
ti^d  examination,  and  if  any  difference  is  discovered,  either  in  tbe  weight  or 
ID  tbe  nature  of  the  merchandise,  the  customs  immediately  commence  proceed- 
iop  sgainst  said  claimant,  and  apply  to  him,  in  lieu  of  the  penalties  of  tbe 
liivi  of  transit,  tboee  which  govern  the  general  importation  of  goods. 

To  prevent  the  accumulation  ander  the  abeds  or  warehouses  at  tbe  railway 
J^l  of  merchandise  in  transit,  tbe  merchant  is  compelled  to  withdraw  them 
■itbb  tn  days  after  arrival  and  declare  them  for  either  exportation  or  consump- 
lion,  (coosommation,)  or  have  them  placed  in  bond.  The  custom-honse  levies 
■^  Ui  on  goods  in  transit.  All  the  expenses  of  loading  and  unloading  and 
luadliiig  of  the  cases,  &c  ,  are  borne  by  the  merchants  to  whom  tbey  are  ad- 
drwsed  or  belong,  or  by  tbe  railway  company  to  which  they  are  confided. 

The  forma  and  declarations  and  the  stamping  of  tbe  same  are  likewise  paid 
^r  by  the  merchant. 

Shoald  the  necessities  of  the  railway  company  prevent  the  conveyance  of 
l^'^'di  in  transit  from  the  land  frontier  to  a  seaport,  tbe  transhipment  thereof 
u>  other  wagons  must  take  place  at  an  intermediate  station  where  there  is  a 
uvtfjm-house,  whose  officers  snperintend  the  operation,  after  identifying  and 
Vilifying  the  goods.  The  new  wagons  containing  them  are  leaded  or  sealed 
anew,  and  a  statement  of  the  circumstances  is  indorsed  on  Form  No.  5,  and 
x^rned  by  the  custom  officials,  and  which  must  accompany  the  train  to  its  desti- 
■ution.  The  law  further  permits  twins  of  mercbandtae  in  transit  to  be  declared 
f'lT  an  tntennedial«  station.*  In  such  cases  the  customs  there  verify  the  papers, 
•■'■urhers,  tec,  accompanying  the  goods  in  like  manner  rb  if  they  had  but  ar- 
ri^nl  U  a  franker  place,  and  the  mercliant  can  either  declare  bia  merchandise 
f'T  consumption  or  le-ezporta^on  to  the  frontier,  or  have  them  deposited  in  the 
pnUic  wuebouse. 

Tbe  system  and  modes  of  transit  described  above  apply  to  the  transportation 
oF  pnods  from  one  entrepot  or  custom-house  of  France  to  another.  The  transit 
"f  f:nods  in  sealed  wagons  ia  not  obligatory,  and,  notwithstanding  the  immense 
fsrilitiea  and  benefits  it  affords,  merchants  are  wholly  at  liberty  to  forward  their 
pnods  in  the  nsual  way — that  is  to  aay,  by  ordinary  railway  trains. 

*  Thi(  (lation  canoot  exist  but  Bt  Bplace  wbero  there  ia  established  a  public  or  customs  wBijp- 
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Ordinary  modtt  of  trantportatioit  ofgoodt. 

The  eonveyance  of  goods  by  nulway,  or  otherwise  than  by  sealed  wagons 
and  special  train,  both  &om  a  seaport  to  a  land  frontier  and  vice  vena,  is  regu- 
lated by  other  laws  and  formalities.  In  aacli  cases  the  customs  hold  responeible 
the  forwarder  of  the  goods. 

Goods  enteridg  Fiance  by  a  land  frontier  where  there  is  no  cnstom-honM 
must  be  immediately  forwarded.  Those  arriving  at  a  seaport  can  either  be  for- 
warded atler  discharge  from  shipboard  or  after  being  warehoased.*  They  moet 
be  declared  in  detail  and  according  to  Form  6,  or  6  bitA  These  forms  or  declar- 
ations must  be  signed  by  the  merdiant,  who,  at  the  same  time,  subscribes  a  bond 
or  guarantee  for  the  payment  of  the  daties  on  the  goods,  which  are  then  verified 
in  every  particular  aa  to  weight  and  kind,  as  if  the  same  had  been  entered  for 
the  consumption,  (consommatjon.)  The  cases  or  packages  exceeding  the  num- 
ber declared  are  confiscated,  and  a  fine  of  100  francs  per  case  imposed.  If  the 
merchandise  is  prohibited,  it  ia  likewise  confiscated,  and  a  fine  imposed  of  triple 
its  value.}  If  the  weight  ia  found  to  surpass  ten  per  cent,  of  that  declared,  the 
exceas  thereof  ia  made  to  pay  an  equivalent  of  double  its  entry  du^. 

Where  the  customs  discover  a  teas  number  of  packages  than  those  declared, 
the  fine  exacted  is  300  franca  per  case  miseiug;  and  if  the  goods  are  of  a  pro- 
hibited character,  a  fine  of  no  less  than  1,000  francs  ia  infiicted  per  case. 

A  deficiency  in  weight  of  goods  free  to  entry  does  not,  aa  a  matter  of  course, 
subject  the  merchant  to  penulties;  but  a  deficiency  in  weight  of  prohibited 
goods  subjects  htm  to  a  fine  of  600  iranca  per  each  declaration  of  the  same. 

For  diffi;rence8  found  in  the  kind  or  quality  of  gooda  the  penalty  is  confi^cii- 
tion,  with  a  fine  of  100  franca  for  each  falije  declaration,  and  in  relation  to  good^ 
of  a  prohibited  character  ia  triple  their  value. 

If  the  merchant  declarea  a  species  of  goods  free  to  enter,  and  the  costomSt  od 
examination,  finds  them  to  be  prolnbiud,  they  are,  together  with  the  wagnnh 
carta,  shipn,  &c,  which  conveyed  them,  confiscated,  and  a  fine  of  500  frann 
imposed,  when  the  goods  arc  all  included  in  o«e  declaration.  Theae  several 
penalties  do  not  preclude  the  merchant  making  false  declarations,  if  be  immedi- 
ately pays  the  fines  or  gives  security  to  do  so,  from  forwarding  bis  goods  to 
destination. 

It  should  be  remRmbered  that  the  French  customs  authorities  have  the  rigbt 
of  settling  all  questions  in  dispute  and  to  esact  or  waive  any  legal  penalties. 

After  the  confiscation  of  the  merchandise,  the  packages,  boxes,  &c.,  contain- 
ing tbo  same  are  carefully  closed  and  leaded  or  sealed,  (plombita.)  The  rope, 
to  the  extremity  of  which  is  attached  the  seal  or  stamp,  is  passed  over  the  ca« 
thus:  [Aee  original]  It  is  passed  over  tlie  angles  of  the  case  in  order  to  avoid 
the  possibility  of  its  bLing  broken  or  worn  asunder. 

The  stamping  of  barrels,  casks,  6k,.  is  made  on  the  beads  of  the  same,  snd 
the  rope  extends  to  the  extremity  of  ibe  xtaves,  thus  :  [see  original.] 

In  regard  to  prohibited  goods,  or  those  liable  to  the  payment  of  very  hcavT 
duties,  it  is  required  that  the  bales  or  cases  containing  them  be  doubly  covered. 
The  inner  covering,  or  the  caae  itself,  is  first  leaded  and  then  the  outer  one. 

The  customs  for  certain  goods,  those,  for  instance,  which  by  their  nature  w>^ 
invite  to  fraud,  take  a  sample  of  them,  which  is  afterwards  encloeed  in  a  amill 
box  and  leaded.  This  sample,  on  the  arrival  of  the  gooda  at  destination,  ii 
compared  therewith.  In  the  oaae  of  liquids,  aa  the  leading  would  oSer  but  little 
guarantee  againat  fraud,  the  administration  likewise  limits  itself  to  taking  *

t  Tbo  lerm  "prohibited  t;oo<la"  applie.i  to  aucb  gooda,  the  duty  on  ivhich  is  so  higb  u  u 
■^er  tbeir  impoitalioD  almuat  impossible. 
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HiD[>le.  TLIb  diatom  also  obtainB  in  regard  to  SDch  merchandise  as  is  not 
lUFceptJble  of  being  packed.  For  such  of  the  latter  category  of  guoda  iis  pre- 
eiiid«  ihe  taking  of  Muoplea,  (pieces  of  machinery,  for  example,)  a  kaden  scat  is 
piutd.  if  pogaible,  on  same  part  thereof;  and  when  this  is  not  practicable  a  de- 
uiltd  deKription  is  made  of  the  merchandise  and  ioBcribed  on  an  "acquit  k 
ciDiiati,"  or  certificate  of  guarantee,  the  nature  of  which  Vill  be  found  described 
fonlier  on,  (Form  No.  7  6u.)  Upon  the  fulfilment  of  the  foregoing  formalities 
tlie cDslonu  deliver  to  the  merchant  an  "acquit  k  caution,"  or  certificate  of 
puna  tee,  which  desciibes  the  contents' of  the  caficH  to  be  forwarded,  their 
Darti  and  numhen  tmd  gross  weight,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the  goods  them- 
(rlres,  and  if  of  a  prohibited  character,  their  measurement.  The  "  acquit  k 
aution,"  or  certificate  of  guarantee,  mentions  likewise  the  port  or  place  of  des- 
uuuion  of  the  same,  and  the  time  accorded  for  its  conveyance.  The  goods,  to- 
inlher  with  the  "  acqnit  &  caution,"  or  certificate  of  guarantee,  are  then  placed 
•i  ibe  disposal  of  tlie  declarant,  who  is  at  liberty  to  forward  the  same  in  any 
■tr  he  may  judge  fit,  and  even  the  railway,  but  not  in  sealed  wagons  or  by 
!|)«inal  train.  On  the  arrival  of  the  goods  at  their  place  of  exit  from  the  coun- 
irr  they  are  presented  with  the  sample  above  mentioned  to  the  officers  of  the 
coftoms  for  examination,  (the  "  acquit  k  caution"  serving  for  this  purpose,)  and 
vlini  this  fonoality  ia  gone  through,  the  goods  ore  escorted  to  the  extreme 
iriintier.  The  "  acqnit  k  caution"  is  then  indorsed  with  certificates  attesting 
liie  depart  are  of  the  goods  as  above,  and  is  finally  sent  back  to  the  cnstoms 
tfm  which  it  emanated,  and  the  merchant  thereupon  is  absolved  from  all  I'ur 
ikti  responsibility,  and  his  bond  cancelled. 

Incase  of  frand,  it  is  the  customs  at  the  place  of  departure  of  the  goods 
'liich  prosecnte  the  forwarder.  The  penalties  for  frand  are  the  following,  viz  : 
if  gnods  are  abstracted  and  others  substituted  for  them,  the  latter  are  coitfis- 
(itrd  and  a  fine  of  500  francs  imposed  when  they  are  described  iu  the  "  acquit 
»  MQtioD,"  or  certificate  of  gnaraotee,  as  of  a  prohibited  character,  and  200 
franc*  if  otherwise.  If  there  is  a  deficiency  in  the  quantity  of  the  goods  de- 
KTilied  as  prohibited,  without  substitution,  the  fine  is  500  francs;  and  in  the 
CK*  of  goods  free  to  entry  thereof,  are  taxed  with  the  payment  of  four  times 
tkir  duty.  The  deficiency  in  weight  is  attended  with  no  penalty  when  the 
rime  U  onimportant  and  con  be  attributed  to  natural  causes. 

When  the  sample  mentioned  above  is  not  produced  and  presented  to  the  cus- 
tnnu  officers  at  the  frontier,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suspect  fraud,  the  goods 
ili'^wlvea  are  allowed  to  continue  their  journey  A  new  sample,  however,  is 
oleaof  them  and  is  returned  to  the  custom-house  of  the  port  or  place  of  de- 
pannre  of  the  merchandise  for  examination,  and  the  merchant  is  called  upon 
I'l  ^nbwribe  a  bond  or  give  security  for  the  payment  of  the  fines  and  penalties 
i.rtbe  law  in  case  ftand  is  afterwards  discovered  to  have  taken  place. 

A^  regards  tissues,  (woven  articles,)  which  are  similar  to  those  manufactured 
13  France,  a  hoard  of  inspectors  attached  to  the  bureau  of  the  ministry  of  com- 
'^>*rc«  (at  Paris)  examine  the  sample  and  determine  whether  the  same  are 
I  ri  Dch  or  not.  Their  decision  is  immediately  transmitted  to  the  cnstoms  at  the 
]'hre  of  exit  of  the  merchandise  aforesaid,  and  if  the  same  is  favorable  the  guar- 
uitfewhindof  the  merchant  is  cancelled.  If  not,  the  customs  officers  indorse 
dK  fict  on  the  merchant's  "  acqnit  i  caution,"  or  cAtificate  of  guarantee,  and 
proceedings  are  commenced  and  the  fines  and  penalties  prescribed  are  imposed 


When  the  leading  or  seals  of  a  package  or  case  are  broken,  the  customs  at 
d>«  port  of  exit  of  the  goods  examine  the  same  minutely,  and  if  suspicions  are 
eiiieruined  the  same  course  as  for  the  loss  of  a  sample  is  adopted.  Merchan' 
'li-'^  presented  at  any  other  "  bureau  de  sortie"  or  frontier  castom-house  than 
that  designated  in  the  "  acqnit  k  caution"  can  he  forwarded  ont  of  the  country 
"ith  the  permission  of  the  head  ofiScer  of  the  service.  As  a  principle,  if  the 
e-'oditions  ttipiilated  as  to  timt  only  in  the  ("  acquit  k  caution  ')  certificate 
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guarantee  are  not  fulfilled,  that  instrament  becomes  null  and  void,  and  the  cut- 
tomH  have  the  right  of  refusing  all  Terification  of  the  goods,  and  can  hold  re- 
aponsible  the  forwarder,  but  in  such  cases  they  are  indulgent.  They,  however, 
rigidly  esaniine  the  merchandise,  and.if  dottbte  are  entertained,  the  same  meas- 
ures and  precautions  as  for  the  loss  of  a  sample  are  taken. 

The  mercliant  has  the  right  of  declaring  his  goods  upon  their  arrival  at  the 
frontier  cuBtom-house  or  place  of  exit  from  the  country,  either  for  exportation 
or  the  consumption,  or  for  deposit  in  the  warehouse  of  the  cnstoms.  If  goods 
during  their  transit  are  either  stolen  or  destroyed  by  fire,  or  lost  by  nnavoida- 
hle  circumstances,  and  the  merchant  justifies  the  loss  or  deetraction  by  a  certifi- 
cate from  a  competent  authority,  the  custome  waive  all  the  penalties  of  the  law, 
but  exact  the  payment  of  the  entry  duty  on  the  goods  if  not  of  a  prohibited 
character  (  and  if  so,  their  value.  Merchandise  in  transit  by  the  ordinary  routes 
or  roads  of  travel  is  sobject  to  no  custom-house  tax,  but  all  the  expenses  of 
transportation,  &c.  must  be  paid  by  the  forwarder.  The  sealing  or  leading 
(plombage)  of  cases  of  goods  is  at  the  charge  of  the  customs.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  April 
23,  requesting  a  report  upon  the  cultivation  of  madder. 

1  beg  to  enclose  herewith  such  information  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather 
upon  this  subject  My  first  step,  after  being  iofonDed  as  to  your  wishes,  was  to 
place  myself  in  correspondence  with  a  number  of  the  most  wealtliy  and  enter- 
prising cultivators  of  this  plant. 

Under  the  auspices  of  two  or  three  of  the  leading  merchants  of  this  city  I 
was  enabled  to  address  myself  to  those  most  capable  of  informing  me  fully 
upon  the  subject.  Their  several  responses  constitute  my  report,  if  report  is  the 
name  for  it. 

My  second  step  was  endeavor  to  purchase  some  treatise  upon  the  subject  to 
supply  any  facts  which  might  escape  the  notice  of  the  cultivators.    *     •     • 

CULTIVATION   OF   MADDER. 

Madder  was  cnluvated  for  many  years  in  Anatolic,  (Asiatic  Turkey,)  Zea- 
land and  Flanders,  ere  its  peculiar  qualities  were  known  in  France.  Kotwitb- 
Btanding  the  early  privileges  accorded  to  its  culture  by  Louis  XV,  it  was  sot 
cultivated  for  its  dyeing  qualities  until  late  in  the  reign  of  that  monarch.  It 
was  imported  into  the  department  Vaucluse  in  1766,  by  John  Althcr,  a  refugee 
from  Smyrna,  who  bad  been  struck  by  the  analogy  of  the  climate  of  the  latter 
country  with  that  I'f  France ;  but  its  cultivaiioii  did  not  attract  much  attention 
until  aAer  the  annexation  of  the  country  of  Avignon  to  the  kingdom  of  France. 
It  has  since  become  the  fortune  of  this  department;  its  yearly  ex portations 
yielding  more  than  twenty-five  millioiis  of  francs. 

Dacriplion  of  the  plant. — The  madder,  m&ia  fificfortem  saliva,  when  sown 
singly  and  near  a  wall,  grows  in  stalks  of  three  or  four  feet  in  height,  and  from 
one  foot  two  inches  to  one  foot  five  inches  when  sown  in  quantity.  The  stalka 
are  square,  knotty  and  rough.  Each  knot  is  furnished  with  five  or  six  leaver, 
in  a  manner  known  by  botanists  as  verticil.  These  leaves  are  long  and  ntr- 
row,  and  gamifhed  at  their  borders  with  fine  hard  teetli.  Brancbes  sboot  forth 
from  the  etalk  iinmediatdy  above  these  leaves,  bearing  on  their  eslrcmilies  a 
very  small  Hnwer,  whose  color  is  a  greenish  yellow.  This  flower,  of  one  \i-rJ 
only,  cut  at  its  border  iuto  four  or  five  parts,  is  shaped  like  a  cup  pierced  al  ihi> 
bottom,  and  contains  four  stam'ns  and  one  pii>til,  of  which  the  bn»e,  being  tie 
embryo,  becomes  a  fruit,  sometimes  forming  into  many  pomes,  but  ofiener  into 
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OBeonly,  This  fruit,  when  ripe,  is  black  iind  Toand.  The  roota  of  the  madder 
in  long  and  crawling,  divided  into  scyeral  brancbttB,  ligneouo,  and,  before  they 
m  esbmitted  to  the  contect  of  air,  yellowish,  and  pOBsceeing  aa  astringent 
tute.  The  root  ia  the  only  importaat  part  of  the  plant,  for  "it  alone  contains 
lit  coloring  matter.  Tbe  learea,  however,  arc  gathered  when  dead,  and  serred 
u  fodder  to  horses  and  males. 

iS«7.— I'he  madder  grows  in  all  hinds  of  land,  bnt  is  not  CTery  where  equally 
productive,  or  of  the  same  quality.  In  dry  or  sandy  lands,  and  on  tbe  bill- 
»ii!M,  ihe  root  remains  small,  produces  little,  and  after  hitnratiou,  has  a  very 
li^hl  color.  The  root  itself,  when  dried  in  the  air,  is  of  a  red  orange.  This 
i|uility  is  the  least  valuable,  and  ia  cultivated  only  for  changing  the  tilth. 
The  madder  likea  soft,  light,  rich,  cool  lands.  Tbe  roots  then  aie  very  abun- 
^aiil.  grow  rapidly,  and,  when  dried  in  the  air,  have  a  giay  color.  The  pow- 
drr  it  deep  and  the  color  a  dusky  red. 

yarietiet. — In  tbe  department  of  Vaucluse  there  are  twoqnalrties  of  madder, 
ui^iag  from  tbe  difference  in  the  quality  of  tbe  soil.  They  are  known  as  rosea 
ud  pftluds.  Tbe  roses,  also  called  atizares,  grow  in  all  strong  soils,  on  hilla 
udinsandy  and  clayed  lands.  Their  roots  are  from  a  red  orange  to  a  grayish 
vi'T.  On  the  shores  of  rivers  whose  waters  are  slimy,  the  madder  produces 
'.Ml  of  the  latter  color.  I'hey  are  called  half-paludt.  In  former  times,  in  the 
xiddle  of  tbe  department  of  Vaucluse  were  extensive  swamps,  (calti-d  in  paloit 
/yaluiit,)  made  by  tbe  flow  from  tbe  Fountain  of  Vaucluse.  Subject  to  these 
ii">(Ie  or  inundations,  these  lands  ivere  left  to  the  prey  of  coarse  grass,  and 
'rte  little  thought  of  by  tbe  poor  proprietors,  who  were  only  too  glnd  to  part 
^hb  ibem  at  any  price;  but  when  wealth  and  enterprise  had  effected  the 
tititiiemfnt  of  ibe  waters  of  Vancluse  by  drains,  conduits,  &c  ,  the  face  of  tbe 
eiuniry  was  changed,  and  the  lauds  sooii  rose  in  value.  Tlioy  are  now  eiclu- 
iivcjy  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  madder.  The  roiei  taken  from  these  lands 
•var  a  very  gray  external  appearance.  Tbe  powder  is  dark,  and  the  dye  a 
•iit  red,  owing  to  the  carbonate  of  lime  and  carbonate  alkaline,  which  the  root 
■■itwcta  from  the  soil.  These  lands  contain  from  60  to  70  per  cent,  of  chalk, 
I'nf  1  long  time  England  would  not  take  these  roots  on  account  of  tbe  color  of 
'■'-I  if  powder ;  but  now  no  objection  is  made  to  its  appearance,  whether  light  or 
wrt,  provided  the  dye  produced  by  it  is  of  a  fine  color. 

It  would  be  neeiesa  to  attempt  the  cultivation  of  madder  on  nndrained,  over- 
WhI  lands  ;  the  seed  would  perish.  Experience  has  proved  that  lands  where 
di-  nudder  is  cultivated  for  the  first  time  produce  a  larger  crop  and  of  a  better 
[luliiy  than  where  the  cultivation  is  often  repeatH.  Hence  tbe  quality  paludi 
U»  MDiPwhat  diminished  as  tbe  earth  has  become  more  or  less  exhausted  of 
'jie  necessary  aliment,  where  the  cultivation  has  not  been  varied.  It  is  the 
ciiul  cuttom  to  alternate  with  wheat,  potatoes,  or  other  crop.

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Tilth. — ^Wheo  it  is  prnpoeed  to  sow  the  madder  in  cultiratecl  or  old  Unds. 
one  prepares  the  ground  as  for  any  other  seed.  Manure  holda  the  first  place  in 
the  thonghtB  of  the  caltivator. 

There  mast  be  ten  metra  cubes  (a  little  more  than  ten  cubic  yards)  per  eminee, 
(an  nncertaia  measure,  because  varying  in  different  departments;]  and  a  little 
while  before  sowing,  180  pounds  of  oilcake.  (Another  correspondent  says, 
forty  one-horse  loads  of  dung  per  heetdrt,  about  one-half  aci«,  aod  4,400  pounds 
of  oilcake.)     New  lands  do  not  require  as  much  manure  aa  old. 

If  the  land  is  new,  it  must  be  broken  in  autumn,  with  a  lai^  plough,  and 
some  time  after  ott  labotar  de  naitvea*,  (crose-ploughs,)  in  order  that  the  frosts  of 
winter  may  render  the  soil  pliable.  In  early  spring  it  is  worked  again,  and  ia 
generally  ready  for  the  seed  in  the  month  of  March  or  April. 

Seed. — Tlic  seed  should  be  perfectly  dry  and  free  from  fermentation.  The 
seed  of  the  paludt  is  much  better  than  that  of  the  rotti.  One  may  prsBerre 
it  in  a  good  state  for  two  years  by  keeping  it  in  a  dry  place  and  subjecting  it 
to  a  thorough  ventilation. 

Sotcing. — A  ridge,  eight  or  nine  inches  wide  and  one  and  a  half  inch  de«>p, 
is  made  with  the  spade  and  Bowed.  At  a  distance  of  ten  inches  another  ridge 
of  the  same  size  is  run,  having  care  to  corer  the  seed  of  the  first  ridge  with 
the  earth  taken  from  the  second,  and  eo  on  to  the  completion  of  the  third  ridge. 
These  three  ridgea  form  a  plat-band  about  three  feet  wide,  separated  from  each 
other  by  a  space  one  and  a  half  feet  in  width,  lefl  as  a  path  for  the  laborer  in 
weeding.  From  this  path,  also,  is  taken  the  earth  to  cover  the  plants  in  au- 
tumn when  the  leaves  are  dead.  For  the  sake  of  economy  these  paths  are 
sometimes  planted  with  potatoes,  beets,  Sec.;  but  such  extra  plants  should  be 
put  far  apart. 

If  the  earth  is  well  pulverized,  instead  of  the  seed  being  sown,  one  had  better 
transplant  roots  of  the  preceding  year's  growth,  as  crops  attained  from  the 
plants  display  much  finer  roots  than  when  raised  directly  from  the  seed.  But 
U  the  ground  is  not  pliable,  but  hard  and  clayey,  the  plants  would  not  grow 
well,  and  poBsibly  wonld  not  take  at  all ;  in  this  case,  seed  must  he  sown.  An 
acre  of  madder  produces  seed  sufficient  for  three  or  four  acres  of  sowing. 

Transpfantng. — For  the  transplanting  of  roots  as  indicated  above,  ridges 
about  three  feet  wide  and  three  inches  deep  are  made,  and  the  roots  laid  therein 
just  free  from  each  other;  and  between  Uiese  ridges  an  uncultivated  space  is 
left  as  in  sowing. 

Weeding. — The  seed  is  sown  or  the  roots  transplanted  in  March,  and  great 
care  must  be  observed  in  keeping  the  land  free  from  weeds;  the  paths  also 
being  attended  to  in  this  respect. 

Irrigation. — When  the  land  is  dry  from  drought,  it  will  he  necessary  to 
water  it  by  irrigating  the  intermediate  paths  if  possible.  Slimy  water  is  prefer- 
able to  clear  water  for  this  purpose. 

Covering. — In  autumn,  when  the  plants  lose  their  verdure  and  turn  to  a 
grayish  tint,  they  must  be  covered  with  one  and  a  half  or  two  inches  of  earth 
taken  from  the  paths.     In  the  following  spring  the  clods  must  be  broken  with 

Digging. — The  madder  cultivated  in  strong  dry  soils  may  be  removed  in 
three  ytaru,  and  from  wet  lands  in  eighteen  months.  Thus  the  madder  of  tht- 
mountains  renuires  three  years  to  mature  well,  while  the  paludt  may  be  dug 
in  four  and  a  half  months  to  three  years.  The  roots  should  not  he  extracted 
until  the  seed  has  been  produced.  Some  cultivators  who  are  pressed  for  the 
moneyed  results  of  their  labors  do  not  wait  for  the  seed;  but  the  madder  thus 
prematurely  ga  hered  is  of  an  inferior  quality. 

The  ramifications  of  the  stalk  are  first  cut,  dried,  and  thrashed  for  the  seed 
The  straw  or  refuse  is  saved  as  fodder  for  cattle.  The  roots  are  then  dug  with 
he  spade  or  fork;  and,  as  their  length  will  average  one  and  a  half  feet,  it  can. 
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beweo  that  their  removal  leaves  the  Isod  in  a.  prepared  state  for  eome  other 

Drying. — When  dug,  they  are  pprcad  on  the  aire,  (usually  a  level  spot  of 
jraand  paved  wiib  stone  or  brick.)  wh^re  they  are  dried  by  the  action  of  the 
nmiDd  air.  When  the  larger  roots  may  be  easily  broken,  they  ebonld  bo 
heaped  Dp  eo  thnt  the  small  tips  (petit*  houta)  may  become  thoroughly  dry. 
Circ  muBt  be  taken  that  this  place  be  free  from  all  dampness. 

Wfaea  the  roots  are  sufficiently  dry.  they  are  embailed  and  sent  to  the  mann- 
fMiarer'g,  where  ihey  are  stored  in  a  well -ventilated  granary.  They  aro  taken 
irem  the  gnmaiy  in  proportion  to  each  day's  demand ;  and  having  been  cnnsed 
f)  lose  fifteen  or  sixteen  per  cent,  of  water  in  a  drying  oven,  are  passed  nuder 
1  large  mill-stone  and  ground  to  povder.  The  bolters  keep  the  coarser  portion 
ht  a  wcond  grinding. 

Garanei»e. — In  order  to  coni-cntrate  the  coloring  matter  into  a  small  volnme, 
llie  madder  is  anhjected  to  different  proceeeos.  First  it  is  washed,  to  cause  it 
U  tiHe  the  yellow  coloring  called  Aaulhine.  It  is  then  boiled  with  fitly  per 
(UL  of  Bolphnric  acid  at  66^,  bo  as  to  i-ender  the  fibre  soluble.  Afterwaras,  it 
ij  again  washed  to  clcAnse  it  of  the  acid ;  then  pressed,  dried,  and  ground. 

Tbe  water  of  the  first  washing  is  poured  into  a  large  basin,  where  it  is  kept 
Koie  time  in  a  state  of  fermentation;  and  when  distilled  prodnces  a  very 
siDng  alcohol  oaed  id  the  aits,  and  which,  when  rectified,  may  acquire  a  pleas- 
iDttaete.

COTTON. 

The  soutliern  rebellion  hat  imparted  a  lively  impulse  to  tlic  growth  of  cotton 
in  the  Levant,  and  the  opinion  ie  being  entertained  that  nothing  bnt  care  to  pro- 
vide g'ood  Bccd,  coupled  with  European  capital  and  enterprise,  ia  needed  to  give 
an  unlimited  extension  to  the  culture  of  this  plant. 

The  following  tabic  exhibits  the  importations  of  Cotton  at  Marseilles  during 
the  years  18G0,  1S61,  and  16G2:

It  18  urged  that  Mocedonia,  Antola,  and  Smyrna  present  immense  surfaces 
appropriate  to  tins  culture;  that  the  people  already  have  the  experience,  and 
H>  long  as  the  price  remains  remunerative  the  cultivation  of  cotton  will  not  fail 
of  extending  itself  from  year  to  year. 

Egypt  also  offiirs  strong  hopes  to  the  European  manufactnrer,  and  it  ia  con- 
tendud  that  present  prices  will  justify  this  cultivation  in  all  the  countries  border- 
ing the  Mediterranean.  An  agiiculturist  in  the  department  of  the  Gard  has 
been  quite  successful  in  this  respect ;  and  it  is  believed  that  in  the  Var,  aud  alao 
in  the  eastern  Pyrenei's,  this  culture  will  be  found  moat  profitable. 

A  large  company  was  being  organized  last  year  for  the  prosecution  of  thia 
culture  in  Algeria,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  express  the  opinion  that  "  such 
a  company,  well  eatablished  and  wisely  administered,  would  assure  the  independ- 
ence of  our  induatry,  and  its  aecurity  in  the  future." 

The  only  unfavorable  aspect  which  the  culture  of  cotton  in  the  Levant  pre- 
eenta  to  the  mind  of  the  Marwiltaia  is  that  this  product  most  be  pud  for  in 
coin,  while  the  American  article  was  received  in  exchange.

FBEHCH  DOHIKIONB. 


Thaoka  to  tbe  abolition  of  tlio  Echelle  mohih,  Harscillee  lioa  become,  within 
ihf  lut  two  j-earp,  a  great  market  for  cereals.  The  Echelle  mobiU,  or  sliding 
ectte,  was  nofavorably  dcBcrving  the  attentioa  of  the  ciirioas.  Once  every 
oonth  in  the  year  officers  appointed  by  the  adminiatrntion  of  Paria  reported  the 
marttt  prices  of  grains  ruling  in  the  twenty  or  thirty  principal  cities  of  France. 
From  these  reports  the  administration  found  the  average  market  price  in  the 
fiMintrT, and  the  import  duty  on  grains  was  fixed  accordingly,  bo  that  thia  duty 
ras  dvaya  subject  to  a  monthly  change.  The  conscquenco  iif  this  policy  waa 
ibe  direction  of  the  greater  quantity  of  the  grains  of  the  Levant  to  Italian 
pons,  particularly  to  Genoa,  Leghorn,  and  Messina,  where  it  was  left  in  entrepot 
I'l  await  foreign  demand.  The  abolition  of  the  sliding  scale  has  drawn  to  Mor- 
"Cillee  a  large  share  of  the  commerce  hitherto  in  the  hands  of  tiio  Italians. 

I  snljoin  the  following  extracts  fi-om  the  Complc  Rendu  of  1862.  ehowing  the 
r'lative  dependence  of  England  and  France  upon  other  countriL's  for  alimentary 

"The  English  have  imported,  in  the  lost  three  years,  145  millions  of  hecto- 
iitm  of  all  kinds  of  grains,  viz :  43  millions  in  1860,  47  millions  in  1861,  and 
v^  millions  in  1862. 

"It  requires  all  the  resources  of  a  nation  oa  powerful  and  prodigionsly  rich 
V  England  to  face  such  an  expense  without  a  crisie — three  billions  five  bun- 
ifi  millions  of  franca  in  the  year,  (8224,000,000  annually.) 

"  The  English  do  not  dream  even  of  alarming  themselves.  Do  they  not  find 
I bfir  compensation  for  it  in  the  increasing  extension  of  their  commerce  and  of 
'>lirir  industry,  ia  the  exportation,  also  by  millionu,  of  their  manufacturer,  and  in 
ibi'  increaaing  value  which  a  perfected  culture  gives  to  their  lands  ?  The  figures 
iribi.' last  importation  have  never  before  been  reached.  That  of  the  year  1847, 
■hich  they  etill  remember  as  the  year  of  famine,  was  less  by  almost  one-half. 
^iic  will  continue,  therefore,  to  be,  for  her  alimentation,  tributary  to  all  produ- 
ri.ig  coDntries,  either  because  her  population  is  increasing  from  year  to  year,  or 
Ixcaosc  she  has.  if  not  abandoned,  at  least  seriously  reduced  her  culture  of 

"Knmce,  a  country  essentially  agricultural,  may  possibly  be  struck  with  rela- 
liv  flerility,  with  local  dearths,  but  she  will  never  be  compelled  to  demand  of 
:!i«  torelgner  the  immense  quantities  of  grain  required  by  England. 

"When  the  figures  of  our  importations  for  1661-1862  are  rtcalled— the 
iilbci'i  that  onr  commercial  annala  have  had  to  register — one  sees  with  what 
(v:\\ny  and  by  what  hands  it  was  effected,  and  cannot  help  drawing  from  these 
f.u:Ii>jiut  feeliugs  of  confidence,  with  instruction  the  most  precious. 

"ITje  importations  of  1861  rose  to  5,700,000  hectolitres  of  all  grains.  Those 
•i  1562  to  4,800.000  hectolitres — in  1S02,  as  in  1861,  the  largest  portion  com- 
ii;;  from  Tnrkcy  and  Rusaia. 

"The  ports  of  America,  from  which  England  received  in  18G2  nearly 
■W.OOO.OOO  hectolitres,  have  played  a  very  insignificant  part  in  our  importations 
'>f  the  Mme  year.  It  is  not  from  these  ports  that  Karscilles  can  expect  great 
inantities.  American  wheat,  which,  in  ordinary  times,  b  the  alraoat  exchisive 
I't  of  English  consumption,  will  come  to  France  only  in  the  years  of  great  want, 
«nd  then  it  will  prefer  to  direct  itself  to  our  uortheni  ports,  of  Havre  above  all, 
rather  than  to  our  own." 

It  is  Kenerajly  conceded  that  the  American  wheat  is  superior  in  quality  to 
tbtt  of  Turkey,  Russia,  Poland,  the  Azores,  or  of  any  country  which  sends  to  this 
place,  and  it  is  held  at  a  higher  price  in  market.  But  freights  from  the  Levant 
*ru  M>  much  lower  than  those  from  America  that  it  is  scarcely  possible  for  the 
Ulipj  t )  compete  successfully  with  the  former  in  this  trade.  /—  i 
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Mareeilles  is  already  reaping  ecnaible  advantngea  from  the  Indo-ChinK  line 
of  Bteamere  lately  cptnblisbed  by  the  Mattageries  Imperial.  TLe  old  line  be- 
tween Murseilles  and  Alexandria  is  in  prosperous  activity,  while  seven  or  eight 
magnificent  boats  of  500  horse-power  each  are  running  from  the  isthmuB  of 
Suez  to  Bombay,  Calcutta,  and  Singapore,  with  a  tenninuii  at  different  ports  of 

The  importation  of  silk  from  the  Celestial  Empire  for  1862  was  3.000  balca 
above  that  of  1361 — an  augmentation  more  remarkable  as  ibe  production  was 
mnch  diminished  in  the  silk  countries  by  reaeon  of  the  civil  war. 

The  importations  from  Japan  for  the  same  year  were  767  bales  against 
210  for  1861. 

The  new  Anglo-French  treaty  of  commerce  went  into  operation  at  an  oppor- 
tune moment.  It  proved  itself  the  salvation  of  the  Lyons  mannfacturera. 
The  Compte  Rendu  cayB  of  it,  "Our  great  national  industry,  the  manufactures 
of  Lyons,  so  grievously  tested  by  the  American  conflict,  has  Been  its  ouvritr* 
retake  a  great  part  of  their  activity,  by  rcaaon  of  the  treaty  of  commerce  con- 
cluded with  England." 

WINE. 

But  if  the  new  treaty  came  to  the  rescue  of  the  Lyons  manufacturers,  it  turned 
a  deaf  ear  tn  the  solicitations  of  the  wine  merchants  of  southern  France.  In 
1860,  the  firat  year  under  the  treaty,  the  importation  of  ordinary  wines  amount- 
ed to  18,441  hectolitres  in  18G1  it  fell  to  5,500,  and  in  1862  to  5,300  hec- 
tolitres. This  falling  off  may  be  partly  attributed  to  the  very  inferior  quality 
of  the  tirst  year's  shipment,  and  which  in  the  language  of  the  Compte  Rendu  "jus- 
tified the  cessation  of  any  new  demand."  But  anotherreaaon  is  also  stated:  "The 
popular  classes  of  England,  whose  wants  would  seem  to  offer  a  market  without 
limit,  appear  to  remain  faithful  to  ibeir  beer.  The  intelligence  of  the  English 
brewers  has  taught  tliem  how  to  meet  the  competition  of  cheap  wIdcb  from 
France,  by  diminishing  the  price  of  their  beer  and  in  improving  its  quality. 
We  are,  therefore,  though  regretfully,  obliged  to  coacludc  that  the  treaty  nas  de- 
ceived the  general  expectatioa  in  that  which  concerns  the  ordinary  wine«  of 
southern  France.  This  treaty  has  thus  far  had  no  other  result  than  of  increas- 
ing the  trade  in  the  fine  wines  of  Bordeaux,  of  Burgundy,  and  in  the  champaign 
of  BouBsillon." 


The  only  interest  attaching  to  this  article  arises  from  the  important  demands 
which  have  come  from  the  United  States,  for  the  furnishing  of  troop?,  atoniug 
not  inconsiderably  for  the  lull  in  the  silk  and  Parisian  trade.  Thirty  thousand 
bales  of  foreign  wool,  and  about  1,000,000  kilogrammes  of  French  product, 
were  exported  from  this  port  in  1862. 

PETROLEUM. 

The  commerce  in  this  article  dates  from  1861,  and  already  in  1863  5,218 
barri'ls  were  brought  to  this  port  from  the  United  States. 

The  chamber  of  commerce  expressed  the  opinion,  in  their  report  for  1868, 
that  the  importation  of  petroleum  in  1863  would  attain  a  much  higher  lignre, 
and  their  anticipations  have  been  fully  realized;  14,308  barrels  were  imported 
during  the  year  ended  September  30,  1863.  The  shipment  of  the  first  year 
consi^ttcd  mostly  of  the  refined  oil ;  but  now  three  large  refineries  are  celabliuicd, 
and  the  ciudo  article  is  generally  imported.  ,-,  . 
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Considerable  excitement  has  characterized  tbe  coinmerce  in  pctrolcam,  and 
there  u  reason  for  beHeTing  that  the  importations  of  the  last  year  have  more 
thmn  supplied  tbe  demand. 


The  commerce  in  lard  has  witnessed  an  extraordinarj  growth  during  the  last 
three  years.  Prior  to  1860  tbf  qaantity  of  lard  shipped  from  the  United 
States  to  this  port  was  too  inconaiderable  to  he  noticed.  Indeed,  so  insignifi- 
cmnt  were  the  receipts  in  1861,  as  entirely  to  escape  tbe  notice  of  the  chamber 
of  commerce  in  their  Compte  RatdufoT  that  year.  But  the  soap  mauufacturera 
of  Marseilles  having  once  experimented  with  it  in  their  tavonneria,  and  fonnd 
its  fitness  for  their  fabrications,  the  imports  rose  from  comparatively  nothing  in 
1861  to  4,000,000  kilogrammes  for  1862,  with  a  further  increase  to  9,000,  000 
for  the  nine  months  ended  September  30,  1863,  and  it  now  ranks  as  one  of  the 
prinapal  and  most  important  articles  of  import 


Tbe  alcohol  of  tbe  United  States  stands  higher  in  public  estimation  than  the 
French  article,  as  it  contains  more  spirits  and  possesses  a  purer  tAste. 

The  chamber  of  commerce  complain  that  the  American  alcohol  is  subjected 
to  too  heavy  a  duty,  by  reason  of  which  the  American  exporters  who  formerly 
Bade  their  shipments  to  Uarseilles  exclusively  now  send  their  cat^oes  directly 
to  tbe  Italian  ports  and  to  Constantinople. 

Tbe  duty  on  English  and  Belgian  alcohol  is  fifteen  francs  for  the  former,  and 
hroity  francs  for  the  latter,  per  hectolitre.  American  alcohol  is  taxed  twenty 
fire  frmnea  per  hectolitre. 

The  Jfarseillea  chamber  insists  that  the  American  import  should  be  received 
It  tbe  same  rate  as  either  English  or  Belgian.

I  hereby  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  circular  No,  29,  dated  November  20, 
1SG2,  received  here  on  the  4th  ioatant. 

To  the  first  article,  I  have  to  say  that  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  all  the 
goods  exported  from  this  district  to  the  United  States  arc  not  presented  to  me 
for  verification.  Several  commission  firms,  who  purchase  largely  for  the  Account 
of  American  or  foreign  houses  established  in  the  States,  and  having  branch 
offices  in  Paris  or  elsewhere,  send  the  invoices  to  the  branch  firm  in  Paris  or 
elsewhere,  and  it  is  there  certified  to  by  the  consul.  Such  a  practice  is  not  entirely 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  but  it  continues,  notwithstanding  my  frequent  adver 
tisements  and  publications  on  the  subject.  I  believe  it  could  be  effectually  cor- 
rected only  in  New  York  by  the  cuetom-houac  officers,  who  well  know  what 
goods  arc  produced  in  Lyons,  and  who  could,  if  ro  directed,  refuse  to  pa5s 
invoices  of  Lyoiia  silk  goods  or  St.  Etienne  ribbons,  when  verified  in  Paris  or 
elsewhere.  I  have  aUo  to  state,  that  eilk  goods  imported  from  Lyons  and  dis- 
trict, (silk  pieces,  velvets,  ribbons,)  are  invariably  perfected  here ;  and  that  if 
sent  to  Paris  and  Havre,  they  receive  there  no  further  finish,  and  arc  forwarded 
without  any  change,  (article  4.)  This  practice  baa  never  existed  in  this  con- 
sulate to  my  knowledge. 

To  avoid  the  remittance  in  money  by  letter  of  the  fee  for  each  invoice  coming 
from  St.  Etienne  and  other  places,  some  merchants  have  requested  me  to  receire 
in  advance  an  amount  sufficient  for  five  or  ten  legalizations.  In  exchange,  I 
remit  to  them  a  corresponding  number  of  receipts,  which  are  returned  to  me 
with  the  invoices.  The  ccrtilicatea  of  authenliciition  never  leave  this  office  in 
blank ;  they  are  filled  by  me  and  affixed  to  the  iuvoices  with  my  official  ecal. 

Art.  6.  The  fee  for  the  magistrate  is  never  paid  bymcas  dhowa  by  my 
report  of  fees. 

Art.  9.  Before  receiving  this  circular,  I  had,  as  stated  in  my  despatch  No. 
26,  (No.  3,)  addressed  questions  to  the  judicial  authorities  in  regard  to  the  v»- 
lidity  of  oaths  administered  by  me. 

I  enclose  translation  of  my  letter  to  the  president  du  tribunal  civil,  and  trans- 
lation of  the  answer  of  that  magiatrate. 

Aa  I  shall,  in  a  few  days,  receive  other  opinions,  I  abstain  for  the  present 
from  making  any  remarks,  and  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  make  a. full  report  on 
the  subject.     *        "

SiB:  The  new  tariff  laws  of  the  United  States  require  all  invoices  of  goodi' 
for  the  United  States  to  bo  presented  to  the  United  States  consul  by  tbe  ex- 
porter, who  has  to  swear  that  the  invoice  is  correct,  and  that  the  goods  an* 
invoiced  at  their  real  value. 

You  would  oblige  me  by  telling  me  if,  according  to  French  law,  an  oath  ad- 
ministered by  a  consul,  and  registered  by  him,  be  legal  in  France,  and  if  a  consul 
could  prosecute  before  the  French  courts,  in  the  name  of  his  government,  any 
person  having  sworn  a  false  oath  before  him.  Please  also,  if  the  oath  admin- 
istered by  a  consul  be  not  acknowledged  legal  in  France,  to  name  the  French 
magistrates  authorized  by  your  laws  to  receive  oaths.

I  do  not  tliink  tliat  the  oath  administered  by  a  consul  in  conformity  with  the 
L'niied  States  Jaws  yon  mention  would,  if  proved  falac,  justify  a  proaeoition 
be/ure  French  courts.  My  opinion  is  based  on  the  fact  that  no  disposition  of 
OUT  penal  laws  qualifies  as  crime  or  delil  a  false  oath  sworn  under  siieb  circum- 
juuces.  And  if  it  were  a  crime,  no  consul,  even  acting  in  the  nume  of  his 
gnvenuaent.  would  be  admitted  to  prosecute  under  article  lat  of  the  code  d'in- 
ttmctioD  criininellc.  No  prosecutiou  can  be  made  except  by  French  officers 
anlborized  by  onr  laws. 

Tbcre  ore  in  France  several  orders  of  public  officers  authorized  to  adminietpr 
oaths  in  certain  particular  cases,  but  I  know  none  who  could  administer  theonth 
teqnired  by  the  United  States  laws.  1  do  not  even  ace  the  possibility  of  such 
u  oath  being  received  by  a  French  magistrate,  whoso  only  duty  is  to  see  to  the 
ctecnlioDof  the  French  laws.  Under  the  principles  of  our  "droit  public,"  a  magis- 
trate cauuot  recognize  the  authority  of  a  foreign  law,  when  no  international 
treatj  exists  for  that  purpose.

I  have  continoed  to  study  the  subject  of  duties  on  ailk  goods  and  to  gather 
all  accessible  information.  In  my  report  No.  13  I  suggested  two  different  sys- 
i«[Ds  for  the  collection  of  duties  on  nilk  goods  : 

1.  Preserve  the  ad  valorem  duties,  but  introduce  some  new  features  in  the 
eu.'tom-housc  regulations,  viz : 

a.  Require  for  all  goods  presented  for  entry  an  invoice  signed  and  certified  to 
far  a  party  faavitig  no  interest  in  the  entry  of  the  goods  at  the  United  States 
toitam-bouse. 

For  this  purpose  the  existing  regulations  could  bavo  been  continued,  with  a 
fi-v  changes  in  the  form  of  the  certificates,  for  the  invoices  of  commission  mcr- 
cluDtB  or  of  manu&ctarersi  who  forward  goods  which  they  hnve  really  sold 
Id  Gnns  residing  in  the  United  States.  Such  parties  would  risk  too  much  by 
nuking  out  false  invoices  for  the  custom-bonse,  and  certifying  therein  that  they 
cUim  nothing  for  the  goodn  beyond  the  amount  named  in  the  invoice.  But  nil 
Knropi'an  agents,  partners,  branch  6rmB,  or  salaried  clerks  of  firms  doing  busi- 
OMn  in  the  United  States,  who  nntil  now  have  made  out  invoices  and  certi6ed 
to  their  truth,  would  have  to  procure  and  produce  to  the  consuls  the  original 
isroice  of  the  manufacturer  or  merchant,  (sworn  or  certified  to  by  him,)  from 
'horn  said  agent,  partner  or  clerk  has  bought  the  goods  for  the  account  of  his 
finn,  and  that  said  manufacturer  or  merchant  has  no  interest  in  getting  tbe  goods 
pUicd  through  the  custom-house  at  a  lower  rate  of  duty. 

h.  It  was  further  proposed  to  grant  by  law  to  the  government  the  right  of 
tikiog  possession  of  any  goods  supposed  to  be  undervalued,  ngainst  payment 
of  tbe  amount  of  the  invoice  of  said  goods.  Further,  on  evident  proof  of  a  gross 
SDilervalaation  and  of  an  intention  to  defraud  the  revenue,  a  fine  could  be  im- 
P^'Md  on  the  importer. 

The  second  system  proposed  was  to  tax  the  duty  on  silk  goods  by  the  weight. 
^me  samples,  annexed  to  the  report,  showed  the  divisions  tlint  could  be  adopted.

Under  these  ci ream? tan ccb,  the  measure  ne  proposed  by  me  would  not,  per- 
hspe,  be  quite  as  effective  aa  I  expected.  It  could,  however,  I  believe,  be  made 
to  protect  the  revenue  better  than  the  old  system,  by  modifying  it  as  follows : 

Ucquire,  as  before  stated,  in  all  cases,  a  certificate  or  declaration,  signed  by 
ihcseller  of  the  goods,  a  party  having  no  interest  in  the  entry  of  the  goods  at 
the  United  States  custom-house ;  such  declaration  stating  that  the  goods  invoiced 
have  been  really  sold  at  the  prices  detailed  in  the  invoice;  the  date  and  plscc 
where  tha  invoice  is  due;  the  conditions  of  payment;  that  the  seller  does  not 
clnim  any  compensation,  allowance,  or  commission  for  the  said  goods  beyond 
the  amount  named  in  the  said  invoice;  that  no  other  different  iuvoice  for  the 
said  goods  will  be  famished  to  any  one;  that  the  seller  makes  himself  liable  to 
all  the  requisitions  and  provisions  of  the  United  States  coetom-house  laws. 

The  law  ought  further  to  coutain  provisions  to  the  following  effect,  in  addi- 
tion to  those  of  the  act  of  March  3,  18G3,  viz  : 

Ist.  Give  to  the  custom-houso  antboritiea  the  right  to  seize,  against  payment 
of  the  amount  of  the  invoice,  all  goods  andervalued  or  deemed  to  be  so. 

2d.  Impose  a  fine  upon  the  person  or  firm,  consignee,  or  purchaser,  wbo 
offers  for  entry  goods  undervalued  more  than  ten  or  fifteen  per  cent. 

3d.  Seize  without  auy  payment  all  goods  undervalued  more  than  fifteen  per 
ceotam. 

4th.  Require  all  fines  or  seizures  of  goods  to  be  published  (with  the  names) 
in  one  or  several  papers  at  the  port  of  entry,  and  at  the  place  where  tho  goods 
have  been  invoiced. 

5th.  The  triplicate  invoices  are  good ;  they  prevent  the  correction  or  altera- 
tion of  an  invoice  by  the  importer ;  besides,  the  copy  kept  by  the  consul  euables 
him  to  compare  prices  and  discounts.  We  shall,  in  future,  require,  particularly 
for  the  invoices  of  ribbons,  some  details  which  so  far  have  not  been  put  in. 

6tb.  A  good  result  conid  also  be  reached,  if  the  consul  were  authorized, 
whenever  he  would  think  it  proper  to  call  in  a  good  judge  of  silk  goods  or  of 
ribbons,  and  to  read  to  him,  withont  mentioning  any  names,  the  invoices  pre- 
sented for  verification.  Gross  no derval nations,  or  attempts  at  fraud,  could  fre- 
quently he  pointed  out,  and  the  cue  being  at  once  reported  by  the  consul  to 
tne  collector  of  t|jc  port,  could  be  by  him  thoroughly  examined. 

7th.  Lastly,  the  differenlial  duty  of  thirty  and  forty  per  centam,  according 
to  the  cost  of  a  square  yard  of  the  goods,  ought  to  be  act  aside.  It  is  one  of 
the  greatest  objections  to  the  present  law,  and  a  great  inducement  to  fraud.  A 
very  large  proportion  of  the  goods  exported  is  just  about  one  dollar  theaqoitre 
yard ;  and  it  is  well  known  that  several  firms  manage  to  pay  only  thirty  per 
cent.,  when  the  real  duty  ought  to  be  forty  per  cent  It  is  also  to  be  observed 
that  the  principal  measure  (change  of  the  party  subscribing  the  iuvoice)  could 
not  be  applied  to  consigned  goods.  In  such  cases,  the  manufacturer  consign. 
ing  his  goods  would  always  continue  to  be  the  owner,  and  therefore  have  Bu 
interest  in  passing  them  at  low  dnty.  I  am  persuaded  that  whatever  measures 
the  government  may  take  under  the  system  of  ad  valorem  duty  for  silk  goods, 
there  will  always  be  parties  who,  (by  risking  mticb,  perhaps,)  will  find  means 
to  evade  a  full  payment.  In  tny  opinion,  the  most  e£Gcient  measure  for  the 
prevention  of  frauds  would  be  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  specific  duties  for 
all  silk  goods.  It  could  be  urged  against  the  specific  duties  that  the  rates 
could  not  be  so  calculated  as  to  be  equally  divided  on  all  kinds  of  silk  goods- 
This  is  in  some  measure  true ;  some  very  light  goods,  those  for  bonnet  and  cap 
trimmings,  and  others,  although  very  light,  are  high-priced.  They  now  pay 
high  ad  valorem  duties ;  and  with  tho  specific  system,  they  would  be  lighll/ 
taxed.  Some  other  goods  very  heavy,  comparatively  to  theit  price,  woold, 
under  the  specific  duties,  pay  much  higher  duties  than  they  do  now.  But  tbcsc 
jtarttcular  kinds  of  gooda  are  comparatively  of  little  importance ;  the  quantity 
imported  is  very  small,  and  for  the  great  bulk  of  the  importation  (plain  and  small 
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figured  goods.)  tb&  duties  cx>uld  be  very  equitably  and  eqaallr  airaaged.  I 
NT  lome  merchantB  whose  goods  would  IiAve  to  nay  more  under  the  epecific 
i)iui  under  the  ad  valorem  aatj.  Although  unwilling  to  pay  high  duties,  (a* 
ill  meirhADte  are,)  they  stated  that  the  difference  would  be  more  than  made  np 
Id  them  by  the  change,  if  it  could,  ae  they  thought,  prevent  some  of  their  con- 
rarrents  hom  deiraading  the  revenue,  and  therehy  enable  them  to  undersell  the 
hoDHt  DKrchants.  A  eyatem  of  specific  dudes  for  silk  goods  would,  in  my 
opioioa,  have  the  following  results : 

]>[.  Rnderjraud  afmott  impouible. — Duties,  at  presentt  are  evaded  by  false 
dttUntionB ;  giving  fnlse  lengths  to  the  pieces,  or  invoicing  them  mncb  be- 
loT  their  real  prices,  and  deducting  exaggerated  discounts.  All  these  means  of 
fraud  would  frequently  escape  the  attention  of  even  a  silk-goods  mannfac- 
nmr;  and  it  cannot,  therefore,  be  expected  that  they  shoulabe  detected  by 
who  have  to  examine  goods  of  so  many  kinds  and  prices,  and  who 


re  honied  for  time,  and  who,  besides,  cannot  always  judge  and  distinguish  the 
quliij  of  the  material  composing  the  goods,  (French,  Itslian,  Chinese,  Bengal, 
n  Jtpsn  silk.)  With  specific  duties  the  examination  would  he  subject  to  no 
doobL  The  only  paints  to  ascertain  would  be  the  class  to  which  the  goods  be- 
longed, and  their  net  weight;  this  would  leave  no  room  for  any  difference  of 
opinion.  The  class  of  the  goods  conld  be  settled  by  the  appraisers;  the  weight  by 
ivom  weighers,  who,  beeidcs,  could  be  every  day,  or  even  several  times  in  the 
itj,  Kt  to  weigh  a  different  kind  of  goods,  and  who  need  not  know  to  wbom 
tb«  goods  they  weigh  belong. 

3d.  Eamomy  of  time  and  vwnty. — This  kind  of  examination  would  not  re- 
qnitt  u  many  men;  take  much  less  time,  and,  therefore,  enable  the  custom- 
bdOM  officers  to  examine  all  the  cases,  instead  of  (as  at  present)  examining  only 
one  case  in  the  invoice. 

3d.  Equality  of  dtuitt  for  all  ititporUrt,  protection  of  the  honett  importer, 
nd  partteularly  of  the  tmalljoibers  and  Amencu^t  importeri. — Importers  who 
IK  ible  to  buy  largely  sometimes  obtain  lai|;er  prices,  or  extra  discounts,  which 
m  not  granted  to  the  small  purchasers.  The.  usual  discount  here  is  15  per 
wilt,  at  sixty  days.  By  paying  cash,^  importers  obtain  frequently  16  per  cent.; 
bni  I  have  seen  many  invoices  of  silk  goods  with  16  per  cent,  discount,  and  1 J 
I'r  cent,  extra  for  prompt  paymest'^with  17  per  cent,  discount,  and  even  with 
1^  per  cent  Snch  discounts  are  sometimes  obtained,  I  know;  but  is  it  just 
thai  the  large  importer,  besides  paying  less  for  bis  goods  than  his  lees  important 
ceoenrrent,  should  also  pay  his  duties  on  a  less  amountT 

Another  cose  frequently  happens:  an  importer  (A)  gives  an  order  to  a  manu- 
EKtnrer  for  a  ntunber  of  pieces  to  be  delivered  in  tliree  or  four  months  time,  ac- 
ting to  an  assortment  of  samples.  The  manufacturer  finding  that  the  assort- 
■KDt  is  a  good  one,  and  having  his  looms  ready  for  work,  makes  doable  the 
mnnber  of  pieces  ordered.  When  goods  are  delivered  to  A,  the  manufacturer 
iffm  for  sMe  the  balance  of  his  manufactures.  According  to  the  desirability 
ef  the  goods,  the  state  of  the  markets  at  the  time  they  are  offered,  and  the 
pnce  of  the  i»w  silk,  they  may  be  sold  to  another  American  importer  (B)  at  a 
lover  or  at  a  higher  price.     In  such  cases,  differences  of  10  or  15  per  cent,  are 


freonently  n 
If  B  has 


If  B  has  bonght  the  goods  at  lower  price  than  A,  it  is  evident  that  he  has  a 
doable  advantage  ;  he  pays  leas  for  his  goods,  and,  besides,  is  charged  duty  on 
■ewer  prices. 

A  utd  B  may  be  perfectly  honest  merchants,  always  giving  true  invoicesj 
'^  they  may,  at  the  same  time,  present  for  entry  similar  goods — invoices  at 
prices  varying  10  or  15  per  cent.,  according  to  circumstances.  One  of  two 
'hings  will  probably  happen  :  either  the  one  presenting  the  lowest  invoice  will 
be  iDipected,  and  perbaps  his  iuvoice  will  be  seised,  or  the  other,  unwilling  to 
H.EiDoc41 IS  Google 
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pay  a  liigber  duty  than  hia  concurrent  for  the  aame  goods,  will  invoice  his  goods 
at  a.  lower  price  than  be  really  paid  for  them,  and  in  that  way  sign  a  false  dec- 
laration. There  is  one  case  still  worse ;  sometimea  the  maanfactorer,  instead 
of  selling  his  goods,  consigns  them.  He  then  generally  invoicett  tbem,  not  at 
the  price  he  wonld  sell  them  at  to  A,  but  at  about  their  coet  price  to  him;  thn^i 
injuring  the  American  importer  and  defrauding  the  revenue. 

Goods  are  not  consigned  from  Lyons  to  the  United  States  to  a  very  great 
extent.  Zurich  and  Basle  for  silks,  and  St.  Etienue  for  ribbouB,  go  much  more 
largely  in  the  consigning  business. 

It  is,  bowerer,  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  consigned  silk  goods.  The 
mannftictnrers  who  consign  their  goods  almost  always  underralue  them,  al- 
though they  have  to  swear  or  certify  to  the  real  market  value.  For  tbem  the 
market  value  is  not  the  price  at  which  they  would  be  willmg  to  sell  the  goods, 
and  at  whicli  goods  of  the  same  description  are  really  and  currently  sold  in 
the  mai-ket.  They  invoice  their  goods  at  the  cost  prices,  and  even  sometimes 
lower,  saying  that  they  are  proper  paniea  to  judge  of  the  real  market  valae  ; 
that  if,  by  selling  in  Uie  manufacturing  place,  they  can  obtain  much  higher 
prices,  it  is  the  fault  of  the  purcbasers,  who  do  not  know  how  to  buy  cheap;  ihat 
they  would  he  fouls  if  tbey  invoiced  their  goods  so  as  to  pay  a  duty  of  30  or 
40  per  centnm  on  eupposed  profits  not  yet  realized. 

From  the  above  it  appears  that,  under  the  ad  valorem  dnty,  the  same  goods 
may  pay  very  difierent  duties,  according  to  the  prices  tbey  are  invoiced  ai;.  On 
the  contrary,  with  specific  duties  all  silk  goods  of  the  same  nature  and  kind 
would  pay  the  same  duty — irrespective  of  the  prices  tbey  are  pnrchaeed  or  in- 
voiced at. 

4tb.  Change  in  the  quality  of  the  goodi  impm^ed. — A  large  proportion  of 
tbe  plain  black  Kilk  sent  to  New  York  is  composed  of  loaded  black — that  is. 
silks  which,  in  the  dyeing  process,  are  loaded  with  various  matters ;  tbe  silk 
thereby  is  made  to  look  thicker,  of  a  richer  quality;  its  weight  much  more,  bnt 
is  of  a  shorter  duration,  and  does  not  wear  as  well.  Such  goods,  made  gcu<>- 
rally  with  low  silks,  are  cheaper  than  the  pure  fine  blacks,  (not  loaded.)  and 
wim  tbe  epeciJic  duties  tbey  would  be  comparatively  taxed  so  high  that  their 
price  of  sale  would  he  largely  increased ;  tbey  would  have  to  he  sold  com- 
paratively so  much  dearer  than  tbe  pure  fine  blacks,  tbat  it  is  believed  their 
importation  would  be  diminished  or  cease  entirely  arid  better  goods  imported. 
Tbe  revenue  wonld  lose  nothing  hy  it,  and  the  country  would  be  benefited  by 
the  importation  of  a  better  class  of  goods.  The  sale  of  heavier  goods  can  al- 
mosL  be  said  to  be  a  fraud  against  the  consumer — the  people. 

I  consulted  several  persons,  some  of  tbem  doing  bueiiiess  with  the  United 
States ;  some  others  having  no  interest  in  the  trade.  Tbey  are  almost  unani- 
mous in  tbe  opinion  tbat  specific  duties  would  better  protect  the  revenue,  and 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  honest  importers.  They  also  concnr  in  saying  that 
tbe  specific  duties  can  be  so  arranged  as  to  work  with  ease  and  rcguhirity. 

There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  tbe  details  to  be  introdaced  in  the 
law.     Three  systems  present  themselves  : 

1st.  One  single  duty  on  all  kmds  of  silk  goods,  whether  colored  or  black, 
figured  or  plain. 

2d.  Divide  all  silk  goods  into  two  classes  : 

Dlacks  of  all  kinds,  figured  or  plain. 

Colored  goods  of  all  kinds,  or  two  ratrt  of  dnty. 

3d.  A  division  iu  Jour  elatta  or  ralrt  of  duty,  as  proposed  in  mj  despatch 
No.  13,  and  illustrated  by  a  collection  of  samples.  (See  copy  of  classification.) 
Each  of  these  three  propositions  has  good  points,  and  wonld,  in  my  opinion,  be 
better  than  tbe  ad  vain  rem.  system. 

1st.  The  adoption  of  a  single  rate  of  duty  on  silk  goods  of  different  qn:tIiliM 
would  certainly  simplify  the  business  at  the  custom-boose.     Some  goods,  hov- 
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rm,  rich  tilke  in  fine  colors,  made  of  very  fine  ailk,  and  coating;  bigb  prices, 
Tonld  oeruialy  be  favored  by  tbe  single  daty.  It  may,  tberefore,  be  objected 
ihit  the  consamere  of  rich  eUka  would  not  have  to  pay  as  high  duUea  aa  the 
tmiamen  of  tow-priced  heavy  silks.  But  it  mast  be  borne  in  mind  that  these 
Terr  rich  figured  silk  goods  form  only  a  very  small  part  of  tbe  importation. 

The  secoad  and  third  clAsaifications  would  be  more  popular  than  tbe  first, 
pnSvbiy.  as  they  would  apparently  tax  rich  goods  more  heavily  than  the  first. 

2i.  The  second  classification  is  still  very  simple,  and  could  be  supported  on  the 
^niid  that  black  silks  generally  lose  nothing  of  their  weight  in  tbe  dyeing 
proctM,  and  even  very  freqaendy  gain  weight,  whilst  all  or  nearly  all  the 
toloicd  goods  lose  weight.  In  most  cases,  besides,  the  plain  fine  colored  goods, 
ud  tU  tlie  rich  figured  goods,  are  made  of  better  materials,  aud  cost  compara- 
tirelj  more  than  the  black  goods. 

31  Tlir  third  classification  is,  I  believe,  perfectlr  correct,  and  covers  all  kinds 
rf  lilk  goods  except  ribbons,  aud  the  goods  as  therein  described  could  easily 
b«  Ht  m  their  proper  class  without  raising  any  difficulty  at  the  custom- house. 
Tbe  only  objection  is,  that  by  making  four  classes  it  would  oblige  the  ap- 
pnisCTs  «>  examine  tbe  invoices  and  goods  more  carefully  to  determine  to  which 
due  tbey  belong.  My  attention  so  far  has  been  entirely  given  to  silk  goods, 
•Dd  1  hsTc  not  yet  been  able  to  study  the  measnres  to  be  taken  for  the  ribbons. 
It  i«,  however,  a  very  important  article,  and  one,  if  I  am  properly  informed, 
"tifh  gives  occasion  for  immense  frauds  against  the  revenue. 

The  change  of  dnties  to  the  specific  system  would,  I  have  no  doubt,  create  a 
pnt  opposition.  Representations  of  all  kinds  would  be  made,  and  strong 
rfjiti  mide  to  prevent  the  passage  of  the  law.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
tint  this  opposition  would,  in  almost  every  case,  come  horn  bouses  (most  of 
■iwnt  of  foreign  orig:in)  who  are  openly  spoken  of  as  defrauding  the  revenue 
t>der  ibe  present  system  of  duties,  and  whose  interest  it  is  to  oppos^every 
™inge  that  would  reduce  the  chances  of  success  in  their  frauds.  I  believe 
tut  no  honest  American  or  foreign  firm  wonld  oppose  tbe  change. 

I  Toald,  further,  respectiiilly  represent  that  manufacturers  of  silk  goods, 
puucolarly  those  not  interesl«d  in  the  American  trade,  could  pve  much  valuable 
^irmitwD  in  regard  to  the  prices  and  quality  of  silk  goods,  and  their  value 
(^[antively  to  their  weight.  This  f^ll  and  detailed  infbrmatiou  would 
Mainly  be  indispensable  for  the  proper  assessment  of  duties,  the  division  into 
™m*,  and  the  correct  and  efficient  rendering  of  the  law.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
'^  priacipal  manufacturers  of  difierant  kinds  of  silk  goods  in  this  city  would, 
n  nqaeited,  prepare  tbe  necessary  rates  and  samples,  giving  the  priees  and 
^^[Aiatire  weignts  of  their  goods.  We  have  in  Lyons  some  schools  io  which 
'«  different  branches  of  silk  manufactures  are  taught,  and  much  information 
^i  be  obtained  from  tbe  professors  at  their  establishments. 

If  t  change  of  system  in  tbe  collection  of  duties  were  adopted,  the  measure 
"D^l  to  be  taken  only  after  a  thorough  study,  and  after  having  collected  and 
■ell  nmsidered  the  advice  and  opinion  of  persons  accnstomed  to  tbe  difierent 
{fwtKs  and  manipulations  through  which  tbe  silk  has  to  pass  before  being 
^'i^bed  and  prepared  for  the  market.

I  enclose  a  statement  showing  the  total  exports  from  this  consalate  for  the 
first  two  quartere  of  this  year;   they  amount  to  12,120,725  francs. 

Silk  goods,  of  all  kinds,  including  dbbona,  amountiog  to  1 1,837,984  franco.  I 
cannot  give  the  total  amount  of  the  exportations  for  the  com's ponding  months 
of  last  year,  as,  at  that  time,  the  invoices  of  consigned  goods  alone  were  verified. 

The  good  news  received  from  home,  the  fall  of  the  premiam  on  gold,  will,  do 
doubt,  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  exports.  The  merchaots,  generally,  an 
hopefbl;  they  relnae  to  lower  their  prices,  and  they  fully  expect  a  Urge  increase 
ID  their  sales  for  the  American  market. 

BosinesB  is  already  more  active,  as  proved  by  the  enclosed  statement  of  the 
exports  of  Jnly,  compared  with  those  of  the  corresponding  month  of  last  season, 
showing  for  July  an  excess  of  537,990  frano  over  January,  1863. 

I  have  every  reason  to  believe  Uiat  this  proportionate  increase  will  continue 
for  the  following  monthe ;  and  as  soon  as  the  success  of  our  arms  secures  peace, 
the  eJporls  will  reach  an  immense  amount. 

The  present  tncreBse  has  already  added  lai^ely  to  the  labor  of  this  consulate. 
I  have  as  much  work  as  I  con  attend  to ;  a  further  increase  in  the  exports 
would  prevent  me,  under  the  present  organisation  of  the  conanlate,  from  attcad- 
ingproperly  to  all  the  hnsiness  offered. 

Tne  enclosed  table  shows  a  comparative  statement  of  the  number  of  invoices 
visaed  at  this  conenlate  during  the  months  of  April,  Hay,  June,  and  July,  1 862, 
and  the  same  monthe  of  this  year  the  increase  for  1863  is  448  iuvoices,  of  which 
170  are  in  the  month  of  July.  Besides  this  numerical  increase,  it  is  to  be  re- 
membered that  at  present  one  invoice  represents  three  certificates,  so  that  in 
the  month  of  Jnly  alone  I  have  had  really  to  issue  645  certificatea  for  215 
iuTOices.  •  •••••••

I  enclose  a  report  on  the  general  silk  trade  of  this  conealar  district  for  the 
year  ended  September  30, 1863. 


The  district  of  which  the  city  of  Lyons  is  the  centre  is  acknowledged  as  the 
seat  of  the  great  silk  manufactories  of  France. 

In  this  city  are  nearly  all  the  looms  for  figured  silks,  and  some  for  plain 
silks.  The  smaller  cities  and  villages  all  around  and  to  a  great  distance  con- 
tain looms  or  large  establishmfntB  for  the  manofacture  of  all  sorts  silk  goods — 
Grenoble  for  gloves,  Nismes  for  lacea  and  light  goods,  St.  Chamond  for  trim- 
mings, &c.,  &c.;  St.  Etienne  manufactures  ribbons  of  all  kinds. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a  positive  and  accurate  statement  of  the  value  of  Uie 
silk  goods  mannfactored  in  France  or  in  this  district.  No  statistics  to  that 
effect  are  published  or  collected,  and  my  applications  to  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce have  not  produced  me  any  information. 

The  General  Direction  of  the  custom-house  publishes  a  yearly  and  very  de- 
tailed statement  of  French  exports.  From  these  tables  1  have  endeavored  to 
show  the  importance  of  this  district  for  the  maoniacture  of  silk  goods. 
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A  few  words  on  the  raw  material  may  be  intercBting.  The  Bonthem  part  of 
TtKux,  the  whole  baein  of  the  Khone,  produced  formerly  a  very  large  propor- 
Iwn  of  the  raw  silk  used  in  the  manufacture.  This  eilk  was  of  a  very  superior 
quality,  and  comiii8nded  very  high  priceB,  The  comparatively  small  qnautity 
of  foreign  inferior  eilk  required  here  did  not  induce  the  manufacturers  to  open 
diriTl  iotercourse  with  the  distant  producing  countries,  such  as  China,  Bengal, 
«id  Japan.  They  purchased  second-hand  in  London  what  they  wanted.  For 
ihe  lut  ten  years,  however,  the  French  and  Italian  silk  crops,  owing  tovarions 
ni  eerioDB  diseases  of  the  worms,  have  been  very  short,  and  at  tbe  same  time 
the  demand  for  French  silk  goods  has  been  increasing,  so  that  the  mannfac- 
tnren  have  been  obliged  to  increase  very  largely  their  purchftBt^a  of  foreign 
tilkf.  Several  larve  institutions  have  been  lonned,  direct  intercourse  with 
China  and  Japan  has  been  opened,  and  it  is  probable  that  in  the  course  of  a 
fcr  yean  the  French  manufacturers  will  receive  their  raw  material  direct,  and 
that  ibe  Urge  puTchascs  they  have  until  now  made  in  London  will  be  abandoned. 
i.ym  now  the  importance  of  the  Lyons  raw  silk  market  haa  very  much  in- 
cTM^,  and  the  prices  obtain«:d  at  the  public  sales  in  London  have  no  longer 
lilt  fame  inflnence  they  nsed  to  have.  Large  pi'iiodical  auction  sales  of  raw 
lilk  bave  been  inetitntea,  and  with  the  help  of  som^  new  and  important  estab- 
li^bmenta  of  credit  tbe  wholesale  silk  merchant  aud  large  manufacturers  are  en- 
abled to  procure  and  carry  mnch  heavier  stocks  of  caw  material.

Tbe  year  1 859  has  been  the  moBt  proaperoua  yenr  for  the  French  silk  export 
trade.     The  exports  have  never  been  bo  heavy,    and  have   since   considerably 
fallen  off.     The  articles  which  have  suffered  moat,  proportionately,  are,  as  com- 
pared  with  1863 :

This  last  figure  ^ven  by  the  French  costom-honse  retams  is  not  quite  co^ 
rect.  The  calcnlations  for  the  value  are  made  by  weight,  and  I  understand 
that  for  and  until  the  year  1859,  the  rate  fixed  for  the  kilo  of  ribbons  was  loo 
high]  and  it  has  been  changed  since.  Tbe  pore  plain  goods  exported  in  1S6S 
are  about  the  same  amonnt  as  in  1859;  and  about  30,000,000  fraacs  in  excess 
of  1861.  This  is  explained  by  the  immense  English  purchase  in  consequence 
of  the  recent  treaty  of  commerce. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  circumstance  about  ribbons  above  mentioned. 
I  believe  that  the  real  difference  between  1859  and  1862  con  be  stated  witli 
safety  at  one  hundred  millions  of  francs.

These  370  milHonB  value  of  silk 
goods  occasion  in  this  district  transactions  amounting  to  fifteen  hundred  miilions 
franca.

Two  important  works  touching  the  commercial  prosperity  of  La  Vended  have 
Wnnndertakea  during  tbe  present  year:  the  railroad  to  connect  this  dopart- 
wnt  with  the  sea,  and  the  improvement  of  the  port  of  Sables  d'Olonne,  by  deep- 
toing  its  harbor. 

Tbe  government  has  awarded  the  former  of  these  to  a  company  representing 
thiefly  English  capital,  and  has  granted  to  it  a  subsidy  of  about  13,000,000 
ftuitt;  for  the  latter,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  govenunent,  one 
oillioQ  eight  hundred  thousand  francs  have  been  appropriated.  /-~  i 
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Owing  to  the  want  of  tbeee  facilities  there  has  not  heea  saj  change  of  im- 
portance in  this  district  during  the  preceding  year,  but,  in  view  of  ^eee  and 
vorks  of  a  similar  character  that  are  progreesing  in  variouB  parts  and  ports  of 
Fiance,  it  is  evident  tliat  the  government  of  the  Emperor  is  desiiousof  incieu- 
ing  the  foreign  commeice  of  the  coontry.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  report  on  the  trade  of  tbis  consular 
district  during  the  year  ended  September  30,  18(i3.  The  total  number  of 
American  vessels  arrived  was  21,  of  wbicb  2  were  harks,  9  brigs,  and  10 
scboonera;  aggregate  tonnage,  3,78lM. 

During  the  quarter  ended  September  30,  1863,  for  the  first  time  perhaps  in 
half  a  century,  no  vessels  sailing  under  the  American  flag  have  entered  any 
port  of  tbis  island.  This  state  of  things  is  much  against  the  interest  of  mer- 
chanta  here  engaged  in  the  American  business,  as  this  trade  is  now  carried  on 
in  foreign  vessels,  which  command  higher  freights  than  American  vessels  at  tbis 
time.  The  war  in  the  United  States,  together  with  the  very  low  prices  iiaid 
for  sugar  in  the  European  markets,  are  causes  wbicb  have  conspired  to  prodoM 
a  very  depressing  influence  upon  business  in  this  island.  Nearly  all  the  ex- 
tensive planters  have  lost  considerably,  compelling  them  to  resort  to  the  most 
rigid  economy  in  everything,  whilst  all  the  prostrating  effects  usually  resnlting 
from  such  a  state  of  thiags  is  apparent  on  all  sides.  Heretofore  the  exporta- 
tions  from  this  island  to  the  United  States  have  been  very  inconsiderable. 
Since  the  first  of  July  last,  however,  owing  to  the  continued  low  price  of  sugar 
in  the  European  markets,  added  to  the  great  decline  in  exchange  in  the  United 
States,  the  merchants  here  have  begun  to  export  quite  largely  to  tbe  States, 
Bngar  to  tbe  amount  of  626,739.98  francs  having  been  sent  up  to  this  time,  and 
9,874.43  franca'  worth  of  tamarinds.  With  a  still  further  decline  in  excbaoge 
this  trade  may  be  considerably  increased,  and  extend  itself  to  other  articles  of 
exporL  The  present  high  duty  on  sugar,  however,  naturally  has  a  tendency 
to  cause  a  considerable  qoantity,  which  would  otherwise  find  its  way  into  the 
United  States,  to  be  sent  to  the  European  markets.  The  only  changes  in  the 
colonial  tariff  during  tbe  past  year  are  in  the  articles  of  empty  casks  suitable 
for  holding  rum  or  sugar,  (or  staves  capable  of  being  formed  into  snch,)  which 
are  now  admitted  duty  free,. and  on  smoked  herriijgs,  which  are  now  admitted 
on  the  same  terms  as  other  salt  fish  of  foreign  origin,  viz :  3  franca  per  100 
kilogrammes,  instead  of  7  francs,  as  heretofore. 

Merchants  here  engaged  in  tbe  American  trade,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
adjoining  islands,  suffer  a  great  inconvenience  from  tbe  want  of  a  regular  and 
more  frequent  communication  with  tbe  United  States.  The  best  remedy  for 
this  would  seem  to  be  a  semi-monthly  mail,  connecting  at  St.  Thomas  with  tbe 
English  packet  from  Demarara,  which,  if  well  conducted,  there  is  every  reasou 
to  believe  would  be  properly  eustained.  At  present  there  is  but  one  tbrongb 
mail  a  month  to  the  United  States — that  by  tbe  English  packet — which,  leaving 


here  on  the  night  of  the  10th,  and  muing  connexions  at  St.  Thomas  a 
Havana,  generally  reaches  New  York  on  tbe  30th  or  Slst.  But  even  this 
sometimes  uncertain  and  always  exceedingly  expensive.  The  French  packet 
for  Vera  Cniz,  however,  which  leaves  Fort  de  France,  the  capital  of  this  island, 
once  a  month,  generally  on  tbe  3d  or  4tb,  returning  to  that  place  on  the  SSth 
or  29th,  calls  at  Santiago  de  Cuba,  both  on  her  way  out  ana  on  her  retoriL 
When  a  steam  vessel  chaocea  to  connect  at  Havana,  the  pauage  to  New  York 
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bj  tbis  ronte  is  Bometlmea  made  in  ten  or  eleven  dayB  ;  but  it  is  g^ieraUf  Terj 


The  credit  ejfitem  a  very  general  here,  and  extends  to  tbe  gmalleat  bneineBS' 
tnuMctioDS.  On  lar^  unonntB  ■  credit  of  from  four  to  five  months  ie  gen- 
erallj  illoved  ;  in  email  traneactionfl  three  months  ia  the  nanal  time  of  credit. 
For  billi  of  exchange  on  Paris,  at  90  days,  1  per  cent,  premium ;  at  60  days,  I^ 
per  ceDt;  and  aX  30  days,  2  per  cent.

I  We  the  bonoT  to  present  the  following  report  of  euch  infonnatioQ  ob  I 
biTe  been  able  to  obtain  daring  the  few  weeks  of  my  residence  here,  amidst 
dKhnBy  preparatioD  for  my  establishment  tmd  the  ceremonies  incideot  to  my 
snirtl,  together  with  the  ordinary  duties  of  my  post. 

I  regret  to  say  that  I  have  been  mnch  disappointed  in  regard'  to  the  general 
prosperity  of  thin  colony.  Every  department  of  the  govemmeat  is  military, 
■nd  all  laws  and  regalations,  many  of  which  are  evidently  derogatory  to  the 
KKcees  of  the  colony,  are  executed  by  military  force. 

The  legitimate  effect  of  the  laws  and  the  mode  of  their  administration  appear 
in  the  depressed  condition  of  agricniture  and  commerce.  Very  few  foreigu 
TMsels  enter  this  port,  and  I  am  told  there  has  not  been  an  American  vessel 
here  for  the  paat  six  months.  The  truth  is  the  country  produces  nothing  for 
exportation,  except  to  France,  and  the  high  tonnage  duties  imposed  upon  vee- 
hIs  visiiing  this  port  have  debarred  importation.  In  connexion  with  this  sub- 
ject, I  have  to  report  a  change  in  the  mode  of  exacting  the  tonnage  duties  above 
referred  to.  Heretofore  foreign  vessels  arriving  at  this  port  were  obliged  to 
pay  fota  fVancs  per  ton  on  the  registered  tonnage  of  the  vessel ;  so  that  a  ship 
of  600  tons,  for  example,  would  pay  the  same  if  she  discharged  one  hundred 
tons,  or  leu,  of  the  cargo,  as  she  would  if  she  discharged  a  full  cargo.  Under 
the  present  regulation,  or  that  which  is  to  go  into  force  very  soon,  a  vessel  will 
pay  four  francs  per  ton  on  the  amount  of  cargo  which  she  discharges ;  the  same 
per  head  for  every  paeeeuger.  But  autil  this  duty  is  removed  it  cannot  be 
enected  that  there  will  be  mnch  improvement  in  the  commerce  of  the  colony. 

The  staple  products  of  the  country  are  tobacco,  cotton,  and  fruit.  The  gov- 
ernment purchases  all  the  tobacco,  paying  also  a  high  premium  for  the  encour- 
agement of  its  production,  and  manufactures  it  here ;  statistics  of  which  I  hope 
to  be  able  to  give  in  a  fntnre  report. 

I  bear  much  talk  about  the  culture  of  cotton,  but  I  am  informed  that  the 
efforts  of  those  engaged  in  it  have  not  been  very  successful.  The  climate  is 
not  &vorahle  to  its  production;  for  before  the  plant  attains  its  maturity  the 
niny  season  sets  in  and  destroys  it.  I  have  numerous  inquiries  in  regard  to 
(he  mode  of  culture  in  the  United  States,  and  any  information  which  the  gov- 
onment  may  give  me  upon  the  subject  would,  I  have  no  doubt,  aid  me  in 
obtaining  information  concerning  matters  of  interest  here.* 

Several  years  ago  a  company  undertook  to  build  a  road  from  Algiers  to 
BUdah,  but  failed,  and  it  was  not  until  within  a  few  months  that  the  work  was 
Ktompliehed. 

The  Lyons  and  Marseilles  Company  have  recently  contracted  to  build  a  line 
from  Oran  to  St.  Dennis  de  flig,  and  from  thence  through  Milliana  to  Blidah. 
Also  another  from  PhiltiDperville,  on  the  eastern  coast,  to  Gonstantine;  all  to  be 
completed,  I  am  told,  witnin  eight  years.  But  people  here  who  understand  such 
natters  express  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  enccees  of  the  enterprise.    *    •    «

*  *  The  objects  of  these  requirements  (the  oath  of  the  act  of  1823.  and 
modificatiena  of  the  acta  of  Julr,  1862,  and  MarcL,  1863)  is,  of  course,  to  guard 
ftgainst  fraada  npon  importa.  Bat,  in  my  jadgment,  they  afford  but  very  little, 
if  any,  additional  aafe^ards,  bo  far  as  the  importation  of  wines  and  spirits  are 
coQcerued.  If  men  wOi  falaiiy  the  one,  they  will  the  other,  and  the  latWr  is 
just  as  easy  of  evasion  aa  the  former.  Ue  declares  that  no  other  invoice  of  the 
goods  has  been  or  will  be  famished  to  any  one.  To  evade  the  efiect  of  thip,  it 
is  not  necessary  that  he  shonld  send  any  other  invoice.  He  may  invoice  his 
wines  at  any  price  that-  be  is  willing  to  swear  to,  and  then  write  to  his  agent 
not  to  sell  them  at  a  snm  less  than  he  names  in  bis  letter  of  instmctiona. 

I  do  not  know  that  frands  are  systematically  practiced  in  the  importation  of 
vines  into  America;  bat  tbia  much  is  very  evident  to  me,  that  the  people  of 
America  drink  very  bad  wines,  or  else  the  government  is  grossly  cheated. 

Wines  shipped  from  here  are  invoiced  at  ao  much  die  bntt.  For  iaatance,  to 
many  balf  caeks  or  qaarter  casks,  at  so  mach  tfae  bntt.  A  bntt  ia  112  imperial 
gallons,  or  133  American. 

The  lowest-priced  sherry  wines  here  are  about  dCSO  the  bntt,  and  the  highetl 
f200  the  batt;  and  yet,  from  an  examination  of  ray  book  of  invoioea,  I  think 
that  the  average  invoice  price  of  wines  sent  from  this  place  will  not  exceed  one 
dollar  and  twenty-fonr  cents  the  gallon,  while  I  am  not  able  to  buy  a  wine  at 
all  suitable  for  the  table  for  leas  than  two  dollars  and  a  quarter,  or  two  and  a 
half  the  gallon. 

YoDng  sherry  vines  at  the  close  of  their  third  fermentation,  the  first  moment 
that  they  are  fit  for  use,  not  manipulated  at  all,  ara  worth  more  than  £20  the 
bntt,  on  an  average.  I  do  not  think  it  poasihle  to  guard  against  the  difficulty 
by  any  form  of  oath  or  dechuation  whatever. 

The  best  remedy  that  I  have  heard  of  (and  I  can  think  of  no  better)  is  that 
of  the  Bngiieh  government,  or  ratlier  the  system  formerly  in  force  in  England; 
that  is,  examine  all  wines  entered  by  competent  judges,  and  if  they  arc  invoiced 
below  their  actual  value,  the  government  takes  them,  and  pays  the  party  the 
invoice  price. 

The  mode  now  in  operation  in  England  is  on  de  basis  of  specific  duties;  that 
is,  all  wines  are  tested  by  a  spiritumeter  to  determine  the  qnautity  of  spirit  con- 
tained in  it,  and  duty  is  imposed  accordingly,  varying  from  one  shilfing  to  a 
crown.  But  this  system  works  unequally,  because  wines,  however  valuable 
they  may  be,  that  contain  little  spirit,  are  entered  at  one  shilling  duty.  Sack, 
for  instance,  as  Madeira  wines,  among  the  most  valuable,  pay  the  least  dnty; 
while  the  cheapest  sheny  pays  the  highest  duty,  for  the  reason  that  sheny 
vines  will  not  keep  without  the  addition  of  spirit.     •  •  •  *

As  I  have  before  stated  in  my  reports,  I  have  been  unable  to  procure  any 
statistics  of  the  imports  and  exports  from  the  custom-house  or  chamber  of  com. 
merce  at  Barcelona,  and  the  above  lists  are  taken  entirely  from  the  books  of  this 
consulate. 

By  the  above  lists  of  importatioips  from  the  United  Stales  at  the  ports  of 
Barcelona  and  Tarragona,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  arrivals  of  pipe  staves  for  the 
last  year  have  been  lar^^ ;  tbe  stock  on  hand  is  now  considerable,  and  the 
prices  very  irregular.  Heavy  staves  that  sold  two  years  since  at  *120  per 
mille,  now  bring  from  tl80  to  S3U0. 

The  province  of  Catalonia,  of  which  Barcelona  is  the  capital,  is  principally 
occupied  with  manu&cturing  interests,  and  the  articles  of  exportation  to  the 
United  States  are  few,  consisting  of  wines,  brandies,  almonds,  Barcelona  nnta, 
olive  oil,  corks,  and  licorice  root  and  paste.  Silk  ribbuns,  used  for  binding  up 
cigars,  are  also  exported  to  some  extent,  but  prioapally  to  Cuba  and  Brasil. 

POST   AND   KARBOB  OF   BABCBLO.\A. 

Two  dredging  machines  have  been  at  work  during  the  past  year  in  deepen- 
ing the  water  of  a  portion  of  the  harbor,  and  the  contract  with  the  parties 
employed  includes  ue  digging  out  of  the  endre  harbor;  thia  will  still  require 
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fire  jem'  work.  VeMele  drawing  over  nineteen  feet  of  water  cannot  at  present 
tLltt  the  port  of  Barcelona,  and  are  obliged  to  discharge  a  portion  of  their 
atpi  outside ;  this  is  often  very  dangerous,  as  in  had  weather  the  only  aarety  for 
t  efajp  ii  to  proceed  to  sea. 

A  diy  dock,  or  rather  a  slip,  has  just  been  completed  at  this  port,  which  will 
tike  up  »^  vessel  of  1 ,000  tons.

RAILWAYS    OF    THU    PROVINCE. 

Tbe  progress  of  Spain  at  the  present  time  is  nowhere  more  visible  than  in 
ibe  proviuce  of  Catalonia,  but  even  here  there  is  much  to  contend  against. 
Buceiona  is  at  preseut  connected  by  railway  with  the  capital — the  jonmey  to 
Usdrid  hy  the  way  of  Zoragoza  occupying  only  twenty-four  hours,  insteaid  of 
time  days,  as  was  the  case  one  year  since.  This  railway  is  badly  constructed, 
ud  mach  money  mnst  st.ll  be  expended  before  it  can  be  considered  safe  from 
tbe  scc:dentB  which  are  now  very  nnmeroua. 

The  railway  connecting  Catatonia  with  France  already  extends  from  Barce- 
loiu  to  Gerooa,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  short  distance  which  separates 
Gerona  from  Perpignan — the  limit  of  the  French  railroad — might  very  soon  be 
omstnicted;  bat  it  is  stated  that  direct  railway  communication  with  France 
viU  not  be  established  before  the  summer  of  1865. 

The  railway  extending  along  the  coast  of  this  province,  which  is  to  connect 
Buceiona  with  Tarragona  and  Valencia,  is  progressing  rapidly,  and  will  be 
Dpes  to  the  pnblic  as  for  as  Tarragona  by  the  month  of  June  next.  This  mad 
<nll  be  of  very  great  benefit  to  Tarragona  and  Valencia. 

*  *  There  nave  been  no  later  changes  in  the  revenue  laws  of  this  coun- 
try, nor  royal  decrees  nor  proclamations  affecting  our  commercial  interests.

In  answer  to  the  9th  paragraph  of  that  circalar,  (No.  29,}  I  be^  to  state  that 
I  am  advised  that  by  the  treaty  between  Spain  and  Fiance  the  right  to  admin- 
ister oaths  is  eecured  to  the  French  consul,  and  hy  the  nineteenth  article  of  the 
treaty  of  1795,  between  Spain  and  the  United  States,  the  consuls  of  oar  goT- 
emment  are  placed  on  a  footing  equal  with  those  of  the  most  favored  nations. 

Hence  yon  perceive  that  I  haye  the  right  to  administer  oaths.  Bat  should 
the  oath  prove  talae,  I  am  advised  that  bv  the  criminal  laws  of  Spain  the  person 
making  the  oath  coald  not  be  prosecuted  for  perjarj'.  but  for  fraud ;  or,  in  the 
language  of  the  law,  for  "using  a  deceit  to  defraud,"  the  penalty  of  the  law 
being  a  fine  of  double  the  amount  specified  in  the  accoont  on  statement  to  which 
the  oath  was  made. 

For  the  further  information  of  the  State  Department,  I  enclose  70a  the  copy 
of  a  letter  dated  March  ii2,  1854,  from  Pierre  Sony,  then  minister  of  the  Uni- 
ted Slates  at  Madrid,  to  my  predecessor,  giving  the  copy  of  a  despatch  from  the 
Spanish  minister  of  state,  referring  to  the  subject  in  question: 

"Lboation  of  thb  United  Statbs, 

"Madrid.  March  S2,  1854. 
"Dbar  Sis;  In  answer  to  your  communication  on  the  subject  of  oaths  admin- 
istered by  consuls  of  the  United  States  in  Spain,  I  have  the  satisfaction  to 
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Imtscribe  whitt  ii  iaid  to  me  by  the  miuister  of  state  uader  date  of  the  17th 
iDitant  b  ■  note  just  received  ; 

"The  onderei^ed,  first  Becmtaiy  of  state,  has  the  honor  to  inform  the  enToy 
eitrMrdinar7  aad  miniater  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States,  in  answer  to 
the  qnestioQ  asked  of  him  in  a  note  of  17tb  November  ultimo,  that  the  laws  of 
Spaio  do  not  object  to  the  consni&r  agents  of  the  United  States  rec«ving  the 
Mlb,  which,  accordine  to  the  regulations  of  the  custom'house  of  their  country, 
i)  10  be  t&ken  at  the  delivery  of  invoices  of  goods  destined  for  their  porta,  and 
tiitt  if  it  is  nroven  that  snch  an  oath  should  be  false,  the  person  who  has  been 
(vorn  is  to  be  condemned  for  the  crime  of  falsehood  by  the  competent  jndge 
^brne  duty  it  is  to  apply  the  ptmiahment  reserved  for  such  coses  by  the  artide 
til  of  the  criminal  code. 

"The  nnderf  igned  hopes  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  find  in 
time  provisions  of  the  Spanish  laws  the  guarantee  justly  reqairedfor  the  cor> 
nttaet*  of  the  invoices,  and  seizes  this  opportunity.  Sea.,  &c.,  Ice'

ikKqiiisites  of  the  case  put  by  you.

TInitkd  States  Vice-Consclatb, 

Adra,  March  14,  1663. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  in  continuation  of  former  years.  ■ 
Btateropnt  of  the  total  qaantity  of  silver,  lead,  lead  ore  and  zinc  ore  exported 
from  this  place  during  the  past  year,  1862. 

The  importance  of  this  aistrict,  as  one  of  the  principal  lead  districts  in  En- 
rope,  and  one  whose  whole  produce  is  exported,  ia  well  known — Adra  being 
the  port  where  the  chief  shipment  of  lead  and  other  minerals  takes  place. 

Within  the  last  two  years  another  article  of  considerable  importance  has  been 
added  to  our  exports — Calamine,  or  ore  of  zinc — the  number  of  quintals  exported 
in  1861,  the  first  year,  being  54,725,  while  in  1862  the  quantity  advanced  to 
103,599  quintals. 

The  export  of  lead  exhibits  a  small  decline  last  year,  being  303,853  quintals 
in  1862,  against  316,191  quintals  in  1861.  In  the  exports  of  lead  ore,  there  is 
also  a  smdl  decline  last  year  of  about  4,000  quintals.  The  mineral  indoBtry 
of  this  district  has  hitherto  suffered  greatly  from  the  want  of  cart  roads,  ail  tbe 
transport  being  carried  on  by  the  slow  and  costly  means  of  animal  burden.  A 
road  is  now  projected  from  this  place  to  Beija  and  £1  Fondnn,  which  will  greatly 
&ci]itBte  the  transport  of  the  ore  and  economize  the  coat  of  c«rriage.^    The  ben* 
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efit  otthia  road  will  be  great,  and  eepeciallj  for  tbe  new  export  of  calamine  or 
tine  ore,  which  can  very  ill  afford  to  pay  tbe  preaent  high  rate  of  transport. 
The  whole  coast  of  the  prOTiDce  of  Atmeria,  though  presenting  many  dangerons 
paints,  and  where  frequent  Bhipwrecka  and  maritime  disasters  are  of  yearly 
omirreDee,  has  been  hitherto  entirely  unprovided  with  light-houses. 

Thi;  reproach  is  now  about  to  be  removed,  as  lights  will  soon  be  in  opemtioQ 
iw  the  wdl-kuown  lofty  promontory  of  the  Cabo  de  Gata,  and  in  some  other 

pllCM. 

As  r^aids  this  district  of  Adra,  a  light-bouae  is  being  constructed  at  Pnnta 
de  Elena,  about  half  way  between  this  place  and  Almeria,  which  will  be  ser- 
Ticfable  on  thi?  low  and  dangerous  line  of  coast. 

The  very  peculiar  dangers  and  deceptive  appearances  presented  by  this  line 
of  tenet,  which  extends  for  a  distance  of  abont  five  leagues  from  west  to  east,  I 
hare,  on  a  farmer  occasion,  fully  and  clearly  pointed  out  for  the  benefit  of  D&vi- 
pCioTL  The  light-house  at  Fnnta  de  Elena  will  probably  be  in  operation  before 
tbe  end  of  the  year,  and  will  certainly  tend  to  diminish  shipwrecks  on  this  coast, 
tboDgb  from  many  local  circumstances  I  fear  it  will  not,  by  any  means,  wholly 
piereat  them.

I  bad  the  honor  to  send  you  by  the  brigantine  Edward  Hill,  H.  Sylvester, 
■DMer.  whidi  sailed  from  here  on  the  1 1th  of  June,  for  New  York,  to  tbe  care 
of  the  Him.  Hinm  Barney,  two  speeimens  of  esparte,  (grass,)  a  production  of  the 
pDTinetsof  Almeria,  Oranada,  Mnrcia,  and  Alicante.  As  the  esportation  of 
npute  from  Almeria,  one  of  the  porta  of  this  consular  district,  has  grown  so 
tspidly  within  the  lost  two  years,  and  because  two  or  three  cargoes,  through 
llie  enterprise  of  the  mercantile  houae  of  Loring  Brothers,  of  this  city,  and  Loring 
It  Co.,  of  Boston,  have  gone  to  America,  it  has  seemed  to  me  judicious  and 
proper  that  this  new  article,  Irom  which  a  great  deal  of  paper  is  being  maun- 
uctored  in  England,  should  be  brought  to  your  notice,  both  by  apeciraens  of  tbe 
P^u  itself,  and  a  succinct  statement  of  its  use  and  history,  and  the  benefits  to 
K  derived  from  encouraging  its  importation.  OoOQIo 
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In  1861  an  English  house  tried  the  experiment  of  malting  e«parte  into  paper, 
anil  BO  well  and  profitably  did  the  experiment  turn  ont,  that  from  the  Biugle  port 
of  Almeria  the  exportation,  which  was  but  a  thousaad  tons  in  1861,  will 
reach  twenty-fire  thonsand  in  1863. 

Esparte  is  a  natural  growth  of  the  valleys  and  table  land  of  the  provinces 
before  mentioned,  and  yields  two  crops  annually.  Uach  diecussinn  hua  recently 
arisen  in  the  esparte  diatricta.  one  paxty  declaring  that  the  grass  should  be  palled 
twice  a  year,  and  the  other  that  it  should  be  pulled  but  oace  a  year,  UDtil  ibe 
government  of  her  Catholic  Majesty  has  instituted  an  inquiry  upon  the  subject, 
for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  dii>pnte  by  royal  order. 

The  majority  is  largely  in  favor  of  gathering  two  crops  a  year,  and  I  am  in- 
formed by  those  who  are  quite  fomiliu  with  the  subject  that  the  aecond  crop  ia 
equal,  in  all  respecta,  to  the  first. 

I  use  the  word  "  pulled,"  for  that  ia  the  manner  in  which  the  grasa  ia  gathered, 
instead  of  being  cut. 

Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  esparte,  the  price  haa  nearly  or  qnite  doubled 
within  the  loat  eighteen  montha.  It  now  costs  on  board,  ready  for  ahipment, 
alxint  19  reals  per  quintal,  equal  to  95  cents  in  American  money. 

There  is  one  reason  why  the  importation  of  esparte  should  be  encouraged  just 
now  by  the  government  of  the  United  Statea.  I  make  no  account  of  the  fact 
that  its  importation  would  probably  lower  the  price  of  paper,  but  desire  to  present 
it  in  an  entirely  different  view. 

Owing  to  the  existence  of  privateers,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  government  haa 
been  made  painfully  aware  of  the  fact  that  American  merchant  veaaela  are  not 
aareadily  chartered  ae  in  times  past.    For  two  years  past,  the  preference  Las  been 

SVen  in  this  port  to  foreign  vessels,  but  previous  to  that  time  onr  own  vessels 
id  the  preference ;  and  the  result  is  that  it  not  unfrequently  occurs  that  Amer- 
ican vessels  leave  here  in  ballast,  while  fieighta  are  actually  seeking  foreign 
bottoms. 

If  the  importation  of  esparte  is  encouraged,  it  will  be  beneficial  to  our  mer- 
chant marine ;  for  it  ia  very  rare,  indeed,  UmI  a  vessel  cannot  get  75  or  100 
tons  of  lead  for  the  United  States;  and  if  yon  encourage  the  importation  of  es- 
parte, it  will  enable  onr  vessels  to  get  charters  of  lead  and  esparto  to  the  United 
States  always.  Three  vessels  that  could  get  nothing  else,  recently  got  charten 
of  this  kind;  and  so  it  will  be  continually. 

From  the  investigation  that  I  have  been  able  to  make,  I  have  been  forced  to 
the  conclusion  that  esparte  should  be  admitted  free  of  duty.  No  duty  ia  levied 
upon  it  by  any  of  the  governments  of  Europe  to  which  it  is  sent.  And  as  the 
act  of  July  14,  1663,  admits  linen  and  cotton  rags,  used  in  the  manufnctore  of 
paper,  free  of  duty,  it  occurs  to  me  that  eaparte,  used  only  for  the  same  purpoK, 
should  also  be  admitted  free  of  duty.  If  a  duty  is  levied  on  it,  I  give  it  as  my 
opinion,  after  fully  investigating  the  subject  here,  that  it  will  prohibit  its  export- 
ation to  America.  From  repreaeutatious  of  its  cost,  a  very  small  margiu  is  let\  for 
profits  by  the  exporters,  and  the  liability  of  the  cargo  to  perish  in  case  of  a  lon^ 
voyage  renders  the  chances  of  profit  precarious. 

My  principal  reason  for  advising  the  encouragement  of  the  importation  of  this 
grass  to  America  is  because  I  believe  it  will  greatly  benefit  the  American  mer- 
chant vessels  that  engage  in  the  canying  trade  of  the  Mediterranean  ;  and  gov- 
erned almost  entirely  by  this  view,  I  have  thos  ventured  to  address  you  at  tbii 
length  on  the  subject.

I  her  to  Bnbtnit  the  following  remarks  on  the  commerce  between  this 
port  and  the  different  ports  of  the  United  Btates,  for  the  rear  ending  with  this 
(iab ,  srcnmpanicd  by  the  statistical  tables  neually  forwarned  at  this  season. 

Siare*. — ^The  importations  from  the  United  States  direct  to  this  province 
ciHiaKt  now  only  of  staves.  Owing  to  the  high  rate  of  exchange  which  pre- 
vailed between  America  and  the  continent  during  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
DK-rchants  who  had  done  bueinesi  with  America  the  previous  vintage  brought 
back  much  more  of  their  money  than  usual  in  staves;  and  hence  the  number 
impnried  ^m  America  during  the  twelve  months  ending  to-day  considerably 
na-tia  that  nf  previous  years.  From  September  30,  1862,  to  September  30, 
1%3, one  million  six  hundred  aud  fifty  thousand  and  nineteen  staves  were  brought 
U  Malaga  from  the  United  States,  estimated  to  be  worth  two  hundred  and  ninety 
tbon^iid  one  hundred  and  filly-Uiree  dollars.  From  September  30,  1861,  to 
^-ptemher  30,  1862,  but  eight  hundred  aud  ten  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ihirly -three  staves  were  imported,  valued  at  one  hundred  and  twenty -nine  thou- 
uiid  seven  hundred  and  veventeen  dollars.  The  importations  of  this  year  show 
in  excess  of  nine  hundred  and  six  thousand  and  eigoty-six  sMves  over  thepie- 
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vioDB  year,  with  an  excess  of  valuation  of  one  hnndred  and  aixtj  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fif[y-aix  dollars. 

Raitim. — The  crop  of  raism  grapes  thU  ^ear  ie  larger  than  that  of  1S62 ;  bnt 
owing  to  a  Bummer  almost  unparalleled  for  heat,  the  fruit  is  inferior  to  that  of 
laat  year.  The  export  of  raisins  to  the  States  begins  more  liberally  than  last 
year,  for  up  to  this  date,  nearly  aa  many  again  raiains  have  gone  to  America 
BiDce  the  beginning  of  vintage,  as  had  gone  at  the  same  date  and  during  the 
■ame  period  in  1862.  From  September  30,  1863,  to  this  date  there  have  been 
exported  to  different  porta  of  America,  by  American  and  foreign  vesseU,  four 
hundred  aud  ninety-eight  thoasand  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  boxes  of  raiaior. 
valued  at  one  million  eight  thousand  and  seventy-aix  dollars ;  being  an  excess  of 
seventy-eight  thousand  one  hnudred  and  sixty-nine  boxes  over  the  previons 

Lemon*. — The  crop  ia  small  and  the  frait  inferior.  They  are  worth  to-day 
about  S2  87  per  box. 

Arrioah. — Since  my  last  annual  report,  bnt  37  American  vessels  have  arrived 
at  this  port,  in  aggregate  tonnage  amounting  to  13,595  tone. 

Freigktt. — There  is  no  fixed  rates  for  freights  by  American  vessels.  Bnt  feir 
merchants  will  charter  them  at  all,  and  only  at  very  low  rates.  By  foraign  ves- 
sels freights  from  this  port  to  the  United  States  range  froih  seven  to  nine  dol- 
lars per  ton. 

There  have  l>een  no  new  manafactoriea  established  in  the  province  during 
the  past  year;  no  new  port  regulations  materially  affecting  the  commerea  with 
America,  and  no  new  indnatrial  establishments  of  any  bind,  have  gone  ioU 
operation.

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The  above  table  shows  a  singular  flnctnation,  bnt,  in  the  main,  an  ii 
the  weight  of  iron  and  steel.  However,  by  reference  to  the  import  table,  the 
value  of  these  articles  will  be  found  to  be  inferior  to  that  imported  in  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1B6S,  arising  from  the  fact  that  the  cheaper  dasaes  of 
iron  and  steel  have  been  recently  more  in  demand. 

The  variations  in  the  nature  of  the  demand,  and  in  the  sonrce  from  which  it 
is  supplied,  are  ascribed  to  the  more  completed  state  of  the  railways  in  conrse 
of  conatruction.  The  Ferro  Carril  del  Norte  (Northern  railway)  is  constmcted 
by  a  French  company,  the  Credit  Uobilier,  in  which  is  invested  a  laree  amotint 
of  Belgian  capital.  From  that  cause  the  roils  were  chiefly  from  Belgium  and 
France,  England  and  Germany  only  supplying  occasionally.  Since  that  period 
another  railway,  the  Palencia  and  Ponferroda  railway,  proceeding  towards  the 
westward  of  the  Peninsula,  has  been  in  course  of  construction  by  an  independent 
company,  and  its  Bupplies  have  been  chiefly  obtained  from  England.  Thus 
there  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  supply  of  bars  from  France  and  Belgium  of 
nearly  nine  millions  of  pounds,  while  England  has  increased  its  orders  to  the 
extent  of  nearly  nine  ana  a  half  millions  of  pounds.  In  the  article  of  steel,  the 
approach  to  completion  of  several  of  the  railways  has  occasioned  an  increased 
demand  for  railway  materials,  for  eneinea,  cars,  &c.,  and  Belgium,  in  conse- 

anence  of  the  pecuniary  interests  which  its  capitalists  have  in  uie  Ferro  Carril 
el  Norte,  has  contributed  an  increased  supply,  amounting  to  2,225,400  pounds. 
In  general  roanufactnres,  France,  Belgioiu,  and  England  have  partially  increased 
their  s  applies. 

In  machinery,  it  is  not  so  easy  to  appreciate  the  difference  irom  the  change 
introduced  by  the  new  tariff,  in  the  mode  of  citing  the  quantities  which  was 
formerly  quoted  in  "  bultoa",  or  packages,  and  are  now  given  in  weight  j  but 
taking  the  valuation  attributed  to  them  as  a  criterion,  Belgium  and  England  have 
supplied  about  equal  quantities.  The  Belgian  supplies  have  been  almost  ex- 
clusively to  the  railways  in  which  it  has  an  interest,  as  before  stated,  and 
England  supplying  independent  railways  and  the  general  market. 

The  importation  of  raw  cotton,  which  in  my  last  report  was  mentioned  to 
have  been  reduced,  boa  subsequently  experienced  a  very  large  decrease  ;  only  to 
the  extent  of  117,400  pounds  having  arrived,  lees  by  92.600  pounds  than  the 
import  during  the  previous  twelve  months  from  England  alone,  without  taking 
into  account  the  quantity  of  440,100  pounds,  which  arrived  in  1862  from  the 
United  States,  ana  from  which  quarter  no  cai^oes  have  since  been  received. 
As  I  then  stated,  this  article  is  not  now  manufactured  by  the  cotton  factory  in 
this  vicinity,  which  has  continued  to  work  up  hemp  in  lieu,  and  what  does 
oome  finds  its  way  into  the  interior. 

In  cotton  fabrics  there  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  supply  to  the  value  of 
nearly  £179,000,  but  the  deficiency  has  been  much  more  thau  made  up  by  an 
increased  importation  of  linen  textiles  and  articles  osnally  classed  under  the 
title  of  millinery  and  baberdosbery. 

Cocoa,  which  was  mentioned  in  my  former  report  to  have  been  imported  to 
the  extent  of  5,553,250  pounds,  now  figures  for  only  2,390, BOO  pounde,  being 
a  diminution  of  3,162,450  pounds,  more  than  half.  Other  parts  of  Spain  share, 
to  a  greater  extent,  perhaps,  than  formerly,  in  the  direct  import  of  this  product, 
and  consequently  the  consumers  here  derive  part  of  their  supplies  through 
another  source,  viz:  the  coasting  trade,  which  branch  of  commerce,  therefore, 
shows  a  large  increase  of  arrivals. 

Tobacco  has  entirely  ceased  this  year  to  appear  as  an  article  of  direct  im- 
portation to  Sautander,  and  disappears  from  the  tables,  because  being  im- 
ported coastwise,  and  exclusively  on  government  account  from  other  ports  of 
Spain,  no  data  are  now  given  in  public  documents  from  which  an  approximate 
account  of  the  quanlities  brought  could  be  framed. 

Of  the  remaining  articles,  spirits,  oils,  oilmen's  snndrieu&jc,, ^ . «rtid«* 
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■bowing increased  activitfin  construction  of  bnildingB  and  railways  encfa  as  paints, 
Uis,  &c.  In  stationery  and  paper  there  has  been  as  increase.  Althongh,  there- 
fore, tbere  has  been  upon  the  year  a  decrease  in  the  valoe  of  imports  into  Son- 
tander  to  the  extent  of  81,292,518,  it  is  sufficiently  evident  that  that  circnm- 
stance  does  not  arise  entirely  from  any  check  in  Uie  procreeBive  advancement 
of  Spain  as  a  commercial  nation,  bat  materially  froro  the  fact  that  Santander  is 
not  now  so  favombly  sitiiated,  throngh  the  incompleteness  of  its  railway  com- 
mnnication,  as  other  porta  lees  favored  as  harbors,  but  fumiehing  for  the  mo- 
ment a  more  easy  transport  to  the  interior.  It  was  likewise  somewhat  affected 
by  the  decrease  in  tlie  amonnt  of  exports,  as  stated  in  the  remaike  npon 
the  export  trade.  The  apparent  evidenceB  of  permanent  progress,  stimulated 
by  railways,  and  by  the  corresponding  improvement  of  roaaa,  both  of  ordinaiy 
highways  and  the  laying  ont  and  making  of  village  roads  in  connexion  with 
then — an  operation  very  extensively  and  diligently  acted  npon  within  the  last 
two  years — give  reason  for  expecting  that  Bantander,  when  the  short  gap  over 
the  Pyrenees  of  ten  miles  in  width,  is  sarmonnted,  and  which  is  expected  to  be 
done  abont  September,  1864,  will  again  recover  its  pristine  importance,  and 
continue,  year  by  year,  as  recently,  to  increase  its  imports,  which  its  excellent 
harbor  is  so  well  calculated  to  accommodate,  and  that  the  benefits  of  commerce 
may,  more  generally  than  formerly,  be  diffused  among  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Peninsula,  wbo,  nutil  now,  have  heen  confined  to  the  little  world  contained 
within  the  boundaries  of  their  own  villages,  or  the  limits  of  the  adjacent 
moontains.

BXPOBT   TRADE. 

With  regard  to  the  exports  of  Santander,  as  observed  in  my  former  report, 
the  Spanish  colonies  have  been  the  only  regular  customers.  The  demand  that 
existed  with  Franca  and  England  for  hreadstuffs  iiom  this  market  has  entirely 
ceased,  the  prices  in  those  countries  being  lower  than  in  Spain.  The  Gastilian 
(anners,  actuated  by  the  motives  adverted  to  by  me  last  year,  have  preferred 
to  hold  their  itqcks  to  dispose  of  them  at  the  pricee  now  ruling  in  the  other 
parts  of  the  European  continent.  This  observatiDn  applies  even  to  the  Span- 
ish colonial  market.  The  export  of  flonr  to  the  latter  amounted  during  the 
twelve  months  ending  September  30,  1862,  to  390,600  barrels.  During  the 
twelve  months  just  expired  Cuba  has  not  received  from  this  country  two-thirds 
of  that  snpply,  the  tables  showing  only  258.300  barrels.  Its  inhabitants  find 
it  cheaper,  it  is  said,  to  obtain  flour  from  the  United  Stateei,  and  to  pay  the  ad- 
ditional dodes  cha^cable  on  it  as  foreign  flour,  to  continuing  their  importation 
from  the  mother  country. 

The  following  comparative  view  of  the  trade  in  flour  with  England  France. 
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and  Cuba,  ae  eliown  by  the  returns  of  the  last  two  years,  is  subjoined  to  show 
how  their  trade  has  been  affected.  The  quantity  exported  to  the  places 
named  was  eoiiaidered  oa  having  been  very  low  daring  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1FJ62.

Wheat,  which  found  a  place  in  my  former  annual  summary  of  exports  to  Uie 
value  of  8396,000,  disappears  altogether  in  the  present  one.  The  dearness  of 
wheat,  and  the  recall  of  tlie  Spanish  contingent  from  Mexico,  may  also  account 
for  the  decrease  in  tlie  amount  of  biacuiis  and  crackers  forwarded  to  the  West 
Indies.  In  the  exports  of  groceries  there  has  been  an  increase  of  309,740 
pounds.  Some  small  portion  found  customers  in  France,  bnt  nearly  the  whole 
of  that  increase,  viz;  S89,100  pounds,  vent  to  Cuba,  in  part  substitution  for  the 
lost  market  of  cereals. 

Copper  plates,  for  the  supply  of  the  sugar  boilers  of  the  Spanish  Antilles, 
(and  which  are  not  mentioned  in  the  last  year's  report  as  consumers  of  4hat 
article,)  have  been  exported  thither  to  the  extent  of  148,425  pounds,  they  hav- 
ing, aa  maybe  seen  by  the  import  table,  returned  to  the  Peninsula  40,000 
ponnds  of  old  copper. 

Iron  ore,  obtained  from  the  deposits  in  this  neighborhood,  figures  as  a  lai^ 
increase  ;  this  arises  from  the  circumstance  of  the  want  of  other  avmlable  arti- 
cles of  export  from  this  place  to  supply  return  cargoes  for  the  JSngliab  veeaela 
bringing  coal  and  other  materials  for  the  railways.  The  ore,  owing  to  its  low 
price,  could  not  be  exported  hence  so  long  as  there  were  other  articles 
of  greater  value,  such  as  grain,  &c.,  which  could  pay  a  better  freight,  and  is, 
therefore,  a  factitious  trade,  which  will  probably  cease  with  a  more  active  source 
of  general  trade.  A  continued  and  material  decline  has  to  be  reported  in  the 
export  of  calamine  (zinc  ore)  from  the  Santander  fields,  and  arises  from  the 
abundance  of  cheaper  supplies  of  that  mineral  in  other  quarters.  The  deposits 
in  this  vicinity,  lying  within  easy  reach,  being  well  nigh  exhausted,  and  the 
abundant  deposits  existing  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  coast,  not  being  able 
at  the  present  low  price  of  minerals  to  bear  tbo  cost  of  rusing,  carriage,  and 
freight,  a  continued  decrease  may  be  expected,  unless  the  prices  should  change 
for  the  better.  The  decrease  in  the  exportation  amounts  this  year  to  about 
14,893,000  pounds. 

Regarding  madder,  my  anticipations  of  last  year  appear  to  be  confirmed  ; 
400,000  pounds  were  then  stated  to  have  been  exported.  This  year  bnt  10,025 
pounds  are  found  in  the  return. 

The  low  prices  at  which  cereals  hare  been  selling  thronghout  the  rest  of 
Europe,  whilst  occasioning  an  extensive  retention  of  breadstnffs  in  local  deposits, 
has  also  had  the  effect  of  inducing  merchants  of  this  place  to  divert  their  dis- 
posable capital,  and  invest  them  in  the  shares  of  newly  established  banking, 
credit,  and  other  companies,  of  which  many  new  ones  bave  during  the  past 
year  been  established  throughout  this  Peninsula. 

This  cause  and  effect  have  likewise  operated  to  a  great  extent  to  bring  abont 
the  before-mentioned  temporary  diminution  and  disturbance  of  the  true  local 
trade. 
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COASTING  TKADK. 


With  the  exception  of  the  article  of  cocoh,  tbe  sitnatton  of  the  coastioi^ 
tnde  appears  to  be  about  tbe  game  aa  previously. 

No  cotton  or  'woollen  textiles  appear  to  have  been  forwarded  from  Santander 
toother  ports.  They  go  chiefly  by  railway  to  the  interior,  and  what  little  go 
by  HA  do  not  find  a  place  in  the  custom- h on Ee  returns.  Cocoa,  augar,  wheat, 
dried  fnuts,  peas,  beans,  aud  grease  for  railways,  are  the  principal  articles  in 
which  it  will  be  found  that  increased  quantities  arrived  coastwise.  A  decrease 
was  experienced  in  entries  of  oil,  spirits,  iron,  preserved  meats,  wheat,  com, 
bariey,  wax,  pepper,  rice,  salt,  fish  and  timber. 

In  the  abore  article  of  cocoa  the  remarks  made  on  that  subject  in  reference  to 
the  import  trade  are  applicable  in  this  place. 

The  clearances  from  Santander  to  ot^er  porta  exhibit  a  deficiency  during  the 
present  year  of  81,191,700  in  cocoa,  which  Tery  nearly  corresponds  with  the 
deficiency  of  this  article  in  table  No.  1.  The  arrival,  however,  coastwise 
amounted  to  9GS!0,000  against  $GS,000  ia  the  year  ended  September  30,  18G2. 
If  yon  deduct  &om  the  list  of  articles  in  which  there  occurred  deficiencies  in 
the  ontward'honnd  coasting  trade  the  item  of  cocoa,  it  will  be  seen  that 
S1G3,555  remain  as  the  sum  of  decreases,  whilst  the  sum  of  increases  has  been 
€442,632 ;  leaving  a  large  surplus  during  the  past  year  of  8279,077. 

Tbe  ontward-boond  coasting  trade  in  iron,  codfish  and  timber  has  decreased. 
Id  regard  to  the  latter  arUcle,  however,  the  decrease  is  rather  apparent  than 
real  in  many  articles ;  because,  since  January  1,  1863,  other  ports  in  Spain  have 
been  permitted  to  receive  cai^es  direct  from  foreign  vessels,  which  have  pre- 
TioDsly  tiBched  at  Santander,  but  which  were  formerly  conveyed  from  here  by 
coasting  vessels  only.  A  few  words  will  enable  me  to  explain  the  reason  of 
this.  iTie  fonaer  regulations  provided  that  the  coasting  trade  should  be  con- 
Cned  to  vessels  owned  and  manned  by  Spaniards,  aud  declared  that  no  article. 
except  coal,  should  be  conveyed  from  one  Spanish  port  to  another  in  foreign 
vecsels ;  and  even  in  regard  to  coal,  foreign  vessels,  in  order  to  enjoy  the  privi- 
leec,  were  required  to  be  loaded  ezclosively  with  that  combustible,  and  no 
other.  But  by  the  new  tariff,  all  artificial  manures,  hydraulic  limes,  coal  from 
whatever  source,  baggage,  building  lumber  and  ores  may  be  conveyed  to  other 
Spanish  porta  by  foreign  vessels.  They  may,  therefbre,  come  here,  partially 
onload  their  cargoes,  when  consisting  of  these  goods,  and  proceed  with  the  rest 
to  other  Spanish  ports,  in  which  case  their  cargoes  do  not  appear  nndcr  the  head 
of  coasting  trade.  Of  this  privilege  the  Norwegian  timber  vessels,  especially, 
have  not  ^n  slow  to  avail  themselves.  Foreign  vessels  may  take  an  entirely 
new  eargo  of  the  above  articles  from  one  Spanish  port  to  another.

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Several  canaea  account  for  this  decrease,  of  which  three  arc  the  moet  promi- 
nent :  first,  the  cesBBtion  of  the  flonr  and  grain  traffic,  which,  aa  mentioned 
laet  year,  produced  a  large  pordon  of  the  receipts ;  secondlr,  the  destruction 
hj  heavy  floods  at  the  close  of  1663  of  a  large  oridge  which  entirely  stopped 
the  traffic  of  goods  for  about  two  months  npoa  the  first  half  of  the  road ; 
thirdly,  the  diversion,  by  the  greater  completeness  of  the  line  across  the

My  last  umoil  report  explained  the  n&tore  of  the  reetrictiona  in  importation 
xnd  ezportatioa  to  which  the  porta  of  Spain  were  anbjected  br  the  laws,  with- 
oat  reference  to  their  capahilities.     They  remaia  very  much  the  same  as  then 


stated.  RiTadesella,  in  the  Asturios,  however,  therein  mentioned  as  having; 
greater  natural  advantages  for  trade  than  Gijon,  a  port  which,  nevertbeless, 
has  the  privilegea  annexed  to  a  fiiat-claaa  port,  has  since  been  elevated  from  the 
fourth  claBB  to  the  third  class,  and  is  now  authorized  to  import  building  lumber, 
tar,  and  pitch,  rawhides,  tow,  rigging,  dyeing  materials,  machinery,  fire-bricks, 
and  lefnctory  claya,  and  to  export  articles  to  America.  San  Vicente,  within 
the  province  of  Sontander,  has  also  additional  privileges  of  importation  con- 
ceded to  it,  but  miunly  for  the  benefit  of  mining  companies  for  working  the  zinc 


On  the  lat  day  of  January,  1663,  a  new  tariff  of  customs  dnties  came  into 
operation.    The  following  is  a  sketch  of  the  main  alterations  effected  by  it : 

The  metrical  decimal  system  of  weights  and  measures  used  in  France  is  sub- 
stituted for  the  old  system  of  Spanish  weights  and  measures. 

The  exaction  of  town  duties  is  abrogated  on  the  following  articles  of  pro- 
visioni,  iu  lieu  of  which  a  dnty  is  to  be  levied  at  the  custom-houses  of  entry  as 
an  equivalent,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties  on  importation,  as  follows ;

Sngarv  refined  within  the  Feninanla  and  Balearic  isles  are  to  pay  65  cents 
r  230  pounds,  payable  on  departing  from  the  mann&ctory.     These  equivalent 
tiea  are  to  be  allowed  by  the  treasury  to  the  various  townships  wherein  such 
goods  may  be  received  for  consumption. 

The  principle  adopted  in  makiag  the  new  tariff  seems  to  have  been  to  preserve, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  old  rates  of  duties  by  assigning  to  the  goods  dnties  cal- 
culated at  the  same  amount,  according  to  the  metric  scale,  and  likewise  to  sim- 
plify the  old  tariff  by  compressing  the  1,222  general  articles,  and  56  on  foreign 
manufaetared  cotton,  which  it  contained,  into  736  items  of  general  articles,  and 
56  on  foreign  manufactured  cotton,  without,  however,  releasing  the  grasp  of  the 
eustom-hoiise  ofEcera.  In  tvo  respects  the  alterations  have  been  more  com- 
plete, namely :  the  substitution  of  equivalent  duties  for  town  dues  on  the  artidea 
of  conmmptioD,  before  adverted  to,  and  the  reduction  to  some  extent  of  the  duties 
Qpon  iron,  in  order  to  stimulate  mannfactures,  and  to  meet  the  progress  effected 
by  tb«  modem  element  of  national  advancement. 

— Tbe  following  approximate  comparison  will  explain  the  nature  of 
theae  rednctiona : 

Tbe  weight  2S0  ponnda  is  used  as  being  nearly  equivalent  to  the  100  kilo- 
grammee,  wbkh  is  the  basis  of  the  weight  taken  t^  the  new  tariff  as  a  standard 
of  charge  in  tlie  greater  number  of  articles  mentioned  in  the  accompanying  list.

I  bare  the  honor  to  forward  to  you  the  followiog  annoal  report  apOQ  the  trade 
of  tlie  port  of  Bilbao  for  the  period  embraced  between  the  firet  day  of  January, 
1862,  and  the  Slat  of  December,  1863,  as  gathered  from  the  cnatom-house 
ittnnis.  The  trade  vith  the  United  States  is  veiy  limited,  consistiag,  for  the 
time  embraced  in  this  report,  in  importations  of  tobacco.  The  returns  for  pre- 
nons  years  show  importations  of  sngar  also  from  the  United  States.  No  ex- 
DortatJons  to  the  United  States  appear  in  the  tabular  statement  below.  Recently, 
Dowerer,  a  considerable  quantity  of  licorice  ^oste  has  been  Bhipped  to  New 
Tork,  The  completion  of  the  railway  from  this  city  to  Tudela  will  so  cheapen 
the  transpoitiuion  of  wool,  madder,  licorice  paste,  and  other  products  of  the 
tnterioi,  that  hereafter,  it  is  belicTed,  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
ezportf,  some  of  which  will  seek  a  market  in  the  United  States.  This  railway 
vat  open  for  traffic  the  beginning  of  the  present  month  to  Tudela,  where  it  con- 
nects with  the  railroad  from  that  place  to  Barcelona,  already  in  exploration. 

The  bay  of  Biscay  and  the  Mediterranean  are  thus  brought  into  union,  and 
the  grand  scheme  of  Gharles  the  Fifth  of  uniting  these  waters  is  realized  thereby. 
The  inauguration  of  this  great  and  costly  enterprise,  and  which  is  a  marvel  of 
ragineering  skill,  in  carrying  the  track  over  the  precipitous  mountains  of  the 
Biscayan  provinces,  will  have  the  effect,  it  is  believed,  of  making  the  port  of 
Klbao  one  of  the  most  important  in  Spain. 

The  North  of  Spain  railroad,  which  also  runs  through  these  provinces,  is 
nearby  finished,  there  remaining  yet  to  complete  only  the  sections  between 
San  Sebastian  and  Imn  on  the  frontiers  of  France,  which  will  be  opened  this 
year ;  and  that  between  Besancon  and  Olazagostia,  s  distance  of  24  miles  in  the 
midat  of  the  mountains,  where  the  heavy  character  of  the  work  will  require 
•ereral  months  for  its  completion. 

This  grand  enterprise,  wben  finished,  brings  the  capitals  of  Fiance  and  Spain 

within  thirty 'four  hours  of  each  other,  and  effectually  "abolishes  the  Pytenees," 

two  eentnries  after  Louis  the  Fourteenth  announced  such  a  result  as  the  triumph 

of  his  diplomacy. 

The  tables  below,  exhibiting  the  imports  and  exports  from  this  port  for  b 
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series  of  years,  show  a  remarkable  commerdal  progress.  The  amount  of  im- 
ports, 08  given  below,  are  exclnsive  of  railway  materials,  which,  fur  the  past 
year,  are  estimated  on  good  anthority  to  amount  to  not  leas  than  seven  millions 
of  dollars. 

Ab  the  chief  articles  of  export  are  wheat  and  floor,  the  qnantities  of  whit^ 
flnctnate  greatly,  depending  upon  the  crop  raised,  I  give  the  amonnta  of  these 
ariiclefl  in  a  separate  table,  the  better  to  show  the  general  export  trade.

I  luve  the  honor  tit  forward  herewitli  the  annua]  report  of  thie  conaaUte,  in 
Mcoidancc  with  the  requirementa  of  sections  147  to  154  of  consnlar  instntctiona. 

No  document  of  this  description  has  been  fomiehed  from  this  office  since  1860. 

I  hare  therefore  endeavored  to  coodense,  in  the  present  report,  as  much  infor- 
mation aa  can  be  obtained  relating  to  that  year,  1861,  '63  and  '63,  up  to  the 
hi  of  the  present  month,  which  will  be  fonnd  in  the  several  accompaaTing 
cncloeniefl  (marked  A  to  L.) 

This  consular  district  comprises,  with  this  port,  those  of  Cardenas  and  Sagna 
U  Grande,  the  former  diatant  thirty-five  miles,  and  the  latter  one  hundred  and 
twenty  six  miles  in  coast  lines. 

There  is  daily  communication  by  rail  to  Cardenas,  and  tii-monthly  commnni- 
eition  from  this  port,  and  aemi-weekly  from  Cardenaa,  to  Sagua  by  steamboats. 

There  are  tour  daily  railroad  lines  terminating  in  thie  place,  via  the  Matanzas 
ud  Sabanilla,  extenaing  to  Isabel,  a  distance  of  forty-fire  miles  in  a  southeast 
^itction.  This  road  is  being  extended  to  a  point  on  the  Cienfuegot  and  Villa- 
eUia  road,  and  when  finished  will  give  direct  communication  with  Sagna  as 
well  as  with  Cienfnegot,  an  important  port  on  the  south  side  of  the  island,  and 
cu  hardly  fail  to  bring  hither  a  large  amount  of  produce. 

The  Hatanzas  and  Colino  road  mns  hence,  in  an  easterly  and  southerly  direc- 
tion, a  distance  of  thirty-six  miles  to  Bauba,  where  it  connects  with  the  Cardenas 
nid. 

The  Matansas  and  Guinea  road  connecta  with  the  old  Havana  line  at  Gnines, 
Ening  direct  communication  with  Havana  twice  a  day  in  a  three  hours  mn  by 
passenger  trains. 

The  bay  of  Harana  and  Katanzas  road  runs  hence  in  a  weetwardly  direction 
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to  Segla,  a  distance  of  fiftf-sevea  mQea  on  the  oppoeite  itfde  of  the  bay  of 
Havana,  going  three  times  per  Aaj  to  the  capitaU  more  than  are  required  bj 
the  traTelling  commonitj. 

All  three  roada  have  been  constracted  nnder  the  direction  of  American  «igi- 
necrs,  and  the  rolling  stock  is  from  the  United  States,  the  locomotives  being 
from  the  well-known  establishments  at  Faterson,  New  Jersey,  and  Philadelphia. 

During  the  last  two  years  our  shipping  interests  in  this  port  have  snared 
greatly,  hariiig  been  almost  wholly  exclnded  from  the  indirect  cairyjng  trade, 
a  large  portion  of  which  they  enjoyed  in  former  years.  The  canses  are  two 
obTiooB  to  require  mnch  explanation.  The  appearance  in  these  waters  at  different 
times  of  armed  vessels  under  the  flag  of  the  so-called  Confederate  States,  and 
the  high  rates  of  insurance  demanded  on  onr  vessels  to  cover  the  war  risk,  have 
placed  them  in  a  poBition  of  not  being  able  to  compete  with  British  and  other 

Enclosed  (A)  is  an  extract  from  the  general  censna  of  the  island  for  the  year 
1861,  showing  the  population  of  the  districts  comprising  this  consnlate,  and 
other  information  in  regard  to  prodncts,  navigation,  &c. 

Enclosed  (B)  is  a  letnm  of  the  imports  of  principal  articles  at  this  pott  daring 
the  year  ]860,  '61,  and  '62,  derived  from  castom-honse  estimates. 

Enclosed  (C)  gives  the  average  prices  of  leading  articles  of  import  and  ex- 
port, rates  of  freight  and  exchange  during  tbe  year  1860  to  1862andpart  of  the 
present  year. 

Enclosed  (D  and  E)  are  comparatire  statements  of  the  number  and  tonnage  of 
American  and  British  vessels  in  this  port  during  the  period  last  named. 

Enclosed  (F,  6,  and  H)  are  comparative  statements  of  the  amount  of  exports 
from  the  three  ports  during  tbe  same  years. 

Enclosed  (I,  K,  L]  abow  the  arrivals  of  vessels  of  all  nations  at  the  porta  of 
Katanzas,  Cardenas  and  Sagna  la  Grrande  during  the  years  1860,  '61,  '6S, 
and  np  to  the  Ist  September  of  the  present  year,  which  will  be  found  of  some 
interest,  as  they  show  that,  notwithstanding  tbe  diaadvantoeee  nnder  which  oar 
▼essels  are  placed  in  these  porta,  they  still  outnumber  and  exceed  in  tonnage 
those  of  any  other  nation. 

With  regard  to  imports,  no  satisfactoiy  statement  can  be  obtained.  The  en- 
closed (B)  is  compiled  frnm  several  custom-house  reports,  and  is  as  nearly 
correct  as  could  be  procnred.  The  last  "  Balansa"  of  the  trade  of  the  island 
was  published  in  1859,  since  when  nothing  has  appeared  in  an  official  form 
that  con  be  relied  upon.  The  amount  of  imports  has  not  increased  to  any  ex- 
tent during  these  years.  Previous  to  the  rebellion  the  southern  ports  of  tbe 
United  States  furnished  larger  quantities  of  pitch  pine  lumber,  naval  stores  and 
rice ;  and  from  New  Orleans  the  larger  portion  of  lard,  bacon,  and  com  waa  re- 
ceived, which  is  now  supplied  in  tbe  greatest  abnndance  from  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  while  the  lumber  of  Maine  has  to  some  extent  taken  the  place  of 
that  whicb  was  formerly  received  from  the  southern  States.     Rice  is  now  im- 

Sirted  in  lai^  quantities  from  Spain  and  other  countries ;  giving  the  market  a 
11  supply,  and  at  prices  during  the  present  year  below  those  of  1860,  as  will 
be  seen  Dy  reference  to  enclosed  C. 

The  mtes  of  exchange  on  the  United  States  are  now  governed  by  the  price 
of  gold  in  New  York,  gold  being  tbe  principal  circulating  medium,  and  the 
basis  of  all  commercial  transactions  here.  Thus  exchange  has  fluctuated  from 
par,  or  thereabouts,  on  the  Slst  of  March,  1862,  to  25  per  cent,  discount  on  the 
Ist  of  January  of  the  present  year,  48  per  cent,  discount  on  the  lithof  March, 
and  again,  25  per  cent,  discount  to-day. 

Several  cargoes  of  African  slaves  have  been  landed  in  this  district  dorinK 
the  past  year,  out  the  vigorous  and  energetic  measures  that  are  being  adopted 
by  the  chief  authority  of  the  island,  it  is  believed,  will  effectually^  put  a  atop  to 
the  traffic.  Gooolc 
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I  am  pleased  to  inform  the  departnent  that  after  dili^nt  inqaiiy  I  have 
not  been  able  t«  ascertain  diat  xoy  AmericanB  or  American  veHEela  have  been

cor  do  I  beliere  diat  any  of  the  veasele  are  fitted  out  in  the  United  Stattjs.

I  lure  tbe  honor  to  transmit  to  70a  mj  quarterly  retonis  ending  on  the  30th 

ultimo,  being  the  third  for  the  present  ytax.     Nothing  worthy  of  your  attention 

h«i  occnrred  within  this  consnlate  since  the  date  of  my  last  quarterly  report, 

■ave  what  I  hare  intermediately  commtmicated. 

The  product  of  the  great  staple  of  this  part  of  the  island,  (oogir  and  aiQ- 
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laseea,)  as  indicated  hy  the  Bhiproeata,  and  the  beet  other  informaUon  I  have 
been  enabled  to  procnre,  does  not  seem  to  have  quite  equalled  the  crop  of  last 
jear,  bnt  the  falfing  off  is  not  bo  considerable  as  to  have  affected  materially  the 
rnling  price,  which  has  been  nearly  the  same  for  both  of  the  last  yean.  My  an- 
noal  report  Bhall  contain  prices,  &c.,  &c.,  Ice. 

I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  give  a  more  encouraging  account  of  the  rate  of 
exchange.  It  sdll  continues  most  vexatiously  against  us.  '  *  *  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  no  logs  of  any  kind  haa  been  enataiocd 
by  a  single  American  veBsel  trading  to  or  from  this  port,  by  rebel  cmisera  or 
otherwise,  since  my  entry  upon  the  duties  of  this  consnlate.  I  con  add  also, 
with  sincere  sadsfaction,  that  snch  are  the  friendly  relations  snbsiating  betweeo 
all  the  Spanish  officials  within  this  consulate  and  myself,  that  I  have  not  the 
slightest  fear  of  my  ability  to  obtain  ample  redress  for  any  wrong  or  injury  that 
might  be  done  to  any  of  our  countrymen,  either  by  design  or  iaadvettence.  *

OCTOBBB  9,  1863. 

The  products  of  this  consulate,  as  yon  are  already  well  advised,  more  from  gen- 
eral information  than  &omany  of  the  meagre  reports  furnished  by  me,  are  sugar, 
molasses,  coffee  in  no  large  amounts,  some  mm,  honey,  wax,  tobacco,  dried  bides- 
to  which  may  be  addedmahoganyand  cedar  lumber,  the  latter  prodaced  in  consi- 
derable amounts  in  ajurisdiction  of  this  consulate  called  San  Espiritn,  of  which 
Zaza  is  the  port. 

The  probable  total  amount  of  all  exports  from  this  consnlate  for  the  present 
year,  comprising  the  three  jurisdictions  of  Trinidad,  of  Cienfuegos,  aad  of  San 
Espiritu,  will  be  about  equal  to  that  of  last  year,  or  approximating  to  the  sum 
of  Sti,64S,000.  That  sum  or  less  amount  maybe  arrived  at  from  the  following 
tabular  Btatemeuts  furnished  me  by  intelligent,  reliable  merchants,  to  wit: 
From  Trinidad  40,000  hogsheads  of  muscovado  sugar,  12,000  boxes  of  clayed 
sugar,  35,000  hogsheads  of  molasses,  300  ticrcee  of  honey,  SOO  h<^heads  of 
mm,  some  coffee,  lumber,  &c.,  kc.  From  Cienfuegos  the  proximate  nmoantis 
about  65,000  hogsheads  of  sugar,  5,000  boxes  of  .clayed  sugar,  500  hogsheads 
of  mm,  and  about  30,000  hogsheads  of  molasses. 

Item  Sd.  There  has  been  no  change  or  improvement  since  my  last  annual  re- 
port, in  my  direct  communication  between  any  portion  of  this  coosolate  and  the 
United  States. 

The  coast  steamers,  as  heretofore,  run  from  Santiago  de  Cuba,  touching  at  all 
the  important  points  on  the  south  Bide  of  the  island,  but  stop  at  Batabano,  from 
whence  there  is  railway  that  runs  to  Havana. 

Item  3d.  There  is  no  depreciation  in  the  value  of  silver  coin  of  the  United 
States  since  the  date  of  my  last  report 

There  is  but  little  of  onr  gold  coin  in  drcnlation  here ;  and  although  at  but  a 
nominal  discount,  it  is-not  readily  taken. 

Item  4th.  This  consnlate  is  without  banks  of  any  kind,  and  we  consequently 
have  no  paper  circulating  medium. 

Item  5th.  Monetary  exchanges  in  Trinfdad  are  regulated  almost  exclusively 
by  the  rates  that  obtain  in  Havana,  for  which  reason  I  deem  it  most  prudent  to 
refer  yon  to  the  report  of  the  consul  general  at  that  place. 

Item  6th.  The  tr{uiBactions  with  the  merchants  ana  planters  are  without  alter- 
ation since  the  date  of  my  last  report  of  the  1st  of  October,  1862. 

The  absence  of  banks  and  regular  brokers  in  this  oat  of  Uie  way  portion  of  the 
world  renders  discounts  for  cash  irregular  and  fluctuating,  and  it  vacillates  at 
from  I  to  4  per  cent,  per  month. 


8th.  The  usual  commission  charged  by  merchants  on  exports  is  21  per  cent. 


9th.  Freights  from  the  interior  to  Casuda,  the  sea-port  of  I'rinldad,  continoe 
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IE  lut  ye»r,  at  SI  75  per  hnndred,  a  dUtancc  of  from  15  to  20  miles.  •  •  •  • 
I  am  onable  to  report  anj  material  change  in  any  commercial  treaty,  or  other 
proTiaion  aSecting  trade,  aince  the  date  of  my  last  report.  •  •  •  •

Owing  to  the  increased  rate  of  inaurance  for  war  riaks,  American  bottoms 
are  not  generally  sought  after  in  this  port  daring  the  past  fear  for  charten  to 
Bio  de  Janeiro,  Buenos  Ayres,  Bio  G-rande,  &c. ;  and  this  accounts  for  the 
1»^  proportion  of  tonnage  which  left  this  port  in  ballast.  Under  ordinary  cir- 
nmstancea,  the  American  flag  commands  the  best  rate  of  freights  for  the  South 
American  ports. 

The  general  trade  between  this  port  and  the  United  States  was  excessively 
Gmited  in  the  year  jost  ended,  and  even  in  forei^  vessels  tbe  imports  were 
limited  towards  ^te  M\  to  a  fbw  vessds  with  grain,  admitted  in  virtue  of  the 
tnaporaij  law  which  allows  the  importation  of  grain  until  the  month  of  April

Tie  chief  exports  of  this  place  to  the  United  States  are  cork-wood,  salt, 
*ine,  and  m&rble,  and  a  little  olive-oil.  But  in  the  period  of  time  to  which  I 
MB  refetring,  the  exports  of  these  articles  were  of  little  or  no  value.

The  very  imperfact  statistical  accounts  to  be  had  here,  and  the  tardy  way  in 
which  they  ore  published,  do  not  permit  me  to  give  more  detailed  aceonuts  of 
ibese  exports. 

In  general,  the  American  shipping  movement  st  this  port  for  the  year  just 
mded  may  be  looked  upon  as  not  one  of  the  most  active ;  and  this  must  be 
Utribnted  in  great  port  to  the  unfortunate  state  of  the  maiketa  at  home,  which 
does  not  permit  merchants  here  to  remit  their  goods  to  the  States  in  view  of 
deprened  prices  and  high  duties ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  shipmasters  do  not 
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feel  inclined  tn  seek.  a.  port  tvlicre  diminished  trade  docs  not  offer  them  ft  chanci^ 
of  procuring  remunerative  freights  or  charters.

lu  reply  to  circuhir  No.  30,  from  llic  Department  of  State,  requesting  informa- 
tion on  the  means  adopted  by  tlie  country  of  my  official  residence  for  ihe  pro- 
tection of  its  revenues  and  the  colkction  of  duties  iu  the  passage  of  goods  acroes 
tho  national  frontiers,  I  have  the  honor  of  communicating  to  you  the  following; 

The  chief  revenue  of  Portugal  is  derived  from  the  folloBiug  sources,  viz : 

Direct  taxes  on  trade,  property.  Sec,  about SIO,  000, 000 

Import  and  export  duties  .•. 3,  000, 000 

Total  yearly  revenue  about 513,  000. 000 

The  personal  taxes  arc  levied  by  tho  French  system  of  reparation  introduced 
within  tho  last  two  years.  Tho  vhole  amount  of  such  taxes  for  the  year  is 
divided  proportionately  to  the  population  among  the  different  provinces.  Each 
province  then  divides  the  shared  among  the  districts ;  and  la&tly,  the  municipal 
chamber  of  each  town,  &c.,  &c.,  convenes  each  class  of  tax-payers,  who  divide 
the  sum  among  themselves  in  proportion  to  each  one's  business  or  profeeaion. 
The  basis  of  tnis  last  division  is  a  classification  made  by  government  of  the  tax 
which  each  trade,  profession,  or  employment  is  bound  to  pay.  Thus,  for  ex- 
ample, the  tax  for  a  merchant  of  the  first  class  is  Ra.  BOSUOO ;  and  supposing 
there  are  one  hundred  such  merchants  in  a  town,  the  total  amount  of  taxes  for 
BUcb  town  may  bo  Rs.  6.000S000.  The  merchants  then  call  a  meeting  of  all  the 
class,  elect  a  chairman  and  two  members,  who  proceed  to  divide  among  them- 
selves the  above  sum  of'Rs.  8.000$000  in  proportion  to  each  one's  amount  of 
business,  and  under  the  proviso  that  the  maximum  of  tax  chargeable  to  one  iu- 
dividual  of  the  class  is  five  times  the  original  quota,  (803000  X  5  =  Ra,  4DOS000,) 
and  the  mtHimum  is  one-fifth  of  the  quota,  or  Rs.  16S0l)0.  The  means  adopted 
for  the  recovei'y  of  this  tax  is  by  district  collectors,  who  twice  a  year  open  ui^ 
boreans  for  the  interested  parties  to  pay  in  their  taxes  during  thirty  days,  after 
wbich  the  bureaus  are  still  kept  open  for  sixty  days  for  the  receipt  of  taxes, 
chargeable  then  with  an  additional  mulct  of  three  per  cent.;  and  finally,  if  not 
then  paid,  suits  are  commenced  judicially  against  the  dilatory  parties,  with 
eventual  execution  on  their  goods  and  chattels.  But  this  system  has  hilherlo 
not  answered  well,  as  the  aggregate  of  such  taxes  in  arrear  for  many  years  now 
figures  in  a  sum  of  nearly  85,000,000,  of  which  a  great  part  is  of  doubtful  re- 
covery. The  means  adopted  by  this  country  for  the  collection  and  protection 
of  the  export  and  import  duties  on  foreign  goods  is  more  complicated,  although. 
perhaps,  still  less  efficient  than  those  employed  for  the  direct  taxes.  Two  head 
cnetom-bouscB  are  established — one  at  Oporto  and  another  at  Lisbon — where, 
alone,  certfun  classes  of  goods  can  be  despatched,  such  as  cotton  and  woollen 
mauufoctures,  and  colonial  articles.  On  the  chief  frontier  towns,  along  the 
SpaniBb  inland  line,  petty  custom-houses  arc  established  for  the  clearing  inward 
of  auch  articles  as  are  usually  imported  from  that  side.  These  chiefly  consist 
of  grain  and  cattle ;  and  for  the  prevention  of  contraband  a  system  of  foot  and 
mounted  guards  is  adopted  to  prevent  the  clandestine  introduction  of  ortide^- 
But  theee  guards  bein^  few  in  number,  and  hut  very  indifferently  remunerated, 
are  easily  avoided  or  bought  over  by  the  innumerable  smngglera  who  annuiiUy 
import  over  the  Portuguese  frontier  every  article  wbich  is  subject  to  duty,  besii^ca 
large  quantities  of  others  which  are  the  produce  of  this  country,  such  as  cork- 
wood, wool,  oil,  wine,  and  cereals,  all  of  which,  once  safely  introduced,  are  sab- 
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M<]iietitl7  conBntned  or  exported  aa  Portn^eee  produce.  The  mounttuitouB 
utiue  of  the  border  cnnatrieB,  the  old  and  inTeterate  habite  of  the  people  all 
•Jonp  the  froDiicr,  render  Bmoggling  of  almost  impossible  extinction  eo  long  u 
probibitive  duties  and  averaioD  to  free  trade  ideas  offer  a  strong  iuducement  to 
illicit  operations  of  tbiB  natare,  and  to  which  the  natnre  of  the  country  itself 
(ffftrrs  great  and  easy  inducements.  Added  to  this  a  Bf  stem  of  petty  euuuiua- 
tion,  weighiog  and  v-erif^ing  of  cTery  little  article  introduced  through  the  custom- 
hoiuea,  causing  delay  and  vexation  to  all  well-intentioned  importers,  only  causes 
oilier  If  88  serupnloas  parlits  to  avail  themselves  of  a  readier  and  more  profitable 
means  of  carrying  on  the  r  operations.  Government  seems  here  well  aware  of  all 
tbcMdefects,  andof  theserions  loss  to  its  reveunes  from  the  causes  enumerated; 
Mid  there  is  an  apparent  tendency  to  diminish  their  import  duties  on  many  im- 
portant article.-!,  and  a  gradual  approach  to  free  trade.  But  this  event  will 
prob»bly  only  be  more  tborangbly  carried  into  effect,  or  their  system  of  duties 
vum  fully  modified,  so  soon  as  their  railways  will  approach  and  cross  the  Spsuish 
btrntier;  when,  inevitably,  changes  must  take  place  in  accordance  with  what  is 
practiced  by  other  enlighh^oed  countries  pUced  in  simOar  geographical  contact.

I  have  the  honor  of  wuting  on  yon,  for  the  information  of  the  department, 
with  tbe  enclosed  translation  of  the  royal  decree  of  the  13th  instant,  just  pub- 
lished, ordaioing  tbe  code  <if  signals  and  lights  to  he  used  by  all  Portuguese 
tcskIs  when  sailing  at  night.  »••••• 

ROYAL  DBCRBB. 

CoDsideriog  the  great  iucrease  in  the  navy  of  all  countries,  and  the  consequent 
ugmenting  muober  of  vessels  which  navigate  all  seas,  thus  increasing  the  chancea 
ud  matually  caiuing  collisions ;  considering  the  lamentable  damages  caused  by 
neb  collisions,  both  by  loss  of  lives  and  of  property ;  considering  that,  for  these 
KUOQB,  the  governments  of  France  and  England  have  agreed  to  put  into  execu- 
tioD  s  code  which  determines  certain  fixed  rules  for  all  vessels -of- war  as  well  as 
■Kiehantmen,  to  the  end  of  avoiding  collisions ;  considering  that,  in  order  to 
Dbttin  good  results,  tbe  general  and  mntual  co-operation  of  all  maritime  coun- 
tnn  is  essentinlly  necessary  so  as  to  cause  such  regulations  to  acquire  a  truly 
inieruational  character,  based  as  it  is  on  the  most  provident  intention  and  due 
■wiprocity  which  the  law  demands,  I  am  pleased  hereby  to  decree  the  following : 

Article  1.  From  the  Ist  June  next  all  commandere,  captains,  and  masters 
•>f  all  ships  or  vessels,  both  government  and  private,  are  bound  to  follow  the  rules 
dttenuined  id  the  subsequent  articles  as  a  means  of  avoiding  coIlisionB. 

Article  2.  For  the  one  application  of  the  present  decree  are  declared  tailing 
'tuiU  aU  such  as  navigate  only  by  virtue  of  their  sails,  even  if  they  posBesa 
engines.  Are  to  bo  considered  as  *ream«r>  all  such  as  are  navigating  under 
ataa,  uvea  if  they  carry  all  their  sails  unfurled. 

Article  3.  It  is  expressly  prohibited  to  show  any  other  light  but  such  as 
*K  determined  in  the  present  decree;  the  latter  are  to  be  maintained  from  ann- 
Kt  to  ranriBe. 

Article  4.  All  steamers  when  navigating  are  to  show — 

1.  A  white  and  bril.iant  light  on  the  foretop;  a  green  light  on  the  starboard 
^ide;  a  red  liglit  on  the  larboard  side. 

2.  The  top  light  is  to  have  snfficient  intensity,  and  to  be  placed  in  such  a  way 
*s  to  be  seen  on  a  dark  nigbt,  but  without  fog,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  five  miles, 
ud  to  shed  a  uniform  and  nntntcrrnpted  light  with  a  horizon  of  twenty  points 
bf  the  compass,  ten  tn  each  side — tliat  is  to  say,  from  the  bows  as  fdr  as  23'  30' 
on  both  sides  astern  of  the  peipendicnlsr. 

3.  The  starboard  green  ligbte  and  the  larboard  red  lights  are  ^^(S&^^^. 
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requisite  intensity,  &nd  to  be  placed  in  snch  a  manner  as  to  be  seen  on  a  darit 
night,  but  withont  fog,  at  a  distance  of  two  miles  at  least,  and  to  sbed  a  nnifarm 
and  uninterrapted  light  with  an  arc  of  ten  points  of  the  compass — that  is  to  say, 
from  the  bows  to  the  stem  of  the  pcrpendicolar.  These  lights  must  not  be  seen 
from  the  bowR — that  is  to  say,  the  starboard  and  the  Iniboard  ones.  For  this 
pnrpose  each  one  most  bo  provided  with  a  shade  on  the  forward  side  of  each 
of  0.9m.  width. 

Article  5.  All  steameis  when  acting  as  tow-ships  are  to  carry,  besides  the 
side  lights,  two  white  lights  on  the  fore-top.  These  lights  are  to  be  in  every 
sense  similar  to  the  top  lights  for  steamere. 

AuTiCLE  6.  All  sailing  ships,  when  going  under  sul  or  in  tow,  are  always  to 
carry  lights  similar  in  every  respect  to  those  of  steamers,  with  the  exception  of 
one  on  the  fore-top,  which  tbey  are  never  to  show. 

Article  7.  In  all  cases  where  sailing  vessels  are  of  sach  dimensions  as  not  to 
allow  of  the  lights  being  permanently  fised  on  the  sides,  they  must  be  always 
kept  on  deck,  each  one  on  its  respective  side,  and  ready  to  be  shown  to  any 
vessel  that  may  appear,  and  in  fall  time  to  avoid  a  collision.  Sach  lights, 
when  required  to  be  shown,  are  to  be  kept  visible  as  long  as  poFisible,  in  each 
manner  as  that  the  green  may  not  be  seen  from  the  port  bow,  and  the  red  from 
the  starboard  bow.  For  greater  certainty  and  facility,  the  lights  or  lanterns 
are  to  be  painted  onteide  of  the  respective  color,  and  are  to  have  the  corre- 
sponding fading  board. 

Article  8.  All  vessels,  both  sailing  vessels  and  steamers,  when  at  anchor 
in  any  port,  canal,  or  frequented  locality,  are  to  show,  from  sunset  to  saariw, 
a  white  light,  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  6  metres  from  the  deck,  and  visible 
round  a  horizon  of  at  least  one  mile. 

Articlb  9.  All  pilot  sailing  boats  are  not  obliged  to  carry  more  than  one 
white  light  on  the  mast4op,  which  must  he  visible  from  all  points  of  the  hori- 
zon, and  are  likewiso  to  lire  a  signal  (torch  or  brand)  every  fifteen  minutes. 

Article  10.  All  fishing  veeaels,  or  all  such  as  are  not  decked,  are  not  boood 
to  carry  the  ligbts  demanded  of  all  vessels;  but  if  they  have  them  not,  they 
must  be  provided  with  a  light  or  lantern  with  a  red  and  a  green  glass,  so  that 
on  approaching  a  vessel  the  proper  color  niay  be  shown,  in  order  to  avoid  a  col- 
lision, that  the  groen  color  may  not  be  seen  from  larboard,  nor  the  red  from  the 
Starboard  side.  All  fishing  and  undecked  vessels,  when  at  anchor  and  with 
nets  cast,  and  consequently  stationary,  must  show  a  white  lighL  They  muy, 
besides  this,  bum  a  signal  from  time  to  time. 

Article  11.  During  a  fog,  both  in  daytime  and  at  night,  all  vessels  are  to 
make  the  following  every  five  minntea  at  least : 

1st.  On  board  steamers,  when  navigating,  the  steam-whistle  is  to  be  sounded 
near  the  chimney,  2.40m.  above  the  gunwale. 

Sd.  On  board  sailing  ships,  when  navigating,  a  tmmpet  or  bom  is  to  be 
Bounded. 

3d.  In  all  vessels,  whether  sailing  or  steamers,  when  stationary,  the  bell  is 
to  he  sounded. 

Article  12.  If  two  sailing  veaeels  be  navigating  directly  towards  each 
other,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  a  chance  of  a  collision,  they  must  both 
bear  up  to  starboard,  and  pass  each  other  on  the  larboard  sides. 

Article  l3.  If  two  sailing  vesaela  are  sailing  in  such  a  manner  as  lo  cross 
each  other,  and  run  the  risk  of  collieion  if  carrying  differing  tacks  on  board, 
that  vessel  which  has  the  larboard  tack  on  board  shall  navigate  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  not  to  atop  the  way  of  the  vessel  which  has  her  starboard  tack  on 
board.  If,  however,  the  vessel  carrying  the  larboard  tack  be  close-hauled,  and 
the  other  going  free,  the  latter  must  then  navigate  in  such  manner  as  not  to  im- 
pede the  course  of  the  other.    If  one  of  these  be  going  before  the  wind,  or  if 
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both  be  on  the  some  tack,  tbe  veeael  going  before  the  wind,  or  the  one  to  wind- 
nrd,  ii  to  navigmte  in  such  manner  as  not  to  Btop  the  other'a  cotme. 

AiTiCLK  14.  Shonld  the  eteamen  be  eteering  towards  each  other,  or  almost 
OD  tlie  ume  line,  bo  soon  as  there  be  danger  of  coUiBion,  they  must  haul  up  to 
itirboard  and  pace  each  other  port  to  port  side. 

AiTiCLB  15.  If  two  Bteamera  be  steering  in  a  lino  to  cross  each  other,  and 
tbu  expose  them  to  a  collision,  the  steamer  that  sees  the  other  to  starboard  is 
lo  navigate  in  sncfa  manner  as  not  to  stop  the  other's  war. 

Abticlb  16.  If  two  resBels,  one  a  steamer  and  the  other  a  sailing  vessel,  be 
fKuing  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  danger  of  collision,  the  steamer  must 
iteer  in  ench  manner  as  not  to  stop  the  sailing  vessel's  comae. 

Abticlb  17.  Every  steamer  on  approaching  auy  other  vessel  in  a  vfuj  so  as 
lo  cause  danger  of  collision,  is  to  diminish  her  speed,  stop,  or  even  go  aback 
ihonld  iDch  bo  necessary.  All  steamers,  in  foggj  weather,  are  to  go  at  mod- 
tnte  epeed. 

AsTicLB  18.  Anj  vessel  going  at  a  quicker  rate  than  another,  must  steer  in 
fatb  manner  as  not  to  disturb  the  course  of  such  other  vessel. 

Abticlb  19.  Whenever  bj  virtue  of  the  dispositions  of  the  preceding  arti- 
dn  it  be  necessary  on  board  one  ship  to  navigate  in  such  manner  as  not  to 
Jinarfa  the  course  of  the  other,  the  latter  must  modify  itB  coorse  according  to 
tlie  rules  eipresscd  in  tbe  following  article. 

AiTicLB  20.  In  the  execution  of  the  foregoing  dispositione  all  vessels  must 
Ikv  id  mind  the  dangers  of  navigation,  and  are  to  pay  special  attention  to  any 
puticolar  circumstance  which  may  call  for  the  non-compliance  with  the  clauses 
tku  ordained,  in  order  to  obviate  an  imminent  danger. 

Article  21.  All  ship-owners,  captains  or  masters  of  vessels  (whether  sailing 
THsels  or  steamers)  are  not  to  be  exempted,  under  any  pretext  whatever,  from 
tlie  unsequences  which  may  result  from  the  want  of  the  lightA  and  signals  or- 
i^nei,  &om  the  want  of  the  necessary  vigilance,  or,  in  fine,  from  negligence 
ifgardiug  any  of  the  precautions  determined  by  the  ordinary  practice  of  navi- 
gatioQ  or  by  tbe  particular  circumstances  of  the  situation  in  which  vessels  may 
W  themselves  }^aced. 

The  minister  and  secretary  of  state  of  the  marine  and  colonial  department 
t>  tliDs  to  understand  these  presents  and  cause  the  same  to  be  executed.

1.  The  building  or  origin  of  the  vessel. 

2.  The  owners  or  managers  thereofl 

3.  The  master  and  officers  who  command  her. 

i.  The  crew  who  serve  therein.  ,—  i 
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Ghaftbb  1. 

Of  the  origin  of  the  vessel. 

Abticlb  2.  In  order  th&t  a  TeBael  be  considered  Fortngaese  she  rnnBt  be  of  Por- 
tapieee  conatmction. 

Abticlb  3.  Bat  foreign  veaeela,  or  bailt  abroad,  are  considered  national  to  all 


1.  If  pnrchased  bj  Fortngaese  snbjectB,  and  baring  once  paid  the  tonnage 
duties  established  in  the  decree  of  11th  Angast,  1852,  and  baring  Airtber  com- 
plied with  the  register  nuder  the  tenna  and  in  the  cases  specified  in  article  4th 
of  eaid  decree. 

2.  If  lawfully  taken  and  adjudged  as  good  prizes. 

3.  If  judged  aa  lost  in  virtue  of  the  infraction  of  the  laws. 

4.  If  belonging  to  navigation  or  t^twing  companies  eHtablisbed  in  Portugal 
and  legally  authorized. 

Chapter  2. 

Of  tie  property  of  vessel*. 

Abticlb  4.  TSq  veaael  shall  be  considered  Portngnese,  even  if  built  in  Porta- 
sal,  tbe  ownership  whereof  shall  not  be  entirely  Portuguese  or  of  naturalised 
roieigners. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Portwgueae  reesel  alienated  by  a  national  owner  to  a  for- 
eigner is  no  longer  a  Portngnese  vessel. 

Sec.  2.  Any  foreigner,  not  naturalieed,  who  may  acquire,  by  inheiitaBce 

or  by  any  other  gratnitons  title,  a  Portuguese  veBsel,  is  bound  to  alienate  her 

within  thirty  days,  under  penalty  of  her  forfeiture  to  the  denouncer. 

Abticlb  5.  Any  foreign  vessel  acquired  by  a  Portuguese,  and  where,  in  the 

contract  therefor,  any  fraudulent  reserve  be  made  in  &vor  of  a  foreigner  not 

naturalized,  ahall,  on  tbe  discovery  of  such  liand,  be  publicly  sold,  and  the 

proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  marine  hospital. 

Abticlb  6.  Are  to  be  considered  as  Portuguese  and  as  being  owned  by  For- 
tnguese,  for  the  effects  of  article  4,  all  vessels  belonging  to  navigation  or  towing 
companies  established  and  legally  authorized  in  Portugal. 

Abticlb  7.  Tbe  possession  of  a  vessel  without  a  title  of  acquisition  does  not 
give  to  tbe  possessor  the  proprietorship  thereof. 

Chaptbb  3. 
Of  the  master,  the  officers,  and  crew. 

Abticlb  8.  Tbe  captain  or  muster  and  tbe  snpercai^  must  be  Portuguese 
or  naturalized  foreignera. 

Abticlb  9.  Two-thirda,  at  least,  of  the  individuals  who  compose  the  crew 
must  be  Portugueae  or  naturalized  foreigners,  except  in  such  cases  as  are  speci- 
fied in  treaties. 

Title  2. — Of  the  means  of  proving  nationality. 

Abticlb  10.  Tbe  flag  and  the  ship's  papers  are  the  means  of  proving  the 
Portuguese  nationality  of  vcasela  not  only  in  forei^  countries,  in  order  to  enjoy 
the  privileges  and  immnuities  reaulting  from  treaties,  but  likewise  on  tbe  bigh 
seas,  in  order  to  receive  proper  reaped. 

Sec  solus.  The  nationality  of  a  vessel  does  not  necessarily  imply  that 
of  her  cargo  whenever  tbe  latter  be  not  duly  proven.       ^

See.  totu*.  Of  all  these  docnmenta  are  to  be  considered  as  esBential  wid 
iDdiroenaable  as  proofs  of  nationality  of  the  vessel,  the  deed  of  ownership 
or  ship's  register,  the  sea-letter,  and  crew  lut  or  articles.  The  want  of 
these  documents  may  result  in  the  vessel  being  considered  a  good  prize 
according  to  international  rights.

The  royal  paaeport  or  sea-letter  is  made  ont  at  the  narj  de- 
partment on  parchment,  signed  hj  the  minister,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
rojal  arms  and  wiih  the  public  stamp,  and  the  same  is  not  to  be  granted  with- 
out first  showing  the  certificate  of  registry  and  of  meaBurementa  of  the  vesseL 
Sec.  1.  The  passports  for  pilot  vessels  in  the  nltramarine  provinces  are 
to  be  made  out  oy  the  respective  governors.

Abticlb  17.  The  crew  list  or  ship's  articles  must  comprise — 

1.  The  name  of  the  vessel- 

2.  The  place  of  starting,  that  of  her  destination,  and  that  of  the  return  voyage. 

3.  The  name,  pro-name,  place  of  birth,  residence,  profeesiou,  and  character- 
istic siens  of  the  master,  officers,  and  of  all  such  as  serve  on  board  the  vessel. 

4.  The  wages  agreed  on. 

5.  All  advance  wages. 

6.  The  duties  and  obligations  of  each  man  of  the  crew,  and  of  his  coming  on 
board,  with  his  effects  at  the  time  specified  by  the  captain. 

Article  18.  The  articles  are  made  out  by  the  marine  inspectors  or  thdr 
delegates,  and,  at  the  ports  where  such  do  not  exist,  by  the  chiefs  of  custom- 
honses,  the  latter  being,  for  this  effect,  subordinate  to  the  minister  of  marine. 

Article  19.  The  dispositions  of  the  preceding  anicles  are  not  to  prejudice — 

1.  What  has  been  ordained  with  regard  to  the  crews  of  fishing  vessels  in  Uie 
decree  of  the  S6th  and  the  regulations  of  the  USth  November,  1842,  and  io  the 
royal  order  of  the  Slst  January,  1850,  regarding  the  shipment  of  crews  in  fish- 
ing vessels  for  the  sea  of  liarache  or  beyond  the  coast  of  this  kingdom. 

2.  All  that  has  been  regulated  by  especial  laws  with  regard  to  the  crews  of 
tow  steamers.

•  Article  20.  There  is  to  be  found  on  hoard  all  government  and  merchant 
vessels  a  printed  copy  of  the  present  decree.

AiTicLS  1,  The  duty  of  75  reis  per  kilogramme  hitherto  levied  on  beef) 
dried  or  withont  any  salt,  is  hereby  reduced  to  20  reie  for  the  like  weighti  in- 
cluding all  beef  despatched  for  coDsamption  in  Lisbon. 

Articlb  2.  The  duty  eetabliahed  by  the  general  cnatom-honee  tariff  on 
&egh  6Bh,-eithQr  from  sweet  water  or  from  the  sea,  is  hereby  reduced  to  the 
naifbrm  rate  of  6  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

Abtklb  3.  The  duty  of  30  reis  per  kilogramme  levied,  per  said  taril^  on  pa* 
per,  for  printing,  of  any  color,  is  hereby  reduced  to  15  reis  for  the  same  weight. 

AsTlCLB  4.  The  daty  hitherto  levied,  of  half  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  on 
itarinis,  cnttinge,  and  remnants  of  hides  and  skins  is  hereby  raised  to  1  per 
cent  ad  zaloretit. 

Abticlb  5.  An  import  doty  of  30  reis  per  kilogramme  is  hereby  imposed  on 
petroleom  oil. 

ArrrcLB  6.  The  reduction  and  exemptions  of  duty  stated  in  the  map  an- 
nexed to  the  prei»ent  law  are  hereby  approved. 

AiTiCLB  7.  All  legislation  to  the  contrary  is  hereby  revoked.

*  •  *  •  From  tlieae  documcntB  it  will  be  perceived  that  the 
pablic  warehaase  here  is  the  custom-house,  which,  however,  ia  quite  stifficient, 
as  to  accommodation  and  security,  for  the  trade  of  this  island. 

Foreign  merchandise  can  he  stored  in  the  cuBtom-faonae,  paying  only  one  per 
cent  on  its  value  when  withdrawn  and  shipped.  By  reference  to  mj  despatch 
(No.  76)  of  the  year  last  passed,  at  section  II  of  the  report,  it  will  be  seen  that 
"  merchandise  entered  at  the  cngtom-honse  here  can  be  warehous&d  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  duty  for  the  space  of  ono  year."  Certain  articles  therein 
specified  enjoy  the  privilege  for  the  space  of  two  years.  For  this  privilege 
usually  dry  goods  and  merchandise  pay  at  the  rate  of  42  cents  for  each  212^ 
pounds,  and  liqueurs  24  centa  for  eacn  20  litres  per  year. 

From  private  information  obtained  from  the  collector  of  cnstoms  I  am  given 
to  understand  that  any  atores,  proviiiona,  clothing,  Sec,  for  our  ships-of-war  can 
be  warehoused  in  the  cnstom-bonBe  here  withont  any  charge  whatever  for  the 
apace  of  one  year,  paying  only  the  regular  duty  of  one  per  cent  on  being 
eaipped  on  hoard  our  ships- of- war. 

Coal,  however,  is  an  exception ;  being  placed  by  the  imperial  ordinance  of 
October  3,  1S60,  on  the  second  class  of  manufactures  or  warehouses  requiring 
license  from  the  government,  (as  dangerous,)  it  can  only  be  stored  in  licensed 
warehouses;  and  license  must  be  procured  by  a  lengthy  and  somewhat  expen- 
aive  proceeding  for  making  any  deposit  in  any  new  place  in  and  around  the 
city.         *         *

of  FuntAal,  Madeira. 

SEPrBMBBB  30,  1863. 

Thia  conanlar  district  comprises  the  islands  of  Madeira,  Porto  Sancto,  and 
the  uninhabited  islets  known  aa  the  "  Desertas"  and  "  Salvages,"  the  latter 
duster  being  situate  in  lat.  30°  N.,  long.  15°  30'  W.  The  district  of  Funchal 
is  divided  into  ten  "concelhoB."         •         • 

When  the  large  quantity  of  waste  land  incident  to  the  exceedingly  mountainoas 
character  of  this  island  is  taken  into  consideration,  the  crowded  state  of  the  popu- 
lation becomes  at  once  apparent ;  yet  it  has  been  much  greater,  for  in  1835  it 
was  115,446,  and  as  late  as  1849  the  census  showed  a  population  of  110,084. 

Emigration,  however,  ia  practically  prohibited  to  the  poorer  classes  by  strin- 
gent laws,  which,  fortunately  for  humanity,  have  been  extensively  evaded.  It 
ia  estimated  that  during  the  twenty-five  years  prior  to  1S59  more  than  50,000 
smuggled  themselves  out  of  the  island. 

The  ownership  of  the  soil  is,  unfortunately,  in  the  bands  of  comparatively 
few  possessors,  usually  "morgadoB,"  or  heirs  by  entail.  These  estates  are  com- 
monly divided  into  many  small  lots  formed  by  "  colonoa,"  who  nanally  live  in 
miserable  hovels ;  and,  aB  might  be  expected  from  the  syBtem,  the  working  or 
laboring  classes  lead  a  life  of  unprufitable  toil,  and,  under  the  laws  hitherto  id 
force,  have  had  little  more  inducement  to  improvement  than  if  they  were  chattels. 

AAer  centuries  of  rcatriction  under  thia  system,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
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alnlitioa  of  the  "  morgado"  estates  will  ultimately  eaccecd  in  Teinvigoratinp  and 
kproTiiig  I>oth  the  agrtcnltnre  and  the  agiicnlturiatB  of  the  island. 

The  fulnre  of  the  viae  since  1853  has  greatly  changed  the  commercp,  agri- 
raltoie,  and  trade  of  Madeira.  At  firHt  this  and  other  evils  produced  famine 
ud  die  eieateat  distress ;  bnt  it  b  claimed  that,  although  the  commerce  and 
Inde  of  the  island  have  been  prostrated  by  this  means,  yet  the  laboring  classes 
tre  now  id  a  better  condition  than  during  the  last  few  years  of  wine  prodaction. 
In  hia  last  message  to  the  legislative  body  of  this  district  the  governor,  in 
alloding  to  this  topic,  said  : 

"  In  consulting  the  tablra  of  wine  exportation  daring  the  extended  period  of 
twenty-two  years,  commencing  in  1838  and  ending  in  1819,  I  find  that  the 
wine  exported  in  that  time  amonnted  to  166,474  pipes,  or  7,567  in  each  year. 
Taking  as  a  favorable  estimate  for  the  price  received  by  the  farmer,  and  repre- 
rated  in  the  agricnltnnd  interest  of  the  island,  for  this  exportation,  the  sum  of 
150  each  pipe,  and  comparing  this  with  the  price  which  the  EngUsb  merchants 
obtained  for  the  same  products  in  foreign  markets,  we  see  that  the  producing 
eUis  received  little  benefit  from  the  commerce  of  the  island. 

"  It  is  well  known  that  the  trade  in  onr  precions  wines  was  almost  monopo- 
lited  by  these  foreign  merchants.  Being  the  only  purchasers,  they  paid  what 
they  chose  for  the  new  wine,  becanae  the  produceis  had  no  one  else  to  whom  to 
s«n.  They  realized  to  themselves  fabulons  profits,  with  which  they  built  up 
eolossal  fortanes,  while  the  producers  lived  miserably,  and  even  somctimee  suf- 
fered from  hnnger."  »  •  •  "The  agricoitnre  of  the  island  did  not 
receive  a  tithe  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  wines ;  only  $378,350  can  he 
pet  to  its  credit  each  year  for  the  7,S67  pipes  exported. 

"  To  compensate  something  of  the  loss  endured  in  the  destruction  of  the 
vines,  we  have  the  augmentation  of  our  production  of  cereals  and  other  articles 
represented  in  the  diminution  of  their  impiirtatioa  since  1852.  Until  that  date 
the  importation  of  cereals  for  consumption  was  between  9,000  and  10,000  moios 
(ahont  216,000  to  240,000  bushels)  of  com,  and  5,500  moioa  (133,000  bushels) 
of  wheal.  Since  that  time  the  importation  has  been  reduced  to  about  4,500 
moios  (108,000  bushels)  of  com,  and  1,500  moioB  (36,000  bushels)  of  wheat. 
Calculating  the  price  of  each  moio  of  wheat  at  C40,  and  of  com  at  $30,  which 
is  lower  than  the  actual  price,  we  have  here  an  item  of  compensation  amunnUng 
to  nearly  t37,0U0,  which  reduces  the  deficit  caused  by  ihe  loss  of  the  vines  to 
a  little  more  than  1100,000.  If  we  add  to  this  the  product  of  the  new  cnlture 
ef  sugar-cane  and  other  articles,  perhaps  we  shall  have  reason  to  doubt  the  so- 
■mch  mentioned  decadence  of  Madeira,  fiut  whether  this  is  true  or  not,  it  is 
•n  indispntable  fact  that  the  poorer  classes,  generally,  have  now  a  greater 
■bondance,  and  are  in  a  better  condition  than  formerly."       ' 

The  statiBtica  above  given  by  the  governor  bear  directly  upon  our  trade  with 
Ksdeiiu ;  for  nearly  all  the  grain  alluded  to  came  from  the  United  States. 

While  it  is  true  that  a  certain  class  are  now  in  apparently  a  better  condition 
than  formerly,  there  is,  perhaps,  a  "partial  compensation"  again  in  those 
directly  or  indirectly  thrown  out  of  employment  by  the  destruction  of  the  wine 
trade.  It  is  true  that  princely  fortunes  were  made  in  Madeira,  but  the  fortunate 
laakers  lived  in  princely  atyle,  and  the  more  active  trade  of  former  days  gave 
rnployment  to  large  nnmbers  in  various  ways. 

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  adopted  in  my  last  annnal  report,  I  have  collected 
'hat  statistics  I  could  under  the  various  points  embraced  in  section  153-'4 
(itn.  fi^.

III.  The  comparative  increate  or  dcereate  ut  artielet  of  import  and  expmrt 
lua  ilready  been  shown  in  gross ;  bnt  it  may  be  noted  that  the  imports  there 
bu  b«tt]  an  increase  in  beer,  coal,  earthenware,  flonr,  (Blight,)  hardware,  wine, 
'(dUcds  and  linens,  and  a  decrease  in  cotton,  com,  sugar,  timber  and  luml>er, 
lobtcco,  wheat  and  coffee.  In  exports  the  principal  increase  bos  been  of  beef, 
^tiaij,  coal,  oranges  and  sugar,  the  export  of  the  latter  being  303,176  poonda 
igiiDRt  3,4M  poands  in  1861. 

Before  leaving  this  topic  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  the  comparative  pro- 
(nttioDt  of  tbe  direct  and  indirect  maritime  trade  of  Madeira,  as  exhibited  in  the 
Mtioaality,  tonnage,  &c.,  of  the  vesaela  touching  here  daring  the  post  year.

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IV.  GentToZ  TtgiUalion*  of  trade,  IfC. — Under  this  head  there  is  little  to 
wAe  m  tliu  district.  The  temporary  abatemeDt  of  duty  on  oar  produce,  which 
qaidiened  our  trade  wiib  Lisbon  and  Oporto  somevhat  daring  the  year,  bad  no 
e&tt  here,  aa  the  doty  was  abated  only  at  the  internal  ports,  while  the  ielanda, 
inlew  receiving  by  tranahipnieDla  from  the  continent,  obtained  no  benefit  what- 
tva  (torn  the  regulation.  One  consequence  of  tbis  is  a  greater  apparent  thoD 
ml  decline  here  in  importations  of  briuidstufis  from  the  United  States. 

The  exi.ititig  tariff  in  this  country  is,  however,  bo  capricious  and  unequal  in 
iu  effects  as  to  hamper  trade  very  materially,  while  bearing  unequally  upon  the 
pmple.  Another  hindrance  to  our  trade,  more  apparent  from  the  limited  mar* 
lets,  ire  concentrations  of  the  trade  in  breadstuSi,  or  combinations  almost 
t^ninlent  in  rffect  to  monopolies,  crushing  out  alt  independent  or  transient 
Inde,  and  keeping  the  market  in  complete  control  of  a  few,  to  the  sore  coat  of 
llie  consoming  public.  An  efficient  corrective  of  tbis  would  seem  to  he  tho 
Mtabli«hment  uf  a  reliable  commission  sale  warehouse ;  but,  under  present  busi- 
ness prospects,  there  is  little  inducement  to  hope  that  it  can  be  or  will  be  done. 

V,  Frrightt. — Since  the  nentral  pirates  have  entered  upon  their  career  there 
bis  been  almoet  a  total  absence  of  American  shipping  from  these  waters.  la 
direct  trade  to  and  from  Madeira  there  is  little  or  nothing  to  be  depended  upon; 
bat  oar  ships  might  someiimea  find  freight  from  Welsh  coal  ports  to  Madeira, 
lad  proceed  tbence  home,  or  to  the  West  Indies,  in  ballast  of  paving  stones. 

Vi.  Salt  mid  tubarco  are  still  prohibited  to  be  imported  except  from  rortugal, 
dw  latter  being  a  monopoly,  and  the  former  a  protected  product. 

The  consamption  of  staple  products  of  the  United  States  seems  to  be  od  tho 
decrease.  That  portion  of  the  governor's  reference  to  cereals,  already  qnoted, 
eipUioswby  iliere  has  been  such  a  falling  off.  The  coDsumption  of  cotton 
Eoodg  (howti  aUo  a  decrease;  bnt  as  nearly  all  the  cottons  used  here  are  of 
English  maaufaclnro,  the  loss  in  market  is  theirs.  Were  there  any  means  of 
direct  commuuicatiou  with  our  ports,  there  tan  be  no  doutjt  that  many  of  the 
tniclea  now  exclufively  obtained  in  England  could  be  more  advantageously 
fiunifbed  by  the  United  States. 

Sbce  my  liut  report  I  am  glad  to  notice  that  the  use  of  our  petroleum  oil  has 
been  introduced  here,  and  bas  already  become  quite  extensive  in  tbis  cityi 
vbere  it  is  rapidly  displacing  other  oils  for  illuminating  purposes.  Hitberto 
nhre  oil  had  been  most  generally  in  use.  As  yet,  however,  there  has  been  bnt 
"at  direct  importation  of  oil  and  lamps,  nearly  all  that  is  used  being  reimportdd 
fnun  Portugiil  or  England. 

Daring  the  year  ending  December  31,  1863,  the  value  of  the  cargoes  im- 
ported into  Madeira  in  American  vessels,  as  reported  to  me,  was  $74,469,  and 
ibeexportH  S10,685.  The  same  by  custom-house  returns  was :  imports,  C34,406; 
eipons,  910,6&A ;  the  difference  in  imports  being  due  to  certain  arbitrary  values 
pUced  on  tbe  latter  on  articles  imported.

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American  ve^Ecls  bonod  to  the  coast  of  Africa  continne  to  toach  at  tbesa 
islandE,  bartp-ring  pine  lumber,  manufactured  and  leaf  tobacco,  wooden  chiura 
and  flonr  for  goatskiuB  and  Bait,  but  in  email  quantities. 

The  preaeut  time  is  the  season  of  the  annual  raina,  but  without  the  nsoaland 
necessary  abundance.  It  Beema  to  foreshadow  a  great  scarcity  of  food  dnriag

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equal  to  1.280,000  Sicily  sized  boxes,  besides  probably  60,000.000  of  o  „  . 
blown  down  by  the  elements.  Ho  conntry  exists  that  prodncea  and  exports  bo 
much.  The  cultivation  is  rife.  Such  a  rodniidancy  will  reduce  the  price  to  a 
Jraction,  and  shows  the  impotency  of  ad  valorem  duties  in  general,  as  also  ita 
iDJDstice,  as  the  same  article  has  not  tbe  same  value  in  every  country;  the 
higher  the  cost,  bo  is  more  duty  to  pay.  I  notice  tbe  excess  of  uranges  imported 
into  Great  Britain;  that  the  markets  there  are  often  overstocked,  resulting  in 
heavy  loBseii.  The  shippers,  including  eigbt  companies,  must  resort  to  other 
markets,  consequently  much  most  be  sent  Co  the  United  States  in  futare.  The 
duty  in  England  is  only  about  one  penny  per  box.  The  export  commences 
early  in  November  and  continues  to  the  end  of  April.  Ice  and  snow  are  some- 
times Been  on  the  tope  of  the  mountains.  Fahrenheit's  thermometer  was  not 
lower  last  wiuter  than  Sa^"  in  February  and  79°  in  August,  the  medial  for  the 
year  in  the  shade  being  66  J°  in  the  city,  the  population  of  which  is  about  20,000, 
and  of  the  whole  island  106,546. 

The  amount  of  exports  was  493,301.91  franca,  of  which  278,344.05  were  to 
GreAt  Brittun ;  and  the  imports.  72^,695.36  francs,  including  418,971.26  franca 
from  Great  Britain,  which  shows  that  she  engrosses  the  chief  trade.  Of  grun, 
eay  wheat,  maize,  and  beans,  some  years  2.S0,a00  to  300,000  bushels  are  ex- 
ported, besides  feeding  the  inhabitants,  cattle,  poultry,  &c.  Thia  in  an  island 
not  more  than  40  by  8  miles  in  extent.

DOMINIONS  OF  THE  NETHERLANDS. 
BoTTBUDAM — Geobge  £.  Wisa,  Contnl. 

March,  13, 1863. 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  circular  29,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  State,  Washington,  November  SO,  1862,  and  in  reply  to  section  9  of  thii 
document,  "requesting  the  consular  officers  to  ascertain  and  report  if,  under  the 
laws  of  the  countries  in  which  they  reside,  they  are  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,"  I  beg  to  state  that  according  to  existing  treaties  between  the  United 
States  and  this  kingdom  American  consuls  are  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

In  the  treaty  dated  January  19. 1839,  is  provided  by  section  3 :  "It  is  farther 
agreed  between  the  contracting  parties  that  the  consale  and  vice-consals  of  tbe 
United  Slates,  and  the  consuls  and  vice-consuls  of  the  Netherlands  in  the  ports 
of  the  said  Stales,  shall  continue  to  enjoy  all  privileges,  protection,  and  aesieiance 
as  may  be  usual  and  necessary  for  the  duly  exercise  of  their  fonctions  in  respect 
also  of  the  deserters  from  the  vessels  whetherpublic  or  private  of  the  cotutiica." 
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In  coQKqaetice  of  this,  American  coneuls  enjoy  the  same  liberty  and  privilege 
here  u  (he  Dntch  cousnlB  in  the  United  States  who  are  authurized  to  admin- 
itter  oaths.  Besideo,  the  said  authority  is  general  to  all  consuls  of  other  powers 
it  this  place. 

Although  this  seems  to  be  Mtip&ctorily  answering  yonr  question,  I  would 
Ml.  while  considering  the  beginning  phrosea  of  aectiun  7,  leave  this  matter 
vitbont  rendering  it  perfectly  perspicuous  in  reference  to  the  spirit  of  (lur  laws. 
Tbu  it  seems  to  me  you  are  nnder  the  impression  that  iu  all  cases  where  con- 
m1«  have  authority  to  administer  oaths,  such  oaths  made  to  invoices  would  have 
"kfal  force,"  {while  saying  in  that  section  7,  "in  those  countries  where  an  oath 
l«  iu  topoicc,  to  be  of  legal  force.") 

lo  ibe  foil  sense  of  the  word,  they  have  not  everywhere ;  according,  at  least, 
to  the  laws  of  Holland,  they  have  not.  For,  would  you  raise  the  question 
wbetber  persons  haviug  made  a  false  oatb  to  an  invoice,  could  be  prosecuted 
tnording  to  the  la«a  of  Holland,  1  liave  to  state,  on  the  authority  cf  learned 
men  of  ^e  law,  that  it  would  not  make  any  difference  whether  such  an  oath 
be  nude  before  a  consul  or  before  a  Dutch  magistrate,  but  that  in  neither  instance 
mild  a  person,  according  to  the  Dutch  laws,  be  punished  for  falsely  swearing 
tou  invoice  of  bis  own. 

Tbe  law  here  punishes  those  who  btar  false  witness  (valsch  getaigenie)  In 
nininal  cases  (strafzaken,)  in  lawsuits  (civile  zaken,)  &c. ;  but  the  supreme 
(Win  of  the  Netherlands  has  decided,  in  several  instances,  that  witness  (getai- 
p^'i)  is  a  testimony  given,  not  in  one's  own  case,  but  in  that  of  another,  and 
tbu  ihen-fore  a  false  oath  made  to  a  certificate  of  origin  by  the  person  who  bim- 
"If  is  interested  in  the  afiair,  ia  not  a  witness  (getaigenis)  according  to  the 
ipirit  of  the  law,  and,  in  consequence,  not  punishable. 

Now,  is  a  "  certificate  of  origin"  a  document  serving  to  prove  that  goods  im- 
I">n«d  from  the  Netherlands  into  the  Dntch  colonies  are  produced  or  manufac- 
lored.  in  order  tw  save  the  higher  duties  levied  on  products  of  other  countries, 
nd  in  this  regard  of  a  similar  use  and  of  the  same  character  as  the  certificates 
W  invoices  prescribed  by  our  government  J 

Therefore,  if  the  supreme  court  of  the  Netherlands  does  not  altribute  to  an 
nth  nude  b>  a  certificate  of  origin,  concerning  the  revenue  of  their  own  country, 
u  oiDch  legal  furce  as  to  enable  their  government  to  prosecnte  false  swearing, 
*t  cannot  by  any  means  expect  that  they  would  give  a  decision  different  from 
t^  above  in  case  of  a  false;  oath  being  sworn  to  an  invoice,  either  before  a 
twinl  or  before  a  Dutch  magistrate,  concerning  the  revenue  of  the  United 

\'kwb  of  law  like  these  are  not  extraordinary  ones  in  Europe;  as  I  have 
umvD  iluu,  in  many  states  of  Germany,  it  is  a  steady  principle  of  law  that  no 
ptTMn  shall  be  allowed  to  swear  for  his  own  cause  and  behalf,  except  in  aerioua 
^■nal  cases. 

Tbns,  our  government  cannot  but  take  those  certificates  to  invoices  as  solemn 
privite  declarations,  sworn'  to  on  our  request  by  the  respective  firms,  (except 
UuM  swam  to  hy  other  persona,  per  procuration,  because  they  are  really  bear- 
t>P"*itncsB,")  and  issue  stronger  measures  to  take  on  the  entrance  of  foreign 
Dfrchuidise  in  our  ports. 

At  to  measares  of  that  kind,  I  shall  have  the  honor  to  give  yon,  in  my  next 
dcpateb,  all  that  I  shall  be  able  to  learo  from  the  adminiatrative  lulea  usual  at 
tbe  huntiers  of  this  country.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  annual  report  cf  the  commerce  of 
tl>is  port,  with  a  tabular  statement,  in  United  States  currency,  of  America  mer- 
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chandiee  imported,  tngether  with  a  Btatement  of  exports  to  the  United  Slates, 
with  Bome  general  obeervationa. 

The  remarkable  featuru  in  commercial  aflaire,  dnring  the  past  year,  is  tbe 
iDfluence  our  civil  war  has  exercised  over  the  commerce  of  this  port,  as  over 
that  ot  the  whole  world. 

If  we  consider  that  this  influence  was  not  felt  abrnad  in  all  its  force,  nntil 
the  second  year  of  the  war,  it  is  right  to  presnme  that  tbe  coming  pe«!e,  with 
its  blesBiugs,  will  not  restore  the  commercial  equilibrium  which  the  war  dis- 
turbed, and  qoiet  the  exaggerated  feare  and  hopes  of  our  trading  population  uutil 
a  second  year  after  its  conclusion. 

Although  the  influence  of  our  war  was  more  immediately  felt  in  the  cnttoB 
manufacturing  districts,  it  did  not  fail  to  affect  all  commercial  relations  of  this 
country  with  the  United  States,  especially  the  produce  market. 

The  diminution  in  the  importation  of  Carolina  cotton,  Virginia  and  Kentncky 
tobacco,  was  followed  by  a  diminished  export  to  the  United  States  of  onr  goods, 
compared  with  that  of  ntber  years.  This  was  especially  the  case  with  coffee, 
gin,  nutmegs,  madder,  and  berrings. 

The  export  of  gin  from  this  port  to  the  United  States  was  insigniflcaot,  owing 
to  the  high  duties.  Madder  and  garanoine  were  exported  to  the  United  States 
only  in  small  quantities,  partly  from  the  reduced  demand,  and  partly  from  tbe 
low  price  asked  by  French  d^ers  in  this  article. 

PBTROLKUM. 

The  importations  of  this  new  article  of  American  commerce  into  this  ecnntry 
have  been  very  small,  compared  with  those  of  other  countries.  This  has  arisen 
partly  from  the  Dutch  nnwillingneas  to  accept  of  an  article  of  commerce  un- 
wonted to  them,  and  pa'  tly  from  fear  of  danger  from  using  it  in  lamps.  I  ehall 
make  it  my  business  to  have  the  community  informed,  through  the  press,  of  the 
dificrence  between  raw  and  refined  petroleum,  so  as  to  increase  the  importation 
of  this  article,  so  important  in  onr  international  trade. 


As  to  the  money  market,  I  have  to  state  that  United  States  bonds  are  not  in 
demand  here.  Our  national  credit,  in  spite  of  the  great  debt  we  have  had  to 
incur,  ha«  proved  to  be  very  substantial  in  Europe,  as  can  easily  be  shown  by  a 
single  instance.  Even  before  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  our  paper  sold  here  at 
68  a  70,  while  the  Auistrian  national  loans,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Italian 
war  sunk  to  30  a  34 ;  a  difference  in  comparison  of  the  two  powers,  under 
similar  circumstances,  quite  favorable  to  our  national  credit  abroad.

annual  report. 

ImparU. — The  o^rgregate  value  of  importa  from  the  United  States,  which 
mntut  of  flour,  beef,  pork,  iish  oil,  herring,  alewiveB.  mackerel,  BOap,  candles, 
piilB,  tabs,  clocks,  and  Inmber,  have  amounted  to  S382,300  68,  in  30  vessels ; 
tbdr  tonnage,  8,235^. 

Export*. — The  aggregate  valae  of  exports,  consisting  of  sugar,  molasses, 
cocoa,  coffee,  and  nld  copper,  hare  amounted  to  $306,276  94. 

EMoncipatiom. — Owing  to  the  emancipation  of  slaves,  which  took  place  on 
the  l«t  of  Jnlj  last,  the  plantations  are  at  a  stand-still.  But  it  is  to  be  hoped 
thtl  as  soon  as  the  regulations  of  the  government  regarding  the  newly  emanci- 
pu«d  tue  put  in  force,  agricultural  a^rs  will  improve. 

The  emancipated  placed  tinder  government. — The  freed  slaves  are  all  under 
tbs  BQrreillance  of  the  goveniment  for  the  term  of  ten  years  ;  that  is,  they  are 
not  U  liberty  to  leave  the  district  where  they  were  formerly  held  as  slaves,  but 
tber  ue  obliged  to  eater  into  contract  with  some  of  the  plauters  in  said  district, 
mall  who  refuse  to  abide  by  this  law  are  at  once  taken  to  the  government 
toiborities  and  compelled  to  labor  on  the  public  works  or  estates. 

Wagri. — Tbe  rate  of  wages  stipulated  by  the  government  is  80c.  (32  centa 
American)  per  diem.  But  even  at  that  price  of  labor  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
gni*  sugar  at  tbe  present  low  price,  (8^.,  or  3^  American  per  pound.)  Many 
of  tbe  estates  bave  changed  bauds  or  been  abandoned  by  their  former  owners, 
u  they  will  not  risk  tbeir  capital  upon  them. 

ImmigratitM. — Efforts  are  being  made  to  introduce  coolies  from  the  colonies 
<w*i  here,  which  are  overpopalated  with  immigrants,  and  who  are,  in  some  of  the 
itUads,  in  a  sLate  of  sloTvation  at  this  moment. 

It  is  very  certain  that  if  agricultural  labor-saving  implements  were  introduced 
W,BugaT  coald  be  raised  at  a  much  greater  profit  than  it  now  is,  as  it  is  quite 
impussible  to  compete  with  other  colonies  where  they  are  introduced.  There  is 
Dot  a  plough  used  in  this  whole  colony,  and  the  majority  of  the  present  planters 
ire  much  averse  to  anything  in  the  shape  of  modern  implements  of  tillage.  The 
utoe  land  is  cnltivated  year  after  year  without  any  change,  simply  by  planting 
Ike  cane  on  the  surface  and  covering  it  a  few  inches  deep,  and  all  is  worked 
widi  the  hoe  and  cutlass, 

liaekMery. — The  machinery  in  nee  is  tbe  common  evaporating  kettle  ;  not 
one  slesm-engine  is  used  in  the  colony. 

O^ee. — There  are  hut  very  few  estates  on  which  coffee  is  cultivated,  bnt 
that  produced  is  of  a  very  fine  quality,  and  is  mostly  shipped  to  Holland. 

CeoM. — Cocoa,  in  former  years,  was  an  important  production  of  this  colony, 
bat  for  some  reason  a  great  portion  of  the  estates  have  been  abandoned,  or  the 
cnltiration  changed  to  sugar. 

Cotton. — The  quantity  of  cotton  raised  here  is  very  limited,  but  of  the  very 
best  quality,  being  of  the  long  staple.  The  whole  amount  produced  per  annnm 
it  ^ni  250  tons. 

Tradt. — Since  the  emancipation  the  manner  of  trade  has  altogether  changed ; 
for  insiance,  the  merchants  formerly  purchased  tbe  cargoes  and  loaded  the  ves- 
His ;  DOW  the  articles  are  sold  for  cash,  and  tbe  mASters  or  agents  purchase  the 
prodncU  for  cash  from  the  planters. 
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Currency. — The  carrencjr  of  this  colony  ia  the  Dutch  guilder,  valued  at  forty 
AiQpricau  cents. 

Exchange. — There  is  nothing  doing  in  exchange  on  the  United  States,  but 
hills  on  Holland  and  EngUud  are  at  par:  twelve  guilders  to  the  pound  sterling. 

Goldmine!. — Thus  far  the  gold  mines  discovered  here  some  four  years  aiuce 
have  amounted  to  little  or  nothing.  The  obvious  reason  is  that  on  the  mountains 
where  they  are  found,  it  is  very  unlieaUhy.and  nearly  all  the  parties  who  have  ex- 
plored them  have  returned  sick ;  and  because  the  gold  is  in  quartz,  and  there  is  no 
kind  of  mining  instruments  here,  it  ia  very  difficult  to  extract  it. 

Wood. — In  ray  report  for  1862  I  made  mention  of  the  various  kinds  of  servicea- 
ble wood  of  thirj  colony,  especially  for  ship-building  purposes.  It  is  said  by  com- 
petent judges  to  be  equal  to  teak.  The  nainea  of  some  are,  brown-heart,  pur- 
ple-heart, greenhenrt  an^  hall-tree.  It  is  mostly  cut  by  the  maroons  or  hush 
negroes,  and  floated  to  town  from  the  interior. 

I  believe  there  have  never  been  any  shipments  of  this  wood  made  to  the  United 
States.  The  ordinary  price  is  forty  American  cents  per  cubic  foot.  There  is 
much  of  the  brown  and  green  heart  shipped  to  the  West  India  islanda,  where 
it  is  need  for  building  small  vessela,  and  alao  for  houaes.

I  beg  leave  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  department  the  great  irregularity 
pncticed  in  ^faie  conntry  with  regard  to  the  verification  of  invoices. 

Ijuge  pnrchasea  of  BrnsseU  lace  have  lately  been  made  here.  Indeed,  I  am 
n^bly  informed  that  they  have  been  larger  than  ever  before  in  the  same 
length  of  time ;  yet  the  invoices  produced  at  this  consulate  have  been  quite 
mill. 

A  practice,  it  appears,  haa  prevailed  for  Bomo  time  to  carry  the  invoicea  of 
IIm  manufacturers  to  London  or  Paris,  and  there  the  goods  are  repacked  and 
ioToiced  by  the  partner  or  agent  who  makes  the  purchase  in  Europe  on  account 
of  the  American  importer,  and  who  finally  obtains  a  certificate  from  the  con- 
nilir  officer  at  some  out-port.  Such  irregular  mode  of  proceeding  causes  not 
Miiy  the  identity  of  the  goods  to  be  lost,  but  favors  misrepresentation  of  their 
ehincter  and  a  lower  estijnate  of  value — the  supposition  being  that  Brussela 
late  can  be  mixed  with  common  Eoglieh  kinds. 

Xor  is  tliia  practice  solely  confined  to  the  lace  trade,  manufacturers  from  the 
■ooUen  districte  of  Belgium  being  in  the  habit  of  Rending  invoices  to  other 
Dluea  on  this  continent,  where  the  partners  or  purchasers  of  the  New  York 
MUMS  reside,  leaving  tbem  the  option  of  obtaining  a  consular  certificate  at 
vhalever  shipping  port  it  suits  their  convenience. 

There  being  no  direct  steam  communication  between  Bel^an  or  French 
ports  and  the  United  States,  large  quantities  of  goods  are  shipped  here  via 
oamburg  and  Bremen,  and  the  practice  alluded  to  has  been  much  favored  by 
rircnlafB  sent  to  shippers  here  tending  to  the  inference  that  the  consul  enconr- 
t^  the  verification  at  the  seaboard. 

Ai  these  may  probably  mislead  sliippers,  I  have,  in  concert  with  my  col- 
^feot  at  Antwerp,  sent  a  notice  to  shippers.  This  has  had  but  littlo  effect, 
md  1  tupectfully  submit,  that  unless  shippers  of  this  country  receive  through 
the  eoninlar  officers  some  peremptory  warning  that  their  gooda  will  be  detained 
It  the  port  of  entry,  they  will,  it  is  feared,  continue  to  carry  their  invoices 
vherever  they  please — a  practice  that  must  tend  seriously  to  injure  the  revenue 
of  the  coimtry.

I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  that  the  rebellion  has  but  little  power  over 
coDunerctal  reUduns  with  some  of  the  European  states. 
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So  far  as  Belgium  \b  concerned,  tliat  rebellion  has,  to  be  enre,  put  a  stop  to 
the  movemeiit  of  AmericaD  cotton,  rice,  tobacco,  and  turpentine ;  but  it  ha«,  by 
the  same  process,  given  to  American  shipping  the  long  and  profitable  trans- 
portation of  rice  and  cotton  from  India  and  guano  from  Pern,  and  the  bringing 
of  turpentine  from  Sweden  ;  and  no  doubt  will  be  held,  except  b;  most  into 
eBt«d  of  parties,  that  a  sum  Bo  added  to  American  profits  should  orerralne  anj 
greater  one  which  might  be  destined  to  extend  human  slavery. 

The  employment  of  the  products  of  our  revolted  States  has  almost  entirely 
ceased  in  the  distiict  of  this  consulate,  without  any  apparent  serious  detriment 
to  it;  while  consumption  of  the  products  of  onr  loyal  States  mpidly  increases 
here,  to  the  evident  advantage  of  both  producers  and  consumer. 

American  grain,  meats,  Iruits,  woods,  and  oil,  are  daily  becoming  of  more 
importance  to  this  dense  and  rapidly  increasing  population;  and  their  coo- 
sumption  will  soon  be  restricted  only  by  Belgian  power  to  pay.  Expensive 
lands,  traversed  by  frequent  ditches  and  hedges,  and  tilled  principally  with  the 
spade,  cannot  well  compete  with  our  cheap,  broad  prairies,  where  ponderous 
steam-ploughs  turn  nnbroken  furrows  for  miles  in  length ;  and  Belg^  grain 
fields  are  being  turned  into  gardens  and  fmit-yards  fur  the  gratification  olT  the 
3,000,000  throats  of  London  and  ultimate  benefit  of  our  western  wheat-growers. 

Carbon  oil,  which  I  have  been  at  some  pains  to  introduce  here,  bow  promises 
also  to  displace  a  considerable  branch  of  agriculture  in  this  district,  by  putting 
a  stop  to  growth  of  rape  and  linseed.  Although  this  is  the  first  year  of  m 
introduction,  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  gallons  have  already  arrived, 
and  future  reports  will  exhibit  a  traffic  startling  in  extent  and  rapidity  of 
growth. 

Thanks  to  our  inventive  genius  and  free  use  of  machinery,  se^'eral  articles  of 
onr  manufactures  are  coming  into  use  here  among  a  people  who  can  retain 
manual  labor  at  only  twenty-fire  cente  a  day.  Uany  more  exchanges  of  what 
we  grow  and  what  we  make  by  machinery,  for  what  must  yet  he  manufactured 
by  band,  could  be  profitably  made. 

Increase  of  onr  tariff  upon  importations  does  not  yet  seem  to  have  reduced 
the  amount  of  exports  from  this  district,  and  the  check  which  took  place  a  year 
ago  appears  to  have  been  but  temporary,  though  of  course  a  part  of  this  ovei^ 
crowded  population  must  in  time  know  that  it  b  to  its  advantage  to  manufacture 
onr  materials  for  us  nearer  our  own  homes. 

Many  of  the  glass-mills  that  were  Bt')pped  for  want  of  orders  ^m  onr  coun- 
try are  again  in  full  blast,  and  considerable  quantities  of  such  window  and 
mirror  glass  as  is  commonly  known  in  onr  market  as  "  French  plate"  are  going 
forward. 

T'he  cloth-mills,  too,  for  some  time  much  engaged  on  military  cloths  for 
rebels,  seem  to  have  returned  to  their  more  legitimate  trade  of  supplying  our 
citizens  with  the  lower  grades  of  dark  cloths  and  cassimeres,  generally  sold  as 
English. 

Of  laces,  although  well  aware  that  they  constitute  a  principal  source  of  com- 
merce between  this  country  and  ours,  I  can  only  report  that  I  believe  they  are 
generally  smuggled. 

Chicory  has  been  a  considerable  article  of  export  from  Antwerp  to  New  Tork 
during  the  past  year.  As  it  is  an  agreeable  and  wholesome  adulterant  for  coffee, 
there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  make  use  of  it;  but,  as  it  may  be  cheaply 
raided  in  any  of  our  States,  there  would  hereafter  be  as  much  reason  in  our 
buying  maize  in  Italy  as  chicory  in  Belgium. 

i  say  above  that  a  part  of  this  overcrowded  population  must  in  time  diseorfr 
its  advantage  in  emigrating  to  our  country.  Five  millions  of  industrious  people, 
of  medium  capacity,  prudence,  and  ambition,  will  not  much  longer  content  tbeni- 
aelves  within  a  territory  equal  in  extent  only  to  one  of  our  amaller  States,  that 
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hiMs  DO  very  great  superiority  of  commercial  poailion,  and  where  the  advaa- 
ttgea  for  mannlkcturiug  for  other  etatee  are  daily  diminishing.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yonr  circahir  No.  30,  making 
terUia  inqniriefl  as  to  the  mode  of  passing  goods  across  the  national  frontier. 

All  goods,  with  but  few  eiceptions,  pass  through  the  kinedom  of  Belgium 
frfe  of  dnly ;  but,  in  order  to  protect  the  government  against  frauds,  the  follow- 
ing pieeantioDH  are  taken  by  the  cuHtom-houBe  officers  during  tlie  passage  of 
pioda  from  one  frontier  to  another,  vis ;  All  goods  on  entering,  and  during 
tbezr  transit  through  Belgium,  are  placed  under  seal,  and  a  cnetom-houee  permit 
is  forwarded  with  the  goods,  which  must  be  presented  at  the  frontier  from 
vbich  the  goods  are  exported.  If  the  permit  is  not  returned  within  six  months 
to  the  place  of  its  iseae,  then  the  duties  must  be  paid  by  the  party  who  entered 
ihe  game  for  transit. 

Tliere  is  another  mode  of  transit  called  "  direct  transit"  Under  this  form 
llie  goods  remain  tinder  the  immediate  control  of  the  castom-house  authorities  ; 
Mng  their  ptusage  through  Belgium  they  are  placed  in  a  car  locked  up  by  a 
(Utom-house  officer,  who  retains  the  keys  until  they  arrive  at  the  national 
tTDDtier.  If  this  itiode  is  select«d,  then  the  custom-house  authorities  assume  all 
n^a»bility,  and  the  person  seuding  the  goods  can  uuder  no  circumstances  he 
held  responsible.

.con  herewith  my  report  on  the  commerce  and  industry  of  this  consular  (Us- 
tnct  for  the  year  1862. 
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General  report  upon  the  commerce  and  induttry  of  the  dUtrid  of  Ghent  Jbr  tke 
year  1862. 

□  BNBBAL  eiTUATlon. 

Tbe  condition  of  divers  branches  of  the  commerce  Bad  indnetij  of  this  pro- 
viuce,  bad  already  in  1861,  by  reason  of  thedeameasof  thealimentoiy  Gommodi- 
ticH,  and  from  the  prejudices  which  inspired  the  European  policy,  became  more 
severe  during  the  year  ]862.  All  kinds  of  basiness  bvae  been  affected,  though 
at  different  degrees,  by  the  unibrtnunte  events  of  which  North  America  hu  been 
the  theatre. 

An  abundant  harvest,  as  well  in  the  cereals  as  in  grass  and  potatoes,  has  pro- 
duced a  marked  depression  in  the  price  of  provisions.  The  temperature  has 
been  exceptionally  mild,  and  has  permitted  tbe  continuance  of  a  diversity  of 
operations  to  which  tbe  frost  has  usually  interposed  ohstructions. 

This  concurrence  of  circumstances,  imited  to  the  activity  of  the  flax  estab- 
lishments, has  contributed  to  mitigate  the  effects  of  the  crisis  upon  the  laboring 
Oiulation  in  the  localities  where  thev  had  not  directed  themselves  to  the  cotton 
ustry.  But  among  these  last,  and  especially  in  the  city  of  Ghent,  and  in  tbe 
adjacent  villages,  where  reside  numerous  cotton  artisans,  the  sufferings  have  been 
very  severe.  It  is  but  just  to  say,  that  these  people  endure  these  si^erings  with 
remarkable  resignation — a  position  as  cruel  as  it  is  unmerited.  From  all  parts, 
however,  succor  bae  come  to  them  with  liberal  earnestness. 

Every  one  bae  done  his  duty.  Tbe  authorities,  as  individuals,  have  sought  all 
the  practicable  means  to  mitigate  afflictions  endured  with  such  perfect  calmncsa. 
The  public  subscriptions,  private  contributions,  and  tbe  estaoliebnentfl  of  be- 
nevolence, have  alleviated  the  misery  in  every  manner  possible. 

In  tbe  city  of  Ghent,  the  municipal  authorities,  with  tbe  assistance  of  the 
state,  as  well  aa  tbe  commercial  and  industrial  circles,  have  lent  a  most  laad- 
able  co-operation  with  the  public  assistance,  in  organizing  relief  meaeores  of 
every  description,  and  in  causing  the  construction  of  public  roads  especially-, 
for  some  time,  by  workmen  wholly  deprived  of  wages. 

The  general  slackening  of  work  in  the  principal  industries  has  brought  about 
a  corresponding  diminution  iu  the  commerce  of  raw  materifJs. 

Flax  and  hemp  alone  have  giveu  place  to  an  importation  much  heavier 
thou  tbe  preceding  year,  which  has  been  raised  to  the  figure  of  4,327,202  kilo- 
grammes. 

The  commerce  of  the  colonial  commodities  and  of  the  fruits  has  been  regnlar. 
It  is  the  same  thing  with  building  timber. 

Tlie  languor  in  industrial  and  commercial  affairs  has  lefl  a  great  deal  of  capi- 
tal without  employment ;  and  an  abundance  of  silver  has  necessarily  produced 
a  reaction  on  the  rates  of  discount. 

The  mean  rate  of  discount  of  the  National  Bank  during  the  year  1863  iras 
3.43  per  cent. 

HAHITIMB  COMMBRCB    AND  THANSPOBTATION. 

The  maritime  commerce  of  this  city  is  principally  sustained  by  the  importa- 
tious  of  raw  materials,  designed  for  the  workshops,  and  of  some  commoditiea 
of  great  consumption. 

The  unfavorable  situation  of  the  greater  part  of  the  industries,  and  the  soffer- 
'  ings  of  the  working  population,  sufficiently  explain  the  reductions  wb'ch  have 
been  signalized  in  the  commerce  of  the  raw  material  and  of  certain  commodities. 

On  the  other  hand,  tbe  abundance  of  the  cereal  crop  and  of  tbe  giasaefl  has  ex- 
empted commerce  from  having  recourse  to  tbe  importation  of  grain,  of  the 
oleaginous  seeds,  of  oil-cakes,  and  of  rice,  as  considembly  as  in  preceding  jemn. 
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The  decrease  of  maritime  commerce  ought  to  be  attributed  principally  to  these 
different  caneee.  It  representa  a  moTement  of  leea  than  five  thonaand  marine 
tana 

As  a  set-off,  the  relalions  witb  England  b^  ateam  resaels,  notwitbstandiog  tbe 
dwreue  of  importationa  of  cotton'wool,  have  not  ceased  to  be  expanded. 
Tie  urirsla  of  steamers  from  Eogland  were  increased  in  1862,  to  tbe  nnmber  of 
mnetj,  representing  fifteen  tbonsand  tons.

Cotttm  in3v*try — tpinnint;  manvfaclorit*. — At  no  epoch  haa  a  crisis  bo 
terrible  as  tbat  whic^h  hne  raf^d  the  greater  part  of  a  year  weighed  eo  oppre?- 
sively  upon  the  cotton  industry. 

In  IBGl  eiionnoua  quantities  of  mannfactored  prodncte  encumbered  the  vare- 
houses  of  the  entire  world  and  rendered  sales  very  difficult.  Id  1S63,  notwitb- 
Btanding  the  snccescive  reductions  which  the  production  was  subjected  to,  the 
offers  of  manufncturcB  have  again  exceeded  the  demand — ihc  outlet,  priuci- 
pally  through  the  interior  market,  has  failed.  The  price  of  cotton  prodncis, 
never  having  been  correspondent  with  the  price  of  the  raw  material,  is  to-day 
fonr  times  greater  than  formerly. 

The  quantity  of  cotton  wool-con)iumed  in  Belgium  in  the  year  1860  was  about 
15,378,000  kilogrammes,  and  in  1861,  14,733,000.  We  then  can  estimate  tliat 
at  the  commencement  of  the  American  war  the  operations  of  the  cotton  mano- 
factories  in  Belgium  produced  an  annual  consumption  little  less  than  fiftcea 
miUions  of  kilogrammes  of  cotton-wool.  In  1862,  the  importations  were 
5,406,000  kilogrammes — 36  per  cent-,  grant  it,  of  the  average  of  fifteen  millionB. 
If  we  reflect  that  at  the  beginning  (if  the  year  1862  there  was  among  the  tradcis 
whatever  manufactme  of  the  Hupplies  of  a  certain  importance  existed,  while  on 
the  31st  December  of  1862  there  was  no  stock  of  raw  materiuls  on  hand,  one 
may  perceive  that  the  work  of  oar  manufactories  has  advanced  30  per  cent,  of 
the  labor  of  an  ordinary  year.  Now,  the  English  statistics  estimate  at  five  and 
a  half  millions  of  bales  the  quantity  of  cotton  consumed  annually  in  the  whole 
world  ;  and  at  eigfate<-n  hundred  bides  only,  Bay  about  32  per  cent  of  the  total 
amount  of  that  quantity  for  the  year  1802.  Thia  simple  compartBOU  establishes 
that  the  efforts  of  the  manufacturers  of  this  city  to  sustain  work  are  not  less 
than  those  employed  elsewhere. 

Weaving. — The  weaving  eotablisbm^nts  hare  snffered  from  the  crisis,  as 
well  as  all  branches  directly  depending  on  the  cotton  industry.  A  great  many 
have  been  entirely  suspended.  Others  have  been  only  worked  in  part.  The 
manufacture  of  the  heavy  articles  has  totally  ceased,  the  sale  having  become  im- 
possible. 

The  weaving  of  fancy  articlcB,  with  which  the  Ghent  market  has  been  en- 
cumbered, has  Dccn  eoually  Buaponded,  The  light  articles  are  the  only  ones 
which  can  be  produced  with  a  diBadvantagc  less  nuuked.     In  general,  the  k- 
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dnclion  of  work  in  the  weaving  eBtabtinhmenta  hae  asatuued  proportions  as 
^cett.  if  not  greater  than  in  the  spinning  manufactures. 

Tkt  printed  cotlimt.—Tho  tntmnfactnre  of  printe  has  been  little  carried  on  in 
1863.  The  great  qoautity  of  printed  tieeues  on  hand,  and  the  impossibility  of 
obtaining  rem  tin  erative  prices,  have  forced  the  printers  to  reduce  their  work 
moce  than  one  half.  For  want  of  outlets,  or  market,  many  towards  the  end  of 
lL«  year  stopped  work  altogether. 

Tkefiax  indmitry — preparation  of  fiax. — The  flax  harvest  of  186S  has  pn>- 
iatfA  an  average  return ;  but  the  commerce  of  the  raw  material  ha«  tieen  briskly 
invigorated  bolii  by  the  high  price  and  scarcity  of  cotton-wool,  as  well  as  the 
work  in  preparing  flax  has  given  to  it  great  advantages. 

At  Deyuze,  where  the  steeping  of  the  flax  is  undergone  in  the  Lys,  this  work 
bag  been  very  active.  We  can  equally  point  to  the  development  which  the 
commerce  of  tow  has  assumed  in  tbis  locality. 

At  Eedoo,  the  facilities  and  advantages  which  the  steeping  in  the  new  canal 
of  Scbipdonck  offers,  had  induced  the  cultivators  to  sow  flax  more  considerably 
ituD  in  other  years.  Thus,  the  labor  on  flax  had  given  occupation  to  a  great 
many  hands  in  this  district,  and  produced  the  most  iavorable  results. 

The  bluish  flax  is  exported  to  France ;  the  yellowish,  steeped  in  the  canal 
of  Stlipdonck,  is  despatched  in  great  quantities  to  England. 

Tkt  mamufactariei  of  fiax  a%d  low. — The  year  18C)2,  withoot  being  able  to 
be  termed  brilliant,  has  been,  nevertheless,  as  a  general  result,  favorable  to  the 
&1X  spinning  mills. 

The  first  seven  months  of  the  year  passed  off  in  regular  and  sustained  op- 
erations, withoat  variations  in  tne  prices.  The  production  and  sale  were  so 
bsUneed  as  to  preserve  in  the  warehonses  a  stock  sufficiently  well  supplied. 
Tovards  the  month  nf  August,  considerable  deniandB  for  threads  were  de- 
clared. This  was,  for  that  year,  the  event  of  the  year.  The  increasing  dearth 
of  cotton,  and  the  excessive  demands  of  thb  article,  had  driven  a  gre^t  oiAUj  of 
llie  traders  to  seek  after  a  material  which  could  supply  the  place  of  cotton.  The 
threads  of  flax  and  of  tow  were  naturally  regarded  as  proper  eubslitutes  for 
cotton  threads  in  many  cases.  The  impulse  being  given,  the  stocks  rapidly 
fliipped  off,  and  at  an  advance  ;  many  of  the  engagements  were,  however,  con- 
tracted under  these  conditions.  This  state  of  things  passed  off  to  the  period 
vben  the  flax  of  the  new  crop  commenced  to  come  into  market.  The  rise  did 
not  delay  to  be  communicated  to  the  raw  material,  which  went  up  about  thirty 
per  cent. ;  upon  threads  it  reached  about  twenty  per  cent,  which  suBtaine  the 
iflstion  which  exists  between  the  two  prices. 

By  way  of  summary,  all  the  flax  establishments  of  this  district,  the  imple- 
mems  of  which  were  estimated  at  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
tpiadles,  and  the  number  of  artisans  about  six  thousand,  have  been  in  full  ac- 
tiriiy  daring  the  whole  year.  One  can  also  note  the  tendency  of  this  industry 
to  augment  its  means  of  production,  at  the  same  ^me  the  rise  continues  in  the 
*ve8  which  are  paid  to  the  artisans.  Bnt  it  is  a  yet  more  happy  circumstance 
lo  be  able  to  dedare  the  prosperity  of  the  linen  industry,  which,  by  its  activity, 
has  so  powerfully  contributea  to  protect  from  frightful  misery  a  portion  of  the 
families  afiected  by  the  stagnancy  forced  upon  the  cotton  manufactures. 

fi^eaumg. — Tlie  manufacture  of  linen  cloth,  and  of  the  tows,  was  active  dtir- 
■Dg  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  IBtJS.  iu  the  month  of  October,  the 
rise  in  threads  intervene  to  fetter  work ;  and  in  the  month  of  November,  it 
proved  to  be  a  stagnation  sufficiently  marked. 

The  cause  of  this  circumstance  is  to  be  attributed  to  this  :  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Low  Countries,  with  the  view  to  protect  the  cloth  fabrics  of  Northern 
Brabant,  haa  raised  the  custom  duties  upon  Belgian  cloth  from  one  to  fire  per 
cent.,  dating  from  the  Cth  of  November  Lst.  ,-.  , 
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The  Holland  market,  however,  tends  to  avai]  the  Belgian  flax  matmractQTers ; 
already  the  exportation  of  the  whitened  cloths  in  the  directioQ  of  Holland  btu 
become  almost  nothiDg.  The  manufacture  of  fabrics  for  veils  remiuned  sta- 
tionary in  1862. 

Laeei. — This  industry  has  been  seriously  affected  by  political  evente.  The 
ontlets  for  them  have  steadily  failed ;  the  email  ordinary  laces,  principally  the 
description  called  the  Valencian,  alone  have  been  found  to  keep  a  position. 
The  uaeasinesB  of  this  industry  has  produced  unhappy  consequences  to  the 
immense  working  popnlntiort  whicli  is  employed  in  the  diEtricts  for  making  lace«. 

Tie  woollen  indnttry — ginning  manufaclofia. — The  scarcity  of  the  cotton 
threads  has  actively  during  the  entire  year  1863  invigorated  the  demand  for 
woollen  threads,  both  combed  and  carded.  The  consumption,  which  abandoned 
the  cotton  cloths,  has  produced  high  prices  for  these,  embracing  woollen  tissues. 
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Qbent  have  been  in  full  activity  during  the  whole  year,  and  they  have  readily 
found  money  for  their  products.  The  manufacturers  of  Kecloo  during  the  year 
1862  again  augmented  their  means  of  production. 

Wtaving. — The  manufacture  of  the  tissues  of  pure  wool  has  been  active 
during  the  whole  year ;  it  has  been  the  same  with  the  manufacture  of  the  mixed 
tissues,  the  principal  branch  of  the  industry  at  Eecloo. 

Tiamei  o/"  tilk. — The  work  in  this  branch  of  industry  carried  on  at  Dfeyuee 
has  been  in  a  langaishiog  condition  duriug  the  whole  of  the  year.  The  wagea 
of  the  workmen  have  been  inadequate,  sod  a  great  many  weavers  have  aban- 
doned this  description  of  buamess. 

Cantlructim  of  vtackina — machintry. — The  unfavorable  situation  of  the 
most  of  the  industries  has  necessarily  reacted  upon  machinery  aad  the  con- 
stmction  of  machines  eiuce  the  work  for  the  interior  has  been  very  limited. 

Many  of  the  principal  constructors,  nevertheless,  have  for  many  year«  noade 
etrenuous  efforts  to  send  off  the  results  of  their  industry,  and  they  are  indebted 
to  the  superiority  of  their  workmanship  for  seeing  their  efforts  crowned  with 
enccesB.  They  have  learned  to  relieve  measurably  the  local  sufferings,  and 
their  establishments  have  been  preserved  in  activity  during  the  entire  year. 
The  construction  of  railroad  materials  has  been  very  active  in  snch  establish- 
ments where  this  species  of  labor  is  carried  on.  The  maunfacture  of  cord 
trimmings  has  been  affected  by  the  stagnation  of  work  in  the  cotton  epimiiDg 
mills. 

The  Tcfinijtg  of  tugar. — ^Thle  iudnstry  has  suffered  from  the  languor  of 
afiairs  generally.  The  production  has  been  nearly  the  same  as  in  1861,  but 
the  refiners  have  been  forced  to  realize  their  products  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

Breweriet  and  dittUleriet. — The  welt  marked  diminution  in  the  labor  of  the 
breweries  iu  1861  was  partially  regained  in  1862.  In  the  work  of  the  distil- 
leries we  remark,  on  the  contrary,  a  reduction  attributable,  in  the  town  distilleries, 
to  the  influence  of  the  industrial  crisis.  As  to  the  rural  dbtilleries,  the  low 
price  of  hay  has  reacted  upon  their  products. 

Tie  oil  industry. — The  crop  of  oleaginous  grains  has  been  an  ordtnaiy 
yield,  but  affected  by  some  imfavorable  circumstances  and  a  season  too  humid. 
The  importations  of  foreign  grains  were  inferior  to  those  of  the  year  preceding 
by  two  millioos  of  kilogrammes.  The  price  of  grains  has  continued  almost 
conatautly  too  high  to  permit  to  the  manufacturer  a  snflScient  profit  to  remnner- 
ate  his  labor;  thus  many  of  the  manufactories  have  been  nnable  to  maintain 
themselves  in  activity.  Another  circumstance  has  coticurred  to  euham-e  yet 
more  the  position  of  this  industry;  this  is  the  I'Ztenaive  importations  of  Anrteri- 
can  mineral  oil.  This  oil  makes  for  the  pure  vegetable  oils  a  competition  which  the 
latter  cannot  susttun — the  more  so>  that  the  mineral  oil  is  entry  free. 
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deauetd  produelion* — mJphatet,  laltt  and  eryMtali  of  toda,  acid*,  and 
tMorme*. — The  continuation  of  tlie  American  crisis,  and  the  patting  in  force  of 
the  treaty  of  commerce  with  England,  have  exercised  a  most  diaaatrona  infln- 
cDce  npon  the  mannfactore  of  chemical  productions. 

The  saspenBion  of  work  in  the  glaas-houses  engaged  far  exportation  and  the 
mpite  of  many  establish menta  for  bleaching,  dyeing,  and  dreaeing,  suBtained  in 
ordinvy  times  by  the  tiBSues  of  cotton,  have  rendered  disposable  immense  qnan- 
titiee  of  prodncts  in  the  greater  part  of  the  large  manufactories ;  moreover,  an 
onlimitea  competition  is  established,  not  only  among  the  indigenaas  products, 
bnt  especially  Detweeu  them  and  the  English  products,  which,  bonded  in  bulk 
before  the  treaty  iros  put  in  force,  have,  from  the  promnlgatiou  of  the  treaty, 
OTerrnn  the  manet. 

At  length,  the  disappeanince  of  the  mannfactnre  of  bone-glae  has  taken  away 
a  considerable  market  for  the  consumption  of  chloric  acid. 

Azure  and  uicramarine  bluet. — The  mauufactnre  and  sale  of  these  articles 
kare  not  presented  any  striking  difference  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

Waite  lead. — I'he  mannfactare  of  white  lead,  on  the  contrary,  has  suffered 
&0II1  the  general  atagnation  of  a&irs.  The  consumptioa  and  exportation  were 
less  than  in  1861. 

Ghu. — ^The  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  article  have  been  made  under  cir- 
CDmstancea  more  regular  than  in  the  previous  year.  Its  productions  have  found 
iaveitments  in  England,  and  its  excellent  qualities  have  caused  there  a  very 
great  demand.  The  sale  for  the  interior  has  been  fettered  by  the  importation 
of  French  glne  imported  in  Belgium,  favored  by  the  new  tanff,  which  is  very 
low,  ioasmaeh  as  the  manufacturers  of  glne  (^m  for  Belgium  similar  rights 
of  entry  with  France. 

Soap,  hard  and  perfvjiud. — la  consequence  of  the  increase  of  the  interior 
CODMimption,  these  industries  have  had  a  favorable  year. 

VhiaiTy. — The  crop  of  this  root  was  bad,  and  con  be  estimated  but  at  two- 
Ihifds  of  OD  ordinary  year.  The  demand  for  the  interior  consumption  was 
r^Iar,  bnt  st  prices  always  downward  and  little  remuneration. 

The  export  to  England  is  rendered  impossible  by  the  prohibitory  coatom- 
lioiue  dntiea  with  which  chicory  is  there  burdened. 

As  to  America,  the  exportation  is  made  under  circumstances  little  favorable 
by  reason  of  the  war,  which  paralyzes  affairs  there. 

The  export  to  France  is  always  limited. 

The  freparatum  of  rahhit  ikim  and  thtarittg. — The  marked  improvement 
in  this  industry  in  1861  was  susuined  during  the  entire  year  of  1862.  The 
irork  underwent  even  a  notable  increase.  The  orders  for  exports  were  import- 
ut,  and  permitted  this  industry  successfully  Xa  pass  throngn  a  crisis  in  which 
the  greater  portion  of  the  other  industries  had  to  suffer.  The  shearing,  station- 
try  daring  the  firet  months  of  1862,  resumed  a  certain  activity  towards  the  close 
^tbe  year;  and  the  demands  which  now  exist  give  asdnrauce  of  work  fur  this 
iadnatry  for  some  time. 

Hortiemltmre. — The  sale  was  a  little  better  than  in  1861,  without,  however, 
being  active.  Thih  indostry,  which  depends  exclusively  npon  exportation,  al- 
ways sensibly  respects  the  rebouiid  of  political  events. 

StearimeM. — This  manufacture  has  been  actively  carried  on  in  the  estnb- 
Bsbments.  The  sale  of  its  productions  has  been  regularly  effected.  Neverthe- 
less there  has  been  a  very  great  diminution  in  the  temporary  withdrawal  of 
breign  fats  and  oils  from  the  mart  for  convereion  to  wax  candles  aud  oleagi- 
nous Mid.  These  withdrawals  in  1862  amounted  to  only  116,321  kilogrammes, 
against  262,000  in  1861. 

The  nail  manufacloriei  have  exhibited  a  little  more  activity  than  in  1861. 
Here  than  half  of  their  productions  are  destined  for  exportation.      , 
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Theitarch  ffliiRw^efvrertliarebadaTear  enfficientlffaTorablo.  At  Deynze 
this  industry  iDcliDee  to  take  an  expansion. 

The  marble  workt  have  been  favored  by  important  ordera  for  exportatioD, 
principally  in  the  direction  of  northern  Europe.

f roved  by  the  EioK,  and  will  go  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  Uay,  1864. 
t  coDt^ns  some  changes  from  the  present  tariff  that  may  be  of  considerable 
importance  to  the  trade  of  the  United  Btates.  Among  these  are  the  dnty  on 
vessels.  Veuels,  nnder  the  present  tariff,  pay  a  dnty  of  10  rix-dollaifl  per  com- 
mercial last,  (abont  t&  46  per  commercial  laat.)  The  new  tariff  is  3  per  cenL  od 
the  value.  Boats,  which  paid  a  duty  of  20  per  cent,  on  the  valne,  now  pay  only 
3  per  cent. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  ship-ownerB  here,  that  when  the  new  tariff  has  gone  into 
force,  American  vesBels  will  find  a  good  market  in  this  country.  An  American 
vessel  has  been  bongfat  lately  by  a  gentleman  now  in  thia  city,  who  assures  me 
that  under  the  new  tariff  be  would  have  saved  npwards  of  2,000  rix-dollars. 

Among  the  articles  that  wilt  be  tree,  are  guano,  potash,  cotton,  fresh,  salted 
and  smoked  pork  and  beef.  The  dnty  on  salted  pork,  nnder  the  present  tariff, 
is  S.13  skilling  per  pound;  beef,  1.06  skilling  on  salted,  and  2.12  skilling  per 
pound  on  smoked  beef. 

All  kinds  of  grain  and  garden  produce  are  free.  Flour  pays  at  present  1:27 
skilling  per  pound.  Under  the  new  tariff  it  is  free.  The  duty  on  cheese  has 
been  raised  from  4.S4  to  5  skillings  per  pound,  whilst  the  heavy  duty  on  butter, 
of  2.70  skillings  per  pound,  is  taken  off  altogether,  and  that  article  is  now  free. 
The  duty  on  tobacco  nas  been  raised  to,  viz  :  On  leaves  and  stems,  from  1.59  to 
5  skillings  per  pound;  smoking  and  chewing  tobacco,  from  6.01  to  8  skillings. 
Snuff  has  been  reduced  a  sm^l  trifle,  from  8.48  to  8  skilling*  per  pound,  and 
cigars  from  33.92  to  32  skillings.  Hides,  which  under  the  present  tariff  pay 
4.24  skillings  per  pound,  are  now  free  also.

I  hare  tbe  honor  to  tmnsmit  herewith  to  yoa  my  report  of  the  trade  and 
wmmerce  of  Denmark  for  the  year  1862. 

So  report  for  the  present  year  has  been  published  as  yet. 

The  principal  articles  of  exportation  from  this  country  are  agricultural  pro- 
anctiong,  and  the  exportaUon  of  these  articles  has  been  considerably  less  than 
in  1861. 

The  direct  trade  with  the  United  States  amounts  to  almost  nothing  for  the  past 
u  vrll  as  for  the  present  year.  The  trade  with  the  United  States  is  carried  on 
pnoripally  through  the  cities  of  Bremen  and  Hamburg. 

If  we  take  the  article  of  tobacco  as  an  example,  we  find  that  of  tbe  8,618,185 
pnands  import«d,  only  4,780  pounds  came  direct  from  tbe  United  States. 

This  is  also  the  case  with  rice,  cotton,  kerosene,  lard,  Ice.,  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  all  which  articles  is  imported  into  this  conntry. 

The  crops  here  the  present  year,  which  in  the  beginaing  of  the  summer  had 
*n  the  appearance  of  being  very  large,  suffered  severely  during  the  harvest  by 
'be  wet  weather.  The  rye  was  secured  in  good  order,  but  all  other  kinds  suf- 
f"^  severely  ;  still  the  crops  as  a  whole  may  be  considered  a,  fair  average.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  disparity  between  the  value  of  eipor- 
tations  and  importationB  lies  in  the  official  valuation  of  the  exported  articlet, 
while  the  value  of  the  imported  articles  is  taken  from  tbe  invoice  prices. 

The  whole  exportation  of  grain  in  1862  was  664,816  barrels,  or  IS  percent. 
less  than  in  1861;  of  this,  wheat  felt  off  51  per  cent.;  rye  28  per  cent.;  barley  6 
per  cent;  oats  4  per  cent.,  and  buckwheat  4  per  ceut.  The  exportation  of  rape- 
seed  was  considerably  larger  in  1862  than  in  1861,  an  increased  exportation 
of  42  per  cent. 

IMPORTATIONS. 

The  importations  in  1862  were  aboat  44,000,000  pounds  more  than  in  1S61. 
but  with  a  valae  of  73,U0O  rix-doUars  leas.  Less  grain  also  was  imported  in 
1862  than  in  1861.     Tbe  importations  of  grain  for  the  last  five  yean  have  been—

The  transit  trade  or  exportation  of  foreign  articles  has  been  better  than  in 
1861,  although  the  importation  of  a  few  articlcis  baa  been  less.  Of  coffee. 
1,600,000  pounds  less  were  imported  tb&n  in  1861,  but  the  esportations  were 
nevertheless  3,000,000  more.  Of  rice,  there  were  imported  1,600,000  ponnde 
less,  but  the  exportations  were  300,000  ponnds  more.  And  of  wool,  ihe  impor- 
tatioua  were  140,000  pounds  less,  but  the  exportation  1,000,000  pounds  more 
than  in  1861.

In  the  coasting  trade  there  were  engaged  2,1S1  more  vessels  than  in  1861, 
being  82,431  against  80,310;  and  in  tne  foreign  trade  1,296  vessels  more

The  accompanying  are  the  only  italiBticB  of  trade  at  this  port  I  shall  be 
tble  (o  make,  aa  it  is  the  only  record  kept  and  published  relating  to  shipping, 
mi  therefore,  comprises  only  the  entries  with  the  amount  of  cargoes,  wiuout 
Fitting  f(»th  what  their  cargoea  consiat  of  or  tl)eir  value. 

He  total  number  of  vesaels  which  entered  the  port  of  Altona  during  the 
jHir  1863  was  1,457,  of  a  burden  of  69,544^  commercial  lasts,  eqairalent  to 
163,747  tons.  Deducting  from  these  figures  342  vessela,  belonging  to  the 
duchies  of  Holstein  and  ^chleswig,  and  68  vessels  from  Denmark,  of  a  burden 
of  4,339  commercial  laata,  eoaivuent  to  11,932  tons,  it  leaves  the  number  of 
f'ireigD  ships  1,047,  the  total  burden  of  which  would  be  55,205  commercial 
luU,  or  151,815  tons. 

Altona  is  a  free  port  of  entry,  the  only  impost  on  shipping  being  that  of  ^rt 
fht^ ;  otherwise,  goods  and  foreign  prodncts  of  all  kinds  are  stored  here  with- 
cnt  paying  any  dntv.  Hence  the  merdiants  of  Altona  ore  in  a  position  to  com- 
I^  *ilh  their  neignbors  in  Hamburg,  with  whom  an  eztensive  Snsiness  is  done. 
KnU  are  much  cheaper  in  Altona  than  Hamburg,  the  difference  being  one-half 
>n  fivor  of  Altona.  This  is  a  conaiderable  item,  and  the  result  is  some  hun- 
ioAi  of  Hamburg  merchants  reside  in  and  around  Altona.  The  trade  and 
tuinierce  of  this  place  are  considerably  on  the  increase.  There  are  four  ship* 
.^uds  here  in  full  employ,  two  of  them  wholly  engaged  on  new  ships,  the 
"ttera  confined  mostly  to  repairs.  There  are  also  several  lai^  flouring  millB, 
Dr«veries,  iron  foundries ;  also  cake  mills,  furniture  shops,  and  large  dyeing 
'^blijhments,  with  an  infinite  number  of  cigar  manufactories,  and  severu 
['■jUM  and  cordial  manufactories.  The  latter  have  done  a  considerable  business 
"i«h  ihe  Bouthent  States,  but  at  tbi»  time  can  do  nothing  on  account  of  the 
I'liickide.  The  authorities  of  Holstein  are  cleansing,  enlarging,  and  generally 
impronng  the  port  of  Glockstadt,  also,  with  a  view  to  make  it  accommodate

A  large  business  is  done  hy  Altona  merchants  and  manufnctarcrs  with  the 
Uniled  States,  the  carrying  of  which  is  mainly  monopolized  by  the  Hamburg 
and  American  Steamship  Company.  The  neamesB  of  Altoua  to  Hamburg 
operates  to  the  disadvantage  of  this  consulate. 

The  t^ty  of  Altona  continues  to  improve  very  fast;  two  hundred  honaes 
have  been  built  since  the  month  of  June,  1862,  and  the  population  is  now 
fifty  thousand.  Trade,  manufactures,  and  commerce  geuenilly  are  on  the 
increase.

port  not  a  free  port,"  has  been  so  modified  that,  from  the  first  of  April  last,  all 
Bnch  imports  pay  half  duty;  and  from  the  first  day  of  April,  1864,  all  protec- 
tion is  removed  aod  fiill  dnty  paid ;  and  by  which,  also,  goods  heretofore  paying 
half  duty  pay  full  duty,  from  the  first  of  April  last. 

The  export  dnties  on  sngar,  mm,  and  molasses  were  changed  a  few  months 
befbre  my  arrival  here,  placing  foreign  veaaels  on  the  same  footing  as  Danish. 
By  the  new  law  all  exports  of  sugar  are  5  per  cent,  and  all  exports  of  nun  and 
molasses  ore  3  percent,  ad  valorem,  just  half  the  former  rates  paid  by  foreign 
resaela  or  by  Danish  vessels  to  a  foreign  place.  These  changes,  which  place 
foreign  commerce  on  the  same  footing  with  Danish,  will  affect  very  favorably 
the  interests  of  American  citizens  engaged  in  the  trade  of  this  island. 

The  other  alterations  have  been  made  in  this  tariff  since  it  was  pabliehed  in 
1850.

A.— Navigation. 

§  1.  All  vessels,  nadve  or  foreign,  both  from  native  and  foreign  porta,  may

Thomas,  additional  tonnage  does  are  to  be  paid  only  in  case  the  vessel  shonld 
again  discharge  or  load,  during  the  same  voyage,  goods  to  snch  an  amount  that, 
together  with  the  previous  amount  discharged  or  loaded,  it  shall  reach  a  qnan- 
tity  on  which  a  higher  tonnage  due  is  fixed. 

At  ChristianBted,  vessels  are  further  to  pay  one-half  the  amonst  <^  t

I.   TOPOOBAPHY  OF   THK   CUU«THY, 

The  area  of  Sweden,  including  land  and  water,  ia  3,865^  aqnare  ntilea  Swedish, 
which  ia  aix  and  two-thirda  English.'  Of  this  area  3,492  aqnate  milea  Swedish 
ia  land,  and  373}  aqoare  miles  water. 

Laka. — The  number  of  navigable  large  lakes  ia  twenty-flva;  of  navigable 
amall  lakes  the  nomber  ia  forty ;  and  to  theae  mnat  be  added  two  hnndred  and 
twelve  more,  not  navigable  in  the  ordinary  aense  of  the  term,  hot  which  are 
navigated  by  very  amall  steamers,  such  aa  are  common  here,  and  nowhere  else, 
I  believe ;  of  from  two  to  ten  horse  power.  There  are  alao  two  hnndred  and  five 
very  amall  lakea,  which  are  navigable  only  for  yachts,  skiffs,  and  scows. 

JtiorTM. — Of  navigable  rivera  there  are  forty-one,  of  which  twenty  are  navi- 
gable for  large  vessels,  and  twenty-one  for  sloopa  and  steamers  of  a  moderate 
aize,  while  there  are  about  fifty  more  on  which  the  amalleat  steamers,  soch  as 
those  before  mentioned,  ply  with  email  packages  and  passengers. 

hland*. — Sweden  is  a  countty  of  islands,  the  baya  of  the  Baltic  and  all  the 
rivera  being  f^ll  of  them.  There  are  twenty-two  large  islands  marked  and 
named  on  the  map  of  Sweden,  and  several  thoneand  more  whose  names  are 
known  only  to  those  living  on  or  near  them. 

Watrr-falli. — ^This  country  ia  also  remarkable  for  the  number  and  fpreat 
dynamic  power  of  its  water-falls,  of  which  there  are  twenty-five  very  remark- 
able, and  several  hnndred  snitahle  for  mills  and  manufactories. 

II.  THB  CLIMATE. 

Sweden  lies  between  latitude  55°  85'  and  69°  3'  N.  and  longitude  10°  50' 
and  24°  49'  £.  of  Greenwich,  the  average  of  latitude  being  2°  14'  higher  than 
the  southern  coast  of  Greenland,  and  about  14°  higher  than  the  average  northern 
boundary  of  the  United  SUtes. 

Gu^  Stream. — It  is  separated  from  the  direct  influence  of  the  Gulf  Stream, 
first,  by  the  interposition  of  t)ie  British  islands,  and  secondly,  by  the  w-faole 
length  and  breadth  of  Norway,  So  far  as  that  wonderful  provision  for  tempering 
the  high  latitudes  of  northern  Europe  is  concerned,  Sweden  ia  neatly  abandoned 
to  the  natnral  and  direct  force  of  latitude  alone. 

Seatotu. — The  average  time,  therefore,  of  the  closing  of  the  Swedish  lakes 
and  rivera,  in  the  middle  of  the  conntry,  ia  the  15th  of  December,  and  the 
average  date  of  their  opening  is  the  20th  of  April.  The  average  length  of  the 
agricultural  season,  or  the  time  between  frosts,  for  middle  Sweden,  is  about 
five  months  and  twenty  daya,  while  the  length  of  the  season  north  of  Stockholm, 
covering  one  of  the  most  productive  porlions  of  the  country,  is  only  about  four 
months  and  IS  days. 

III.  VALUATION  OF  PBOPBBTY. 

The  real  property  of  Sweden  by  the  returns  of  1860  is  aet  down  at  about 
$476,367,264  for  the  country  districts,  and  for  the  citiea  at  about  985,400,000 ; 
thus  giving  an  aggr^ate  of  real  property  for  the  whole  country  9561,767,264.

VI.  BAMTABV  CONCLnS[ONS. 

The  dimate  of  Sweden,  thongb  severe,  is  dry  and  braung,  aud  does  not  tend 
to  ibe  development  of  consnmption,  that  scourge  of  uor&em  latitudes.  Its 
tendency  ia  mtber  to  inflammatory  diseases. 

It  IB  a  Bingalar  fact,  in  the  relations  between  health  and  climate,  that  the 
nalidies  of  southern  latitudes,  nsoally  attributed  to  excesBive  heat,  are  indigenous 
*lio  to  this  land  of  frost;  for  here  in  Stcckholm,  as  well  as  in  other  considera- 
Ue  towDB  of  Sweden,  the  Aaia^  cholera,  so  called,  and  the  Syrian  leprosy  are 
THj  vimlent  and  common. 

Not  only  the  statistics  of  the  country,  bnt  the  most  casual  observation,  show 
UMtche  proportion  of  those  bom  deaf,  blind,  and  otherwise  disabled,  is  alarmingly 
pfi.  The  namber  of  those  bom  free  from  all  connatural  blemish  is  exceedingly 
null. 

Of  cliildreti  below  one  year,  there  die  annually  16  per  cent.;  between  one 
ud  two  years,  40  per  cent.;  two  and  three  years,  3  per  cent.;  adults  at  30,  0.9 
per  cent.;  adalts  at  40,  1  per  cent;  adults  at  50,  2  per  cent.;  adults  at  80,  16 
percent 

It  will  be  perceived,  therefore,  that  59  per  cent  of  all  persons  bom  in  Sweden 
Jie  before  reaching  the  end  of  their  third  year. 

The  Swedes  are  remarkable  for  tbeir  attention  to  and  for  the  means  they 
We  provided  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health ;  but  bo  long  as  49  per 
cent  of  all  children  bom  in  Stockholm  are  illegitimate,  as  is  now  the  fact  and 
■0  long  as  the  marriage  covenant  is  so  generdly  disregarded  throughout  the 
country,  making  future  connexion  between  the  nearest  blood  relatives  unavoida- 
ble and  frequent  because  unknown,  aud  impossible  to  be  known,  the  infraction 
of  the  natural  and  revealed  law  must  continue  to  fill  Sweden  with  this  miserable 
fecand  for  chari^. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  waste  of  life  caused  fay  this  profligacy,  and  ex- 
hibited in  the  great  morUlity  among  children  unlawfully  bom,  and  abandoned 
«  neglected  by  their  parents,  tbe  average  longevity  of  the  whole  Swedish  ^ 
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popnlation  U  no  lees  than  51  years,  or  nearly  eight  yean  greater  than  the 
average  longevity  of  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

VII.  PUBLIC  CHABITIBS. 

There  are  in  all  Sweden  3,123  hoceea  for  the  poor,  besides  one  and  tuxt  iosti- 
tutiona  each  for  widows,  orphans,  seamen,  and  soldteis;  and  the  whole  ntunber 
of  those  relieved  annoally  in  the  poor-houses  about  133,000.  and  in  all  other 
institatians  about  9,000 ;  total,  143,000. 

The  annual  cost  of  these  public  chanties,  in  the  poor-hooMS,  is  about 
9650,000;  in  all  other  institutions  about  S100,000. 

Vlli.  CIVIL    OOVBRKHBNT. 

The  government  of  Sweden  is  a  monarchy  limited  by  the  eonstitation  of 
1809,  and  by  the  old  laws  of  the  land,  which  are  reguded  as  most  of  alt 
fundamental. 


There  is  no  distinclian  made  in  Sweden  between  law  and  equity.    The  courts 
ore  divided  into  two  general  classes,  known  as  common  courts  and  special 


XIII.   TAXATION. 

*  *  *  Such  has  been  the  singular  history  of  this  country,  that,  ctratlyas 
is  its  government,  about  fifty-one  per  cent  of  the  present  population  are  bom 
to  an  exemption  from  all  personal  taxation.  •         •  •  •         • 

Though  all  the  land  is  taxed,  with  the  exceptions  already  made,  the  assees- 
ments  are  entirely  unequal ;  some  farms  being  taxed  so  heavily  as  to  reduce 
their  market  value  almost  to  zero,  while  other  farms  pay  so  little  to  govemmuit, 
and  are  consequently  so  high  in  market  value,  that  none  but  the  wealthy  can 
own  them.  The  natural  result  of  this  old  historical  system  is,  that  practically 
tbe  poor  pay  nearly  all  the  taxes. 

XIV.  AOUfniLTUBB. 

Land  under  ptoitgh. — The  quantity  of  land  under  plough  is  returned  at 
6,000,000  ttiniUa*d — one  tnnnland  being  equal  to  one  acre  and  a  quarter 
Snglish ;  and  therefore  the  quantity  of  land  under  this  sort  of  tillage  amounts 
to  an  average  of  only  about  one  and  a  half  English  acres  to  the  individual,  or 
seven  acres  and  a  h^  to  an  average  family. 

Land  in  gran.—The  land  in  grass  is  reported  at  4,000,000  twnnltmd,  but  a 
large  part  of  this  area  is  pasture,  and  tbe  quantity  of  hay  cut  per  annum  is 
not  reported. 

Land  teeded. — The  land  annually  seeded  is  returned  at  only  S, 475,379 
tnnnland,  which  gives  an  average  of  only  77  hundredths  of  an  acre  to  the  in- 
dividual, or  3.85tns  acres  to  the  average  family. 

Grain  town. — The  average  amount  of  grain  sown  for  tbe  last  five  years  is 
5,400,000  tons  or  barrels,  giving  not  quite  one  barrel  to  an  acre  and  a  quarter. 

Potatoet. — The  balance  of  the  soil  nnder  plough  is  given  to  potatoes,  of 
which  there  are  annually  about  1,300,000  tons  or  bwrels  planted.

Yield  of  potalaet. — The  yield  of  potatoes  abore  seed  is  returned  at 
10.634,771  tons  or  barrels,  or  nearly  thirteen  and  a  half  barrels  to  each 
iTfnge  family;  and  it  may  be  added  Uiat  there  are  no  better  or  more  nutritions 
potitoee  in  the  vorld. 

Otifr  produeU. — To  these  prodnctions  mnst  be  added  the  yield  of  gardens, 
of  fruit  trees,  and  of  wild  berries  of  several  sorts,  of  which  the  quantities  and 
nine  are  not  known,  bat  each  of  them  is  qnite  considerable  as  to  amount  and 
nine;  and  the  wild  berries  in  particnlar,  of  which  there  are  three  kinds  not 
piodnced  in  the  United  States — the  lingon  being  the  leading  article  in  this 
ctt^ory — are  moat  valuable  and  abnndaot.  The  lingon  is  a  sort  of  monntain 
craiiberry ;  it  graws  everywhere  on  the  nntilled  lands  of  Sweden,  and  no  peasant 
Eunily  undertakes  to  encounter  the  winter  withont  a  store  of  this  fruit,  ranging 
is  UDonnt  from  one  to  twenty  barrels. 

Haycmt,  timber  filled,  and  lumber  mam^aetured,  amd  cattle  raited. — I  have 
nngfat  diligently  to  find  the  quantity  of  hay  cat,  of  timber  felled,  of  lumber 
munfactured,  and  cattle  produced,  but  of  these  things  there  are  no  reliable 
iKorde,  only  gaeaaet  and  doubtful  approximations  in  the  possession  of  the 
govetnmenL  But  it  is  well  understood  that  the  aggregate  value  of  these 
Kveial  items  wonid  nearly  or  quite  double  the  before-mentioned  productions  of 
■ke  country. 

Sacing*  from  eontumptitm. — ^It  is  plain  that  it  is  not  what  a  nation  prodncei 
bat  what  it  saves  which  constitutes  its  wealth,  and  nations  which  produce  lesa 
my  save  more,  and  thus  become  more  independent  than  other  nations.  Tbia 
obKrvation  is  doe  to  Sweden,  for  its  inbabitaata  are  a  frugal  people;  and  wen 
it  not  for  some  habits  already  mentioned,  and  the  excessive  cost  of  government, 
ihey  would  gradually  pav  their  debts,  and  become  even  wealthy.  The  amonnta 
MTed,  in  the  several  kinds  of  products,  may  be  found  by  comparing  the  amounts 
produced,  as  above  ^ven,  with  the  following  facts  as  to  constimption ; 

Caarmmptiom  of  graai  bt/  pertoiu. — The  amount  of  grain  consumed  by 
persons  is  9,137,810  tons  or  barrels. 

ConnuHptiott  by  eallU. — The  amount  consumed  by  cattle  is  S,393,9S9  tons. 

Potatoet  eotuumed  byperion*. — The  amount  of  potatoes  consumed  by  persons 
atMi  05  tons. 

Potatoea  emuumed  hy  cattle. — The  amount  of  potatoes  consumed  by  cattle  is 
1,971,400  tons. 

Prodmett  eoiuunud  in  the  mamtfaeture  of  brandy. — The  amoint  of  gnua 
amaumed  in  the  mannfactnre  of  Swedish  brandy  is  320,142  tons  or  barrels. 

The  amount  of  potatoes  thus  consumed  ie  1.231,320  barrels.  That  ia,  more 
thao  1,200,000  bushels  of  grain  and  nearly  6,000,000  bnshels  of  potatoes  an 
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simply  wasted,  and,  for  the  mora]  character  and  industrial  Talae  of  the  people, 
worse  than  wasted. 

With  all  this  waste,  and  this  consumption,  howerer,  and  with  the  extravagant 
Inxnry  of  the  higher  classes,  there  is  such  a  general  fragality  among  the  maases 
of  the  people,  and  particularly  among  the  peasants,  (£at  Uie  conntry  eaves  a 
small  annnal  snrplas  for  exportation. 

Until  fifteen  years  ago  Sweden  imported  a  la^e  proportion  of  bet  breadstoA. 
Now,  on  the  contrary,  she  exports  an  average  ^  1,000,000  tons,  or  4,000,000 
huahels  of  grain  per  annum,  and  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  new  a^ricDl- 
tural  era,  hronght  about  by  an  improvement  of  the  moral  and  industrial  habits 
of  the  people,  and  by  a  wise  adoption  of  the  implements  and  example  of  Ameri- 
can and  Scotch  farming. 

XV.   FIBHBRIB8. 

The  bueinesB  of  fishing  is  carried  on  very  largely  on  the  coast,  in  the  nume- 
rous lakes  and  streams  of  Sweden,  and  large  returns  are  made  to  the  maritime 
population  from  this  sort  of  indmitiy;  but  no  adet^oate  statisdcs  exist  on  this 
important  subject. 

XVI.  HtNBS. 

The  mines  of  Sweden  have  been  celebrated  irom  the  earliest  ages,  and  the 
country  has  always  relied  mainly  on  them  for  the  purchase  of  foreign  prodacts. 
Until  very  recently  there  were  laws  in  Sweden  limiting  the  quantity  of  ore  to 
be  taken  from  the  mines  annually ;  and  there  were  other  laws  prohibiting  the 
export  of  ore  and  pig  iron,  or  unmanufactured  ores  of  any  kind,  lest  an  exces- 
sive production  might  lower  the  price.  Now,  however,  when  England  is  pro- 
ducing nearly  four  times  the  average  annual  amount  of  iron  that  she  produced 
when  these  Swedish  laws  were  in  operation,  the  restrictions  are  all  thrown  off. 

America  has  also  since  come  in  as  a  large  competitor  in  the  iron  boeioees ; 
but  the  demand  for  this  prince  of  the  metals  has  so  inereased  by  the  building 
of  iron  roads,  ships,  and  machinery,  that  the  prices  range  higher  than  in  the 
times  of  the  old  restrictive  statistics.

XVII.   HANIIFACTURB8. 

To  take  the  published  tables  of  Swedish  mannfacturea,  and  pre^nt  them  as 
in  exhibit  of  this  branch  of  indastry,  vould  be  an  unfair  proceeding,  for  the 
miUa  of  Stredeo,  whose  products  alone  are  retnmed  to  gorernmenti  do  not  pro- 
dace  the  half  (I  scarcely  believe  a  quarter)  of  the  manufacturea  of  the  country. 
Ab  in  fonner  times  with  us,  and  at  all  times  in  countriea  not  advanced  in  wealth, 
the  house  of  every  poor  man  is  a  manufactory.  The  peasants  of  Sweden  make 
their  own  cloth,  clothea,  shoes,  hats,  harness,  wagons,  sleds,  many  of  their  farm- 
ii^  implements,  even  their  naila,  and  bolts,  and  iron  chains,  and  nearly  every 
other  article  in  common  use ;  and  when  theae  things  are  added  together  the  gross 
Mun  lesres  the  amount  produced  in  Swedish  factories  a  comparatively  bivial 
ibtr. 

The  elevrai  members  of  the  royal  &mily,  the  11,742  noblemen,  the  15,362 
clergymen,  and  that  portion  of  the  burghers  who  will  wear  and  use  nothing  that 
a  made  in  Sweden,  when  added  together,  still  leave  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the 
population  who  wear  and  use  noUiing  else ;  and  it  therefore  is  impossible  in 
nieh  a  country  to  give  any  other  report  of  the  quantity  and  value  of  mannfac- 
lared  articles  than  is  contained  in  these  general  facts.  It  mast  be  observed,  how- 
ner,  that  such  a  country  furnishes  the  best  possible  market  for  the  sale  of  nse- 
fbl  manfactured  articles;  for,  to  insure  a  heavy  traffic,  it  is  necessary  only  to 
eury  them  the  things  they  nse  for  a  price  less  than  theii  cost  when  manu&c- 
tnitd  hy  themselves. 

England,  aware  of  the  value  of  the  Swedish  market,  is  driving  a  rich  trade 
*ith  the  merchants  of  the  country ;  hut  American  manufactures,  especial^  those 
forfarmingoperatiooB  and  for  household  nse,  take  the  precedence  of  the  English 
uiicles  of  the  same  kind  ;  and  there  ia  nothing  to  hinder,  in  times  of  peace,  so 
eoon  as  the  facts  can  be  made  known  in  the  United  States,  our  merchants  and 
nuunfactorere  opening  a  most  extensive  and  profitable  business  with  the  prin- 
cipal cities  of  this  km^dom. 

There  is  a  sbvug  desire  here  to  trade  with  the  United  States ;  and  I  have 
frequently  heard  the  opinion  expressed  among  the  leading  merchants  of  this 
npita]  tlut  the  restoration  of  peace  will  inaugurate  an  unprecedented  hnsinesB 
between  the  merchants  of  our  country  and  those  of  Stockholm.  The  war,  in  &ct, 
baa  dooe  us  the  service,  in  more  than  one  European  country,  to  illustrate  our  me* 
dianical  skill  and  to  give  us  pre-eminence  in  this  respect  over  all  other  countries. 

XVin.  TRADB. 

From  the  days  of. the  Vikings,  Sweden  has  always  depended  on  foreign 
(onntries  for  many  articles  of  necessity  and  Inzniy ;  the  advance  of  civilization 
lua  radter  increased  than  diminished  this  demand.  Piracy  has  ^ven  place  to 
trade,  and  Sweden  is  now,  for  so  small  a  atate,  one  of  the  leading  commercial 
Utions  of  northern  Europe.     A  very  few  figures  will  demoustate  this  great  &ct.

It  toast  be  observed,  however,  that  a  Urge  pro- 
portion of  these  vessels  are  steamers,  which  are  splendid)^  built  and  arraoged 
for  capacity  and  speed.  They  are  in  general  irun-clad,  of  a  very  beaatifnl 
model;  of  which  152  belong  to  Stockholm,  and  ply  between  this  commercial 
centre  and  all  the  cities  of  the  coast  and  inland  rivers  and  lakes  of  Sweden. 

Canal: — The  caoals  are  very  wide  and  solidly  and  durably  constructed,  and 
the  old  horse-power  boats  have  been  nearly  or  quite  displaced  by  iron-cUd- 
Btearoerst  of  double  power,  so  as  not  to  reqnire  turaing  end  for  end,  when  de- 
sired to  be  moved,  as  they  all  nmsi  be,  in  opposite  directions. 

Lake*  and  rivers.-~But  the  lakes  and  rivers  are  the  moat  natoial  and  valoa- 
ble  thorongbfarea  of  Sweden,  and  no  people  in  the  world  make  a  better  nse  of 
these  commercial  chaniiels  than  the  people  of  this  country.

I  have  the  honor  to  infona  yon  that  a  considerable  importation  of  pork  from 
DOT  veatem  States  into  Sweden  has  sprang  np  within  the  present  year.  Thid 
potk  has  as  yet  bf^cn  entered  duty  free,  bat  the  increasing  qaantities  in  which 
it  hu  of  late  arrived  have  alarmed  the  Swedish  peasants  for  the  safety  of  the 
market  for  home-raised  pork. 

"The  peasants"  form  one  of  tlic  four  honsca  of  the  diet  of  Sweden,  and 
tiiroDgh  their  inflnence  the  diet,  on  the  SOth  instant,  passed  an  act  fizine;  a  duty 
of  two  rix-dollars  and  fifty  ore  (67  cents)  on  every  Swedish  hnndrcd  weight 
(93  pounds]  of  pork  imported  into  the  kingdom.  This  act  will  become  a  law  on 
teeeiving  the  approval  of  the  King,  who  approves  or  disapproves  of  all  acts 
J^hA  by  the  diet  on    its  adjonmmcnt,  which,  in  the  present  cose,  will  take 

Elace  about  the  let  of  November.  All  the  Swedish  gentlemen  with  whom  I 
»»e  coavereed  on  thia  subject  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  King  will  approve 
tliis  act,  which  mnst  cripple,  if  not  destroy,  thia  new  outlet  for  the  surplua  pro- 
dacts  of  onr  great  west. 

Permit  me  to  remind  the  department  that  the  acts  of  the  Swedish  diet  are 

biuijiag  only  within  the  limits  of  Sweden  proper,  and  have  no  effect  in  Norway, 
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OCTOBBB  20,  1863. 

I  have  the  faonnr  to  inform  you  that  on  and  after  January  1, 1864,  all  export 
duties  will  be  aboIiBbed  throoghont  Sweden. 

Money. — The  different  denomiuationB  of  the  paper  rix-daler  (26  5  cent?)  are 
the  nuiversal  currency,  and  pass  everywhere  at  par.  Specie  is  looked  upon  witli 
dietruHt;  even  gold  id  often  absolutely  refused. 

Crap*. — The  crops  of  1863  are  a  fair  average  in  quantity  and  quality,  nitli 
the  single  and  important  exception  of  oats.  Too  much  rain  in  harvest  has  cnn- 
siderably  damaged  one-half  of  the  crop  of  oats,  and  will  render  it,  in  quality  at 
least,  much  below  the  average.

It  will  be  seen  that  8,409  tons  of  iron  and  steel,  valned  at  $390,631  5S, 
and  254  kegs  of  herring,  worth  S94  87,  amounting  in  all  to  S39D,716  42,  have 
been  exported  to  the  United  States  during  the  year  ended  September  30,  IS63. 

These  goods  have  all  been  shipped  to  New  York  or  Boston. 

During  the  single  quarter  ended  September  30,  1863,  3,985  tons  of  iron  and 
steel,  valued  at  S213,a44  88,  were  exported  from  this  port  to  the  Dnited  Stales ; 
being  the  largest  amount  exported  in  any  one  quarter  since  the  establishment 
of  this  consulate. 

American  commerce. — But  one  American  vessel  has  visited  Gotteubnrg  du- 
ring the  year  ended  September  30,  1863 :  this  was  the  "Clara,"  of  823  tons, 
which  arrived  here  in  December  last ;  yet  during  the  last  three  months  eight 
vessels,  belonging  either  to  Sweden  or  to  the  British  North  American  province;^, 
have  sailed  from  Gotteubnrg  with  full  cargoes  of  iron  for  the  United  States.

The  1,643,406  pit-propa  were  all  exported  to  England,  where  they 
are  used  extensively  for  propping  ap  the  cool  strata  in  the  coal  minea.  I  donht 
not  these  pit-props  coald  be  exported  from  the  United  States,  especially  from 
the  pine-tree  State,  (Maine,)  with  great  advantage  to  the  exporter.

Aimiial  report  of  the  eotuulate  of  the  United  Statei  of  America. 

The  commerce  of  this  city  with  Sweden  has,  dnriog  the  past  twelve  montbst 
bfflD  lively ;  and,  althodgh  the  articles  of  export  have  not  been  reliable  in  the 
Ssedish  market,  a  la^e  number  of  vegaela,  loaded  with  fiah,  particniarly  her- 
Hng,  have  cleared  for  Swedish  ports,  and,  npon  their  arrival  there,  finding  that 
iLe  pnidQcts  could  not  be  sold  tiiere  with  the  expected  profit,  immediately  leave 
m  qnest  of  other  markets.  But  the  cooBumption  of  Norwegian  herring  in  Swe- 
den will,  generally,  exceed  that  of  any  other  country,  with  the  exception,  per- 
il^ of  Russia,  and  for  particular  kindB  of  stock-fiefa,  Buch  as  Bej,(gadaB  viveuB: 
linsKUE,)  it  is  tbe  head  market ;  beside  that,  Sweden,  next  after  Denmark,  has 
fandehed  this  city  with  great  portions  of  her  breadstuffs. 

The  commerce  with  Busaia  Is,  on  account  of  the  opened  communication  with 
tbe  Tist  interior,  largely  on  the  increase.  Fish  products  are  imported  in  larger 
fuotities,  which  is  not  only  tbe  case  with  Russia  proper,  but  ahio  Finluid, 
*bicb,  last  year,  has  imported  considerable  sej  (gadus  vivens)  and  rodakyjar 
Igtdm  morchna :  Linmeua)  from  this  country.  The  importation  of  grain  from 
t^e  lOQtb  of  BuBsia  baa,  during  tbe  psat  year,  been  leaa  active  than  in  former 
Tears,  and  it  is  believed  that  only  when  the  pricea  of  grain  are  very  high,  it  is 
idriuble  to  import  breadatafiB  from  so  distant  coantriea. 

From  Archangel  there  ia  but  small  importation  of  grain,  and  that  particularly 
amfiDed  to  Hanunerfeet  and  Tromaoe,  and  other  places  in  the  uorthem  regions 
of  this  conntry.  Tbe  importation  of  breadatu^  from  the  Baltic  porta  has  Deen 
nuiderahle.  Hemp,  of  which  Xorway  imports  large  quantitiea  for  cordage, 
)iu  ilmoit  exclnsirdy  been  imported  from  the  Russian  Baltic  ports.  The  im- 
porlation  of  mannfactnres  of  Sax  and  hemp,  Bucb  as  Bail-cloth  mm  Rasaia,  has 
1^  Isle  years  been  on  the  decline,  as  these  articles  are  now  being  manofiictared 
is  tbis  cotmtry,  and  of  late  been  imported  cheaper  from  Scotland.  In  tbe 
PniMian  market  the  Norwegian  herring  has  been  thrown  in  competition  with 
ibu  of  the  ScottiBh,  and  without  any  better  Bucceas  than  heretofore.  The  par- 
iitalMx  advantage  lies  in  the  mode  of  curing,  which,  io  this  conntry,  is  very 
Orient,  although  tbe  product  in  itself  is  aa  good,  if  not  superior,  in  quality. 
TbePriisBian  porta  of  the  Baltic,  which  furuish  Poland  and  part  of  Russia,  im- 
port, IS  yet,  large  qnantities  of  spring  herring,  and  Pomeiania  the  larger  por- 
lira  of  die  Norwegian  summer  herring ;  and  in  this  way  there  is  exchange  for 
''radttiiffi),  parlicuarly  rye,  so  that  the  trade  in  that  way  is  considerable  with 
thit  eonntiy, 

^^ennuuk,  to  judge  from  the  lists  of  clearances,  would  atand  aa  having  a  very 
UiM  consumption  of  herring  exported  from  this  city,  when  that  country  in 
'OJilf  does  not  consume  more  than  the  average  of  10,000  barrels  thereof;  but 
*  great  portion  of  the  herring  goes  over  to  Copenhagen.  Tbe  advantageous  aitu- 
■hoBof  that  port  makes  it  not  a  very  iocooaiderable  market  for  the  herring,  and 
ixaov  ihip-ltwds  are  there  purchased  for  the  account  of  Sweden,  Fruaaia,  and 
■ttUenburg.  Smaller  quantitiea  of  Btock-fiah  and  fish-oU  have  been  imported 
fflto  Copenhagen  herefrom.  The  grain  market  of  Denmark  is  of  importance  to 
Morway,  although  Sweden  of  late  years  haa  become  its  competitor.  Althongh 
ue  credit  which  the  market  of  this  city  enjoyed  at  Hamburg  and  Altona,  after 
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the  crisis  in  1657,  bas  been  mncli  rednced,  the  commerce  with  these  two  cities 
has  not  been  lessened  in  any  considerable  dogree.  They  are  still,  for  Norway, 
the  largest  and  most  important  market  on  the  continent  of  Europe  for  several 
of  the  most  important  colonial  products;  and  having  railroad  commnni cations 
with  all  the  larger  citie;  of  Central  Germany,  (for  which  many  manufactories 
they  have  large  depositories,)  and  there  being  regnlar  and  direct  steamship 
commnnication  between  the  city  and  these  places,  which  makes  the  tranaporta- 
tion  easy,  so  that  in  all  probability  larger  portions  of  manufactured  and  colonial 
goods  will  be  furnished  from  these  cities  lor  some  time  to  come.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  central  geographical  position  of  those  cities  will  probably  always 
make  it  the  principal  market  for  all  northern  productions,  and  may  always  be 
conaidcred  as  a  reliable  market  of  the  export  articles  of  Norway,  partictilarly 
herring,  cod-liver  oil;  also,  skins  and  fnrs.  Smaller  quantities  of  stock-fish  and 
larger  portions  of  the  copper  ore  are  exported  to  this  city.  Hamburg  is,  for  the 
present,  the  most  importent  exchange  market  for  the  commerce  of  this  city. 

The  moat  valuable  article  of  export  from  this  part  of  the  country  is  cod-liver 
oil,  for  which  Holland,  the  past  year,  was  the  most  important  marlcct,  or  rather 
the  inner  Germany  fumiahes  itself  with  this  commodity  over  Holland.  The 
exportation  of  dried  fieh  (of  which  the  utock-fish  constitute  the  largest  part)  lo 
Holland  was  the  past  year,  aa  heretofore,  of  little  importance ;  bnt  since  the 
import  duty  npon  herring  was  abolished  in  Holland,  small  quantitiea  of  that 
article  have  been  exported  to  that  country,  bnt  no  considerftDle  trade  in  this 
product  can  be  expected  before  the  curing  of  the  Norwegian  herring  is  in  come 
way  bettered. 

The  trade  npon  Belgium  with  cod-liver  oil  and  stock-fish  has  during  the  past 
year  been  almost  passive.  Holland  and  Belgium  have  fomiahed  the  greater 
part  of  all  the  tiles  and  brick  need  in  this  part  of  the  country ;  also,  large  quan- 
titiea  of  barrel  hoopa,  cheese,  butter,  some  refined  sugar,  and  colonial  products. 

In  Italy,  the  cities  of  Venice  and  Trieste  continue  to  be  the  most  important 
market  for  the  sale  of  stock-fish ;  but  it  appears,  since  the  detachment  of  Lom- 
hardy  from  Austria  and  the  communications  between  Piedmont  and  Suisse  has 
been  facilitated,  Genoa  will  secure  mnch  of  the  Venetian  fish  trade  ;  and  for  the 
last  year  the  exportation  of  fish  to  Genoa  has  been  much  in  advance,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  that  of  Venice  and  Trieste  has  decreased  in  the  same  proportion. 
The  canse  of  this  might  be  attributed  to  the  nnfortnnate  money  mattera  of 
Austria,  which  is  a  considerable  impediment  in  the  way  of  the  commerce  with 
that  country. 

The  exportation  of  fish  products  to  upper  Italy  has  of  late  years  been  on  the 
decline,  and  that  to  central  and  southern  Italy  is  at  the  present  time  very  con- 
aiderable,  compared  with  that  of  ten  or  twenty  years  ago ;  but  southern  Italy 
haa  of  late  years  labored  under  great  disadvantage,  the  unsettled  political 
aspects  having  greatly  interfered  with  the  commercial  spirit.  Less  favoiabk 
harvests  of  grain,  olives,  and  grapes  have  made  it  impossible  for  the  tower 
classes,  which  are  the  principal  consumers  of  the  Norwegian  fish,  to  purchuc 
what  they  might  wish  of  that  commodity;  and,  beside  having  been  very  high 
in  price  here,  (it  having,  also,  been  subject  to  very  high  import  duty,)  most 
renaer  it  a  very  high  article  of  food ;  and  to  the  larger  cities  of  Italy  there  wm 
a  Urge  importation  of  fish  from  Newfoundland,  which  appears  will,  in  time,  drin 
the  Norwegian  fish  products  out  of  the  market.  The  reason  of  this  is  mostly 
attributed  to  the  high  prices  which,  for  the  present,  are  paid  here  for  fish  in  its 
fresh  state,  but  which,  no  doubt,  in  time  will  regulate  itself. 

The  fish  trade  with  Italy,  upon  the  whole,  is  somewhat  bopeful,  as  the  piw- 
pects  are  of  uniting  all  the  Italian  states ;  and  the  liberal  Sardinian  reveniK 
tariff  will  be  incorporated  in  the  whole  conntry,  and  that  country  will,  peritapSf 
in  time  become  a  good  market  for  the  Norwegian  herring.  Small  qnantitiM  of 
fish-oil  were  exported  to  upper  Italy  the  past  year.  i,    Oooolc 
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The  importation  of  ult  from  Italy  is  about  tho  Bame  as  of  former  yean. 
The  white  kiode  from  Sardinia  and  Sicily  are  preferred  to  other  kiode  for  the 
caring  of  the  epriog  or  la^e  herring. 

With  Spain  tho  commerce  of  Bergen  has,  during  the  past  year,  heen  particu- 
Iirlj  adv-antageons.  That  conntry  took  nearly  all  the  stock-fish  which  was 
exported  from  this  city;  and,  notwithstanding  the  high  prices,  it  has  yielded  a 
fair  profit  Catalonia  imported  considerable  stock-fish ;  hat  the  usual  exporta- 
tioD  of  cod-liver  oil  and  spawn  to  that  country  was,  the  post  year,  nnimportant, 
these  products  being  mostly  furnished  from  the  towns  of  Aalesnnd  and  Chris- 
tianfoud.  The  importation  from  Spain  was  hmited  to  a  little  salt  fraits  and 
trine.  Without  a  donbt,  when  the  railroad  now  in  progresa  is  completed,  lead- 
'.az  to  the  gmin-prodacing  districts,  considerable  amount  of  grain  might  ho 
taken  in  exchange  for  fish  prodncts.  Lai^e  portions  of  the  Spanish  vessels 
Imdiug  fish  in  Norway,  having  now  to  come  tbeie  in  ballast,  would  carry  grain 
ai  a  vety  low  freight ;  bnt  for  this  project  the  differential  duty,  which  is  particn- 
WIj  high  on  wheat  fiour,  will  bo  somewhat  of  a  barrier. 

The  eiportation  from  this  city  to  Portugal  has,  during  the  year,  only  coo- 
ri^ted  in  a  small  quantity  of  stock-fish.  In  the  year  1860  some  cargoes  were 
^bippcd  over  Spain  to  Lisbon,  and  sold  there  at  a  good  profit.  The  reason  that 
the  Norwegian  fish  is  not  imported  to  that  country  is,  that  the  fish  trade  of  that 
toDntiy  is  monopolized  by  some  heavy  English  mercantile  houses,  who  import 
ihii  article  from  Newfoundland.  But  it  is  to  ho  hnped  that  when  tho  railroad, 
DOW  completed  to  the  Spanish  boundary,  is  opened,  Norwegian  fish  might  be 
imported  over  Spain,  providing  the  Spanish  rovonue  laws  do  not  lay  hindrance 
in  the  way  of  such  indirect  importation. 

The  imports  from  Portugal,  the  past  year,  consisted  in  considerable  aalt,  wine, 
frnit,  and  corkwood. 

The  commerce  of  thb  city  with  France,  althongh  of  the  greatest  importance 
fni  the  staple  products  of  tho  southern  and  eastern  cities  of  this  country,  is  for 
the  fish  products  of  little  value,  with  the  exception  of  the  greater  portion  of  the 
(pawn,  which  yearly  value  seldom  exceeds  120,000  specie  dalers.  This  extensive 
counlty  only  imports  a  trifling  amount  of  stock-fish  and  cod-Uver  oil.  The  treaty 
of  commerce  which  is  now  stipulating  between  France  and  Sweden  and  Nor- 
*>f,  the  issue  of  which  is  looked  for  with  hopeful  anxiety,  is  thonght  to 
l«  favorable  for  the  importation  into  France  of  Norwegian  fish  prodncts ;  and 
if  the  government  of  France  will  continue,  as  it  has  of  late  years,  to  regulate 
lad  modify  tho  tariff  of  import  duty,  it  is  looked  for  that  the  extraordinary  pro- 
tection of  the  Frouch  fisheries  will  also  disappear ;  in  which  case  France  might 
U  made  the  best  market  for  all  kinds  of  fish  products.  The  importation  of 
ult  from  France  bos  been  very  trifiing;  and, besides  the  common  products,  such 
li  wines,  spirituoos  liquors,  and  fruit,  only  a  small  quantity  of  grain  and  butter. 

The  coast  of  Great  Britain  has  an  abundant  supply  of  fish  of  all  kinds,  so 
that  no  fisb  is  exported  to  that  country,  with  the  exception  of  small  quantities 
of  calmon,  mackerel,  and  lobsters  ;  and  the  exports  &om  this  city  besides  that 
eonsiit  only  iu  bone,  paper  rags,  old  rising,  and  a  few  other  articles.  As  the 
steaoubip  navigation  ana  industrial  pursuits  ore  steadily  progressing,  the  importa- 
'ioQ  of  coal  and  iron  bos,  from  necessity,  increased  iu  the  same  pioportion,  of 
*hich  articles  this  city  imported  lai^  quantities  from  Great  Britain,  also  of 
cvttoD  and  logwood.  English  manufactures  havo  been  imported  in  nsnal  qnanti- 
ties,  alio  the  usual  quantity  of  salt  from  Liverpool. 

By  order  of  a  commercial  house  at  Hong-kong,  a  cargo  of  stock-fish  was  sent 
there,  ood  was  sold  at  good  profits.  What  the  prospect  of  future  conunercial 
intercourse  with  that  vast  country  will  be,  cannot  with  any  certainly  now  he 
determined;  much,  however,  cannot  be  expected,  as  the  long  transportation 
*tll  make  the  fish  products  very  high,  and  the  present  high  prices  of  stock-fish 
here  render  it  exceedingly  hozudous  to  export  any  more  to  that  conntry  at  this 
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time.  -  In  general,  with  conntricB  outside  of  Europe  this  citj  has  had  no  cod- 
aiderable  commercial  intercourse;  a  few  cargoes  of  dried  fish  have  been  exported 
to  Brazil  and  Cuba;  but  the  cities  north  of  this  appear  to  hare  had  commerce 
with  the  latter  places  ;  some  coffee  from  the  former  and  sugar  from  the  latter 
have  been  imported  direct,  but  it  has  been  fonod  to  be  of  more  advantage  to 
import  those  staples  from  Hombure  and  Altonu. 

The  commercial  common icationl)et ween  this  cit^  and  the  United  Statet^  has, 
since  the  year  1835,  been  inconeiderable — or  rather,  with  the  exception  of  a  cargo 
of  rye  ia  the  year  1856,  which  had  taken  heat  on  the  voyage,  and  was  imported 
direct  from  the  United  States,  and  the  same  year  about  600,000  ibs.  of  stock-fish 
(cod)  exported  direct  to  New  York,  has  been  passive  until  the  year  1863,  in 
which  year  a,  direct  communication  was  opened  oetween  this  city  and  Chicago, 
Illinois.  A  schooDCi  of  ninety-five  tons  burden,  with  cargo  and  paasengerB, 
was  despatched  to  the  latter  place,  and  returned  with  full  cargo.  The  enter- 
priao  proved  aa  profitable  as  could  well  be  expected,  the  chargea  tbroagb  the 
river  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Welland  canal  being  disproportion^  to  the  aiae  of 
the  vessel.  The  persons  engaged  in  the  enterprise  found  the  prospect  promising, 
'  had  the  vessel  enlarged  and  fitted  out  for  that  trade,  and  she  was  again  despatched 
for  Chicago  this  spring  with  cargo  and  passengers.  Another  emaller  vessel  also 
cleared  for  Chicago  &om  this  port  last  spring  with  full  cargo.  Three  canoes 
of  rye  have  been  imported  to  this  city  direct  from  New  York,  all  which  arrived 
here  in  good  condition.  I  am  happy  to  exhibit  a  change  in  the  commercial 
intcrcourso  between  this  country  and  the  United  States.  Much,  however,  cannot 
be  expected  under  the  circumstances.  After  the  rebellion,  so  disastrous  to  the 
commerce  of  the  world,  closes,  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  merchants  of  the  United 
Stales  will  give  a  little  of  their  attention  to  this  country. 

One  difficulty  in  the  way  of  commerce  between  this  country  and  the  United 
States,  viz.,  the  existing  high  import  duties  in  the  United  States  upon  tic  fi^h 
products,  which  coustitute  the  first  and  most  important  staples  of  this  country, 
and  consequently,  under  the  preaeut  tariff,  no  Norwegian  fish  can  be  imported 
into  the  United  States.  The  distance  between  the  countries  ought  to  be  sufficient 
guarantee  for  protection,  and  makes  an  easy  competition  for  the  American  and 
English  fish  from  the  banks  ;  and  so  far  as  the  fish  products  of  this  country  arc 
concerned  the  tariff  ia  almost  a  dead  letter,  particularly  for  herring  and  mackerel. 
Another  difficulty  which  cannot  well  be  obviated  is,  as  I  have  been  credibly 
informed,  that  quantities  of  fish,  particularly  herring,  are  yearly  shipped  from 
Norway  to  the  British  provinces,  aiid  in  some  way  come  in  free  of  duty,  and 
from  thence  are  transported  into  the  interior  of  the  United  States  under  the 
reciprocity  treaty,  which  practices  cannot  bnl  discourage  the  honest  trader,  who 
has  to  encounter  such  uneven  competition,  especiatly  upon  the  lake  ports,  with 
the  saroo  kind  and  quality  of  products.  I  have  watched  the  matter  since  it  waa 
brought  to  my  notice ;  I  can  find  no  sbipping  of  fish  to  the  Canadaj  of  any 
amount  upon  the  books  of  the  custom-house  here;  but  ships  clear  here  for 
England  for  orders,  going  out  in  ballast  in  quest  of  freights,  but  are  really 
destined  for  Quebec  or  Montreal.  Under  these  circumstances  I  cannot  asccrtaio 
how  ta  find  any  vessel  taking  in  fish  products  for  the  Canadian  ports. 

The  grun  J^rade  of  Norway  is  worthy  of  some  attention.  The  yearly  importa- 
tion Bverngcs  between  7,000,000  and  8,000,000  bushels,  including  all  kinds  of 
grain  and  breadstnffs,  and  I  think  by  removing  the  obstacles  placed  in  the  way  of 
introduction  of  the  Norwegian  fish  trade  into  the  United  States,  greater  portions 
of  it  might  be  secured  to  our  citizens,  providing  the  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  by  the  way  of  reduction  of  duty  upon  fish  products  will  not 
cause  greater  loss  of  import  duty  npon  those  products  imported  from  other 
countries  than  the  advantage  which  might  accnie  to  the  United  States  from  the 
commerce  with  Norway.  Bnt  beside  the  advantage  of  the  graiu  trade,  Norway 
imports  large  quantities  of  all  kinds  of  provisions  and  lai^o  portions  of  mann- 
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faclnrcd  goods.  The  import)!  of  this  conntiT'  arc,  on  the  whole,  large  in  pro- 
partion  to  ita  popnlation,  which  might  be  seen  from  my  former  reports  containing 
eUtigtics  of  imports  and  exports  of  Norway  for  the  years  1860  and  1861 ;  and 
it  ii  to  be  hoped  that  the  facta  exhibited  will  be  sufficient  enconragement  to 
uii]nire  into  the  expediency  for  some  enterpriaing  AmcricanB  to  open  direct  and 
ngnlar  steam  navigation  between  the  United  States  and  the  Scandinavian 
peninsalB,  which  wonld  at  once  change  commercial  aspects.  This  country  is 
coneidcrabty  behind  the  age  in  advancement,  and  the  commercial  relations  that 
DO*  exist  with  other  countries,  which  have  existed  for  centuries,  cannot  be 
nbrnptly  broken  off;  and,  besides,  the  enterprising  spirit  of  the  people  of  Norway 
does  not  mn  high  in  the  way  of  speculation  ;  but  they  aro  honest  and  prudent, 
aod  worthy  of  confidence.  After  trade  is  once  introduced  it  will  no  doubt 
coDtinae  to  the  advantage  of  both  countries.  Another  difficulty  is  the  postal 
commnnicatioD  between  this  country  and  the  United  States,  and  it  is  much 
ri^retted  that  this  country  was  not  represented  at  the  late  postal  convention  at 
Paris.  The  postal  communication  is  not  correct ;  consequently  it  takes  longer 
lime ;  the  eborteet  time  is  twenly-two  days  in  the  summer  and  twenty-eight  in 
lie  winter  for  letters  from  New  York  to  fiergen.

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The  whole  ntunber  of  vesscla  cnterecl  into  the  port  of  Bergen  from  foreign 
countries  from  October  1,  18C2,  to  September  30,  1863,  was  981,  with  a  ton- 
nage of  124,943,  of  which  653  were  of  forci^  nations,  as  follows  :  Norwe^an, 
332;  Swedish,  165 ;  DimiBh,173;  Holland,  125;  Belgium,  13;  GreatBritain, 
40  ;  Prussian,  52  ;  Spanish,  SO  ;  Russian,  23  ;  Hanoverian,  12  ;  Hambni^,  4  ; 
French,  23  ;  United  States,  1 ;  Oldenburg,  1.  Of  which  number,  9  Norwe- 
gian vessels,  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  1,314  ^ns,  and  79  foreign  Tce^pl;:. 
with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  6,241  tons,  came  in  ballast. 

The  whole  number  of  vesscla  cleared  from  the  city  of  Bergen  for  foreign

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The  Bbippbf  of  tbo  city  of  Bergen  has,  during  the  last  year,  teen  considera- 
bly enlarged,  by  purchase,  building  ,and  rebuildiug  veeaeh,  as  followa :

•Sgn^ate tonnage, 50,909  tons.  Numberof  newsbips  ouiltduringtheyear,  9;  ag- 
gi^te  tODnage,  3,060  tons.  NumberofshipH  purchased,  12;  a ^i-egate  tonnage, 
7,0i>3  tons.  Naraber  of  ships  rebuilt,  3;  a^regate  tonnage,  1,188  tons.  M»k- 
ii^  the  total  nnmber  of  veBsels,  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1863,  to  be  725, 
with  die  a^regate  tonnage  of  6^,990  tonn,  navigated  by  3,443  seamen. 

I  would  invite  the  attention  of  American  Bhips-ownera  to  the  fact  that  there 
is,  on  an  average,  thirty  larger  claae  veBaela  purchased  for  Norway  from  for«iign 
eonntries  yearly,  and  that  fur  good  second  and  third  rate  veseela  will  generally 
he  funnd  good  sale ;  and  if  the  sale  of  a  vessel  to  this  country  is  desirable,  the 
nuUer  should  be  clothed  with  sufficient  power  lo  sell,  and  cau  at  any  time  ob- 
tain gore  freights  at  Trapane  or  Lisbon  for  this  city  or  Stavanger, 

Emigralivn. — Emigration  from  this  country  to  the  United  States  has,  since 
the  breaking  oat  of  the  rebellion,  been  on  the  decline ;  the  whole  number  of  emi- 
gnots  embarked  for  the  United  States  from  this  city  daring  this  fiscal  year 
WW  418. 

The  whole  number  of  emigrants  embarked  for  the  United  States,  from  1850 
to  1860,  from  the  south  coast  of  Bergen,  was,  according  to  the  censna  of  Norway 
of  1860,  sixty  pcraons,  and  from  the  north  Bcrgenbuus,  the  number  during  the 
■fureaaid  period  was  2,192 ;  from  which  it  appears  that  from  this  district  thts  ein- 
isration  to  the  United  States,  of  late  years,  has  rather  been  on  the  increase. 
The  emigration  from  thb  district  fur  the  year  ending  September  30, 1862,  was 
S,065  pereoDS. 

The  establishment  of  induitry  of  the  city  of  Bergen  is  rather  on  a  limited 
Kale;  manofactures  of  all  kinds  in  operation  at  the  present  time  are  as  follows, 
m:  Twenty-seven  tanneries;  six  nunufactoiiea  for  malt,  which  together  turn 
cot  43.000  bushels  of  malt ;  three  shiji-yards ;  one  manufactory  of  cotton  goods 
of  all  kinds,  (domea tic,)  one  for  woollen  gooda;  three  iron  fuundriea;  three 
chicory  manufactories  j  six  Houring  mills ;  three  manufactories  of  snuff,  tobacco, 
and  cigars;  one  glass  factory;  four  targe  breweries,  and  thirty-one  siuiller; 
two  vinegar  factories;  two  sealingwai  and  ink  factories;  five  prntingestablish- 
ueats;  four  manufactories  of  magical  instruments;  one  machine  shop,  with  an 
ticellent  dry-dock-  The  cotton  factory  being  one  of  the  heaviest  iu  the  conn- 
tiy,  and  to  form  an  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  that  class  of  establii»hmeuts,  I 
Would  state  that  the  capital  invested  is  200,000  speciedaJer,  propelled  by  hy- 
Oriulic  power  and  a  small  steam-engine,  employs  160  mBO,  uaea  lwi;uty-two  bales 
of  India  and  five  of  American  cotlou  weekly  ;  it  bas  been  in  active  operation  the 
witole  year,  although  it  turns  oat  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  quantity  usutti 
hi  ordinary  times  for  cotton.  The  wool  factory  is  propelled  with  hydraulic 
power,  employs  170  men,  capital  invested,  100,000  speciedaler. 

The  city  of  Bergen  has  three  banks,  with  united  capital  of  2,238,639  speci- 
fier, and  four  insurance  companies.  The  yearly  tax  levied  in  the  city  of 
Ber^D  averages  67,000  speciedaler. 

For  the  purpose  of  forming  an  idea  of  the  extent  of  commerce  between  the 
United  Slates  and  Norway,  I  have  arranged  the  following  tables:  ,

I  herewit})  bAve  the  honor  to  transmit  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of 
Hit  United  States  consulate  at  Porsgrnnd  up  to  this  present  date.  December  31, 
1S62. 

Since  m;  htst  report  to  the  Department  of  State  no  vessel  belon^ng  to  the 
Tnited  States  baa  entered  the  port  of  Poregrand  nor  any  other  seaport  in  mj 
district,  except  the  port  of  Cbrietiauia,  which  port  the  ships  Naples,  of  Bath, 
lod  State  of  Maine,  entered  and  cleared  duricig  the  last  quarter.  •  *  •  . 
Pongmnd  is  a  small  place  of  about  3,000  inhabitants,  situated  on  the  bank  of 
tlie  eo^called  Langeannd,  Porsgrnnd,  and  Skeena  f^rio,  (river,)  about  foarteen 
milee  np  the  river  from  sea;  and,  as  the  river  at  all  times  during  the  year  haa  a 
strong  cnrrent  and  floodt  it  is  ratlier  inconvenient  for  vessels  to  enter  this  porti 
especially  without  help  of  steam.  During  the  cold  season  the  river  is  gener- 
ally Iroaen  for  months,  and  during  this  period,  of  course,  all  commerce  is  sua- 
p«nded.     •     •     • 

The  commerce  and  direct  trade  between  onr  nation  and  this  consulate  has 
bitberto  been  very  limited,  but  I  hope  I  shall  succeed  in  getting  a  direct  traffic 
lud  communication  open  between  the  United  States  and  the  south  part  of  Nor- 
■ar,  which  direct  intercourse  of  trade  would,  iu  time,  be  of  much  importance 
to  both  nations.  And  to  accomplish  a  more  extensive  and  direct  connexion  of 
trade  between  the  two  nations,  1  have  encouraged  a  few  ship-owners  to  send  their 
Teasels  freighted  with  iron,  firli,  and  other  articles  which  are  exported  from  thia 
MBDtry  to  the  United  Stales  tn  get  exclianged  fur  grease  and  other  produce,  aa 
'I'll  as  merchandise  and  American  mauufkctnres,  of  which  articles  this  country 
i*  in  moch  need.     •     *     • 

The  commercial  fleet  of  this  consular  district  has  heretofore  been  almost  ex- 
du.'irety  engaged  in  lumber  trade  with  England,  Cauada,  France,  Holland,  and 
UeoDiark,  with  the  esceptiun  of  twelve  or  tilteen  first-class  vessels  employed  in 
cirrring  emigrants  to  Quebec.  The  grease  and  produce  coniinmea  in  thia 
district  havu  heretofore  been  mostly  brought  from  the  Bdltic  sea,  Denmark,  and 
Ualland,  while  the  manufucturea  are  generally  brought  from  Ungland. 

Id  this  consular  diiitrict  tUere  are  ten  large  and  extensive  iron  works  steadily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  bar  iron,  (witbuut  au  equal  number  of  foundries,) 
nail  work.  Sen.,  of  which  articles  bar  iron  and  nails  are  the  priucipnl  staples  of 
rbipment  to  Ji^ngland,  France,  Holland,  aud  Denmark.  In  this  district  are  also 
^■^hl  large  macliine  shops,  exclusive  of  the  mnchine  and  cannon  works  at  the 
in,val  navy  yard  of  Horten.  Sbip  wharves  and  building  of  vessela  will  be  fonnd 
St  every  seaport  iu  the  cooeulate. 

The  agriculture  of  the  district  cannot  raise  more  than  one:faalf  of  the  produce 
toiitamed,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table  of  imports  to  this  country.  Almost  the 
rntire  stock  of  animals  among  the  formers  is  exclnaively  of  domestic  breed  and 
ruber  inferior. 

1  herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  principal  articles  of  export  from  the 
kingdom  during  the  year  ended  December  31,  I8G1.  Also  a  statemeut  of  the 
ptiudpal  articles  of  import  to  this  country  during  the  same  period. 

I  submit  a  statement  of  the  merchant  deet,  the  class  and  number  of  vessels, 
tonusge  and  number  of  seamen  engaged  therein  at  the  several  seaports  of  the 
United  Slate  consular  district  of  Porsgrnnd  during  the  year  ended  December 
Si,  1S61.  I  also  transmit  a  full  statement  uf  the  commercial  fleet  of  Norway, 
viib  the  aggregiite  number  of  vessels,  tonnage,  and  Beumcn,  and  the  arrival  and 
di-partnre  of  vessels  belonging  to  the  Uniti^U  tjtates,  Noi  wny,  nud  other  uatious, 
to  and  from  this  kingdom  during  the  year  eudud  December  3 1, 19G1.  1  ulsosubmit 
a  full  statemeut  and  description  of  alllight-houses  and  lights  iu  this  consular  <lj 
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trict,  ^m  Frederickhald  east  under  10^  SO'  20"  to  Gape  Lindesnaes  vest,  nn- 
der  7°  3'  11"  east  of  Greenwich,  to  December  31,  1863.  I  submit  also  a  stale-  * 
meot  of  the  number  of  emigrants  who  have  lefi,  the  eeveral  eeaporta  of  this 
consulate,  with  the  exception  of  Christiania,  for  the  United  States  via  Quebec 
during  the  j-ear  1S63.  I  also  sabmit  the  principal  part  of  the  new  Uriff  taw  of 
customs  duties  (to  take  effect  on  the  lat  day  of  Apjil,  1863,)  on  goods,  warn. 
and  merchandiBO  iiBport«d  into  the  kingdom  of  Norway.  I  submit  also  a  brief 
statement  showing  the  difference  in  importance  of  the  several  seaports  of  tbe 
kingdom,  and  how  they  are  rated  commercially  to  the  year  ending  December 
31,  18G1.  This  information  I  have  drawn  from  the  government  official  report 
on  commerce. 

The  emigration  for  the  year  1863  from  the  jurisdiction  of  this  consulate  will, 
I  think,  be  eqnal  to  the  emigration  of  1862,  if  not  greater,  althongh  a  gnat 
panic  has  prevailed  among  that  class  of  people  desirous  to  emigrate  to  tbe  free 
United  States  of  America.  As  to  the  eesential  cause  of  this,  I  have  found  that 
the  leading  press  of  this  government  is  rather  unfavorable  to  any  emigration 
from  the  kingdom.  Tbe  press  of  this  Old  World  has  always  eongbtto  profit  br 
a  wrong  representation  of  our  present  affaire,  and  thereby  to  deter  from  aod 
discourage  emigration.  I  have  trfinelated  and  publiebed  in  several  newspapers 
of  this  district  the  act  of  May  20,  1869,  which  secures  a  homestead  to  actual 
settlers  on  the  public  domain.  The  publication,  I  must  say,  haa  worked  re- 
markably well,  and  has  reanimated  the  desire  of  the  poor,  but  honest,  laboren 
of  this  country  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States.     •     •     •     •

Statemmt  thtncing  the  tonnage,  number  afTeurh,  and  leantat  of  the  eommercial 
fieet  of  Norway  to  and  from  the  kingdom,  aiio  the  arrival*  and  deparitra  of 
veueU  of  other  national  tiet,  during  the  year  endrd  December  31, 1861,  ehbo- 
raled  according  to  the  latett  official  ttalittical  table*.

make  no  declaration  oa  tu  the  moilc  of  packing ;  in  which  case  fruits  and  otLer 
articles,  put  np  in  air-tiglit  packageB,  are  admitted,  af[«r  an  «>zaniiuatioD,  at  a 
doty  of  ten  per  cent.  80  long  ae  the  goverument  relies  npon  the  custom-hoDM 
examination,  it  is  presumed  that  no  smaller  amount  wonla  be  considoed  a  Buf- 
licicnt  safeguard.  It  ia  not  improbable,  however,  that  if  the  attention  of  the 
imperial  ministry  should  be  directed  to  the  subject  by  the  United  States  min- 
ister, they  would  substitute  some  other  form  of  verification  for  the  present  mode

I  enclose  herewith  a  tabniar  Btatement  shoving  the  principal  exports  from  the 
whole  of  Russia,  from  all  the  Bouihem  porta,  and  from  Odessa  alone,  dariag  the 
five  years  from  1857  to  1562. 

From  tbie  it  appears  that  three  hundred  and  oizteen  tnillions  and  a  qnait^ 
of  bushels  of  grain  have  been  sent  from  Uuesia  daring  tlie  five  years.  Of  tb)« 
amouut  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  millious  of  bushcla  have  been  sent  from  til 
the  southern  porta,  and  eighty-nine  millionB  of  boshels  from  Odessa  alone. 

During  the  same  time  the  quantity  of  wheat  exported,  it  appears,  has  beea 
(to  consider  that  article  by  itself)  from  all  Russia  ab<>ut  one  hnndred  and  twenty 
millions  of  bushels ;  from  the  ports  of  the  Azoff  and  Black  stas  about  niuetj- 
five  m.llions  of  bushels,  and  from  Odessa  alone  thirty-six  millions  of  buabela. 

Of  tallow,  it  appears  that  six  hundred  and  forty-six  millions  of  pounds  bare 
been  exported  in  the  five  years  from  all  Russia ;  ninety-eight  millions  of  pnuDiL< 
from  the  ports  of  tbe  south,  and  sixty-eight  millions  of  pounds  from  Udt^^ 
alone. 

One  hnndred  and  ninety-eight  millions  of  pounds  of  wool  have  been  espnrici] 
in  the  same  time  from  all  Russia;  ninety-one  millions  of  pounds  from  thesouthcro 
port0,  and  forty-four  millions  of  pounds  from  Odessa  alone- 

Tbe  totnl  value  of  all  Russian  products  exported  during  the  same  time,  Irom 
all  Russia,  is  eight  hundrod  and  twenty-eigbi  millions  of  roubles ;  from  all  tbt 
Boutlicm  ports  two  hundred  and  seventy -one  millions,  and  from  Odessa  alone 
one  hundrod  and  forty-seven  millions  of  roubles.     (Sue  Btatemeut  No.  2.)

I  enclose  a  translation  of  an  article  from  the  Odessa  Journal,  relating  to  the 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  telegraphic  commonication  in  the  neigh  bo  rfaood  of  die 
sea  of  Azoff.  Strong  winds  blowing,  and  accumulations  of  ice  from  the  dimp 
atmosphere  gathering  upon  the  wires,  break  tliem  and  tear  off  the  inaulsii^M. 
rcndeiiiig  tck'graphic  operations,  a  great  portion  of  tbe  time,  impossible. 

I  alao  euclude  eeven  statiutical  tables,  showing,  in  the  first,  the  quantitrof 
grain  in  store  at  Odessa  January  1,  1S63 ;  in  the  second,  the  quantity  of  wo^t 
and  tulliiw  in  Btore  at  the  same  time ;  in  the  third,  account  of  saled  of  grain  u|Mn 
th»  market  during  the  year  i^M'i ;  in  the  fourth,  quantity  of  different  kinds  <if 
grain  exported,  and  hi  destination,  during  the  yi'^ir  1863 ;  in  the  fifth,  qoautiiv 
of  wool  and  of  tallow  exported  iu  1S63,  ouj  its  diistination ;  in  the  sixdi,  uum- 
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beruid  nationality  of  veesels  and  tteameTS  cicnred  during  the  year  1862;  in 
ihe  Mventh,  quantity  of  grain  brought  into  Odeeaa  during  the  year  IS&^i. 

From  thede  tables  it  would  Beem  that  the  produce  trade  in  1861  was  at  leaBt 
fifty  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1862.  *  *  *  It  appears  from  a  note  published 
b  the  Northern  Post  that  thia  winter  the  telegraph  line  established  along  the 
cout  of  the  sea  of  Azoff,  from  Novotcherkask  to  Kherson,  as  also  the  southern 
portion  of  the  line  going  from  Marionpol  to  Bakhmont,  in  the  government  of 
Caiherinoslai',  Lave  frequently  saffered  from  the  effects  of  the  wind,  which 
blows  with  extreme  ^olencc  in  those  regions,  absolutely  desiitnte  of  all  kinds 
of  trees.  Similar  accidents  hare  been  produced  in  former  winters.  Another 
tiKDm^tance  concurs  in  making  difficult  the  telegraphic  service  over  these  lines. 

Op  the  coasttt  of  the  sea  of  Aauff  tlie  atmosphere  is  all  the  time  loaded  with 
%»Utj  vapors,  (or  fogs,)  which  are  condensed  quickly  from  the  action  of  cold, 
and,  deposited  upon  the  conducting  wires,  form  upon  tbem  large  piucee  of  ice, 
the  weight  of  which  breaks  the  wires,  and  tears  off  the  thick  iron  nooks  of  the 
iMiatorr,  (or  insulators.)  It  is  hardiy  possible  to  overcome  the  ol'stacles  which 
atife  for  telegraphing  under  coni>i deration  of  climate  so  unfavorable. 

The  repair  of  the  damaged  wires  offers  the  greatest  difficulties,  and  demands 
a  considerable  time;  so  that  the  transmission  of  despatches  is,  in  accidents  of 
tbin  kind,  euapended.  These  interruptions  are  generuUy  of  sufficiently  long 
dnntion.

in  answer  to  the  favor  which  you  have  had  the  kindness  to  address  to  rae, 
d»t«d  St)>-17th  January  (February)  last,  under  No.  59,  I  have  the  honor  to 
inform  you,  in  advance,  before  referring  the  matter  to  the  imperial  minister  of 
fiwtigo  affairs,  that  by  the  general  tenor  of  the  Bussian  law  the  powe'  of  ad- 
miubtering  oaths  in  Russia /or  Ruuiart  subjects  ia  limited  exclusively  to  the 
■Dihorities  of  the  country. 

This  principle  estAblished,  it  remains  for  me  only  to  add,  in  answering  yonr 
otlier  two  qnestion  concerning  the  character  of  a  false  oath  taken  before  a  con- 
sul, and  the  process  to  be  instituted  according  to  Bueaian  law,  that  it  does  not 
interfere  with  the  proceedings  of  foreigners,  with  their  respective  consuls,  so 
long  as  there  is  do  infringement  of  it,  and  that  it  pursues  for  perjuries  only  when 
tonmutted  before  the  authorities  of  the  country.

I  enclose  herewith  a  statement  exhibiting  the  commerce  of  Taganrog  during 
the  year  1862. 

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  1,042  vessels  of  different  nations  have 
vJKited  that  port  during  the  year ;  that  they  have  bronght  imports  to  the  amount 
"t  3.660,430  roubles,  and  hare  taken  away  exports  to  the  value  of  19,398,465 
tuablea. 

Taganrog  may  be  considered,  I  think,  after  Odessa,  the  most  hnportant  port 
in  the  south  of  Russia.     The  growing  commerce  and  opening  Gommonjcation  hj 
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way  of  the  Don  and  the  Volga  with  the  Caspian  proviDces  and  the  weatem  and 
central  regions  of  Aeia  will  make  it  in  a  few  yeara  Btill  more  important  on  acconnt 
of  its  situation  at  the  limit  of  river  navigation  on  the  one  band,  and  at  the  be- 
ginning of  sea  navigation  on  the  other.     I  think,  moreover,  that  the  nataral  im- 
pulse which  /rce  labor   gives  to  the  gruwth  and  husinesa  and  industry  of  all 
cities  will,  io  a  few  years,  be  manifest  in  Taganrog,  as  well  as  in  the  other  dties 
and  towns  of  Russia. 
•  •••••••  •• 

I  enclose  also  a  rude  plan  of  the  present  harbor  of  Odessa  and  the  pro- 
poeed  improvements.  I'no  work  of  paving  the  streets  is  beginning.  The 
contract  for  gas-lishting  the  city  is  yet  open  to  all  bidders.  Frojeuts  tor  bring- 
ing the  water  of  tne  Dneister  into  the  town  arc  debated,  but  are  not  yet  matured. 
I  would  give  something  of  an  idea  of  what  serfdom  has  donn,  and  would  be 
likely  to  always  do,  for  Russia,  if  continued,  were  I  to  write  tliul  niDe-tenths,  if 
not  nineti'en -twentieths,  of  all  the  water  for  drinking,  fur  waaLiiig,  for  the  ii»e 
of  the  Grc-engtne-i,  and  for  all  other  purposes,  is  still  brought  into  this  city  in 
barrels  or  Iiogdheads,  by  watermen  with  norse-carts,  day  aiter  day,  and  taken  to 
every  house  at  so  much  per  month,  (according  to  the  qnaniity  uised,)  averaging, 
perhatiK.  three  to  five  roubles  per  month  for  each  family.  Cistern  water,  a  luxury 
that  all  might  enjoy,  at  present  only  a  few  understand. 

April  19, 1863. 

I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  contracts  for  the  construction  of  a  railway  from 
Odessa  to  Kiro,  on  the  river  Dnieper,  bv  way  of  Kryjdpol,  with  a  branch  road 
to  the  river  Dniester,  throa^h  Tirappol,  have  been  confirmed.  The  work  on 
the  railway  must  begin  within  one  year,  and  be  completed,  the  first  half,  by  the 
year  18G8,  and  the  second  half  hy  the  year  1870.  The  govemmctit  gnaran- 
tees  to  the  company  five  per  cent,  net  revenue  dnring  the  term  of  their  privi- 
lege— eighty-five  yean.  'The  estimated  cost  of  the  road  is  fifty-five  millions  of 
roubles,  or  eighty-five  thousand  roubles  for  each  verst,  the  distance  being  647 
versts. 

The  work  of  paving  the  streets  of  Odessa  with  granite  parallelapiped  blocks 
has  begun,  and  is  to  be  finished  by  the  year  1870.  The  contract  is  lor  three 
millions  of  ronblee. 

The  commercial  world  still  complains  of  dulneas  and  inactivity  in  bnsiness. 
No  American  vessels  have  visited  this  port  during  the  past  quarter,  and  ibe 
number  of  vessels  of  other  nations  wbich  baVe  arrived  here  has  been,  compared 
with  other  years,  small  during  the  same  time.     *     ' 

May  12,  1863. 

In  my  despatch  No.  3,  dated  March  7,  1863, 1  enclose  copies  of  a  corre- 
Bpondonce  with  the  governor  general  relative  to  consular  authority  in  Russia  to 
administer  oaths.  In  that  correspondence  it  was  decided,  in  general  term, 
that  consuls  have  not  authority  to  administer  oaths  in  Russia,  and  that  falae 
Bwearing  before  consuls  does  not  constitute  the  crime  of  perjury. 

I  have  now  received  another  letter  from  the  governor  general,  in  continuation 
of  the  same  eobject,  by  which  the  decision  before  mentioned  is  modified,  so  far 
as  American  citizeus  are  concerned,  in  cases  of  litigation  arising  from  disputes 
between  the  captains  and  crews  of  American  vessels.  In  snch  cases  consols  of 
the  United  States  are  decided  to  have  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  falee 
swearing,  in  snch  cases,  under  oath  taken  before  their  couaal  constitutes  a  crime 
which  can  be  proBecnted  for,  and  punished  under  the  laws  of  Russia,  hut  ouly 
at  the  special  request  of  the  consul  himself.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  letter 
alluded  to  and  a  translation.  I  enclose  also  a  copy  of  a  translation  from  the 
"Odessa  Journal"  of  a  government  document  establishing;  die  dutiea  on  sugar 
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It  two  and  a  half  ronblea,  and  at  four  and  a  balf  roubles  the  pood,  and  taking 
off  the  prohibition  to  entry  from  crushed  or  poanded  engar,  and  angar  in  lamps, 
which  Das  heretofore  existed,  and  making  the  placing  banderoles  on  loaves  of 
■agar  imported  henceforth  nnnecessaiy.

Sib  :  In  eiintinnatioQ  of  my  note  of  Febmarr  15  and  37  of  the  present  year, 
nader  No.  52,  I  bare  the  honor  to  inform  yon,  m  answer  to  yonr  commanication 
of  the  5tb-I7th  of  the  same  month,  No.  59,  that  the  imperial  government, 
coDfinntng  the  opinion  expressed  in  ray  aforementioned  note,  finds  that — 

1st.  "Regarding  your  qaestion,  whether  the  consul  of  the  United  States  is 
ncDgnized  by  the  Kusfiui  laws  as  baring  anthority  to  administer  oatbs." 

The  consul  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  virtue  of  article  VIIT  of  the 
treity  of  6th— mth  of  December,  1833,  concluded  between  BoBsia  and  the 
United  Statea,  has  the  right  of  constituting  himself  judge  and  mediator  in  every 
kind  of  litigation  between  captains  and  crews  of  ships  of  his  government;  con- 
Kqaently,  the  Russian  law  recognizes  in  the  consul  of  the  United  Slates,  as 
well  as  in  the  consuls  of  the  other  nations  who  have  concluded  declarations 
lod  treaties  of  commerce  and  of  navigation  with  Russia,  containing  the  clause 
conformably  to  article  VIII  above  mentioned  of  the  treaty  of  6th-18th 
December,  1833,  the  right  in  the*e  catet  to  administer  oaths  exclusively  to 
their  countrymen. 

8d.  For  the  question  "whether,  according  to  the  Russian  laws,  false  swearing 
befnre  a  consul  constitutes  the  crime  of  perjury  I" 

If  the  consul  of  the  United  States  is  recognized,  in  the  cases  given,  as  judge, 
tint  is  to  say,  having  the  right  to  administer  oaths  to  his  countrymen,  a  false 
oath  taken  before  a  consul  by  one  of  his  countrymen,  in  litigations  aforesaid, 
mutt  be  considered  according  to  our  laws  as  a  crime. 

3d.  For  the  question,  finally,  "whether  individualB,Rnasiansubjects  or  foreign- 
en,  who  have  Bwom  falsely,  having  taken  oaths  before  a  consul,  can  be  prosecuted 
for  the  crime  of  perjury  according  to  the  Russian  laws." 

Russian  suljectB  can  take  oaths  on/y  before  their  local  authoritiet,  but  a 
ritiien  of  the  United  Stales  of  America  having  taken,  in  the  cases  mentioned 
above  in  an  inquiry,  a  false  oath  before  his  consul,  can  he  prosecuted  under  the 
fioHian  laws  as  having  committed  a  crime  within  the  limita  of  the  empire,  but 
only  after  a  formal  request  of  the  consul  himself.

The  14th  of  the  month  (April,  1863,)  bis  Majesty  the  Emperor  has  deigned 
to  sanction  a  decision  of  the  council  of  the  empire,  of  which  this  is  the  euacljng 

1«.  For  commerce  by  the  European  frontiers,  the  duty  of  entry  upon  nnre- 
£uh1  ii^ar  imported  by  way  of  the  land  is  fixed  at  2  roubles  50  kopecks  the 
pood,  and  the  doty  of  entry  upon  refined  sugar  imported  by  sea  at  4  roubles 
50  kopecks  per  pood.  In  consequence  of  these  arrangements,  that  one  established 
■a  1862  is  and  remains  abolished,  according  to  which  tLese  kinds  of  sugar  im- 
ported by  rvlway  for  paying  the  duties  at  the  custom-hoosea  at  porta,  aod  at 
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tlist  of  Moscow,  were  puuble  with  the  duty  of  importation  by  sea  and  not  hy 

The  duty  of  entry  npoo  refined  sagars  imported  by  the  porta  beyond  the 
Caucasus,  in  the  Black  aea,  ia  mcuntained  such  as  tJie  tariff  of  1857  tjetab- 
liahed  it. 

2d.  Every  kind  of  (pile  pounded)  sugar  can  be  admitted  to  importation,  aa 
well  by  sea  as  by  land,  by  paying  the  duty  imposed  upon  unrefined  sugar;  and, 
consequently,  the  words  "uurcliiied  sugar,  without  distiuction  of  sbades,"  of 
article  99  (1)  of  the  gcuernl  tariff  of  1S57,  will  be  replaced  by  these  "uoTtfiacd 
and  pounded  su^r,  without  diBtinction  of  shades." 

3a.  The  placing  of  banderoles  upon  loaves  of  refined  sngar  at  the  cnstom- 
louee,  as  well  as  the  prohibition  of  sugar  in  lumps  to  entry,  is  and  remains 
abolished;  consequently,  the  words  "refined  sugar  in  loaves"  of  the  same  article 
99  will  be  replaced  by  these,  "  sucre  raffine,  melis,  lump  et  eucre  candi  en  paiua 
et  en  morceauK." 

October  17,  1863. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  statement  showing  the  value  in  roubles  of  each  one  of 
the  principal  articles  imported  at  Odessa  fur  eveiy  month  during  the  year  front 
tiie  1st  of  October,  1862,  to  the  30tli  StptemLer,  18G3 — the  whole  amount 
imported  during  the  year  being,  in  round  numbers,  about  eleveu  millions  and  a 
half  of  roubles,  or  two  millions  and  one-fourth  less  than  Inst  year.  I  aiao  en- 
close an  account  of  the  number  of  vesxels,  of  all  nations,  departed  from  Odessa 
for  foreign  ports  during  the  year ;  and  also  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of 
each  one  of  the  principal  articlps  exported  during  the  same  time.  From  these 
it  appears  that  tbe  number  of  ves^eU  cleared  has  been  seven  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  or  nearly  one  third  less  than  the  preceding  year  j  aud  of  this  number 
about  one-fnurth,  or  one  hundred  aud  eighty-seven,  have  been  Italian,  one 
kandred  and  sixty-two  have  bccu  Austrian,  one  hundred  and  tbirty-iiine  Rna- 
eion,  sixty-eight  English,  and  eighteen  French;  and  furthermore,  it  appears 
that  the  exports  have  amoimtcd  to  twenty-nine  millions,  or  about  three  and 
one-fourth  millions  less  than  lout  year.  This  falling  off  in  the  trade  baa  been 
noticed  all  the  while,  and  many  complaints  have  been  made  in  relation  to  it, 
and  many  fears  indulged  with  regard  to  the  future  prospects  of  the  commercial 
interests  of  Odessa  and  the  industrial  interests  of  all  northern  Russia. 

Two  causes  have  chiefly  contributed  to  produce  this  result :  the  one,  the 
want  of  cheap  means  of  ban  spoliation  of  agricultural  products  from  the  far 
interior  to  thid  port ;  and  the  other,  the  low  prices  obtainable  for  such  products 
in  the  markets, of  western  Europe,  on  account  of  tbe  great  competition  in  those 
markets  afforded  by  the  unexampled  productive  resources  of  the  United  States. 
The  first  of  these  causes  the  government  has,  in  response  to  the  urgent  solicita- 
tions of  all  classes  of  people,  undertaken  to  obviate  by  commencing  energetically 
the  construction  of  railways  to  the  Dniester,  with  the  design  of  continuing  it  up 
that  river  to  Kiro,  and  ultimately  extending  it  to  Moscow,  by  establishing  steam 
navigation  upon  the  rivers  and  steam  communication  with  the  porta  of  the  aca 
of  Azoff.  To  enconrage  the  people  of  Odessa  the  government  has  also  granted 
them  tbe  privileges  of  a  municipality;  has  established  here  also  the  university 
for  southern  Russia,  and  has  enlarged  and  improved  tbe  port.  The  government 
baa,  moreover,  contracted  with  an  English  company  for  a  railroad  from  Sevas- 
topol to  Moscow,  which  will,  without  doubt,  be  connected  at  some  convenient 
point  with  the  others,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  branch  will  be  made  to  tbe  coal 
regions  in  tbe  valley  of  the  Donets,  and  perhaps  extended  to  Kalacbe,  on  the 
Don,  to  meet  there  the  railway  between  that  river  and  the  Volga.  When  these 
several  works  shall  he  fully  accomplished,  and  in  successful  operation,  a  network 
of  communication  will  be  thns  formed  which  will  go  far  towards  secnrine  com- 
paratively ai^  easy  and  cheap  means  of  transportation  front  the  great  producing 
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rrptita  of  the  interior  to  Odessa,  and  thai  the  first  of  the  two  canses  allnded  to 
above,  of  hiadrance  to  the  commerciBl  proaperitj  of  this  cit^,  will  be  to  thftt 
Mieot  removed.  By  the  tenns  of  the  railway  contract  from  Sevastopol  to* 
Uowow,  the  eoutbem  terminuB  of  that  railway  (supposed  to  mean  the  city  (^ 
Sevastopol,  though  not  so  expressly  stated)  is  declared  to  be  a  free  port.  This 
i8»y  in  time  operate  gainst  Odessa  and  in  favor  of  Sevastopol,  unless  the 
goverampnt  ehoald  see  fit  to  restore  to  Odessa  also  that  same  advantage  vhidi 
il  fbmierly  enjoyed.  There  ia  no  donbt  that  a  deficiency  in  the  crops  last  year 
rnny  have  had  some  influence  in  lessening  bnsioeae,  but  this  year  the  crope 
have  Iteen  generally  abnndant  and  of  eaperior  qnality.  Still  there  is  the  same 
inactivity  in  businefls,  and  merchaute  say  "to  do  bnsiaeiS  now  is  only  to  throir 
awsy  aioney,"     •     ■     • 

Tbe  principal  exports  have  been,  aa  Dsaal,  wheat,  com,  rye,  and  other  grains, 
*Dol,  tallow.  The  principal  markets  have  been  London  and  Marseilles  ;  but 
of  wool  a  good  portion  has  been  sent,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  Unitoel 
Slates.  Unriog  the  year  twenty-nine  invoices  of  wool  have  been  certified  at 
this  consulate  for  shipment  to  America,  amounting  in  gross  to  something  like  • 
million  of  roubles.  The  value  of  wheat  exported  has  been  15,472,671  roubles  ; 
ofrye,91,6U  roubles;  of  com,  1,870,732  roubles  ;  of  wool,  6,770,865  roubles; 
ofiallow,  617.657  roubles;  of  flour,  978,896  roubles;  of  linseed,  1,111,763 
ronbles.  The  average  prices  of  exports  have  been,  for  wheat,  tl  to  $1  10; 
lor  rye  and  com,  50  to  60  cents  per  bushel ;  for  common  wool,  17  cents  ;  me- 
rino wool,  forty-five  cents  per  pound ;  linseed,  $1  30  to  SI  50;  oats,  37  to  40' 
Mnt*;  barley,  40  to  45  cents  per  bushel.  Of  imports  tbe  average  price  of  cof- 
fee bas  been  25,  to  30  cents ;  tea,  SI  50  ;  sugar,  17  cents ;  of  tobacco,  50  cents ; 
oil,  20  to  25  cents  per  pound.  The  prices  of  manuiaclured  goods,  especially  of 
cotton  goods,  has  been  considerably  higher  than  last  year. 

Vessels  have  been  freighted  for  New  York  at  the  rate  of  fifty-two  to  sixty 
English  shillings  per  ton.  No  American  vessels  have  arrived  at  this  port  during 
tbe  jeut.    •     •     • 

Since  my  report  last  year  the  sugar  manufactories  ^m  the  beet-root  have 
many  of  them  failed,  and  that  branch  of  industry  in  Russia  is  beginning  to 
decline,  as  appears  from  the  fact  that  this  year  264,772  roubles'  worth  of  sugar 
have  been  imported  at  Odessa,  in  place  of  six  or  seveu  hundred  roubles'  worth 
only  of  the  preceding  year. 

Tbe  American  Captain  Fierce,  with  other  Americans,  continues  to  work  on 
bi«  contract  for  supplying  railroad  tics  to  the  French  railway  company  at  Mar- 
^^illes.  He  gets  them  on  tbe  east  coast  of  the  Black  sea,  near  Foti,  and  de- 
liven  them  at  Marseilles  at  such  a  rate  (I  think  about  one  dollar  and  a  quarter 
each)  as4o  afford  a  fair  margin  for  profits.  Colonel  Gowen,  tbe  American  who 
baa  contracted  for  and  succeeded  in  raising  the  sunken  ships  in  the  harbor  of 
Sevastopol,  has  entered  into  engagements  to  put  a  line  of  steamers  on  the 
Kooban  river,  which  flows  from  the  northern  slope  of  the  Caucasus  into  the 
Aioff  and  Black  seas,  and  to  ma  them  for  a  number  of  years.  He  is  also  en- 
gaged with  a  company  of  men  in  boring  wells  for  petroleum  in  tbe  vicinity  of 
tbe  Caspian.  He  has  cleared  a  large  tract  of  land  for  the  purpose,  and  cxpectfl 
to  realize  a  fortune  from  the  enterprise.  A  field  is  now  opening  for  engineers 
■nd  sub-contractors  of  all  kinds  in  tho  railroad  undertakings  and  other  improve- 
neuis  in  Bussia.  The  English  company  is  progressing  with  the  paving  of  the 
ttreeta  of  Odessa.    The  gas  contract  ia  still  open  for  bidders.

I  herewith  forward  the  commnnication  of  Oeneral  Melnikoff,  ditector-ia-cbief 
of  roads,  public  commnnications  and  buildings,  in  regard  to  proposed  telegraphic 
union  of  Rassia  with  America  via  Asiatic  Ruesia.  Since  tbe  receipt  of  this 
commnnication  I  have  had  several  interviews  with  his  excellency  General 
Ueltiikoff,  in  order  that  I  might  confine  my  reply  to  the  questions  at  issue,  u 
well  as  to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  witb  his  excellency's  viewa. 

The  main  queBtions  are  really  redoced  to  three — 

Ist.  Choice  of  route  over  which  the  telegraph  shall  be  conetmcted.  2d.  Rigbl 
of  way  unreetricted  to  go  witb  the  survey.  3d.  Agreement  as  to  the  time  in 
which  the  Russian  telegraph  shall  be  completed  to  the  Pacific. 

The  Russian  government  apprehends  that  we  will  construct  oar  line  so  isptdl; 
that  we  will  reach  the  Amoor  first,  and  claim  damages  for  the  non-perfonnance 
of  the  contract.  I  have  consequently  proposed  an  extension  of  the  time  in  wbieb 
it  is  proposed  to  construct  our  share  of  the  enterpriBe,  so  as  to  meet  this  objectioa. 

The  question  as  to  route  across  the  Pacific  ocean  via  the  Aleutian  islands  ii 
readily  granted ;  but  this  involves  more  submei^ed  cable  than  neceesary,  in  nv 
opinion.  My  main  point  in  view  of  ronte  is  to  avoid  the  veiy  necessity  ttiiC 
this  "  ocean  route  "  invqjves.  I  have  attempted  to  answer  in  regard  to  thii 
question  fully,  and  I  hope  satisfactorily.  The  fact  is,  it  cannot  he  of  any  reil 
consequence  to  Russia  to  force  the  construction  of  the  telegraph  in  that  directiniL 
The  only  reason  that  can  be  possibly  urged  would  seem  to  be  the  fact  of  Rustiu 
settlements  in  Kamtcbatka  and  upon  some  of  these  islands;  hut  the  aettleramu 
are  so  small  and  widely  separated  that  Russia  can  gain  no  power  in  view  of 
telegraphic  communication  with  them.  In  a  commercial  point  of  view  nothing 
can  certainly  be  urged.  Therefore  to  force  the  construction  of  a  telegraph  acroM 
boih  the  sea  of  Okotsk  and  the  North  Pacific,  where  not  less  than  two  thousand 
miles  of  submerged  cable  is  required,  (in  comparatively  diort.gectioaB,  however,) 
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Hs-m!  rather  anreASonable.    Bat  I  have  thonght  it  was  only  to  gain  time  aa  to 
t  |n»itioD  and  final  answer  npon  tbe  main  qaeation  inrolred. 

I  have  proposed,  as  an  offset  to  the  qneation  of  Bettlement!)  on  the  line  of  the 
"ocuSQ  Toate."  to  take  from  among  the  convicts  sent  jeail/  to  Siburia  a  number 
Hffident  to  settle  small  villages  along  the  proposed  northern  route,  so  as  to 
tnoitect  the  Bassian  Asiatic  with  Russian  American  permanent  settlements. 
Thit  would  give  Russia  actual  dominion  and  occnpa&cy  of  a  large  tract  of 
connliy  not  oeretofbre  brought  under  imperial  rule. 

General  Keasackoff',  the  governor  general  of  Eastern  Siberia,  called  apon  me 
1  fev  days  since.  He  is  much  and  favorably  interested  in  my  proposed  tele> 
^pbic  proposition.  He  now  holds  his  office  by  imperial  appointment.  The 
^Temor  general's  views  in  regard  to  matters  touching  Eastern  Siberia  have 
nnch  iofloeuce.  His  call  on  me,  and  his  conversation  in  regard  to  my  proposition, 
iodiciie  that  the  government  have  my  proposed  telegraphic  union  between  Rnssia 
•ad  Aioerica  seriously  and  favorably  unaer  consideration,  and  that  I  may  have 
in  aaswer  in  thirty  or  sixty  days. 

St.  Pbtbrsburo,  November  3D,  1862. 

8il :  In  the  month  of  October,  1859,  yon  presented  to  my  predecessor, 
Adintut  General  Ghefkia,  a  pliui  for  constructing  a  telegraph  to  unite  America 
ua  Europe,  by  way  of  tbe  Aleatian  islands  or  the  Strait  of  Bchring,  and  con- 
tinning  tbence  throogh  Siberia.  At  the  same  time  you  petitioned  our  govern- 
nent  far  assistance  and  privileges,  in  order  to  enable  yon  to  carry  out  your 
toterprise. 

This  proposition  wks  considered  by  the  Siberian  committee,  and  in  accordance 
*iihtfae  decision  of  said  committee,  confirmed  by  bis  Imperial  Majes.ty  the 
Kmperor.  You  received  a  document,  number  2,856,  stating  that  the  privileges 
vA  tbe  means  asked  by  you,  in  view  of  the  construction  of  s^d  telegraph,  were 
by  the  Russian  government  not  deemed  admissible.  But  if  the  telegraph  com- 
pany (o  which  you  belong  agree  to  investigate  the  possibility  and  couvenienco 
"Fcongtracting  a  telegraph  via  the  islands  of  tbe  Pacific  ocean  as  fur  as  the 
■Math  of  the  Amoor,  permission  may  be  eranted  by  the  Russian  government 
In  that  eflect,  but  without  any  special  privileges  or  guaranty,  and  without  any 
t^i^tance  on  the  part  of  the  govemraeot. 

In  compliance  with  your  petition,  you  received  on  the  80th  day  of  May,  1S60, 
idocoment,  (No.  1,083,)  confirming  the  validity  of  the  right  given  yon  for  the 
purpoM  of  carrying  ont  yonr  surveying  expedition. 

In  your  letter  of  the  10th  day  of  September,  1862,  you  petitioned  for  the 
privilege  of  establishing  telegraphic  communication  between  the  frontiers  of  the 
KoMian  posseesions  in  America  and  tbe  Amoor  river  in  Asiatic  Russia,  and  you 
eipUin  that  permtasioD  above  granted  by  tbe  Russian  government  for  the  ex- 
plontion  of  the  intervening  country,  and  which  operation  demands  considerable 
*ipense,  cannot  attract  capitalists  to  nndertake  the  survey  without  there  goes 
ilong  with  it  tbe  right  to  construct  the  telegraph.  In  this  letter  you  enclose  a 
primed  reportfrom  tbe  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  tothcSinateof  the  United 
l^tates  of  North  America,  proving  tbe  advantages  to  be  derived  from  a  world- 
firding  telegraph  communication  with  Europe  cia  Asiatic  Russia,  and  at  the 
ramc  time  recommending  that  means  be  appropriated  or  provided  for  the  pur- 
pwe  of  carrying  out  the  sarveying  expedition.  In  this  report,  it  is  evident 
that  the  telegraph  line  ta  intended  to  be  carried  from  America  by  way  of 
Bvtiring's  Strait,  and  thence  it  will  join  our  telegraph  lines  via  Okotak,  on  the 
Iwaks  of  the  Amoor  river. 

The  president  of  the  American  Western  Union  Telegraph,  Mr.  Sibley,  to 
whom  yon  addressed  a  common icalion  concerning  the  construction  of  this  tcle- 
El^ph  which  yon  propose,  and  whose  answer  is  written  ont  in  tbe  report  from 
ilic  Oommittes  on  Military  Affairs  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  of  North 
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America,  whicb  you  laid  before  us,  offers  to  constnict  tbe  above  mentioaed 
telegraph  iu  the  epace  of  tieo  year*,  and  even  sooner,  on  cooditiaD  thM  the  Bas- 
siau  govenimcnt  cony  on  its  telegraph  aa  far  as  tlie  Strait  of  Behring,  in  order 
to  joia  your  lioe  from  America. 

la  this  same  letter  of  September  10,  1863.  70a  also  refer  to  tbe  note  of  Mr. 
Cameruii,  minister  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  which  serves  to  indi- 
cate your  requirements,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  your  phui  into  execution. 

In  this  note  Mr.  CumeroD  finds  it  necessary  that  the  American  telegraph  line 
should  be  constructed  at  the  same  time  that  the  BuHian  line  is  being  canied 
ou,  as  far  as  tbe  Amoor  river. 

From  tbe  above  we  are  led  to  conclude  that  your  enrveys  will  be  carried  oa 
for  tbe  purpose  of  constructing  the  American  telegraph  so  as  to  raeet  oars  at  the 
mouth  of  tbe  Amoor,  either  direct  through  the  Pacific  ocean  or  through  Uehring's 
via  Siberia  and  Okotek.  If,  upon  iuveKtigatioa,  it  was  decided  to  conatmct  a 
teh'grapli  in  tbe  firet  direction— ^at  ia,  through  our  poBaesaioas  iu  North  America, 
and  acroti  the  Paiijie  ocean  direct  to  themouth  of  the  Amoor — our  government 
finds  no  difficulty  in  giving  you  penniBaion  to  constmct  such  a  teb-graph,  and 
uniting  ii  with  ours,  requiring  only  in  this  case  your  positive  answer  aa  to  the 
length  of  the  time  yon  sui)]>08e  necessary  in  order  to  complete  your  telegraph 
from  America  to  ihc  Amoor  ;  and  how  many  years  you  wii^li  to  enjoy  the  ei- 
elusive  privilege  ;  and  also  what  conditions  you  propose  making  for  the  trans- 
mission of  telegrams  along  our  Kuropean  lines. 

If  you  fix  upon  conducting  tbe  telegraph  tlirough  Behring'i  Strait,  andjv- 
Iher,  by  tirny  <^  Siberia,  through  Okotsk  to  the  Amoor,  then,  though  we  foresee 
no  disappointment  in  granting  yon  tbe  permiasion,  yet,  in  consequence  of  tbe 
difficult  and  still  unexplored  localities  lying  between  Bebring's  Strait  and  the 
Amoor,  and  also  taking  into  consideration  that  your  telegraph  will  traverse  not 
otdy  our  poasesaions  in  North  America,  but  also  Siberia  to  a  considerable  exlenl, 
viz.,  from  the  Siberian  shores  of  Behring's  Strait  to  tbe  Amoor,  it  would  be 
better  and  more  convenient,  in  consequence  of  the  undecisive  state  of  tbe  qnee- 
tion,  to  enter  into  agreement  when  your  explorations  are  completed,  and  yan 
are  able  not  only  to  fix  upon  a  term  for  constructing  your  tclcgrnph,  hut  also  to 
determine  on  what  conditions  yon  can  undertake  its  construction  by  way  of 
Siberia.  At  all  events  our  government  will  be  ready  to  cO'Operate  with  youss 
for  as  ^kossible  in  carrying  out  your  enterprise. 

I  miiHt,  however,  forewarn  you,  as  did  my  predecessor,  on  the  5th  Janoary, 
1860,  (document  No.  12,)  that  our  government  cannot  take  tbe  rciiponsibility 
upon  itj>elf  of  finishing  au  uninterrupted  line  of  telegraph  as  for  as  tbe  Amoor 
in  any  given  time.

I  have  tbe  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  translation  of  a  docnmeat 
received  from  General  Melnikoff,  chief  director  of  ways  of  communication  and 
public  buildings,  dated  St.  Petersburg,  May  33  and  Jnne  4,  mes,  in  relation  to 
the  action  of  the  Kussian  government  upon  the  proposed  line  to  unite  £nrope 
and  America  telegraphically  overland,  via  Asiatic  Russia. 

Although  it  is  not  all  that  could  be  desired,  it  nevertheless  gives  hopes  (^  a 
basis  for  hnal  achievement  of  the  enterprise. 

After  accepting  tbe  graSt  without  reservation,  I  have  proposed  a  few  modifi- 
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(ttions,  maioly  in  remd  to  the  tariff  and  tbroagb  deep&tcbea,  and  the  employ- 
mm  of  penouB  on  the  proposed  telegraph  line.  m  m  m

Sir:  Id  answer  to  yonr  petition  of  December  24,  1863,  in  which  yon  solicit 
penuijdioD  to  form  a  company  projected  by  you  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
1  telegraph  from  America  to  the  mouth  of  the  Amoor  river,  upon  the  basis 
Kited  in  said  petition,  I  hare  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  this  affair  has  been 
(•laniiDed  by  the  officer  pnforming  the  duties  of  governor  general  of  Eastern 
i^iberia,  sod  it  has  since  been  laid  before  the  Siberian  committee.  According  to 
ibe  direction  of  the  said  committee,  confirmed  on  the  Idth  day  of  Uay  of  this  jvof 
liy  hia  Majesty  the  Emperor,  it  has  been  decided  to  inform  you  as  follows : 

The  choice  of  the  most  adcantageuus  direction  (roate)  for  constmcting  the 
t^lt-gnph  line  by  your  projected  company  may  be  left  without  the  least  impedi- 
nenl  lo  the  option  and  minuleat  consideration  of  the  undertakers. 

The  company  may  have  the  right  to  eetablieh  along  the  telegraph  line  suitable 
iDd  Mie  stations,  convenient  roads  for  surveys  and  for  the  repair  of  the  line, 
»Dd  Jiitewise  porta  upon  the  coasts  at  those  places  where  large  stations  will  bo 
»ppoiDled  to  be  erected;  cnusidering,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  stations  near 
Miring  Straits  ought  to  bo  constructed  in  snch  manner  as  to  be  able  to  defend 
tiiem  Eucce^sfully  against  the  savages  in  case  of  attack. 

I'ur  the  defence  of  these  statious,  armed  men  to  be  kept  for  account  of  the 
totDpany,  consisting  of  Russians,  in  no  large  but  sufficient  number,  and  should 
lie  cbangcd  every  two  years.  However,  as  the  successful  operation  of  the  tele- 
^ph.  and  couEequeutly  the  advantage  of  the  company  itself,  depends  upon  the 
InlGlmeDt  of  this,  this  clause  is  not  made  imperative  upon  the  company,  under 
«iD*!i]cnition  that  the  Russian  government  does  not  take  upon  itself  any  obli' 
piiaa  lo  pay  annually  a  sum  of  money  to  the  company  for  damages  after  the 
wliieTement  of  the  telegraph. 

lour  proposition  of  establishing  along  the  telegraph  line  villages,  and  of  peo- 
p'lng  ihem  with  exiled  culprits,  appears  to  be  inconvenient,  according  to  the 
opinion  of  the  officer  performing  the  outy  of  governor  general  of  Eastern  Siberia,  . 
f«f  the  reason  that  « large  portion  of  the  land  through  which  the  telegraph  line 
•ill  be  constructed  is  laud  little  or  not  at  all  convenient  for  cultivation ;  also, 
i".cau«e  the  nature  of  the  climate  of  the  said  region  may  have  a  dangerous  in- 
^ocnce  upon  the  exiles  brought  there  from  provinces  or  countries  enjoying  a 
Utter  climate. 

According  to  the  same  officer's  opinion,  all  workmen  and  a  part  of  the  men 
in  "cnice  along  the  projected  tekgraph  line  should  be  Russian  subjects,  and  as 
luaajr  as  possible  ought  to  be  married  men,  with  their  families.  Thie  will  like- 
^itv  be  better  and  more  convenient  for  the  company  in  au  economical  point  of 
lirv,  and  in  its  relationship  with  the  Russian  government. 

The  term  of  five  years  solicited  by  you  for  establishing  the  telegraph  line, 
anil  also  thirty-three  years  for  the  exclusive  right  of  way  for  tho  telegraph, 
"xy  be  granted  under  condition  that  if  in  the  course  of  the  first  two  years  no 
CRmmcncement  should  be  made,  or  if  after  the  expiration  of  five  yeara  the 
*hh\t:  line  should  not  be  achieved  and  put  into  operation,  then  the  privilege  to 

The  company  cannot  be  allowed  to  exercise  any  rights  or  power  in  the  Bussinn 
dyminions  through  which  the  telegraph  shall  pass,  nor  is  there  any  necessity  to 
'ulrardinate  the  natives  of  the  country  who  live  between  the  frontiers  of  col- 
onii*  (^tablishcd  by  Russia  in  Asia  to  the  frontiers  of  the  settlements  in  Russian 
Ameiica,  those  natives  being  under  the  control  of  government  established  by 
Uvi  of  natives  and  other  cltiefs. 

A<^  tir,  however,  as  concema  the  friendly  (free  will)  contracts  of  the  natiTefli  ^ 
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witb  the  company  of  hiring  for  work  and  gnardine  the  telegraph,  the  local  ao- 
thoritiee,  (guiirding,)  according  to  their  meane,  witT  bco  to  the  fnlfilmeDt  of  iLi-ir 
reciprocal  con  tracts  and  agree  mcnte. 

The  government  coneiderf  it  inconaiBtent  to  grant  to  the  compaoj  the  full 

EosscBsion  of  territories  for  the  exploration  and  construction  of  the  telegraph ; 
ut  tlie  company  can  be  allowed,  for  the  unimpeded  construction  and  repair  of 
the  telegraph  line,  and  for  the  erection  of  liousee  for  Btations  and  dwelling-booses 
for  workmen  and  people  in  service,  and  during  the  whole  time  of  the  term  of 
privilege,  to  make  u^e  of  the  necessary  land,  and  to  employ,  without  taxes,  for 
the  aforeHaid  purposes,  timber,  wood,  and  materials,  at  places  appointed  by  the 
go  ve  rumen  t 

The  cKpcdition  and  tariff  of  despatches  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  mica 
generally  adopted  for  telfgraph^;  therefore  the  government  despatches  mu»t 
have  preffR'uce  over  private  despatches,  as  agreed  npnn  by  telegraph  convc-a- 
tinns  between  Russia  and  the  neighboring  European  powers,  and,  upon  the 
whole,  the  order  of  transmission  sod  tariff  must  he  arranged  acconlin|^  to  the 
example  of  international  conventions  concluded  between  Russia  and  other 
powers.  Therefore,  before  the  achievement  of  the  undertaking  by  the  company, 
and  before  the  beginning  of  operations  of  its  Hue,  the  company  must  send  to  !>I. 
Petersburg  a  deputy  with  full  powers  for  special  agreement  upon  the  sforcsaid 

At  all  events,  the  tariff  by  which  permission  will  he  given  to  levy  payment 
for  despatclies  transmitted  over  their  line  most  not  exceed  the  tariff  adopted  in 
Ru''sia. 

For  the  enconragement  of  the  undertaking  by  the  company,  the  goveramcnt 
can  grant  a  deduction  of  40  per  cent,  upon  the  net  profits  of  despatches  trau:'- 
niitted  along  the  Russian  telcgrnph  lines  solely  to  America  and  back,  but  find:' 
it  inconvenient  to  pay  an  annual  subsidy  of  one  hundred  thousand  dolliir^, 
because  the  mercantile  interests  of  Uut^sia  with  America  ore  not  very  considera- 
ble. 'I'he  principal  benefits  of  the  telegraph  line  projected  by  yon  will  l)e 
derived  by  America,  England,  and  France,  and  by  the  great  commercial  ciries 
of  Holland  and  the  north  of  Germany,  with  whom  the  company  can  negniiaie 
'  to  obtain  subsidy. 

Besides,  Russia,  on  her  part,  is  giving  considerable  aid  to  the  company  by 
having  consented  in  view  of  seeing  the  undertaking  of  your  projected  telegr.i;iii 
realized,  to  construct  a  connecting'  telegraph  line  from  Verchne  Undinsk  to  the 
paint  where  the  company's  telegraph  will  join  ours,  a  distance  of  some  thn-o 
hundred  miles,  requiring  au  eipeuditnre  of  about  nine  hundred  thousand  dol 
lura.  To  have  the  constrnclion  of  the  intermediate  line  as  projected  to  you 
upon  your  conditions,  is  considered  inconvenient. 

Finally,  the  Russian  government  will  not  begin  the  construction  of  her  in- 
termediate line  before  you  will  have  presented  an  act  about  the  final  formation 
of  the  company  proposed  by  you  for  the  establishing  of  your  projected  tele- 
graph, and  likewise  proof  as  to  emission  and  sale  of  its  shares,  at  least  for  oiie- 
hulf  of  the  minimum  cost  of  your  projected  telegraph,  and  a  production  of  a 
plan  of  the  direction  of  the  line  finally  selected  and  approved  by  yonr  com- 
pany.

Mualar  r^olations,  I  have  the  nonor  of  enbmitting  this  report  in  reference  to 
iMKaiitile  and  rammercial  matters  in  the  district  of  this  commercial  agency. 
Bote  paiticnlailj  in  this  port,  NicoUifsky,  daring  the  year  ended  December 
31, 1662. 


The  export  trade  of  this  place  and  the  country  {via  this  port)  tip  to  the 
pment  time  is  of  so  very  little  importHnc«  sa  not  to  call  for  and  hardly  suffice 
[DT  a  detailed  report ;  and  what  little  trade  there  has  formerly  been  appears 


utiiilly  to  have  decreased  for  a  year  or  two  last  past  iu  comparison  with  former 
yun.  Fnrs,  particniarly  Babies,  have  heretofore  been  among  the  most  im- 
portut  items  of  that  trade,  but  the  season  last  past,  from  various  caoaes,  from 
i1k  chief  of  which  may  be  stated  the  great  decline  in  valae  of  the  Amoor 
ubles  in  all  the  principal  fur  markets  of  the  world.  This  branch  of  trade  has 
■InMt  entirely  ceased  here,  uid  there  is  no  prospect  at  present  of  an  early 
tanmption  of  it  to  any  great  extent.  Some  trifling  operations  have  also  been 
nude  daring  the  year  last  past  in  shipments  of  spars,  &c.,  from  this  port,  but 
u  the  local  anthorities  aa  a  rule  do  not  allow  of  the  ezpoitatioD  of  such  articles, 
the  transactions  made  can  only  be  considered  aa  exceptions,  and,  therefore,  may 
tddom  or  never  be  repeated,  unless  the  government  decides  to  permit  such  a 
Inde  generally. 

One  cargo  of  abont  300  tons  of  ice  was  shipped  from  here  iu  1859  or  1860 
K  Shanghai,  bnt  no  aimiUr  adventure  has  been  made  since,  the  result  of  that 
ihipment  being  unfavorable,  and  the  trade  in  that  article  Irom  tbb  port  is  a 
DUDopoly  in  the  hands  of  the  Russian  American  Company. 

Coal  of  a  bituminous  character  (which  is  found  in  cDneiderable  quantities  on 
Stghalien  ialand)  haa  been  shipped  from  there  to  some  extent— aay,  last  year, 
iOO  Ions  by  private  partiea. 


The  articles  of  export  from  the  interior  of  Siberia  (t.  e.,  the  Trans-Baikal,  and 
ether  adjacent  provinces)  r>ia  the  Amoor,  its  tributaries,  kc,  are  aa  yet  ao  in- 
Bignificant  as  not  to  require  any  notice  in  detail,  and  at  this  time  there  ia  no 
appitent  prospect  of  any  important  improvement. 

IMPORTATIONS. 

While  the  exportations  are  so  limited  and  unimportant,  the  importations  to 
Ikis  place  are  considerably  on  the  increase;  and  in  comparison  with  the  number 
ud  character  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Trann-Bdktd  province,  the  Amoor 
nnntry,  sea-coast  settlements,  bordering  npon  the  Gnlf  of  Tartary,  Kamtchatka, 
*Bd  the  Ochotak  sea,  (at  and  for  which  places  quite  all  the  articles  arriving  here 
from  abroad  are  purchased  and  used,)  are  very  great  in  amount ;  and  as  a  whole, 
for  a  year  or  two  last  past,  qoite  evidently  much  greater  than  required  for  the 
dnuod,  although  not  always  eo  proportioned  in  respect  to  qnaotities  of  different 
things  as  to  furnish  each  year  a  sufficiency  of  all  articles  for  which  the  country 
■aainly  depends  npon  importations  to  this  poit. 

Od  the  other  hand,  tbe  majority  of  articles  required  for  the  market  are  oflen- 
lime«  over  abundant,  difficnlties  which  to  all  appearancea  arise  from  the  fact  of 
the  [rade  being  overdone,  making  all  engaged  in  it  very  careful  not  to  get  an 
"Tersupply  of  merchandise.  •  •  •  One  of  the  main  articlea  of  the  trade, 
both  foreign  and  domestic,  has  formerly  been  spirituous  liquot«,  wbi^  trade. 
H.  Ex.  Doc  41 23  i  k  GoO^^Ic 
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bowever,  from  variouB  caueee,  has  lately  macfa  declined  in  importance.  Prominent 
among  tbeee  caasee  is,  that  spirit  mannfactured  in  Siberia  and  brought  down 
the  Amoor  is  Bold  from  the  companiee'  magazines  on  go^cnunent  account. 

The  coAntry  iB  withoat  manufactnrea  of  aay  special  importance,  or  any  pro- 
dnctions  which  have  yet  been  made  available  for  the  purpose  of  foreign 
exchange  trade,  or  for  enriching  the  conntryoriu  inhabitants  to  any  considerable 
extent  by  exporting  the  same,  although  uie  country  is  nndonbtedly  in  places 
rich  in  minerals,  timber,  &c.,  and  the  soil  capable  of  snccessfnlly  laiaing  the 
coarser  kinds  of  grain,  each  as  com,  rye,  oats,  &c.,  and  there  are  also  many 

S laces  where  there  is  fine  grazing  land,  bnt  to  the  profitable  porsnit  of  tbeae 
ifferent  sources  of  prosperity  there  baa  not  yet  been  made  any  striking  advance 
by  the  inhabitants  of  those  sections  of  coantiy,  onlees  the  prodactioa  of  rye, 
&c.,  and  the  yield  of  gold  and  other  mines  in  the  Trans-Baikal  provincea  and 
sections  of  country  immediately  adjoining  thereto,  are  so  considered;  tbe  former 
of  which,  however,  is  so  comparatively  limited  that  the  annnal  sbipmenta  for 
six  or  seven  years  last  past  of  supplies  of  rye.  Sec,  for  the  Amoor  Russian 
settlements,  Kamtcbatka,  &c,  from  the  Trans- Baikal  province  has  had  the  effect 
of  very  much  enhancing  tbe  price  of  such  grain  in  that  province ;  and  the  year 
last  past  tbe  government  supplies  for  this  conntiy  were  brought  from  Finland 
by  Bea,  it  is  supposed,  partially,  if  not  wholly,  with  the  object  of  relieving  the 
Trana-Baikal  province  and  sureonnding  country  from  a  drain  which  waa  becoming 
too  serious. 

Tbe  production  of  gold  and  sQver  mines  referred  to  are  mostly,  if  not  all,  in 
the  sections  of  country  named,  the  property  of  the  government,  yielding  no 
Bubetautial  benefit  to  the  country  beyond  supporting  the  superintendenta  and 
laborers  employed  in  them,  and  such  advantages  as  occasionally  arise  &om  the 
purchase  of  articles  required  for  the  mines  and  for  transportation. 

Tbe  TrauB-Baikal  province  and  Burronnding  conntry  baa  now  been  settled 
fbr  BO  maoy  years  as  to  have  bad  ample  time  more  to  fully  develop  ita 
resuurcee  than  nne  been  done.  Xo  machinery  of  any  importauce  is  made  in  tbe 
country.  Bat  another  difficulty,  whicb  seems  much  more  eeriouB,  is  tbe  character 
and  habits  of  the  bulk  of  tbe  laboring  population  of  tbe  country,  which  is 
made  np  of  releaaed  convicts,  their  descendants,  discharged  government  men, 
mixed  races  of  BnssianB  and  natives,  and  the  natives  themselves,  whose  former 
and  present  conditioo,  in  all  respects,  combined  with  their  natural  iudisposiuoa 
to  exert  themselves  in  the  pursuit  of  some  steady  labor.  •         •         • 

From  all  these  particulars  a  conclusion  can  be  formed  as  to  tbe  present  state 
of  matters  of  trade,  commerce,  and  manufactures  here,  and  also  an  idea  of  tbeir 
prospect  for  the  fntnre.  But  in  this  connexion  it  seems  proper  again  to  state 
that  tbe  regulations  of  the  government  in  these  matters,  whicb  apply  particularly 
to  foreigners,  are  so  very  liberal  as  to  leave  little,  if  anything,  to  be  desired  on 
that  score,  and  to  this  may,  peibaps,  also  be  added,  with  propriety,  a  reference 
to  tbe  very  friendly  sentiments  existing  among  thegreater  portion  of  the  Ruasiau 
officials  and  people  towards  AmericaDS. 

-  TELBORAFHINU. 

The  government  telegraph  lines  now  in  course  of  construction  from  this  place 
to  port  Muy  or  Vladivoslock,  via  the  Amoor  and  Onsurca  rivers,  Lake  Haukae, 
ana  from  the  southern  end  of  that  lake  across  a  section  of  the  country  about 
one  hundred  English  miles  in  extent  to  the  port  named,  which  is  situated  on 
the  border  of  the  Oulf  of  Tartary  in  about  43°  SC  north  longitude,  with  a 
branch  to  be  built  from  tbe  town  of  Sophick,  on  the  Amoor  to  De  GasDies  hay, 
distance  from  Sophick,  say  thirty  English  miles,  are  already  rapidly  progressing 
towards  completion.  At  present  about  130  miles  of  the  main  line  is  in  successful 
operation  from  here,  and  the  gentlemen  having  tbe  work  in  charge  hope  to  have 
tfie  branch  to  De  Castries  bay  completed  and  in  operation  next  anouQer,  (1863.J 
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thomng  Af  natitmality,  num&ar,  tonnage,  and  ealite  of  eargoet  qf 
veuelt  arrived  at  De  Cattriea  hay,  Nieolaiftky,  for  the  year  1863.

*  *  *  The  total  exportB  hence  to  the  United  States  dnrinz  the  last  three 
mnilht  hare  somewhat  mcreased.  The  total  amount  of  gooda  exported  is 
186,795  florinB,  which  ia  90,441  florina  more  than  the  amount  of  expoita  in  the 
pnecdmg  quarter. 

Eichange  haa  ▼aried  during  this  period  from  15  to  12  per  cent.,  and  has  a 
decided  downward  tendency. 

The  cause  of  this  improvement  of  the  Anetrian  currency  must  be  attribated 
to  the  establiflbment  of  a  cODBtitntionsl  form  of  gOTemmeut  and  a  coneeqaent 
tnutagemeDt  of  the  finances  by  the  deputies,  (reichsrath,)  as  alio  to  the  affree- 
nKnt  made  on  the  6th  day  of  Janoaiy  last  between  the  gOTerament  and  the 
Kfttional  Bank,  to  the  effect  that  the  last-named  institution  has  to  resume  spede 
jMjraenUiD  1867. 

This  National  Bank  is  the  most  influential  establiithment  for  monetary  trans- 
utioiis  of  the  whole  empire,  noiting  within  iteelf  the  bnncheB  of  banks  of  issue, 
diMoimt,  loan,  and  circulation.  The  National  Bank  has,  indeed,  the  character 
of  a  pretended  private  establishment,  but  its  foundation  emanated  from  the  gor- 
onment,  which  had  in  view,  by  the  mediation  of  a  national  bank,  to  call  in 
the  then  diahonored  notes  issued  by  the  state— (they  were  payable  and  promis- 
sory notes,  or  the  then  current  "Vienna  vahie"V-and  to  regulate  monetary  cir- 
cnlation  by  creating  a  new  paper  currency,  which,  based  upon  ready  fands  of 
hnllion,  was  at  any  time  to  be  exchanged  for  specie,  ana  thus  rendered  safe 
&om  pernicious  fluctuations  in  value.  Also,  after  the  establishment  of  the 
hsnk,  the  paper  money  of  the  "  Vienna  value"  was  taken  up  by  the  National 
Bink,  bank  notes  being  issued  instead  ;  and  although  this  exchange  was  sos- 
peaded  in  1817,  it  was  again  resumed  in  1820,  and  continued  until  the  present 
time,  by  which  means  the  whole  of  the  paper  money  of  the  "Vienna  value"  was 
called  in.  The  National  Bank  received  in  exchange  bonds  of  the  national 
debt,  which  were  gradually  sunk  by  cash  raised  by  loans,  and  yearly  instol- 
nwQts  successively  increasing  through  the  addition  of  interest  for  the  bonds 
thus  surrendered.  In  this  manner  was  contracted  the  first  debt  of  the  state  to 
the  National  Bank,  which  is  as  yet  not  qoite  sunk  ;  but  since  the  plan  for  sink- 
ing it  is  strictly  acted  upon,  it  will  be  so  soon. 

In  many  other  ways,  also,  did  the  National  Bank  aid  the  financial  operations 
ef  the  government,  partly  by  intervention  in  public  loans,  and  partiy  by  dis- 
eonnting  central  cash  assignats,  which  are  issued  payable  three  months  after 
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But  a  closer  connexion  of  the  state  with  the  National  Bank  commenced  vitli 
the  year  1848.  Although  forced  to  auepend  pajrmcnta  in  specie,  the  JJatiooil 
Bank,  during  the  years  1848  and  1849,  jaelded  the  Btate  an;  advaucra  re- 
quired. Already,  in  1849,  endeavors  to  unravel  the  perplexities  (caused  by 
its  compliance)  began,  conducting  to  reiterated  agreements,  the  completion  of 
which  was,  however,  again  and  again  delayed  by  political  consideratiooe ;  eo 
that  there  is  still  a  debt  owing  by  the  state  to  the  National  Bank  amonnting  to 
249,847,313  florins;  of  which  40,955,255  florioB  are  the  remunder  of  tlie 
■'  Vienna  value"  debt  in  course  of  sinking,  69,891,958  florins  received  aponpart 
of  the  public  estates,  and  99,000,000  Horins  covered  with  tickets  of  the  state 
lottery  loan  of  1868. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  activity  of  the  National  Bank  during  the  same  period 
enlarged  and  extended  itself  in  all  directions.  What  principally  contribnled 
to  enliven  its  transactions  waa  that  the  joint  stock  was  aoubled,  a  special  divi. 
sion  for  advance  on  securities  establish^,  and  numerous  branches  for  discoont 
and  loan  business  created.

If  Austria  could  hare  the  benefit  of  a  long  peace,  her  financial  health  will 
doubtless  be  restored  again  in  a  comparatively  short  time.  *  *        * 

I  have  ascertained  with  regard  to  yotir  circular  No.  29  that  foreign  codioIs 
are  excluded  from  administering  oaths  in  judicial  matters,  hat  that  thcj  have  k 
right  to  administer  oaths  to  persons  making  depositions  in  regard  to  di^teis  at 
sea  if  these  persons  are  citizens  of  the  country  the  constil  represents,  and  if 
an  Austrian  citizen  or  the  interests  of  a  citizen  oelonging  to  a  Uiird  power  are 
not  involved. 

As  the  question  has  been  put  to  the  Austrian  foreign  office  in  the  same  form 
as  it  is  stated  substantially  in  the  circular,  I  cannot  report  now  whether  we  con 
ftdmiuister  the  oath  to  persons  who  send  merchandise  to  our  country  for  the 
verification  of  their  invoices.  I  believe,  however,  that  this  government  con- 
cedes this  right  to  our  consuls,  as  it  has  been  practiced  by  all  my  predecessors.

The  total  amount  of  goods  fsi- 
ported  from  my  consular  district  to  the  United  States  for  the  year  ended  Sep- 
tember 30,  1863,  is  not  less  than  2,000,000  florins  ;  which  must  be  r^aided  as 
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( rat;  &vorable  resalt,  coneidering  the  bad  effect  our  war  mnst  necessanly 
Ikive  npon  foreign  trade. 

The  principal  articles  which  have  been  exported  from  this  empire  to  onr 
coastiy  are  Vienna  ohawla,  Bohemian  glass,  fancy  goods,  meerBhaomB,  cbeniUo 
gtjods,  kid  gloves,  black  lead,  Hungarian  wine,  and  linen  rage. 

As  soon  oa  our  wur  is  at  on  end  the  ezparta  from  this  consulate  to  the  Uaited 
States  will  doubtless  increase  considerably,  because  gooda  that  are  usually  ex- 
ported from  here  con  be  bought  cheaper  in  Austria  thau  in  other  European 
msiiets,  and,  as  far  as  qualitr  is  concerned,  they  will  stand  a  favorable  com* 
puiMn  with  any  manufactured  on  this  continent.

Rdnction  in  the  importation  of  raw  cotton  to  the  amount  of  15,835,71^  florins, 
ud  of  cotton  yam  to  the  amount  of  5,157,308  florins,  caused  by  our  civil  war; 
bnt  the  importation  of  tobacco,  compared  with  1861,  has  increased  2,017,.542 
floiiiu.  Another  cause  of  the  excess  of  exports  is  the  increased  shipment  of 
«ood  to  Hamburg,  for  the  construction  of  vessels  and  fbr  building  purposes,  to 
the  uDount  of  1 1,223,871  florins,  and  the  very  large  export  of  unmanufactured 
wool  to  Roiwia  to  the  amount  of  17,732,195  florins.

This  biancb  of  indostry  is  also  one  of  the  most  important  and  extensive  in 
i.i»tna.  The  cloth  nunoftictare  is  limited  almost  to  ionr  sections  of  cbtintiy. 
Til :  ReicheDbnrg,  Bmnn,  Iglan,  and  Bielitz.  The  mann&ctniea  of  Reicheii' 
inrg  sod  the  sarrouading  conntiy  are  those  of  the  finer  sorts  of  cloth  and 
&'bioDable  stnSs;  those  of  Iglan  and  Bielits  produce  only  common  sorts,  uid 
iiraim  almost  ezclnsively  the  fashionahle  stufis,  such  as  pemrienne,  taskio,  &c. 
A  iuet  amount  of  the  finer  cloth  is  exported  from  Beicoeuburg  and  Bmnn  to 
the  United  States. 

The  manofactore  of  shawls  is  limited  to  the  city  of  Vienna,  and  carried  on 
in  a  most  extensive  scale.  The  exports  of  these  shawls  to  the  United  States  is 
qnile  lai^^  and  amounts  to  not  much  less  than  5,000,000  florins  per  annum. 
Darisg  ^e  last  few  years  Austria  has  made  wonderful  progress  in  industry, 
Rsolting  from  the  more  liberal  government  which  the  Emperor,  Francis  Joseph 
I,  bat  granted  to  his  people.

Three  of  these  vessels  left  the  port  of  Venice  in  ballast ;  the  W.  E.  Alexander 
took  lumber  to  Palermo ;  two  of  the  others  carried  cargoes  of  staves  from  FiuoM 
to  Bordeaux.  The  privat«ers  of  the  rebellious  States  had  already,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  last  year,  rendered  it  difficult  to  procure  freights  for  American  bot- 
toms.

The  greater  number  of  foreign  vessels  belonging  to  any  one  power  was  Italiin : 
arrivals,  240,  and  departures,  242.    The  next  greatest  belonged  to  Greece;  v 
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rivals,  121,  Kod  departarea,  124.  As  nsnitl,  the  greatest  faret^  tODnnge  was 
tful  of  (?reat  Britun.  The  contrast  of  the  shipping  of  1863  vith  that  of  1861 
BbowB  a  falling  off  during  1663  of  406  in  the  whole  number  of  arrivals,  and 
361  in  the  whole  numher  of  depattnrea. 

Commerce. — The  toUl  value  of  imports  during  1863  was  33,359,948  florins;  of 
eiports,  12,945,335  florins.  The  decrease  in  imports  since  1861  was  5,785,341 
florinB;  in  ezporta,  4,037,373.  There  was  a  relative  decline,  also,  in  the  ralne 
of  the  rirer  and  inland  commerce.  The  reasons  for  this  gradual  but  constant 
decline  of  bosineBs  have  been  referred  to  in  previona  reports;  no  recent  causes 
itave  operated  to  haaten  it.  Allneion  to  a  greatly  increased  amount  of  exporla- 
tioQ  from  Venice  to  the  United  States  during  the  present  year  1863,  though  not 
itrictly  pertinent  to  a  report  on  commerce  for  1862,  may  be  still  permitted,  as 
abowiDg  a  satisfactory  growth  of  trade  in  a  direction  which  it  would  hardly 
luTC  been  expected  to  take  at  this  juncture.  It  has,  indeed,  been  difficult  here- 
tofore to  ascertain  the  value  and  amount  of  goods  shipped  to  the  United  States, 
ill  inch  shipments  being  considered  in  the  annual  statements  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  as  shipments  to  Great  Britain,  because  articles  for  the  United  States 
■re  oiiQally  sent  by  the  British  steamers  (touching  here  semi-monthly)  to  Liverpool, 
ud  thence  transhipped  to  our  ports.  There  may  be  some  want  of  exactness, 
therefore,  in  the  dabi  which  T  have  been  able  to  collect  concerning  shipments  to 
the  United  Sutea  during  1863,  but  I  do  not  think  that  their  whole  value  ei- 
ceedMl  13,000  florins.  During  the  three  quarters  of  the  year  1863,  ended  this 
day.  the  value  of  these  exports  has  already  amounted  to  40,000  florina.  The 
present  admirable  law  for  the  verification  of  invoices  afforda  the  In-st  means  of 
arriving  at  atatietics  on  this  subject,  and  it  ia  also  satisfactory  to  shippers  from 
lite  security  it  gives  them  against  delays  and  losses  in  the  msiU.  By  far  the 
greatest  part  of  the  value  of  exports  to  the  United  States  ia  in  glass  beads ;  a 
considerable  amount  is  in  those  articles  of  jewelry  and  virlli  for  which  Venice 
b  ^oua,  and  the  rest  in  straw  hats  and  straw  braid,  from  an  establishment  for 
inch  mannfactares  at  Vallonara,  near  Vicenza.  The  staple  articles  of  commerce 
»ith  other  conntriea  are  the  same  as  reported  for  1863.  No  new  census  of  the 
population  has  taken  place  since  my  laat  report. 

Manu/aeture*. — Besides  those  branches  of  indnatry  noticed  in  former  returns, 
the  art  of  working  in  mosaic  haa  recently  asaumed  importance  in  Venice. 
There  is  now  one  large  eatablishment  in  the  city,  (employing  nearly  one  hundred 
artiits  and  workmen,)  in  which  the  art  is  pursued  in  all  its  usual  branches  of 
inonamental  decoration,  margtielerie,  jewelry,  &:c.,  and  has  been  happily  adapted 
to  many  novel  usee.     Indeed,  under  the  enterprising  management  of  the  pro- 

K'etor  of  this  establishment,  there  is  something  like  a  restoration  of  Venice  to 
r  ancient  celebrity  as  a  school  of  tliis  art,  with  advantagee  not  enjoyed  in 
other  times.  Many  late  and  most  valuable  discoveries  have  been  made  in  the 
materials  of  the  art — the  different  vitreous  pastes  with  which  gold-stone,  chalce- 
dony, agate,  lapis-lazuli,  and  other  costly  stones,  are  exactly  imitated.  Some 
of  ue  branches  of  the  art,  as  now  practised,  are  the  artistic  works  of  mosaio 
puntmg,  both  for  monumental  decoration  and  for  inlaying  of  tables,  &g.,  and  the 
more  mechanical  works  of  mounting  vases  of  chalcedony  and  agate  in  silver,  the 
msnnfactnre  of  mosaic  jewelry,  pavements,  and  picture  frames,  door-plates,  and 
tigni.  and  the  application  of  the  materials  to  iunnmerable  purposes  of  utility  and 
Ininry.  The  establiabment  is  now  executing  orders  in  monumental  mosuc  for 
Venice,  London,  and  the  United  Statca. 

AgrieuiruTe. — Cropa  of  wheat  and  Indian  com  were  light.  The  vintage  was 
better,  the  disease  of  the  vines  yielding  to  the  treatment  with  sulphur,  (of  which 
I  gave  a  full  account  in  my  last  report,)  but  the  crop  of  silk  niis  ogaiu  damaged 
and  n  duced  to  one-third  by  the  still  existing  disorder  of  the  worms.  In  all  respects, 
during  the  present  year,  1863,  the  promiae  of  abundant  harvests  ia  most  flatter- 
ing.   Work  continues  slowly  on  two  branches  of  railway  projected  in  the  king- 
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iom — fromBotzen  to  Innsbrack,andfTomPBdiMtotli«  river  Fo,  to  conitect  with 
the  line  to  Ferrara  and  Bologna.  No  other  public  enterpriBes  hare  been  under- 
taken since  jaj  laat  report,  and  no  pro^resB  haa  been  made  in  the  work  on  a 
new  canal  from  the  harbor  mouth  at  Ualamocco  direct  to  the  baain  of  St  .Uaik, 
at  Venice.

Dantzic. 

Stettin,  as  the  chief  place,  has  consistentlj  been  doing  the  largest  total  bori- 
nos»,  and  its  imports  fmostly  transit,  it  is  true,)  during  the  year,  amounted  to 
45,015,230  thalers,  while  in  the  same  period  its  exports  have  reached  the  som 
of  28.313,814  thalers,  or  only  a  trifle  below  the  fignre  of  1661,  and  which  year 
woe  by  far  the  most  favorable  in  the  whole  commercial  history  of  tbe  place. 

With  the  redresB  of  Bome  drawbacks  still  existing,  each  aa  the  irregnlarily  of 
the  water-course  of  the  "Oder,"  the  hemming  in  effects  of  the  fortificaliom 
around  the  city,  the  extraordinarily  large  dues  for  Tessela  entering  and  cleir- 
ing,  with  Bome  others  of  minor  importance,  it  is  but  just  to  presume  that  Stettin 
will,  in  the  course  of  an  immediate  future,  enlarge  the  extent  of  ita  boeiness  so 
as  to  became  one  of  the  leading  places  in  this  region. 

Ita  merchants  mostly  young,  enterpriBing,  and  considerate ;  its  fevorable  loca- 
tion for  transits  of  foreign  imports,  as  well  as  produce  exports;  witb  meohanic 
shops,  milla,  ahip-yards,  and  manufactories  steadily  gaining  reputation;  with 
snperior  facilities  of  conununication  to  all  parts  of  the  interior  and  Garope  tt 
large;  all  this,  with  the  continuance  of  peace  at  home  and  abroad,  aeems  to 
guarantee  to  the  place  unabated  progreas  and  expansion. 

The  mighty  inllnence  all  over  the  commercial  world  of  the  insurrection  in  the 
United  States  has  also  been  felt  here,  and  the  merchants  in  their  reporta  feel 
themselves,  and  as  I  think  on  sufficient  grounds,  colled  upon  to  say  in  retalton 
thereto,  "along  with  the  lasting  hindrances  to  our  trade,  the  effects  of  the  North 
American  civil  war  made  themselves  especially  diacemible. 

"This  war  and  its  conaequencea  stand  before  the  whole  civilized  world  u 
an  intenxising  fate,  which  no  nation,  however  insignificant  its  direct  relations  to 
tbe  fiela  of  the  contest  may  be,  is  enabled  entirety  to  avoid  ;  and  never  before 
did  the  intimate  relations  existing  between  all  the  countries  connected  throng 
the  commerce  at  large  so  strikingly  appear. 

"  Our  place  baa  at  no  time  been  in  any  conaiderable  direct  connexion  with 
tbe  United  States,  but,  nevertheless,  have  the  most  different  branches  of  oar 
trade,  partly  direct  and  partly  indirect,  been  sufTcring  from  the  consequences  «( 
this  fearful  stmggle.  Irom  tbe  unexpected  abundance  of  breodstuSa  which 
the  northwest  of  the  United  States  was  compelled  to  throw  exclusively  upon 
the  English  market,  our  grain  trade  found  itself  thwarted  in  its  most  reliable 
calculationa ;  and  again,  from  tbe  want  of  cotton,  which  crippled  tbe  operatioiu 
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vt  OUT  own  msnnfiutories  uid  tlioBe  of  Austria,  tbe  forwardinff  basinesB  was 
deprived  of  a  Ui^  portion  of  ita  actiTity,  and  maoy  of  the  merchandtBe  trading 
bfinches  snared  no  le»B."

Sua]  to  306,.'i20  boshels;  peas,  b,215  "wispels,"  equal  to  208,600  bushels; 
iver seed,  33,474  centners;  millprodncts.SD^  as  flonr, meal,  grits,  &c.,  186,056 
ceotDers;  alcohol  and  spirits,  63,578  centners ;  zinc,  311,294  centners;  lioseed 
tnd  other  oils,  66,656  centners ;  green  fruits,  10,906  centners ;  timber  and  lumber 
lor  house  and  ship  building,  558,i!83  pieces ;  ties  and  sleepers  for  railroads, 34,314 ; 
masts  and  span,  190. 

Tbe  maanfacturing  eBtablishments,  although  along  with  the  mercantile  busi- 
neiB  Boffering  from  the  general  hindrance  to  trade,  showed  a  very  good  year's 
work.  The  Vulcan  machine  and  iron  works,  for  instance,  consumed  33,127 
eentuers  of  cast  iron,  16,615  centners  common  and  3,540  centners  fine  bar  iron, 
13,112  ceotnerB  iron  plates,  and  3,225  centners  of  steel,  copper,  lead,  &c.,  the 
bailding  of  engines  for  railroads  being  the  largest  part  of  its  business  for  tbe 
J«r. 

The  chemical  worka  produced,  on  an  average,  more  than  the  year  prcviouB, 
nd  the  two  cement  millB  tamed  out  some  127,000  barrets  of  Portland  cement  to- 
gether— an  increase  of  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  on  the  last  year.  This 
bnoch  of  manufacture  has  been  largely  extended  here  of  late,  as  the  article  pro- 
dneed  is  fully  equal  to  if  not  better  than  the  best  English,  and  a  newmillfor  the  sarae 
pnrpose  is  now  being  erected  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  city  by  a  well- 
tnoTn  firm  here,  (G.  A.  Toepfier  &  Co.)  A  new  branch  of  manufacture  has 
■1*0  lately  been  called  into  existence  by  the  same  enterprising  firm,  namely,  that 
of  cocoa  matting,  and  which  is  already  competing  sncceBsfnlly  with  the  British, 
ud  some  2,000  centners  of  raw  material  were  consumed  here  during  last  year. 
Kinufacmring  of  paper  boxes.  Sec,  is  also  on  a  steady  increase,  America  receiving 
the  largest  of  those  made  here.

Beeidea  some  5,000  barreU  from  the  Baltic  coast.  Of  this  eDonnooB  quantily 
nearly  all  was  coueumcd  within  this  kingdom  and  the  neighborine  Gtrrman 
'  Btetca,  the  abundant  yield  of  potatoes  causing  the  poorer  classes  to  subsiBt  more 
exclusively  than  usual  on  those  two  articles  of  fiioa,  aa  with  the  large  influx  the 
price  of  herring  also  ruled  considerably  lower  than  at  any  time  before.  So 
extraordinary  was  the  last  year's  crop  of  potatoes  in  this  province  that  the  best 
kinds  thereof  are  now  sold  here  at  seven  silbergroBchen,  or  about  seventeen 
cents  per  bushel,  and  this  fact  has,  as  a  matter  of  contae,  given  a  great  sdmulos 
to  the  manufacturing  of  alcoholic  spirits,  and  distillers  here  now  confid^itly 
expect  to  be  enabled  to  compete  successfully  with  the  American  article  in  tu 
Mediterranean  ports. 

The  total  shipping  of  Stettin  was,  during  1S62,  somewhat  less  than  the  previom 
year,  and  there  arrived  altogether  1,993  vessels  of  all  classes,  having  a  burden  of 
170.571  "lasts,"  while  in  the  same  time  tbe  clearances  were  for  2,5^3  veseela. 

Tbe  revenue  collected  at  the  custom-house  office  at  this  point  amounted  during 
the  year  to  1,407,869|^  tbalers  for  incoming,  and  1.351^  thalers  for  oatgoing 
goods  and  merchandise,  being  together  1,409,221U  thalers,  or  48,505|-J  over 
the  amount  of  1861. 

The  shipping  of  Swinemiind,  taken  altogether,  was  in  excess  of  the  year 
previous,  and  there  entered,  including  those  coming  to  Stettin,  3,219  vessel;,  of 
which  271  in  ballast  and  three  cleared;  including  those  from  Stettin,  3,503, 
among  which  537  in  ballast.  Out  of  tbe  above  uumber  eighty-eight  vessel;  came 
to  Swineiniind  for  relief  or  in  distress,  and  seven  were  ships-of-war,  namely.eix 
Prussian  and  one  Bussian.  The  cargoes  for  Swinemiind  were  almost  excln- 
sively  coal. 

Next  to  Stettin  in  importance  aa  a  Prussian  tradinef  and  shipping  pUee  is 
Dantzic,  and  its  exports  during  1862,  consisting  chiefly  of  grain,  timber,  and 
lumber,  exceeded  even  that  of  Stettin,  with  about  40,000  tbalers  in  value;  at 
the  same  time  tbe  imports,  transits,  and  others  did  only  amount  to  about  twelve 
per  cent,  of  tbe  sum  reached  in  Stettiu.

The  maritime  trade  of  Dantzic  also  shows  a  very  considerable  jucrease,  ui 
the  vessels  entered  during  1862  numbered  3,157,  of  which  2,030  came  in  ballut 
and  freight-seeking.  Clearances  there  were,  altogether,  3,200,  out  of  wbich 
only  tweuty-fbur  Idl  in  ballast,  proving,  by  comparison,  Dautaic  a  pori  nhae 
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&ngbti  are  readily  obtained.  The  United  8tate.a  coDsnlar  agent  at  tfaia  port 
nport^  DO  arrivslfl  or  departures  of  American  veasela  there  during  last  year,  and 
of  official  fees  received  in  the  same  period,  as  por  Btatement  which  here  follows. 

Like  last  year,  unable  to  obtain  any  statement  from  the  United  States  consalar 
■gent  at  Koenigsberg  regarding  the  trade  and  shippiDg  of  that  port  during  the 
fear  gone  by,  I  only  know  what  tbe  newspapers  learn  tn  regard  thereto,  and 
End  the  trade  of  that  place  to  have  been  leas  prosperous  than  in  1861,  with  the 
awption,  perhaps,  of  the  export  of  cereals  and  seeds,  which  was  very  consid- 
tnble,  and  amoDUted  in  all  to  a  quantity  equal  to  9,645,600  bnshela. 

Tbe  iiumber  of  vessels  entered  at  this  port  and  Fillau,  the  ontport  of 
Eneaingsbeig,  was  1,982,  of  which  692  were  in  ballast ;  and  there  cleared  at 
the  two  places  1,949  vessels,  among  which  were  80  in  ballast. 

AltboDgb  reminded  thereof  in  dne  time,  no  report  ha«  come  to  hand  from  the 
uid  consular  agent  as  to  American  vessels  arrived  and  departed,  or  of  fees 
receiTed  at  bis  agency  during  tbe  last  year. 

The  commercial  report  from  Memel  complains  bitterly  over  the  indifference 
*uh  which  the  well-founded  requests  for  railway  and  canal  communication  to 
that  fine  harbor  and  trading  location  are  treated  by  those  in  power,  and  saya 
in  regard  to  tbe  demanded  railroad  to  the  interior;  "It  appears  to  us  that  in 
the  whole  state  no  rulroad  ia  more  necessary  and  just  than  ours,  as  the  quea- 
&)n  is  not  BO  much  about  procuring  new  means  of  communication  as  the 
mttatenance  of  a  good  harbor  and  a  fine  piece  of  German  soil;  and  our  de- 
muid  is  the  more  just  as  we  do  not  wish  anything  further  than  to  be  placed  on 
eqiul  footing  with  neighboring  ports." 

It  is  fbnod  that,  with  a  far  better  location  on  tbe  Baltic  than  Koenigsberg, 
and  nearer  to  the  grain-growing  provinces  of  Russia,  tbe  export  of  cereala  from 
Kernel  dnring  1862  waa,  for  want  of  inland  communicalion,  only  one-ninth 
part  of  that  of  Koen^berg,  the  dedine  in  the  export  being  about  two-thirds 
from  that  of  ^60  and  one-third  &om  that  of  1861 ;  the  whole  quantity  shipped 
daring  last  year  amounting'  to  9,120  "lasts^"  equal  to  1,094,400  bushels,  and 
tbeeutire  export  of  all  articles  from  Jdemel  for  tbe  year  ended  December  31, 
1862,  amounted  in  value  to  6,116,640  tbalere,  and  the  imports  for  the  same 
period  to  1,508,356  tbalers. 

The  total  ahipping  of  Hemel  for  the  year  compiieed  876  vessels  entered,  out 
of  which  410  were  in  ballast,  and  886  vessels  cleared,  among  which  were  10  in 
bsllast ;  and  out  of  the  whole  number  cleared,  more  than  hidf,  or  489,  were  for 
Gnat  Britain. 

The  United  States  consular  agent  at  that  port  reports  of  no  American  ves- 
kIs  arrived  or  departed,  nor  any  fees  received  at  his  agency,  daring  1862.

I  have  tbe  honor  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  the  circular  of  tbe  depart- 
ment No.  30,  and  dated  tbe  24tb  of  December  last,  directing  me  to  forward  to 
the  deportment  information  as  to  the  means  adopted  in  the  country  of  my  offi- 
rial  residence  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue  and  the  collection  of  duties  in 
the  passage  of  goods  across  the  national  frontier.  I  beg  to  refer  to  the  accom- 
panying extract  of  tbe  general  instructions  of  this  government  to  its  officers 
upon  the  subject.  The  sheet  marked  A  shows  the  formalities  and  regulations 
vrhea  foreign  goods  are  imported  and  forwarded  in  transitu,  or  stored  in  public 
varehonsea  with  the  privilege  of  entiy  for  home  consumption  or  for  re-exporta- 
tion. Tbe  system  is,  I  am  informed  by  those  who  are  in  business,  very  com- 
r'  te,  and  a  great  prevention  ngainst  frauds  on  tbe  revenue.  The  national 
nder  ia  die  costom-houae  boundary ;  localities  are  designated  on  tbe  line  as 
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stationB  through  which  goods  are  allowed  to  be  brought  into  the  coostfT. 
Where  canals  or  riveie  form  the  bonndaiy,  the  legal  landing  places  are  deaiz- 
nated  \tj  the  government.  The  custom-houBe  bonndsry  is  protected  hj  a  hodj 
of  men,  who  are  uniformed  and  armed ;  and  all  other  government  Jhnctioiiaiiefl 
are  enjoined  U>  reader  asBietance  in  case  of  need,  to  prevent  frande  or  mnng- 
gling.  Goods  passing  the  frontier  mnat  travel  the  roads  prescribed  hj  the 
govemmeut,  and  by  daylight,  from  sanrise  to  sunset.  The  carrier,  boatman, 
or  peraon  in  charge  of  the  goods,  is  obliged  to  report  hunself,  on  arriving  in  dw 
country,  st  the  nearest  cuetom-honBe  eitahlishment,  whether  the  gooA  an 
liable  to  duty  or  exempted ;  he  must  make  a  declaration  of  all  good*,  wane, 
merchandise,  or  provisions  under  his  charge.  The  form  for  this  daelaratiwi  is 
herewith  transmitted,  and  marked  B,  wiUi  the  general  instractiBiis  for  its  use 
indorsed  upon  it.  It  is  at  the  option  of  the  party  importing  goods  to  enter 
dieia  for  home  consumption  and  pay  the  duty  at  the  frontier,  or  have  them 
taken  to  a  cuBtom-house  of  the  interior  more  convenient  to  (he  owner ;  it  ia  aln 
optional  to  have  the  goods  examined  and  verified,  and  the  duty  ascertained, 
either  at  tbe  frontier  or  at  any  locality  of  the  interiorv  where  the  amount  may 
be  paid.  Bat  in  either  case  the  goods  are  always  in  possession  of  the  custom- 
house autbarities  in  the  transit  from  one  place  to  another,  and  are  kept  under 
lock  and  key ;  or  where  such  mode  is  impracticable,  one  or  more  leaden  seals 
(plombage)  are  attached  to  each  package,  a  given  time,  according  to  distance,  ia 
allowed,  and  the  carrier  and  the  owner  of  the  goods  are  jointlv  and  severally 
held  responsible  for  the  delivery  at  the  pUce  of  destination,  ana  presentation  at 
tbe  cuBtom-house.  In  order  to  insure  tbe  performance  of  these  obligations, 
flecarity  must  be  deposited  for  the  approximate  amount  of  tbe  duty,  or  a  hood 
entered  into  by  a  third  party ;  the  bondsman  and  the  owners  of  the  goods  an 
held  jointly  and  severally  roBponBible  for  the  payment.  Under  the  same  regu- 
lations goods  may  be  stowed  at  the  depots  of^the  frontier,  or  removed  to  other 
cnstom-honses  within  the  limits  of  tbe  German  Confederation,  widi  privilege  of 
being  entered  for  home  consumption  or  re-exportation.  Tbe  bondsman  in  this, 
as  in  all  other  cases,  must  be  a  third  party.  The  return  of  the  securitiu  de- 
posited, or  release  from  the  bond,  is  granted  upon  a  certificate  being  presented 
that  the  obligations  have  been  complied  with.  All  goods  sent  in  transit,  either 
to  another  custom-house  or  to  the  frontier  for  re-exportation,  must  be  aocom- 
panied  with  a  way-bill  granted  by  the  custom-house,  a  copy  of  which,  mailed 
0  and  D,  is  herewith  transmitted.  The  first  named  (G)  sltows  that  tbe  goods 
have  been  examined,  and  the  amount  of  duty  ascertained  at  the  frontier,  bnt  al- 
lowed to  be  removed  to  another  custom-house  lor  tbe  payment  of  the  duty.  Farm 
D  is  used  for  goods  that  are  removed  under  bond,  either  for  storage  in  a  public 
warehouse  or  for  transhipment  to  another  country.  These  documents  are  is- 
sued in  duplicate,  one  given  to  the  owner  and  the  other  to  the  carrier,  and 
they  are  required  to  sign  an  obligation  faithfully  to  comply  with  the  terms  and 
regulations  set  forth  therein.  When  the  goods  are  presented,  and  over  the 
frontier,  the  way-bill  is  indorsed,  the  bondsman  releaaed,  or  the  amount  ds- 
posited  refunded.  Tbe  manner  in  which  the  record  of  way-bills  is  kept,  and 
the  receipts  granted  for  the  same,  is  exhibited  in  the  copies  of  four  forms, 
marked  from  E  to  H,  herewith  transmitted.  No  printed  forms  can  be  obtained 
at  the  custom-house  here.  To  guard  against  frauds,  the  forms  are  counted 
over  to  each  clerk  of  a  department,  who  is  held  responsible  for  tbe  unmber 
received.  Goods  must  not  exceed  a  reasonable  time  in  reaching  their  desdna- 
tion ;  and  in  no  case  are  way-billa  granted  for  a  longer  period  than  four  months. 
No  fees  are  exacted  for  tbe  performance  of  any  duties  of  public  functionaries. 
Tbe  cost  for  leaden  seals,  roping,  ItdMr-hire,  &c.,  is  charged  by  the  custont- 
house.  but  officers  and  clerks  receive  no  fee  or  gratuity.  Goods  may  be  stowed 
in  the  public  warehouses  for  any  time  not  exceeding  two  yearti.  The  charge 
for  storage  difiera  at  difieient  places,  according  to  locality ;  bat  in  no  case  is  the 
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thrge  more  Hmu  three  ceato  (Americsn)  per  moDtfa  for  one  faandred  weigbt 
[equal  to  101  pounds  American)  of  liquids  per  month,  and  two  cents  for  all 
other  kinds  of  goods.  The  goods  con  never  he  removed  until  all  claims  of  the 
eovenunent  are  aatisfied.  This  being  an  inland  town,  the  forementioned  r^n- 
Utions  and  formalities  apply  to  goods  brought  by  common  carrier  or  by  boats. 
The  cnstom-hoose  regnlations  in  force  were  framed  in  1S38,  but  their  main 
fealnres  apply  to  the  modem  transit  by  railroad  ;  the  companies  are  considered 
tommon  cairiere,  and  are  held  responsible  as  snch ;  they  are  therefore  exceed- 
ingly (antions  in  receiving  goods  to  see  that  the  cnstom-house  regulations  are 
etrKtlj  complied  with.  Ueolaratious  are  made  out  in  two  languages,  German 
md  French.

I  bave  the  bonor  of  presenting  hereirilh  a  commercial  and  Btatis^cal  report 
for  this  cousnlate  for  the  year  ended  September  30,  1863.     "••••• 

The  kingdom  of  Bavaria,  the  third  in  size  of  the  German  confederacy,  con- 
taine  29,361  j^  eqnare  milea,  of  which  S,292  sqaare  miles  lie  at  a  distance  of 
some  fifty  miles  from  the  main  body  of  the  kiogdom,  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
Ithine,  and  constitute  what  is  called  tiie  Pfalz,  or  Bbenisb  Bavaria.  Her  popa- 
lation,  according  to  the  ceneua  of  1S61,  amonnts  to  4,689,837  souls,  of  wlnn 
3,]76,33J  are  Cnlholice,  56,033  Jews,  and  the  remainder  Protestant. 

The  Pfalz  has  608,069  inhabitants,  of  whom  316,806  are  Proteetant,  and 
S47,8S1  Catholic.  Bavaria,  being  situated  in  the  very  heart  of  the  continent  of 
Europe,  ie  almost  deetitute  of  navigable  waters,  and  is  therefore  dependent  Ibi 
commercial  facilities  mainly  upon  railroads.     With  these  she  is  now  well  sap- 

S'icd,  her  capital  (Munich)  being  connected  by  rail  north,  via  Nn^mberg,  with 
rcmen,  Hamburg,  and  Berlin ;  northeast,  eta  Acgensberg,  (often  miscalled,  in 
French  and  English,  Ratisbon,)  with  Prague  and  Dresden;  cast  with  Vienna; 
south  with  Innsbruck ;  southwest  with  Lake  Constance,  at  Lindan ;  west  viih 
Havre,  via  Stuttgart  and  Paris;  and  northwest,  via  AschufFenbui^,  Frankfort- 
ou'thc  Main,  and  Cologne,  with  Oatend,  Bmsaela,  and  the  Hag^e. 

The  principal  ports  of  exit  for  the  trade  of  Bavaria  with  America  are  Bremi^D, 
Hamburg,  and  Havre.  Of  the  52  invoices  verilied  at  the  consulate  since  the 
let  of  April  last,  25  were  shipped  at  Biemen,  19  at  Hamburg,  and  6  at  Havre. 
The  other  2  were  ah'pped,  one  at  Amsterdam  and  the  other  at  LivcrpooL 

Gooda  can  bo  sent  by  rail  as  esprees  (eil-gut)  which  go  with  the  mail 
trains,  or  as  first  and  second  class  freight  (fracht-gut.)  Express  goods  for 
Bremen  or  Hamburg  require  about  five  days  for  the  transit  from  Mnnieh,  l» 
Havre  nine.  Freight  goods  require  about  double  that  tima.  The  freight  opoo 
goorls  bound  to  Hamburg  or  Bremen  i:i  reckoned  in  Pruasian  money  (thslen 
at  30  silbergroschen  each]  at  so  much  the  zoll-centner  (tariff  union  bandrt^ 
woght;)  on  those  to  Havre  in  French  money,  (franca  at  100  centimes  each)  at 
BO  much  the  100  kilogrammes.  The  Bubjoined  table  gives  these  rata  with  tbcir 
equivalents  in  Bavarian  money.

Tbe  entin  Dumber  of  invoices  venfied  at  thiB  consulate  during  the  year 
ended  September  30, 1863,  is  ninety-five,  amouating  in  value  tof.  138,613.54  zr.

In  Jalv  last  was  also  exported  the  door  for  the  capital  at  Washington, 
^Kigned  by  Mr.  RaDdoIph  Koeera  at  Borne,  and  executed  in  bronze  at  tbe 
imitj  here,  the  value  of  which,  eo  far  as  it  is  of  Bavarian  origin,  is  fixed  by 
Ibf  director  of  the  foundry  at  f,  50,000. 

The  miscellaneous  exporta  consist  of  artificial  flowera,  artist's  colors  in  oil, 
bmb,  chiccory,  clocks,  compass  saws,  cheaillien,  fancy  goods,  family  goods, 
boQsi'keeping  goods,  linen  goods,  matches,  match-boxes,  paints,  photographs, 
pi)^s,  porcelain  ware,  portemonies,  ri£Ies,  soaps,  in  foil,  paper,  trees,  and  plants. 
The  coDteats  of  oil  the  said  invoices  except  the  chiccory,  chpnillien,  matches, 
Dtlch -boxes,  meerschaum  pi  pee,  and  portemonies,  were  produced  in  Bavaria. 

The  ieniher,  all  from  one  manufactory  in  Munich,  is  called  "  calf  kid,"  it 
king  calf!>kia  so  dressed  and  colored  as  to  resemble  fine  kid  leather.  The 
"'■i|,  amnonting  to  22,653  J  pounds,  was  all  exported  in  the  fourth  quarter  of 
iMiS.  Yiulina  and  other  stringed  intruments  are  largely  manufactured  in  the 
haruian  Alpi,  on  theTyrolian  frontier.  Elegant  Bohemian  glass  (so  called) 
i;  miQufactured  in  tbe  mountain  district  east  of  Regeasburg.  Tbe  Gfttholio 
f^t  coneist  nf  altar  furniture,  bnnners,  images  of  wood  or  composition,  paint- 
'!'?',  and  'Vestments.  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  remark,  that  eleven  of  tbe  twelve 
i">'"ic«s  of  paintings  verified  during  the  year  were  presented  at  the  consulate 
•hm^  the  montlis  of  August  and  September  last.  During  these  months  ex- 
clwige,  which  for  so  long  a  period  had  remained  at  bo  excessively  high  rates, 
''il'tricDced,  as  is  well  known,  a  very  great  reduction  ;  showing  bow  dependeDt 
it  the  Bale  of  works  of  art,  a  most  imnortant  branch  of  trade  in  Munich,  upon 
f^y  exchanges  with  the  country  to  which  they  are  destined. 

An  a  centre  of  art  Munich  is  celebrated.  Her  "  academy,"  or  school  of  art, 
1'  'lie  resort  of  Diany  students  from  abroad,  including  a  number  from  America. 
Hne  a  director,  (Von  Kaulbach,)  twelve  professors,  and  two  teachers,  give  in- 
riiuclion  and  lectures  (in  German  of  course]  in  drawing,  perspective  anatomy, 
jainling,  composition,  scalpture,  architecture,  engraving,  and  art-history.  Its 
I'tmt  commence  the  middle  of  October,  and  the  Monday  following  the  Easter 
l"'lidny».  It  was  formerly  free,  but  now  each  student  pays  an  entrance  fee  of 
*■  ^  and  a  fee  of  f.  5  tin  each  term. 

'i'hc  ptoduclion  and  origiual  sale  of  salt  in  Bavaria  is  a  monopoly  of  the 
;''*eramenL  Bavaria  possesses  seven  salines,  (mines  and  springs,)  and  eight 
>'«rk8,  vis:  4  in  Oberbagem,  (tbe  Munich  district,)  they  neing  amine  fvAli- 
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boilery  at  Bercliteegaden ;  a  boiler;  nnd  refinery  at  Reicbenhall ;  and  boilcries 
at  Trannstein  and  Uosenbeim  ;  2  in  Unterpankeii.  (Wurzbnrg  diettict,)  Ki^in- 
gen  and  Orb  ;  and  1  in  the  Pfalz,  at  Dnrkheim ;  the  last  three  having  boiling 
apparatus  and  refineries. 

According  to  an  average  of  several  years  the  aDnnal  prodnct  of  salt  from 
these  Bonrces  is  920,980  zoll-centner,  of  which  over  600,000  zoll-centiier  are 
brought  to  market  as  kitchen  or  common  salt. 

The  remainder,  being  the  waste  or  coarse  prodncts  of  these  eetablishment?, 
is  Bold*for  agricultnrat  purposes,  and  is  nsed  as  manure  and  for  the  feeding  of 
cattle.  Tobacco  culture  in  Bavaria  reached  its  height  in  1 857,  when  it  occupied 
20,179  taewerks  (or  Bavarian  acres,)  and  produced  152.975^  Bavarian  hundred 
weight.  From  this  time  declining  prices  and  a  dimiuiehed  foreign  demand  hare 
reduced  the  breadth  of  land  planted  at  on  average  annual  rate  of  2,500  txg- 
werks.  In  1861  only  9,096  tkgwerks  were  planted,  the  prodnct  being  56,266^ 
Bavarian  cwt.  The  increasing  inquiry  and  advancing  prices  occasioned  bj  thii 
diminished  product  caused  a  slight  iucreaee  in  18G2,  wheu  10,067  tagwerks  were 
planted,  producing  83,538  Bavarian  cwt.  This  was  an  average  prodnct  of  S.03 
Bavarian  cwt.  to  the  tagwerk,  the  most  fmitful  year  siuce  1S56. 

This  culture  is  found  mostlj  in  the  Ffalz  and  Mittclfranken  (ihe  Nutimbei^ 
district,]  60  per  cent,  of  the  land  devoted  to  it  being  in  the  Pfalz,  and  30  ptr 
cent  in  Mittelfranken.  The  average  prices  per  Bavarian  cwt.  for  the  best  and 
poorest  tobacco  of  the  crop  of  1862  were  ;

Prussian  morgen,  (1  PruBaiAn  morgeti  :=  0.74  Bavarian  tagwerks,)  yielding 
354.335  aoU-cintner  of  cured  leaves. 

The  latest  general  report  of  the  agricultural  statistics  of  Bavaria  was  pub- 
lished in  1857 ;  but  even  theee  were  made  up  in  1S54  from  dat.i  of  1853.  In 
other  words,  the  following  agricultural  statistics  are  tat  yeart  old,  bat  are  the 
latest  of  the  kind  obtainable,  or  even  extant !

Eower,  or  1  horse-power  to  each  500  inhabitants ;  45  of  these  ea^nea,  of  13,3Sf 
orse-power,  are  used  in  navigation  ;  353  of  these  engines,  of  55,136  horse- 
power, are  used  upon  railroads  ;  and  491  of  these  engines,  of  9,368  horse-power, 
are  used  for  all  other  purposes. 

This  shows  a  large  increase  upon   1847,  when  there  vers  but  132  steim- 
eniinDea  in  Savaria,  possessing  3,333  horse- power. 
Bftyaria  poBsesses  16  lailroada,  whose  united  length  ia  1,134.6  miles  (Eug- 
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li^b,  or  S46.55  German  mileB.)  These  roads  are  equipped  tfith  353  tocomo- 
tife?,  1,001  passenger  cars,  7,520  freight  care,  and  5,2S8  employes ;  being  for 
each  Germao  mile  (=4.6019  English  milea)  a  supply  of  1.43  locomotivea,  4.06 
ptsaenger  cars,  30.5  freight  care,  and  21.2  emfloyie.

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The  Talae  of  the  merchandiM  actually  exported  from  Una  conenlate  daring 
the  past  jear  is  donbtlese  between  oDe  and  a  half  and  two  mUliona  of  florins. 

Owing  to  the  high  rate  of  the  existing  tariff,  many  articles  formerly  sent  from 
.  here  to  the  United  States  in  large  quantities  will  no  longer  pay  a  profit  to  the 
exporter.  Among  these  articles  are  ivory  combs,  hair  and  paint  bmshea,  bom 
buttons,  and  the  cheaper  qualities  of  lead  pencili.  However,  it  b  partly  owing 
'  as  well  to  the  increased  wages  paid  to  mechanics  here,  and  in  those  articles  ^ 
enhancing  the  cost  of  man ufac taring,  that  under  the  present  tariff  they  will  not 
bear  exportation.  The  direct  imports  from  the  Unit^  States  are  not  important. 
Cedar-wood  for  pencils  is  brought  here  to  some  extent  from  Florida;  also  the 
anomaly  occurs  of  importing  small  clock-worka  from  New  York,  fitting  tbc 
same  in  varione  kinds  of  automaton  toys  and  reshipping  to  the  Bame  port ! 
There  ia  considerable  American  capital  employed  in  this  consulate,  chiefly  in 
mercantile  entcrprisea.  Tbe  northern  and  central  Bavarian  crops  have  been  fair 
this  year.  The  yield  of  hops,  however,  one  of  the  more  important  etaplea,  is 
considerably  under  the  average,  and  not  more  than  three-fourths  of  a  fnll  cmp, 
yet  the  quality  is  most  excellent.  Prices  do  not  nevertheless  rule  high,  on 
account  of  the  favorable  advices  with  regard  to  the  yield  of  the  English  gardens.

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  the  annual  report  of  this  consulate. 

This  report  will  necessarily  be  brief,  aa  I  have  neither  political  nor  com- 
mercial changes  of  importance  to  record ;  and  as  my  report  for  1863  will,  in 
nearly  all  respects,  hold  good  for  1863,  containing  aa  it  did  statistical  infonna- 
tion  which  has  not  since  been  corrected,  this  will  prevent  me  from  giving 
general  statistics,  excepting  some  few  cases  where  more  aathentic  or  more  gen- 
eral information  has  been  obtained ;  and  I  will  confine  the  present  report  id 
more  detailed  and  sectional  limits  than  that  of  1862,  to  which  it  may  not  inap- 
propriately be  considered  an  appendix. 

Respectfully  referring,  therefore,  to  my  last  report  for  information  conceminfr 
the  area,  popnlation,  hndget,  postal,  and  commercial  facilities  of  Saxony,  1 
shall  firet  proceed  to  give  what  new  and  detailed  information  I  can  upon  ihe 
mining  region. 

It  is  estimated  that  America  has  two  hundred  thousand  square  miles  (German) 
of  coal  fields,  while  Saxony  has  but  30 ;  the  ratio  of  the  coal  fields  to  the  toi^l 
surface  of  the  land  being,  in  America,  1.15;  in  Saxony,  1.105.  The  yield  in 
America  last  year  was  about  six  millions  tons  ;  in  Saxony  two  millions. 

The  daily  wages  of  a  workman  in  the  upper  ore  mountuns  average  from  9 
to  10  neugro^chens,  (1  groschen  equalling  2^  cents,)  the  maximum  being  ^, 
the  minimum  2  groschen. 

These  mountains  furnish  fewer  young  men  fit  for  military  service  than  any 
other  part  of  Saxony.  The  bill  of  mortality  shows  that  48  per  cent,  of  tbc 
children  die  in  their  first  year ;  and  that  from  1844  to  1853  this  normal  quan- 
tity rose  to  the  enormous  rate  of  S2-^  per  cent. — the  population  iDcreasing  only 
l^th  per  cent,  per  annum. 

For  many  years  hut  one  line  of  railway  has  been  op«i  to  commercial  h>t«T- 
coiirse,  hut  two  new  lines  have  been  projected,  and  are  now  rapidly  approaching 
completion. 

The  mines  woAed  in  Saxony  nmnber  472;  the  number  of-nunaaianployed. 
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10,695 ;  number  of  workmen  in  amelting,  1 ,018.  The  total  yield  from  the  sale  of 
Ibe  whole  produce  of  the  four  miuiog  diatricta  of  Altenberg,  Freiberg,  Marinberg, 
snd  S«hwaneenberg,  in  1862,  waa  1,778,620  thalers.  Total  yield  from  the  sale 
of  the  whole  produce  of  the  smelting  worka,  2,748,511  thalera.  Yield  from 
the  sale  of  the  whole  produce  of  the  ainelting  works,  as  wrought  into  different 
vtidea  of  trade,  74,745  thalera.  The  mining  district  of  Freiberg  alone  fur- 
aiehed,  in  the  year  I860,  55,910  tull  ponnda  6ne  silver;  in  1861,  53,416  toll 
pocndi  fine  silver ;  «nd  in  1862,  46,587  toll  pounds  fine  silver,  at  30  tbalete  per 

The  separating  of  gold  from  silver  was  begun  at  Freiberg  abont  one  year 
Bince.  But  as  many  American  ores  are  melted  down  here,  silver  being  sent  in 
its  natarvl  state  to  Hamburg  as  payment)  I  am  unable  to  state  the  amount 
produced. 

The  number  of  diggings  has  fhJlen  off  in  these  diatricts  aiace  ISSS,  there 
being  in  that  year,  in  the  district  of  Marinberg  and  Schwarzenbcrg,  7S8  ;  and 
m  1862  only  367.  These  minea  are  not  distinguished  for  their  richnesa,  but  the 
eicelleQcy  of  their  management  and  machinery,  and  the  scientific  institutions 
eonnecteo  with  them,  have  given  them  a  high  reputation. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  that  the  length  of  railway  lines  in  Saxony 
was  480  miles.  In  the  year  1862  there  were  opoaed  in  Gtermany  527  miles  of 
new  lines,  abont  20  of  which  were  in  Saxony.  The  average  cost  of  the  con- 
Rmction  of  these  roads  has  been  over  half  a  million  of  thalers  per  mile. 

A  remarkable  &ct  (showing  bow  admirably  the  regulations  upon  these  lines 
lie  calculated  to  secure  the  safety  of  passengers)  is  that,  although  last  year 
(1362)  there  were  60,500,560  paasengera,  but  five  of  them  were  killed  and  thii- 
lecQ  wounded  by  accident.  , 

There  are  in  Saxony  about  300,000  cotton  apinners,  dyere,  weavers,  and 
priDteis,  producing,  inclusive  of  flax  and  hosiery  manufactures,  goods  worth 
^Qt  28  million  of  thalers.  In  conseijuence  of  the  acarcity  of  cotton,  about 
one-third  of  these  operatives  have  beeu  thrown  out  of  employment,  and  tho 
vsges  of  the  remainder  greatly  reduced.  This  is,  of  course,  produced  by  the 
lebellioD  in  the  United  States.  The  sufi'ering,  however,  is  greatly  mitigated  by 
the  employment  given  by  the  construction  of  several  new  railways ;  Riid  it  ia  to 
be  hoped  that  before  this  source  fails  them  tho  restoration  of  the  Union  will 
Huble  their  employers  to  resume  operations,  and  thus  provide  for  those  now 
nuble  to  provide  for  themselves. 

Concerning  tho  different  employments  of  women,  I  have  been  able  to  leom 
tliatabout  45,000  lace-makers,  embroiderers,  plain,  gore,  and  glove  seomstresaes, 
IK  employed  in  different  parts  of  Saxony.  Many  of  these  earn  from  2  to  3 
groschen  per  day,  while  the  more  fortunate  receive  from  1}  to  2J  thalers  per 
week.  There  aro  31  schools  where  embroidery  and  lace-making  are  tau^t, 
with  an  ittendance,  in  1862,  of  1,900  pupils.  In  1860  there  were  in  Saxony 
bat  10  embroidery  machines,  while  in  March,  1863,  the  number  had  increased 
to  97.    Adorf  and  Flumen  are  the  principal  places  for  this  branch  of  industry. 

The  tariff  of  the  French-German  commercial  treaty  fixes  a  duty  of  30,  34, 
sod  40  thalers,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  material,  upon  each  cwt.  of  lace 
imported  into  Germanr>  but  if  imported  into  France  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  5, 
10,  and  l'*)  per  cent.     This  almost  amounts  to  a  prohibition. 

At  Annaberg  and  Bacbbolz  about  1,000  women  are  employed  in  monufkc- 
taring  crlnoliae. 

Toys  are  mannfactored  to  a  great  extent,  principally  near  Oberhaw,  giving 
employment  to  over  4,000  workmen,  with  from  1  to  3  thalera  weekly  wages. 
Several  thousand  women  are  also  employed  in  the  various  printing  and  binding 
establishments,  at  wages  differing  but  slightly  from  those  already  mentioned. 

Concerning  the  trade  of  Leipsic,  the  following  has  been  given  as  correct  in- 
formation,  although  not  bo  full  as  was  desired  by  me  :    The  import  of  dutiable 
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goods  into  Leipeic  amouDted,  the  last  year,  to  two  millionB  thalera  for  67,000 
cwt.  of  coffee,  (being  one-twentietU  of  the  import  into  the  Zollverein ;)  one  mil- 
lion thalers  for  33,000  cwt.  tobacco,  (one-eighth  of  the  Zollverein  imports;) 
four  and  a  half  millions  tbalere  for  55,000  cwt.  woollen  yam,  [oae-third  of  tbe 
total  import;}  two  and  a  half  millions  tholen  for  16,500  cwt.  of  cotton  good«, 
(nearly  the  entire  import ;)  three  and  a  half  millions  thalcra  for  18,700  cwt 
woollen  goods,  (thrce-fiflhs  of  the  import ;)  fire  'millions  thalers  for  4,700  cwt 
eilk  goods,  (one-half  the  import;)  thus  making  a  total,  in  seven  articles  alone,  of 
229,900  cwt.,  valued  at  twenty  and  a  half  miUiona  thalers. 

Taking  these  figures  as  a  basis,  it  is  estimated  that  the  yearly  trade  of  Leipsic, 
inclusive  of  the  fairs,  is  about  200  millions  thalers,  equal  to  one-fonrth  of  the 
exports  of  France,  or  one-fitlh  of  England.  Of  the  money  trade  I  am  unable 
to  form  any  estimate,  but  am  infoiTncd  that  one  company,  the  Deutsche 
Allgemeine  credit  Aostalt,  brought  into  circulation  about  forty  tniUiona  thalen 
by  doing  business  in  current  accounts. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  Leipsic  fairs ;  of  which  there  are  three, 
viz ;  at  New  Year,  Easter,  and  Michaelmas.  The  New  Year  fair  ia  of  bnt  little 
importance;  to  the  Michaelmas  fair  abont  three-fourths  as  many  goods  are 
brought  as  to  the  Easter  fair.  An  idea  of  the  amount  of  business  done  in 
Leipsic  in  fair  time  can  best  be  formed  from  the  following  list  of  goods  brought 
to  the  late  Easter  fair.     This  is  exclusive  of  the  amount  sold  by  resident  firms: 

Total  amonnt  of  goods  for  sale,  161,898  centners;  of  which  31,713  were 
cotton  goods,  50,780  were  woollen  goods,  2,868  were  sOk  goods,  11,551  were 
liDen  goods,  25,678  were  leather  (of  all  kinds.)  3,822  were  uvn  ware,  3,517 
were  glass,  3,870  were  paper,  2,868  were  porcelain  ;  the  remaining  16,000  cwt. 
being  made  up  of  difierent  articles. 

The  present  Michaelmas  fair  has  been  much  more  favorable  than  was 
anticipated,  and  in  some  classes  of  goods  a  considerable  increase  of  prices  was 
obtained. 

Large  quantities  of  cloth  were  at  this  (sir  purchased  for  the  American  market. 

I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  present  foil  BtatistJcs  of  imports  and  exports;  but 
the  same  having  been  delayed,  I  am  compelled  to  omit  them  for  the  present 

Of  the  trade  of  Saxony  with  the  United  States  an  estimate  can  be  formed 
from  the  amount  of  invoices  registered  at  the  consulates  of  Dresden  and  Leipsic; 
the  amount  for  Leipsie  from  January  1  to  September  30,  1863,  being 
S1,879,612  53.  Should  the  amount  for  Dresden  be  equal  to  this,  it  would  make 
the  exports  of  Saxony  to  America  for  the  above  mentioned  period  more  than 
3,500,000  dollars.

The  principal  ports  of  the  kingdom  of  Hanover  are  Harburg  on  the  Elbe, 
Oeestemilnde  on  the  Weser,  and  Emden  and  Leet  on  the  Ems.  Its  commercial 
relations  with  the  United  States  ore  becoming  quite  considerablo. 

The  Umversity  of  Oottingen  and  the  Polytechnic  School  at  Hanover,  hither 
with  the  proverbial  purity  of  the  Hanoverian  prounnciation  of  the  Gennan 
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hagange,  conetitate  Boarces  of  ^reat  attraction  to  Btndents,  and  bid  tail,  in 
future,  to  aid  materiallj  in  increasing  Americitn  interests  in  this  consulate.

THE  CONSULATE  OF  BRUNSWICK. 

The  citj  of  Brunswick  ie  but  thirty  English  miles  distant  from  Hanover,  and 
is  connected  with  it  by  railroad.  The  fact  that  the  dnchy  of  Branswick  on  tbe 
death  of  the  present  duke  rr.verts  to  the  house  of  Hanover,  tends  also  to  sap- 
port  the  sngKeetion  that  the  two  conealates  be  consolidated. 

PORT   OP   UBB»TBHUnDB. 

Tbe  new  port  of  Geestemiinde,  on  the  lower  Weeer,  baa  been  completed  and 
opened  to  commerce.  A  consular  agL-ncy  bae  been  eetablisbed  at  th  s  port,  and 
TAi.  Edward  Ulriche,  of  Gceatemiitide,  appointed  to  tbe  position.  This  harbor 
is  1,700  feet  long,  400  feet  wide,  enclosed  by  aolid  walls,  and  of  sufficient  depth 
to  float  the  largest  vessfla.  The  fact  of  Geestemiinde  being  a  free  port,  its  con- 
nexion by  railroad  wiib  the  interior,  its  admirable  docka,  {provided  with  hy- 
draulic apparatus  for  landing  and  shipping  merchandise,)  ita  great  facilities  for 
proviNoning  of  vessels,  taking  in  ballast  and  fresh  water,  and  its  very  exlentire 
railroad  depot,  (affording  evfry  comfort  for  pasgcngera  to  and  from  America,)  will, 
in  time,  greatly  and  deservedly  increase  the  commerical  importance  of  this  new 
and  excellent  port.

"Wc'ser,  and  Ema ;  but  the  pilot  fees  are  bo  affected  by  the  size  of  the  ve»^t>l, 
eeaeon  of  the  year,  aud  distance  piloted,  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  give  any 
vE>ry  concise  tabular  statement.  For  two  or  three-maated  Tes;>els,  the  Wei^cr 
pilot'a  fee  variea  from  Beventy-two  to  fifteen  cents  for  every  foot  of  water  dnwo. 

The  Elbe  pilot's  fee  for  piloting  a  vexael  from  below  Glucketadt  to  Hamburg 
or  Altona  amounts  to  one  tbaler  for  every  foot  of  water  drawn  ;  and  in  addition 
to  this  sum  the  pilot  receivea  one  thaler  for  every  vesael,  irrespective  of  lon- 
unge,  which  he  takcB  over  the  Blankenrse  bar.  If,  on  acconnt  of  ice  or  any 
obtitnictiiin,  the  pilot  is  obliged  to  ran  the  vessel  on  the  etnujd,  and  doe*  not 
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I  getting  her  off  within  twenty-four  hours,  the  master  may  pay  his 
fee  and  refuse  additional  services.  Should  the  pilot  remain  od  board  he  ii 
one  thaler  daily  for  expenses,  and  afterwards  on  pilot  the  veinA 
m,  for  which,  however,  he  receives  no  fee. 
Should  circumetanceB  demand  the  pilot's  presence  for  a  distance  out  at  sea, 
he  will  receive,  in  addition  to  his  fee,  the  usual  pay  for  a  &nt  BteeremaD. 
Should  the  vesfel,  from  too  great  a  draught  of  water,  be  detained,  and  forced 
to  make  nse  of  lighters,  the  pilot  during  this  time  will  receive  one  thaler  daily. 

BEQULATIONS   FOB  PREVENTION   OP   COLLISIONS   AT  SBA. 

The  Hanoverian  Ministry  of  Finance  and  Commerce  have  lately  issued  a 
code  of  rcgulatioDB  for  the  prevention  of  collisions  at  sea.  These  n^nlatioos, 
however,  not  conflicting  with  those  of  other  maritime  eervicea,  it  u  deemed 
unnecessary  to  include  them  in  this  report.

Gaural  annual  report  on  tht  commerce,  industry,  and  agricullnre  of  the  Jree 
city  of  Frankfort  and  the  surrounding  German  state*. 

OcTOBBB  1,  1863. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  circuraatances  of  the  city  of  Frankfort  being  eitoated 
in  (he  centre  of  Germany,  and  being  at  the  same  time  an  independent  state 
and  the  political  capital  of  the  whole  conntry,  aa  well  as  one  of  the  principal 
*eat8  of  the  Zollverein,  it  would  sometimes  be  very  difficult  for  me  to  prepare, 
in  compliance  with  the  consular  regnlationa,  "an  annual  report  oa  the  commerce, 
iodiutiy,  and  agriculture"  of  this  free  city.  As  regsrda  business,  Frankfort 
is,  in  fact,  only  the  mediator  of  others,  representing  middle  and  southern  Ger- 
many in  particular,  and  in  many  respects  the  whole  country,  in  commercial, 
iodiutrial,  and  especiaDy  in  its  financial  relations.  If  my  report  concerned  the 
letritory  of  Frankfort  alone,  it  would  neceaearily  be  very  short,  and  would 
■jff/r  each  year  but  little  variety,  as  1  famiah  your  department  regularly,  from 
"eek  to  week,  or  more  frequently,  with  every  information  concerning  the  local 
activity  of  this  little  republic.  But  as  many  of  the  small  surrounding  states  of 
the  Gennan  confederation  are  connected  with  my  consular  district,  the  indi- 
vidoal  business  of  each  of  which  is  of  no  greater  importance  than  that  of 
Frankfort,  and  aa  it  is  a  part  of  my  duty  also  to  furnish  a  suinmary  review  of 
die  operations  of  the  ZoUverein,  there  cannot  fail  to  be  abundant  materials  for 
a  fall  report,  and  many  of  which  may  be  of  interest  also  for  our  own  country. 

The  environs  of  Frankfort  have  always  been  counted  among  the  principid 
M)Drc«a  of  emigration  and  of  export  trade  in  connexion  wiib  the  United^tates,^ 
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Our  whole  population,  tliorefore,  both  uative  and  adopted,  is  very  mncU  iiiter- 
cetcd  in  the  welfare  nnd  prog^ese  of  this  particular  neighborhood ;  and  il  is 
from  this  ccatral  point  tbat  a  general  view  may  be  taken  with  the  most 
advantage. 

Whenever  any  great  political,  financial,  or  industrial  reform  ia  expected,  or 
ie  in  preparation,  all  cyog  are  turned  towards  Frankfort ;  but  this  may  be 
ascrihed,  also,  in  a  grt^at  degree,  to  its  historical  fame  from  ancient  times. 

Fraukfort,  thcrctbrc,  may  fairly  be  looked  upon  aa  .the  actual  barometer 
for  the  whole  of  Germany.  Accordmg  to  the  view  taken  of  things  here,  the 
disposition  and  feeling  of  the  whole  country  is  influenced  for  good  or  for  bad. 
It  is  from  this  point  of  view  that  I  shall  endeavor  to  arrange  my  retrospect 
of  the  commercial,  industrial,  and  agricultural  activity  of  Germany  during  the 
last  twelve  months. 

Notwithf^tanding  the  many  commercial  crises  and  political  embarrassments  of 
late  yeara,  and  the  continued  depression  of  all  industry,  yet  prosperity  has  been 
constantly  increasing  in  most  of  the  German  states.  Almost  everywhere  the 
value  of  real  estate  (of  which,  however,  I  shall  have  occasion  to  speak  more 
particularly  later)  has  more  or  less  advanced,  iu  a  greater  degree  almost  than 
the  demands  of  all  classes  of  society  and  the  means  of  satisfying  them,  llie 
amount  of  capital  iuvested  in  the  different  branches  of  business  is  also  bo  much 
increased,  that  the  more  extensive  industrial  eiitablishments  arc,  for  the  most 
part,  not  only  able  to  meet  fully  the  demands  of  their  respective  states,  bat 
also  to  participate  in  the  profit  of  supplying  neighboring  countries  and  more 
distant  markets.  A  series  of  favorable  crops,  especially  in  those  parte  of  sontb- 
em  Germany  which  depend  much  on  the  cultivation  of  wine,  tobacco,  and  hops, 
hoe  materially  improved  tJie  pecuniary  circumstances  of  that  class  of  the  rural 
population.  The  fertility  of  the  soil  has  also  evidently  been  much  promoted 
wherever  it  has  been  treated  according  to  the  improved  system  of  agriculture. 
The  extension  of  the  German  railway-net  has  oSered  the  smaller  industrial 
classes  a  sure  opportunity  of  more  remunerative  employment.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  use  of  machinery  and  of  steam-power',  as  well  as  in  the 
equal  and  more  proportionate  division  of  labors.  The  transition  from  the  guild 
system  to  freedom  of  trade  has  caused  increased  activity  of  production  in  the 
few  states  in  which  this  change  has  been  effected  or  is  in  contemplation.  Such 
appearances  seem  to  justify  the  opinion  that  the  national  wealth  of  Germany 
has  considerably  increased  within  the  last  ten  years — an  opinion  very  gen- 
erally supported  by  the  reports  of  the  different  boards  of  commerce. 

Still,  if  we  look  back  impartially  at  the  business  of  the  lost  year,  the  rei^ult 
is  not  so  satisfactory  as  might  be  expected  from  these  preliminary  vieir!. 
There  are  two  things  wanting  :  political  unity  and  a  proper  proportion  betweeo 
thepolitical  and  commercial  relations  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  grand  aim  of  all  nations  which  compete  with  one  another  in  the  great  mar- 
kets of  the  world — vigor  of  trade  and  remunerative  results  of  national  labor — 
IB  only  to  be  attained  when  film  reliance  can  be  placed  in  the  institutions  of 
the  state,  and  when  there  ia  an  assurance  of  a  beneficial  influence  from  its 
principles  of  government.  If,  as  is  unfortunately  the  case  in  Germany,  com- 
merce has  to  suffer  not  only  under  the  pressure  of  crises  from  without,  but  also 
from  defective  institutions  at  home,  and  from  the  reaction  of  internal  palilicsl 
discords  whose  result  is  uncertain,  it  cannot  acquire  full  development  of  strenglh 
and  vigor,  since  there  is  no  sufficient  guarantee  for  tho  nltimatc  success  of  its 
utmost  efforts,  its  boldest  undertakings. 

The  depressed  state  of  business  in  Germany  during  the  last  year  is  to  be 
ascribed  not  merely  to  losses,  certainly  heavy,  in  connexion  with  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  war  in  oar  country,  and  the  hazardous  state  of  political  a&in 
on  the  old  continent,  but  mainly  to  that  crashing  state  of  things  which,  in  the 
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appliance  of  means  or  adoption  of  steps  lending,  or  intending  to  lead,  to  the 
MlalioD  of  the  German  question,  postponed,  as  it  were,  line  die,  a  eolution  to 
foirable  for  the  peace  and  repose,  the  commerce  and  prodtictioii  of  the  country, 
I  hare  not  here  to  deal  with  the  political  sidtl  of  the  questiou  ;  but  it  would 
be  nnwisely  overrating  the  progress  we  are  bound  to  acknowledge  in  the  ma- 
terial welfare  of  the  people,  were  we  to  pass  over  in  silence  the  political  and 
eommciciat  significatireness  of  this  state  of  things.  Its  significative nesa  is 
nwt  portentoua  to  trade  and  commerce,  to  traffic  and  industry.  Never  haa 
German  labor  stood  more  in  need  of  that  internal  agreement  on  the  most  im- 
portant domestic  qneations — that  internal  repose  and  security  in  the  continuance 
of  tliit  pablic  order  so  indispensable  for  inspiring  confidence  in  industrial 
Klivily.  This  confidence  no  longer  exists.  It  is  wanting  at  an  important  and 
invcoverable  trioment,  when  all  the  nations  of  the  world,  with  an  eagerness  of 
competition  never  known  before,  are  rushing  into  the  market  with  the  products 
of  their  induetry  and  in  the  purchase  of  foreign  goods,  mutually  dispute  the 
nperiority  which  can  only  be  maintained  by  Uiose  who  have  the  free  and  un> 
iinpsired  enjoyment  of  a  sound  political  order  of  things,  aud  of  tlie  natural 
idraatage  of  their  own  country. 

The  dutlnesB  of  business  last  year  may  be  estimated  by  the  low  rate  of  dis- 
Mont  in  the  Frankfort  money  market,  which,  as  appears  from  my  weekly 
Imports,  did  not  rise  even  nominally  above  3  per  cent.,  and  in  reality  only  to  2, 
^  pet  cent. 

At  the  present  date,  however,  the  Frankfort  Bank  has  felt  itself  obliged  to 
laise  its  rale  of  diecoant,  and  that  of  the  private  banks  haa  increased  also  in 
tMseqnencc,  The  reasons  for  this  are,  indeed,  very  natural,  and  I  have  already 
•iverted  to  them.  The  scarcity  of  money  here,  arising  from  the  increased  de- 
lund,  is  only  temporary,  and  is  caused  partly  by  the  Targe  amounts  required 
cveiy  year  about  this  time  (after  harvest]  for  the  purchase  of  agricultural  uro- 
doee,  and  partly  by  the  unusually  extensive  speculation,  during  the  last  three 
jears,  m  rtal  ettale,  especially  in  town  lots  and  building  ground.  Speculators 
liave  evidently  invested,  or  rather  risked  too  largely  in  that  way,  always  en- 
dnvoring  (o  raise  funds  on  mortgage,  &c.,  so  that  at  last  tliere  was  danger  of  ' 
upital  failing  for  the  ordinary  exchange  operations.  In  order,  therefore,  to 
>ne<'t  such  on  emergency,  the  bank  was  obliged  to  raise  its  rate  of  discount  ouo- 
talf  per  cent. 

TluB  nnivereal  rage  for  speculation  in  building  and  in  land  is  indeed  a  danger- 
ous sign  of  the  times.  Should  peace  continue,  or  affairs  turn  out  to  bo  more 
«cnre  than  at  present,  such  speculators  might  become  wealthy.     •     •     • 

Within  my  own  experience  of  two  years'  residence,  several  new  quarters 
bavc  arisen  ia  this  city ;  not  composed  of  dwellings  suitable  for  the  trading  and 
laboring  classes,  who,  even  in  the  most  critical  times,  are  able  to  earn  a  living 
by  their  own  exertions,  but  of  buildings  like  palaces,  fitted  only  for  those  who 
depend  merely  on  the  dollars  in  their  coffers  and  the  bonds  iu  their  iron  safes, 
and  who,  should  these  be  destroyed  by  fire,  or  the  obligations  cancelled  by  re- 
pudiation, would  be  either  utterly  ruined  or  at  the  mercy  of  the  enemy. 

fiat,  not  to  bo  led  away  by  these  warlike  presentations,  I  return  to  the  con- 
'idcration  of  the  peaceful  industry  of  Frankfort,  especially  during  the  last  year. 
It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  authorities  have  of  late  done  much  for  the  iraprove- 
■nCQt  of  commerce  and  trade.  The  most  important  step  was  the  establishment 
■>f  a  really  active  board  of  trade.  There  was  one  in  existence  already,  but  it 
*'i3  only  intrusted  with,  or,  nt  least,  only  occupied  itself  with,  the  actual  ex- 
change business.  Its  control  is  now  extended  over  all  the  commercial  telations 
of  the  city,  under  the  direction  of  a  judge  and  a  number  of  notaries  public 
As  ihcrc  is  no  special  court  of  commerce,  this  branch  of  the  board  is  attached 
to  one  of  the  city  courts,  to  which  the  said  judge  belongs.    It  publu])eB,  trota 
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time  to  time,  qd  official  list  or  renater  of  all  new  commercial  firms,  &c.,  but  no 
commercial  reporie  as  yet,  whicn  are  very  much  wanted  for  a  city  of  ench  im- 
portaoce.  TLis  deficiency  ie  Bupplied,  in  a  great  part,  hy  the  statistical  »eclioQ 
of  the  "Frankfort  Society  for  Geography  and  Statistics,"  some  of  the  members 
of  wliicU  have  recently  directed  much  of  their  attentioD  to  commercial  Btatistics 
epecially. 

Some  progress,  also,  is  perceptible  in  commercial  ecieace.  A  cominercial 
school,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  Boehrig,  waa  established  last  year 
by  the  Polytechnic  Society,  and  &  few  wceka  ago  on  "academy  for  commerce 
and  trade"  has  been  opened  under  tbe  same  auspices.  In  the  school  first  mi-a- 
tioned  (raoay  similar  institutions  of  which  already  exist  in  Germany)  youn« 
men  are  more  practically  educated — that  is,  they  are  prepared  so  far  as  to  be 
able  to  enter  a  counting-house;  they  are  instructed  in  the  dififerent  modem  Ian- 
|*uages,  book-keeping,  oankiog  business,  knowledge  in  goods,  flee,  &c.  Tbs 
academy,  however,  which,  as  far  as  I  know,  is  the  first  which  has  been  esiab- 
listed  not  only  in  Germany,  hut  even  in  Europe,  and  perhaps  the  whole  world. 
has  a  far  higher  aim,  as  it  is  intended  more  for  the  mental  improvement  of  tbe 
fiiture  merchant  or  banker;  and  it  has  a  very  great  advantage  in  Fiankforl, 
possessing  so  many  celebrated  and  learned  scholars  in  all  branches  of  science, 
BO  as  to  be  able  to  supply  the  commercial  students  with  the  most  able  leclnrer?. 

OF  other  new  establishments  relating  to  commerce  and  indnstiy  I  have  to 
mention  the  "Kxchange  for  Agricultural  Produce,"  the  "horse  fairs,"  (on  botL 
of  which  I  have  fully  reported  before,)  and  the  "permanent  eshibition  of  ma' 
chinery  of  Messrs.  Sountag  &  "Wirth."  The  latter  very  useful  establtshmeul. 
as  yet  the  only  one  in  Gei-many,  contains  an  extensive  apartment  of  machiutr' 
of  all  kinds  and  for  every  purpose,  both  steam  and  hand  power,  and  its  princi- 
pal object  is  to  disseminate  the  knowledge  of  all  new  inventions  of  that  uatnre. 
The  directors  took,  of  course,  a  great  interest  in  the  late  "international  ei- 
bibition"  at  Hamburg,  and  have  sinec,  by  their  exertions,  introduced  into  Ger- 
many a  great  number  of  the  American  machines  exhibited  on  that  oecaiino. 
Recently,  at  my  suggestion,  they  put  themselves  in  communication  with  Mr. 
William  Lee,  of  the  well-known  "New  York  and  London  Steam  Fire-engine 
Company,"  of  W.  I«e  k  Co. 

I  beg  to  add  here  a  few  remarks  on  American  machines  already  imponml 
into  Germany  and  on  those  which  still  appear  to  be  desirable.  Tbe  principal 
articles  of  machinery  as  yet  exported  from  the  United  States,  with  the  eictp 
tion  of  ateam  fire-engines,  are  sewing  and  agricultural  machines  and  macbiui^ 
for  working  woods.  There  are  also  machines  for  the  preparation  of  caontcbonc, 
(gutta-percha.)  of  which  several  have  been  imported  lately  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  factory.  This  factory  was  to  be  erected  in  the  neighborhood  W' 
Frankfort,  but,  as  no  suitable  place  could  ho  found,  aud  there  were  also  lepd 
difficulties,  tbe  promoters  of  the  nndertaking,  Messrs.  Oscar  Faike  &  Co..  of 
New  York,  removed  to  Mannheim,  where  another  American  mannfaclorr  of 
gutta-peroha  abeady  exists,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Howell. 

Indaced  by  the  rise  of  wages,  as  well  ns  by  the  extraordinary  increase  of  the 
building  mania,  the  carpenters,  house- carpenters,  wheelwrights,  &c.,  looktc 
after  machiues  for  the  working  of  wood,  in  which  the  Americans  have  long  b«D 
known  to  be  the  best.  The  exhibition  in  London,  aud  lately  that  in  Hambm^. 
at  which  several  English  and  American  machines  for  working  wood  were  shown 
in  active  operation,  encouraged  people  to  procure  them.  For  some  yean  past 
public  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  auperiority  of  American  machine!  in 
working  wood  in  the  "  Arbeitgeber,"  (workmen's  employer,)  a  jonmol  ediifd  bj" 
the  well-known  writer  on  national  economy,  Max  Wirth,  who  lately  poblisbed 
a  German  translation  of  the  "Principles  of  Social  Science,"  of  the  Ameriran 
Carey,  accompanied  by  a  preface.    In  consequence,  wlicn  Mesais.  Sonnus  & 
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Wrth's  exhibition  of  macbineiy,  whoec  organ  the  "  Arbeitgeber"  Ja,  waa  opened, 
nmaeiDOB  iDqairieB  for  such  machinery  were  made  &t  that  eetablishment ;  hot, 
ii  U  ofWn  the  case  with  new  inventions,  no  one  woald  undertake  the  risk  of 
making  a  banning  and  of  ordering  over  macbines  on  bia  own  account.  It  would 
be  of  great  advantage  to  the  American  manufacturers  of  machinery  if  they 
wonld,  respectively,  like  Meesrs.  Lee  &  Co.  and  the  Amoekeag  Company,  arrange 
to  Kui  over  specimens  here  and  exhibit  them.  Foreign  machines  enjoy  the 
pririlege  of  exemption  from  duty  as  long  as  they  are  in  the  exhibition  here, 
and  in  being  sold  to  foreign  countries,  therefore,  they  can  still  be  delivered 
duty  free. 

The  attention  of  the  mannfacturcra  here  has  also  been  turned  lately  to  the 
new  American  machines  for  working  hemp  and  flax,  which  was  a  desideratum 
in  GenuaDj,  as  so  many  had  been  brongbt  into  use  already  hete,  although  none 
with  a  perfectly  satisfactoTy  result.  For  such  articlea  as  these,  also,  American 
madiine  manufactorera  mi^t  find  a  good  sale.  The  best  example  of  this  may 
be  teen  in  what  took  place  with  respect  to  the  sewing  machine.  This  bad  been 
in  use  and  its  excellency  universally  acknowledged  many  years  before  it  found 
it*  way  into  Germany.  Its  usefulness  waa  pointed  out  by  the  journal  already 
mentioned  as  early  as  the  year  1856,  and  yet  it  waa  not  until  1S60  that  an  agency 
for  sewing  machines  waa  established. 

The  celebrated  manufactory  of  Grovcr  &  Baker  was  the  first  that  contiihnted 
to  ii ;  that  of  Wheeler  &  Wilson  followed  two  years  after,  and  now  there  are 
three  agencies  in  existence  in  this  city  which  only  deal  in  sewing  machines,  and 
those  chiefly  American.  Had  American  manafacturcrs  given  such  iuducementa 
Mrlier,  they  would  have  gained  many  years,  and  might  have  been  in  posseasion 
of  the  whole  market. 

A  closer  connexion  in  business  with  Germany,  and  especially  with  Frankfort, 
vonld  converacly  he  of  great  advantage  to  the  Americans  also,  since  they  would 
become  better  acquainted  with  German  inventions,  which  now  appear  among  ua 
ool;  rarely,  and  under  other  forms.  A  mechanician  of  this  place  haa,  aa  already 
nentioned  in  my  last  annual  report,  taken  out  a  patent  for  a  machine  for  husking 
MiB,  which  it  seemsisasyetimperfectibntmightheof  greatest  service  to  America, 
u  it  enables  from  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent,  more  flour  to  be  obtained  from  grain 
than  hitherto.  A  similar  process  nos  been  invented  lately  by  a  manufacturer  in 
Bavaria;  and  if  this  also,  which  baa  not  been  made  known,  should  prove  to  be 
mperfect,  it  might  still,  perhaps,  serve  to  put  American  inventors  on  the  right 
pith,  and  lead  them,  with  their  practical  talent  for  such  things,  at  last  to  mid 
ont  what  is  required.  The  same  may  be  said  respecting  a  new  mode  of  pre- 
wmng  com  by  an  apparatus  which  is  ahortly  to  be  exhibited  here,  and  has 
bfen  already  introduced  into  Hamburg. 

Ab  regards  Frankfort  aa  h  place  of  commerce  specially,  it  may  be  interesting 
fo  glance  at  the  history  and  importance  of  the  river  Main,  by  which  its  name 
ii  distiDguiefaed.  Aesuming,  then,  the  geographical  poaitton  of  the  Main  in 
geoetal  to  be  known,  I  may  mention,  that  besides  Bavaria,  which  has  tlie  largest 
exteet  of  bank  on  that  river.  Grand  Ducal  Baden  poaaeaaes,  on  the  left  bank, 
w  extent  of  seven  leagaca,  from  above  Wcstheim  to  below  Frendenhui^,  Grand 
Dncal  HesBO  one  of  twelve  leagnea,  from  above  Seligenstadt  the  whole  way  to 
theHainspitze.atMain,  with  the  exception  of  two  leagues  of  Frankfort  territory, 
which  is  situated  between,  and  of  a  little  district  of  about  half  a  league,  (Schwon- 
heim,)  opposite  to  Hochst,  and  belonging  to  Nassau,  while  on  the  right  bank  Elec- 
toral Hesse  has  an  extent  of  five  leagnea,  from  below  Uettingen  as  fer  aa  to  behind 
Maiokor,  the  free  city  of  Frankfort  one  of  two  leagues,  half  way  to  Hochst, 
■ad  the  Duchy  of  Nassau  a  similar  one  of  six  leagues,  from  thence  aa  br  as 
balf  way  to  Hockheim,  Kosthetm  bclonnng  to  Grand  Dueal  Hesse. 

The  navigability  of  the  Main  (for  raAs)  begins  as  high  up  as  Mamleis,  in 
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BaTarin.,  wLere  the  Red  and  White  Iilain  joini  but  for  ehipB  01117  fi^in  Bamberg, 
and  it  continues  so  far,  a  distance  of  49  Grerman  miles,  as  far  as  the  Malnspitie 
by  Castel. 

The  navigation  of  the  Main  hy  ships  and  rafts  seems  to  have  existed  in  the 
earliest  times,  and  tolls  to  have  been  levied  on  it,  for  in  a  deed  of  the  Tear 
1074,  by  the  Emperor,  Kenry  IV,  there  is  mention  of  a  custom-bouae  at  Frank- 
fort, and  (mother  deed  of  the  year  1329  givcB  a  list  of  gooda  on  which  doty  wm 
to  be  paid  at  Frankfort  by  the  inhabitaiita  of  every  state  exccp  tthose  of  Nurem- 
berg, Strasburg,  Hagueuau,  Speycr,  Worms,  Oppenheim,  Aix-la-Chapelle,  and 
GelnhttiiBsen.  It  is  certain  that,  in  the  middle  ages,  and  until  the  dissolution  of 
the  Germanic  empire,  during  which  every  liege  lord  had  endeavored  to  make 
the  river  tolls  a  source  of  revenue,  the  navigation  and  trade  of  the  Main  soffered 
severely  from  the  exactions  of  the  inhabitants  of  its  banks. 

As  a  proof  of  the  large  sums  levied  as  toll,  the  master  of  a  vessel  paid  in  the 
year  1790,  at  3d  custom-houses  from  Uainz  to  Kitzingen,  759  florins  49  drachms 
on  3,300  centiroeB  cargo. 

The  treaty  of  the  congress  of  Vienna  affirmed  the  principle  of  the  freedom 
of  the  German  rivers,  and  of  their  conventionally  tributary  streamB,  but  left  the 
further  arrangement  to  the  respective  governments  of  the  several  States,  which 
at  that  time,  however,  had  so  many  internal  wounds  of  their  own  to  heal,  and 
so  many  important  organic  regulations  to  make,  that  they  conld  not  attend  to 
the  question  of  navigation  tolls.  No  relief,  therefore,  was  obtained  by  this,  or 
any  subsequent  caetom-house  treaty;  and  although  Bavaria  has  abolished,  for 
the  facilitation  of  commercial  intercourse,  all  tolls  on  the  Main  since  the  year 
1815,  the  other  states  on  its  banks  have  raised  those  duties  at  pleasure. 

At  last  a  dangerous  competitor  of  the  river  navigation  appeared  in  the  nil- 
-w&y  travelling  and  transport,  which  perhaps  may  have  induced  those  slatej  in 
their  own  interest  to  enter  into  the  arrangement  agreed  on  in  1845-'46.  A 
barrier  was  thus  opposed  to  the  previous  arbitrary  levy  of  duties  on  the  Main 
by  the  substitution  of  a  fixed  tariff  for  does  on  goods,  lumber,  and  shipping,  and 
by  reducing  the  number  of  castom-houseB  from  6  to  5 — (Wertheim,  Steinheim, 
Hanau,  Frankfort,  and  Hochst,)  greater  secnrity  being  also  afforded  to  river  nari- 

Stion  by  the  establishment  of  fixed  principles  for  the  regulation  of  breadth  and 
pth  of  water. 

The  arrangement  of  the  let  June,  1846,  which  was  only  provisioDal,  latted 
about  ]  5  years,  and  on  the  16th  May,  1861,  a  new  treaty  coQceraing  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Main  was  concluded  by  the  states  situated  on  that  river;  whkh, 
$  it  did  not  entirely  abolish  all  dues,  materially  redneed  them,  leaving  in  force 
oulj  the  high  duties  on  timber,  lumber,  and  sawed  planks. 

The  navigation  ou  the  Main  is  naturally  subject  to  considerable  flnctnalions, 
partly  from  political  and  commercial  causes,  and  partly  irom  the  state  of  tbc 
water,  being  also  in  a  g^at  degree  affected  by  the  competition  of  the  r^lroada. 
The  principal  articles  at  present  forwarded  by  railway  instead  of  by  river  are 
beer,  cotton  goods,  wooden  ware,  mineral  water  and  toys. 

The  annexed  table,  marked  A,  exhibits  the  receipts  of  the  fire  Main  custom- 
faouae  offices  at  Wcrtbeim,  Steinbcim,  Hanau,  Frankfort,  and  Hochst,  (irom  1841 
to  1860,  with  an  average  calculation  for  one  year. 

The  table  marked  B  exhibits  the  quantity  of  merchandise  which  passed  and 
paid  duty  at  those  five  custom-house  offices,  from  1S47  to  1660. 

The  table  marked  C  exhibits  the  quantity  of  timber  and  Inmber  which  piud 
duty  at  those  offices  from  1847  to  1860. 

The  table  marked  D  cxhibitH  the  traffic  in  the  port  of  Frankfort,  as  rcgiidj 
vcBsels  arriving  up  the  river  with  foreign  goods,  from  1847  to  1860, 

The  table  marked  E  exhibits  the  quantity  of  goods  which  passed  and  paid 
duty  at  Frankfort,  from  1847  to  1860. 
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Hie  Uble  marked  F  exhibits  the  TGceipta  of  tbo  custom-honBfi  office  at  Frfuik- 
fbrt,  fittm  1847  to  1860.  The  receipts  of  Frankfort  are  proportional];  low,  on 
uvoant  of  treaties  concladed  with  several  etatea. 

The  tabic  marked  U  eihibita  the  principal  articles  of  traffic  on  the  Main,  np 
inddown  the  river,  from  1847  to  1860. 

A  few  remnrkB  on  the  German  Zollverein  generally,  and  its  connexion  with 
Frankfort,  may  also  be  of  interest  here. 

All  the  states  of  southern  Germany,  with  the  exception  of  Baden,  Hombnrg, 
yasaaa,  and  the  free  city  of  Frankfort,  having,  in  1834,  with  Pmssia  and  its 
iilljee,  established  a  cnstoms  union,  it  was  joined  also  by  the  three  former  states 
in  IS35,  and  in  1836  by  Frankfort. 

Although  Frankfort  had  continued,  as  long  as  practicable,  to  enjoy  the  ntmost 
possible  freedom  of  trade,  andbad  even  endeavored  to  Btrengthen  it  by  a  commercial 
treaty  with  England,  and  although,  in  certun  quarters,  every  effort  was  made 
10  prevent  the  acccaeion  to  the  customs  union,  and  the  ruin  of  the  trade  and 
pnxperity  of  Frankfort,  and  of  its  independence,  was  loudly  prophesied,  it  waa 
U  lut  resolved  to  change  the  former  system.  The  complete  isolation  cansed  by 
■he  adhesion  of  other  states  to  the  Zollverein,  the  injury  done  to  trade,  and 
ihe  springing  np  of  a  fair  in  the  neighboring  town  of  Offenbach,  these,  and 
perhaps  other  considerations,  in  addition  to  the  mercantile  and  financial  advan- 
tages offered  by  the  union,  contributed  to  a  decision  in  favor  of  this  step. 

FTankfbrt  obtained,  at  the  expense  of  the  Zollverein,  a  custom-house  direction, 
composed  of  natives  of  that  city  and  of  the  grand  duchy  and  electorate  of  Uesae; 
lebief  tax  office,  composed  in  a  similar  manner,  with  a  Saxon  chief  cnstom- 
boiiae  officer,  and  Ganger  at  its  head,  in  order  to  be  on  the  same  footing  with 
tbe  chief  custom-house  at  Leipsic;  and  concessions  madeiufavor  of  the  trade  and 
bin  of  Frankfort,  similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  other  towns  holding  fairs.  The 
Zoilverein  undertook  the  expense  of  administration,  and  Frankfort  engaged  to 
nipply  snitable  buildings,  which  engagement  is  fulfilled  by  the  erection  of  s 
l*t^  toll-house  and  warebonse,  and  also  of  clearing-offices  on  the  Main.  The 
pK  fees  (Thoraperrgelder)  and  the  following  dues  were  abolished,  as :  weighinif 
fe«.  warehouBing  dues,  exit  and  entrance  toll  for  the  Frankfort  district ;  the  towD 
aaec  duties  for  wine,  brandy,  rum,  and  arrack,  not  made  in  the  countries  of  the 
caaloDu  union ;  excise  on  tobacco,  rolled  barley,  husked  oats,  millet,  peas,  beans, 
loitlU,  asd  vetches. 

The  acceasion  of  Franlifort  to  the  Zollverein  was  a  very  important  event  for 
Imh,  and  the  tabular  specification  of  some  of  its  results  may  be  interesting. 

The  annexed  table,  H,  exhibits  the  qnantitics  of  raw  materials,  articles  of 
cMuomption,  and  manufactured  goods  which  paid  import  duty  at  the  chief  office 
of  the  Frankfort  custom-house.  It  would  lead  too  far  to  specify  in  bucccssiod 
the  various  articles  imported.  It  is  sufficient  to  remark  that  there  was  an 
increase  on  the  following  articles :  Raw  cotton,  soda,  raw  skins  and  hides  for 
l*«her,  train-oil,  hair  of  animals ;  on  coffee,  rice,  spices,  oils,  tropical  fruits, 
comfits,  starch,  raw  tobacco  leaves,  brandies  of  all  kinds,  and  tea;  lastly,  oa 
*Keli  wrought  and  nnwrought  iron;  iron  ware,  fine  wooden  ware,  linen  yam 
u>d  thread,  bleached  and  raw  linen,  and  gray  packing  cloth ;  on  silken  goods, 
eopper  ware  and  brass,  (hardware,)  tanned  and  shamoy  leather,  glove  leather, 
lealtm  eloths,  foot-carpets,  wooden  and  glass  wares.  The  entrance  dues  on  im- 
ports have  decreased  on  raw  sheep-wool,  tin  in  blocks,  (block-tin,)  hops,  raw 
tilk.  tor ;  on  cheese,  sugar,  and  manufactured  tobacco ;  on  cotton  and  halt  silken 
goods,  woollen  yani,  instruments,  hardware  (nt  one  hundred  and  fifty  thalere 
eDttaoce  duty  per  qaintal,)  fine  leather  goods,  gloves,  paper,  ho  use- papering, 
white  aud  colored  china.  The  entrance  duties  on  importation  of  raw  stuffs  were 
00  the  increase  in  the  ywr  1854  and  1855;  a  corresponding  increase  is  to  be 
obierved  on  articles  for  consumpUon,  from  the  year  1851  and  after,  and  a  con~ 
iiderable  increase  in  many  articles  of  manufacture  since  1859.  Odoolp 
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Among  the  most  important  articlcB  of  Frankfort  commerce  may  be  reckoned 
wioe,  muBt,  and  brandy  or  Bptrits. 

The  two  tables  marked  I  and  K.  exhibit  the  traffic  in  tboBe  articles  from  the 
6th  Febmary,  1836,  to  the  end  of  the  year  1860.  According  to  these  tables 
2,338,708  qainlalB  or  668,203  Frankfort  awms  of  wine  and  most  were  imp(»t«d 
daring  that  period.  The  export  of  wine  and  mast  amounted  altogether  to 
1,859,697  qnintals,  or  531,348  Frankfort  awms  (ohmB)  of  which  1,191,609 
quintalB,  or  340,459  Frankfort  olime,  were  shipped  for  Fmeaia ;  267,458  qnioub, 
or  76,417  ohms,  to  Bavaria,  Wnrtembnrg,  Baden,  Nassaa,  and  Hanover;  198,078 
qnintala,  or  56,594  ohms,  to  Hesse  Darmstadt,  and  202,552  quintals  or  58,872 
chms  to  the  German  states  not  included  in  the  Zollverein.  There  remained, 
therefore,  in  Frankiort  itself,  since  the  existence  of  the  Zollverein,  479,011 
qnintals,  or  136,860  Frankfort  ohms,  being  on  on  average  5,475  for  one  year, 
which,  estimatiBR  the  male  population  of  Frankfort  above  16  years  of  age  ai 
24,000  souls,  makes  18.2  maas,  or  about  54  bottles  a  bead  per  year. 

Of  brandy  there  were  imported  during  the  same  period  578,706  quintals,  or 
192,903  ohms.  Of  theae  quantities  237,211  qnintalB,  or  79,070  ofams,  were  ex- 
ported. The  quantity  consumed  in  Frankfort  cannot  be  stated  precisely;  bai 
according  to  calculation  it  was  on  an  average  3,163  ohms,  making  llt.5  roaas,  or 
about  30  bottles  a  year  tor  each  person. 

The  tables  marked  L  and  M  exhibit  the  amount  of  dnties  received  at  the  chit^ 
custom-houBe  office  in  Frankfort  from  6th  February,  1836,  to  the  end  of  1S60. 
on  account  of  the  Zollverein,  and  the  total  receipts  of  duties  of  the  Zollveietn 
dnring  that  period.  From  these  tables  it  appears  tliat^.37,444,838,  or  abont 
915,000,000  were  received  at  Frankfort  for  import,  export,  and  transit  doH. 
while  the  total  receipts  of  the  Zollverein  were  /.l,06a,052,160,  or  aboni 
»425,000,000,  so  that  the  proportion  received  at  Frankfort  amount  to  3.5  per 
cent  of  the  total  receipts  of  the  Zollverein,  being  a  net  profit  for  Frankfort  on 
that  sum  of  /.6,774.356,  or  about  $2,710,000. 

It  b  well  known  that  Frankfort  is  chiefly  indebted  for  her  commercial  repu- 
tation from  the  earliest  time  to  the  two  annual  Jain  held  here  ;  and,  althongh 
their  influence  is  much  diminished  by  the  altered  circumstances  of  trade,  ftili 
some  branches  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  business  arc  of  such  importance  thai 
they  are  worthy  of  closer  consideration. 

The  precise  date  of  the  first  Frankfort  fair  is  not  known ;  but  it  may  safely 
be  assumed  that  they  were  held  here  at  a  very  early  period  as  the  staple  town 
for  trade  on  the  Main,  and  on  the  great  commercial  road  leading  by  Fricabarg- 
Heidelberg,  and  Gassel  to  Lower  Saxony.  The  first  documenttU  mention  of 
the  autumn  fair  was  in  the  thirteenth  century,  iu  a  deed  of  confirmation  by  tbo 
Emperor  Frederick  II,  (1240,)  and  of  the  Eoiicr /air,  which,  by  that  time,  wif 
well  establiabcd,  in  a  charter  granted  by  Lewis  the  Bavarian  in  1330.  A 
prominent  position  was  thus  obtained  for  wholesale  trade  with  the  Netheiland^ 
Saxony,  Prussia,  Silesia,  Bohemia,  Italy,  Suabia,  and  the  Frankish  conntriW' 

Frankfort's  greatest  development  was  at  the  latter  end  of  the  middle  sgM. 
when  it  became  also  the  central  place  for  money  businesB,  which,  natnrallv. 
insured  a  more  extensive  wholesale  trade;  and  it  had  acquired  great  importanw 
among  the  sontbem  states,  especially  for  its  trade  with  France. 

Its  fairs  were  the  moat  frequented  of  any  in  Europe,  and  even  in  those  day? 
were  considered  the  first  iu  the  world.  It  was  the  great  medium  of  traffic  i^ 
goods  coming  up  the  Rhine  by  Antwerp  from  Fortogal,  Spain,  and  France  inu 
the  more  remote  parts  of  Germany,  and  from  thence  direct  to  France.  Indnd, 
its  trade  in  foreign  good*  was  at  that  time  so  great  that,  in  many  writings  of 
the  period,  either  from  jealousy  or  ignorance,  an  unfavorable  opinion  was  ex- 
pressed towards  it,  on  account  of  the  large  quantity  of  gold  which  left  the 
country  for  the  purchase  of  foreign  goods.     Frankfort  formed,  at  that  tine,  a 

ii.;,Gooyk' 
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market  place  for  all  the  world,  snd  a  meeting  place  for  its  merchants.  Here 
tlief  closed  their  bargaiDB,  compared  their  accounts,  gave  their  orders,  and  ex- 
thuged  their  merchandise ;  and  thus  it  grew  to  be  one  of  the  moat  important 
plsces  for  trade  and  money  in  eonthem  Germany. 

With  the  decline  of  German  commerce  in  the  eixtecnth  centary,  arising  partly 
from  the  traffic  of  the  continent  being  tranefeired  to  the  western  seas,  and  also 
fnnn  the  want  of  political  protection  for  trade,  the  proaperity  of  Frankfort  and 
of  ils  fairs  declined  aleo.  It  received,  fnrther,  a  severe  shock  dnring  the  sad 
period  of  the  thirty  years'  war  in  the  seventeenth  century.  In  spite,  however, 
of  troables  and  revolntions,  Frankfort,  by  its  sitnation,  its  privileges,  its  intelli- 
^ac«,  its  moneyed  resonrcee,  and  mercantile  connexion,  continued  t»  be  one  of 
the  most  important  places  for  fairs  and  trade  in  Germany  as  far  as  the  eighteenth 
cmtory,  when  the  commercial  and  costom-hongo  treaty,  concluded  in  1834  and 
1835  by  Pmaaia  and  its  allies  with  the  states  of  soathem  Germany,  threatened 
b  bemme  dangerous  to  tho  fairs  of  Frankfort,  which,  at  that  time,  bad  a 
IvuiishiDg  trade  in  English  mannfactnres  and  colonial  goods ;  and  this,  perhAps, 
u  already  mentioned,  may  have  in  part  been  the  reason  of  its  joining  the 
Zollverem, 

The  ^rs,  indeed,  obtained  almost  entirely  a  new  character  from  the  elevation 
of  nalive  industry,  the  increased  means  of  traffic,  and  the  great  facility  for  re- 
lakra  and  consnmers  to  give  their  orders  by  the  lai^e  number  of  commercial 
tiavellers  now  sent  out  by  the  manufacturers  and  wholesale  dealers,  l^eir 
D^efahiesB  now  consists  not  so  much  in  the  accommodation  afibrded  to  wbole- 
ule  trade  by  the  estahlisliment  of  warehouses,  but  it  is  confined  rather  to  the 
urroir  limits  of  retail,  show-booths  being  substituted  for  magazines.  It  is 
chiefly  by  the  continuance  of  the  old  practice  of  making  these  fairs  the  time  for 
liie  tetElement  of  acconuta  that  they  still  are  of  any  importance  for  lai^  mer- 
cbuitt  and  moneyed  men. 

The  annexed  tables,  marked  N  and  0,  exhibit  the  quantities  of  goods  imported 
"id  eipurted  daring  the  spring  and  antumn  fairs,  from  1836  to  18G0.  From 
ihia  it  appears  that  3,421,266^  qnintala  were  imported  by  land  and  river,  and 
2,076,798  exported  during  tiie  spring  fairs,  and  3,098,847j  quintals  imported, 
ud  1,963,931§  exported  during  the  autumn  fairs. 

One  of  the  roost  important  articles  of  these  fairs  is,  no  douht.  leather.  The 
anncied  table,  marked  P,  exhibits  the  quantity  of  leather  imported  during  the 
(aire  from  1836  to  1860 ;  from  which  it  appears  that  the  imports  of  leather 
unonntcd  to  905,968  quintals. 

As  to  the  commerce  of  Frankfort,  generally,  the  annexed  table,  marked  Q, 
eibibits  the  total  importation  of  gooda  from  1837  to  1860  From  tliis  the  im- 
porte  appear  to  have  increased  during  the  last  four  years  almoat  five-fold,  as 
wmpared  with  the  years  1837  to  1839.  The  traffic  by  railway  communication 
ii  aleo  remarkable,  amounting  between  the  7lh  of  August,  1847,  and  the  end  of 
I860  to  23,553,113  quintals,  or  43.63  per  cent,  of  the  total  imports,  50,512,077 
i]uiDtals,  while  the  whole  of  the  other  land  and  river  conveyance  forwarded  only 
I5,l«,971  quintals,  or  30.51  per  cent,  and  11,545,993  quintals,  or  22.86  per 
««.  of  the  total  imports. 

The  annexed  table,  marked  R,  exhibits  some  of  the  principal  articles  of  com- 
merce, snch  as  eottom  good*,  ivgar,  coffee,  and  manujaclured  tobacco,  imported 
from  1836  to  1850,  and  ttone  coal  from  1854  to  1860. 

Table  S  exhibits  the  total  exports  from  1837  to  1860,  showing  a  large  in- 
crease, especially  since  1850,  to  which  the  railway  communication  has,  of 
toarse,  greatly  contributed.  There  were  forwarded  by  railway  from  the  9th 
Aogut,  1847,  to  tho  end  of  I860,  19,482,815  quintals,  or  55.59  per  cent,  of  the 
total  export  of  35,058,777  quintals,  and  by  land  conveyance  during  the  same 
period  only  10,216,349  quintals,  or  29J  per  cent.,  and  by  river  only  fi,3S9,551 
quints,  or  15.25  per  cent,  of  the  total  export.  >(.1<^  Ic 
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In  tlic  annexed  table,  T,  is  exhibited  the  export  of  Home  of  the  principal 
articleti  of  commerce,  Buch  ae  cotton  goodt,  tugar,  coffet,  and  tobacco,  from  1836 
to  1S50.  If  from  tlio  total  imporU  (50,fJ12,D77  quiiitalB)  tbe  total  exports 
(35,058,777  quintals]  are  deducted,  there  is  a  balance  of  15,453,300  qaintal^aT 
no  average  per  jear  of  643,SS7.5  quintals  consumed  in  Frankfort  itself  during 
the  yenra  1837  to  18G0. 

The  transit  traffic  of  Frankfort  from  1S37  to  18G0  cannot  be  very  ciacllv 
ifpecified.   It  ia  shown  in  an  approximate  manner  in  the  annexed  table,  marked  U. 

As  regards  the  lait  Jitir,  which  took  place  this  autumn,  there  is  not  muchi-f 
importance  to  reporl.  The  fenmess  of  scantiness  or  dearncsd  of  accommodation 
in  the  inoB,  in  consequence  of  the  Congreu  nf  Princei,  ma.j,  perhaps,  have  pre- 
vented many  purchasere  from  coming.  The  attendance  was  by  no  tneaus  bo 
great  as  formerly,  nor  even  of  thoee  who  camo  were  there  many  really  for  the 
eupply  of  wants. 

American  customers  appeared  in  very  email  numbers.  More  are  said  to  have 
vieited  the  Leipsic  fair,  especially  for  the  purchase  of  articles  intended  for  the 
use  of  the  army,  such  as,  in  conHequence  of  the  unexpected  extent  of  tbe  war, 
are  much  wanted  in  the  American  marketa. 

No  regular  bnsincBB  was  done  to  any  extent  at  suitable  prices,  hut  there  wu 
a  good  eale  for  novelties  in  English  and  Saxon  manufactures,  particularly  the 
pretty  plain  stuffs,  new  greens  and  blues,  (bleu  de  Mexiqne,)  as  well  as  lively 
patterns  in  plaid,  and  small  figured  goods. 

In  cotton  and  half  cottons  some  untowardnees  existed  of  their  being  either 
not  sold  at  all,  or  under  cost  price.  Purchasers  lived  in  constant  fear  of  a  fall 
in  the  cotton  prices,  although  the  itse  in  shirtings  during  the  fair  might  have 
taught  them  otherwise.  Yet  there  were  still  Bcllers  of  cotton  goods  at  prices 
for  which  they  could  not  he  replaced.  This  abnormal  state  of  things  has,  how- 
ever, had  the  good  effect  of  turning  the  attention  of  buyers  to  finer  goods,  ia 
which  the  price  of  tbe  article  is  not  taken  into  consideration.  In  calicoes  tittle 
was  done.  The  article  is  not  much  suited  for  winter,  and  is  too  dear.  While 
goods,  as  cambrics  and  curtain  atuffs,  were  only  to  be  disposed  of  when  the 
owners  were  wilting  to  give  away  their  Btoch  at  lower  prices. 

All  common  woollen  goods,  such  as  lamas,  flannels,  &c.,  still  safii^red  from 
the  influence  of  the  late  extremely  mild  winter.  The  shops  are  aufficiently  pro- 
vided for  the  next  demand,  which  will  not  be  for  six  or  eight  weeks,  and  Uiey 
can  afford  to  wait  through  the  regular  routine  of  buBiness  till  larger  purchases 
are  iicceHsary. 

Novelties  were  eagerly  sought  for,  and  almost  entirely  bought  up.  Uiddling 
goods,  on  the  contrary,  were  not  much  asked  for.  The  business  in  cloths  and 
buckskins,  as  in  many  of  the  previous  fairs,  was  not  of  much  importance.  Not- 
withstanding the  prices,  owing  to  the  rise  in  wool,  were  higher,  an  iucrease  of 
five  per  cent,  was  cheerfully  paid  on  inferior  samples.  Dark  paletot  stuBJ  of 
middling  quality  were  in  great  favor.  Little  demand  for  black  clotha  ;  hut,  on 
the  other  band,  novelties  in  pantaloon  stuffs  much  asked  for,  and  ceaily  all 
bought  up.  The  sale  for  fine  linen  was  comparatively  small,  hut  half  linen 
^ode  much  sought  for,  with  scanty  stocks ;  so  much  so,  that  the  supply  codd 
lordly  meet  the  demand.  Silk  goods,  notwithstanding  the  lowness  of  the  price, 
found  no  sale.  Knitted  woollen  goods  much  asked  for,  and  sold  well ;  the  sop- 
ply  was  not  equal  to  the  demand.  Woollen  fancy  articles  had  a  brisk  sale. 
This  place  has  obtained  a  well- merited  reputation  in  this  branch  of  the  busioos 
by  its  rich  and  tastiiful  assortment. 

In  knitted  cotton  goods  the  business  was  pretty  good,  but  also  at  reduced 
prices. 

Hardware,  either  common  or  of  better  description,  never  ha5_  a  prominent 
place  in  the  fairs,  but  this  time  the  bnsineas  in  the  finer  articles  (arttcIcB  do  Parii) 
of  this  branch  was  particularly  flat.  Oo(1>jlc 
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Sole  and  nuper  leather  bad  a  great  sate.  Brown  and  black  calf  were  taken 
immediate] J  tncj  appeared  at  high  prices,  and  the  eapply  was  not  sufficient  foi 
ih?  demand.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  mauufacturcn,  iiotwiLhstanding  the 
rise  in  prices,  did  not  do  a.  good  basinees,  as  the  tan  this  year  was  dear,  and  the 
nw  leather  is  always  too  high  in  proportion  to  dressed  leather.  The  following 
were  the  pncee,  geuetnlly,  for  five  or  eix-ekinned,  strong,  well-mado  articles :

The  total  receipts  of  the  Zollvcrcin  for  import,  export,  and  transit  duties  in 
the  year  1862,  compared  with  those  in  1861,  show  an  increase  of  938,462 
tluler«  in  favor  of  1862,  thus  :  The  increase  on  the  import  dnties  amounted  to 
957.241  thaleis,  and  that  on  the  export  duties  to  11,732,  making  in  all  968,973 
ilialeiB,  from  which  is  to  be  deducted  a  decrease  of  30,511  thalers  on  the  transit 
dndes,  leaving  a  surplus  as  above  of  938,463  thalers,  or  an  increase  of  about 
runt  per  cent,  on  the  total  receipts,  as  appears  more  fully  from  the  annexed 
table,  marked  V. 

The  table  marked  W  exhibits  a  comparison  of  Bome  of  the  principal  articles 
imparted  and  exported  in  1861  and  1862.  The  following  remarks  may  seem 
to  eiplaia  the  different  branches  of  the  receipts. 

The  gross  receipts  of  import  duties  after  deducting  126,127  thalers  for  com- 
peosatioDS  and  other  necessary  expenses,  (which,  in  1861,  were  161,923  thalers,)

With  regard  to  this  rcstdl,  not  altogether  favorable,  of  the  proportion  borne 
iiy  tie  receipts  of  import  duty  to  those  of  the  preceding  year,  it  has  been  already 
remarked  that,  with  such  ultimate  relations  as  those  which  during  a  long  period 
rf  peace  existed  between  the  Old  and  New  World,  the  ruinous  depression  the 
eiril  war  has  caused  in  the  Unit«d  States  shows  itself  not  only  in  its  effects  on 
iDdnstrial  activity,  but  also  on  the  trade  and  commerce  which  sprung  from  it. 
These  unfavorable  circumstances  have  not,  indeed,  influenced  in  the  year  just 
pa«Kd  to  the  extent  that  was  to  be  apprehended,  since,  in  trade  with  such 
aniclra  as  are  not  immediately  dependent  on  that  intercourse,  a  rise  is  rather  to 
be  expected,  and  from  hence  also  inci'cased  industrial  activity,  so  far  as  it  is  not 
kept  back  by  the  sad  consequences  of  the  cotton  calamity. 

As  to  the  increase  in  the  duty  on  excisable  articles  in  tlic  different  states  of 
the  ZoUverein,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  tables,  that  the  greatest  increase 
'  10  per  cent.)  has  been  in  Wurtemburg  and  Grand  Ducal  Hesse.  In  Prussia, 
Bavaria,  Hanover,  and  Oldenburg,  the  surplus  was  less  than  this  percentage ; 
•nd  in  Electoral  Hesse  and  Brunswick,  the  receipts  showed  only  a  very  mode- 
ate  excess.  The  deficiency  in  receipts  was  the  most  considerable  in  Thuringia 
(14  per  cent.,)  and  in  Lnxemhuig,  (7  per  cent)     In  Frankfort,  Saxony,  and 
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NoBBAti,  the  receipts  also  show  a  deficit,  but  not  bo  great,  sad  it  is  to  be  remaiked 
that  in  1861  tbere  was  a  considerable  increase  of  receipts  in  tbeee  three  Slates, 

A  review  of  the  articles  wbicb  paid  duty  on  iioportation  Bfaows  that  the  increase 
of  tbo  receipts  has  been  chiefly  caused  by  the  increased  demand  for  ra* 
flQgars,  for  the  home  boiling  bouses.  The  increase  of  duties  also  paid  on 
meat,  wine  in  casks  and  bottles,  iron  goods,  pfg-iron,  linen,  yam  of  all  kind^, 
herrings,  spices,  silk  and  half  silken  goods.  Sec,  has  not  been  inconsiderable, 
althongb  its  share  in  the  results  has  been  less  important  than  that  of  raw  sagar. 
The  great  activity  in  sugar  refining  ia  due  not  only  to  the  reduction  of  the  duties 
on  sugar,  but  to  the  unfavorable  beet  crop,  and  the  greater  demand  caneed  by 
it  for  West  India  taw  sugar  at  prices  bo  advantageous  in  comparison  with  tboac 
of  beet  sugar. 

On  the  increase  in  duties  paid  on  meat,  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  coosnnip- 
tion  of  bacon  and  grease  from  the  United  States  has  increased  in  consequent 
of  the  cheapneae  of  these  articles  in  comparison  with  the  home  prices  and  the 
facility  of  transport  by  railway. 

The  increase  on  wine  is  to  be  ascribed  partly  to  the  breaking  np  of  credit 
stock,  and  partly  to  the  wine  merchants  having  been  compelled,  notwithstand- 
ing the  high  prices  of  French  wines,  to  supply  their  cellars,  which  they  had 
much  exhausted  by  limiting  their  stocks  the  preceding  year  in  the  expectation 
of  a  reduction  in  the  duty. 


The  increased  importation  of  pig-iron  and  iron  ware  is  explained  by  the  >m. 
pnlsc  given  to  iron  foundries  and  cylinder  works,  owing  to  an  increased  actirit; 
of  trade  and  manufacture,  causing  a  greater  demand  for  the  article. 


The  moat  important  deficiency  in  import  dnties  baa  been  chiefly  on  nnbleacbed 
one  and  two  thread  cotton  yam,  and  on  raw  coffee ;  also,  though  in  a  leaa  degree, 
hulled  rice,  tea,  fatted  awine  and  meat  from  Austria,  lean  swine,  anwmught  tobacco 
leaves,  and  forged  iron.  The  decline  in  duty  on  cotton  yam  is  to  be  acconolcd 
for  by  the  extremely  small  demand,  these  prices  having,  in  consequence  of  ibe 
scarcity  of  raw  cotton,  reached  a  height  which  mado  it  almost  impossible  to  be 
procured.  A  similar  reason,  unfavorable  crops  in  Brazil,  explains  the  decreased 
importation  of  raw  coSec.  Hulled  rice  was  less  imported  on  acconnt  of  the  gooi 
potato  crop ;  swine,  from  the  disease  prevailing  in  Galicia  and  Bohemia.  £c- 
Bpecting  the  decreased  importation  of  tea,  it  is  alleged  that  the  import  dues  hare 
much  declined,  in  consequence  of  the  permission  to  import  tea  into  Russia. 

Lastly,  we  have  to  notice  the  decrease  on  unwrought  tobacco  leaves,  on  which  it 
is  to  be  observed  that  manufacturers  made  large  pTirchaaea  last  year  on  accoont 
of  the  American  war,  in  order  to  supply  their  probable  wants ;  fewer  cigar*, 
also  being  exported  to  America,  there  is  less  demand  for  unmanufactured  learcf 
at  home. 

The  increase  of  export  daties  [11,732  thalers)  in  the  western  states  of  the 
Zollverein  baa  been  caused  principally  by  the  increased  export  of  raw  sh^p 
wool,  and  of  calamine,  while  the  decrease  in  the  eastern  states  is  to  be  ascribed 
to  the  diminution  in  exports  of  raw  skins  and  hides  for  the  manufacture  of  Icath'M', 
in  which  article's  there  was  little  business  at  reduced  prices 

The  total  gross  receipts  of  import  and  export  duty  for  the  first  half  of  the 
present  year,  up  to  July  last,  amounted  to  11,968,348  rix  thalers.  In  the  cot- 
responding  period  the  preceding  year  they  amounted  to  12,206,203  rix  thalers. 
So  that  in  the  current  year  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  receipts  of  57,864  rii  tha- 
lers, as  appears  from  the  annexed  table  marked  W  W. 

It  has  Deen  obaer\-ed  generally,  with  regard  to  the  receipts  of  the  half  year 

i'ost  elapsed,  that,  although  it  cannot  be  denied  that  commerce  has  been  moir 
ivelv  this  year  than  the  last,  yet  circumBtances  have  prevailed  which  imp^ed 
its  development,  especially,  of  conrBe,  the  war  in  our  country  and  the  traables 
in  neighboring  Poland. 
Besides  this,  it  ia  said  that,  after  the  redoctioa  of  the  dnties -on  theiElbe  was 
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mide  Inomi,  tbe  im{H>rtatioii  of  mcrchaadiso  pusing  up  the  river  daring  the 
maotb  of  June  waa  limited  to  the  lowest  amount,  and  that  tbe  rise  of  value  in 
AofCiian  money  has  not  been  favorable  to  the  purchase  of  goods  iu  Austria. 

The  moat  important  decrea»e  in  dntiee  paid  hsE  been  on  raw  sugar,  for  boiling 
hoD$e«,  the  importation  of  which,  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding 
year,  \a»  risen  very  considerably,  also  on  cotton  yam  and  cotton  goods,  and, 
lioogh  in  a  less  degree,  on  iron  ware,  forged  iron,  sirup,  silken  and  woollen  goods, 
lean  swine,  and  some  smaller  articles.  The  inereate  in  duty,  on  the  othcrband, 
a  principally  to  be  noticed  in  tbe  imports  of  wine  iu  bottles  and  casks,  raw 
mSk,  fresh  and  dried  tropical  ^its,  meat  and  herrings,  in  comparison  with 
*hicb  the  importation  of  raw  materials,  pig-iron,  spices,  hulled  rice,  coal,  tallov, 
lu„  has  been  of  lees  importance. 

The  annexed  table,  marked  X,  exhibits  the  quantity  of  tobacco  cultivated  in 
ibe  Zollverein  states,  with  its  proceeds.  From  this  it  appears  that  •')5,88d  acres 
were  planted  vith  tobacco,  yielding  354.335  qnintols  of  tobacco  in  leaves. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  number  of  Prussian  acres  of  land  cultivated 
*!th  tobacco  in  the  years  1859,  1860,  and  1861  :

Thus  ehowiDg  that  tbe  cultivation  of  tobacco  ia  considerably  on  the  decrease 
fnm  rcaaoDB  already  stated. 

Amoog  UiB  most  interesting  articles  produced  in  the  countries  of  tbe  Zollve- 
rno  may  be  mentioned  heet-roet,  and  the  substances  manufactured  from  it.  I 
htTc  therefore  taken  particular  pains  to  collect  as  much  information  on  this 
Eubject  as  poaaible.  and  tbe  results  are  comprehended  in  the  annexed  tables, 
■MTked  T,  Z,  and  I,  II. 

The  table  oLarked  Y  exhibits  the  quantity  of  beet-root  manu&ctured  into  sugar 
ud  moIiMee,  and  the  proceeds  of  anty  therein  during  the  years  1840  to  1863. 

Tbe  table  marked  Z  exhibits  tbe  receipts  of  duty  on  foreign  sugar  and 
'irnp  as  well  as  on  beet-root,  and  the  compeueations  for  sugar  exported  from  the 
i^llverdn  fiiom  1855  to  1863. 

The  table  marked  I  exhibits  the  receipts  of  the  ZoUvcicin  for  duty  on  beet- 
toot  iDgar,  and  the  distribution  of  them  from  Ist  of  September  to  31st  of  De- 
cember, 1863  ;  and  tbe  table  marked  II  the  amount  of  duty  on  foreign  sagar 
^  beetroot  sugar  in  the  Zollverein,  from  1st  of  April,  1803  to  30th  of  Uarch, 
1S63.  According  to  these  tables  the  duty  paid  on  beet-root  during  the  seven 
mondiBfrom  September  to  March,  inclusive  of  the  years  186S-'63, 186S-'61,  and

Therefore,  from  September,  1S62,  to  30th  of  March,  1863,  36,138,863  qnin- 
tols;  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1862-61,  31,548,927  quintals;  and  in 
the  correBponding  period  of  1861-60,  28,784,643  tjuintaln. 

There  appears,  then,  to  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  cnltivalion  of  the  beet- 
root, though  it  might  be  still  greater,  if  the  produce  as  well  aa  the  system  of 
duty  were  more  proportionally  organized.  During  the  »eaeon  of  1861-'62, 
there  were  31,692,394  quintals  of  beet-root  manufactured  and  paid  duty  for  hy 
247  factories,  while  daring  the  preceding  season  of  1860-61.  only  29,354,031 
quintals  and  60  pounds  were  manufactured  and  paid  duty  for  by  the  same  num- 
Der  of  factories. 

The  number  of  the  factories  thtis  remains  unaltered ;  but  in  the  last  year  af 
working  2,338,362  quintals  and  86  pounds  more  have  been  manufactured  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  In  1857-'58,  there  were  28,915,133  quintals  and  S9 
pounds  manufactured  by  249  factories ;  in  1858-'59,  36,668,557  quintals  and  11 
pounds  by  257  factories;  and  in  1859-'60,  34,339,317  quintals  and  17  pound*. 
On  the  Ist  of  September,  1858,  the  higher  duty  of  7j  silbergroschen,  or  17j 
cents  for  every  qnintal  of  raw  beet,  came  into  force,  and  from  the  let  of  Septem- 
ber, 1861,  a  compensation  equivalent  to  the  duty  was  alloned  on  exported  beet- 
Bugar. 

From  the  numbers  here  given  it  appears  that  the  higher  duty  introdaccd 
had,  with  an  excess  of  produce,  an  injurious  effect  on  the  ousinese  of  the  facto- 
ries ;  but  that  since  the  compensation  was  granted,  productions  begin  to  rise 
again,  and  also  that  by  this  compensation  the  injurions  cfiect  on  home  maoa- 
facture,  in  consequence  of  the  simultaneous  reduction  of  the  duties  on  foreign 
sugar,  has  happily  been  avoided.  Of  the  31,692,394  qnintals  46  poondsof  beet- 
root in  the  year  1861— '62,  with  a  gross  amount  of  duty  of  nearly  8  millioiiE  of 
thalers,  48,480,887  quintals,  with  an  amount  of  more  than  7  million  tbalen 
of  duty,  fall  to  the  snare  of  Prussia  alone.  The  remainder  is  to  be  distribnied 
between  Bavaria,  Saxony,  Hanover,  Wurtemburg,  Baden,  Thnringit,  and 
Brunswick.  In  Electoral  and  Ducal  Hesse,  Oldenbni^,  Nassao,  and  Fnmtfoit, 
there  are  no  manufactories  of  beet-root  sugar. 

A  very  important  I'esolution  was  passed  loat  year  by  the  committee  of  tbt 
Zollverein  with  regard  to  mining,  by  which  all  the  states  are  to  farnish  sutis- 
tica  in  that  branch,  commencing  with  the  year  1860.  The  annexed  ubk, 
marked  III,  contains  an  extract  from  the  first  official  tabular  statement  of  the 
products  of  the  mining,  tmdting  and  talt  wbrks  of  the  Zollverein  in  1860. 

Since  the  30th  of  September,  1862,  the  cash  stock  of  the  German  badu  b*f 
decreased  18.7  millions  of  thalers,  and  the  hills  of  exchange  increased  oeadj 
as  much,  18.9  millions.  The  notes  have  increased  by  8.S  millions,  and  ih 
"  pledges  by  5.5.  The  present  proportion  of  cash  in  band  to  notes  in  cireolstiM 
is  1  :  1.78 ;  that  of  ca^h  to  notes  and  deposits  is  1  :  2.27 ;  a  proportion  mQcb 
more  favorable  than  that  of  the  English,  or  eveu  the  French  hank.

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MrtKm  of  I  to  3^3;  coneeqaently,  as  tbe  foregoing  table  ebons,  on  the  ons 
Lutd,  tbe  proportion  of  lengtn  of  wire  is  to  the  length  of  line,  (and,  therefore, 
tbe  avenge  nomber  of  wires  on  the  line,]  has  steadily  increased,  and  on  the  other 
bud,  the  proportion  of  length  of  line,  as  well  as  that  of  length  of  wire  to  the 
EPmiber  of  Btations,  has  regalarly  and  steadily  decreased. 

Here  may  be  tbe  place  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  developments  of  Germam 
itdMtlty  generali^. 

Qeiman  indnstry  is  daily  more  and  more  emancipating  itself,  and  commencing 
n  compete  with  other  conotries,  especially  with  England,  sncceeefully,  both 
within  the  Zollvereia  and  in  foreign  markets.  German  coal  and  German  pig 
mu  ire  rapidly  supplanting  tbe  English  produce.  German  machine  factories 
field  productions  which  may  stand  by  tbe  side  of  tbe  best  English  manufactnres. 
At  the  late  industrial  exhibition  in  London  the  English  have  seen,  by  tbe  Ger- 
mu  cast  steel  of  places  like  EtitH  and  BorkMM,  what  excellence  has  been 
illowed  to  this  department  by  German  diligence  and  perseverance;  also  of  cot- 
ton tpioning  and  weaving.  England  fbrnishes  the  German  market  only  with 
ibe  raw  material;  and  in  this  respect  an  important  change  is  taking  place. 
But  with  regard  to  yam  and  stnfis  made  from  cotton,  the  Zollverein,  Alsace, 
md  Switzerland  are  by  no  means  behind  England,  and  if  it  enjoys  a  better  sale 
for  nich  goods,  it  arises  chiefly  from  tbe  Talne  of  tbe  trade  of  Grea#Britain 
ud  its  coDnexion  with  its  colonies. 

It  is  only  within  a  few  years  that  cotton  spinning  and  weaving  have  been 
intiodaced  into  Rfaeniab  Westphalia,  and  indeed  on  an  enlarged  scale.  Tbe  large 
pToEtB  of  tbe  spinning  and  weaving  establishment  at  Gladbarb,  for  instance, 
*Si)nl  tbe  best  proof  that  in  this  branch  of  manufacture,  also,  Rhenish  Prussia 
uy  dispute,  with  success,  the  superiority  which  England  has  hitherto  maintained. 
The  American  war,  and  the  consequent  blockade  of  the  southern  ports,  have 
anted  a  rapid  rise  in  the  prices  of  tbe  raw  material,  and  an  advance  also  in  the 
Iticca  of  all  kinds  of  web.  Thence  ensued  a  decrease  of  consumption,  followed 
7  a  greater  use  of  woollen  and  linen  web.  All  the  manufactories  engaged  va. 
tbe  preparation  of  such  stufis  did  a  good  business.  Nevertheless,  the  German 
cotton  spinners  and  weavers  have  no  reason  to  complain.  By  steady,  economi' 
ul  labor  they  have  been  in  a  position  to  obtain  prices  which  wonld  bear  com- 
psiisoii  with  those  of  the  English,  while  improvements  in  machinery  and  other 
Uchnical  details  enabled  them  to  paralyse  the  injurious  consequences  of  the 
tniis,  and  to  aasimilate  more  nearly  tbe  conditions  of  production  ot  those  of  Eng- 
land. 

I  beg  to  notice  here  that  tbere  is  one  establishment  among  tbe  many  on  the 
Bbioe  for  working  cotton,  that  at  Louisenthral,  which  has  been  comparatively 
tbe  least  noticed  in  tbe  public  papers.  Notwithstanding  tbe  high  prices  of  the 
nw  material,  the  ability  and  activity  of  its  directors  have  succeeded  in  raising 
MDnderahly  both  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  its  products,  and  by  a  perfect 
tecbnical  skill,  labor,  and  economy,  as  welhas  by  a  careful  and  suitable  method, 
bive  placed  the  establishment  on  an  independent  footing,  by  which,  notwith- 
■Undiog  the  cotton  difficulty,  there  is  always  a  good  business  to  be  done.  Their 
butnesB  connexion  becomes  constantly  more  extended,  and  gains  ground  in  dis- 
tnets  in  which,  hitherto,  tbe  English  supplied  tbe  piincipal  demands.  And  thus 
mtny  other  establishments  are  in  the  same  flourishing  condition. 

In  short,  a  vast  development  awaits  the  cotton  trade  also  in  Germany,  and 
deservedly,  as  evidently  few  branches  of  material  indus^  are  so  well  adapted 
to  the  profitable  investment  of  capital  as  cotton  spinning  and  weaving  factoriea 
especially  when  the  experiments  for  obtaining  cotton  made  in  Algiers,  Italy,  &c. 
tmn  out  unnecessary ;  and  by  a  change  in  political  affiurs  in  our  own  country, 
Gennan  manufacturers  may  be  emancipated,  so  far  as  tbe  necessity  of  obtaining 
raw  cotton  &om  England. 

Jost  as  I  was  about  to  finish  this  report  a  law  was  jiassed  by  the  ssnate  ud,. 
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tbe  legislative  body  of  this  city,  which  !b  of  the  greatest  importatice  for  the  de- 
velopment snd  progress  of  activity  in  business,  not  only  for  Frankfort,  but  for 
all  the  neighboring  states,  especially  those  which,  like  Nassan,  Biiden,  Bhenisb 
Bavaria,  &c.,  have  already  passed  a  similar  law.  It  introdaces  freedom  of  trsdci 
for  the  establishment  of  which  the  liberal  party  has  so  long  exerted  itself.  AI- 
thongb  it  is  not  perfect  freedom  of  trade,  as  it  applies  only  to  the  citizens  of 
Franuort,  not  allowing  every  German,  and  even  foreignen,  to  settle  and  euTj 
OD  bnsinesB  in  this  territory,  etill  it  is  of  very  great  importance,  as  setting  tin 
example  to  all  the  other  states  where  the  retrogressive  system  of  guilds,  &C.,  is 
yet  in  operation.  The  advocates  of  that  system  have  always  considered  Frsnk- 
fort  a  firm  bulwark  against  progress  and  industrial  development ;  and  with  the 
downfall  of  this  bulwark  is  removed  the  greatest  obstacle  to  the  introduction  of 
free  trade  with  the  whole  of  Germany.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  indivtdoal 
step  taken  by  this  little  republic  will  even  prove  to  be  a  great  advance  towards 
the  political  unity  of  the  empire.

It  remains  now  to  give  a  short  review  of  the  commerce  and  industry  of  Baden 
iluring  the  la^t  twelve  months,  including  some  statements  concerning  the  Ffalz, 
or  Khenish  Bavaria,  which  also,  at  one  time,  belonged  to  my  cousutar  district, 
4nd  very  closely  resembles  its  neighbor,  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  in  all  re- 
.'ppct!'  except  itfl  political  position,  which  docs  not  enjoy  tl^  advantage  of  such 
liberal  principles  of  administration. 

The  chief  exports  this  year  to  the  United  States  were — 

Wine,  average  price,  400  florins  for  1,000  litres  in  Rhenish  Bavaria;  250 
Anrins  for  I.OOO  litres  in  Baden. 

C'lictry  brandy,  (kirschrwasser,)  80  florinsfor  150  litres,  only  produced  in  Baden. 

Plara  brandy,  (zrvolaclienwasser,)  60  florins  for  ISO  litres. 

Leather.  3  florins  per  kilogramme. 

Besides  tliette  there  were  exporteil  many  technical  drugs,  medicines  of  all 
kiniU.  aniline  and  nltramariue  colors,  woollen  trowttcr  and  waistcoat  stufls,  etraw- 
"nrli,  and  Black  Forest  clocks,  jewelry,  looking-glasses  and  glass;  tlie  price  of 
fiKh  articles  cannot  be  especially  specified.

I  'ther  important  articles  of  importation  are  cotton,  c::tract  of  logwood,  and  to- 
Wco,  of  which,  however,  no  regular  prices  can  be  stated  at  present  on  Account 
"fibe  irregularity  of  their  importation.  Of  petroleum  I  have  to  observe  that 
ibtre  is  a  steady  and  large  increase  in  its  consumption.  Uuryca's  maizena,  an 
'ixiirle  which  has  ouly  been  very  recently  imported,  at  my  special  instigation,  is, 
t  think,  likely  to  obtain  a  permanent  celebrity  in  Europe.  It  is  the  finest  flour 
Irom  Indian  com,  and  is  manufactured,  at  least  the  samples  as  yet  brought  over, 
bv  the  ■'  Glen  Cove  Company,"  at  New  York. 

Most  of  the  goods  which  are  exported  to  America  from  Baden  and  RheniBh  Ba- 
varia are  despatched  from  ^lannhcim  or  Ludwigshafen  by  the  Rhine  to  Eotter- 
(lam,  for  which  distance,  on  an  average,  20  kreutzers,  or  13J  cents  per  quintal, 
miul  be  paid  for  freight  and  expenses. 

From  Rotterdam  to  New  lork,  SO  cents  per  150  litres  for  wine  in  single 
ca>k^:  SI  per  150  litivs  in  larger  casks;  nine  cents  English  cubic  foot  for 
inHuured  goods ;  S2  to  S4  per  1,000  kilogrammes  for  heavy  goods  (by  weight;) 
all  vkh  10  per  cent,  acanie,  and  payable  in  gold. 

A  smaller  part  of  the  goods  is,  besides,  sent  by  Havre,  Bremen,  and  Hambut^ ; 
wing  chiefly  tho^c  trhicli,  for  greater  despatch,  go  by  steamboat. 

The  freight  by  steamer  from  Havre,  Bremen,  and  Hamburg,  to  New  York, 
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amountB  to  £2  10«.  sterling  for  woollen  and  common  goode;  ^3  10«.  Bterling 
for  other  gooda,  with  15  per  cent,  primage  for  every  40  cubic  feet. 

In  good  average  years  Baden  and  Bhenish  Bavaria  produce  more  com  than 
their  own  necessity  requires,  and  in  consequence  there  ia  almost  regularly  an 
exportation  to  other  countries.  This  is  specially  the  case  with  barley  for 
brewing,  and  potaloes.  which  are  shipped  not  only  to  the  manufacturing  districts 
of  the  Lower  Rhine,  but  also  to  lloUand  and  England. 

The  corn  harvest  of  I SG3  was,  on  an  average,  a  good  one  in  Rhenish  Bavaria 
as  well  as  in  Baden,  and  the  potato  crop  exceedingly  abundant ;  prodocing  the 
following  very  low  average  prices ;  wheat,  lOJ  florins  per  100 kilogrammes;  ryi-, 
9  florins  per  100  kilogrammes;  barley,  8  florins  per  100  kiloj;rammcs ;  potato'-:'. 
IJ  florin  per  100  kilogrammes. 

The  following  particulars  respecting  the*  vintage  I  have  obtained  from  rcliahle 
sources. 

The  recent  warm  sunny  weather  was  very  favorable  for  the  ripening  of  the 
grapes,  and  the  latest  acconnlB,  especially  from  those  parts  where  they  have  hci-n 
better  able  to  postpone  thevintagc,  are  decidedly  better  than  they  were  some  we*k:! 
.  In  Rhenish  Bavaria,  where  the  vintage  had  to  be  hastened  on  acconnt  of  tlie 


decay  in  the  grapes,  the  produce  generally  is  estimated  at  a  half  crop; 
tramtncr,  which  wi^much  injured  in  blossom  by  frost,  yields  only  a  qnartir 
crop.  On  the  othcniand,  the  quality  of  this  year's  crop  exceeds  cxpcelati.c 
Rhine  Bavaria  will  supply  a  good  middle-class  wine,  which  is  just  what  i.' 
wanted.  The  prices  of  such  sales  as  have  already  taken  place  in  tlie  iii"?t 
Celebrated  wine  districts  were  nearly  as  follows,  per  tnder:  At  Gonmeldi'ii;.'''ii. 
135  to  145  florins;  at  Newstadt,  130  to  130  florins ;  at  Mussbiich.  115  to  i::u 
florins ;  at  Konigsbach,  145  to  150  florins  for  white  wine,  anil  200  florins  for  irjmi- 
ner;  at  DeidensheimandFust,  160  to  180florinsi  at  Rup  pets  berg,  1^0  florins  f'>r 
white  wiues,  and  ;il0  to  300  florins  for  traminer ;  nt  Wachenheim  and  Ihirfc- 
heim,  150  florins.  Red  Konigsbacher  fetched  from  330  to  360  florins  the  indcr. 
The  older  wines  are  rising  in  price,  and  white  wine  of  1803  is  not  to  be  obtaioiii 
under  240  florins.  In  the  wine  districts  of  Wnrtcmburg  they  reckon,  on  an 
average,  a  three-quarter  crop.  Tfao  fine  weather  during  the  last  few  »(tk> 
also  improved  the  must  here  exceedingly  in  quality,  being  in  gond  situatiiiD:i— 
from  70  to  95  degrees ;  and  tliis  year's  wine  is  esteemed  fully  equal  to  the  h^' 
year's.  The  wine  crop  in  Baden  varies  much,  as  already  stated.  On  the  L*k!.' 
of  Constance,  in  the  Maigravate.  and  at  Kaiserstulil,  the  growth  is  eqtul  f 
those  of  the  best  years,  and  in  many  places  can  scarcely  be  got  off'  hands.  »liilr 
in  the  northern  parts  of  Baden  hardly  a  third  of  a  crop  has  been  obtained ;  but 
the  qnality  here,  also,  is  as  good  as  last  year,  or  nearly  so.  The  prices  arc  ** 
high  as  at  the  last  autumn  sales,  and  a  further  rise  is  even  spoken  of.  In 
Mnllheim  sales  were  done  at  16  to  17  florins  the  ohm  (awm,)  (at  65  to  70  dt- 
grecs  oechsle;)  in  the  Middle  Rhine.  15  to  19  florins  were  paid  for  wine«  IrMu 
the  low  sitnations  (G5  to  80  degrees.)  and  22  to  30  florins  for  hill  winos  (^  tn 
95  doCTces)  at  Durhach  the  price  of  must  was  21  to  27  florins.  Bed  must  fi 
to  93  degrees;)  at  Weenheim  sold  for  5  to  9  florins  per  eimer;  for  the  white. 
gathered  just  now,  it  is  expected  that  4  florins  will  be  obtained,  but  in  infwi'>r 
situations  it  will  probably  be  cheaper.  In  the  Lower  Rheingaii  the  vintafff  '* 
just  now  going  on;  ihr  early  grapes  are,  for  the  most  part,  decaying,  hut  ib^ 
Riesslings  nre  sound,  and  the  gathering  of  them  may  safely  he  deferred  f  '  J 
short  time.  In  quantity  a  half  crop  is  reckoned,  hut  in  quality  a  good  vintip"- 
In  the  wine  hilU  at  Ilochheim  they  estimated  the  crop  nt  about  two-thirds.  At 
Gnndershein,  in  Rheniah  Hesse,  from  2  to  2J  florins  per  quarter  were  paid  l-" 
red  must  (90  to  94  degrees  ;)  the  supply  of  must  was  not  equal  to  the  aemaoo 
From  24  to  33  florins  were  given  in  Nierstein  for  must  from  situations  of  mfdino 
height,  and  snch  as,  with  a  moderate  I'intage,  yield  a  very  good  table  wine.  :>nJ 
there  was  a  great  demand  for  it.

Tte  wines  moat  in  request  for  exportation  to  the  United  Statue  are  the  infe- 
riijf  and  so-called  middle  class  wines,  which,  as  it  is  also  done  in  B'rance,  require 
dD  addition  of  from  1  to  2  per  ceut.  of  spirits  to  enable  thcra  to  bear  the  aca- 
■  oyage,  which  does  not  suit  them  on  account  of  their  lightneas  of  quality. 

The  cloyer  crop  this  year  is  also,  as  rcptrds  quantity,  an  exceedingly  rich 
iinv;  on  which  ai-count  shipments  from  the  United  States,  especially  in  the  prea- 
"hi  finctnating  state  of  the  money  market,  are  very  ecarce, 

or  tobacco,  especially  that  of  the  Ffhlz,  I  may  state  that  the  stock  of  former 
ifar?ig  entirely  cleared  off,  and  there  is  only  a  supply  of  goods  of  1863  on  hand; 
Doi  a  particularly  large  one.  indeed,  but  sufficient  to  Inst  until  the  manufacture  of 
lv)3  can  be  disposed  of     The  prices  of  tobacco  of  18G2  are  :

The  crop  of  1863  has  proved  a  good  one  ae  to  the  quantity,  the  yield  being 
:»ice  OB  great  as  in  an  ordinary  middling  year.  The  whole  produce  is  estimated 
it  m.0OD  quintals. 

The  qnantity  planted  this  year  was  very  large,  the  growers  being  indiiecd  to 
Jo  M  by  Uie  high  prices  of  the  preceding  year.  With  regard  to  quality,  there 
uc  heavy,  less  heavy,  and  light  tobaccos,  bo  that  there  arc  goods  suited  to  each 
iiranch  of  manufacture.  Part  of  the  crop  of  1863  has  more  or  lees  suffered  in' 
the  field  from  hail. 

The  purchase  of  the  new  tobacco  began  some  weeks  ago,  affording  the  grower 
(mm  9  to  12J  florins  fur  damaged  goods,  and  II  to  20  florins  for  undamaged. 
The  sale  is  rery  brisk.

All  departments  of  industry  are  suffering  from  tbc  present  political  plnlc  of 
ailaira,  especinlly  tliat  of  exporting  to  the  United  Slates;  and  with  othcn.  a 
vast  number  of  sugar  man uth clones,  which  have  for  the  most  part  wliolly 
etopped  working. 

Willi  regard  to  iuveatments  in  American  securities,  it  may  safely  be  said  ili:it 
rather  larger  amounts  are  disposed  of  in  that  direction  in  Rhenish  Bavaria  ami 
in  Biiden — especially  in  Mannheim,  where  large  sums  are  invested  in  United 
States  bonds.  American  enterprise*  are  tlic  "  India-rubber  manufaclorj-,"  and 
the  "  American  manufactory  of  hard  gummi  goods,"  lately  etttablished  in  Mann- 
heim; the  latter  is  to  begin  tn  work  on  the  1st  of  December  nest. 

I  may  here  be  permitted  to  obser\-e.  that  Mr.  Louis  Stroll,  of  the  firm  of  llabus 
&  Stroll,  United  States  consnlar  agent  at  Mannheim,  whose  extensive  emigration 
business  ia  well  known  throughout  all  Germany,  has,  within  the  last  eleven 
years,  forwarded  to  the  United  States  many  tiionsands  of  persons  from  tbi' 
working  classes  of  the  best  description,  and  die  most  likely  to  be  useful  aUi  W 
our  own  country.  Mr.  Stroll  is  one  of  the  few  who  carry  on  this  bnsiness  really  lo 
the  interest  of  the  United  States,  and  not  with  the  selfi.^h  views  of  most  of  ibo 
European  agents  for  emigration.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  on  the  eoinmerce.  manufacture!', 
agriculture,  &c.,  of  the  consulate  of  Baden  and  Rhine  Bavaria,  for  the  year 
ended  September  30,  ia(i3. 

Trom  the  two  facts,  that  1  have  not  been  long  in  my  position,  nud  that  offiriiil 
Btatislical  information  is  not  published  until  the  end  of  the  year,  I  slinll  matt' 
only  n  short  report. 

The  principal  articles  of  export  from  Baden  and  lUiine  Bavaria  are  wiDe?. 
tobacco,  clover-aced,  cherry-water,  plum-brandy,  leather,  various  drugs  and  meJi- 
cines,  aniline  and  nltramarine  colors,  woollen  goods,  "  Black  Forest "  clock?,  kc. 

The  averse  price  of  yines  in  Rhine  Bavaria  is  -100  Horins  per  1,000  litrt-.'; 
in  Baden,  250  florins  per  1,000  litres. 

Cherry-water  is  produced  only  in  Bndeu,  and  at  an  average  price  of  SO  florini' 
per  150  litres.  Plum-brandy  ia  worth  CO  florins  per  IHO  litres;  leather  3 
florins  per  kilogramme.  The  wini^  product  in  Rhiue  Bavaria  has  fallen  shorl 
this  Bcason  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  owing  to  unfavorable  weather  in  the 
blooming  season,  and  again  when  the  grapes  were  ripening.  It  is  probably  the 
poorest  yield  since  1857.  This  unfavorable  result  will  not,  however,  injure  the 
trade  with  the  United  States,  as  the  cheaper  and  middle  qualities,  mixed  »iih 
one  or  two  per  cent,  of  spirits,  are  the  kinds,  for  the  moat  part,  exported  to 
America. 

In  Baden  the  wine  product  has  been  a  very  good  average,  both  in  qualilj 
and  quantity. 

The  tobacco  crop  has  been  extraordinarily  large  this  season,  almost  double  a 
good  average  crop,  although  in  some  neighborhoods  it  was  very  considerably 
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injured  by  hail.  Owiog  to  the  great  want  of  Virginia  tobacco,  tbe  (jriccn  had 
ri^u  very  high,  and  induced  tobacco  producers  to  plant  an  nnueual  i]uaDtit7. 
The  entire  crop  is  eatiniated  at  400,000  centnera.  The  sale  of  tbe  new  crop 
has  already  commenced,  the  uninjured  selling  at  from  11  to  20  florinB  ppr  cent- 
ner, the  bjnred  at  from  9  to  10^  florinfl  per  centner. 

The  supply  of  old  tobacco  still  on  hand  is  very  Hmall,  there  being  ncnrcely 
iiayolder  toon  1862.  That  is  now  selling  at  the  following  prices :  2S  to  30 
florins  for  Deckblatt.  26  to  27  florins  for  Anfarbeiten.  23  to  25  florins  for  Umblatt, 
SI  to  22  florins  for  Einlage,  and  21  florins  for  Schwci^t. 

The  crop  of  clover-seed  has  been  very  good,  and  tlie  pricis  arc  very  low,  so 
that  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  be  profitable  to  import  any  considerable  quan- 
(iiy  from  America,  especially  white  exchange  remains  so  unsettled.

Petroleum  has  already  become  a  very  important  article  of 
inport,  and  ia  continnally  becoming  more  m. 

Wares  exported  from  Baden  and  Rhine  Bavurin  to  the  I'nited  tStates  are.  for 
the  most  part,  sent  down  the  Rhine  from  Mannheim  and  Ludwigshafcn  to  Uot- 
ifTilam,  from  whence  they  are  reshipped  to  America.  Tlie  price  of  freight  on 
the  Bbine  is,  on  an  average,  20  kreutzers  per  centnei'.

Baden  and  Rbiuc  Bavaria  produce  generally  more  grain  and  other  brcad- 
.-toffa  Uian  is  necessary  for  home  consumption,  so  that  a  considcrahli'  amount  is 
left  for  export.  Barley,  such  as  used  for  brewing  beer,  and  potiitoes,  are  sent 
tQ  great  quantities  to  the  manufacturing  districts  on  tbe  Lower  llbirie.  and  also 
lo  Holland  and  England. 

The  grain  crop  in  botb  Baden  and  Rhine  Bavaria  for  1863  is  a  vi'ry  good 
avenge,  and  the  potato  crop  nu  extraordinarily  good  one.

Very  litUe  American  capital  is  invested  in  my  consular  district  except  in 
uo  India-rubber  manufacturing  cstabliahmenta  at  Mannheim.  One  boa  been 
in  opention  some  time,  doing  a  very  good  business ;  the  other  is  to  commence 
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HOOD.  The  two  Lavo  a  capiljil  of  about  SJOO.OOO  invested.  Especially  io 
Uannhcim  a  constdcrnlile  amount  hnn  l)(«n  investinl  in  United  States  bnads. 

There  are  ffvcral  im|n)rlimt  cotton  manufactories  in  my  conanUr  district,  ho 
that  the  effects  ul'  the  Aineiicun  war  have  been  pretty  keenly  felt.  But,  ml 
being  specially  a  mannfiicturing  district,  it  has  not  suffered  in  compari.'OD  niih 
Bome  [lortionii  of  England,  France,  Prussia,  and  Saxony. 

During  tlie  lant  summer  two  important  rnilrond  linea  were  opened  in  Baden- 
one  from  Ciirlnriibe,  via  Ifonheim,  to  Stuttgart — thnu  shortening  considerably 
the  line  between  Paris,  ilTmich,  and  Vicuna ;  the  other  from  Waldshul.  above 
Baele,  up  the  right  bank  of  the  Khine,  via  Schuffbausen.  in  Switzerland,  to  the 
famous  old  city  of  Constance.  The  Hcidleberg-Monbacli  or  Neckar  r«ilroad 
is  now  being  extended  to  W(^rtheim  anil  Wurtshurg.  on  the  Main.  When  this 
railroad  is  completed,  Baden  will  have  done  about  all  necessary  in  this  respect. 
except  to  build  short  branch  madd  up  the  numerous  little  valleys  of  the  Black 
Forest,     'i'bo  country  roads  are  also  generally  in  a  very  good  condition. 

The  commercial' treaty  between  France  and  Prussia  (a  full  account  of  whicb 
has  been  given  from  other  quarters)  is  still  hanging  on  the  balance  undecid«d. 
The  most  of  the  south  (rerman  states  are  opposed  to  it,  as  it  now  standi,  on 
political  and  religious  grounds,  because  it  excludes  Austria.  But  Baden  and 
Rhine  Bavaria  arc  in  favor  of  adopting  it,  especially  if  they  have  to  choose  be- 
tween it  and  the  dissolution  of  the  Zollverein.  This  latter  Prussia  threaien:<. 
rather  than  give  up  the  treaty.

Referring  respectfully  (o  my  last  despatch  of  the  Gtb  February,  1  have  tlir 
bouor  of  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  tlie  circular  No.  UO,  dated  24th  Decem- 
ber, 1862. 

In  dne  reply  ti)  its  contents,  I  beg  leave  to  slate  that  tlic  district  of  this  cwi- 
Bulate  forms  a  part  of  the  German  Zollverein,  headed  by  the  kingdom  "f 
Prussia,  and  that  it  is  lying  just  in  the  middle  of  the  territory  of  the  Zoilverein- 
The  imports  from  foreign  countries  to  the  district  of  this  consulate  are  import- 
ant,  and  equally  the  exjwrts  from  there,  because  the  population  is,  in  coiL<e- 
quence  of  the  nature  of  the  country,  for  Iiy  fai-  the  greatest  part,  engaged  for 
and  iu  the  industry  of  the  district,  which  consists  in  th<^  manufacture  of  cotton, 
woollen,  iron,  wooden,  porcelain,  china,  glass,  stone,  and  many  other  goods. 

The  necessities  for  life  must,  ns  tbeie  is  not,  and  cannot  be,  a  sufficient  agiicnl- 
Inre  for  tlic  population  in  the  district,  be  imported  from  otlier  German  and  ftoni 
foreign  countries,  and  the  exports  are  the  means  of  payments. 

The  district  of  this  consulate  being,  as  stated,  situated  in  the  middle  of  the 
German  ZoUverein,  all  the  imports,  as  well  as  the  exports,  to  and  from  the  dis- 
trict of  the  consulate,  pass  through  the  custom-houses  nt  the  frontier  statiom 
and  ports  of  the  Zollverein  ;  and  I  am,  therefore,  to  my  regret,  not  convenienlij 
enabled  to  give  in  this  matter  such  an  exact  information  for  the  honorable  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  as.  according  to  the  circular,  it  is  necessary  to  do,  and 
as,  undoubtedly,  the  consuls  at  such  custom-house  ports  will  give.  I  can  only 
etate  that  the  greatest  care  is  employed  in  general  from  the  part  of  the  offiws 
of  tJic  custom-houses  to  encotmter  defraudations,  and  that  defrandationa  of  iift- 
portanccdo  not  occur  oftentimes.  (    odolc

[Trsoiltttion.] 

Tbe  Benate  of  tbe  &ee  Haiue  city  of  Labec,  the  seDste  of  the  free  Hanse 
ci^  of  Bremen,  and  the  eenate  of  the  free  HanK  city  of  Hambnrg,  each  of 
Mid  atales  for  itself  separately,  of  the  one  part,  and  his  Imperial  Uajeety  tbe 
Sultan,  of  the  other  part,  animated  by  the  desire  to  r^nlate  anew  and  to  con- 
Hlidala  by  a  ipeciol  additional  act  the  bonds  of  friendghip  and  the  relatione  of 
tommeite  imd  navigation  between  the  Hanseatic  republic  and  the  Snblime  Porte, 
We  appointed  as  their  plenipotentiarieB,  to  wit: 

The  neiiates  of  the  Hanseatic  cities,  Ur.  GeSieken,  doctor  at  law,  their  min- 
iitet  teaideat  near  his  Uajeaty  the  King  of  Fmseia,  Knight  of  the  Order  of  the 
£ojil  Crown  of  Frnasia,  of  the  class  having  tbe  decoration,  officer  of  the  Im- 
pmal  Biasilian  Order  of  the  Rose ;  his  Imperial  Majeaty  the  Sultan,  Jean  Aris- 
tarehi  Bey,  esqnire,  functionary  of  the  empire  of  the  nrst  class,  bis  envoy  ex- 
tnordioary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  near  his  Majeaty  the  King  of  Prussia, 
dKoiated  with  the  Imperial  Orders  of  Uedjidic,  of  tbe  second  class,  and  of 
Kichan  IfUbar,  Knight  of  the  Red  Eagle  of  Prussia,  of  the  first  class,  com- 
mander of  St.  Olaf,  of  Norway,  and  of  the  Lion  and  of  the  Sun  of  Persia,  in 
briUiints,  who,  after  having  reciprocally  communicated  their  ta\l  powers,  found 
in  good  and  due  form,  came  to  accord  in  the  following  articles ; 

Article  I. 

AS  the  points  of  antecedent  commercial  stipnlations  between  the  Hanseatic 
tilies  and  the  Sublime  Forte,  and  especially  oil  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of 
uDity,  commerce,  and  navigation  of  the  18lh  May,  1839,  as  well  as  the  supple* 
■nmury  convention  of  the  7th  September, '1841,  so  far  as  they  are  not  found 
in  MQtradiction  with  this  present  convention,  are  upheld  and  confirmed  forever. 

Tbe  Bubjecta  and  citizens,  the  productions  of  the  earth  and  of  industry,  as 
veil  u  the  vessels  of  the  Hanseatic  republics,  shall  have  of  right  in  the  Otto- 
>ua  empire  the  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  all  the  advantages,  privileges,  and 
inmoaities  which  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  granted  to  the  subjectSi  productions 
of  tlie  earth  or  of  industry,  and  to  the  veasels  of  any  other  the  most  favored 

Article  II. 

The  mbjecta  and  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics,  or  their  dependencies, 
fhil!  have  right  to  purchase,  in  all  parte  of  the  Ottoman  empire,  whether  they 
>Kk  to  engage  in  the  inland  trade  or  intend  to  export  all  articles,  without  ex< 
wpiion,  the  products  of  tbe  soil  or  industry  of  the  country. 

All  monopolies  which  heretofore,  in  the  Ottoman  empire,  fell  on  tbe  prodncta 
of  tgricDltore,  or  any  other  products,  are  forever  abolished;  in  the  same  way 
the  Sublime  Porte  renounces  tbe  usage  of  teskeras,  asked  from  tbe  local  authori- 
ties for  the  purchases  of  merchandise,  or  for  conveying  such  from  one  place  to 
•nother  when  they  were  bought.  Every  attempt  which  shall  be  made  by  any 
uthorily  whatever  to  compel  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics 
to  fnnueh  themselves  with  like  permits  or  teskeraa  shall  be  coneidered  an  in* 
^actioD  of  the  treaties,  and  the  Snblime  Porte  will  promptly  punish  with  severity 
*ny  functionaries  who  can  be  reproached  with  such  infraction,  and  will  indemnify 
the  gabieets  or  dtizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics  for  the  losses  and  Tezatiou 
vbich  they  shall  prove  they  bad  to  suffer.  ,-.  , 
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Article  III. 

The  tnerchantB,  anbjecUi,  or  citizeoa  of  the  Hanaeatic  repnblica,  ot  Uieii  de- 
pendencies, who  shall  purchase  anf  article,  product  of  the  soil  or  industry  of 
Tnrkej',  for  the  purpose  of  reflate  for  consumption  in  the  Ottoman  empire,  ^ill 
pay,  at  the  time  of  pnrchaae  or  sale,  the  same  duties  which  are  paid  in  like  cir- 
cnmstances  by  the  most  &Tored  claas  of  Ottoman  snbjecta  or  strKngen  who  en- 
gage in  inland  trade. 

Articlb  IV. 

Every  article,  product  of  the  soil  or  iuduBtir  of  Turkey,  purchaaed  for  ex- 
port shall  be  couTeycd,  A-ee  of  alt  charge  and  only,  to  a  place  suitable  for  ship- 
ment  by  the  merchants,  subjects,  and  citizens  of  the  Hauseatic  republic  aim 
dependencies.  On  arriving  there  it  shall  pay  a  simple  dnty  of  eight  per  cent 
on  its  value,  which  shall  be  reduced  one  per  cent.  eveiT  year  until  it  be  reduced 
to  a  fixed  and  definitive  tax  of  one  per  cent.,  intended  to  cover  the  general  ei- 
penae  of  administration  and  supervision.  Eveiy  article  bought  at  tue  place  of 
shipment  for  export,  and  which  shall  already  have  paid  export  dnty,  sKnll  not 
in  any  case  be  snbject  to  an  ulterior  export  duty,  even  if  it  nae  changed  hands. 

Article  V. 

Every  article  the  product  of  the  soil  or  industry  of  the  Hanseatic  Tcpublics 
or  of  the  states  of  the  Germanic  confederation,  and  all  merchandises,  of  whtt- 
ever  kind  they  may  be,  imported,  by  land  or  by  sea,  by  the  subjects  or  citiieni 
of  the  Hanaeatic  republics,  shall  be  admitted  in  every  port  of  thn  Ottoman  em- 
pire, without  exception,  under  a  single  and  fixed  duty  only  of  eight  per  cent- 
calculated  on  the  value  in  market,  and  payable  at  the  time  nf  landing  if  they 
arrive  by  aea,  and  at  the  first  cnatom-houae  if  they  come  by  laud.  If  such  met- 
chandise,  after  payment  of  the  duty  of  eight  per  cent.,  be  sold  either  at  the 
place  of  import  or  in  the  int«rior  of  the  country,  no  ftirther  duty  shall  be  ei- 
acted  either  from  eeUer  or  buyer.  If,  not  being  sold  for  consumption  in  Turkey, 
auch  merchandise  be  re-exported  within  six  montba,  it  shall  be  considered  as  ma- 
chaudise in  trausit,  and  treated  oa  in  Article  VIII.  The adminiBtrution  of  thecns- 
toms  shall  in  luch  case  be  held  to  return  immediately  to  the  merchant,  who  sliiU 
&mish  proof  of  payment  of  the  dnty  of  eight  per  cent.,  the  difference  betveeB 
that  import  dnty  and  that  of  tranait  apecified  in  Article  No.  VIII. 

Article  VI. 

Those  articles  of  foreign  importation  destined  for  the  united  principalitiei  of 
Holdavia  and  Wallachio,  and  the  principality  of  Servia,  and  baversing  other 
portions  of  the  Ottoman  empire,  shall  only  pay  customs  duties  on  reaching  tbe 
principalitiea ;  and,  reciprocally,  imported  foreign  merchandise  traversing  Siom 
principalitiea  to  reach  other  portions  of  the  Ottoman  empire  shall  only  pay  cn»- 
toma  duties  at  the  first  custom-house  administered  directly  by  the  SubUme  Foite. 
In  the  same  way  the  prodncts  of  the  soil  or  industry  of  those  principalities,  u 
well  aa  those  of  the  residue  of  the  Ottoman  empire,  destined  for  exportation, 
shall  pay  customs  dnea — the  firat  to  the  custom-house  authorities  of  tbue  princi- 
palities,  and  the  latter  to  the  Ottoman  treasury — in  such  maimer  that  doliei  i^ 
miports  and  exports  cannot  in  any  event  be  twice  collected. 

Articlb  VII. 

No  dn^  whatever  ahall  he  levied  on  merchandise,  product  of  the  soil  or  of 
the  industry  of  the  Hanaeatic  republics,  nor  on  merchandise  belonging  to  their 
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ntg'eels  and  citixenfl,  and  prodaced  by  tlie  soil  or  itidiutiy  of  any  otber  foreign 
coDDtry.  Wbec  these  two  aorta  of  merchandise  eboll  pass  through  the  straits 
<if  the  Dardanelles,  the  Bospbome,  or  the  Black  sea,  whether  tfaeee  merchan- 
^s»  pass  the  etnuts  on  the  vessel  which  brought  tbem,  or  been  transferred  to 
ether  Tnsels,  or  that,  sold  for  exportation,  they  may  for  a  limited  time  hare 
lab  in  depoeit  on  shore,  in  order  to  be  pat  on  biMird  otber  vessels  to  continue  on 
iheir  puasge.  In  the  bitter  case  the  merchandise  mast  be  deposited  at  Con- 
itaotinople,  in  the  cnstoms  transit  warehonse  and  elsewhere.  Where  there  is 
no  pablic  warehouse  or  deposit,  be  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  custom- 
hoose  authorises. 

Abticlr  VIII. 

The  Sublime  Porte  desirous  to  grant  facilities  of  transit  overland  by  means 
of  gradual  coneeaeion,  it  is  agreed  that  the  dnty  of  three  per  cent,  levied  up  to 
(Lu  time  on  merchandise  brought  into  Turkey  for  the  purpose  of  being  de- 
ipitehed  to  other  conntries  sbiJI  be  reduced  from  this  date  to  two  per  cent., 
ud  at  the  close  of  eight  years,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  ratification  of 
tie  prasent  treaty,  shall  be  changed  to  a  fixed  and  definite  tax  of  one  per  cent. 
The  Sublime  Porte  at  the  same  time  declaree  that  it  reserves  the  right  to  estab- 
lith  by  special  regulation  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  fraud. 

Articlb  IX. 

The  subjects  and  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  repuhlios  engaging  in  commerce 
in  articles,  products  of  the  soil  or  industry  of  foreign  countries,  will  pay  tha 
Like  taxes  and  enjoy  the  like  rights,  privileges,  and  immnoities  as  foreign  sub- 
jwte  trading  in  merchandise  coming  from  their  own  country. 

AbticlB  X. 

As  an  exception  to  the  stipulations  of  Article  V,  it  is  agreed  that  tobacco,  in 
in  its  forms,  and  salt,  shall  be  included  in  the  list  of  merchandise  which  the 
ubjects  and  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics  have  the  privilege  of  importing 
U>  Tnrkey.  In  couset^nence,  the  subjects  and  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics, 
Dt  their  dependencies,  who  shall  buy  or  sell  tAbacco  or  salt  for  consumption  in 
Tvkey,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  and  shall  pay  the  Home  duties, 
u  the  most  favored  Ottoman  aubjects  among  those  who  snail  engage  in  trade 
in  these  two  articles.  In  compensation  for  this  restriction  no  tax  shall  be  col- 
lected in  future  on  these  artieles  when  they  shall  be  exported  to  Turkey  by  the 
nbjects  or  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics ;  but  the  quantities  of  tobacco 
ud  ult  which  shall  be  exported  by  the  subjects  and  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic 
Kpnblics,  or  their  dependencies,  shall  be  declared  to  the  custom-house  adminis- 
tndon,  which  shall  keep,  as  in  the  post,  the  right  of  supervision  over  the  exports 
of  these  prodacts  without  claim  for  any  return,  mther  for  registration  or  on  any 
other  pretence. 

Articlb  XI. 

Besides,  henceforth  there  shall  not  be  imported  to  Turkey  by  the  enbjects  or 
catizeDs  of  the  Hanseatic  republics  cannon,  or  any  otber  fire-arms,  nor  powder, 
nor  mnuitionB  of  war  whatever.  Tlie  trade  in  these  articlee  shall  remain  under 
the  inuDcdiate  and  special  supervision  of  the  Ottoman  government,  which  retajna 
the  right  to  regulate  it.  In  the  preceding  restriction  pistols,  fowling-pieces  and 
for  the  duae,  and  other  fire-arms  falling  witbin  the  category  o£  onus  of  Inznryr 
ue  not  included. 
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The  firmau  reqinred  of  roercbnnt  Teasels  of  the  Hanseatic  repnfalicB  on  tbeir 
puaing  tiiTongh  the  Dardanelles  and  the  BoiphoniB  aball  alwajB  be  delirered 
to  them  in  the  manner  which  will  occasion  the  leasi  delay  poeaible. 

Abticlb  XIII. 

The  captains  of  merchant  reesels  of  the  Hanseatic  republics  having  on 
board  merchandiBe  destined  for  the  Ottoman  empire  ahall  be  boand  to  deposit 
at  the  ciutom-honee,  imraediatelj  after  their  arrival  at  the  port  of  deetioatiDa, 
an  authenticated  copy  of  their  manifest. 

Abticlb  XIV. 

Herchandtse  introdnced  by  smuggling  shall  be  liable  to  confiscation  to  Iba 
benefit  of  the  Ottoman  treasory,  provided  the  fhrad  be  duly  and  legally  proved, 
and  a  proces-verbal  of  the  fact  of  emngglinK  be  drawn  up  and  communicated 
without  delay  to  the  consular  agent  of  the  loreign  subject  to  whom  the  confit- 
catcd  merchandise  may  belong. 

Abticlb  XY. 

It  ia  nnderstood  that  the  goTcmment  of  the  Hanseatic  republics  do  not  mean, 
through  any  of  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  to  stipulate  for  anything  beyond  the 
natural  and  precise  sense  of  the  terms  employed,  nor  in  any  manner  to  erabamw 
the  government  of  hia  Imperial  Majesty  the  Saltan  in  the  exercise  of  its  rigbt 
of  internal  administration,  so  far,  at  all  events,  as  those  rights  do  not  manifestly 
interfere  with  the  stipnlations  of  ancient  treaties,  and  the  privileges  granted  by 
this  convention  to  the  subjects  and  citizens  of  the  Hanseatic  republics  or  theii 
property. 

Abticlb  XVI. 

It  is  agreed  that  all  the  privileges,  advantages,  and  immnnities  granted  by 
the  Ottoman  government  to  the  most  favored  nation  shall  be  equally  extended 
to  the  Hanseatic  republics.  The  present  treaty,  which,  so  soon  as  ratified,  sUll 
take  the  place  of  the  treaty  of  amity,  commerce,  and  navigation  of  the  l?di 
May,  1839,  and  of  the  supplementary  couvcntioD  of  the  7th  September,  ISil, 
shall  remain  in  force  twenty -eight  yeare.  Each  of  the  contracting  states  reserves 
the  right  to  propose,  at  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  and  twenty-first  years,  tbote 
modifications  which  experience  shall  have  suggested.  The  stipulations  entered 
into  by  the  present  convention  shall  be  carried  into  effect  in  eveiy  part  of  the 
Ottoman  empire;  that  is  to  say,  in  the  poisessions  of  his  Imperial  Majesty  tbe 
Sultau  situated  in  Europe  and  in  Asia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the  other  parti  of 
Africa  belonging  to  the  Sublime  Porte,  in  Servia,  and  in  the  onited  principalities 
of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia.  The  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed  to  appoint, 
conjointly,  commissioners  to  eatabli^  the  tariff  of  cnstoms  duties,  to  be  collected, 
in  conformity  with  the  stipulations  of  the  present  treaty,  as  well  on  merchaodiM, 
the  products  of  the  soil  and  of  the  indnstry  of  tbe  Hanseatic  republics  and  the 
Germanic  confederation,  and  imported  by  the  subjects  and  citizens  of  those  slalea 
into  the  Ottoman  empire,  as  on  the  products  of  the  soil  and  of  the  indnstiy  of 
Turkey  bought  for  export  by  the  subjects  and  citiaens  of  the  Hanseatic  tepablict 
and  their  dependencies.  The  new  tariff  established  m  this,  way  shall  reniaio  in 
force  for  seven  years  from  the  date  of  tbe  exchange  of  ratifications.  Each  of 
tbe  high  contracting  parties  shall  have  the  n^t,  one  year  before  the  expiratioa 
of  this  term,  to  ask  tor  a  reviaion  of  the  tariff;  but  if  at  snch  time  neither  tba

one  Dor  the  other  btmI  of  thia  power,  the  tariff  ghall  continue  to  have  the  force 
of  law  for  seven  other  years,  dating  from  the  expiration  of  the  preceding  seren 
Tean,  and  the  same  ahkll  be  the  case  at  the  end  of  each  encceasive  period  of 
KTen  yean. 

Article  XVIII. 

The  present  treaty  ahall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged 
tt  Berlin,  within  the  term  of  two  months,  or  sooner  if  it  can  be  done. 
Done  at  Beiiin,  the  27th  December,  1862.

I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  to  you  a  fall  and  complete  statement  of  the 
commerce  and  navigation  of  Bremen  in  the  year  1862. 

The  world's  commerce  has  passed  through  a  year  of  great  difficulties.  In 
coueqaence  of  the  war  in  oar  coantry,  commerce,  as  well  as  navigation,  has 
EofferM  great  losses,  and  on  the  other  side  they  have  earned  unexpectedly  great 
gUQB  and  profits ;  bat,  notwithstanding,  the  general  feeling  ie  one  of  aneasinees, 
uncertainty  is  specnlation,  and  the  general  desire  expressed  on  all  sides  is  that 
of  a  Bpeedy  termination  of  the  American  war,  and  the  re-eatablisbment  of  regular 
commercial  transactions.  The  commercial  branch  which  baa  dnffered  the  most 
wu,  natnially,  the  trade  iu  cotton.  Up  to  this  date  the  cotton  indost^, 
tbeugthened  by  the  accumulated  great  gains  of  former  years,  has  manfully 
reaiated  the  pressure  of  the  nnfavorable  circumstances,  but  the  sacrifices  already 
nude,  and  those  unavoidably  in  the  next  fnture  to  be  supported,  show  clearly 
tbat  a  longer  continuation  of  the  cotton  fomiue  will  arise,  for  whole  Enrope,  to 
the  proportions  of  a  national  calamity,  and  will  have  a  ereat  and  pernicious 
effect  upon  all  other  commercial,  indnstrialt  and  economical  relations.  Bremen, 
too,  has  suffered  under  this  calamity,  and  the  general  import  of  the  year  18C2 
ihowsa  considerable  diminution  sgHinst  the  import  of  1861;  but,  in  general, 
tlie  transactions  of  1862  have  given  a  satistactory  result,  and  proved  again  the 
lolidity  of  the  Bremen  commerce.  The  principal  import  of  firemen  coneista  in 
tobacco  and  cotton,  brought  mostly  in  onr  own  ships  from  the  United  States. 
Id  1860  the  import  of  cotton  was  129,148  bales;  in  1861,  95,562  bales  of  cotton 
and  57,713  hogsheads  of  tobacco.  In  1862  the  import  of  American  cotton  was 
redaced  nearly  to  nothing,  and  the  import  of  American  tobacco  consisted  only 
of  25,216  hogsheads.  Tne  cloaing  of  a  number  of  ports  in  the  United  States 
compelled  the  Bremen  merchants  to  look  to  other  ports,  and  East  India  haa 
l)ceD  principally  taken  into  consideration.  The  advantages  of  a  neutral  flag, 
■nd  the  circumstance  that  a  large  number  of  American  merchant  vessels  have 
l)ceB  captured  or  destroyed,  or  employed  for  the  war  service,  showed  themaelvea 
very  favorable  to  Uie  Bremen  navigation.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
Bremen  commercial  fleet  has  been  angmented  with  twenty-four  ships  of  16,408 
tons,  together.  Besides,  there  are  sailing  from  the  Weaer  river,  under  the 
Hanoverian  flag,  forty-four  abips  of  11,624  tons,  and,  under  the  Oldenburg  flag, 
1B6  ships,  of  50,930  tons.  The  Bremen  commerce  baa,  therefore,  at  its  disposal 
S07  sea-going  abipa,  of  244,69$  tona,  altogether,  not  to  count  the  lighters,  tow- 
boats,  river  sttttmeia.  Sec.  The  steamship  companv  of  the  North  German  Lloyd 
has  now,  in  r^idar  trips  between  New  fork  and  Bremen,  foor  of  the  largest 
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and  moBt  safe  ocean  BteamerB,  and,  in  regular  tripi  to  London  and  Hnll,  riz 
amaller  Bteamen.  The  tripe  of  all  those  boats  vere  made  in  1862,  with  the 
ereat^st  regularit]^,  and  without  the  least  accident  The  railroad  betvem 
firemerbavea  and  Bremen  is  in  fall  operation,  and  passengen,  as  well  aa  gcMdii 
are  quickly  and  cheaply  expedited  from  Bremerhaven  to  Bremen  bj  luroad 
when  the  river  is  closed  by  ice.  The  emigration  to  the  United  States  wu  not 
very  considerable  laat  year.  The  total  amoont  of  emigranta  sailed  from  Bremen 
to  the  United  States  was  15,019  persons,  in  eighty-four  ships.  The  number 
of  maritime  insurance  companies  here  has  increased  to  twenty-two,  all  sub- 
stantial and  solid.  Nearly  all  the  companies  had  to  suffer  gn^t  losses  in  1863, 
so  that  the  capital  iuTested  will  faariny  bring  four  per  cent,  interest.  Mooey 
was  easy  during  1863,  and  only  for  a  ebort  time  the  diaconnt  rate  of  the  BieDun 
bank  has  been  raised  to  five  per  cent. ;  the  average  rate  of  discount  was  3^  per 
cent. ;  and,  notwithstanding,  the  iustitntion  will  yield  large  dividends  to  tfa« 
stockholders. 

I  annex  herewith  a  general  review  of  the  Bremen  navigation,  a  list  of  ship* 
arrived  and  sailed  to  and  from  the  poit>  and  a  general  review  of  the  commerce 
of  Bremen,  imports  and  exports.

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*  *  *  The  newest  pnblication  of  the  BtatiBticalbnreKnenafalesmetogrre 
a  clear  oTenight  over  the  Bremen  commerce  in  all  ita  details,  as  well  oa  in  com- 
pariaon  with  former  yean,  tn  general  the  Bremen  commerce  haa  been  better 
than  it  was  expected  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1862,  when  all  traoaactiani 
were  restricted  by  the  blockade  of  the  sontLem  ports  of  the  United  States.  The 
year  1862  can  be  ranked  amongst  the  most  favorable  of  the  Bremen  commerce, 
although  the  results  were  not  eo  favorable  as  in  the  year  1861,  which  yearii 
marked  in  the  history  of  the  firemen  commerce  as  the  most  favorable  one. 

The  newest  report  of  the  treasury  department  shows  thai  the  Bremen  in- 
come duty  in  the  last  year,  which  was  ^d  for  the  revenue  of  the  year  1861, 
amounted  to  the  immense  amount  of  Lonis  d'ors  118,988  12.  This  dntj 
amounts  to  one  per  cent,  of  the  yearly  income  of  Louis  d'or  500  and  over;  of 
Louis  d'or  2J  of  the  income  of  400  to  500,  and  only  one  thaler  for  the  incraw 
of  Lonis  d'or  250  to  400 ;  and  of  all  yearly  incomes  under  Lonis  d'or  250  do 
duty  ia  pud  at  all.  The  income  tax  of  the  last  year  represents  a  yearly  income 
of  about  12,000,000  thalera,  which  amount  is  only  paid  from  that  part  of  the 
Bremen  popnlation  that  has  a  greater  income  than  Louis  d'or  250.  The  amount 
of  the  Bremen  income  tax  only  once  exceeded  100,000  rix-dollars,  namely,  in 
the  year  1857,  as  the  income  of  the  most  fortunate  business  year,  1856,  wu 
taxed  with  101,501  rix-dollars.  In  the  next  year  the  proceeds  suddenly  di- 
minished in  consequence  of  the  crisis  in  1857,  to  Lonis  d'or  69,388,  and  sinct 
that  time  it  increaeed  by  and  by,  viz.,  in  the  year  1859,  to  Louis  d'or  77,339; 
and  in  1860  to  Louie  d'or  85,999,  and  in  1S61  to  Lonis  d'or  99,132,  till  it 
amounted,  in  the  year  1863,  to  Louis  d'or  118,988,  for  which  only  lOO.OOO  rii- 
dollars  were  estimated.  For  the  year  1863  the  estimation  of  the  income  tax  i> 
rix-dollars  110,000.  This  estimation  seems  a  little  high  ;  however,  it  may  tern 
as  a  proof  that  even  the  treasury  department  has  a  very  high  opinion  of  the  bii»- 
ness  year  1862. 

The  statistical  summaries  of  the  Bremen  commerce  in  the  year  1862  give  dp 
in  sight  in  the  profits  of  the  business  transactions,  which  it  principally  derives  fnm 
the  fact  that  the  merchants  were  working  nnder  gradually  ascending  flueel  no- 
tions of  the  prices  of  wares;  and  that  they  obtained  a  far  higher  price  firam  the 
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nuner  quantity  of  imported  goods  than  in  normd  times ;  yet  they  give  U  a 
certain  viev  of  the  course  of  boBineas  in  the  year  1862,  and  it  can  be  seen  how 
ibe  Bremen  merchants  have  tried  to  cover  the  deficiency  in  their  connexions 
with  the  blockaded  sonthera  ports  of  the  United  States.  The  total  commerce 
of  Bremen  in  the  year  1862  increased  in  weight  on  293,359  hundred -weight, 
tod  diminished  in  regard  to  the  value  on  4,466,493  riz-dollars,  against  the  total 
commerce  in  1863,  which  amounted  to  23,707,592  Londred- weight  in  weight, 
lod  in  valne  of  131,031,96t>  riz-dollarx,  agunst,  in  1861,  23,494,233  hondred- 
wei^^ht  in  weight,  and  in  value  of  135,498,459  rix-dollars. 

The  total  importation  in  1862  amounted  to  16j^g  mill  hundred  weight,  in 
nlae  of  67^  mill  rix-dollars,  against,  in  1861,  15^  mill  hnndred  weight,  in 
nine  of  70A  mill  rix-dollars. 

The  total  exportation  in  1862  amounted  to  7j%  mill  hnndred  weight,  in  value 
Bf  63,V  ™'l  rix-dollars.  against,  in  1861,  V^Ju  mill  hundred  weight,  to  64,^ 
mill  rix-dollars.  The  total  importation  of  Bremen  decreased  only  2^  mill  rix- 
dollus,  which,  by  no  meaoa,  is  very  important,  as  no  goods  were  imported  from 
the  aonthem  ports  of  the  United  States,  and  the  value  of  the  Bremen  import 
from  there  amonnled,  in  the  year  1861,  to  19,003,531  rix-dollars,  against,  in 
1863,  only  to  1 1,055,524  riz-dollars,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  7,948,007  rix- 

Bremen  imported  in  1861,  from  New  Orleans,  a  value  of  6,065,472  rix-dol- 
Un,  against,  in  1862,  only  of  160,739  rix-dollars.  Bremen's  former  considera- 
lile  importations  from  Richmond,  Petersburg,  and  Norfolk,  Virginia,  Wilmington, 
Cfatrleaton,  Savannah,  Florida  west  coast,  and  Mobile,  ceased  entirely  in  the 
jeu  1862.  The  decrease  of  the  import  fulls  principally  on  cotton,  of  which  in 
th«  yen  1861,  from  America  38.7  mill  pounds,  in  value  of  7.6  mill  rix-dollars, 
urived  here,  against,  in  1862,  on  534,354  pounds,  in  value  of  247,297  riz-dol- 
m>  which  shows  a  decrease  only  in  American  cotton  of  7.3  mill  rix  dollars. 

Il  ia  not  to  be  denied  that  the  principal  American  character  of  the  Bremen 
tnuiDesshas  its  great  dangers,  which  especially  increased  in  so  critical  amoment 
B  die  present  one.  The  active  transactions  of  Bremen,  based  on  American 
boaiDesB,  and  immensely  increased  by  the  emigration  eia  Bremen,  the  immense 
importion  of  American  staple  goods,  as  well  as  by  the  intimate  relations  between 
tlie  German  firms  in  the  United  States  and  those  of  Bremen,  Sec,  &o.,  made 
it  nearly  unavoidable  that  a  crisis  in  America,  like  the  actual  war,  must  have  a 
Rfoutive  effect  on  this  place  to  move,  as  the  connexions  with  other  countries 
j*re  been  very  much  neglected  here.  Many  Bremen  ship-owners  perceive  now, 
^)t<dy,  that  their  great  vessels  are  only  accommodated  for  the  voyages  to  the 
Vuied  States,  and  that  they  are  not  fit  for  the  freight  voyages  to  the  East 
Atiatie  seas,  while  the  middle-siscd  vessels  of  Hamburg  and  Oldenburg  make 
T«7  good  freights  to  and  from  the  East  Indies,  China,  See.,  &c.  The  Bre- 
Bunflag  would  also  be  very  much  favored  and  wanted  in  the  East  Asiatic  ports, 
W  by  the  construction  of  the  Bremen  ships  agreater  participation  in  that  trade 
i*  deficient.  The  crisis  in  the  United  Stotes  is  an  argument  for  the  press  to 
*ini  DOW  the  Bremen  merchants,  very  forcibly,  not  to  confine  themselves  ex- 
eloaiTely  to  the  old  and  comfortable  relations  wiUi  America  and  to  the  trade  in  the 
0  d  articles,  but  to  look  for  new  import'  and  export  placee,  and  to  supply  this 
pUee  always  with  new  articles,  and  to  givo  the  Bremen  commerce  hereby  a  more 
Tiriedand  extended  character;  and  indeed  the  statistical  statements  show  al- 
^ij  that,  driven  by  the  sodden  change  of  the  circumstances  in  America,  the 


Brtmen  merchants  have  already  tried  to  begin  transactions  with  other  impart 
*^  export  places,  which  trials  formeriy  were  completely  neglected  by  them, 
•ad  that  they  commenced  to  import  from  there  such  articles  in  which  formerly 
ueie  were  no  transactione  at  aO.  firemen's  transatlantic  import  from  Onba, 
■jeiieo.  New  Oranada,  BnudI,  British  East  Indies,  Bnrmah,  shows  a  coniidera- 
oleuKrease,  and  even  Japan  ia  found,  for  the  first  time,  in  the  Bremen  tabular  et^M ..

mentfl  as  a  place  of  import,  altbongh  the  Bremen  flag  is  not  admitted  then. 
8a  Bremen  imported  in  the  year  1861,  from  Cuba  for  3,275,601  rix-dollare,  and 
in  1862  for  4,393,311  rix-dollarg ;  from  Mexico,  eaat  coast, in  1881,for  117,832riI■ 
dolla^e,  and  in  1862  for  307,510  lix-dollare;  from  New  Granada  in  1861,  for 
2,375,909  rix-dollare,  and  in  1862  for  3,549,111  riz-dollars;  from  Braul  m 
1861,  for  2,670,815  rix-dolIa«,  and  in  1868  for  3,164,793  rix-doUaraj  from 
British  East  Indies  in  1861, for  l,16S,91firiz-doIlar8,aiid  in  1862  for  1,717,021 
Tix-dotlars;  fromBurmahin  lt!61,  640,074  rix-dollare,  and  in  1862  for  804,7SS 
riz-dollars.  As  for  the  importations  from  the  United  States,  the  deficiencies 
caused  by  the  blockade  of  the  soathem  porta  hare  nearly  heen  covered  by  the 
increased  importation  from  the  port  of  Neir  York.  There  has  been  exported 
from  New  York  to  Bremen  in  the  year  1861,  only  for  6,633,834  riz-doll&n, 
while  in  1662  the  exportation  amounted  to  8,546,853  rix-dollars.  To  thoM 
articlea  by  which  a  greater  exportation  took  place  belong,  namely.  West  Indian 
and  South  American  tobacco,  which  import  shows  our  surplne  of  3,841,000  rii- 
dollara ;  further,  rice,  of  which  was  imported  m  the  year  1861,  for  1,989,809  rit- 
doUars,  and  in  1862  for  2,453,430  rix-doUars.  The  importation  of  American  lard 
has  been  raised  nine-fold,  for  in  the  year  1861  there  was  only  imported  10,918 
hundred-weight,  in  value  of  168,701  rix-dollars,  against,  in  186S,  96,496  han- 
dred-weight,  in  value  of  1.236,335  rix-dollars.  Bye  was  imported  in  1861,  Iv 
1,231,201  rix-dollan,  and  in  1862  for  1,556,8^4  rix-dollars;  tea,  in  1861,  for 
110,879  rix-dollars,  and  in  1862  for  194,345  riz-dollars;  honey,  in  1861,  for 
162,072  rix-dollars,  and  in  1862  for  247,252  riz-dollars;  pepper,  in  1861, for 
86,787  riz-dollars,  and  in  1862  for  143,453  rix-dollars ;  huns,  in  1861.  for 
119,355  riz-dollars,  and  in  1862  for  217,471  riz-doUais;  bacon,  in  1861,  (or 
106,018  rix-dollars,  and  in  1862  for  390,313  riz-dollars.  The  new  article  pe- 
troleum seems  to  have  a  great  importance  for  Bremen. 

The  commonicated  figures  give  sufficient  proof  that  the  stirriiiK  Br^oes 
merchants  did  not  neglect  to  look  for  other  articles  and  countries  than  tboee 
they  were  formerly  accustomed  to,  and  that  the  crisis  in  America,  notwitfastaod- 
ing  the  heavy  pressure  on  the  Bremen  trade,  will  he  of  yery  salutary  gosm- 
qnences  for  the  commercial  speculations  of  this  place. 

The  international  commerce  and  the  production  and  consumption  of  all  na- 
tions of  the  earth  has  been  so  immensely  increased,  that  the  acddental  into- 
raption  of  the  commerce  of  single  countries  will  only  double  the  activity  in  the 
transactions  with  other  countries,  and  will  open  other  new  sources  to  the  com- 
merce of  the  world. 

The  principal  directions  of  the  Bremen  commeice  are  the  transatlautie  places. 
This  will  be  seen  bv  the  facts,  that  the  transatlantic  import  of  Bremmi  eiceedcd 
that  of  Hamburg,  although  the  total  commerce  of  Hamburg  was  four  times  Iv^ 
than  the  commerce  of  Bremen.  The  transatlantic  import  of  Hamburg,  in  the 
year  1861 ,  amounted  to  30,607,975  riz-dollars,  whilst  that  of  Bremen  amounUd 
to  37,728,256  rix-dollars.  The  total  import  of  Hambmg,  m  1861,  amounted  to 
264.9  millions  rix-dollan,  whilst  Bremen  imported  only  foi  77.5  Bullions  rix- 
dollars.

This  transatlantic  ehancter  of  the  Br«nen  commerce  has  been  confirmed 
again  by  the  year  1862,  in  so  far  as  nearly  the  half  of  the  coming  and  ooigoiof 
amount  of  freight  came  from,  or  went  to,  transatlantic  ports.  In  the  year  1S6£ 
there  arrived,  namely,  from  transatlantic  places  133,370  lasta,  and  from  Enropt 
and  the  Levant  136,433  lasts,  while  there  cleared  to  transatlantic  placce  I36fili 
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lttt9,  and  to  Europe  Kid  the  Leyant  147,830  Isita.  The  total  value  of  tlie  im- 
pott  of  Bremen  from  traueatlaDtic  places  sunk,  in  coDseqneace  of  the  decreased 
impartatioD  of  cotton,  from  34^  million  riz-doIlarB  gold  in  the  year  1861,  dovn 
lo  £9.08  million  rii-doUars  in  the  year  1S62.  The  tiansatlantic  export  of  Bre- 
oea  in  the  year  1S61  amounted  to  9.3  million  riz-dollars,  and  raieed  in  th.'  year 
1B6S  to  13^  million  rix-dollare,  which  waa  principally  caneed  by  the  increaeed 
npotlation  of  maaniactnred  goods.  Whilst  it  was  feared  that  in  1862  the  expor- 
Ution  of  German  mannfactnred  goods  to  the  United  States  vonld  furtlier  dimin- 
ith,  it  tonied  jaat  to  the  contrary,  for  Bremen  exported  to  the  United  States  in 
the  year  1361  only  for  6.6  million  rix-dollais, against,  in  1862,  for  lO.S  million 
lii-dollue.  The  shipments  of  maonfactnred  goods,  principally  from  the  ZoU- 
yaaa  and  Anstria,  increased  from  3.7  to  5.7  million  rix-dollnrs  gold.  In  the 
hat  yeuB  the  export  of  Bremen  to  Sweden,  Norway,  Denmark,  England,  Hol- 
knd,  and  Italy,  increased  very  considerably.  The  export  to  the  Zollverein 
decmaed  considerahly, in  conscqaeiice  ot  the  suffering  cotton  trade;  in  1(!61  it 
imotmted  to  36.9,  and  in  1862  to  31.7  million  rix-doltars  ;  (in  1854  only  to  20.9 
mllioii  rix-dollara.)  Pmsaia  received  in  the  year  1861,  from  Bremen  for  1S.2, 
lodio  1862  for  11.2  million  rixn^ollars.  Hanover,  in  1861,  for  8.4,  and  in  1862 
for  7.5  million  rix-dollara.  Oldenherg,  in  1861,  for  3.7,  and  in  1862  for  3.5 
ninian  rix-dollars.  Saxony,  in  1861,  for  5.6,  and  in  1S62  for  4.3  million  rix- 
ioikn.  Knrhesie,  in  1861,  for  1.5,  and  in  1862  for  1.4  million  rix-dollars. 
Bawia,  in  1861,  for  2.1,  and  in  1862  for  0.9  million  rix-dollars,  gnods.  The 
inporli  of  Bremen  from  the  Zollverein,  in  the  year  1862,  increased  very  much 
in  coDKqQence  of  the  larger  shipments  of  manufactured  goods  to  the  United 
StiiM ;  in  1S61  it  amonnted  to  20.2,  against,  in  1862,  for  22.08  million  rix  dol- 
hn,  gold.  In  relatjon  to  Bremen's  navigation,  there  arrived  in  the  year  1862 
im  ihips,  with  269,803  lasts,  against  3,152  ships  with  290,142  lasts  in  1861. 
Thne  sailed  from  firemen,  in  the  year  1862,  3,146  ships  with  286,343  lasts, 
tgsiiut  3,473  ships  with  299,199  lasts  m  the  rear  before.  In  general  the  navi- 
plion  of  Bremen,  in  the  year  1862aattained  very  good  results  on  account  of 
the  angafenesB  of  the  American  flag,  and  the  increasea  importation  of  brcadstuK 
to  England.    In  consequence  the  Bremen  navigation  increased  very  considerably. 

Tbt  commercial  fleet  of  the  Bremen  merchants,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1861, 
■monnted  only  to  253  ships,  with  82,868  lasts;  it  advanced  in  the  next  year  np 
lo  £77  gbipe,  with  91,072  lasts  ;  consequently  an  increase  of  24  ships,  with  8,204 
lutE.  Likewise  the  navigation  of  Hanoverand  Oldenburg  increased.  In  1861, 
Oiaenborghad  25,440,  and  in  1862,  25,465  lasts;  and  Hanover,  in  1861,  5,105, 
ud  in  1B62, 5,412  lasts,  on  the  Weser.  The  total  commereial  fleet  on  the  Weser 
in  IStil  amounted  to  483  sea-going  vessels,  with  114,413  lasts,  and  at  the  close 
of  ises,  507  sea-going  vessels,  with  122,212  lasts.  Besides  these  there  are  352 
lighten,  with  12.068  lasts,  on  the  Weser,  of  which  belong  to  firemen  117  tight- 
«t.  with  G,284  laats ;  to  Oldenburg,  156  hghters,  with  3,481  lasts  ;  to  Hanover, 
T9  lighten,  with  2,303  lasts. 

The  Bremen  maritime  insnrance  business  increased  in  the  last  years  very 
muth.  The  total  amount  of  risks  which  the  Bremen  and  foreign  insuranc* 
mnpuiieg  nndertook  amounted  in  1862  to  79,393,314  rix-dollars  gold,  while  in 
1S6I  for  69,683,029  rix-dollars,  and  in  1852  only  for  30,632,200  rix-doUarB 
cold,  were  insured. 

The  emigration  tia  Bremen  in  the  year  186S,  according  to  the  statistical 
l*bH  unoonted  to  15,187  persons,  while  in  the  year  1861  there  were  16,540 
ptrwM  shipped. 

lie  total  amount  of  emigruitfl  which  have  been  shipped  via  Bremen  from 
,  lS3i  to  1662,  mcluaive,  amounts  to  702,973  pereons,  in  5,469  ships. 

If,  fiiullf,  the  total  import  and  export  of  firemen  is  compared  with  the  single 
ivsnltt  of  ihe  last  ten  years,  it  will  oe  seen  that  the  import  in  1852  amonnted 
U  B.g  milhon  hundred- weight,  in  valne  of  48J2  million  rix-dolUrs,  agunst  Ol  |  ^' 
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18GS  16  million  hundred-weight,  in  va]ne  of  67.8  million  rix-doll&n  gold;  whilst 
the  export  in  the  year  1853  amounted  to  4.8  million  hundred- weight  and  44.7 
million  rtx-dolUrB,  againit  in  1862  7.7  million  hundred -weight  and  63.1  million 
rix-dollara ;  consequentlj,  the  total  commerce  raised  Bince  1853  is  from  13.7  to 
23.7  million  hundred- weight,  and  from  9i.9  to  131.03  rix -dollars  gold,  showing 
a  steady  and  nearly  uninterrupted  progreaeion  and  extension  of  the  commerce 
and  the  navigation  of  Bremen.

In  obedience  to  your  despatch  (No.  89)  concerning  the  treatment  to  whiti 
preserved  fruits  imported  from  the  United  States  are  subject  at  the  cnslom- 
houaee  in  Ocroiany,  I  had  a  long  conversation  with  the  chief  officer  of  the 
custom-house  of  the  German  "  Zollverein,"  at  Bremen,  Mr.  Pieg.  Mr.  P.  ha» 
been  five  yean  in  office,  and  he  declares  that  the  facts,  as  reported  to  the  de- 
partment and  contained  in  your  despatch,  cannot  be  correct  ao  far  as  Bremen  ie 
concerned.  During  the  five  years  of  hie  being  in  <  ffice  he  cannot  remember 
more  than  two  cases  where  a  single  box  has  been  taken  out  of  a  whole  lot  and 
opened,  and  that  opening  took  place  only  at  the  request  of  the  consigneea.  It 
happens  often  that  fmits  or  other  similar  merchandise  are  packed  in  a  /argt  tin 
box,  hermetically  sealed.  Such  boxes  are  opened  like  all  other  boxes ;  they 
were  again  hermetically  sealed  by  special  employt^s,  who  are  learned  tin-suuths. 
The  tariff  of  the  German  "  Zollverein "  admits  only  two  different  duties  on 

E^eser^■ed  fruits.  A  higher  duty  ia  applied  to  fruits  which  are  preserved  in  > 
quid — p.  B.  brandy,  juice  of  sugar,  Sec.  A  smaller  duty  ia  paid  by  fraila 
which  are  preserved  dry  in  air-ti^t  cans.  To  discriminate  between  these  two 
different  kinds  of  preserved  fruits  it  is  enough  for  the  custom-house  officers  to 
shake  one  or  two  of  the  cans,  and  to  discern  by  the  sound  if  the  fruits  are  dry 
or  in  a  liquid.  Mr.  P.  affirms  that  the  opening  of  the  single  boxes  has  never 
taken  place,  and  would  and  could  not  be  aone. 

This  is  the  information  I  obtained  frojp  him,  and  I  gjve  it  only  as  a  matter 
of  information  in  regard  to  the  custom-house  at  Bremen.  The  department  will 
probably  learn  from  the  consuls  at  Hamburg,  Aix-Ia-Chapelle,  and  on  the 
French  frontier  in  Baden,  how  the  custom-houses  in  the  places  c^  entry  ihera 
are  acUug  in  regard  to  that  subject.

I  have  the  faonor,  for  the  second  time,  to  lay  before  the  department  some 
tabular  statements  respecting  trade,  navigation,  and  emigration. 

Annexed  hereto  are  23  tables,  which,  together  with  the  despatches  I  h»n 
transmitted  from  time  to  time  during  this  year,  will  give  a  tolerably  dear  ides 
of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  business  carried  on  at  this  place.  The  stile- 
ments  herewith  Bent  are  very  elaborate,  and  were  drawn  from  high  officiil 
BOUTces.  They  are  perfectly  reliable,  with  a  few  exceptions  pointed  out  on  the 
despatches.  My  excuse  for  making  them  so  lengthy  is  that  this  cit^  hu  ■ 
tnuie  inferior  only  to  that  of  New  York,  and  justice  has  not  been  done  toil  fat 
the  last  few  years  in  the  consular  reports. 

I  am  aorry  to  say  that,  as  no  export  duty  is  laid  at  this  port,  thrae  is  ^ 
means  of  ascertaining  the  value  and  character  of  the  exports.  Therefore  iMi 
report  will  contain  no  account  of  that  branch  of  trade.  Table  A  coelairJ 
the  whole  amount  of  importations  of  Hamburg  for  1861,  and  specifies  the 
character  and  value  of  the  imports  from  the  United  States  and  from  all  othu 
conntiiea.

It  will  be  Been  that  the  imports  of  1861  were  valued  at  6J2.662.000  marks- 
lanco,  whereas  in  1860  they  amonnted  only  to  609,905,710  marka-banco.     By 
'  ilia  table  yon  will  observe  that  the  aggregate  importation  of  specie  and  other 
pmaw  meUls  was  of  the  Talae  of  82,706.210  marks-banco  in  1861. 

Tible  B  is  a  statement  of  the  importa  from  the  United  States.  This  ooght 
Id  be  the  moat  interesting  of  any.  It  contains  every  article  that  was  received 
fnm  the  United  Stales  during  the  year,  and  the  value  of  the  same.  It  will 
l»  perceired  from  the  following  comparisons  that  in  several  articles  we  have 
pntly  mcreased  our  hnsineM  of  late.  Take  copper  as  an  illoatration  of  this 
increa^bg  trade.

Tbos  it  will  be  seen  that  our  direct  commerce  with  this  place  had  been  grow- 
ing every  year  aince  1858,  and  exceeded  in  1861,  during  the  great  rebdliou, 
WT  fonner  year. 

Of  cnurae  it  must  be  nnder«tood  that  a  very  small  portion  of  the  productions 
o!  the  United  States  cousnmed  in  this  country  arrived  at  thia  port  by  a  direct 
n>ate ;  that  is,  in  the  same  ships  that  were  laden  in  the  United  States.

The  table  on  home  and  foreign  niiTigation  for  1861  showB  the  arrinls  aod 
departures  of  sea-going  Tessels  for  that  year,  and  their  nationalit; ;  also  tbdr 
tonnage  and  number  of  lasts  for  each  seaman.  The  moat  striking  column  is  iba 
table  is  that  ahowiuK  the  number  of  seamen  employed  about  the  ressels,  accoid- 
ing  to  tonuage.  We  employ  one  for  every  5<  tons  ;  Brazil  one  for  ereiy  15; 
France  one  for  every  21 ;  and  Great  Britain  one  for  every  24. 

Our  crews  are  itir  smaller  than  those  of  any  other  country,  and  oar  ships  gen- 
erally much  faster.  Hence  oar  ships  usually  secure  freights  easier  than  othen; 
and  so  long  as  onr  ship  captains  make  better  time  wiUi  a  smaller  force  thu 
those  of  other  nations,  so  long  will  our  mercantile  marine  cimtiiiDe  to  gain  in 
_  strength  until  it  oreisbadows  the  navies  of  the  world. 

The  table  showing  the  total  number  of  vessels  tliat  arrived  at  Hamburg  in 
1861  will  surprise  those  who  be  not  aware  of  the  importance  of  this  port,  ud 
that  those  arrived  during  that  period  from  the  rivers  and  the  sea  were  59,397 
vessels  of  a  tonnage  equal  to  998,540  lasts,  or  about  2,995,620  tons,  (■  U>t 
beiug  about  equal  to  three  tons.)  However,  only  5,219  sea-going  vessels  arrind 
during  1861,  and  5,029  during  I860. 

The  Ubie  of  "vessels  of  the  United  States,  and  where  from,  and  where  Nulsd 
to,"  is  incorrect  in  one  particular,  as  13  did  not  arrive  here  direct  from  the 
United  States.  They  all  came  from  very  remote  places,  and  were  usually  Istgc; 
handsome  ships,  and  having  at  this  port  completed  long  voyages,  they  usually 
tarried  several  months,  in  some  instances  to  the  total  demoralisation  of  the 
officers  and  men.  Of  the  43  that  arrived  nine  were  sold,  the  owners  fearing  to 
let  them  sail  again  at  a  time  when  the  eeaa  were  infested  with  privateers.  Ttaef 
brought  less  than  their  real  value,  yet  their  owners  realised  Mr  eeveial  of  them 
from  six  to  seven  thousand  pounds  apiece,  on  account  of  thdr  siste  oud  beaoty- 
Several  of  them  came  laden  with  guano  from  the  islands  of  the  Pacific,  and 
others  with  sugar  and  more  valuable  stores  &om  the  East  and  West  Indies. 

Since  my  residence  here  several  of  our  ships  have  cleared  for  the  Ai^entine 
Confederation,  and  other  ports  of  South  America)  laden  in  part  with  fine-wool 
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ibeep,  geaenSy  tudb  of  the  Talae  of  t400  and  $600  apiece,  it  sot  being  con- 
ndered  profitable  to  ship  ewes. 

The  table  of  "arriTftb  of  veesels  from  and  departoree  for  the  TTnited  Statea 
direct,"  shows  what  vessels  have  soiled  from  one  eonntry  to  the  other,  and  their 
number  and  tonnage. 

The  table  of  "tonnage  fees,"  received  at  thin  port  from  sea-going  vessels, 
ihowi  what  ones  are  subject  to  pay,  and  what  ones  not ;  the  amoont  paid  by 
THsels  of  every  nation,  and  the  aggregate  amount  paid.  Thtls  41  Uaitra 
States  vessels  paid  on  entering  the  port  ue  large  sum  of  9,844  marks  conrant, 
(K,952.) 

An  aceoont  of  emigration,  via  Hambnig,  in  186]-'62,  will  donbtlesBi  at  the 
present  time,  when  we  are  so  mnch  interested  in  its  steady  flow,  be  deeply  in- 
teresting. 132  emigrant  ships  cleared  from  this  port  in  1861,  with  14,399  pas- 
HDgen.  Of  these  emigrants  9,370  went  to  the  United  States,  1,791  went  to 
firitieh  North  America,  986  to  Brazil,  71  to  Chili,  738  to  Anstralia,  684  to  Africa, 
ISl  to  other  transatlantic  places,  and  675  emigrated,  by  indirect  routes. 

Tod  are  aware  of  the  untiring  efforts  I  have  been  making  to  prevent  emigration 
from  seeking  other  lands  than  ours,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  my  efibrts  hare 
been  crowned  with  partial  success.  Up  to  tbis  date  more  emigrants  hare  gone 
to  our  country  ttanat  this  time  last  year  (1861)  had  gone  to  all  cotmtries.  This 
i«  very  gratifying  to  me.  Their  services  will  be  greatly  needed  in  the  large 
cities  and  in  the  great  west.  I  shall  eontinne  my  exertions,  and  at  the  begio- 
uing  of  the  year  will  send  yon  a  detailed  report.  It  is  a  subject  that  strongly 
engages  my  thoughts. 

I  wish  the  peasantry  of  Germany  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States,  not  simply 
beeinse  we  need  their  labor  in  developing  the  inexhaustible  resources  of  our 
nnntry,  but  becense  tbev  bring  economical,  industrious,  and  honest  lovers  of 
freedom.  I  wish  to  see  their  condition  improved,  which  in  this  country,  if  not 
u  unhappy  one,  is  at  least  deplorable. 

For  information  in  full  on  the  subject  of  which  this  despatch  treats  for  the 
year  1860, 1  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  annoal  report,  No.  58,

I  have  die  honor  to  furnish  yon  with  a  few  statistics  which  I  have  gathered 
fmm  reliable  soorcee  relating  to  Hamburg,  hoping  the  same  will  be  of  iotereat 
and  valae  to  some  portion  of  our  people. 

Although  Hamburg  is  an  independent  state,  she  only  hoasta  an  area  of  6^^ 
Oemunsqnare  milea.  Her  population  is  £29,941  souls,  as  follows ;  City  proper, 
134,023;  St.  George,  (a  suburb,]  1^1,290;  St.  Pauly,  (a  suburb,)  20,371 ;  de- 
Fcndeocies,  54,258. 

This  city  is  euppoBed  to  have  50,000  or  75,000  more  inhabitants  than  she 
dainu.  As  she  furnishes  troops  to  the  Germanic  confederation  in  jHvportion  to 
her  popolation,  she  is  not  interested  in  overstating  her  strength.

In  answer  to  yonr  circnlar,  No.  30, 1  hare  the  honor,  in  addition  to  the  informa- 
tioa  famished  in  the  deepatch  No,  178,  to  send  ^on  the  enclosed  tranelation  of  a 
law  of  Hambnii;,  specifying  the  articles  which  are  permitted  to  enter  this  port 
free  of  duty.  The  articlee  not  enumerated  in  the  enclosed  statement  pay  in  the 
Hamburg  customhonse,  on  entering  this  state,  a  tariff  of  one-half  per  cent. 
Concerning  the  transhipment  in  this  port  for  export  to  a  foreign  land,  1  hare  to 
fay  that  goods  in  transit  pay  no  tariff  unless  they  change  hands  here,  and  then 
the  usual.  However,  all  goods  passing  throngh  here  naTe  to  be  consigned  to 
the  care  of  a  Hamburg  citizen.

I  hare  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  department  another  annual  report  od 
trade,  navigation,  and  emigration.  I'his  may  not  be  as  complete  as  my  report 
dated  November  1,  1862,  but  mucb  of  the  matter  which  wonld  otherwise  have 
been  embodied  in  this  has  been  sent  to  the  department  from  time  to  time  since 
the  date  of  my  last.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  value  of  the  imports  of 
Hamburg  (taken  from  official  reports)  was  greater  in  1862  than  in  the  former  rear, 
but  that  onr  countiy  is  not  credited  with  as  large  an  amount  as  then.  This  I 
consider  erroneous.  I  take  it  that  larger  and  more  valuable  cargoes  of  all 
kinds  come  than  in  any  former' year,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  staple 
productions  of  the  south.  Although  the  official  reports  of  Hambui^g  on  com- 
meice  are  very  valuable  in  many  respects,  still  they  give  a  very  imperfect 
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account  of  the  place  of  production  of  the  commoditice  imported.  For  example, 
every  article  brougfat  from  the  United  Ststee  through  England,  France,  Hanover, 
or  firemen,  ia  pat  down  in  the  etatisttcal  tables  as  coming  from  those  countries 
respectively,  so  that  the  United  States  gets  credit  in  the  Hamburg  publications 
for  producing  only  those  goods  which  arrive  here  in  the  same  ships  which  are 
laden  in  our  ports.  The  official  reports  of  this  state  are  also  lamentably  lame 
on  the  subject  of  its  exports.  No  export  duty  is  levied,  hence  no  account  is 
kept  of  them.  This  ia  the  only  excuse  ofiered.  This  very  important  and 
mleresting  branch  of  trade  ia  wholly  ignored  in  official  documents  ;  I  shall  not 
therefore  attempt  in  this  despatch  to  say  anything  on  the  snbject  of  exports 
farther  thau  to  remark  that  my  quarterly  reporta  of  iavoices  of  goods,  verified 
at  this  consulate  since  the  mouth  of  June  last,  when  the  new  law  went  into 
opention,  will  show,  with  some  degree  of  faimees,  the  character  and  extent  of 
the  trade  cairied  on  at  this  place  with  oar  country,  as  they  state  the  kind  of 
^oods  exported,  their  value,  and  place  of  production.  Hamburg's  aggregate 
uoporta,  in  1861,  amounted  to  613,684,000  marks-banco,  (37  cents,]  which  sum 
includes  specie  and  fine  metals  to  the  value  of  82,706,210  marks-banco.  In  186S 
they  amotitited  to  640,841,960  marks-banco,  which  includes  specie  and  fiue 
metals,  valued  at  104,085,210  marks-banco. 

Attached  hereto  b  a  tabular  statement,  marked  A,  of  all  the  goods  and 
merchandiBe  imported  in  1862,  showing  the  various  kinds,  whence  imported, 
■nd  the  value,  respectively.

Many  of  the  articles  iu  the  list,  at  the  head  of  which  stands  petroleum,  are, 
in  the  foil  sense  of  the  word,  ttapla  of  onr  country,  and  reach  this  place  j3i< 
•  lodnded  in  aboye  totals.  <> 
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saparilU,  whalebonei  tallow,  leather-cloth,  pegi,  sewing  machiiiee,  &c.  This 
despatch  is  only  intended  to  embrace  the  trade,  &G.,  of  1863  ;  still  I  will  take 
occasion  to  observe  that  the  business  carried  on  here  ia  petrolenm  and  eewing 
machines  is  at  this  writing  very  heavy.  An  enomionB  qoantitf  of  petroleum 
changes  hands  daily,  and  every  small  dealer  in  sncfa  articles  in  town  (since  the 
exhibition  of  Jnly,  die  results  of  which  Americans  cannot  c«mpUin)  has  petro- 
leum and  petroleum  lamps  for  sale.  There  are  six  houses,  splendidly  fitted  up, 
solely  engaged  in  the  sue  of  American  sewing  machines,  wholesale  and  trtail. 
The  exact  value  of  the  petrolenm  and  sewing  machines  that  have  arrived  here 
since  the  first  of  last  January  cannot  now  be  given.  Indeed,  petroleum,  pciitv- 
Icum  lamps,  sewing  machines,  and  Yankee  notions  are  all  the  rage.  I  am  id- 
debted  to  Mr.  ••••»,  who  lived  many  ye&n  iu  the  United  States,  who  has  Juki 
opened  in  this  place  a  bazaar  for  the  sale  of  Tankee  notions,  and  who  fir^t 
practically  introduced  petrolenm  lamps  into  Hambnrg,  for  the  following  ilcmf : 
"  Value  of  petrolenm  lamps  sold  in  1862  about  $15,000  ;  in  1863,  to  thi:9  datr. 
abont  $200,000.  A  sort  of  Indian  com  flour,  called  maizena,  also  clothcj- 
pins,  magnetic  hammers,  hoop-skirts,  clothes- wringers.  Shaker  mats,  American 
brooms,  preserved  and  canned  fruits  of  all  kinds,  and  many  other  New  Eng- 
land notions,  are  rapidly  working  their  way  into  favor."  Mr.  L.  attribntt^ 
this  result  to  the  exhibition  and  to  the  well-directed  efforts  of  Governor  Wriglil, 
the  United  States  commissioner.

Tliat  of  ODT  mercbant  iqfoiae  there  vera  only  14  aniralB  in  1863,  while 
there  were  42  anivalB  in  1S61.  Of  the  14  Teeeels  that  arriTed,  5  were  laden 
nWh  guano,  2  with  sugar,  2  with  tobacco,  1  wna  laden  with  deals,  1  with  ma- 
hnginj,  1  with  Brazil  wood,  1  with  coal,  and  1  in  ballaet.  With  one  or  two 
eiceptions,  they  ore  fine  lai^  TesBcls,  laden  at  distant  porte  with  valnable  car- 
goee.  The  mastcra  of  those  reesels  employed  a  smaller  force,  according  to  ton- 
nage, than  those  of  any  other  country.  For  instance,  onr  resscls  had  1  sea- 
man for  every  18  lasts ;  those  of  Brazil,  1  to  every  6  lasts ;  those  of  France, 
1  lo  every  7^  lasta ;  and  those  of  Great  Britain,  1  to  every  9  lasts ;  and,  so 
hi  as  my  information  extends,  those  carrying  onr  flag  made  better  time  than 
uy  others.  Hence  they  more  easily  secured  freights,  and  made  larger  profits, 
than  the  ships  of  other  states.  The  trade  between  this  place  and  our  country  is 
geDeially  in  the  bands  of  foreigners,  and  foreign  bottoms  (principally  Hamburg) 
irp  employed.  There  arrived  43  vessels  from  New  Yors  during  1862,  2S  of 
vLicb  were  ateam^bipfl,  and  1  from  Boston,  tbe  aggregate  tonnage  of  which 
■Mssnred  17,948  lasts. 

UMiaRATION. 

It  will  be  seen  that  many  more  emigrants  left  this  port  daring  1862  than  in 
IS61,  and  that  about  5,000  more  went  to  the  United  States.  I  have  already 
at  different  times  commnnicated  tbe  efforts  I  have  made  and  means  employed 
to  ftimalate  emigration.  I  am  rejoiced  to  know  that  in  1862  they  were  not 
fraitless,  and  in  1863  I  was  more  succeBsful  atill.  Tbe  tide  of  emigration  du- 
ring the  present  year  to  the  date  hereof  has  set  towards  our  country,  and  has 
flowed  in  such  a  powerful  cmrent  as  to  astonish  all  mankind.  Happily,  we 
have  room  and  to  spare.  Our  army  and  navy,  our  mines,  forms,  ana  work- 
ihopg,  are  all  tempting  places  for  the  sturdy  sons  of  Germany,  whose  life-long 
*sgt«  have  only  been  sufficient  to  keep  soul  and  body  together.

During  the  last  qnarter  of  1862,  under  the  operation  of  the  17th  section  of 
the  Mt  of  Congress  of  J'nly  14,  1862,  all  invoices,  excepting  those  of  goods 
tent  in  the  early  part  of  October,  were  verified  at  the  consulate.  Only  ahoat 
one  half,  therefore,  of  the  amount  reported  for  the  said  quarter,  or  about  1,257,- 
537  francs,  represents  the  amount  of  goods  exported  to  the  United  States  in 
coiuignatioa  during  that  period.  The  above  table,  thus  modified,  shows  that 
in  1862  the  consignments  reached  6,526,747  francs,  being  3,579,857  francs 
1ms  than  the  conpignments  of  1860,  but  an  increase  of  639,006  froncB  over  the 
HHuignments  of  1861. 

The  silk  trade  of  the  Canton  of  Zurich  employs  a  capital  rongbly  estimated 
■t  about  50,000,000  francs,  or  say  10,000,000  dollaisi  in  which  estimate  is  not 
incladed  the  value  of  the  buildings,  looms,  and  various  machines  or  apparatus 
uaed  in  the  manufacture  of  silk  goods. 

It  affords  occupation  to  about  33,000  laborers  (hand- workers,)  the  wages  paid 
to  whom  are  estimated  in  the  gross  at  from  8,000,000  to  8,500,000  francs  per 
innnm. 

The  number  of  looms  engaged  in  the  production  of  Zurich  silk  goods  is  said 
to  be  about  25,000,  and  it  is  estimated  that  from  200,000  to  250,000  "pieces" 
of  silk  are  produced  annually.  As  a  general  thing  the  looms  arc  founa  in  the 
booses  of,  and  belong  to,  the  peasants  who  work  them,  but  a  comparatively 
(mall  number,  mostly  Jacquard  looms,  being  the  property  of  the  manufacturers 
in  whose  service  they  are  employed. 

The  principal  kiuds  of  silk  goods  manuiactnred  io  the  canton  of  ,2 
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known  Hnder  the  name  of  Florence,  Marcclme,  Groe  de  Naples,  Potdt  de  Soie, 
GroB  ill  Rliin,  serge,  eatin  dc  chine,  gros  grain,  cravats,  satin. 

The  different  countries  to  which  these  goods  are  exported  are  as  follow*: 
United  States,  Mexico.  South  America,  England,  Eaat  Indies,  Germany,  Buasia, 
Turkey,  Syria,  Asia  Minor. 

Previous  to  the  present  war  in  America,  the  United  States  was  the  pnadpal 
market  for  Zurich  silks. 

The  followio?  table  will  show  the  amount  of  raw  silk  consumed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  Zurich  silk  goods  during  the  last  five  years.

Averaging  the  value  of  raw  silk  at  forty-five  (45)  francs  the  Swiss  pound,  it 
will  be  seen  that  tlie  value  of  the  total  amount  consumed  in  the  fire  years  was 
179,095,365  francs,  or  say  about  35,819,000  dollars.

Beferrine  to  yonr  despatch  dated  December  32,  186S,  and  circular  No'.  29, 
I  have  the  Donor  to  report  that,  immediately  npon  the  receipt  of  the  above,  I 
addresecd  a  communication  to  the  government  of  the  canton  of  Zurich  npon 
the  subject  of  the  validity  of  oaths  administered  by  the  United  States  connds 
at  this  place. 

Under  date  of  Febraaiy  16,  1863,  I  received  the  answer  of  the  cantonal 
authorities,  informing  me  that  there  was  no  authority  for  foreign  consuls  within 
this  canton  administering  oaths,  and  that  consequently  no  oath  so  administered 
could  he  considered  valid,  or  could  afford  any  ground  for  an  action  for  "per- 
jury" in  case  a  false  oath  was  taken. 

I  deem  it  necessary,  however,  in  this  connexion,  to  inform  the  department 
that  it  appears  that  in  most,  if  not  in  all  the  cantons  of  Switzerland,  only 
those  oaths  prescribed  by  the  cantonal  or  the  federal  laws  arc  considerM 
"  oaths"  in  the  strict  and  complete  sense  of  the  term.  In  other  words,  only 
false  swearing  in  the  case  of  an  oath  prescribed  by  law  would  constitute  "per- 
jury;" hut  an  oath  or  affirmation  voluntarily  made  and  legalized  by  the  proper 
magistrate  would  bo  considered  in  the  light  of  a  legal  contract,  the  breaking 
of  which  would  render  the  guilty  party  liable  to  prosecution  for  fraud.

I  ukakt  no  Gomparison  of  tbe  above  with  previous  yean-  for  tbe  rcuou  that, 
wbeicas  duriiiK  the  year  October  1,  1862,  September  30,  1863,  incluaive,  cog- 
nizuce  wu  token  of  all  goods  exported  to  the  United  States,  whether  sold  or 
coiie^ed  previonsly,  (with  exception  only  of  the  nioiith  of  November,  1862,)  the 
invoices  of  consigned  goods  only  had  to  be  legalised,  and  consular  cognisance 
of  eiportatinns  extended  therefore  no  further  Uian  to  coneignmeiita.  It  may  be 
estimated,  however,  that  the  total  exportations  to  tbe  United  States  from  this 
consnlar  district,  during  the  year  1662  and  1863,  were  double  those  of  166L  and 
186ii. 

In  connexion  with  this,  a  singular  fact  in  regard  to  the  bnsineas  in  mw  eilks 
is ob.<ervable.  For  the  year  July  1,  1861,  June  30,  1862.  inclusive,  the  Public 
Silk-Drying  Institution  reports  the  drying  of  1,013,817  Swiss  pounds  (1,115,199 
foglish  pounds)  of  raw  silk,  whereas  for  the  year  July  1,  1863.  June  30,  1863, 
inclusive,  it  reports  bat  810,386  pounds,  (891,370  English  pounds,)  being  a  de- 
crease of  203,480  pounds,  (223,828  English  pounds,)  or  about  20  per  centum. 
Huw,  when  it  is  considered,  first,  that  the  exportations  to  the  United  States  have' 
been  so  much  larger  during  the  year  1662  and  1863  than  during  1861  and  1862, 
sad  that  silk  goods  constituted  nearly  90  per  centum  of  these  esports;  and 
lecood,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  raw  material  used  in  tbe  manufacture  of 
Zorich  silk  goods  passes  through  the  institution  already  named,  and  that  its 
reports  give  a  very  fairbasis  for  calculating  the  relative  amount  of  business  done 
in  taw  silk  in  diffi;rent  years,  the  following  inferences  are  deducible  from  what 
I  have  stated : 

1st.  That  the  exportation  of  Zurich  silk  goods  to  other  countries  than  the 
United  States  has  been  smaller  during  tbe  year  1862-'63  than  the  year 
preceding. 

2d.  That  the  fall  season  of  1862  found  manufacturers  with  unusually  large 
flocks  of  manufactured  goods,  and  probably  of  tbe  raw  material  also,  on  band; 
and  that  consequently  the  looms  having  been  kept  employed  in  piodncing 
more  gooda  than  were  needed  for  immediate  consumption,  the  weavers  could 
have  suffered  but  little  from  tbe  depression  in  tbe  American  silk  trade.  That 
the  object  of  drying  tbe  silk  may  not  be  misunderstood,  T  remark  that  it  is 
only  done  in  order  to  ascertain  and  fix  tbe  specific  weight  of  the  silk,  a  weight 
which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  and  accepted  by  both  the  denier  in  selling  and 
the  manufacturer  in  parchaiiing.  Where  silk  is  purchased  in  Italy  tbe  specific 
weight  is  fixed  and  a  certificate  of  the  same  made  out  by  an  Italian  drying 
bouse ;  bat  as  the  purchaser  in  this  case  is  generally  a  raw-silk  dealer  oalj,

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the  silk,  in  most  cues,  paiaeg,  After  all,  the  Znricli  dTjiDg  inatitntion  upon  It* 
beinc;  disposed  of  to  a  mannfactnrer.  s  •  • 

The  vintage  is  said  to  be  nnnsiutUf  large  this  year,  and  the  qnalitj  of  the 
wine  better  tnan  nsoal.  The  prices,  it  ii  remarked,  howerer,  have  aot  fallen. 
So  aniversal  is  the  nat  of  wine  here  that  the  use  of  water  as  a  bevenge  ii 
wbollj  ignored.  It  is  a  common  thing  to  see  a  laborer  making  his  meftl  of  ■ 
piece  of  Dread  and  a  bottle  of  wine  on  the  road  side.  *  s  >

*     *     *     I  hftTe  requested  the  attomer  general  of  tbia  canton  for  faie  opinioB 
as  to  tbe  validity  of  oaths  adminiRtered  by  aa  Americftu  goubdI.     Hia  autver 
is,  in  Bobetance,  as  follows,  vis : 

I.  That  a  person  will  be  ponished  for  peijury  if  the  o«tb  be  administered 
by  the  aniboritieB. 

II.  That  notaries  are  in  some  respects  considered  m  belonging  to  theanthoi- 
ities,  bat  are  not  entitled  to  administer  oaths ;  they  would  not  M  valid,  aitd  no 
action  wonld  be  sustained  in  case  of  perjury. 

III.  That  the  United  States  consul  does  not  belong  to  tbe  antborities,  snd 
has  no  character  as  sach,  and  that  an  oath  administeTea  by  bim  has  no  validity; 
peijnry  in  avch  case  wonld  not  be  punished  ;  the  conenl  would  only  be  con- 
sidered as  a  private  person. 

In  accordance  witn  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Qeneral  of  the  United  8tat«t 
consuls  are  under  the  laws  of  Switzerland.  I  had  a  long  conversation  with 
bie  excellency  the  president  of  this  canton,  who  approved  of  the  opinion  of 
the  Attorney  General.  I  asked  bim  whether,  if  an  oath  administered  by  a 
United  States  consul  was  invalid,  it  would  be  neeeBsary  for  shippers  to  t^e 
tbe  oath  before  a  magistrate  or  any  other  officer  autborized  by  law  to  adnibi«ter 
oaths  ?  The  president  replied,  that  an  oath  is  very  seldom  allowed  to  be  taken, 
and  only  in  very  exceptional  cases.  Tbe  president  and  secretary  of  the  court 
are  by  law  anthoriced  to  administer  oaths  in  open  court,  and  a  certain  time 
allowed  for  infonnation.  Before  tbe  oath  can  be  administered,  it  is  neceteaiy 
that  the  person  deliver  the  certificate  of  a  clergyman  that  he  is  well  inlbnoed 
as  to  the  solemn  act  be  ia  about  to  perform.  In  many  eases  where,  in  the 
-United  Slates,  an  oatb  is  required,  here,  instead  of  an  oath,  a  solemn  promise 
(ctn  band  gelabdi)  by  shaking  of  bands  is  sufficient,  or  a  simple  waning  by 
tbeantborittes  to  tell  the  truth.  Tbe  president  hoped  that  the  United  StatM 
government  would  not  impose  any  embarrass  me  nts  on  shippers,  and  he  wonld 
consult  the  Attoraey  General  as  to  this  point.  The  Attorney  General  writes 
that  an  oatb  is  very  seldom  allowed  to  be  taken,  is  not  cnstomary  or  nsosl. 
and  if  made  to  an  invoice  it  has  no  legal  force,  and  that  the  authorities  would 
have  no  power  to  administer  an  oath  in  such  a  case,  that  no  prosecntion  wonld 
follow  should  peijary  be  committed  ;  to  confer  snch  power  on  the  antboritici  > 
special  law  wonld  be  necessary.  Seeing  the  disinclination  of  the  Swiss  pei»pl< 
to  oaths,  I  had  a  consultation  with  Mr.  Fogg,  our  minister  at  Bern,  and  Mr. 
Fairlamb,  our  consul  at  Zurich,  and  have  adopted  the  following  mode  for  ths 
verification  of  invoices,  to  have  the  form  of  an  oath  in  the  presence  of  a  public 
officer  J  the  act  wonld  then  become  legal.

In  oompUanca  with  circnlar  No.  30,  dated  December  24,  1862,  whicli  I 
received  FebruBiy  12,  1863,  I  ha*e  obtained  some  iufoniuttion  in  reference  to 
tbe  protection  of  the  reTenae  and  the  collection  of  duties  on  thn  pusage  of 
goodB  to  SwitEcriand  and  across  the  frontier. 

Switserland  ii  divided  into  six  departmeatB  for  the  eoll^ction  of  dntiee.  Basle 
belong  to  the  first  department ;  the  cnstom-honee  ie  located  in  this  city. 

I.  RegnlatioDB  concerning  imports,  and  the  formalities  to  be  observea  ; 

The  importer  has  to  make  a  written  declaration  stating  the  value  and  descrip* 
tion  of  the  merchandise  ;  all  of  which  mnst  be  examined  and  ioapected  hj  the 
officer  of  the  enstom-honse,  except  each  merchandise  as  is  declorea  to  be  subject 
to  less  than  the  bighest  tariff  class ;  this  is  No.  9,  and  pays  15  per  cent  for 
100  ponnds  Brotto  weight.  The  importer  has  to  bear  the  expense  of  packing, 
wbien  is  onlr  a  trifle.  For  eve^  wagon-Ioad  of  goods  a  declaration  has  to  be 
nude,  and  tne  cnstom-honee  officer  is  authorized,  if  necessarj,  to  open  and  to 
examine  every  package;  and  if  in  accordance  with  the  declaration,  to  be  packed 
op  again  without  any  charge. 

II.  Tranait  across  Switrerland. 

For  transit  of  goods,  a  written  declaration  is  wanted,  and  the  officer  of  the 
cnitom-honse  may  innpeet  and  examine  the  same,  if  nacessair,  and  issue  a 
certificate  which  has  to  be  presented  within  a  certain  time  to  the  officer  at  the 
ftontier  custom-house.  The  transit  toll  for  a  distance  of  eight  hours  is  five 
centimes  for  100  pounds  weight;  over  that  distaoce  30  centimes.  Gtoods  may 
be  transmitted  under  seal  of  lead.  For  every  package  50  centimes  has  to  be 
paid. 

III.  Export. 

^e  formalities  for  export  are  very  simple.  A  written  declaration  has  to  be 
nude,  and  for  most  all  goods  20  centimes  per  quintal  has  to  be  pud.  Merchan- 
dise under  sea]  for  transit  from  Switzerland  acroas  France  requires  two  written 
dedaiKtions.  The  charges  of  the  French  cnstom-honse  are,  for  every  pack- 
age, 50  to  75  centimes ;  and  if  in  wagons,  for  every  1,000  kilogrammes,  25  to 
SO  eentimea.  UerchaJadise  exported  from  Switzerland,  via  France,  to  any 
eotintry  where  no  international  transits  are  in  existence,  has  to  be  examined  at 
the  French  fronder  nutMn-house.  every  package  sealed  with  lead  and  forwardad 
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under  a  gnarsntee.      The  cfaarfres  for  every  package  are  75  centimes ;  for  leal, 
75  cciitimce ;  for  guarantee,  75  centimeB. 

IV.  Tbe  penalty  for  offences  against  the  revenue  laws. 

a.  Whoever  imports,  exports,  transit  merchandise  liable  to  pay  duty,  or 
taking  the  same  out  of  the  public  warehouse  against  the  riilcs  ana  regulations. 

b.  Whoever  imports  and  exports  merchandise  liable  to  pay  duties  over 
certain  non-allowed  roads  or  to  places  being  no  port  of  entry. 

c.  Whnever  leaves  the  prescribed  road  from  a  bye  cnetom-house  to  a  general 
cuatom-honee.  * 

d.  Whoever  appears  with  merchandise  liable  to  pay  duty,  and  passes  the 
custom-house  for  one  hundred  yards  without  being  aUowed  to  do  so. 

e.  Whoever  fails  to  offer  the  officer  of  the  cuitom-faonse  tbe  tolls  in  whole 
or  in  J^rt. 

f.  Whoever  gives  an  incorrect  statement  of  bis  merchandise  for  the  purpoM 
of  lesEiening  the  tolls. 

g.  Whoever  declaree  the  weight  5  ner  cent,  too  low,  or  the  value  at  least  tea 
per  cent  lower  than  it  actually  is,  witn  the  purpose  of  cheating  tbe  revenue. 

k.  Whoever  appears  within  the  boundary  line  of  Switzerland  with  menJun- 
dise  liable  to  pay  duty,  out  of  office  hours,  against  the  rules  and  regulations. 

£very  such  one  who  acts  contrary  to  any  of  the  above-named  reflations 
will  be  punished  for  the  first  offence  with  a  penalty  from  five  to  thirty  times  tbe 
amount  of  tbe  toll,  also  the  fees,  &c.  In  repeated  cases,  the  fine  can  be 
doubled,  and,  under  certain  circumstances,  a  punishment  of  two  years  in  the 
penitentiary  is  declared,  subject  to  the  pardon  of  the  federal  government.

Notfatng  of  mach  interest  has  trana- 
pired  in  the  commercial  relations  of  this  place  and  countiy. 

The  Swiss  confederation  abolished  the  viser  of  passports  for  all  foreigners. 
In  eonseqnence  of  that  measore,  declarations  to  the  same  parpose  were  received 
from  the  following  gOTernments.  to  wit : 

Algiert  (France)  abolished  the  viser  for  Swiss  citizens,  as  per  decree  of  that 
govenmient,  on  Jul;  17,  1863. 

Baden. — Visers  to  passports,  travellers,  book,  and  certificates  of  domicilia- 
tion  abolished  per  decree,  IMi. 

Great  Britain. — No  passports  reqnired. 

Hamburg. — No  pas«porta  required;  approved  July  8,  1862. 

ifo/y. — The  viser  of  passports  abolished  January  16,  1862. 

HoUand. — Ti^e  production  of  passports  abolished  'April  2,  1863. 

Auitria  — The  viser  of  passports  not  required  ;  declaration  of  embassy  Feb- 
nary  11,  1862. 

Bavaria. — The  viser  foe  Swiss  passports  abolished  ;  declaration  of  the  em- 
laMy  December  8,  1862. 

Spain.— Tbe  production  «f  passports  no  more  required;  a  1egitimati>in  of 
domiciliation  is  satisfactory.  t 

All  nations  are  progressive  in  facilitating  passports.  Only  France  holds 
back  and  keeps  up  these  tbnnalities.  The  French  people  may  come  over  into 
SviiB  territory,  and  no  passports  are  required  ;  but  whenever  the  Swiss  reach 
the  French  frontier,  a  paaaport,  with  tbe  viser  of  the  French  consul,  is  required ; 
*Bd  BO  it  is  with  our  people.  Every  American,  with  the  intention  to  enter 
E^nce,  has  to  comply  with  tbe  passport  formalities.  This  is  a  ^reat  annoy- 
uee  to  travellers.  Before  the  French  consul  visen  the  passport,  it  must  tie 
riued  first  by  the  American  consul.  Tbe  French  consul  charges  five  franca 
for  every  viser.  The  French  Emperor  baa  abolished  passports  for  English 
people.    Perhaps  he  may  favor  the  Americans  with  the  same  privil^e.

A  conunerdal  treaty  between  the  King  of  the  Belgiuu  and  the  federal  goT- 
erament  of  Bwitzerlaud  was  concluded  on  the  11th  day  of  Decemher,  1868,  and 
ratified  by  Switzerland  on  the  22A  day  of  May,  1863.  and  by  Belgiom  Hay  S8, 
1863,  and  is  now  the  law  of  both  conntries. 

The  Swiss  confedency  entered  into  an  eng^ement  to  modify  the  cttstoms 
duties  of  the  following  Belgian  articles,  to  wit: 

Glass  bottles,  common  green  and  brown ...per  100  kilo's..  l^fiaiK. 

Potters'  wares,  (common,)  rases,  sand^stone  bottles. per  100  kilo's. .  l|  franc 

Arms  of  all  kinds per  100  kilo's . .  4  fitancs. 

Printing  paper,  (glazed  or  nnglazed,)  writing  and 

letter  paper,  poHebed .per  100  kilo's. .  7  fraiMS. 

Cotton  coverlets,  (common,)  without  needle  and  lace 

work per  100  kilo's..  7  &uei. 

The  customs  duties  on  stearine  candles  will  be  from 

thefirat  day  of  July,  1864,  only per  100  kilo's..  16  ftancs. 

And  to  first  of  January,  1B64...    .1 per  100  kilo's..  20  frtoa. 

The  Swiss  confederacy  engages  not  to  raise  the  cantonal  customs  taxes  on 
spirits  and  tiquora  imported  ni)m  Belgium.  Samples  of  goods  carried  by  mil- 
ling agents  are  free  of  cuBhims ;  hat  it  is  necessary  to  observe  the  cnstom-bouM 
formalities.  A  bond  double  the  amount  of  the  customs  duties  has  to  be  given 
as  security. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  (as  one  of  the  most  fiivored  natians) 
are  extended  all  the  customs  facilities,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  pn^ 
ileges  as  the  Belgians.  If  such  products  be  shipped  to  this  country,  the  inToiec 
must  be  autbeuticated  by  a  Swiss  consul.

According  to  tbe  foregoing  etatemeut  tbe  tot«l  iniporta  for  tbe  last  year  were 
nearly  $31,000,000,  and  the  exports  leas  than  S10,000,000.  It  should  be  care- 
fiilly  noted,  however,  that  the  lists  do  not  embrace  tbe  transit  movement  within 
tbe  port.  Goods  which  are  transhipped  in  the  harbor  fbr  other  ports  of  Italy, 
ftr  tne  east,  and  for  the  westera  and  northern  ports  of  Europe,  are  not  entered 
upon  tbe  cuatom-bonse  books.  There  are  also  certain  articles  for  America 
which  are  ao  transhipped.  Rags  from  Naples  and  Sicily,  and  hides  from  South 
America,  reshipped  from  oar  own  ports,  are  examples  of  which  cases  have 
occurred  within  this  year.  The  total  amount  of  such  transhipoient  is  very 
large,  and  if  added  to  the  lists  reapectivety,  wonld  swell  ^e  total  of  imports  10 
sixty  millions  and  the  exports  to  Uiirty  millions. 


For  information  apon  tbe  dntiea  levied  by  the  national  government  upon 
imports,  I  send  herewith  a  copy  of  the  tariff  at  present  in  force,  and  npplicwls 
to  thia  port.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  small  dnty  ia  alao  collected  upon  certaiD 
exports. 

Oils  pay  thirty  cents  per  100  kilogrammes ;  arms  of  all  sorts,  one  franc  per 
100  kilogrammes ;  rags,  (vegetable,)  fonr  franca  per  100  kilogrammes ;  oUtfi 
■  Bnbstances,  two  francs  per  lUO  kilogrammes;  charcoal,  one-half  &anc  per  100 
kilogrammes;  firewood,  ten  centimes  per  100  kilogrammes. 

*  PORT   CHARGBS. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  expenses  of  the  port  fbr  shipping.  The  chafes 
aifl  n  follows ;  Anchorage,  fifty  centimes  per  ton ;  sanitary  visit,  forty  cen^mea 
per  ton,  if  the  vessel  be  from  America  or  beyond  the  Oape  of  Good  Hope ;  and  Iroiii 
all  other  ports,  twenty  centimes  per  ton.  For  measaring  the  vessel,  interpreter, 
bill  of  health,  &c.,  alioat  thirty  francs  per  vMsel.  The  most  unpleasant  chirgc 
is  a  dnty 'collected  by  the  city  goremment  upon  all  the  ship's  own  proviaioni 
consumed  in  port  To  collect  this  duty  the  master  of  the  vessel  is  required  to 
fnmish,  on  entry  of  his  tssmI,  a  list  <^  the  provisions  them  aboard.  On  bit 
departnre  be  must  Aunisb  a  new  list  of  the  amoaat  on  hand.  These  two  lists 
being  verified  by  a  police  visitation,  the  duties  are  levied  upon  the  diSerence. 
If  the  master  bils  to  enumerate  every  article  he  is  liable  to  a  fine.    He  is  also 
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obliged  to  pay  brokerage  for  the  tranelating'  of  Uie  two  lists,  imi  tbis,  with  the 
erer-impenaing  fine,  aggnvates  a  tax  whiiui  most  ahipmaBtere  are  diaposed  to 
legard  ae  nDJast.  A  movement  hu  heen  for  some  time  in  progress  to  coromnte  ' 
ihU  eiij  right  into  a  tonnage  dnty.  I  hope  that  the  change  will  not  be  much 
longer  delayed. 

PBTROLBVM. 

DQriDg  the  year  petroleum  oil  has  been  veiy  generally  introdnoed  into  this 
luDgdom,  and  is  gradually  enpplanting  all  other  kinds  of  light  for  domestic 
lues.  Four  thousand  five  hunared  barrole  have  been  brought  to  this  port  direct 
from  the  United  States.  A  large  amonDt  has  also  been  imported  by  indirect  transit. 
If  the  oil  shall  continae  to  be  produced  at  a,  moderate  cost,  the  demand  from  this 
kingdom  will  become  very  large. 

LINB   OP  8TBAMBR8. 

To  develop  fully  the  direct  bvde  between  Genoa  and  the  United  Statea.  a 
line  of  steamers  is  a  prime  necessity.  This  subject  has  engaged  the  attention  of 
cni  merchants  Rod  consuls  for  many  year«.  I  have  no  new  sa^estions  to  make 
on  the  subject,  unless  it  be  that  such  line  shall  ply  between  some  one  Mediterra- 
aean  port  and  New  York  or  Boston.  I  do  not  Know  that  JJii?  Buggeetion  is  new, 
bnt  it  must  appear  to  any  man  familiar  with  steam  aavvftition  as  of  no  ordinary 
importance.  Most  projects  hitherto  formed  bava-contcmp^latcd  a  half  dozen 
Iblian  ports,  and  of  course  great  irregularity  in  the  time  tables,  and  greatly 
increased  expense.  I  am  unable  to  see  win'  a  monthlv  line  each  way  between 
Genoa  and  New  York,  or  Leghorn  and  New  York,  should  not  be  a  profitable 
enterprise.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  no  returns  to  transmit  to  the  de- 
partment for  the  quarter  now  ended. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  as  regards  the  port  anchorage  or  pilotage  legu- 
lations  since  1&€1.  They  average  combined  about  the  sum  of  twenty  cents  per 
ton.  No  commerdal  regulation  has  been  put  in  force  which  afiects  in  any 
manner  the  commerce  of  the  United  States. 

I  herewith  enclose  retnms  of  the  imports  and  exports  at  this  port  of  Spezia 
dnring  the  year  1861^,  (Nob.  1  and  2  ;]  also  a  report  of  the  arrivals  and  depart- 
nres  of  vessels  during  the  same  year,  {No.  3.)  I  regret  not  having  been  able  to 
ibrvard  the  said  retnms  earlier,.>but  I  found  it  impossible  to  procure  the  neces- 
UiT  information  before  the  present  time. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  commerce  of  Spezia  has  shown  a  considerable 
increase  since  1861 ;  and  that  of  1863  will,  in  all  probability,  be  almont  double 
that  of  1862.  This  circnmstance  is  owing  to  the  very  extensive  public  works 
DOW  being  carried  on  at  this  place,  i.  e.,  the  establishment  of  the  royal  arsenal ; 
that  of  two  lines  of  railroad  connecting  this  city  on  one  side  with  Genoa,  and  on 
the  other  with  Pisa  and  Florence.  I'his  latter  line  is  almost  completed,  having 
been  recently  opened  to  Sarzana,  a  town  about  eight  miles  from  Spezia,  ana 
within  this  consular  jurisdiction.  Numerous  forts,  also,  are  being  erected  for 
the  protection  of  the  harbor  at  the  month  of  the  bay.  All  these  works,  when 
completed, 'will  be  of  infinite  value  to  Spezia,  which,  owing  to  its  position,  must, 
in  a  few  years,  become  one  of  the  most  important  and  largest  seaporla  in  the 
Mediterranean,  /--^  i 
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A  contract  hu  been  made  to  extend  and  widen  the  cit^  mole,  in  mder  that 
merchant  veBsels  of  all  eizea  may  be  enabled  to  come  alongude  and  disefaai^ 
'  their  cargoes. 

American  commerce  has  deereaaed  dnring  the  preeent  rear,  bnt  this  ig  hkkI^ 
temporaty,  and  owing  to  our  country's  distressing  tronbles.  Whim,  however, 
onr  vessels  can  once  again  compete,  withoat  drawback,  with  other  nations  for 
the  carrying  trade  of  the  world,  the  preference  always  awarded  oar  ships  will 
be  again  manifest

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  the  Tetam  of  fe«H  leceired  at  thia  cod- 
snlate  general  during  the  Isflt  quarter,  amounting  to  Sill. 

The  valuta  of  goode  exported  to  the  United  States  from  the  city  of  Flornee 
and  ica  vicinity  during  that  period  amounts,  it  will  be  seen,  to  421,911.36 
franca. 

In  my  despatch  (Xo.  1)  of  January  6  I  stated  that  I  bad  been  informed  bj 
the  attorney  general  of  thia  province  that  the  oath  administered  in  the  verifica- 
tion of  invoices,  whether  taken  before  a  consular  officer  or  local  raa«p«tralt. 
would  not,  in  case  the  invoice  proved  to  be  false,  render  the  offender  likhle  lo 
proBTcutionforpeijury.  As,  however,  any  person  i'«rtifying  an  invoice  to  beTcri- 
table  which  proved  to  be  false,  would  be  aaewer&ble  to  a  prosecution  for  fraad. 
and  as  an  additional  barrier  would  tfauB  be  created  against  the  latter,  he  ivcan- 
mended  me  to  continue  to  Administer  the  oath. 

Upon  this  recommendation  I  contiuned  to  administer  the  oalh  in  the  nfoii 
manner  until  the  receipt,  on  the  28th  February,  of  your  despatch  of  Febnary  4. 
enclosing  circular  No.  29.  Thereupon  I  instituted  a  more  careful  invent igatioD, 
taking  the  opinions  of  two  of  the  most  eminent  coaneellore  of  the  pmvincf. 
These  gentlemen,  after  carefully  examining  the  law,  assured  me,  ihoogfa  con- 
sular officers  could  not  administer  the  oath  to  Italian  suhjecta.  yet  notaries  pob- 
lic  were  empowered  so  to  do,  and  that  an  oath  to  an  invoice  proving  In  befilw- 
taken  before  the  latter  class  of  officers,  would  moat  undnnlitedly  enbjwl  ihf 
offt-nder  to  a  prosecution  and  conviction  for  peijury.  Of  the  entire  comttaett 
of  the  legal  opinion  thus  given  I  became  fully  convinced  by  still  fnrlher  inquiry-

Gtntra}  report  of  the  trade  of  port  of  Palermo,  for  the  year  eitded  Septemia-^ 
30,  1863. 

The  export  trade  of  this  consular  district  to  the  United  States  has  not  deJ 
creiaod  so  much  as  might  have  been  expected,  considering  the  ansettled  etati 
of  affitirs  in  America.  Some  difference  hoa  occurred  in  the  flag  of  the  vessels 
cmplajcd,  bat  very  little  in  their  nambcr  and  the  amount  of  export. 

The  following  comparative  table  will  show  the  number  of  vcbbbIb,  with  value 
of  tbeir  ougoes,  which  have  sailed  for  the  United  States  during  tlic  yents  ended 
S<.'pumber  30,  1861,  and  September  30,  1863,  respectively :

There  has  never  been  an  import  trade  from  the  United  States  of  any  con- 
aidemhle  amount  at  this  port,  but  the  large  loss  ou  exchange  has  induced 
(Dcrcliants  to  make  purchases  in  America.  Many  American  vessels  have  been 
Utply  bought  here.  Two  cargoes  of  flour  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  pe- 
tfoleum  have  been  imported.  This  latter  article  has  become  extensively 
lotroduced  within  the  la-it  year,  and  promises  to  be  generally  used  among  all 
clasfcc  of  people,  who  find  it  a  great  deal  cheaper  and  of  a  better  light  tliaa 
the  olive  oil,  which  was  formerly  used  for  burning.  The  lamps  and  fixtures 
xlapted  for  the  use  of  this  oil  are  also  of  Americnu  minnfacture,  although  con' 
riderible  amounts  are  beginning  to  be  imported  from  Front 
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The  liarvest  *if  all  kinds  of  prottnce  tliia  year  has  been  very  prosperonn,  and 
the  vintiige  alsri  very  pleiiliful  The  vine  disease  is  disappcariug  very  faat, 
with  the  use  of  pulverized  stii|ihur, 

Tlic  liberal  iiietitutionB  which  have  been  m  operatinn  in  Ilaly  for  the  last 
threi;  yoirs,  and  the  fiicilitiee  accorded  to  cnmmcrce,  have  given  a  promii'ing 
impulse  to  the  trade  of  this  islnnd,  A  line  of  i-eguiar  steamers  has  been  eswti- 
lishcd  within  this  year,  tonchiug  re<;ularly  at  the  principal)  ports,  such  aa 
Trapaiii,  Marsala,  Suiacca,  Girgcnti,  Licaln,  Syracuse,  Augusta,  Cataniit.  Mes- 
eina,  Lipari,  Milnzzo,  Ciipo  d'Orlundo,  Pmitillaria,  and  extending  to  Malta  and 
Tunis,  besides  the  regular  ddily  lin  s  to  the  continent,  touching  alternately  at 
Naples,  Leghorn,  Genoa,  and  Marseilles. 

Public  roads  are  conptanlly  being  opened  in  the  interior,  and  the  first  rail- 
road tine  established.  Jt  only  eztcnos,  now,  nine  miles — from  Palermo  to 
Baghcria;  hut  the  company  has  contracted  to  finish  it  in  four  years.  It  will 
ran  through  the  interior  of  the  island  to  Messina,  and  from  thence  along  the 
coast  to  Oatanift  and  Syracuse.  Another  line  is  also  in  contemplation,  which 
is  to  ran  from  Palermo  to  Trapani  and  Marsala.  As  soon  as  thfse  linea  ahall 
be  in  operation  the  increase  of  trade  in  this  city  and  Massina  will  be  immense, 
on  account  of  the  facilities  which  it  will  give  in  transporting  the  pi-odnce  from 
the  interior  to  these  shipping  porta.  Until  now  the  only  means  of  tr^naport 
nave  been  mostly  on  mules,  as  even  carriage-roads  were  very  scarce,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  insecurity  of  travel. 

The  present  government,  intent  on  giving  stability,  force,  and  union  to  Italy, 
is  improving  the  general  tone  of  the  people  by  energetically  giving  aid  and 
encouragement  to  public  instmction ;  fostering  the  principle  of  association  by 
protecting  and  subsidizing  all  companies  that  have  some  civilizing,  beneficial, 
or  commercifti  end  in  view,  such  oa  railroads,  gas,  savings  banks,  manufacturing 
companies,  &c.

In  my  last  annnal  commercial  report  I  adopted  the  generally  received  opin- 
iou  hcreabnnts,  that  Otranto,  being  the  southern  terminns  of  the  great  railroad 
of  the  Adriatic,  woald  naturally  oe  the  point  where  railroad  and  steamboat 
connexions  would  be  made  when  the  road  should  he  completed,  and  therefore 
it  wonld  necessarily  become  a  port  of  considerable  commercial  importance. 

But  Brindisi,  the  ancient  Brundusium,  some  forty-five  milea  north  of  Otranto, 
having  the  best  harbor,  it  has  been  selected  by  the  government,  instead  of 
Otranto,  for  the  above  purpose,  and  a  large  snm  of  money  has  j[tst  been  appro- 
priated for  improvements  in  the  harbor,  necessarr  for  the  better  accommodatinn 
of  the  prospective  business  of  the  place,  when  the  "railroad  Adriatic"  and  the 
canal  acroaa  the  lathmna  of  Suez  ahall  be  completed.  CtCX^oIc 
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This  railrnnfl  m  rapidly  approacliing  comple^on.  It  is  already  finishctd  from 
Ancoon  to  Fogpa;  and  during  the  coming  year,  18C4,  the  locomotivea  are 
«pfct«d  to  be  in  nc'lion  to  llie  port  of  Briiidisi,  whrn  Btoamboat  coromunica- 
lioii  will  be  immediately  opened  with  Alexandria  and  all  the  principal  porta  in 
the  Mediterranean.  The  great  ovi'Hand  India  mail,  it  ia  expected,  will  also 
liki:  this  mute,  it  being  much  the  Bhortost  and  quickest  to  Lfindim. 

The  Englinh  East  India  Company,  in  view  of  the  completion  of  the  canal 
wid  (if  the  railroad,  were  sometimes  since  desirous  of  acquiring  extensive  ac- 
commndatioiia  at  Br)ndi»i,  and  off.  rod  the  Italian  government  to  expend  a  very 
Urge  KUra  of  money  in  improvements  at  Brindiui,  to  accommodate  their  burliness, 
if  ihe  government  wiiuld  grant  them  some  special  privileges,  which  offer  the 
gnvpmment  has  declined. 

The  committee  ••{  the  Italian  Parliament,  to  whom  the  subject  of  the  cxpcndi- 
tore  of  money  to  improve  tlie  harbor  of  Brindift  was  referred,  and  who  made  a 
very  intcreeting  report  in  its  favor,  claim  that  Brindisi  must,  from  the  natural 
eoarae  of  trade,  become  one  of  the  most  important  ports  in  £aropc;  and  I  sec 
H  good  reason  why  this  opinion  ia  not  correct.  Certain  I  am.  that  if  the  busi- 
Hu  arrangements  necessary  to  that  end  were  in  the  hands  of  Americans,  the 
prophecy  would  soon  be  history. 

windiai  one  year  hence  will  have  direct  railroad  coinmunicationa  with  every 
city  of  Karopc  of  any  importance.  It  will  be  brought  within  ten  or  twelve 
faourg  uf  NaplfB,  the  gn'at  centre  of  trade  for  alt  the  Neapolitan  provinces,  and 
within  three  and  four  days  of  Paris  and  Liverpool,  refpectively.  It  will  have 
etcamboat  communication  with  a'l  the  priticipat  ports  of  the  Mediterranean,  and 
rill  be  on  The  direct  line  of  travel  to  and  from  all  parts  of  eastern  Europe  and 
Asia.  The  overland  India  mail  will  be  recpived  from  etcaiuera  here  and 
despatched  by  railroad,  and  the  place  mast,  necessarily  become  a  port  of  very 
Mpsiderabl".  commercial  importance. 

Bat  it  will  require  some  years  thoroughly  to  wake  up  the  people  of  this  part 
of  Italy  to  modem  ideas  of  bnsincss.  They  have  been  so  long  buried,  as  it 
*ere,  a  ider  the  most  despotic  government,  prohably,  in  the  world — a  govern- 
ment whi>se  aim  it  was  to  keep  the  people  in  a  state  of  ignorance  rather  than 
to  welcome  the  schoolmaster — that  they  are,  of  course,  very,  very  far  behind 
nioBt  other  natinns  of  the  earth  in  all  that  distinguishes  an  educated  and  civilized 
people  of  the  present  day. 

I  suppose  that  few  of  our  people  would  believe  that  this  great  railroad,  with 
its  lateral  branches,  forming  a  well-arranged  network  of  railroad  connexions 
*i(h  every  city  in  Italy,  as  well  as  in  Europe,  has  been  located  through  all 
this  portion  of  the  kingdom  without  making  any  more  disturbance  in  the  value 
of  real  estate  along  its  line  than  if  it  had  been  a  bridle-path  !  but  such  is  the 
fscl.  A  year's  longer  residence  in  this  part  of  Italy  has  only  confirmed  the 
opinion  expressed  in  my  last  annual  report  in  regard  to  the  opportunities  pre- 
sented in  these  Neapolitan  provinces  for  the  enterprise  of  our  merchants. 
There  is  &  good  opening  here  for  an  extensive  trade  with  *a  wealthy  people, 
with  whom,  at  present,  we  have  scarcely  any  trade  at  all. 

Id  support  of  this  opinion  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  a  single  fact.  American 
lord  is  now  selling  in  this  city  at  about  thirteen  cents  a  pound,  in  competition 
vith  lard  made  here,  the  ordinary  price  of  which  is  about  eighteen  cents.  The 
American  lard  is  bought  in  Marseilles,  is  reshipped  to  Brindisi,  and  thence  by 
land  carriage  to  this  place ;  pi^ys  freight  to,  and  expenses  and  proBt  to  Mar- 
seilles, freight  and  expenses  thcncu  by  sea  and  land  to  this  place,  and  a  profit  to 
the  mcrcha[it  here,  and  Stilt  undersells  the  lard  which  is  made  here  by  fully  25 
per  cent.  If  so  close  a  selling  an  article  as  lard  can  be  made  to  p.-iy  a  profit  to 
so  many  different  parties,  so  much  freight  and  expenses,  there  must  suixdy  be 
many  other  articles,  both  of  prodnction  and  manufacture,  affording,  a  much 
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larger  mnrgio  of  profit  than  lard,  vhicb,  wbea  a  direct  trade  shall  be  e»tib- 
lisfacd,  will  tiod  a  ready  market  in  these  provinces,  and  will  pay  a  good  profit. 
But  the  trade  must  be  opened  by  onr  merchantB  at  borne.  The  mcrctiantt 
here  look  upon  America  as  a.  place  situated  Eomcwbere  ouUide  the  vorld,  tni 
could  hardly  be  made  to  believe  they  would  ever  live  to  hear  of  the  receipt  and 
sale  of  any  abipment  they  might  make  there. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  suggest,  in  view  of  tbo  important  improvemmtt 
making  at  Brindiei,  and  of  its  future  position  as  a  commercial  centre  of  trade 
and  thorougbtare  of  travel,  that  it  be  made  the  seat  of  consulate,  and  ibit  the 
consulate  at  this  place  be  discontinued,  Otranto  having  now  no  poseible  prmpett 
«f  any  importaDcc  whatever.

By  circular  No.  29,  dated  WaahiDgton,  November  20,  1S63,  coneuki  officers 
were  directed,  in  the  ninth  paragraphi  as  follows :  "  Consular  officers  ire  re- 
quested to  ascertain  and  report  to  this  dcpartmeut  if,  under  the  laws  of  the 
countries  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  they  are  authorized  to  admiiueta 

In  obedience  to  the  directiou  above,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  so  tu 
as  I  eould  ascertain,  no  particular  law  exists  in  the  kingdom  of  Italy  id  rtfi'r- 
ence  to  the  subject ;  I  therefore  called  for  a  further  opinion  of  the  bar,  and  thej 
agreed  that  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  performance  of  consular  duties  the 
oaths  administered  by  them  would  be  considered  as  valid  and  lawful  in  the 
courts  of  justice,  in  case  a  question  should  be  raised  about  it.  I  regret  that  1 
cannot  give  an  entirely  positive  answer.

The  ^neral  regulations  of  trade,  the  average  rate  of  freight  to  the  United 
States,  privileges  of  importation  or  restrictiona  thereon,  duties  on  articles  im- 

Cnt'd  in  foreign  or  national  vesBels,  tonnage  duties,  and  other  port  dues,  wore- 
oose  and  sanitary  reguIattoDB,  and  those  relating  to  entry  or  clearance,  have 
been  aabject  to  no  modification  since  my  report  of  Beptember,  1862. 

In  matters  relating  to  agricultnre,  it  is  to  be  mentioned  that  the  crop  of  silk 
iua  failed  entirely,  the  silk-worms  perishing  by  an  epidemic  before  their  full 
growth.  Tho  vintage  was  a  poor  one,  the  wine  produced  being  scarcely  one- 
foDTth  of  an  ordinary  good  crop.

Kheraon  is.  however,  the  principal  port  for  the  coaating  trade  of  the  vreston 
part  of  the  Black  sea,  Bitaated  on  the  river  Duippcr,  Bome  44  marine  leapit* 
from  ita  mouth,  hut  not  far  from  the  head  of  the  Lueian  Dnieper,  a  very  litp 
eetuary.  About  750  craft  Hod  employment  between  Kherson  nnd  Odnu,  *m 
other  portd  in  southern  Russia,  in  exchanging  Crimean  salt  and  foreign  cmL 
wine,  fruit,  oil,  &c..  (imported  via  Odessa,)  for  ttmher,  grain,  wool,  and  hmm- 
iacturea  from  the  interior,  to  the  value  of  nearly  $3,000,000. 

Bars  flt  the  different  mouths  of  the  Dnieper  forbid  sea-going  vessels  of  Uip 
draught,  and  to  the  south  of  Cape  Stanislaus  a  labyrinth  of  small  reed-covertd 
islands  ohstructs  tbe  navigation  of  the  Dnieper.  Near  Kherson,  however,  tbc 
river  is  SJ  miles  wide,  with  fiO  feet  of  water.  Hitherto,  in  the  absence  of  «  ^ 
rcct  foreign  tr^e,  goods  are  usually  sent  to  Kheraon  on  account  of  OdeuanKT 
chants. 

There  are  several  Bhip-yarda,  ropewal^,  and  tallow  factories ;  the  tallow  br- 
ing exported  to  England,  and  other  countries,  and  the  cordage,  &e„  tent  t» 
To^ey  and  Greece,  aa  well  as  to  South  Bussia.  ^ 
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370,000  pounds  of  wool  are  annually  waiihcd  and  assorted  at  KhcrBon,  lialf 
of  wbich  is  merino,  worth  31,000,000  Thin  branch  of  induetrj  employa  some 
3,000  or  4,000  peraone,  moatly  women. 

The  wool  ranks  higli.aud  pfirt  gocH  lo  Moscow,  the  reiaainder  being  exported 
via  Odessa.  A  BuEainn  conipnny  mns  a  line  of  steamers  to  Odessa  and  other 
ports  on  the  Black  sea. 

Kicolaieff  is  on  the  river  Bug,  about  40  miles  northeast  from  Kliersou,  and, 
like  that  port,  near  the  head  of  a  Inrge  estuary.  I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
further  reliable  information  touching  Nicolaieff.

Tbe  importation  of  hooka,  pamphleta,  periodicals,  and  daily  pnblicatione  into 
Tarkey  having  very  considerably  increased,  it  was  nataral  for  the  imperial 
goremment  to  devise  means  for  subjecting  them  to  a  system  of  inspection  in 
order  to  prevent  the  circulation  of  improper  works.  Coiisequeatly,  ordere  have 
t>t«D  given  to  all  the  authoritiee  of  the  aeaporta  and  frontier  towns  of  the  empire 
to  canae  a  preliminary  examination  to  he  made  by  special  agents  of  all  hooks 
ud  other  pablicat^ons,  periodical  ir  daily,  which  may  be  entered  at  the  custom- 
liDngn.  After  this  examination  they  are  to  allow  the  circulotioa  of  such  works 
u  do  not  appear  injurious  to  the  public  order,  while  thoae  adjudged  calculated 
(o  pcrrert  the  mind  and  aow  the  seeds  of  disorder  will  be  detained.  I  deem  it 
nperfluous  to  go  into  detail  to  demoastrate  the  lawfulnesa  and  the  necessity 
of  ibis  measure,  eince  most  other  nations  have  considered  it  their  dnty  to  apply 
it  to  their  own  territories.

Tbe  repose  and  secnrity  of  the  enipire,  and  of  all  the  population  dwelling 
tber^in,  require  the  prohibition  of  the  commerce  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war, 
uid  tie  following  arrangements  are  made  respecting  powder,  cannons,  arms  of 
^  (orts,  and  munitions  of  war,  arriving  hereafter  from  foreign  lands,  and  of 
which  tbe  importation  is  formally  forbidden,  conformably  with  the  treaties  of 
cofflmerce  recently  coocluded  with  friendly  powers  : 

Ut  It  is  absolutely  forbidden  to  import  into  the  empire  powder  in  gndna 
of  any  kind  and  quantity,  and  for  any  motive  whatsoever. 

2d.  The  introduction  of  cartouches  of  powder,  with  or  without  balls,  is  eqnally 
intenlicted. 

3)1.  Nor  may  there  be  imported  into  the  empire  any  kinds  of  cannons,  mor- 
tars, howitzers,  as  well  as  their  charges,  such  aa  bombs,  bullets,  case-shota, 
ctrtoiiches,  and  all  sorts  of  prnjectiJes,  containing  or  not  fulminating  matters, 
iaili  of  rifled  guns,  with  or  without  bayonetn,  ordinary  gtins,  carbines,  pistole, 
lances,  and  saltpetre,  used  by  troops  and  for  warlike  purposes.  Exception  is 
made  iu  favor  of  sporting  aud  other  arms  of  luxury,  and  other  weapons,  such 
u  sabres,  swords,  knives,  and  sporting  powder  in  small  quantitica  for  private 
purposes. 

4th.  The  articles  prohibited  afore-enumerated,  which  may  be,  from  the  present 
poblication,  introduced  into  the  empire  in  quantities  more  or  less  great,  will  be 
confiscated  and  made  over  to  the  military  tnagazinee.

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I  of  American  indiiBtry  is  increasing  in  tbe  aame  proporHon  oa  the 
inmaaing  cotton  cnltnre.  I  tnut  that  the  docnmenta  aboTe  referred  to  will 
mdoca  nuMnifactnrera  and  merchanta  in  the  United  BtateB  to  paj  due  attention 
to  theae  opportnnitiea. 

Tbe  imperial  commiMionere  are  nnremitting  in  their  labors  for  the  promotion 
of  the  growth  of  cotton  in  Aaia  Hinor ;  a  couceaeion  of  50,000  acraa  of  land  in 
the  uitad  of  Gypms  has  just  been  made  to  an  Irish  gentleman  who  proposes 
to  Introdnce  Irish  Ubcrers  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton.  This  is  one  instance 
out  of  many,  and  hardly  a  week  pasBea  withont  some  grants  of  land  or  some 
mta  being  made  for  the  same  purpose.

■od  are  interested  in  agricultural  impravementB. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  American  implements  solve  the  question  of 
the  introduction  of  iron  ploughs,  and  that  they  will  in  the  end  supersede  wooden 
ODCfl,  and  lead  to  a  vast  trade  in  American  implements. 

Iron  plonghs  have  often  been  introduced  here,  and  have  failed,  because  they 
were  too  cumbrous  for  the  people,  or  because  they  required  strong  horses  to 
dmw  them. 

WhM  we  are  trying  to  do  is  to  get  some  Enropean  who  can  plough  t»  io- 
itniot  a  Tnrk,  and  then  we  will  send  him  into  vanons  parts  of  the  interior  to 
plonrii  with  the  American  plough  against  the  wooden  ploughs. 

A  little  energy  and  o^anization  on  the  part  of  American  manufacturers  will 
do  a  great  deal.  Ton  know  how  American  chairs  and  clocks,  for  inetance,  have 
peoetratcd  into  the  country,  and  are  to  be  seen  in  many  parts  of  the  interior,  as 
Stoves  will  soon  be  ;  and  so,  if  a  little  trouble  be  taken  to  teach  the  people  of 
the  country,  ploughs  will  be  extensively  used,  becanae,  being  tight,  they  can 
be  carried  npon  the  railway  and  distributed  far  and  wide  by  camels. 

In  a  meeting  of  the  imperial  cotton  commission,  held  at  the  palace  of  govern- 
ment, his  excellency  Beshid  Pasha,  govemor-gnoeral,  took  charge,  at  our  re- 
quest, of  thanking  yon  for  the  introduction  of  these  implements,  and  of  repre- 
seatiag  the  matter  to  the  Sublune  Porte.

*  *  *  Tbia  is  a  very  old  conotry,  and  coDtriv&nces  are  nide  and 
clumsy ;  yonrs  ie  a  new  country,  and  your  enterprises  are  rongh  and  ready, 
whereas  European  implenieuta  demand  an  organization  of  laborandof  reeoonxi 
sacb  as  we  do  not  possess.  The  Americans,  therefore,  very  succeaafully  sup- 
ply the  West  Indies  and  South  America ;  and  this  is  a  market  of  the  same 
kind,  being  a  rude  population  and  rude  appliances.' 

Ldttle  adaptations  may  be  wanted,  as,  for  instance,  to  fit  the  ploughs  to  a 
bullock  yoke ;  for,  as  yon  know,  onr  implements  are  drawn  by  bullocks.

The  first  Ottoman  exhibition  of  articles  produced  and  mannfactnred  m  this 
empire  being  abont  to  be  opened  at  Constantinople,  I  herewith  transmit  to  the 
department  a  list  of  the  articles  which  I  understand  have  already  been  for- 
warded from  the  province  of  Smyrna  for  exhibition,  as  well  as  a  list  of  those 
articles  which,  though  not  yet  forwarded,  have  been  suggested  for  that  par- 
pose. 

Our  authorities  at  Couatantinople  will  no  doubt  inform  yon  more  fiilly  of  the 
character  aud  the  progress  of  tnia  exhibition,  which,  as  the  first  of  the  kind 
ever  held  in  Tuikey,  cannot  foil  to  have  beneficial  results  for  the  commerce 
and  industry  of  this  country,  and  which  muat  in  course  of  time  operate  &vor- 
ably  upon  the  relationa  of  Tui^ey  with  the  United  States  and  aU  other  com- 
mercial nations. 

The  information  which  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  in  the  annexed  lists  toids 
to  show  the  quiet  industiy  and  agricultural  wealth  of  the  province  of  Smyrna. 

A  list  of  the  principal  articles  produced  in  the  province  of  Smyrna  and  tot- 
warded  to  the  Ottoman  exhibition  at  Gonstantiuople  by  his  excellency  Eeehid 
Pasha,  governor  general ;  Grain,  gums,  aud  drugs ;  opium,  valunia,  cottoih 
marble,  silver  ores  from  the  new  silver  mine  of  Mentesha  and  Scala  Nova. 

Articles  proposed  to  be  sent :  Vermicelli,  timber,  upholstery,  honey,  and  bees- 
wax ;  various  specimens  of  nuts,  kareny,  or  cement  stone  ;  other  specimenB  of 
building  stones,  limes  and  cement;  fogia  stone,  specimens  from  the  qnairies  on 
Mount  Fion,  (which  in  ancient  times  supplied  the  magnificent  buildiug  mate- 
rial of  Ephesue  ;)  articles  wrought  from  stone,  dry  tiles,  water-pipes  of  clay, 
the  local  pottery  of  the  interior ;  hematite  iron,  from  which  steel  is  made,  bm 
the  mountains  near  Aideri ;  emerv ;  specimens  of  copper,  lead,  silver  lead,  and 
antimonial  silver,  and  some  of  the  sands  of  Pactolus,  the  seat  of  the  eariifst 
gold  diggings ;  specimens  of  ornamental  plastering,  iron  doors,  and  wmdov

This  proximity  to  railway  commnnication  with  Smyrna  will 
BD  dndbt  increase  tbe  commercial  advantages  of  Samoa,  particularly  as  it  is  one 
of  the  most  fertile  islands  of  the  Archipelago,  covered  with  vineyards  and  olive 
groves,  and  exporting  considerable  qoantitiea  of  oils  and  delicioas  muscadine 
vines. 

]  am  informed  that  Samos  wine  was  formerly  exported  to  the  United  States; 
and  I  have  no  doabt  that  this  branch  of  commerce  is  snaceptible  of  renewed 
MtiTity. 

The  mineral  products  comprise  silver,  iron,  lead,  and  emery,  together  wiUi 
maihle. 

The  principal  exports  are  raisinF,  oil,  wine,  brandy,  cocoons,  and  origanum. 

The  chief  imports  are  snlphnr,  ropes,  salt  fish,  wood  from  Tnrkey,  and  of 
Torkisb  prodnction;  also  cflSee,  engar,  mm,  hardware,  iron,  and  all  kinds  of 
nunnfactared  goods,  of  Enropean  product,  shipped  from  Smyrna  and  Con- 
siantinople ;  as  well  as  staves,  Irom  Trieste,  and  variona  articles  directly  from 
other  European  ports.

I  hsTe  tbe  honor  of  encIoBing  a  report  on  the  enltiration  of  madder-iMt  in 
tbiB  country,  whicb  wonld  bave  been  forwarded  earlier,  in  compliance  with 
yonr  despatch  No.  35.  if  it  had  not  been  neceuarj  to  commnnicate  with  the 
growers  iu  the  interior  of  Asia  Hinor. 

I  have  taken  ninch  pains  in  collecting  tnutworthy  information  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  hope  that  its  publication  will  prove  benefiual  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
root  in  the  United  States. 

BBPOBT  on  THB   CULTIVATION   OF   MADDBB-BOOT. 

In  choosing  land  for  &e  proper  cnldvation  of  madder-root,  a  rich,  cnltirated, 
and  well-drained  eoil  mnst  be  obtained,  aa,  in  this  caae,  the  roots  will  yield  a 
richer  dye,  and  can  be  allowed  to  remun  ftom  aic  to  seven  years  in  the  gionad, 
prodncing  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  kintals*  per  danaum;T  while  in  a  low  ud 
damp  situation  they  must  be  dag  np  in  thi«e  years,  as  the  quantity  will  gradu- 
ally decrease  and  rot  from  that  time. 

tJncnltivated  and  aandy  soib  mnet  be  avoided,  as  the  prodnct  will  barely 
cover  the  expense  incnired.  The  average  yield  of  an  ordinarily  good  soil  il 
■bout  fifteen  kintals  per  dananm.  Bich  soils  have  been  known  to  produce 
thirty-five  kintals  per  danaum. 

Daring  the  months  of  Jnne  and  Jnly  the  land  intended  for  madder  is 
ploughed  five  timea  if  it  baa  already  been  cultivated ;  if  not,  eight  or  tco 
times. 

The  following  spring  the  field  is  wedded  and  cleaned  of  shmbs,  ftc,  ud 
ploughed  once  more,  when  the  seed  is  thrown  broadcast  iuto  the  ground,  frum 
the  20th  of  Karch  to  the  end  of  April.  One  dananm  of  hmd  (oue-third  of  u 
acre)  will  require  about  six  ayars  or  35  okcs  of  seed,  about  three-fourths  of 
which  is  sown  as  above  mentioned,  and  the  ploughing  or  harrowing  is  repeated, 
when  the  remaiuing  seed  ia  thrown  into  the  ground. 

The  land  la  then  made  smooth  and  even  with  die  roller,  and  divided  into 
ridges  abont  a  yard  in  width.  If  the  field  is  situated  on  the  aide  of  a  monntua, 
care  must  be  taken  to  make  the  ridgQS  in  the  direction  of  the  slope,  so  ai  to 
allow  for  the  proper  corrjing  off  the  rain-water. 

Great  care  is  needed  for  the  first  year.  When  the  plant  sprouts  the  rid^ 
must  be  well  wet-ded  three  or  four  different  times.  Before  the  commencenMnt 
of  the  rainy  season,  in  September  and  October,  the  ridges  are  covered  with  I 
layer  of  earth,  three  or  four  inches  thick,  taken  from  the  furrows.

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The  prodaetiTe  powe.  of  the  Mil  can  be  Kngmented  hy  pXmaag  a  layer  of 
maniire  upOB  the  ridges. 

The  same  opemtian  ia  repeated  the  second  year  when  the  vegetation  recom- 
mences, and  the  earth  ahout  the  plants  is  loosened.  The  flowers  then  appear, 
and  about  the  20th  of  Aogast  the  seed  takes  the  shape  of  the  black  pepper. 
Then  the  plants  are  cat  and  stacked  in  a  field  for  a  week,  aAer  which  tbey  ate 
curied  away  early  in  the  morning  to  be  threshed. 

Should  they  be  removed  at  midday  there  is  danger  of  losine  half  the  seed. 

During  the  sncceeding  years  the  same  directions  most  oe  followed — the 
weeding  lasting  from  the  beginning  of  March  to  the  end  of  Jnly,  and  the  gath- 
ering of  the  86^  as  above. 

The  roots  are  dog  ap  once  in  three  or  fbnr  yean,  according  to  the  nature  of 
Qte  soil ;  if  very  fertile  and  rich,  the  roots  may  remain  four  or  fire  Tears,  when 
the  digging  may  take  place,  to  the  depth  of  three  pikes,  or  two  Tarda. 

In  GonBeqnenee  of  tne  removal  of  earth  Irom  the  furrows,  ana  its  addition  to 
the  ridges,  the  height  of  the  latter  is  nsoally  ahont  one  yard  at  the  time  of  the 
lifting  of  the  crop. 

The  cost  of  the  seed  and  work  will  amount  to  about  two  thonaand  Turkish 
ptstres*  per  acre. 

Hadder-root  is  duefly  cnltirated  in  the  vicinity  of  Smymai  Uagneeia.  and 
Kirkagatch. 

The  fbllowinff  are  the  prinupal  varietiea ; 

Itl  quality,  Bakir  (neat  Kirkagatcfa.) 

Sd  quality,  Cnnek. 

3d  quality,  Yordea. 

4th  quality,  Demiaagek. 

The  total  production  in  Asia  Minor  was  estimated  in  1S58  at  60,000  bales. 
It  has  since  increased  considerably,  and  may  be  estimated  at  upwaide  of  80,000 
boles,  of  three  cwt  each. 

Id  Syria  (near  Beittt)  and  in  the  island  of  Cyprus  the  root  is  likewise  cul- 
tivsted,  and  the  prodnct,  which  is  of  au  inierior  quality,  (abont  10,000  bales 
■nnnally,)  is  brongfat  to  Smyrna  for  re-shipment.  * 

The  dtief  conntriee  to  which  it  is  exported  are  England  and  France,  and 
there  are  but  few  direct  shipments  to  the  United  States. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  seed — for  which  the  demand  for  exportation  is  increas- 
lag— is  about  10  cents  per  lb. ;  best  quality  madder-root  (oeet  quality  Bakir) 
about  112  per  cwt.

I  hare  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  on  the  commerce  and  naviga- 
tion of  die  ^ort  of  Beirftt  and  its  dependendes  for  the  year  1862. 

MOTBHBNT   OF    COHMBRCB   AND   Ot    NAVIGATION   AT  BBIROt. 

The  imports  of  Beirflt  in  1862  amounted  to  the  snm  of  46,521,000  francs; 
tbeeiports  to  81,279,000  francs;  total,  77,800,000  francs,  or  about  tl5,£60,000. 


The  imports  consist  prindpally  of  cotton  tiisues,  of  wool,  silks,  sugar,  baid- 
vsie,  fancy  articles,  skins,  leathers,  comestibles,  coffbe,  fcc     England  occupies

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the  first  rank  in  AirnisliiDg  cottnn  goods.  Of  a  total  of  13,000,000  francs,  slie 
supplied  to  the  amount  of  9,4fiO,000.  France  furnisltes  sngar,  hardtrare,  mlk 
goods,  skins  and  leather,  coffee,  and  most  of  the  less  important  articles. 

Anstria  fnmisheB,  hy  means  of  her  Lloyds'  steameis,  cotton,  silk,  and  wool- 
len  goods,  sent  from  Constantinople  and  the  coast,  while  she  supplies  directly 
the  steel,  ironmongery,  and  glassware,  some  hardware,  drugs,  comestibles,  and 
fez  caps  of  Trieste. 


Beirftt  famishes  cocoons,  silk  of  the  European  factories,  cotton  wool,  madde^ 
roots,  manulkctureB  from  Europe,  and  re-exported  for  consumption  aloug  tke 
coast,  and  ole  ginous  gruns. 

France  stands  first,  not  only  as  regards  the  extent  of  her  operations,  but  also 
for  the  value  of  the  products  with  which  her  vessels  are  laden,  vis.,  cocooiu 
and  silk.  England  recfives  madder-roots  and  a  small  quantity  of  wool  and 
tobacco.  The  Austrian  Lloyds  conduct  a  large  port  of  the  carrying  trade  for 
the  coast  of  Syria,  Asia  Minor,  and  Constantinople.  But  one  American  vessd 
visited  Beirllt  in  18G3,  whence  it  obtained  a  cargo  of  wool,  owing,  doubtless,  to 
the  danger  incurred  from  rebel  corsairs.  It  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  infor- 
mation concerning  the  commerce  of  Tarker,  Italy,  Greece,  and  Russia.  The 
commercial  relations  of  those  countries  with  Beirut  are,  however,  unimportant. 
Turkey  does  but  little  of  the  carrying  trade,  and  the  flags  of  Greece  and  Italy 
are  but  seldom  seen  here.  The  steamers  of  the  Imperial  Rosaian  Company  do 
bat  little  beside  coasting  between  Alexandria  and  Odessa. 

COHMBBCB  OF  THB   UMTBD   6TATBa   WITH   BBIRtlT. 

It  is  still  a  cause  for  sarprise  that  so  little  attention  has  been  pud  in  the 
United  States  to  the  development  of  commercial  relations  with  Syria.  Rarely 
do  more  than  two  or  three  vessels,  even  in  peaceful  times,  visit  Syria  fiom  the 
United  States;  those  obtun  cargoes  of  wool,  which  find  a  ready  and  profitable 
sale  in  American  markets  at  all  times,  but  especially  so  since  the  demand  for 
lliat  article  has  been  increased  by  the  scarcity  of  cotton  and  the  growing  wants 
of  the  army  and  navy.  These  vessels  generally  leave  their  outward  cargoes  at 
some  intermediate  port,  bringing  to  Beirllt  only  small,  lots  of  furniture,  lumber, 
clocks,  rope,  pimento,  &x.  From  the  gradual  change  perceptible  in  the  habits 
of  the  Syrian  people  residing  in  towns,  it  may  be  inferred  tnat  the  demand  fbi 
the  various  articles  of  fiimiture  necessary  to  the  instalment  of  a  family  d  la 
Jra*ga,  will  continue  to  increase;  for,  in  proportion  to  the  measure  of  his  proi- 
perity,  the  native  Syrian  replaces  bis  cheap  mat  and  rough  divan  with  comiorta- 
ble  and  costly  furniture;  and  this  change  is  constanily  going  on.  Nearly  all 
the  products  of  Syria  in  cocoons  and  silk  are  sent  to  France,  where  theynn- 
dei^  a  change  of  form  previous  to  reshipment  for  the  United  States.  Why 
may  not  the  cocoons  and  raw  silk  of  Syria  go  direct  to  the  United  States  aaa 
nndei^  the  necessary  change  of  form  in  the  hands  of  the  American  mann&e- 
torert  It  is  true  that  labor  is  cheaper  in  France,  bat  the  direct  route  wooU 
avoid  the  payment  ttf  French  duties,  transhipment,  and  commissions.  Engiaod 
has  thns  nir  almost  monopolized  the  importation  of  cotton  goods  into  Syria.  Is 
it  necessary  that  the  United  States  should  leave  to  foreign  competition  a  trade 
BO  importanti  This  is  a  question  which  American  merchants  alone  can  answer. 
Formerly  French  manufactures  were  first  in  the  markets  of  the  Levant,  owing 
to  their  superior  quality  and  their  goarautees  against  fraud,  and  the  decline  « 
the  French  trade  is  not  due  so  much  to  any  inferiority  now,  as  to  the  introdQC- 
tion  of  analogous  articles  from  Germany  which  can  be  delivered  at  a  lower 
price;  and,  for  the  same  reason,  English  cotton  goods,  although  inferior  in 
qaality,  are  preferred  to  those  of  France.     The  people  of  Syria  prefer  a  dieop 
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nticle  to  one  of  &  higher  price,  no  matter  bow  mncli  snperior  and  more  dnrable 
the  Utter  maj  be.  11  may  not  be  impoflBible,  tberefore,  for  American  mercbaota 
to  compete  with  foreign  tmde  by  adapting  their  mannfactaree  in  quality  and 
price  to  thia  market.  Bnglieh  booses  find  it  profitable  to  send  bales  of  rem- 
naiit0  and  inferior  goods  by  Bteamen  to  Syria  at  low  prices,  contenting  theni- 
.  lelves  with  qnick  sales  and  small  profits.  The  distance  of  America  is,  donbtleae, 
the  chii-f  obstacle,  but  it  is  one  that  has  been  frequently  overcome  in  more  dis- 
tut  ports  by  the  enterprise  and  ene^y  of  American  merchants. 

Beirut  is  annnally  increasing  in  commercial  importance,  and  deserves  attea- 
&m  on  account  of  the  door  which  it  opens  to  the  interior  by  means  of  the  Ds- 
mascns  carriage  road  which  is  now  in  successinl  operation,  Tbe  cnltivatioQ  of 
cotton  ia  gaining  ground  in  Syria.  France  eiported  from  Beirllt,  in  1862, 
424,000  franca  of  cotton  more  than  in  1861 ;  bnt  before  Syria  can  take  a  high 
position  aa  a  producer  of  cotton  additional  enconrsgement  most  be  given  to  the 
natives,  and  foreigners  must  be  allowed  to  acquire  a  title  to  land. 

Annexed  hereto  please  find  extracts  taken  from  tbe  reports  of  tbe  United 
States  consular  agents  at  Tripoli,  Latakiah,  Hess^ne,  Aleppo,  Alexandretta, 
Sidon,  Tyre,  Acre,  and  Gaipha,  Damaacne,  and  Aintab,  also  tabular  etatementa 
of  the  imparts,  exporta,  navigation,  freight.  asssraQce,  and  cnrrency  of  Beirut, 
together  with  an  average  price  cnrrent  for  the  year  1862. 

American  capital  in  Syria  is  principally  invested  in  mieaion  establiehmenta, 
snch  aa  churches,  printing  presses,  and  schools.  Machinery  for  the  weighing 
■nd  pressing  of  wool  has  Men  placed  here  to  advantage  by  a  Boston  firm  whim 
deils  in  Syrian  wool.  In  proportion  as  encouragement  shall  be  given  to  agri- 
cnllnre,  American  agricultural  implements  may  nod  a  market,  especially  such 
ai  pertain  to  the  cultivation  of  cotton.

The  commercial  movements  of  onr  place  during  the  year  ended  December  31i 
1862,  has  turned  almost  exclneively  this  year  upon  three  articles.  The  cottooi 
come  in  the  first  rank,  and  play  the  principal  character,  in  consequence  of  the 
nnhappy  civil  war  in  the  United  States.  The  cotton  culture  prospers  prodi- 
gioiuly  in  every  part  of  the  Ottoman  empire,  the  cultivation  being  encouraged 
by  the  prompt  and  adrantageone  return  which  this  production  finds,  and  egpe- 
cially  by  the  faciliticB  and  encouragements  which  the  focal  government  gives  them, 
'and  Dy  the  action  of  England,  which  ezcitea  the  avidity  of  the  cultivator,  in 
giving  them  gratuitously  the  grains  for  such  as  resemble  the  cottons.  Dariog 
the  past  year  the  cottons  of  our  vicinity  have  been  sold  to  this  time  for  1,500 
piasters  the  quintal  of  two  hundred  okes.  By  degrees  the  prices  have  advanced, 
and  sales  have  been  made  for  even  two  thousand  five  hundred  piasters  per 
quintal. 

The  crop  of  this  year  in  the  Fachalic  of  Aleppo  is  not  abnndant,  from  the 
ravages  of  the  locusts,  which  have  been  so  extensive  that,  by  an  approximate 
estimate,  the  crop  of  this  year  will  not  exceed  two  thousand  quint^  of  good 
quality.  This  article  commands  at  present  from  2,800  to  3,000  piasters  the 
quintal,  according  to  qtiality.  It  is  necessary  to  add  to  this  about  400  puulers 
to  put  it  aboard  ship.  The  greater  part  of  the  crop  has  been  bought  Dp  by  our 
merchants  witli  the  intention  of  forwarding  to  Marseilles.       ^ 
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Wool,  both  washed  and  anvasbed.  but  not  bad  less  success  tban  tbe  cottonE. 
Id  the  outset  the  unwaabed  wool  was  sold  &t  1,600  piasters,  and  the  washed  at 
3,000  per  qniiita].  Ai^erwarda  both  descriptions  took  sucb  a  fligbt  that  they 
fonnd  )inrcnasers,  the  formci  at  2,000  and  the  latter  at  4,000  piasterB.  It  is 
current  that  the  beavj  demand  coming  from  Europe  has  been  the  cause  of  thii 
great  advance.  The  whole  of  Aleppo  and  its  environs  bas  produced  this  rear 
■boat  2,500  qaintale  of  nnwaabed  wool.  Mesopotamia  bas  also  famtsbed  us 
aboDt  five  tbonsaud  quiotals  of  washed  wool,  all  of  which  has  been  exported 
to  Marseilles,  where  they  found  a  rapid  and  advantageous  sale.  The  Englbh 
nuDufacturea  constitute  always  the  principal  resource  of  onr  place,  and  supply 
our  bazars.  It  is  incredible  that  these  mannfactures  are  sold  at  a  profit  of  30 
per  cent,  on  dellTery,  now  that  our  place  is  nearly  destitute  of  mercnandise,  for 
grsdnally  they  are  carried  off  by  the  retailers,  the  merchants  generally  not 
veatoring  to  store  in  their  wurchonsca  while  they  apprehend  a  suddett  fall  iu  all 
kinds  of  cottop.  England  has  also  furnished  us  about  50O  barrels  of  sugar,  of 
copper  in  plates,  and  iron  in  bars,  France  also  has  furnished  her  contingent  of 
Bu^r,  coffee,  and  cloths.  The  manufactures  of  Switzerland,  the  principal  of 
wluch  consiste  in  handkerchiefs  called  yasma,  have  not  greatly  figured  this  year 
ID  our  bazars,  because  tl^y  present  greater  adaptation  to  the  European  market  on 
account  of  tbe  high  price  of  cotton.  The  crop  of  nutgalls  has  been  abundant ; 
(he  prices,  consequently,  have  sensibly  yielded  in  our  market.  Nutgalls  at  this 
time  are  worth  from  2,SO0  to  3,000  piasters  the  qniotal,  (quality  black  and  fresh) 
and  payable  in  sterling  livrcs  in  proportions  of  145  piasters.  But  tbey  hare 
somewhat  been  dropped  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  making  sales  in  the  En- 
ropran  markets.  From  an  approximate  estimate  tbe  crop  of  this  year  will 
give  more  than  3,000  quintals.  To  tbe  present  there  hare  arrived  only  about 
200  quintals,  but  we  ore  daily  expecting  a  large  caravan  freighted  with  a  great 
quantity. 

The  crop  of  cereals  compared  with  that  of  the  prerious  year  was  compara- 
tively moderate.     Tbe  exportation  of  these  commodities  bas  been  almost  notliing. 

The  totals  of  the  year  hare  been  sufficiently  fruitful  in  good   results  both  in 
the  exports  and  imports,  and  our  old  mercbanta  will  hardly  remember  to  bare 
seen  sucb  animation  and  activity  in  tbe  market  of  Aleppo ;  a  year  which  will 
constitute  an  epoch  in  tbe  commercial  annals  of  our  city.

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ANNUAL  BEPOBT  ON  FOBEION  COHMEECE. 


Adana — A.  Debbas,  Comular  Agtmt. 

The  commerce  for  this  province  during  the  last  few  yean  has  been  grealljr 
improving.  About  fifteen  ycnre  ago  not  a  single  cargo  wae  shipped  wholly  from 
Europe,  nor  i^carc^Oy  a  Europcnn  ship  visited  any  of  its  ports.  Since  the  Cii- 
mean  war  this  country  Lob  been  better  known  to  merchaota  and  conimbeioncre. 
who  came  from  ditTercnt  parts  of  Turkey  and  settled  here ;  thus  prodncing  agri- 
cultural prosperity  on  a  large  scale.  Added  to  theae  advantages,  two  ateamere 
of  the  Frencli  and  Russian  steamboat  companies  touch  regularly  every  week  at 
the  port  of  Mcsscnc.  There  are  other  French  and  British  steamers  that  *-isit 
us  irregularly,  and  frliip  large  cargoes  of  goods  for  BlarHeillcs  and  Liverpool. 
Our  commercial  development  has  arrived  to  such  a  point  that  yearly  about 
thirty  French,  fifteen  English,  and  thirty  merchantmen  of  other  nations  are 
chartered  abroad  and  sent  directly  to  Messcne  to  load  full  cargoes  for  Europe, 
and  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  ships,  either  Turkish  or  Greek,  freighted 
OD  the  Ppot  for  Turkey.     Enclosed  arc  two  tables  t-howing  the  imports  and  ei- 

forts  of  1SG2.  Transportation  is  effected  by  means  of  camels  or  carts  drawn 
y  bufialoes.  Freight  varies,  and  depends  on  the  number  of  camels  at  hand 
and  the  abundance  of  crops.  In  winter  the  roads  are  oflen  impassable  from  mod 
in  tbo  plains  and  snow  on  the  mountains,  (Taurus, )  from  which  frequently  results 
great  loss  to  merchants,  whose  ships  are  conipclled  often  to  wait  many  days  for 
cargoes  in  the  open  bay  of  Messene.  The  native  merchants  of  this  proviocf 
have  petitioned  the  Sublime  Forte  with  the  view  of  constructing  a  railwsr 
between  Messene,  Tarsus,  and  Adana.  No  answer  has  yet  been  received,  but 
it  is  reported  that  the  Porte  is  about  to  send  an  engineer  to  mako  the  neeei««rT 
survey  and  estimates.  A  cotton  agricultural  company  was  about  to  be  formed 
in  England  for  draining  and  cultivating  an  estcusive  marsh  which  lies  between 
Tarsus  and  Messene,  covering  about  40,000  acres  of  land,  which  it  was  snp- 
poaed  would  be  granted  to  the  company ;  but  the  Turkish  government  refoeed 
to  niake  any  cession  of  land  to  foreigners,  and  decided  to  drain  the  land  on  its 
«wn  account.  Owing  to  the  advanced  prices  of  cotton,  caused  by  the  American 
war,  the  cultivation  of  that  staple  has  been  greatly  stimulated  here,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  this  province.

POPULATION. 

In  ancient  times  the  popnlation  of  Cypme  ie  said  to  have  been  two  millions, 
and  the  nnmber  does  not  aeem  to  have  been  exaggerated.  At  the  time  of  the 
Turkish  conqneat  it  had  abont  400,000.  In  the  time  of  the  LuBignant  it  was 
probably  much  greater.  Under  Tnrkish  rule  it  continued  to  decrease.  Marite, 
writing  in  1791,  states  it  to  be  then  only  40.000.  Sorrennc,  ton  years  later, 
estimates  it  at  (iO,000.  Clarke  places  it  at  the  same  nnmber  in  his  time.  In 
1840  the  population  numbered  only  100,000.  Between  that  year  and  the  present 
it  has  abont  doubled  itself. 

Various  causes  may  be  assigned  for  this  sudden  and  rapid  increase ;  the  most 
evident  arc  the  disappearance  of  the  plague,  which  was  always  a  cause  of 
great  mortality  in  Cypme,  the  introduction  of  vaccine,  and  coneequent  compara- 
tive freedom  from  amall-pox,  and  the  justice  and  more  equitable  system  which 
has  replaced  the  rapacious  and  arbitrary  system  pursued  previous  to  this 
period.  •••••• 

NICOSIA. 

lu  the  midst  of  the  plain  which  bears  its  name,  and  nearly  in  the  centre  of 
the  island,  is  the  town  of  Nicosia,  called  also  Lefkoria,  which,  from  the  time  of 
the  Lasignant,  has  been  the  capital  of  Cyprus.  It  is  walled,  and  presents  a 
very  picturesque  appearance  from  the  exterior,  containing  within  its  walls  an 
ueemblage  of  gardene,  amidst  which  churches,  mosques,  and  minarets  are  seen 
alternating  with  palaces,  orange  and  lemon  trees.  It  contrasts  agreeably  with  the 
flat  and  sterile  country  around  it.  The  walls  of  Nicosia  were  constructed  by 
tbe  Venetians  in  1S67,  about  fonr  years  before  its  capture  hy  the  Turks.  For 
greater  Cocility  of  defence  they  destroyed  a  considerable  part  of  the  suburbs,  re> 
dncing  the  circuit  of  the  town  from  nine  to  three  miles.  The  population  at 
present  is  about  18,000,  the  majority  of  which  are  Mnasulmana.     •         •         • 

FAMAOUSTA. 

Famagusta  is  a  strongly  fortified  seaport  town  on  the  eastern  shore  of  tha 
island,  five  miles  south  of  the  rains  of  Salamis,  and  forty  miles  distant  from 
Nicosia.  The  town  itself  is  almost  in  a  state  of  utter  ruin.  The  inhabitants 
at  present  do  not  exceed  300  souls,  all  of  whom  ore  Mussulmans.  Under  the 
Venetians  It  was  one  of  the  most  populous  towns  of  tbe  Levant.      •       •         • 


I^mica  is  situated  on  tbe  sea-coast  of  the  island.     It  occupies  the  site  of 
ancient  Citirun. 

LIMASAL. 

Limasal  is,  after  Lamica,  the  most  important  commercial  town  of  Cyprus. 


Cyprus  was  in  old  times,  perhaps,  more  famous  for  its  minerals  than  for  its 
prodnctiouB.  The  copper  mines  were  especially  rich,  and  the  quality  of  the  cop- 
per which  they  yielden,  as  Cyprium,  was  considered  superior  to  any  other.  ,  f  ^  *' 
At  the  present  time  no  mines  of  any  description  are  worked.  ' s '  ^ 
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If  the  mineral  wealth  of  Cyprun  is  at  preaent  neglected,  such  is  not  the  case 
with  its  salt  lakes,  from  which  much  and  increasing  profit  is  derived.  There 
are  two  lagoons  from  which  salt  is  obtained  in  Cyprus — the  one  near  Lanca 
and  Limasal,  the  other  near  Lamica.  Salt  was  au  important  source  of  reyennt 
in  the  time  of  the  Lusignan  princes.  The  Venetiane,  still  later,  are  said  to  have 
freighted  seventy  large  vessels  with  salt.  Tho  Turkish  government,  until 
within  the  present  year,  has  been  accustomed  to  farm  out  the  salt  lakes  for  bdoib 
varying  from  200,000  to  300,000  piasters  [of  four  cents  each)  per  annum— thai 
is,  from  ^1,800  to  ^2,700;  but  this  system  has  now  been  abandoned,  and  it 
has  been  found  that  the  quantity  of  salt  yielded  this  year  is  ^0,000  arobas  of 
1,000  okcs  each,  or  one  and  one-fourth  ton.  Allowing  twenty  per  cent,  loss,  ibis 
represents  20,000  tons,  which,  at  500  piasters  the  aroba,  the  price  at  which  it 
is  sold  by  government,  gives  8,000,000  piasters — ^£72,700.  This  quantity  can- 
not, however,  always  be  sold  in  one  year.  The  salt  is  heaped  up  in  large  moand? 
by  the  side  of  the  lakes,  and  the  produce  of  the  former  year  must  be  sold  before 
that  of  the  new  year  can  be  toudied. 

PHOl>UCTS. 

The  chief  products  of  the  island  of  Cyprus  arc  wheat,  barley,  sesame,  vetches, 
cotton,  silk,  madder-root,  wine,  olives,  raiains,  carobs,  tobacco,  and  colocynth. 

The  wheat  of  Cyprus  is  hard  and  small-grained  ;  that  grown  in  the  district 
of  Bafib  is  considered  the  best.  The  sowing  season  for  wheat  commences  in 
October,  and  the  sowing  is  continued,  as  the  weather  permits,  until  the  ban- 
ning of  January.  The  harvest  commences  at  the  end  of  May  or  beginning  of 
June.  The  average  yearly  product  of  wheat  is  about  80,000  quarters,  or 
640,000  bushels.  X/est  year's  harvest  was  unusually  good,  it  was  supposed; 
and  is  supposed  to  have  yielded  as  much  as  120,000  quarters,  or  960,000 
bushels.  I 

The  barley  of  Cyprus  ia  of  n  fair  quality,  and  superior  to  the  ordinary 
Egyptian  barley.  It  is  sown  in  the  months  of  September,  October,  and  No- 
vember, and  is  renped  at  the  close  of  April  and  beginning  of  May ;  thus  pre- 
ceding the  wheat  har^-cst  by  about  six  weeks.  'X'he  average  yearly  product  of 
barley  ia  about  120,000  quarters ;  the  harvest  last  year,  which  was  unuaually 
abundant,  yielded  about  180,000  quarters.  The  average  yearly  value  of  wheat 
and  barley  exported  from  1857  to  1S6I  was  <£33,000. 


The  native  cotton  is  of  an  inferior  quality ;  it  is  of  the  short  staple  variety- 
But  American  cotton-seed  has  uf  late  years  been  largely  introduced  by  the 
efforts  of  the  Manchester  Cotton-supply  Association,  and  tho  cnltivation  has 
proved  eminently  successful,  and  it  is  gradually  supplanting  the  native  cotton. 
The  quantity  of  cotton  produced  is  very  small,  considering  the  great  capabilities 
which  tho  island  possesses  fur  the  cultivation  of  this  most  importaut  plant. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  crop  this  year  will  yield  10,000  bales,  should  it  not 
sustain  any  serious  damage  from  the  north  wind.  Last  year's  crop  amounted 
to  7,000  bales,  (1,820,000  pounds,)  and  this  is,  perhaps,  only  a  twentieth 
part  of  the  quantity  the  island  is  capable  of  producing.  Under  Venitian  rule, 
Cyprus,  according  to  Marite,  exported  annually  as  much  as  30,000  bales,  or 
6,600,000  pounds  of  cotton.  A  greater  part  of  that  now  exported  goes  to 
France,  by  Marpeilles. 

The  best  time  for  sowing  cotton  is  the  month  of  May.  Of  late  years,  how- 
ever, the  sowing  has  been  always  deferred  till  the  end  of  Jnue,  and  even  till 
July,  to  avoid  the  ravages  of  the  locust.     Much  loss  is  caused  by  deferring  the 
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jjlanting  to  bo  late  a  Beaeon.  The  groaad  in  'M.aj  is  atill  Boft,  aud  is  better 
fitted  for  rec«iviDg  the  seed  thaa  in  June,  when  it  hos  already  become  bard 
And  dry.  The  cotton,  too,  which  is  sown  early,  arrives  at  maturity  and  is  ready 
for  picking  before  the  October  rainB,  which  are  injurious  to  it.  It  likewise  ar- 
rives at  a  more  perfect  state  of  maturity  than  that  planted  later,  the  autumnal 
heat  not  being  sufficiently  great  to  open  the  pods,  and  to  impart  to  the  cotton 
the  white,  Bofc,  and  silky  appearance  which  it  acqaires  from  expoaure  to  a 
greater  degree  of  heat. 

MADUBB-BOOTS. 

Madder  is  a  rery  important  and  increasing  product  of  Cyprus.  The  plain  of 
HapboD,  the  Tillages  of  Agia,  of  Aghia,  Treve,  and  Famagusta,  are  the  loca- 
tions where  it  is  produced  in  the  largest  quantities.  The  culture  requircB  the 
greatest  care,  but  the  profit  is  very  great.  It  is  planted  in  December,  Januaiy, 
and  Febraary,  and  the  roots  are  gathered  in  June  and  in  December.  That 
picked  in  December  ie  the  best.  Those  of  Maphon  and  Famagusta  are  not  of 
so  rich  a  color  or  fine  a  quality  as  those  of  Treve  ;  they  are  picked  from  18 
months  to  2^  years  after  planting. 


The  best  ailk  is  produced  in  the  district  of  Baffo.  It  is  also  produced  at 
Vooocia,  near  Famagusta,  in  the  district  of  Carpas ;  at  Sythrea,  northeast  of 
Nicosia,  and  at  Maratassa,  in  the  Zoodos  region.  The  silk  of  Baffo  is  chiefly 
yellow ;  that  of  Vanocia  and  Carpas,  white.  The  cocoons  of  Moratasaa  are 
remarkable  for  their  brilliancy  of  color. 

The  quantity  of  silk  produced  in  Cyprus  averages  abont  56,000  pounds,  one- 
half  of  which  is  raised  in  the  district  of  Baffo;  but  within  the  last  two  or  three 
years  there  bos  been  a  falling  off  in  this  produce.  Abont  one-seventh  of  it  is 
consnmed  in  native  manufactures.  The  greater  part  of  that  exported  goes  to 
France. 


The  wiaea  of  Cyprus  form  one  of  ita  principal  articles  of  export.  They  are 
of  two  kinds  :  the  ordinary  wine,  which  is  coarse  and  hardy,  with  a  strong 
tute,  and  smells  of  tAr,  which  it  acqoires  from  the  jars  in  which  it  is  kept  ana 
the  skins  in  which  it  is  transported,  which  are  always  coated  inside  with  tar  to 
preserve  them  from  leaking.  This  wine  is  largely  exported  to  Egypt,  Syria, 
ud  Trieste.  The  other  quality,  and  that  best  known  in  Europe,  is  the  Com- 
naDdacca,  which  derives  its  name  from  a  commandery  formerly  possessed  by 
the  knights  templars  at  Colossi,  near  Limaaol.  It  is  a  sweet,  delicious  dessert 
wine,  and  keeps  remarkably  well,  and  improves  with  age;  when  new  it  is  of  a 
dark  color,  like  brown  sherry;  after  it  has  been  kept  two  or  three  years  it  be- 
comes much  paler,  but  with  age  it  again  becomes  dark-colored— the  very  old 
Commaodacca  being  almost  black.  Large  quantities  of  it  are  sent  to  Tneste 
aod  Constantinople,  and  some  of  the  older  and  better  qualities  are  shipped  to 
France  and  Italy,  and  a  small  qnantity  to  the  United  States.  Mr.  Femcade, 
a  famous  French  consul,  in  a  report  made  in  1844  to  the  French  government, 
stated  that  19,000  acres  were  used  for  the  cultivation  of  the  grapes,  which 
produced  annually  about  140,000  hectolitres,  or  bpwards  of  three  millions  of 
£«Uons  of  wine.     It  may  be  estimated  that  the  some  amount  is  now  annually 

An  American  company  is  about  being  organized  for  manufacturing  wines. 


CABOBS  OB   LOCUST    PODS. 

I'he  sale  of  carobs  was  until  within  thirty-six  years 


:nt-sionopoly. 
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Since  tbis  monopoly  haa  been  abolished  the  cultivfttion  of  the  carob  tree  lias 
been  greatly  increased.  Wild  treea  have  been  grafted,  and  new  plantationg  are 
everywhere  Bpringiiig  np.  Last  year  the  exportation  amounted  to  164/>00 
hundred-weight;  value  about  8160,000.  It  is  exported  principally  to  Trieste 
and  the  Kuseian  ports  of  the  Slack  sea.  The  tree  grows  wild  throogfaont  the 
iBland,  but  is  more  particularly  abundant  in  the  district  of  Limaaol  and  Kcim; 
the  forest  trees  are  found  at  Lefcara.  It  has  been  obeeTved  that  the  pUntationa 
at  a  distance  from  the  sea  are  more  productive  than  those  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  coast. 

ULIVSS. 

Olive  is  one  of  the  chief  indigenous  trees  of  Cyprus.  Olive  trees  are  con- 
stantly found  in  company  with  the  carob  trees  at  the  base  of  the  monntaiiu 
skirting  the  plains,  and  forming  a  line  of  demarcation  between  the  uncultivated 
mountain  sides  and  the  cultivated  lands.  Vast  quantities  of  olive  treea  are 
scattered  over  the  country,  especially  ia  the  district  of  Bafib,  in  a  wild  state, 
and  consequently  unproductive.  These  trees  merely  require  grafting  to  render 
them  fruitful  and  capable  of  yielding  great  quantities  of  oil  for  commerce ;  yet 
in  spite  of  the  profusion  in  which  the  tree  is  found,  it  ia  frequently  necessary  to 
import  it  for  local  consumption.  , 

REVBNUB. 

Without  being  able  to  obtain  from  official  sources  an  exact  statement  of  the 
Buma  received  from  the  different  branchea  of  tcvenne,  it  is  not  difficult,  however, 
to  form  a  tolerably  accurate  estimate  thereof.

Independent  of  these  sources  of  revenue  fresh  taxes  have  been  imposed  danas 
the  past  year,  such  as  an  excise  duty  upon  tobacco,  and  licenses  are  to  be  taken 
out  by  owners  of  wine-shops;  but  as  they  have  only  now  come  into  opersiioB- 
it  is  impossible  to  aacerttua  what  may  be  their  product  to  government.  IT** 
total  revenue  derived  from  the  whole  of  the  Turkish  empire,  divided  by  ii* 
population,  gives  an  amount  of  45  piasters  per  individual.  PreanmiDg  the  eaw 
process  for  the  island  of  Cyprus,  we  obtain  the  sum  of  107  piasteia  per  hesd  if 
population.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  revenue  derived  from  the  isli»d"f 
Cyprus  is  equal  to  three-sevenths  of  that  derived  from  the  rest  of  the  empiR-

Stalittiral  report  im  the  imited principalitiei  nf  Moldavia  and  Wallnchia,  em- 
bracing  an  account  of  the  workt  of  the  European  Danubian  commiuion. 

The  united  pri oci pal i ties  of  Molda-Wallachia  compriac  the  principalitice  of 
Muldavia,  Wallachia,  and  a  small  strip  of  BeHsarabin,  extending  along  the 
iiortlifrn  bank  of  the  Danube  from  Hiloldavia  to  the  Black  sea,  and  added  by 
Bn»»ia  to  Moldavia  in  1856  by  the  treaty  of  Paris,  Moldavia  and  Wallachia 
were  united  under  one  government  on  February  5,  1859. 

Xo  regnlar  census  of  this  country  lias  ever  been  taken,  but  the  population  is 
Mtimated  at  5,000,000.  Molda-Wallacbia  is  nominally  subject  to  Turkey,  but 
tribaie  has  not  been  paid  for  three  years,  nor  is  it  probable  it  will  ever  be  paid 
igaia.  This  country  is  governed  by  a  prince,  elected  for  life  by  the  people, 
aad  one  house  of  assembly  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  members,  who  are 
cfaojen  by  tbeir  respective  constituents  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  cities 
and  towns  are  governed  by  prefects  appointed  by  the  prince.  The  seat  of  gov- 
cmmeot  is  at  Bukarest,  in  Wallachia.  The  military  force  consists  of  28,000 
i^lar  soldiers,  infantry,  cavalry,  and  six  batteries,  constructed  and  drilled  on 
ihe  French  method.  There  is,  also,  a  small  company  of  marines  joBl  organized 
at  Galatz.  The  langnage  of  this  region  is  Latin  ;  bad  Latin,  it  is  tme,  bat 
I.atin  still. 

The  secret  of  the  language  is  explained  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  prin- 
cipalities once  formed  the  Soman  province  of  Dacia,  a  conquest  of  Trajan.  From 
the  Roman  legion,  then  permanently  settled  here,  come  Doth  the  present  inhab- 
ituita,  who  prondly  call  tbemaelves  Romans,  and  their  Soman  dialect.  The 
Gteekcbarch  oppresses  the  people  by  an  expensive  show  of  religion.  One-third 
of  the  land  in  toe  principalities  is  owned  by  this  church  ;  the  remaining  land  is 
parcelled  out  in  large  estates  among  a  kind  of  feudal  lords  called  bayards.  On 
«flch  estate  dwell  some  three  hundred  peasants  ;  each  peasaut,  who  is  the  head 
of  a  family,  owns  his  mud  hut  and  little  patch  of  ground  independently  of  the 
Uyird,  with  this  siugle  important  exception,  that  he  is  obliged  to  work  sixty- 
five  days  every  year  for  the  lord  of  the  manor. 

In  1855  the  entire  slave  population,  amounting,  perhaps,  to  35,000,  were 
euaiKipBted,  and  slavery  is  now  prohibited  by  law. 

America,  England,  France,  Russia,  Austria,  Italy,  Belgium,  and  Hanseatic 
atul  Free  Cities,  are  represented  by  consuls  at  Galatz,  (the  principal  port  of  the 
principalities,)  and  Prussia,  Sweden,  Norway,  Denmark  and  Holland,  by  vice- 
coDsuli. 


N'o  accurate  rate  of  the  goods  brought  into  the  principalities  can  be  obtained. 
The  imports  are  supplied  in  a  great  measure  by  Austria  and  Great  Britain ;  the 
I'oited  States  imports  nothing  directly.  Austria  supplies  ordinary  woollen 
goods,  all  articles  of  leather,  and  in  fact  all  articles  of  every-day  want ;  Eng- 
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land  furnishes  all  cotton  twist,  gray  cotton  gooia,  and  roagh  iron.  The  importa 
of  Austria  are  double  in  value  those  of  England. 

There  is  a  great  lack  in  the  principalilies  of  those  thousand  little  artidu  ot 
every-day  nse  which  are  found  in  every  American  home  ;  I  am  sure  tJiat  e?nT- 
thing  embraced  under  that  prolific  head  of  "  Yankee  Notioiu  "  would  find  here 
a  ready  sale  and  great  profit.  The  same  is  true  of  ourimproved  agiicnltand  impl^ 
mentd,  if  some  active  American  would  first  teach  the  peasants  to  use  them. 
Ploughs,  horse-rakes  and  threshing  and  winnowing  machines  are  espedall; 
needed  here. 

Again,  it  wonid  seem  we  might  compete  snccessfully  with  England  id  imput- 
ing all  goods  nmnafactured  from  our  own  cotton. 


The  principal  products  of  the  principalities  are  wheat,  Indian  com,  btrlev, 
and  pine  timber,  witb  considerable  qnanlitiee  of  rye  and  some  millet  seed,  coIb 
seed,  be&na,  wool,  and  tallow.  Salt  is  obtained  from  a  salt-mine  near  the  lovn 
of  Ocma.  Gold  was  formerly  washed  from  the  sands  of  the  little  rirer  Biftlu- 
tia,  in  Upper  Moldavia ;  but  the  taking  of  this  precions  metal  from  the  earth  n 
now  forbidden  throughout  the  principalities. 


The  following  table  will  show  the  amount  of  grain  exported  from  the  prin- 
cipalities since  1837  through  their  two  ports,  Gatatz  for  Moldavia,  and  IbraiU 
for  Wallachia.  Comparatively  little  is  exported  in  any  other  way.  The  ulile 
is  made  out  in  imperial  quarters,  eight  bushels  to  one  imperial  quarter.

It  irill  be  noticed  that  the  exportation  of  grain  increaged  quite  lapidlj  from 
1837  to  1844.  The  increase  aince  baa  been  more  gradual.  iTie  large  amouut 
of  grain  exported  in  1855  is  owing  to  the  exportation  of  the  two  previous  years 
btiDg  greatly  impeded  by  the  Crimean  war.  Small  qtumtitiea  of  graia  are  taken 
from  time  to  time  up  the  Dannbe ;  aleo  coosiderable  amounta  of  wheat  and  In- 
dian  am  are  transported  in  vagons  acroee  the  land  frontiers  into  Austria.  No 
«ool  or  tallow  now  goes  down  the  Danube ;  both  are  sent  up  the  Danube,  or 
into  Austria  by  land. 

Some  salt  is  exported  overland  into  Russia.  It  has  been  impossible  for  me 
to  get  any  reliable  account  of  the  exportation  of  pine  timber,  immense  rafts 
of  which  are  constantly  floating  down  the  Danube  during  the  snmmer  months. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  the  timber  used  by  the  French  at  the  Suez  canal  is 
brongit  from  the  fureats  of  Molda-Wallachia. 

Enclasure  Xo.  2  contains  a  detailed  account  of  the  narober  and  tonnage  of  the 
ressei*  of  every  nation  clearing  from  the  Danube  each  year  from  1847  to  1861 , 
inehisire.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  recommended  to  the  carefnl  attention  of 
the  department.  It  is  full  of  information  in  regard  to  the  shipping  of  the  Dannbe, 
UTUiged  in  a  clear  and  methodical  manner.  The  following  statement  shows 
ihe  namber  of  American  vessels  cleared  from  the  Danube  from  the  time  the 
!tais  and  stripes  were  first  flung  out  in  the  river  in  1843  to  1863 :

From  the  Carpathian  mountains  to  the  Black  sea  the  southern  boundary  of 
llie  united  principalities  is  washed  by  the  river  Danube.  For  the  improvement 
laid  superintendence  of  the  navigation  of  this  river,  a  European  commission  of 
the  Danube,  consisting  of  seven  commissioners,  respectively,  representing  £ng- 
land,  France,  Italy,  Prussia,  Rnssia,  Aaatiia,  and  Turkey,  was  constituted  an- 
der  articles  15, 16.  and  others,  at  the  treaty  of  Paris  of  March  31,  1856. 

This  commission  met  at  its  headquarters  at  Gatatz  on  November  4,  1856,  and 
bu  remained  in  activity  ever  since.     This  activity  has  been  directed  in  tl^^. '

Agreeably  to  the  inBtructions  of  the  departmcot,  I  herewith  transmit  a  report 
reepecting  the  present  condition  of  cotton  culture  in  Egypt. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  a  bureau  of  government  statiBtica  it  will  not  be  pc«- 
Bible  to  secure  perfect  accuracy  in  all  my  estimates,  but  it  is  believed  that  they  will 
prove  sufficiently  near  the  truth  for  all  practical  uses. 

Cotton — or  that  variety  known  here  as  the  Belledi  cotton — has  grown  wild  in 
Egypt  from  the  earliest  ages.  Fabrics  of  it  are  mentioned  by  ancient  ■writers  is 
a  common  article  of  drees,  and  it  has  been  found  both  in  a  raw  and  a.  mannfac- 
tnred  state  in  the  wrappings  of  mummies.  It  has  also  been  used  for  ages  is 
stuffing  divans,  beds,  &c.,  a  purpose  for  which  its  elasticity  and  short  staple 
peculiarly  adapt  it.  This  kind  of  cotton  is  little  cultivated  now,  having  been 
replaced  by  the  longer  stapled  and  more  profitable  variety  called  '*  Maki  cotton." 
The  Belledi  was  a  perennial  plant,  and  has  been  known  to  produce  for  fiflj 

About  the  year  ISlO&Iansicur  Tumcl,  a  Frenchman,  discovered  in  the  garden 
of  Sfaho  BeVi  in  Cairo,  a  tree  bearing  cotton.  Maho  Bey  hod  been  governor  of 
Dongola  ana  Sennaar,  and  it  is  supposed  he  hml  brought  this  plant  with  othere 
from  the  upper  country,  though  some  assert  it  came  from  India.  Tnmal,  how- 
ever, reported  bis  discovery  to  HehemetAli,  the  renownedruler  of  Egypt,  by  whose 
order  the  experiment  of  an  extensive  cultivation  was  made.  In  the  year  1820  only 
three  bales  were  shipped  to  Trieste,  with  results  highly  encouraging.  This  wu 
tbc  beginning  of  the  production  of  what  is  now  designated  in  Europe  as  Tomel 
Maki,  or  Egyptian  cotton.  The  success  of  the  trial  under  Tnmel  induced  tbe 
viceroy  to  give  orders  to  the  fellah  cultivators  to  raise  a  certain  portion  of  cot- 
ton on  each  estate,  and  in  the  year  1823  the  crop  amounted  to  about  139.436 
cantars.*  The  fellahs  at  first  complied  reluctantly  with  this  command,  but  their 
unwillingness  soon  disappeared,  and  cotton  has  ever  since  been  the  most  profit- 
able crop  of  the  country. 

I  append  (marked  A)  a  tabular  statement,  derived  from  the  custom-house,  o( 
the  amount  of  the  cotton  exported  yearly  since  the  time  it  has  becume  an  article 
of  foreign  commerce.  It  is  to  he  remarked  that  in  these  tables  very  noticeable 
variations  occur  in  the  amounts  of  difiereut  years.  Sometimes  we  see  a  coa^id- 
erable  increase  in  tbe  season  preceding,  and  sometimes  a  considerable  falling  oS. 
This  is  principallyf  due  to  the  despotic  policy  of  Mehemet  Ali,  who,  from  time 
to  time,  withdrew  the  laborers  from  tbe  soil  to  replenish  his  armies  during  hi* 
ambitious  wars  of  conquest  and  Rubjogatton.  Indeed,  at  one  period,  with  a  pop- 
ulation reduced  by  war  and  pestilence  to  two  millions,  he  muntained,  accoroin^ 
to  official  reports,  an  army  of  127,000  men,  besides  a  reserve  of  irregular  troop* 
amounting  to  42,000.  The  monopoly,  too,  assumed  by  him  of  all  the  prodDcn 
of  the  soil,  which  be  bought  at  his  own  price  and  sold  on  his  own  private 
account,  served  to  discourage  the  cultivators.  Fortunately  the  monopoly  ia 
now  abolished,  as  well  as  the  unwise  restrictions  on  individual  enterprise.

the  yield  of  cotton  in  E^pt  .     t^70(1>jTc 
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Theae  cottoo-lionBe  tablei  represent  an  average  export  dnrins  late  yeart  irf 
betweoi  fiOO.OOO  and  600,000  cautars  annually.  TJnfbrtonately,  tJiese  tables 
being  prepared  at  the  end  of  the  year,  indicate  not  the  crop  of  any  one  eeason, 
but  portions  of  two  seasons ;  the  cotton  year — that  is,  the  twelve  months  which 
indade  the  gathering  and  the  exportation  of  a  single  crop— always  ending  on 
the  30th  day  of  September.  Last  season's  production  of  cotton  (the  largest 
ever  known  here)  amonnted  to  780,000  cantors,*  offwhich  623,000  were  shipped 
to  Bngland.  In  the  appendix  (marked  B)  will  be  fonnd  a  statement  derived 
ftom  the  hoaae  of  Messrs.  Briggs  &  Oo.,  of  this  placet  of  the  amonnt  of  cotton 
in  bales  exported  during  the  last  six  cotton  years,  each  of  such  years  being 
reckoned  from  the  first  <^  October  inclusive.  It  should  be  remarked  that  since 
1859  the  bales  have  averaged  about  five  hundred  poonds  apiece.  For  the  years 
here  nentioaed,  which  precede  1860,  the  average  was  from  350  or  4S0  pounds. 

For  many  years  Henemet  Ali  carried  on  at  a  great  expense  the  system  of 
cotton  mannfactarea  in  Egypt ;  and,  at  one  time,  ibrty-fonr  factories  were  at 
woik,  employing  20,000  operators,  and  consuming  annually  30,000  cantars  of 
cotton  t  VariooB  causes  oontribated  to  the  failure  of  this  enterprise ;  and  it  has 
been  found  cheaper  to  employ  the  fabrics  of  England  or  America  than  to  mann- 
futnie  at  home.  Competition  with  the  organised  industry  and  genius  of  these 
conntries  has  been  so  onsuccessful  as  to  confirm  the  general  impression  that  the 
interest  of  Egypt  lies  exclusively  in  her  agricultural,  and  not  in  her  manoiac- 
tnrii^  telbnraee.  The  vast  factories  reared  by  Hehemet  Ali  have  either  been 
■old  to  private  individuals,  or  are  employed  by  the  government  for  nses  widely 
different  from  the  object  of  their  construction  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  no  cotton 
iabrica  are  now  made  in  Egypt.  Host  of  the  cotton  is  raised  in  the  Delta  and 
Lower  Blgypt,  tboagh  of  late  yean,  by  the  aid  of  stesm-irrignting  machinery, 
the  viceroy,  Ismail  Pacha,  has  cultivated  a  considerable  amount  in  Upper  Egypt 
It  maybe  observed  here  that  the  cotton  gathered  on  the  estates  of  memben  of  tne 
ruling  &mily,  being  raised  under  European  superintendence,  with  special  care, 
it  quoted  under  the  name  of  "  Zawatt"  or  Frioces'  cotton,  and  ordinarily  bean 
the  highest  price  in  the  market  But  .within  the  last  year  or  two  the  stimnlns 
of  h^  prices  has  greatly  improved  the  quality  of  iellah  cotton,  and  the 
difference  is  less  manifest  than  formerly.  The  present  viceroy  has  been  very 
■Dcoeasfhl  as  a  planter,  having  sold,  it  is  stated,  during  the  past  year,  30,000 
cantars,  which  lealiaed  him  one  million  of  dollan.  In  planting,  die  method 
found  hy  experience  to  be  best  is  to  sow  the  cotton  every  year  and  to  rotate  the 
erope.  The  lands  best  adapted  to  cultivation  are  those  which  require  artificial 
irrigation.  In  some  cases  Uie  process  is  performed  by  steam-pumps,  bat  com- 
raonly  the  sakia,  a  water-wheel  turned  by  cattle,  or  by  the  shadoo,  a  balanced 
pole  with  a  goat-skin  bucket  at  one  end  and  a  lump  of  clay  as  a  connterpoise 
at  the  other,  the  bucket  being  lifted  by  a  man.  The  ploughing  begins  very 
early  in  the  spring.  About  the  middle  of  March  the  Imiu  is  irrinted,  and 
after  it  becomes  sufficiently  dry  it  is  tilled  again  and  sown  early  in  Kay.  On 
some  estate*  the  land  is  tilled  four  times  before  and  four  times  after  irrigation. 
The  aeed  is  planted  in  rows  about  three  feet  apart  The  plants  are  watered  as 
many  as  fbmr  times  during  their  growth.  Every  thirty  days  they  are  weeded. 
As  a  mle,  but  not  invariably,  mannie  is  not  used,  the  Nile  being  the  sole 
fertQiso'^    ^^  maanre  of  cattle  doabtless  enhances  the  productiveneBB  of  the

Enrpose  it  is  mixed  with  chopped  Btraw  and  then  dried.  For  the  growth  of 
adian  com  it  IB  commnn  to  apply  a  dressing  from  the  dust  of  the  streets,  the 
rubbish  heaps  of  the  villages,  and  the  nitrons  scrapings  of  the  earthen  floors  at 
hats  and  stables,  to  enrich  and  lighten  the  stiff  alluvial  clay  depositml  hy  the 
inundation.  In  September  the  picking  commences,  unless  retaraed  by  the  un- 
favorable wealher,  which  seHom  happens,  the  only  scourge  of  the  crop  beine 
an  occasional  blighting  dew.  Fifteen  or  eighteen  pounds  in  weight  it  eoatviend 
a  good  day's  work  for  a  man,  and  three  cantars  are  a  fair  averse  yield  per 
acre,  though  sometimes  six,  seven,  and  even  eight  are  attained.  Every  tifutn 
days  the  picking  ia  renewed,  and  each  plant  supplies  aboot  a  pound  and  ■ 
quarter  in  a  season.  The  cotton  is  then  dried  and  put  into  hales,  and  is  ready 
'to  be  ginned.  Sometimes  in  their  haste  the  fellahs  dry  by  means  of  ovens,  t 
process  which  gives  a  yellowish  hue  and  weakens  the  staple. 

For  the  work  of  ginning,  nntil  the  last  five  yean,  the  old-fashioned  dnlib  <a 
Egyptian  hand-gin  was  nnivenwlly  employed.  This,  however,  is  rapidly  goiitg 
out  of  USB  in  consequence  of  the  saperioritr  of  the  Macarthy  ateam-gin,  which, 
though  ordinarily  manufactured  in  England,  is,  like  the  saw-gin,  the  invention  of 
an  American.  For  a  long  time  a  prejudice  existed  against  cleaning  by  aoj 
kind  of  improved  mncbinery  from  abroad,  the  saw-gin  having  proved  to  be  bnrt- 
flil  and  not  adapted  to  the  long  staple  of  Egyptian  cotton.  Bat  the  suitmoritj 
and  thoroughness  of  the  Macarthy  gin,  when  iu  competent  hands,  faaafiissipaied 
this  objection.  The  advantage  of  this  invention  over  the  saw-gin.  which  is  only 
suited  to  short-stapled  cotton,  ia  that,  when  properly  attended  to,  it  does  not  cnt 
the  staple.  It  also  preserves  the  lustrous  whiteness  so  characteristic  of  Egyptian 
cotton,  but  so  liable  to  be  spoiled  by  the  slow  manipulations  reqnit«d  in  woikin| 
the  dulab. 

NcEirly  eighty  Bteam-g^nning  establisbmeDts  have  been  put  np  within  the  last 
two  years,  each  of  thero  running  from  25  to  300  gins.  These  large  brick 
factories,  and  the  incessant  smoke  of  their  tall  chimneysi  are  now  a  cooimoa 
sight  Id  all  parts  of  Lower  Egypt.  Although  working  day  and  night,  they  have 
mudi  more  than  they  can  do  to  dispose  of  the  cotton  brought  to  them  by  tbe 
fellah  cultivators,  all  anxious  to  hasten  their  crop  to  the  Alexandria  markM  sod  ^ 
take  advantage  of  the  bi^h  prices  ruling  there.  During  the  past  season  I  bive 
■ecu  many  of  these  establishments  along  both  branches  of  the  Nile  oitirely 
barricaded  with  bags  of  cotton  w^tine  to  be  cleaned.  Each  gin  cleans  ^muI 
two  cantara  iu  twenty-four  hours.  The  proprietors  chai«e  frona  one  to  four 
dollars  a  cantar  for  ginning,  taking  in  adaition  the  seed  they  separate  from  it, 
which  is  ordinarily  worth  twice  as  much  more.  This  seed,  which  constitaKs 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  wei^t  of  nnginned  Egyptian  cotton,  has  of  liK 
years  been  especially  valued  on  account  of  the  fine  oil  for  machinery,  as  well  u 
the  nutritive  cattle  food  obtained  from  the  residue  after  pressure.  During  ilx 
last  six  months  (as  I  have  said  in  a  former  despatch)  its  price  has.  at  times, 
exceeded  that  of  wheat,  although  a  few  years  ago  the  surplus  over  tbe  amount 
needed  for  sowing  was  usually  burnt  as  fuel.  A  well-iufonned  mOTchant  in 
Alexandria  declares  the  opinion  that  during  the  past  two  Tears  these  enterpriaea 
have  repaid  their  capital  besides  yitlding  an  annual  dividend  of  for^  per  cent 
This  is,  perhaps,  an  overestimate,  but  from  a  detailed  statement  of  the  yeaHj 
outlay  and  profits  of  a  lai^  ginning  establishment  furnished  to  me  by  the 
proprietor,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  most  of  them  have  more  than. repaid  tbe 
original  investment. 

After  having  been  ginned  the  cotton  is  packed  in  bales,  ordinarily  of  500 
pouudp,  by  hydraulic  presses,  and  is  thus  ready  to  be  sent  by  boat  or  railway  to 
Alexandria  for  sale  and  exporta^on  to  Europe. 

Such  is  the  demand  for  labor  in  cultivatioa  and  cleaning,  that  within  a  yeii 
wages  have  doubled.    At  a  cotton-ginning  establishment  in  Mansurah  the  aigkt 
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apentiTe  receives  abont  one  English  BhillJnK  ■  Anyt  and  the  hoy  or  eirl  who 
irorks  by  day-light  About  half  as  mnch.  The  compensation  of  field  hands  is 
1m8,  but  has  risen  in  the  same  proportion.  The  works  on  the  Bnes  canal,  where 
u  able-bodied  man  can  gain  abont  a  (nmc  a  day,  had  to  snatain  the  increased 
rate  of  wages.  Nothing  conld  more  clearly  show  the  improved  condition  of  the 
fellahs  in  Kgypt  than  to  contrast  these  facts  with  the  statement  of  the  late  Hr. 
Oliddon,  formerly  United  States  consul  in  Cairo,  that  in  1841  the  average  nM 
iacome  of  an  Arab  laborer  was  twopence-halfpenny  a  day. 

In  quality  Egyptian  cotton  is  noted  for  the  fineness  and  lengUi  of  the  staple 
ud  in  the  mano&ctnre  of  a  certain  class  of  fabrics.  When  there  is  a  deficiency 
of  sea-island  cotton,  it  is  often  advantageonsly  mixed  with  a  sahstitute  for  it. 
Id  price.it  tanks  second  to  it,  the  best  Egjrptian  being  abont  one-half  the  valne 
of  the  lea-isIand.  At  different  times  the  cnltnre  of  the  seo-istand  variety  haa 
been  introdnced  in  Egypt,  and  with  considerable  Hnecesa.  Bnt  its  rapid 
degeneration  reqniring  the  importation  of  fresh  seed  every  year,  the  greater  care 
iKcesaaiy  {or  its  cultivation,  and,  as  is  commonly  believed,  the  comparative 
RDuUseM  of  the  crops,  have  disconraged  the  experiment,  notwithstanding  the 
bigiier  price  realized  for  it.  An  experienced  English  [^nt«r,  living  in  Egypt, 
iifomu  me,  however,  of  a  successful  trial  made  by  himself  a  few  years  ago  in 
ming  lea-island  seed,  where  the  yield  was  575  pounds  of  clean  cotton  per  acre. 
The  cost  of  cultivation  per  acre,  he  says,  was  a  little  less  than  seven  dollars. 
Habia  Pacha,  brother  of  the  lata  viceroy,  has  recently  made  a  small  expert- 
mem  of  growing  from  the  seed  of  die  short-stapled  New  Orleans  cotton,  and 
the  ooe  l»le  which  he  sent  to  Liverpool  bronght  in  January  of  this  year  twenty- 
W  ^Qce  a  pound.  Had  the  quantity  been  somewhat  larger,  the  purchasers,  it 
'»  itated,  would  have  added  twopence  a  pound  to  the  price.  New  Orleans 
Mtton  on  the  day  of  the  sale  at  Liverpool  was  quoted  from  twenty  to  twenty-six 
pence  a  pound.  The  same  accomplisned  and  enterprising  prince  informed  me, 
1  few  days  ago,  that  he  woe  expecting  ten  tons  of  New  Orleans  seed,  to  be  tried 
on  bis  estates  in  upper  Egypt.  In  his  experiment  this  seed  prodaced  abont  one- 
fouth  leas  than  the  Egyptian,  Bnt  from  other  soarces  I  learn  that  littlo 
eipense  for  artificial  irrigation  is  required  for  its  growth,  and  the  cotton  pro- 
duced being  more  suited  to  the  ordinary  manufacturing  machinery,  is  more  ia 
demand  than  the  finer-stapled  variety  commonly  raised  in  this  country. 

The  price  of  cotton,  as  I  have  frequently  observed  in  former  despatches,  has 
t>««>i  greatly  affected  by  recent  events  in  the  United  States.  Before  the  out- 
break of  tha  southern  insurrection  fair  cotton  in  the  Alexandria  market  was 
? noted  from  til  to  tl3  the  cantar,  which  rate  did  not  greatly  increase  until 
'ch)ber,  1861,  when  it  rose  to  S18  and  819.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  fell  to 
■boot  $15.  After  the  settlement  of  the  Trent  affair  prices  recovered,  and  be- 
tween June  and  October,  1862,  it  was  worth  about  S45.  It  then  fell ;  but 
dnring  the  last  two  months  it  has  ranged  from  t30  to  S40,  the  quotation  to-day 
bebg  $30  for  fair.  A  large  part  of  the  land  formerly  cultivat«d  in  Egypt  is 
to-day  sterile.  Of  the  seven  mouths  of  the  Nile  existing  in  ancient  times,  but 
two  remain ;  and  there  are  traces  in  the  desert  of  many  canals  of  irrigation 
which  are  now  abandoned.  Of  conrse  the  banks  of  these  disused  water-courses 
were  once  clothed  with  verdure,  for  in  Egypt  water  invariably  produces  fer- 
tility. The  population  of  Egypt,  which  anciently  was  estimated  at  8,000,000, 
had  been  reduced  by  wan,  pestilence,  and  misgovemment,  within  the  present 
century,  to  abont  3,000,000.  It  may  reasonably  be  set  down  at  this  time  between 
Jbnr  and  five  millions ;  and  there  are  various  signs,  such  aa  the  rapid  growth  of 
villages  on  ^e  lines  of  travel,  the  great  number  of  small  children  everywhere 
seen,  and  the  exemption  of  the  country  for  many  years  from  war  and  destructive 
e(iidemica,  of  a  continnoua  increase.  Cmnsequent  on  this  is  a  steady  augmenta- 
tion of  the  area  of  cnltiralion  by  the  reopening  of  old  canals  and  the  di^sg  of 
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The  Snez  Canal  Gompany  hare  eDlarged  and  extended  ■  ray  andantiiirt- 
gable  canal  of  Nile  wat^,  Zagatej,  ninniiig  east  to  Tenisah  on  the  line  <^  tbor 
tonte,  which,  taming  aonthwardly,  will  be  completed  next  inmmei  u  &i  u 
Snez,  thuB  rendering  cultivable  a  strip  of  desert  Bbntchiug  seTen^-fire  nuln. 
Tfaia  tract  ia  eagerly  aoaght  by  Bedonina,  who  desire  to  abandon  thdr  uomidK 
liie  for  the  more  profitable  puienit  of  cotton  culture.  Part  of  the  teiritoty  ben 
mentioned  was  known  in  ancient  times  as  the  frnitfiil  land  of  Ooshen,  ocenpM 
by  tbe  brothers  of  Joseph,  then  prime  minister  of  one  of  the  Pharaohi.  Tht 
Bnea  Company  have  also  rescned  from  tbe  Salt  Lake  Menzaleb,  along  ibe  line 
of  their  anfinished  maritime  canal,  many  tbonsand  acres  of  rich,  black  soil,  whkk 
on  expoHore  to  air  and  fresh  water-irrigation  is  expected  to  fertilize. 

In  a  few  places  on  the  western  border  of  tbe  Nue  valley  tbe  shifting  Budi  of 
tbe  desert  have  encroached  on  tbe  domain  of  cultivation.  Bnton  thewbckths 
tendency  is  decidedljr  the  other  way,  and  the  allavion  eaina  on  the  detot 
Scientific  observation  has  establieb^  the  fact  that  the  bed  of  the  Nile  and  the 
valley  on  each  side  of  it  have  always  progresaiTely  risen  at  a  rate  variomlj 
estimated  from  three  and  a  half  to  six  incAes  in  a  centnry ;  *  and,  ai  Sir  Omdon 
Wilkinson  saggests,  such  a  perpendicnlar  rise  of  tbe  water  neceitaarilj  eaoses  it 
to  flow  to  a  greater  distance  over  an  open  space  to  the  east ;  and  here  it  WJ 
not  be  inappropriate  to  cite  the  same  anthor's  historic  illnatratioDa  of  tUi  doe- 
trine.  Tbe  allnvial  plain  of  Thebes,  on  the  westcra  shore  of  the  Nile,  be  07*1 
"in  tbe  time  of  Amnnopb  III,  or  abont  fonrteen  hundred  yean  before  our  en, 
was  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  its  present  breadth,  and  the  atatoM  of  tkit 
monarch,  aronnd  which  tbe  allnvial  mna  has  aceomnlated  to  tbe  height  of  neutT 
seven  feet,  are  based  on  tbe  sand  that  once  extended  some  distance  befiMttbem. 
This  at  once  explains  why  tbe  ancient  Egyptians  were  constantly  oUiffd  to 
raise  moands  round  the  old  towns  to  prevent  their  being  overwhelmed  by  tb> 
inundation  of  the  Nile,  tbe  increaaed  height  of  it«  rise,  which  took  place  m*  > 
certain  number  of  years,  keeping  pace  with  the  gradual  elevation  of  the  bed  cf 
the  river." — Ancient  Egyptians,  cliapter  V. 

Altboagb,  from  varions  causes,  such  as  insecnri^  of  property  and  polilial 
misfortunes  wbicb  it  is  needless  to  mention,  there  is  lees  land  cnltiv^ed  m* 
than  when  Egypt  wss  densely  populated,  there  is  obviously  more  land  nhtA  * 
ailtieable — that  is,  more  land  witbin  reach  of  irrigation — than  at  any  fbnaer  period. 
And  if  this  advantage  be  skilfully  improved,  a  larger  popntation  can  be  al  ibe 
present  day  supported  than  in  tbe  most  proper  days  of  antiquity. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  common  observers  that  in  the  article  of  cotton  Egy]** 
not  cultivated  to  more  than  one-fifth  of  its  capadty.  Immense  tnritama  ff 
desert  could  easily  be  reclaimed  to  fertility  by  the  introduction  of  ennali;  ao^ 
it  is  even  proposed  by  English  capitalists  to  ndlice  the  vast  marshes  ancieatly 
the  site  of  flourishing  provinces  surrounding  Alexandria,  by  drawing  off  tbe  nil 
water  which  has  so  long  covered  them.  By  the  government  survey  of  tbe  yesi 
1843  tbe  following  result  was  obtained  :

In  his  Toluable  meoioir  dd  the  geological  hUlory  of  Eg^pt,  puUiebed  in  tSM,  in  Ifae  f^

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Hov  TOKay  of  these  "imcaltiTated "  acres  ue  cnltirable  the  official  earvty 
ftOi  to  tell  QB ;  but  my  learned  friend  Hekekyan  Bej,  who  has  passed  ft  life  of 
■dentific  labor  ia  the  service  of  the  Egyptian  goTernment,  estimates  that  the 
entire  extent  of  land  within  reach  of  inundation,  and  therefore  cnltivable,  ia 
6,000,000  Uii  millions)  acres,  of  which  only  one-half  is  cultivated.  Nothing 
bottliedoDDlingnf  her  population,  or  the  unirersal  use  of  steam-power  and  labor> 
siriug  machinery,  can  test  the  full  agricnltural  capacity  of  Egypt.  In  short, 
for  this  purpose,  Egypt  is  at  this  moment  in  want  of  an  accession  c^  fonr  millions 
af  iflricmtaral  laborers. 

When  we  consider  that  most  of  the  enltivahle  land  is  adapted  for  the  growth 
<>f  nttoQ,  and  that  hardly  more  than  300,000  acres  are  devoted  to  Uiis  object,  it 
ii  dear  that  the  breadth  of  cotton  cultnra  conld  be  greaUy  enlarged  without  in> 
Bonreniendy  lessening  the  prodnction  of  the  cereal  and  other  important  staplei 
of  the  eoDntry.  It  may  here  be  observed  that  in  the  mai^ets  of  Europe  Egyy- 
tiu  grain,  from  its  inferior  quality,  commands  a  less  price  than  die  gram  of  the 
United  8utes  or  of  Russia.  For  the  same  reason,  in  England,  it  is  prinupolly 
>nd  in  disdlleries  of  ardent  spirits. 

The  prwent  viceroy  has  manif^ted  a  purpose  to  enconrage  in  every  way  th« 
mitore  of  cotton,  and  his  nnsnrpassed  practical  experience  in  Egyptian  agricnl- 
bue  affords  an  ossnrsnce  that  bis  measares  will  he  jndtcions  and  effective.  In  4 
copveisation  a  fbw  days  since  he  expressed  to  me  the  opinion  that  the  crop  of 
thii  aeason  will  be  forty  per  cent,  greater  than  that  of  the  preceding. 

Besides  a  lareer  population,  another  important  reqaisite  lor  an  increased  cot- 
1<H1  culture  in  tkv  rainless  country  of  Egypt  is  a  more  extensive  irrigation. 
^he  barrage,  n  raet  stone  stmcture  at  the  head  of  the  Delta,  built  on  the  Nile 
in  order  to  secure  a  more  eqaal  distribntion  of  its  water,  and  to  maintain  a  supply 
Ibr  the  lateral  canals,  when  the  period  of  inundation  has  passed,  ia  a  costly  at- 
tempt in  this  direction  ;  nor  has  it  been  altogether  without  benefit  in  keeping 
uniformly  fall  ?ome  of  the  existing  canals  which  were  formerly  dry  or  ill-snp- 
plied  for  a  part  of  the  year.  The  barrage,  however,  was  but  a  part  of  a  com- 
prefaenrive  system  of  irrigation  planned  by  Mehemet  Ati,  which  contemplated 
the  digring  of  large  caniJs  on  either  side  of  the  river  to  distribute  the  waters 
dammea  np  by  it,  bnt  which,  unfortunately,  was  abandoned  at  his  death,  and 
IhoB  the  fall  advantage  of  the  scheme  has  never  been  realized. 

The  steam  pump  which  is  employed  by  the  larger  proprietors  has  proved  on 
hnportant  auxiliary  in  irrigation,  and  it  is  suggested  that  a  movable  machine 
of  this  kind  ntight  be  of  use  to  many  of  the  less  extensive  cultivators.  A  cheap 
Isbor-iaviiig  pump,  worked  by  hand,  is  also  much  needed,  to  supersede  the  more 
wttly  sakia  or  water-wheel,  which  requires  the  labor,  on  an  average,  of  two  cat- 
tle and  one  man.  Twenty- five  years  ago,  Linant  Bey,  a  leading  engbeer  in 
Mehemet  All's  service,  reckoned  that  in  addition  to  the  almost  innamerable 
shadoofs,  there  were  in  Lower  Egypt  alone  60,000  sakias,  worked  at  an  annual 
expense  of  .€6S0,000 ;  what  it  ia  now  I  cannot  accurately  jadge,  but  it  must 
have  vastly  augmenteid  with  the  object  of  reducing  the  expense  of  irrigation. 
The  viceroy  has  just  complied  with  my  suggestion  in  ordering  some  experi- 
ments to  be  made  with  a  cheap  and  simply  constructed  pump,  invented  bv  a 
Boston  engineer,  which  is  said  to  raise,  with  the  labor  of  one  man,  100  gallons 
p^  minute.  This,  if  succesBful,  is  manifestly  a  great  improvement  on  the  ordi- 
liKY  sbodoof,  by  which  one  man  con  only  raise  one. fourteenth  ef  the  quantity 
in  the  same  time. 

A  serious  obstacle  to  agricultural  prc^;ress  in  Egypt  is  the  nee,  by  the  fellahs, 
of  the  antiquated  implements  of  husnandry,  which  are  esBentiolly  the  same  as 
those  employed  by  the  ancient  Egyptians  thousands  of  years  ago.  It  is  gener- 
ally admitted  that  these  ploughs,  which  rather  scratch  than  upheave  the  soil, 
and  these  uncouth  clod-crushers,  might  advantageously  be  msplaced  by  the 
Strong  and  light  ploughs  and  harrows  which  can  be  imported  from  the  United 
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States  &t  a  lov  jet  remtmerating  price.  Tbe  sbeence  of  these,  and  of  odier 
timple  inventione  of  the  kind,  affords  a  profitable  opportonit;  for  American  cap- 
ital and  euterpriae. 

"In  no  country,"  said  Herodotus,  when  describing  Egypt,  "do  Ihey  gather 
their  seed  with  eo  little  labor;"  and  the  remark  is  nearly  as  true  now  aa  it  wu 
in  the  days  of  the  historian,  centuries  before  the  Christian  era.  As  was  ancientl/ 
declared  by  another  Greek  writer,  they  are  still  "  content  with  having  sUght 
farrows,  with  light  ploughs,  on  the  soitace  of  the  land."  Bnt  when  the  land,  u 
has  happened  in  Lower  Egypt,  and  the  Delta,  ^m  the  despotic  appropriatioB 
and  thriftless  bnsbandry  of  former  rulers,  has  become  what  is  called  aladitk,  and 
gone  to  waste,  these  "light  plonghs"  ore  powerless  to  improve  it.  VilIagea,foT 
example,  often  being  deprived  of  laborers  to  fomisb  recroits  for  foreign  wan, 
were  at  one  time  appropriated  by  the  government,  and  its  lands  exploited  by  a 
short-sighted  and  ruinous  system  of  agriculture,  from  the  effects  of  which  the 
countTy  still  suffers.  In  order  to  have  an  uninterrupted  succession  of  crops,  the 
inundation  was  excloded  by  dykes,  irrigation  being  supplied  from  the  biaekish 
water  of  wells.  The  deposit  of  salt  after  evaporation,  added  to  that  which  would 
be  poshed  to  the  surface  oy  the  upward  filtration  of  the  Nile,  would  soon  convert 
a  once  fruitAiI  tract  into  a  desert,  where  nothing  would  grow  but  a  rank  crop  of 
"halfa,"  a  deep-rooted,  tough  gross,  which,  with  tbe  ordinary  farming  implementi 
of  Egypt,  it  is  almost  impossiole  to  extirpate.  It  has  thus  been  cousiaered  an 
nnprofitable  undertaking  to  attempt  to  improve  these  barren  lands,  raised  as  they 
frequently  are  by  the  depoBits  left  by  former  growths  of  this  pestilent  gra«!>, 
above  the  level  of  inundation,  and  frvm  this  cause  one-half  of  the  delta  ia  said 
to  be  uncultivated. 

The  agency  of  steam  has,  however,  at  last  been  employed  in  the  worii  of  re- 
storing fertilitv,  and  with  signal  enccess.  The  tenaciousand  matted  roots  of  the 
"  halfa,"  whicn  resist  tbe  ntmost  efforts  of  ploughs  drawn  by  oxen,  are,  by  the 
Steam-plongh,  cut  up  without  difficulty. 

The  fellah  cultivators  are  obliged  to  pay  the  government  tax  in  advance,  and, 
OS  they  usually  expend  their  gains  to  enlu'ge  their  lands,  they  ate  accnstomed 
to  borrow  money  on  the  security  of  the  coming  crop.  This  they  formerly  got 
from  Levantine  usnrers  at  an  interest  of  from  three  to  five  p^  cent  a  month,  and 
I  have  known  instances  where  even  seven  per  cent,  a  month  was  given  ;  bnt 
within  the  last  year,  in  consequence  of  an  unusual  flux  of  money  and  other 
cauHes,  the  rate  bos  greatly  declined,  and  it  will,  probably,  never  again  attain 
such  an  excessive  height  as  heretofore.  The  security  offered  is  almost  invaria- 
bly good,  for  the  summary  forms  of  justice  adopted  by  the  Egyptian  gwreni- 
ment  compel  a  prompt  fulfilment  of  contracts,  and  do  not  tolerate  the  vexatuos 
delays  which  attend  litigation  in  Christian  countries. 

I  subjoin  here  what  f  have  reason  to  deem  an  exact  statement  of  the  coat  ot 
cultivating  a  single  acre  with  cotton.  It  is  furnished  me  by  a  successful  planter 
at  Hansanab,  in  Lower  Egypt ;  but  tbe  items  are  upon  a  scale  of  expense  con- 
siderably larger  than  is  necessary  in  some  of  the  other  districts :

As,  thei^fore,  an  acre  in  Konsanah  yields  an  averase  of  four  eanlsis,  t^  ex* 
pense  for  nusing  one  cantar  will  amonnt,  according  to  ttie  foregoing  statexoent,  to 
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fix  doUan ;  tvo  English  ehillinga  rnntt  be  added  for  transportation  by  nulway 
or  b«al  to  the  Alexandria  market,  where  the  price  has  ranged  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  say  from  $30  to  S4S  the  cantar.  With  such  a  mai^in  of  profit 
&m  can  be  little  doubt  that  before  many  yean  the  cotton  planters  of  Egypt 
vill  furnish  their  fall  quota  to  supply  the  necessities  of  the  worid.

The  fellowins  itatement  is  tokni  from  Mr.  Homer's  Geological  Hemoin  on 
the  ■■  AllnvUl  Land  of  Egypt,"  pnbliBhed  in  the  Fhikwophic^  Tnuuactiona  of 
the  Rojal  Bociety,  London,  185S: 

All  die  Nile  mnd,  properly  to  called,  hu  at  one  time  or  other  been  nupended 
in  its  VBter«.  I  was,  therefore,  deairona  that  an  experiment  should  be  made  to 
ascertain  the  qnantity  of  solid  matter  held  in  snspenaion  in  the  water,  at  a  giroi 
place  near  Cairo.  Having  commnnicated  my  wish  to  Mr.  Htursy,  he  preniled 
upon  Dr.  Abbott,  a  physician  long  resident  at  Cairo,  to  undertake  the  inquiry. 
I  then  described  the  procesa  and  apparatas  by  which  1  had,  in  the  year  1832, 
aacertained  the  amount  of  solid  matter  held  in  suspension  in  the  water  of  the 
Rhine,  and  requested  that  a  similar  proceea  should  oe  followed.  Dr.  Abbott's 
account  of  his  experiment  contained  in  a  letter  to  me,  dated  Cairo,  the  IStb  of 
December,  IBfiO,  is  as  follows: 

"  I  began  your  experiment  on  the  Ist  of  October,  and  on  that  day  I  took  sn 
imperial  gallon  of  water  from  the  Nile  at  the  depth  of  twenty  feet,  and  at  that 
part  of  the  river  opposite  the  Transit  wharf  at  Baitak.  The  current  is  there 
very  strong,  and  the  water  is  not  likely  to  have  any  of  the  dirt  or  filth  that  mi^t 
possibly  be  mixed  with  it  lower  down,  where  a  large  number  of  boats  are  col- 
lected. I  took  one  gallon  of  water  daily  for  ten  days,  which  I  pat  into  another 
filter  and  left  covered,  until  it  became  perfectly  dry,  and  then  pat  it  into  a  paper, 
kept  it  until  a  week  ago,  when  I  weighed  it  and  found  the  qtumtity  to  be  18j 
drachms — apothecaries'  weight,  1,110  gntins.  I  am  now  endeavoring  to  dry  it  in 
a  cake,  or  rather  to  bake  it  in  the  form  of  a  Bnall  brick,  to  send  to  von." 

I  weighed  the  little  brick  sent  to  me  accurately  on  the  llth  of  May,  1851, 
and  found  it  to  be  1,106  grains,  so  that  the  solid  matter  held  in  suspension  it 
110.6  grains  in  an  imperial  gallon.  An  analysis  of  this  solid  matter  was  mtde 
at  the  Royal  Collie  of  Chemistry  in  London  by  Mr.  Brazier,  under  the  saytt- 
intendence  of  Dr.  Uafman,  and  yielded  the  following  results :

*    *    It  appears  that  the  quantity  of  cotton  reported  in  appendix  B  of  my 
despatch  No.  31,  as  reported  from  Egypt  dnring  1862,  only  reprcsenla  ahont 
the  third  of  the  crop  actually  raised,  the  whole  amount  of  the  ginned  cottoB 
produced  last  season  beiag  nearly  fifteen  hundred  thousand  ginned  eantars. 

This  year  the  breadth  of  land  declared  by  the  local  oflSceiB  of  the  govern- 
ment to  be  sown  with  cotton  is  seven  hundred  thousand  acres,  promisiDg  th« 
tmprecedented  yield  of  from  two  millions  to  twenty-fin  ttunand  i 
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The  Nile  Ims  riBen  higher  thie  season  than  for  many  years ;  bat  the  canala 
•ue  BO  clean,  and  the  viceroy  haa  taken  snch  precaution!,  that  the  fear  of  a  de- 
itmctiTe  innndation  haa  abnoBt  passed  away.  Bnch  an  accident  would  min 
both  the  cotton  and  Indian  com,  (the  tatter  toe  principal  food  crop  of  the  conn- 
tiy.)  The  cotton  will  be  ready  to  commence  gathering  by  the  middle  of  the 
present  month.

t  regret  to  be  nnable  to  forward  a  Htisfactoiy  report  of  the  state  of  the  com* 
CKrce  of  Greece,  as,  on  account  of  the  nnsettled  state  of  the  coantry,  no  re- 
ports have  been  poblished  since  1861,  and  becanse  those  statistics  that  do  exist 
we  now  nndergoing  revision  for  the  press,  and  I  cannot,  therefore,  have  access 
to  them. 

The  last  rear  opened  with  the  insnrrection  of  Naupli^,  and  was  marked  by 
fieqnent  outbreaks  in  different  portioos  of  the  state,  and  the  expulsion  of  tjie 
nhsg  monarch,  and  was  closed  with  the  establisbment  of  the  revolutionary 
aod  temporary  govenment  of  the  national  assembly,  and  was  also,  necee5arily> 
rasped  oy  a  serious  decline  in  trade. 

The  p<nt  of  Syra  was  most  seriously  affected  by  these  cansee,  as  also  by  the 
high  prieea  of  cotton  fabrics,  which  have  been  the  principal  articlo)  of  imports- 

tiOD. 

The  importations  of  Pinens  are  nearly  np  to  the  usual  amount  from  the  in- 
troduction of  arms  and  gas  fixtures  to  the  value  of  about  2,000,000  francs. 

The  principal  trade  of  Patras  consists  of  exports,  and  the  distance  of  that 
port  from  the  more  immediate  centres  of  excitement  is  the  cause  which  accounts 
fiv  its  oontinned  commercial  prosperity. 

The  current  yield  of  1862  wfea  very  good,  though  deteriorated  in  quality  by 
^  long  drought,  which  gave  rise  to  three  distinctions  in  quality,  viz :  the  se- 
lecud,  about  quarter  of  the  entire  crop ;  the  medium,  half;  and  the  ordinary 
quarter.  The  average  prices  were,  for  the  selected,  tS4  for  1,000  pounds  Vene- 
tisQ;  middling.  tZO  25;  ordinary,  tl6  20.  The  whole  of  this  crop  was  ex- 
ported mostly  to  England,  its  value  being  abont  8,IdO,000  francs. 

The  current  yield  of  tliis  year  was  even  better  than  that  of  1862,  bat  was 
ninch  injured  by  showers  which  fell  white  the  fruit  was  caring.  The  price  has 
been  from  «18  to  <3JS  per  1 ,000  pounds. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  dnties  since  last  year.  The  following 
tihle  indndes  the  most  ordinary  articles  of  export  and  thcor  duUes :

*  *  The  tonnage  and  exports  of  thia  half  year  will  be  largely  in  esecH 
of  any  other  half  year,  particalirly  in  the  valuable  articles  of  silk  and  tea. 

The  average  freights  to  San  Fraocieco  bare  been,  aa  near  aa  I  can  lean, 
tl2perton;  to  New  York,  tSO  per  ton.  There  have  been  no  changes  the  p»t 
year  in  relation  to  the  prohibition  of  exports ;  nor  any  change  ia  pririlc^  of 
importations  or  restrictions  thereon.  The  only  tonnage  dues  are  entry  and 
clearance  fee  of  each  foreign  yessel  to  the  cuetom-hooae  anthoridea  ;  no  wharf- 
age, dock,  trade,  or  city  dues ;  no  ganging,  weighing,  or  local  taxes. 

Tbe  usual  terms  of  purchase  and  sole  are  cash.  No  credit,  in  the  oidiiurj 
sense  of  tbe  term.  No  credit,  no  discounts  for  cash.  Host  business  done  ken— 
purchaaiog  and  selling  of  goods — ia  for  bouses  in  China,  by  their  own  agMiB 
sent  bere,  or  by  other  foreign  correspondents  residing  here,  doing  business  ex- 
clusively M  commission  bouses.  Ordinary  commissions  3}  per  cent.,  aometiniefl 
5  per  cent.  There  are  no  bounties  on  exports.  Commissions  are  paid  as  agiwd, 
but  never  but  by  one  party — buyer  or  seller,  as  may  be  agreed.  The  Ji^muww 
dealers  in  silks,  teas,  &C.,  &c.,  do  most  of  their  business  throng  Japanese 
brokers,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  this  brokerage  system  is  more  extensively 
nracticed  here  in  all  ramifications  of  business'  Uian  in  any  other  country  ve 
Jiow  anything  about  Tbe  Japanese  trade  bas  none  but  foreign  vesseli  ca- 
gaged  in  transportation.  It  is  said,  however,  that  they  are  about  to  experi- 
ment in  direct  exportation  between  tbe  ports  of  Nagasaki  and  Hakodadi  sad 
Shaogbai,  in  China,  and  that  they  have  purchased  forugn  vessels,  both  eUob 
and  sail,  for  tbie  purpose.  Goods  are  purchased  here  and  sent  to  China  for  le- 
shipment  to  the  Lniced  States ;  no  impart  or  export  duty  is  chained  on  then  in 
China.  The  expenses  of  transhipment  depend  upon  whether  la&deid  or  trans- 
ferred from  one  vesael  to  another,  and  I  cannot  give  the  cost  of  utlier  aatis&t- 
torily. 

Tbe  rate  of  excbsnge  on  New  York  is  uncertain  and  flnctnating,  suod  at  tk 
present  time  it  would  be  impossible  to  qnote  any  rate  between  here  and  Nr« 
York,  either  on  government  or  bonkers'  huls  of  exchange,  or  exchange  on  billf 
of  lading ;  and  will  continue  so  while  exchange  between  tbe  United  States  and 
England  is  so  changeable,  and  the  price  of  specie  advancing  and  fietitktos. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  wareboose  system.  I  am  endeavoring  to  gM 
the  anthorities  to  establish  a  general  warehousing  system,  but  witk  what  sac- 
cess  remains  to  be  seen.  Thedifficulty  of  lighterage  iaconsiderable.  bat  I  bop^ 
in  coimexion  with  the  other  consuls  of  the  treaty  powers,  to  get  it  Modified. 
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Tbe  sanitKiy  reg;nIationB  are  tlie  same  as  tbey  ever  bave  been  to  all  bottoms, 
eicept  aa  to  vewele  coming  from  ports  in  China,  whicb,  in  the  event  of  having 
choleia  or  infections  dieeaseB  on  board,  are  required  to  anchor  below  natil  a 
health  cerdGcate  is  prodnced  from  a  resident  physician  here. 

I  am  endeavoring  to  get  tbe  government;  to  bnild  a  hoapital  heie,  which,  I 
un  happy  to  say,  has  been  promised  a  favorable  consideration. 

Peace  and  qoietness  prevail,  and  tbe  apathy  for  bnsiness,  in  conseqaence  of 
the  late  doubts  and  fears,  has  pretty  much  subsided.

I  am  in  receipt  of  yonr  circular  No.  17,  July  31,  1868,  and  bave  to  say  that 
np  to  tbe  present  time  tbe  privilege  of  parchasing  supplies  from  "tbe  public 
waiehonses  duty  tne"  in  this  porf  is  already  an  admitted  fact,  and  onr  vessels-    .

*  '  *  On  the  13th  instant  I  received  a  communication  from  their  ezcel- 
kncieB  the  governors  of  Kanagawa,  notifying  me,  and  through  me  the  American 
merchants  of  this  consular  jnriadiction,  that  hereafter  discriminating  dudes 
woold  l>e  imposed  on  the  article  of  tin,  viz  :  on  tin  bars  and  pigs,  5  per  cent. ; 
ra  tin,  (meaning  tin  plates  and  sheets,)  20  per  cent. 

This  discrimination  I  bare  duly  reported  to  our  minister,  and  shall  protest 
■od  appeal  the  first  case  coming  before  me  to  him,  contendio|^ 

ht.  That  under  tbe  word  tin,  as  in  our  treatr,  it  means  and  covers  all  mas- 
niactnred  and  unmanufactured  tin,  bars,  pigs,  plates,  and  sheets  alike ; 

3d.  That  no  discri  mi  nation  has  heretofore  been  made,  and  one  would  now 
manifestly  be  onjoet ;  and, 

3d.  Because  no  change  or  discrimination  can  be  rightfully  made  except  h/  a 
new  treaty  under  the  five-year  clause  of  the  present  one.

Agreeably  to  pai^raph  648  Oousula'  Uannal,  making  it  necessary  to  render 
sn  umoal  report  to  uie  30tb  of  September  of  each  year,  I  have  tbe  honor  to 
teport: 

laT.  Op  trade  and  cohmescb. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  since  the  openiug  of  this  port  to  trade  and  business 
with  foreigners,  and  that  it  will  compare  favorably  with  and  show  a  large  in- 
ocase  over  the  yeai  1862,  notwithstanding  tbe  unsettled  condition  of  the  conn- 
try  in  iu  relations  with  foreign  affairs,  the  following  pages  will  establish.  And 
while  there  has  been  much  uncertainty,  and  there  still  is  a  very  unsettled,  if 
not  distressing,  state  of  political  connexion,  trade  has  prospered  and  improved 
even  beyond  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine,  especiiUly  in  tbe  important 
staples  of  raw  silk,  cotton,  and  tea,  particularly  the  former,  always  so  largely 
in  demand  for  European  manufacturing  and  the  wide  world's  consumption ;  and 
notwithstanding  fears,  alarms,  and  doubts,  and  at  times  threats  of  sudden  and 
almost  ruinous  expulsion,  certain  articles  have  continued  to  come  forward  to  tbe 
increase  of  tbe  traffic  and  business  with  the  native  population.  Much  boa  been 
said  and  written  about  -restrictions  on  trade  by  guilds,  by  individuals,  and  by 
governmept  officials,  yet  nothing  tangible  can  really  be  proven.  The  tables  of 
exports  and  imports,  will  show  so  far  this  year  (nine  months)  not  only  that 
there  is  no  falling  off,  bat  an  absolute  increase  over  the  same  time  in  1862  in 
■U  tbe  principal  articles  of  export,  silk,  tea,  cotton,  lumber,  &c.;  also  in  imports, 
eunlets,  lead,  Uu,  and  sundry  odier  articles.    Tbe  principal  trade  is  m  law

The  increaae  of  1862-'63  over  1861-62  is  most  remarkable,  and  it  was  estimawl 
this  year  that,  with  onintemipted  bnsineBS,  the  trade  would  swell  to  not  Im 
than  40,000  bales.  The  exporU  &om  July  1,  1863,  to  this  date,  as  abore,  m 
5,373  balcB  against  5,137  in  1862,  not withsUn ding  the  tronbles.  Besidei.  ia 
this  should  be  included  159  bales  flosB  eilk,  making  au  aggregate  truly  5,S3S 
bales  for  three  months — an  increase  really  of  395  balea  over  the  first  qaaiter  of 
1362-'63.  The  great  silk-producing  dlBtricts  lie  west  and  north  of  this  porti 
anl  tbns  this  is,  and  must  ever  remain,  the  most  direct,  aa  well  as  importani, 
entr°.not  for  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  same.  It  is  believed  sach  is  the  ex- 
hausUess  ptodnctivenesB  of  the  soil  and  indnstiT  of  the  Japanese  that,  witlua 
three  years  after  this,  the  Quantity  of  raw  silk  for  export  will  reach  qnls 
100,000  bales  per  annnm.  The  export  of  the  important  article  of  coooous  hsi 
been  hitherto  interdicted  until  recently,  except  to  one  French  house  ;  but  m* 
the  same  privilege  has  been  obtained  throngh  the  influence  of  our  minister  sad 
myself  for  a  leading  American  bouse  here,  and  it  Ib  expected  that  a  growiaf 
and  important  trade  is  likely  to  ensue  from  their  export.

It  is  paitin- 
larly  noticeable  that  the  tea  trade  with  onr  own  country  baa  largdy  iBoessed. 
New  York  and  San  Francisco  being  the  principal  ports  c^  entry.  Two  caijoM 
were  shipped  direct  to  New  York  in  1662-'63,  and  three  vesaelB  are  now  1m^ 
ing  for  that  port,  and  one  is  prepared  for  shipment  to  San  Francisco  aboat  >V 
Tember  1.  Besidee,  coneiderabte  shipments  are  known  to  have  been  madr  u 
China  for  direct  reahipment  to  New  York  and  Boston.  The  eonrampaoa  <i 
Japanese  tea  is  understood  to  be  mostly  American,  JapaiKM  tea  being  pardr 
green,  and  in  its  natural  state  &ee  from  all  deleterkms  preparalioBa  or  eoWiit 
matter,  and  never  fired  on  copper,  but  in  iron  and  paper  kMtlea. 

This  trade  this  year,  but  for  our  unhappy  war,  would  have  been  of  fiu-  gRaSS 
importance  than  it  now  poesibly  can  be.

My  own  opinion,  after  as  careful  inquiry  and  analTsie  of  tbe  trade  bere  as  I 
can  give  it,  is,  that  both  export  and  import  valnea  are  too  little  by  at  least  one- 
third.  The  secret  of  this  is  that  these  valnes  are  tbe  basis  npoti  which  dntica 
are  paid.  The  same  estimate  makes  the  velaes  of  ^5,891  bales  exported  silk, 
1862-'63,  at  leas  than  J6,000,000  ;  and  this  is  cerUinly  erroneoM.  This  silk 
cost  not  less  than  an  average  of  S350  per  bale,  which  would  make  S9,061,850, 
eay.  ih  round  numbers,  $9,000,000.

lu  1862  six  vessels  were  sold  to  the  Japanese,  viz. :  one  American  steama 
and  two  sailing  vessels,  and  three  British  steamers.  During*  the  aame  jeu 
two  wrecks  occnrred  on  the  coast,  viz. :  American  baik  GDerallie,  of  New 
York,  543  tons :  ship  and  cargo  total  loss ;  Dntch  brig  Guinea,  of  Amstn^ 
dam,  200  tons ;  ship  lost,  cargo  saved ;  and  June  4,  1863,  American  ship 
Viking,  of  New  York,  1,349  tons,  was  wrecked  on  I^ce  island  :  ship  and 
cargo  total  lose. 

The  Japanese  government  is  also  said  to  have  lost  hy  meek  two  foi^gB- 
built  vessels  since  the  let  of  January  last. 

No  improvement  has  been  observed  bj  the  Japanese  in  the  conatniction  of 
lights,  light-bouses,  shipbuilding,  dry  docks, or  bcilitiea  for  repturs  of  vesseli 
or  relief  of  wrecks.  The  government  is  making,  however,  a  mote  correct  geo- 
graphical and  hydrographical  coast  survey  of  the  ooontry,  and  one  that  prom- 
ises to  be  of  some  importance.

Trade  is  proportiouably  divided,  except  that  the  British  do  abont  two-tlurdi 
of  the  silk  and  tea  export  business  of  the  port,  and  abont  the  same  proportiMi 
of  the  whole  import  business,  except  tin  and  lead.  The  balance  of  the  tiade 
may  be  safely  estimated  to  be  done  two-thirds  by  American  honses,  aod  the 
lemainder  by  the  French,  Dutch,  and  Prussians,  in  abont  eonal  proportions. 

The  Japanese  govemment,  by  the  governor  and  cuBtom-nonBe  authoriiiee  of 
Kanagawa,  has  allotted  lots  of  ground  for  reflidencea  and  business  purposes  tbii 
year,  1863,  to  Americans,  25  loU ;  to  English,  13  lots;  to  French,  12  lots; 
to  Dntch,  11  lots;  to  Prussians,  8  lots ;  to  Fortngnese,  fi  lots.

In  agricultural  matters,  the  country  has  this  year  been  bleSBed  with  a  faH 
average  crop,  and  is  called  by  the  natives  a  good  season.  The  tea  crop  i>r 
however,  bdieved  defective  and  short,  because  of  the  great  nncertaint^  in  r1>- 
tion  to  fbrdgn  afEain,  and  want  t^  confidence  on  the  part  of  growers  that  tbey 
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wonld  be  able  to  find  a  market  for  their  prodaction.  On  tbiB  latter  account. 
mi  the  panic  of  Apnl  and  May,  the  pickings  were  scant  when  the  tree  wb£  in 
itii  primeet  Btate.  The  same  remarkn,  it  is  feared,  must  be  made  in  regard  to 
the  cultivation  of  the  mulberry  and  eilk-worms,  and  picking  of  cocoodb  ;  Btill 
neither  may  be  true.  The  cotton  crop  this  year,  it  ia  hopefnily  anticipated, 
will  be  largely  in  excess  of  any  year  in  the  history  of  its  production  in  the 
empire.  Its  growth  hae  been  immensely  stimulated  by  the  price  per  bale  (usu- 
ally about  one  picul  as  it  comea  rudely  prepared  to  market)  going  up  from 
813  50  to  SIS  50  and  $30,  as  in  quality,  per  picul;  and  the  demand  or  supply 
baa  not  BO  far  Blackened,  showing  that  the  resources  of  the  country  are  in  one 
sense  unlimited.  Indeed  it  is  quite  marvellons  where  all  the  anpply  comea 
from,  and  more  particularly  so  when  it  is  remembered  that  less  than  two  years 
ago  raw  cotton  was  imported  here  from  China  to  supply  absolute  deficiencies, 
(the  Japanese  never  buy  any  article  unless  they  need  it,}  and  found  purchasers 
for  it  at  $18  per  picul.  The  staple  of  the  Japanese  cotton  ie  short,  fibre  very 
fine,  color  white,  and  far  superior  to  China  or  Surat,  and  better  than  the  best 
India  cotton,  unless  very  choicely  selected.  The  manufactured  cottons  of  the 
country  are  narrow  widths,  like  denims,  all  narrow  cloths,  many  cheeks  and 
stripes,  but  no  prints.  The  art  of  printing  cottons  is  clearly  not  understood 
here.  The  quantity  consumed  may  be  estimated  when  it  is  remembered  that, 
of  the  masses,  say  seven-tenths  of  the  entire  population  of  40,000,000  of  people 
wear  nothing  but  cotton,  and  never  had,  and  perhaps  never  heard  of,  or  saw,  at 
least,  a  sheep  or  a  piece  of  woollen  cloth — no  woolleu  beiag  used,  except  very 
rarely  by  the  higher  classes,  and  that,  of  course,  imported.  All  house  bedding, 
blankets,  coats  and  wearing  apparel  of  the  masses,  and  sails  for  vessels,  (except 
where  they  are  matting,}  are  made  of  cottou.  Some  of  their  duck  is  considered 
an  e.icellent  article. 

Tobacco  grows  in  almost  every  part  of  the  empire,  and  is  a  more  univergol 
article  of  consumption  among  this  people  than  even  cotton,  and  ia  not  used  in 
sa  filthy  a  manner  as  with  us.  No  chewing,  annff-taking,  or  "  dipping,"  is 
known  here ;  but  both  sexes  smoke  ad  Uhilum.  The  quality  is  light  brown 
Manila,  and  said  to  be  indigenous  to  the  country,  though  that  is  doubtful.  It 
was  probably  introduced  by  the  Dutch  or  Portuguese  from  Java  or  Manila. 
Some  little  la  exported,  perhaps  $100,000  worth,  this  last  year;  but  not  being 
deeirable  for  European  use,  it  finds  little  favor,  except  it  may  be  for  mixing  in 
manufacturing. 

The  rice,  wheat,  and  millet  crops  are  abundant,  and  satisfactory  in  prices. 
Flour  averages  the  year  round  about  82  50  per  picul,  and  is  of  very  fair  qual- 
ity, say  equal  to  our  No.  1  western  spring  wneat  flour.  Rice  averages  about 
81  85  per  picul  to  foreiguera,  and  one-third  to  one-half  of  each  of  the  foregoing 
prices  to  the  native  population,  aud  all  other  articles  for  domestic  consumption 
in  proportion.  The  economy  of  tlie  agricultural  departments  of  this  country  is 
wdl  worthy  carefnl  study,  and  more  time  for  examination  than  I  am  at  present 
able  to  give  it.  The  crops  are  diversified  and  plentiful,  as  the  country  is  every- 
where freah  and  beautiful.  Of  the  financial  cunditioa  of  this  cotmtry  we  can 
learn  little,  though  it  is  well  understood  that  there  is  no  such  thing  aa  a  "  national 
bleesing"  in  the  shape  of  a  "  national  debt."  Every  man  must  settle  hia 
acconnta  in  full  before  the  eommencement  of  the  new  year,  or  he  loses  both 
caste  and  credit. 

Bankruptcy  is  almost  considered  an  inefiaceablo  disgrace.  There  is  a  perfect 
system  of  banking  and  exchange,  and  of  pawnbrokers'  establishments  not  a  few. 
The  currency  of  the  country  is  still  gold,  silver,  copper,  and  iron.  No  paper 
bills  are  used  aa  in  China.  The  rate  of  foreign  exchange  here  is  so  variable 
that  I  can  give  no  reliable  infiDrmation  on  the  subject. 

The  gold  coins  of  the  country  have  disappeared  from  use,  and  we  only  see 
H.  Ex.  Doc  *1 35  II,  Google 
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in  mercantile  traDaactioni  Mexican  dollars  or  silrer  itzibos.  The  valne 
of  tlie  fonner  is  undoubtedly  depreciated  below  its  tme  worth,  but  time,  trade, 
or  a  new  treaty,  mast  regnlate  this  already  much  vexed  qiueation,  while  tbe  value 
of  tbe  latter  is  above  its  tme  standard.  At  preeeat,  the  currency  is  241  itzibui 
for  100  Mexican  dollars,  wbUe  it  takes  three  of  the  preaeat  circulation  (itsibne) 
to  wdgb  one  dollar.  And  aucb  is  tbe  high  price  of  silver  per  ounce  ia  Loudon, 
that  no  man  can  lay  down  doUara  here  now  at  a  less  cost  than  136  centa  for 
each  Mexican  of  our  standard  to  tbe  dollar ;  or,  in  other  words,  each  Mexican 
dollar  ie  worth  a  premium  of  26  ceuts ;  this  fact  enters  into  and  gorenu  all 
commercial  tronsactionfi.  •••»••

ZANZIBAB  TURRITORV. 

The  dominione  of  the  sultan  of  Zanzibar  conaiat  of  the  iaiands  of  Zuizibar, 
Pemba,  Latham,  (rich  in  gaano.)  all  the  isleta  Ijing  off  the  main  land  of  Africs, 
from  2°  north  latitude  to  12°  22'sonthUtitnde,  and  the  whole  of  the  eaetA&ican 
coast  included  within  the  parallcla  named,  and  extending  westward  indcfinilelj 
into  the  intfirior  of  the  continent,  embiaoing  some  1,200  milca  of  sea-coast 

COMMERCK. 

Aliens  of  all  nations  are  allowed  to  land  here  nnqueetioned,  to  reside  nnnio- 
lested,  and  to  depart  at  their  pleasure ;  thty  may  not|  however,  riolate  the  laws 
of  the  land. 

A  stranger  having  no  friend  here,  and  desirons  of  entering  into  traffic,  on 
application  to  the  sultan,  to  the  master  of  cnstoms,  or  to  the  city  goTcnmr,  is 
fiiruiehed  with  an  intelligent  guide  to  aseiBt  him  in  the  porchase  or  sale  of  cs^; 
and  he  is  expected,  when  these  services  are  rendered,  to  make  a  present  to  the 
guide  by  way  of  compensation.  • 

BATB  OP  COMMISSION. 

Agents  resident  here  charge  Z^  per  cent  on  all  moaejs  passing  through  their 
hands. 

The  commission  for  the  pnrchase  of  a  cargo  here,  or  on  the  coast,  is  2}  p*r 
cent.     Transactions  in  cash  or  on  credit. 

There  is  no  duty  on  specie. 

Cash  transactions  are  the  role,  but  credits  of  six  months  can  be  bad  at  4}  per 
cent. 

Brokerage  is  unknown  in  a  conntry  having  no  currency  of  a  fiuctnaiing  v»Iof. 
The  premium  or  rate  of  exchange  between  this  city  and  New  York  in  20  pn 

An  agent  guaranteeing  the  payment  of  credits  charges  2  per  cent,  in  additica 
to  die  2^  per  cent,  commieaion. 

The  commiasioa  of  2}  per  cent,  covers  all  cost  for  wdghing,  ganging,  mka^ 
oring,  packing,  and  storage.     Storage  is  ^  per  cent. 


The  rate  of  freight  to  the  United  States  ts  nnknown.    All  merchanta  in  tbi? 
trade  ship  in  their  own  Tcssela. 


Bents  are  veiy  low.    A  trader  may  hire  a  most  comfortable  and  commodiov 
house,  suitable  for  a  dwelling,  store-room,  and  all  his  puipoaea,  for  S2-i0  per  sn- 


There  is  no  export  duty  on  goods  shipped  f^m  Zanzibar  to  any  qiurtCT- 
The  duty  on  imports  of  every  description  is  five  per  cent.     All  goods  p« 
through  the  custom-house,  and  the  duty  is  collected  before  their  rcmiTaL    TW 
expense  of  passing  goods  through  the  custom-house  lies  upon  the  owner. 

The  transhipment  of  goods  in  the  harbor  does  not  subject  the  goods  to  tbt 
duty  of  five  per  cent.  I'he  sultan  has  given  me  this  assurance  in  wrttinF 
But  the  formers  of  the  revenue  compel  all  dowa  or  native  vessela  to  land  tbdr 
cargo  and  pay  duty ;  thus  forcing  our  merchanta  from  direct  tnde  with  th* 
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total,  only  twenty  milee  dietant.  A  car^  collected  on  tbe  coast,  and  worth 
taj  SIOO.OOO,  mnet,  before  being  loaded  into  tbe  sbip  waiting  to  receive  it,  pass 
tLroBgb  the  cnstom-faouse  and  pay  S^iOOO — a  matter  that  unonld  be  regulated 
by  treaty  etipolations  forthwith.  Our  merchanta  used  to  run  schooners  to  the 
coast,  to  avoid  tbie  nnnecesssTy  tariff,  and  appealed  to  the  treaty.  But  they 
bud  it  to  pay.  There  ie  no  interior  duty  on  goods  of  any  description,  nor  on 
ibe  privilege  of  selling  them.  Disputes  seldom  arise  at  tbe  custom-honse  as 
to  the  value  of  the  goods  landed.  If  the  owner  is  nnwilling  to  pay  five  per 
cent,  upon  the  assessed  vslue,  he  is  at  liberty  to  leave  one-twentieth  of  the 
cargo  in  rule  ;  such  is  the  role  that  prevails  at  the  cnstom-house.  The  duties 
ore  almost  always  paid  in  coin.  The  invoice  an  agent  or  the  captain  is  likely 
to  exhibit  as  the  basis  for  calculating  the  amoant  of  the  five  per  cent,  duty,  wiU 
hardly  make  the  tariff  bill  extravagant.  The  value  saseasea  on  ihe  goods  is 
always  moderate ;  and  from  my  estimation  of  the  people,  I  should  be  disposed 
to  presume  any  one  in  the  wrong  who  should  have  a  diiBculty  with  them. 
They  are,  beyond  question,  a  honulesB  and  accommodating  people~— a  timid. 
genUe  race. 


I  cannot  ascertain  that  any  of  our  merchant  ships  employ  pilots  in  this  har- 
bor or  channel.  There  ore  many  professional  pilots,  but  they  are  all  unan- 
tborized,  save  one — his  Majesty's  government  pilot  Doubtless  American  wha- 
leTB  putting  into  this  port  require  the  services  of  a  pilot,  but  by  the  terms  of 
the  treaty  the  pilots  cannot  collect  pilotage  from  the  ship's  captain,  only  as  an 
act  of  grace,  or  as  a  present.  The  treaty  stipulation  should  read  that  Ameri- 
can vessels  shall  pay  pilotage  only,  where  a  pilot  is  actually  employed. 

LIGHT-HOUSBS. 

There  are  no  light-houses  within  these  dominions.  There  are  some  buoys 
in  the  chaunel. 

No  sentries  are  statioued  on  ships  to  prevent  smuggling. 

There  are  no  quarantine  regulations  for  any  port  in  the  Zanzibar  domin- 
ions.   There  is  no  board  of  health,  even. 

There  is  no  boarding  officer  for  tbe  harbor. 

CURRENCY. 

I  had  some  difficulty  in  aacertaining  what  is  the  currency  of  Zanzibar ;  it  is 
eiclosively  metallic.  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  hank  note  in  the  city.  Foreign 
coins  fiud  their  way  to  this  port,  but  do  not  enter  largely  into  the  circulation. 

The  English  sovereign  is  current  at  S4  75  ;  the  French  five-frane  silver,  94 
cents;  the  French  five-franc  golcl,  93|;  the  French  ten-franc  gold,  $1  87J  ;  the 
French  tweutT-iranc  eold,  S3  75.     I  have  seen  do  American  gold  on  this  island. 

With  tbe  above  and  similar  exceptions,  the  currency  here  is  the  "  pice"  and 
the  Austrian  rix  or  black  dollar. 

The  pice  is  an  iron-copper  coin,  of  the  size  of  our  small  copper  cents,  and  is 
worth  8^  mills.     120  pices  make  one  dollar. 

The  Austrian  rix  dollar  is  worth  97^-  cents.  As  iron  enters  into  its  compo- 
BitioD,  the  coin  when  buried,  (the  universal  practice  herci)  turns  black. 

There  is  something  resembling  a  board  of  trade  here.  It  is  held  every  day 
at  the  custom-house.  •  •  •  •  • 


From  Muscat  the  imports  are  dates,  cheese,  butter,  salt  fisb)  torbuceSi  Aia- 
hian  longaes,  shirlmga,  and  horses. 
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From  Bombay  tbe  imports  are  white  angar,  ticei  eatlerj,  furniture,  rags,  nlka, 
and  everr  kind  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods  worn  hj  rich  Arabs  and  Hindoos. 

From  France,  crockery  and  china  ware,  watches,  clocks,  iron  for  negn  orna- 
ments in  the  Nemwd,  {African  interior,)  sherbut,  cntleiy,  umbrellas,  bl>^ 
cloth,  silks,  and  a  variety  of  French  trifles. 

From  the  United  States,  cotton,  guns,  powder,  and  sngais,  are  imported. 

From  Mozambiqne,  coin ;  from  Madagascar,  rice ;  from  Comoro,  a  few  slaves. 

From  the  east  coast  of  Africa,  ivory,  copal,  hides,  horn,  ostrich  feathers, 
staves,  and  conties. 


To  the  east  coast  of  Africa,  powder,  gmiSi  iron,  brass  wire,  eotton  cloths, 
com  and  rice,  are  exported. 
To  the  west  coast,  cooiies. 

To  Bombay,  specie,  cloves,  copal,  ivory,  coeoannts,  tiling. 
To  Muscat,  cloves,  slaves,  American  cotton,  ani  specie. 
To  Calcutta,  cocoanuts  and  tiling. 

AMERICAN  TRADB. 

DortDg  the  quarter  ended  June  30,  1862,  no  Amencan  vessel  visited  this 
port.    At  present  oar  trade  is  almost  entirely  suspended.

I  take  the  earliest  opportanity  to  ackuowledge  the  receipt  of  your  lettor  of 
the  3d  ineUnt. 

I  was  a  resident  at  or  near  Zanzibar,  and  in  frequent  business  intercourse 
with  it,  for  a  space  of  20  years.  I  enjoyed,  during  the  four  years  that  I  was 
consnl,  a  favored  and  frequent  pergonal  intercourse  with  Seyd  Maseed  bin  Seyd 
bin  Snltaa,  the  present  Imaum  of  Zanzibar,  who  always  seemed  disposed  to 
took  farorably  upon  the  Americans  in  their  commercial  intercoarse  with  his 
subjects. 

Our  trade  was  conducted  upon  terms  as  favorable  be  that  of  any  other  nation  ; 
and  upon  reflection,  I  do  not  think  it  possible  that  any  material  increase  of  tn^' 
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could  be  created  with  Zanzibar  from  anj  new  treaty  or  conventiaii.  Tty  opinkm 
is  formed  from  a  long  and  f&miliar  acqnuntance,  not  only  with  the  habitt,  hot 
the  character  also,  of  both  the  mlers  and  natives  of  tfaoae  conntriefl.  I  hare  not 
now,  and  probably  never  shall  again  have,  any  personal  interest  in  the  Zanzibtr 
trade,  bnt  have  known  that  the  trade  has  been  much  decreased  dnring  the  n- 
bcllion  here,  and  must  have  been  so  dnring  the  few  weeks'  residence  of  Hr.  Speer 
ic  Zanzibar.  Before  the  presrat  war  there  have  been  13,000  bales  of  muia&c- 
tured  cotton  goods  exported  to  Zanzibar  per  annum;  I  think  since  thewai  not 
more  than  1,000  bales  in  all  have  been  sent.  From  the  sale  of  these  cotl<nu, 
fands  are  made  with  which  to  procure  retnm  carroes,  unlike  other  places  ot 
ports  in  India,  there  being  no  sale  for  bills  of  exchange  on  England.

Herein  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  this  day  of  your  letter  of  the  8d  in- 
stant, containiog  the  inqntry,  "If  within  my  knowledge  there  were  any  such 
restrictions  npon  our  trade  at  Zanzibar,  as  to  require  or  make  expedi»t  aaj 
further  negotiation h." 

I  beg  leave  to  say  in  answer,  none  whatever.  The  treaty  existing  w» 
made  with  the  late  imaum,  who  died  while  I  resided  at  Zanzibar,  in  1857.  lu 
stipulations  I  regard  as  exceedingly  favorable  to  American  trade ;  the  duty  on 
imports  being  5  per  cent  on  their  market  value,  payable  in  cash  or  in  kbd,  at 
the  option  of  the  seller.  Every  facility  is  allowed  to  all  agents  of  the  foreign 
honses  resident  there,  aa  well  as  to  strangers  or  new-comets,  and  I  may  tndy  ay, 
almost  every  indulgence  also.  Complaints  against  ofTendere  or  debtors  are  in- 
stantly attended  to  hy  the  king  Beyd  Hayid  in  person,  and  all  wrongs  are  fiillf 
redressed.  I  have  never  been  in  aay  countiy  or  city  where  the  penon  or  prop- 
crtv  of  foreigners  was  so  secure  or  sirfe  as  in  ^tnzibar.  I  resided  there  two  yesn. 
ana  during  uiat  time  my  transactions  in  trade  exceeded  $400,000. 


(The  present  peculiar  importanee  of  the  subject  recommends  the  inseitioi)  of 
the  following  letters  in  this  report  with  the  view  of  extensive  publicity.) 

Dr.  Dung  to  Mr.  Seward. 

New  York,  Daxmber  21,  1863. 

Sir  1  The  medical  profession  has  recently  hailed  the  discovery  of  the  long- 
desired  and  vaiuly-8ougbt-for  means  of  contracting  the  pupil  of  the  eye  so  is  lo 
enable  the  physician  to  reach  the  seat  of  certain  lamentable  and  heretofore  in- 
curable diseases  of  the  organ  of  sight 

In  Calabar,  on  the  coast  of  the  Golf  of  Guinea,  is  growing  a  bean,  which  \«n 
the  sole  name  of  "  bean  of  Calabar."  This  plant  is  known  at  present  to  k 
poes^sed  exclusively  of  the  quality  of  causing  the  contraction  of  the  poi«l 
of  the  eye.  Some  eminent  physicians  in  London  have  lately  obtained  the  happieft 
results  in  using  it  for  that  purpose.  Apprized  of  this  fact,  I  communtcatM  ixt- 
mediatelv  with  my  corresponaent,  (my  calling  in  New  York  being  both  lb" 
of  chemist  and  apothecary,)  and  was  answered,  that  the  small  quantity  of  l^ 
said  bean  was  seized  upon  by  the  physiclaos;  the  bean  having  been  obtiipM 
only  through  the  help  of  missionaries  m  that  part  of  Afnca,  as  Uie  native  ebitfi 
of  Calabar  are  opposed  to  its  exportation,  it  being  need  in  Divine  judgment 
among  the  African  people.    The  priests  and  chiefs  cultivate  the  pUnt  in  wdr 
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protected  Kudens;  and  where  it  epringi  up  sponUmeoiiBly,  it  ia  rooted  onti  fbr 
fear  it  might  fall  into  the  buidH  of  foreigoera  or  UymFn. 

The  botanical  name  of  thia  plant  is  pbyBostigma  veuenoBum.  It  belongs  to 
the  family  of  It^minoate;  genae,  papilionaceie;  apecies,  phaseoln.  It  grows 
m  the  interior  of  Calabar,  in  marshy  Boil ;  is  a  climbing  plant,  reacbinr  nearly 
to  feet  high;  the  blosBomd  are  piuk,  with  pnrple  veins.  The  pod  (dOiqoa)  is 
about  15  centimeters  long,  and  containe  from  two  to  three  seeds.  The  emell  is 
not  disagreeable. 

Allow  me,  therofbre,  sir,  to  take  the  liberty  of  presenting  the  subject  to  yonr 
consideration,  as  tbe  head  of  a  department  ranking  eo  bi^  among  the  distin- 
gnigliing  benefits  of  tbe  American  people,  and  as  one  ever  known  to  second, 
with  geaerous  and  noble  liberality,  every  endeavor  towards  the  good  of  man- 
kind. 

Id  conclusion  of  this  letter  I  have  to  add,  that  the  hean  became  first  known 
in  the  scientific  world  in  1644,  through  Dr.  Daniell.  The  Ethnological  Society 
of  Edinburgh  published  afterwards,  in  1846,  a  treatise  upon  its  excellent  efiects. 
Id  1859,  Bev.  Feter  Tbomson  sent  some  beans  to  Meesrs.  Uumy  &  Balfiinr, 
in  London. 

Dr.  Oiaefi:,  of  Berlin,  the  greatest  ocnlist  at  the  present  time,  has  lately  sub- 
mitted tbe  elfecta  of  it  to  the  medical  academy  of  tbe  same  city,  Jane  30,  1863; 
and  his  demonstration  culminated  in  the  conclusion  that  tbe  plant  will  be  an 
iodispeaaablfl  and  only  means  for  curing  certain  diseases  of  tbe  eyes.

Five  per  cent,  is  the  usual  charge  for  commission  in  selling  goods ;  the  pay- 
meute  are  generally  made  in  cash  or  cocoanut  oil  for  goods  sold.  There  are  do 
duties  of  any  kind  chained  in  this  port. 

The  only  charges  made  on  vessels  Yisittng  the  port  are  harhor  dues,  (foni  dol- 
lars for  two  moats,  and  six  for  three,)  and  pilotage,  one  dollar  per  fool.

TRADE  BBPORT. 

The  crops  for  1860-'61  were  nnusudly  large.  The  demand  was  also  grett. 
hni  not  bi;yond  the  supply  j  elill  they  were  so  nearly  balanced  that  priwt 
have  ruled  high. 

American  merclianta  and  shippers  have  enjoyed  a  large  share  of  the  bMines!. 
There  have  been  fifty -five  arrivals  and  one  purchase,  which  is  counted  as  an 
arrival,  making  fifty-six  ;  more  than  double  those  of  last  year.  The  duties  coD' 
nected  witli  so  many  arrivals  was  no  light  affair.  By  comparing  the  tomiagtof 
these  arrivals  with  that  of  British  vessels,  (see  enclosure  No.  2,)  it  will  be  seen 
that  ours  is  only  1,256  less  thau  the  English.  Of  the  arrivals  under  the  Bntiib 
flag,  three,  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  were  American  property,  pat  under  that 
fiag  on  account  of  the  war  at  home,  fear  of  privateere,  and  danger  of  war  wi[1) 
foreign  powers.  The  tonnage  of  those  three  reSBels  amounted  to  over  2,500 
tons,  which,  but  for  the  rebellion,  would  have  made  our  tonnage  lai^er  ihaD  tlut 
of  the  English  by  1,200  tons  or  more. 

There  is  still  a  very  limited  variety  of  Siamese  exports  in  American  vesseli, 
they  boing'  almost  exclusively  confined  to  rice,  sugar,  sapan  wood,  and  Vtk 
timber.  In  native  vessels  the  variety  is  much  greater.  Native  merchants  sR 
many  of  them  fanners  of  different  branches  of  the  royal  revenae,  which  give* 
them  a  monopoly  of  the  branch  for  which  they  collect.  The  agents  of  tbm 
farmers  are  scattered  through  the  country,  and  they  procure  their  goods  at  the 
lowest  cost,  and  ship  them  in  their  own  vessels.  Silk,  cotton,  hemp,  sticklac. 
ivory,  pepper,  fish,  and  many  other  articles,  are  almost  entirely  in  the  hand«  of 
native  merchants. 

The  collection  of  the  royal  revenue,  the  holding  of  farming  rights  and  monop- 
oliea  by  native  merchants,  ^ve  them  great  advantages  over  foreign  ooe^- 
Among  the  principal  monopolies  and  farms  may  be  mentioned  opium,  gambliQ^i 
spirits,  fishing,  aalt,  export  duties  on  rice,  import  duties,  two  or  three  kinds  v! 
timber,  beeswax,  boat  tax,  markets,  blaat  and  cupola  furnaces — in  short,  dcaHj 
everything  that  can  be  made  to  yield  a  revenue  is  farmed  out  in  aome  my. 
The  opium  fanner  pays  into  the  royal  treasury,  for  Jiis  monopoly,  S3S4.000 
per  annum.  The  gambling  fanner  paya  $292,800.  The  spirita  farmer  pay 
2110,400. 

Opium  only  is  recognised  by  treaty  as  a  monopoly ;  bat  the  Siamese  autbot- 
ities  have  been  for  aome  time  past  trying  to  make  the  spirit  farm  a  moDopalj*. 
about  the  same  as  opiam.  Considerable  correspondence,  collective  and  iound' 
u«l,  has  passed  between  the  consuls  and  the  minister  of  fottagu  offiun  daring 
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the  year  on  the  tmbject.  The  Siameae  authorities  are  willing  to  allow  foreignera 
free  trade  in  liquors  among  themBelves,  but  protest  against  their  selling  it  to 
Siamese  subjects. 

The  import  duty  on  spirits  or  liquors  bas  not  been  collected  for  some  time. 
A  mainrity  of  the  conenls  appear  to  be  willing  to  allow  tlie  Siamese  authorities 
or  spirits  farmer  to  require  a  license  of  the  foreign  merchants  or  dealers  to  en- 
able them  to  sell  to  Siamese  subjects. 

Spirits  have  become  a  very  extensive  article  of  import.  Several  of  the  trea- 
ties are  very  specific  in  drclaring  tbat  no  otber  tax  or  duty  other  than  the  three 
per  cent,  import  duty  shall  be  levied  on  foreign  imports.

I  have  the  honor  to  encloae  herein  duplicate  copies  of  the  "Liberia  Herald," 
and  beg  leaye  to  call  your  attention  to  "An  act  confining  and  restricting;  foreign 
T«flseb  to  porta  of  entry  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  186fi." 

AN  ACT  confiiming  and  Testricting  forei^  Teflsels  to  ports  of  entry. 

It  if  enacted  hy  lie  tenate  and  ^oute  ofrepre*entativf»  of  the  republic  of  Liberia 
in  hgiiJaltire  tutembled : 

Sbc.  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1865,  (eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five,)  no  foreign  vessel  or  vessels  arriving  on  the  coast  of 
Liberia  from  any  port  or  place,  or  Liberiaa  vessels  engaged  in  the  foreign  trade, 
shall  be  allowed  to  trade  at  any  point  or  parts,  hut  at  ports  of  entry  that  are 
now  or  may  hereaAer  be  created  by  the  legislature  of  this  republic. 

Sbc.  2.  It  is  further  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1865,  (eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,)  all  foreign  vessels  are  by  this  act  pro- 
hibited from  landing  or  delivering  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  of  whatsoever 
kind,  at  any  point  or  part  of  the  coast  of  the  republic  of  Liberia,  except  at  such 
points  or  parts  of  the  coast  of  this  republic  as  are  now  or  may  be  declared  by 
the  legislature  of  the  republic  of  Liberia  to  be  poits  of  entry  and  delivery. 

Sbc.  3.  It  is  further  enacted,  that  any  foreign  vessel  or  vessels  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  seised  by  any  revenue  or  naval  officer  of 
thb  republic,  and  brought  to  the  nearest  port  of  entry  and  delivery,  (as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  revenue  or  commanding  naval  officer  may  deem  expedient,)  and 
delivered  into  the  custody  of  the  national  officer  of  the  admiralty  court  of  the 
connty  into  which  said  vessel  or  vessels  shall  be  broaght ;  and  upon  adjudication 
and  conviction  before  said  court,  the  master  of  said  vessel  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum 
of  not  less  than  five  thousand  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars.

1  vonld  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  this 
port  is  very  limited.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  hut  three  American 
veesets  in  this  river.  These  belonged  to  a  single  firm  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
No  consular  books  have  been  kept  in  this  place;  but,  according  to  my  best  in- 
formation, there  have  uot  been  more  than  three  American  vessels  here  durine 
any  one  year  for  the  past  three  years.  I  know  of  no  American  vessel  expected 
here  at  present. 

The  trade  of  this  river  is  principally  fai  the  bands  of  the  English.  The  ex- 
pcfftB  from  this  port  during  the  past  year  were :  ivory.  Sft  tons ;  bar>wood,  2,000 
tooa;  rubber,  125  tons;  also  small  quantities  of  beeswax,  gum-copal,  and  ebony. 

The  American  trade  at  this  port  since  my  arrival  (Novembn  3.  1862J  has 
not  exceeded  81,200.  CtOO^IC 
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SBPreMBBR,  30,  1863. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  foUowiag  information  i 

The  trade  of  tliia  river  is  free  to  all  vesecls  of  every  conntry.  No  tonnage 
duties  or  other  port  duee  are  imposed.  No  vessel,  however,  is  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed more  than  fifteen  miles  up  the  river  without  a  special  permit  A^>m  the 
anthoritiee.  This  permit  has  not  been  granted  to  any  vessel  since  my  arrival. 
The  captain  of  every  vessel  must  deposit  his  ship's  papera  with  the  commandant 
of  the  guard-ship  immediately  upon  his  arrival,  and  report  himself  to  the  com- 
mandant on  shore,  presenting  a  manifest  of  the  ship's  cargo  and  passenger  lisL 
No  pas.'enger  is  permitted  to  land  without  license.  The  captain  must  give 
tweuty-foar  hours'  notice  in  order  to  obtain  his  discha^;e  and  receive  his  papers. 

The  tmdc  upon  this  part  of  the  African  coast  is  increasing.  The  amount  of 
rubber  ghippca  from  the  Gaboon,  Mooncy,  and  Moondah  rivers  for  the  present 
yenr  greatly  exceeds  that  of  any  former  year.  This  rubber  mostly  goes  to 
England,  costing  here  about  six  (G)  cents  per  ponnd. 

The  amount  of  ivory  exported  from  this  place  and  vicinity  is  about  the  ^nme 
as  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  but  the  price  is  much  higher.  Ivory  co^ts  here 
from  khy  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  cents  per  pound,  according  to  the  quality; 
most  of  this  production  goes  through  England  to  tlie  continent.  The  amonnt 
of  bar-wood  ia  equal  to  the  demand,  though  it  is  becoming  scarce  upon  the 
banks  of  the  river,  the  principal  supply  being  procured  some  distance  np 
and  in  the  interior;  most  of  this  eventually  reaches  France,  though  a 
creat  proportion  is  shipped  in  English  vessels.  Bar-wood  costs  here  about  fonr 
aollars  and  fifty  cents  per  ton. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  any  reliable  information  in  regard  to  the 
resources  of  the  interior;  jealousy  which  exists  among  the  different  tribes  being 
an  obstacle.  From  the  best  hiformation  which  I  can  gather,  Ijndge  that  the 
rubber  trade  has  reached  its  maximum,  from  the  fact  that  the  natives,  in  order 
to  secure  the  milk  from  which  it  is  made,  destroy  the  vine. 

The  French  are  extending  their  posseesions  on  this  coast,  having  recently 
purchased  the  river  and  country  of  Bonny,  paying  a  largo  sum  to  the  native 
king,  Pepell.  Tliey  have  taken  possesf^ion  of  the  Congo,  at  least  the  north 
bank  of  it,  and  also  of  Cape  Lopea.  The  hitter  is  a  few  miles  to  the  south  of 
this  river.  They  have,  too,  the  rivers  Monney  and  Moondah,  which  ore  situated 
about  fifty  miles  to  the  north  of  this  place,  emptying  their  waters  into  tbc 
Coriflco  bay. 

I  have  no  arrivala  or  departures  of  American  vessels  to  report  during  the 
last  six  months.

•  •  •  I  have  b3bo  enclosed  herein  particulars  of  commerce  by 
American  vessels  entered  and  cleared  at  this  port  during  the  past  three  months,  as 
made  np  from  consular  and  custom  returns — amount  of  imports  being  SI63,639, 
and  of  exports,  3175,645  each.  The  cargoes  inward  from  the  north  consist 
chiefly  of  bean-cakes  mnnnfactured  from  peas  at  the  most  northern  ports,  and 
are  used  here  as  manure  on  the  sugar  plantations  to  a  very  large  extent,  more 
so  than  at  any  of  the  other  sugar  ports  in  China. 

The  quantity  imported  last  year  amonnts  to  470,£13  plcnls,  being  an  increase 
of  49,539  piculs  over  that  of  the  year  1S6I.  The  quantity  of  this  year's  impor- 
tation is  auo  large,  say  for  the  past  six  months,  being  371,059  piculs. 

The  value  of  the  import  of  bean-cake,  hi  1862,  was  about  9833,397.     Tbb 
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eugar  exported  from  tbie  port  guuB  chiefly  to  tbu  noiili  of  Chioa,  a  few  cargoes 
GnaiDg  their  way  to  Englaiid,  San  Franciiico  and  Australia.  During  tho  yean 
of  1861  and  186S  tLc  crops  of  cane  were  poor,  and  a  coneidcrable  falling  off  in 
exports  kaa  been  noticed.  It  is  estimated  that  from  tbis  district,  on  an  arerago, 
KUne  600,000  or  700,000  picnls  arc  reported  yearly,  and  worth,  ou  an  average,  95 
pei  picnl.  The  quantity  exported  in  1862  was  4S3,078  piculs  ;  thus  showing 
that  for  these  two  items  of  commerce  a  good  many  foreign  vessels  are  employed 
on  the  coast.  For  a  more  full  detailed  list  of  the  articles  of  commerce  importetl 
and  exported,  I  beg  to  call  yonr  attention  to  the  camparativo  table  of  the  import 
and  export  trade  at  this  port  for  1861  and  1862,  which  has  been  furniBlieu  mo 
by  the  contDiissioner  of  custome  of  Swatow,  and  herein  enclosed.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  you.  uuder  this  C' 
lalioHB  for  United  States  veaseU  trading  iii  the  Yangtsz 
me,  by  order  of  his  excellency  the  niinieter. 

It  liaa  hitherto  been  considered  an  undecided  point  whether  veeaela  were  at 
liberty  to  trade  at  all  pkcca  on  the  Yangteze  ns  far  as  Hankow,  or  only  at  the 
three  porta  mentioned  in  the  Britieh  treaty.  The  Chinese  have  held  that  the 
trade  was  limited  ;  the  merchants,  on  the  other  hand,  that  their  vessels  were  free 
to  trade  na  they  chose. 
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TLg  latter  view  haa  at  no  time  received  the  distinct  sanction  of  the  British 
minister,  although  supported  hy  the  British  codsqIb  at  this  and  the  rivei  ports, 
as  well  as  by  the  consnle  of  the  United  States  and  other  nations. 

•  •  These  are,  indeed,  the  first  full  regiilatians  ever  proinnlgated  by 
us ;  they  are  definite  on  the  point  meutioned,  and,  as  they  will  be  followed  by 
similar  regulations  on  the  part  of  Kngland,  become  conclusive.  * 

How  important  they  are  yon  will  be  able  to  judge  when  I  state  that  the 
amount  of  property  in  steam  Tceeels  bold  by  Amei-icans,  and  finding  employ- 
ment upon  the  river,  in  not  less  than  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars,  and  that  oor 
interests  are  bnt  a  moiety  of  the  whole. 

They  ore  of  especial  importance  to  Americana,  as,  owing  to  the  anperiority  of 
oar  river  vessels,  we  share  in  the  commerce  of  the  YangtRze  in  a  much  larger 
proportion  than  that  of  our  general  interests  in  China.

REVISED   REUUbATIONS  OP   TRADE  ON   THE   VANOTSZE-KIANO. 

Articlb  I.  United -States  vessels  are  authorized  to  trade  on  the  Tangtaze- 
kiong  at  three  ports  only,  viz  :  Chin-kiang,  Kin-kiang  and  Hankow.  Ship- 
ment or  discharge  of  cargo  at  any  other  port  on  the  river  is  prohibited,  and  vio- 
lation of  the  prohibition  renders  ship  and  cargo  liable  to  contiscation. 

Native  produce,  when  exported  from  any  of  these  three  ports,  or  foreign  im- 
ports not  covered  by  exemption  certificate,  or  native  produce  that  has  not  pud 
coast  trade  duty,  shall,  when  imported  into  any  of  these  three  ports,  pay  duty 
as  at  the  treaty  ports. 

Article  II.  United  States  mcrcliont  vessels  tradiog  on  the  river  are  to  be 
divided  into  two  claeses,  namely  : 

First  class.  Sea-going  vettelt,  that  is,  merchantmen  trading  for  the  voyage  np 
the  river  above  Cliin-kiang,  lorchas,  and  sailing  vessels  generally. 

Second  class.  Steamen  running  regnlarly  between  Shanghai  and  the  river 
ports. 

These  two  classes  of  vessels  will  be  dealt  with  according  to  treaty,  or  the 
rules  affecting  the  river  ports  to  which  they  may  be  trading. 

All  vessels,  to  whichever  of  the  two  classes  they  may  belong,  if  abont  to  pro- 
ceed np  the  river,  must  first  report  to  the  customs  the  arms  or  other  munitions 
of  war  they  may  have  on  board,  and  the  numbers  and  quantities  of  these  will 
be  entered  by  the  customs  on  the  veasel's  river  pass.  Permission  to  trade  on 
the  river  will  be  withdrawn  from  any  vessel  detected  carrying  arms  or  mmu- 
tions  of  war  in  excess  of  those  reported  to  the  customs,  and  any  veasel  detected 
trading  in  arms  or  munitions  of  war  will  be  liable  to  confiscation. 

Any  vessel  falling  in  with  a  revenue  cruiser  of  the  Chinese  government  will, 
if  ^lamination  of  them  be  required,  produce  her  papers  for  inspection. 

Article  III.  Sea-going  veueli.  United  States  merchantmen,  lorchas,  and 
Kuling  vessels  generally,  if  trading  at  Chin-kiang,  will  pay  their  duties  and 
tonnage  dues  at  Chin-kiang.  Oi-idolr 
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If  a  vessel  of  this  clasB  ia  proceeding  furllier  than  Chin-kiong,  that  is,  cither 
to  Kiu-fciang  or  to  Hankov,  her  master  must  deposit  her  papers  with  the  consul 
at  Chiii-kiaDg,and  mnathand  in  her  maniftst  to  he  examined  by  the  Chin-kiang 
cuEtoma ;  the  superintendent  of  which,  on  receipt  of  an  official  application  from 
the  consul,  will  istue  a  certificate,  to  be  called  tbe  Chin-kiang  pafs,  to  the  ves- 
Bcl.  Tbc  Ghin-kiaijg  pass  will  have  enttred  upon  it  the  number  and  quantities 
of  arme,  mnskets,  guns,  swords,  powder,  &c.,  on  board  the  vessel ;  aliio  the 
namber  of  her  crew,  her  tonnage,  H.ud  the  flag  she  sails  under. 

The  cDntoms  will  be  at  liberty  to  ^eal  her  batches,  and  to  put  a  customs  cm- 
ployS  OQ  board  her.  Ou  bet  arrival  at  Kiu-kiatig,  whether  going  up  or  coming 
down,  her  master  must  present  bcr  pass  to  tbe  customs  for  inspection. 

The  dutioB  on  cargo  landed  or  shipped  at  Ki«-kiang  or  Hankow  must  all  be 
paid  in  tbe  manner  prescribed  by  tlie  regulations  of  wbichever  of  tbe  two  ports 
she  may  be  trading  at,  and  on  her  return  to  Cbin-kiang  she  must  siineudor  her 
Cbin-kiang  pass  to  the  cuhtoms  at  Cbin-kiang;  and  tbe  customs  baring  ascer- 
tained that  her  duties  and  dues  have  been  all  paid,  and  that  every  other  condi- 
tion is  aatisficd,  the  grand  chop  will  be  igBued  to  the  vessel,  to  enable  her  lu 
obtain  her  papem  and  proceed  to  nea. 

The  customs  will  be  at  liberty  to  put  an  cmployd  on  board  tbe  vi«wl  to  ac- 
company hor  ae  far  as  Lang-shan. 

Any  United  States  vessel  of  this  class  found  above  Cbin-kiang  without  a 
Cbin-kiang  paas  will  be  confiscated.  Any  jnok  without  Chinese  paj>er8  will 
similarly  be  confiscated. 

Aeticle  IV.  River  alramar: — Any  United  States  steamer  trading  regularly 
on  the  river  will  deposit  her  papers  at  the  United  Slates  conanlate,  at  Shanghai, 
and  tbe  customs,  on  application  of  tbe  United  States  consnl,  will  iesue  a  special 
river  pass,  (or  steamer's  pa.ss,)  that  shall  be  valid  for  the  term  of  six  monlbe. 
Steamers  trading  on  tbe  river  nnder  this  pass  will  be  enabled  to  load  and  dis- 
charge, and  will  pay  duties  according  to  the  rule  affecting  river  steamers. 

On  arriving  ofl  Chin-kiang  or  Kin-kiang,  tbe  eteamer,  whether  proceeding  up 
the  river  or  down,  will  exhibit  her  pass  to  the  customs. 

The  tonnage  dues  leviable  on  any  steamer  holding  a  river  pass  shall  be  paid 
alternately  at  Chin-kiang,  Kiu-kiang,  and  Hankow. 

Tbe  customs  are  at  liberty  to  put  a  tidewniter  on  board  a  steamer  at  any  of 
these  porta,  to  accompany  her  np  or  down  the  stream,  as  tbe  case  may  be. 

Infringement  of  river  port  regulations  will  be  punished  by  tbe  infliction  of  the 
penalties  in  force  at  tbe  ports  open  by  treaty ;  for  a  second  offence  the  i^teamer's 
river  pass  will  also  be  cancelled,  and  sbc  will  he  refused  permiR.'>iiiii  to  trade 
thenceforward  above  Cbin-kiang. 

Any  steamer  not  provided  with  a  river  paes,  if  her  master  propuso  proceeding 
above  Chin-kiang,  will  come  nnder  tlie  rules  affecting  sea-going  vci^.^els  laid  down 
in  Article  III,  and  will  be  treated  accordingly. 

Articlk  V,  River  iteainert'  eargoet. — First.  Where  native  jiroduce  i# 
ahipped  at  n  river  port  on  boord  a  steamer  provided  with  a  river  pase,  the 
shipper  muet  pay  both  export  and  coast  trade  duty  before  he  ahipa  it.  If  it 
be  for  export  to  a  foreign  port,  this  should  be  stated  when  tbe  produce  arrives 
at  Shanghai;  and  if  it  be  exported  from  Shanghai  within  tbe  three  months 
allowed,  the  ebipper  will  obtain  from  the  Shanghai  customs  a  certificate  of  ita 
re-exportation,  on  production  of  which  at  tbe  river  port  of  shipment,  whether 
Cbin-kiang,  Kiu-kiang,  or  Hankow,  the  customs  of  that  port  will  issue  a  draw- 
back for  the  amount  of  coast  trade  duty  paid. 

Second.  Where  import  cargo  is  transhipped  ou  board  a  river  steamer  at 
Shanghai,  it  must  first  be  cleared  of  all  duties.  The  transhipment  will  not  be 
authorized  until  the  customs  are  aatiefied  that  tbe  import  duties  have  been  pidd. 

Abticlr  VI.  Native  craft,  oicned  or  chartered  by  United  Slaiet  merchant*, 
will  pay  duty  on  their  cargo  at  tbo  rates  leviable  on  auch  cargo  under  the  treaty 
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tariff.  All  each  craft  will  further  have  to  be  secured  by  bond  in  tbe  maimer 
laid  dowu  ia  the  provisional  mies  publidbed  on  tbe  Stb  of  December.  18G1,  aod 
on  entry  into  any  port  will  pay  port  dues  accordini;  to  Gbineie  t&riff.  If  the 
cargoes  of  native  craf^  ao  employed  do  not  agree  with  their  cargo  certificate,  tbe 
amount  specified  in  their  bonds  will  be  forfeited  to  the  Chinese  government. 
Iliia  proviaioD  ia  only  valid  until  tranquillity  ia  reatored  alojig  t!ic  river. 

Abticle  VII.  United  States  vessels  of  all  claaaea,  as  well  as  junks  owned 
or  chartered  by  United  States  merchants,  must  apply  to  the  cuatoma  at  the  port 
of  departure  for  a  eargo  certificate,  (taungtau,)  which,  on  the  vessel  or  jnnk'a 
arrival  at  the  port  of  destination,  must  be  handed  in  to  the  cuatoma  before  per* 
miaaion  to  discharge  can  be  given. 

The  ahovo  regulations  arc  provisional,  and  open  to  r^vipion,  if  necessary.

Befyrriiig  to  the  revised  river  regulations,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  I  have 
the  honor  to  point  out  to  yoa  the  urgent  and  existing  demand  for  a  consul  at 
Chin-kinng. 

By  the  rfgulations  duties  arc  collectablcalChin-kiang,  Kiu-kiang.and  Hankow. 
Chia-kiang  is  sitonted  on  the  banks  of  the  Yangtsze,  above  the  arm  of  the  sea, 
which  forma  ita  debouchure.  Kiu-kiang  and  Hankow  are  farther  up,  and  re- 
spectively about  350  and  450  railea  from  Chin-kiaug.  The  con)merce  of  the 
river  is  confined  to  the  upper  ports,  and  Chin-kiaug  haa  as  yet  no  importance 
beyond  that  derived  from  its  character  as  a  barrier. 

In  order  to  prevent  trade  at  other  places  than  thoite  named  in  the  regulations, 
and  consequent  loss  to  the  revenue,  a  moat  rigid  acrutiny  into  the  movement  of 
vesseln  is  enforced.  This  acrutiny  is  followed,  when  frauds  are  discovered,  by 
a  ennfiacation  of  vcpscI  or  cai^,  or  both. 

'I'hc  invcatigation  of  cnses  of  nuiipectcd  or  detected  frauds  fall^,  in  most  in- 
stances, at  Chin-kiang;  why,  will  be  readily  understood  by  recalling  ita  posi- 
tion and  the  distance  to  the  next  declared  port. 

In  the  absence  of  a  consul  these  iuves  ligation  a  are  conducted  by  the,  Chinese 
local  authorities.  The  case  stauds  thui>,  that  our  immense  intcrcats  on  the 
Yangtsze  are  abandoned  to  the  caprice  or  avarice  of  Chinese  officers. 

That  Huch  abandonment  works  vast  detriment  to  our  interests  ia  manifest.  The 
great  theory  of  the  treaties  of  Uio  western  nations  with  China  indicatca  that  detri- 
ment is  to  be  expected  from  such  premises;  and  tho  facta  often  iiistanced  de- 
clare ill  the  same  direction.  American  property,  to  the  value  of  not  less  than 
850,000,  has  been  confiscated  at  Chin-kiang  since  the  lat  of  Janu.iry.  It  would 
be  hard  to  say  that  our  citizen?  have  not  safftred  any  injustice  in  thi:i  w.iy.  •  ■  •

1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  herewith  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
a  meeting  of  land  lessees,  held  at  this  consulate  on  Mond.iy,  the  21st  ultimo. 

Tho  action  of  the  meeting  was  foreehadowcd  in  my  despatch  of  Juno  19, 
and  ia  an  important  step  towards  the  consummation  of  a  general  incorporation 
of  the  different  sectiona  into  which  the  settlement  baa  licretofore  been  divided. 

When  the  facts  arc  considered,  that  all  nationalities  represented  iu  China 
unite  here  on  a  simplo  ex-territorial  basis,  it  is  scou  that  it  ia  necessary  for  a 
foreign  community,  proposing  to  institute  those  local  i^gulation-i  of  police,  roads, 
and  sanitary  matters  which  arc  requisite  in  all  l.irge  communities,  for  the 
safety,  convenience,  and  comfort  of  their  roAidenee.  that  the  local  Chinese  au- 
thorities, and  the  representatives  and  people  of  the  different  nationalities  con- 
cerned, should  concur  in  forming  n  municipal  code,  or  rather  accepting  It  aa 
of  legal  force  and  effect. 

The  principle  ia  now  fully  recognized  by  all  concerned,  excepting  tbe  French, 
The  latter  are  attempting  to  carry  on  a  municipal  government  in  a  section  of

the  town  whidi  they  have  claimed  for  themselves.     The  experiment  must  Fail 
unless  a  territorial  grant  ia  secured  or  it  is  supported  by  force  of  arms. 

The  document  of  agrccmcut  made  by  and  with  the  local  Chinese  authorities, 
I  may  add,  is  the  first  one  of  the  kind  made  in  China  in  which  the  right  of 
each  party  under  treaty  art  fully  acknowlcilged.  The  concessione  made  by  tite 
Chinese  to  the  municipal  government  were  made  under  a  full  knowledge  of 
their  extent  and  effect. 

ExtracUjrom  the  minuter  of  Oic  proceeding*  nf  a  meeting  of  renters  of  land  t« 
the  Hon/f-Que  settlemenl,  held  at  the  consulate  of  the  United  Stalei,  Shanghai, 
at  2  p.  m.,  on  the  2lst  inftanl. 

The  consul  of  the  United  States  opened  the  meeting  by  remarking  that  it 
had  been  cunveued  to  receive  the  reports  of  the  committci.'s  appointed  at  the 
previous  meeting,  and  to  enable  the  land-renters  to  take  such  action  as  they 
might  think  necessary,  in  view  of  the  state  of  the  settlement.  He  would  read 
to  the  meeting  the  convention  made  by  liim  for  the  !<Gltlement  with  the  local 
Chinese  authorities.  It  was  of  importance,  as  it  was  the  only  basis  upon  which 
the  municipal  body  which  the  meeting  might  create  could  claim  any  temtorial 
powers. 

An  agreement  between  bia  excellency  Hwang,  imperially  appointed  intendant  of 
circuitfortbedepartmentsofSoo,Sung,  and  Tae.  and  George  F.Seward, conanl 
for  the  United  States  at  Shanghai,  concerning  the  boundaries  of  the  Hong-Que 
settlement,  and  certain  matters  pertaining  to  the  government  thereof. 

1.  The  boundaries  shall  be:  The  Soochow  cieek,  from  a  point  opposite  the 
entrauce  of  the  defence  canal,  to  the  Wangpoo;  thence,  at  low-water  mark,  to 
the  mouth  of  the  creek  entering  the  Wangpoo,  near  the  lower  limit  of  the  an- 
chorage called  Yang-lse-poo ;  westward,  three  li  along  the  line  of  the  creek; 
thence  in  k  straight  line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

2.  Citizens  or  subjects  of  all  nations  may  rent  ground  within  the  bonndaries, 
under  the  terms  of  treaty  stipulations. 

3.  The  right  of  jurisdiction  of  tbo  Chinese  authorities  over  their  subjects,  resi- 
dent within  tbc  settlement,  is  acknowledged  to  be  indefeaaible,  but  no  arrests 
may  be  made  except  on  warrants  stamped  by  the  municipal  authority. 

5.  The  municipal  authority  mar  lay  out  I'oads  and  streets,  and  all  land  ac- 
quired, subsequent  to  the  date  of  this  agreement,  shall  be  subject  to  the  proviso, 
expressed  or  understood,  tliat  the  renter  shall  surrender  the  land  required  for 
roads  to  the  public  use. 

In  case  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  or  advisable  to  open  roads  while  the 
land  remains  in  the  hands  of  Chinese,  it  is  understood  that  the  advantages  eo 
accruing  will  repay  the  native  owners;  but  should  auy  i)erHon  bo  aggrieved  in 
property  by  the  opening  of  tlie  roads,  they  may  represent  the  same  to  the  mn- 
nicipal  authority,  which  shall  proceed  to  appoint  assessors  to  estimate  the 
damages,  and  the  payment  of  tlie  same,  if  any,  shall  be  obligatory  on  the  public. 

6.  All  foreigners,  subjects  of  non-treaty  powers,  shall  be  liable  to  be  dealt 
with  in  a1!  things  by  tbn  municipal  authority;  bnt  any  individual  of  this  cIosb 
may  exempt  himself  from  such  jurisdiction  by  filing  in  the  consulate  of  any 
treaty  power  a  written  instrument,  acknowledging  himself  to  be  subject  in  all 
respects  to  the  jurisdiction  of  snuh  consulate,  provided  that  the  said  consulate 
be  willing  to  accept  snch  jurisdiction,  wliich  shall  be  indicated  by  the  issue,  in 
each  instance,  of  a  document  declaring  to  the  fact  that  the  above-named  instro- 
ment  in  writing  bas  been  duly  filed,  and  that  the  person  is  entitled  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  consulate- 

7.  The  right  of  the  Chinese  government  ond  the  municipal  authority  to  tax 
Chinese  residents,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  settlement,  is  mutually  conceded 
under  the  following  terras.    The  terms  arc  as  under: 
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1.  ThD  toutai  ehall  appoint  t\ro  or  lliree  deputies,  wlin  tiliall  nssesd  tbo 
rcnta'.a  with  the  municipal  couacil,  but  the  collection  of  the  tas  shall  be  carried 
out  hy  the  latter.  In  case  of  disputca  arising  between  the  Chinese  deputies  and 
tbc  manicipnl  council,  the  toutai,  together  with  the  Englii'h  and  American 
consulg.  iholl  settle  them. 

a.  Twenty  per  cent,  per  nnnnm  ahall  be  collected,  one-half  of  which  eliall  be 
rcliined  by  the  council  for  municipal  purposes,  and  the  other  half  handed  to  the 
loutii  to  meet  the  military  expenditure. 

3.  The  municipal  council  shall  bear  all  their  expeusea,  but  the  toutui  ahall 
pay  the  Chincec  deputiee. 

i.  Two  acte  of  bonks  shall  be  kept,  one  for  tlio  council  and  one  for  the  tontai. 

5.  It  being  agreed  now  that  20  per  cent,  ahall  be  levied  on  rentals,  there 
Bball  be  no  further  increase. 

6.  llie  money  collected  shall  be  deposited  iu  the  Ilae-quLin  bank,  whence  the 
touUi  and  council  ehall  draw  aa  required. 

7.  Tbia  tnx  on  rentals  having  been  agreed  on,  the  toutai  shall  not  impose  a 
poll  or  similar  tax  within  the  limits  of  tlic  settlement,  nor  shall  any  additional 
tax  te  made  to  existing  ones, 

S,  This  tax  on  rentoJf  shall  cease  as  soon  aa  peace  is  restored. 

!*■  The  tax  shall  be  collected  every  three  months,  commencing  from  the  1st 
July. 

Done  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Jjord  one  thousand 
ci^t  hondrcd  and  sixty-three. 

Rtpart  of  tk'.  Hong-Que  ptoviittmal  committee  of  roadt  and  tanttary  malter*. 
to  tie  general  meeting  of  Hong-Quf  land-renter*  and  reiidenU,  held  2lit  Srp- 
ttmher,  1863. 

This  committee  was  appointed  at  the  mi-ctiiig  of  29th  May  to  devise  plans 
for  the  making  of  roads  and  the  regulation  of  sanitary  affairs  for  the  Uong-Quo 
aettlement. 

The  committee  have  found  that  no  plan  for  the  laying  out  of  the  settlement 
hiu  ever  been  made,  and  that  no  sufBcicnt  authority  exists  for  the  making  of 
new  mads  where  needed ;  that  bouses  are  being  rapidly  built,  especially  in  the 
npper  part  of  the  settlement,  between  the  Woosung  road  and  Hong-Que  creek, 
and  they  fear  that  unless  a  comprehensive  sdicme  is  quii;kly  adopted,  with 
proper  authority  to  cnfoi-ce  the  same,  that  it  may  soon  be  impossible  to  provide 
naiif  at  all,  except  by  the  removal  of  valuable  house  property. 

By  ri'furence  to  the  rough  plan,  it  will  be  seen  that  only  two  broad  and  good 
roads  at  present  exist,  via:  the  Woosung  road,  running  from  Wills' bridge, 
and  along  the  back  of  tlie  npper  part  of  the  settlement,  and  the  Hong-Que  road 
or  Bniadway,  running  parallel  to  the  river,  at  a  distance  of  about  200  yards, 
tliua  forming  a  Ijack  communication  to  the  bund  lots.  These  two  roads  hare 
been  made  by  private  enterprise  entirely. 

As  regards  the  bnnd,  the  committee  believe  that  it  is  now  impracticable  to 
make  it  into  a  good,  hroid,  continuous  road,  and  therefore  suggest  that  it  be 
kept  open,  as  at  present,  from  Wills'  bridge  to  Messrs.  Augustine  Heard  &  Co.'b 
wharf,  and  from  the  old  dock  eastward  to  Messrs,  Olypliant  &  Co.'s  wharf, 
there  to  communicate  with  Broadway  by  a  rond  running  north  and  south ; 
and  that  Broadway  be  continued  and  brought  into  the  bund  road  immediately 
beyond  Messrs.  Dow  &  Co.'s  property. 

The  committee  recommend  tliat  Broadway,  at  the  western  end,  bo  continued 
throngli  the  Wills'  estate,  into  the  Woosung  road ;  that  a  new  rood  be  cut 
between  the  property  of  Bishop  Boone  and  Mr.  Bcid,  near  the  Episcopal 
church,  into  the  Woosang  road ;  that  the  road  at  present  partially  constructed 
from  the  bund  past  the  house  of  G.  F.  Seward,  esq.,  and  the  police  station,  be 
completed,  and  made  to  a  width  of  23  feet  throughout,  that  the  road  at  present 
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running  from  the  bund  between  the  property  of  It.  Rcid,  esq.,  and  Messrs 
Howard  &  Co.,  be  continued  into  the  Wooenng  road  at  a  uuifoi'm  vidtb  of  25 
feet  also. 

Tho  abovc-mcDtioned  nrc  the  roada  at  present  most  urgently  required.  When 
they  aro  cotnpletc'd,  tlie  committee  suggest  that  a  road  40  feet  in  width  in  con- 
tinuation of  the  Wuosutig  roiid  be  constructed  parallel  to  Broadway,  and  at  a 
distance  of  SOD  to  300  yards  therefrom  that  the  intervening  space  be  cut  up 
into  blocks  by  the  tonr-trriction  of  lateral  roads  running  north  and  soulh. 

The  contiuuatiim  of  the  bund  road  on  the  SoucKow  creek,  and  a  mud  from 
tbe  back  part  of  that  portion  of  the  settlement,  are  matter.^  that  elmuld  also 
claim  attention. 

The  naming  of  the  streets  has  had  the  attentioo  of  the  committee,  and  it  has 
appeared  to  them  dcairable  to  adopt  the  system  in  Togoe  on  the  so-called  >^Dg- 
lish  concession,  with  tbe  difference,  however,  that  the  names  chosen  are  of  the 
BuiTounding  cities  and  towns  familiar  to  both  Europeans  and  all  clasi^es  of  Chi- 
nese residents  here  ;  thus  Houg-Que,  Woosung,  Koon-wan,  Ming-bong.  Tstng- 
poc,  &,c.,  &c.,  are  names  chosen  and  now  being  stuck  up. 

As  regards  sanitary  matters,  the  committee  fear  the  finances  of  the  Eettlement 
will  not  allow  any  estcuded  system  of  drainage  to  be  carried  out  at  present ; 
they  therefore  suggest  that  tlio  municipal  governraent  should  be  invested  with 
authority  to  compel  the  owner  of  any  property  to  abate  a  nuisance  on  liii"  pre- 
mises when  complained  of. 

lu  conclusion,  the  committee  express  the  opinion  that  the  interests  of  the 
Hong-Que  land-renters  would  be  test  promoted  by  transferring  at  onci'  tn  ihc 
existing  municipal  council  on  the  English  concession  the  management  of  the 
Hong-Que  settlement,  they  .idding  one  or  two  members  to  their  body  if  found 
nccoBsary.

Report  of  the  Hong-Que  procigioual  committee   of  ways  and  meant,  to  the 

general   meeling    of   Hong-Que    land-Tenlen    and  residents,   of  Septemhtr 

17,  1863. 

This  committee  was  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  20tli  May,  to  deiermine  in 
what  manner  the  sum  required  to  pay  off  the  debt  of  that  day,  amounting  to 
tla.  6,400,  to  the  municipal  councn,  could  he-st  he  raised,  and  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  revenue  that  could  be  levied  in  this  quarter  of  the  foreign  settlement 
for  future  needs. 

The  difficulties  attending  the  latter  portion  of  their  duties  in  a  diiitrict  wherc 
no  previous  organization  existed  have  caused  the  delay  which  has  oteiirred. 

The  committee  have  found  no  other  mode  of  raising  funds  to  pay  off  tbe  dett 
than  the  voluntary  assessment  of  the  foreign  land-renters  and  residents,  the  as- 
sessment to  include  the  value  of  all  foreign-owned  land  on  which  Chinese  tene- 
ments are  built,  but  not  tbe  tenements  themselves. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  retrospective  Chinese  tax  would  furnish  the  sum 
required.  , 

But,  apart  from  the  disinclination  of  the  committee  to  propose  a  measure 
which  would  be  of  doubtful  justice,  the  Chtne^ic  renters  having  had  no  part  in 
the  meeting  and  rcsolntion  that  have  imposed  this  obligation,  the  committee 
are  convinced  that  such  a  collection  is  impracticable.  Many  of  the  tenants  have 
changed  domiciles,  and  could  not  be  traced.  Many  more  would  vacate  their 
quarters  at  the  mere  proposition  of  such  an  addition  to  the  new  taxes  for  the 
future,  which  they  find  sufficiently  onerous.  In  short,  they  believe  the  attempt 
would  take  more  from  the  regular  income  than  it  would  give  on  this  insular 
demand. 
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Ab  regards  foreign  reutcn  and  reBidenls,  there  existB  no  anthori^,  mitil  a 
muiucipal  syetem  is  organized,  uader  which  an  eqnal  and  equitable  aasesameat 
can  be  levied.  Nevertheless,  not  only  arc  the  individuals  present  at  the  last 
niMling,  but  the  whole  of  those'  interested  in  this  quarter,  either  aa  owners  or 
nuidcnte>,  bound  in  honor  by  tlie  resolution  then  passed,  to  dischar^  thia  debt, 
[he  obligation  resting  upon  each  in  proportion'  to  his  interest.  The  meeting 
hav.ng  been  duly  published  and  made  public,  and  its  objects  being  well  known, 
tho^e  who  did  not  attend,  tacitly  accepted  the  proceedings  of  those  who  didi 
the  more  especially  for  such  obligations  as  rested  upon  the  honor  of  the  com- 
manity. 

The  committee  think  an  assessment  of  ono-hnlf  per  cent,  on  real  estate,  in- 
clnding  land  and  buildings  when  occupied  by  forcignet«,  and  land  alone  when 
foreigDOwned  but  occupied  by  Chinese,  and  5j  on  rentals,  to  be  collected  of 
the  tenaats,  an  equitable  adjustment  of  the  burden. 

Computing  the  value  of  the  first  at  !, 500,000,  J  per  cent,  would  give.       7,500 
.\nd  of  the  second  at  60,000,  5  per  cent 3,  000 

Taels,  10,500 
which  allows  a  fair  margin  for  overestimates,  defaulters,  and  expenses  of 
coilectioD.  They  think,  taking  into  view  the  respectable  position  and  character 
(if  those  thus  interested  in  this  quarter,  and  the  unquestionable  obligation  which 
rests  upon  them,  th«  amount  rec^nirud  would  be  obtained.  But  they  are  clearly 
of  the  mini  that  the  obligation  rests  on  each  only  in  proportion  to  his  interests. 

There  has  arisen  a  further  debt  to  the  municipal  council  of  taels  8,920,  for 
police  expenses  from  May  1  to  August  31.  Segarding  this  amount  the  com- 
mittee had  no  instructions,  and  the  course  to  be  pursued  rests  with  the  meeting. 

The  committee  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  large  force  that  has  been 
maintained  during  that  period  was  in  fact  maintained  by  the  council  as  much 
for  the  nakc  of  the  general  peace  of  the  whole  foreign  settlement,  as  for  the 
peace  oF  this  quorler ;  that  after  the  general  meeting  at  Hong'Que  of  29th  May 
they  'were  fully  aware  that  no  public  means  existed,  and  that  if  they  incurred 
furilier  expenses  they  did  so  with  the  prospect  of  being  referred  for  repayment 
to  such  funds  as  could  be  raised  by  the  intended  system  of  taxation. 

The  committee  think  that  it  would  be  just  lo  make  the  new  taxes  retrospectivo 
for  the  period  during  which  these  expenses  were  incurred,  s.iy  to  1st  May. 

With  regard  to  the  estimates,  they  are  not  so  complete  as  the  committee  could 
wiiib,  though  sufficiently  so  for  the  purposes  of  the  meeting.  An  organization 
of  the  Chinese  portion  of  the  settlement  has  been  nearly  accomplished,  which 
will  render  the  final  aEsessmeni  and  collection  comparatively  easy.

Uut  that  proximity  biinr^  witliin  t)i<'  (|ii;irii'r  all  llie  bad  cbarai'Ifr^,  who 
require  a  suburb  liir  ilicir  [luriiiiits,  nud  wlio,  tli<)u;;h  appearing  as  resirlciits  of 
this  particular  divi^>ion  of  tlic  Rfttlt^mciit.  arc  in  fact  the  product  of  the  comioerco 
vLich  nourislies  thiB  great  cciitrp  of  tradf,  iiiid  belong  properly  to  the  whole 
community. 

It  thus  becomes  necessary  to  iiiniut:iin  within  the  hounds  of  Hong-Que  a 
police  force  disproportion cd  to  iti?  mean?,  and  th!s  uecci^i'tty  has  been  acted  upi>u 
by  tbc  municipal  council,  aa  already  Hinted. 

Thie  fuct,  united  with  many  other'considcration^,  leads  the  committee  to  think 
that,  if  it  ia  posBible  of  accomplishment,  the  two  quarters  should  be  united 
under  one  municipal  authority  without  further  delay. 

The  incomo  to  be  derived  from  the  Hong-Que  diviEion  will  perhaps  oot  he 
equal  to  the  amount  the  council  would  find  it  necessary  to  disburse,  but  the 
discrepancy  is  more  apparent  than  real.  If  there  is  no  ama'gamnlion,  and  the 
care  of  Hong-Que  paseea  into  the  hands  of  another  council,  there  will  follow 
such  a  great  reduction  in  the  police  there  that  the  interests  of  the  whole  port 
will  su O'er,  and  probably  in  the  end  greater  outlays  be  incurred.  If  it  pasiTs 
into  the  care  of  the  present  council,  the  means,  as  far  as  they  go,  will  be  di- 
rectly applied  to  the  objects  to  be  attained,  and  all  the  expenses  saved  inci- 
dental to  a  separate  administration.  With  this  view  the  comtnittei-  have 
entered  into  correspondence  with  the  council  on  the  subject,  to  obtain  llieir 
views  in  season  for  the  action  of  thia  meeting.

Sin  :  The  provifi(maI  committee  of  ways  and  means  for  the  Hong-Que 
quarter,  being  about  to  prepare  their  report  for  the  gener^  meeting  on  the 
17tb,  would  like  the  viewH  of  the  municipal  council  on  the  following  point : 

Whether,  if  a  proposition  is  made  and  carried  at  the  general  meeting  that 
the  affairs  of  that  quarter  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  council,  the 
proposition  would  be  accepted. 

To  enable  your  council  to  come  more  easily  to  a  dectsioii,  I  give  below  such 
statistics  nt  the  resources  of  that  quarter  as  we  have  beeu  able  to  obtain. 

The  incomo  from  Chinese  renters  may  he  considered  as  underRlated  even 
with  the  additions,  as  the  assei^smcnt  is.  as  yet.  quite  incomplete. 

The  income  from  foreign  property  will  no  doubt  bo  very  mneb  larger  than 
fltatod,  for  the  estimate  is  on  insufficient  data,  nor  can  a  reliable  statement  be 
presented  until  an  asae.^nraent  hy  n  special  committee  has  been  made. 

It  is  possible,  however,  that  if  the  large  police  force  lately  maintained  by  the 
council  is  continued,  the  expenses  would  exceed  the  receipt;",  as  a  force  of  forty 
men  is  beyond  the  means  of  so  thinly  settled  a  district. 

But  it  ia  just  to  remember  that  if  so  strong  a  police  in  that  quarter  is  neces- 
sary, it  is  HO  because  the  bad  characters  brought  here  and  nourished  by  the 
great  commerce  of  the  place  seek  there  a  refuse  from  the  more  vigilant  watch- 
fulness of  the  police  which  prevails  on  your  side  of  the  creek,  and  not  from  any 
inherent  vice  in  the  permanent  residents  of  that  qnartcr,  . 
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Not    tlio    leAS,  because   they  domicile  themselves  in  Uoa|;-Qne,  do  these 

wrong-dorra  belong'  to  the  whole  body  municipal,  and  not  the  leas  do  their 
plana  of  violence  affect  the  prosperity  and  safely  of  the  whole  commanity. 

Nothing  could  be  more  unjust  tban  that  this  araall  quarter  ahould  bear  alone 
«o  large  a  proportion  of  the  police  expenditure,  simply  beeauae  it  proves  the 
most  convenient  locality  for  the  grouping  uf  the  foreign  community,  which  re- 
qnicea  the  most  police  attention.

Sib  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  I4th  instant,  in  which  you  require 
to  knov  whether  the  municipal  council,  at  present  existing  in  the  so-called 
Eogliab  concejisioa,  will  take  upon  themselves  the  management  of  affairs  on  the 
Hong-Qne  quarter.  By  reference  to  the  minutes  of  the  U.^t  meeting  of  the  land' 
renters,  you  will  observe  that  it  is  therein  stated  that  the  municipal  functions 
were  to  be  extended  to  the  Hong-Que  section.  This  decision  the  municipal 
cottncil  have  no  power  to  alter.  The  council  feel  obliged  to  you  for  your  esti- 
mate of  taxes  leviable  on  the  Hong-Que  side ;  they  are  not  aware  on  what 
basis  the  estimate  has  been  conducted,  and  can,  of  course,  only  wait  to  learn  it 
at  the  meeting  of  land-renters,  to  be  held  on  the  21st  instant.  The  council 
bare  paid  due  regard  to  your  remarks  relative  to  the  injustice  of  the  Hong- 
Que  side  bearing  propoitional  expenses  to  those  incurred  on  this  aide,  the  pop- 
olationB  being  so  vastly  different;  but  they  think,  at  the  same  time,  that  upon 
this  subject  they  are  not  called  to  discups  or  even  venture  an  opinion. 

It  ia  presumed  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Hong-Que  land-renters,  on  the  2lBt 
instant,  the  powers  of  the  municipal  council  will  be  very  clearly  defined — a 

Eiint  worthy  of  great  eonsidcmtion  when  the  fact  is  recalled  to  mind  that  no 
Qd  regulations,  the  foundation  of  all  their  «lendcr  authority,  liave  c^'er  been 
in  force  save  only  on  this  side.

J  have  the  honor  to  send  you,  under  this  cover,  the  custom -bonne  returns  of 
the  import  and  export  trade  carried  on  under  foreign  flags  nt  thia  port  during 
the  year  1862. 
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The  trade  u  shown  to  have  been  very  much  greater  tlian  that  of  the  previona 
year ;  that  cniried  ■in  undei-  the  American  flag  was  fully  up  to  tUe  proportion  of 
previous  yi'iiM. 

'I'he  trO(l<:  of  tlie  eiiiTent  year  lias,  for  various  reasons,  been  dull,  while  that 
nnd(;r  tin:  Amciiean  flag  shows  a  positive  falling  off.  The  carrying  trade  be- 
tween thi^  and  the  lower  ports  lias  been  transferred  to  foreign  bottoms,  and 
even  ii[H)u  c;i)astin[;  voyages  shippers  have  shown  a  decided  preference  for  other 

Notwith^^taiiding  the  rebellion  in  China,  foreign  interests  generally  are  rapidly 
growing  in  importance.  As  an  indication  of  the  activity  pervading  oil  branches 
of  couiuicrL'i.il  interests,  I  may  mention  that  of  tfac  steamsliips. 

During  the  last  year  a  new  mail  line  connecting  this  and  othor  important 
eastern  ports  with  Europe  has  been  successfully  iuaugurntcd  by  the  French 
govcruiui>[it.  An  Kngliah  compmy  is  also  engaged  sending  out  vessels  for  the 
Japan  trade.  Various  American  houses  are  iutureeted  iu  this  enterprise,  and 
one  company,  perhaps  the  largest  American  steam  navigation  company  in  ex- 
istence, li:is  it:f  vessels  employed  upon  the  coast  waters  and  the  Yangtsze  river. 
Perhaps  ihrre  are  in  all  one  hundred  steamers  of  various  classei"  eng.iged  in 
general  ir;ide  in  China. 

While  speaking  of  steamships,  I  may  add  that  we  are  likely  to  witness  a 
practical  trial  of  the  merits  of  American  and  other  steamers.  The  trade  is 
large  and  increasing  and  the  field  mutual.  The  contest  will  probably  be  de- 
cided at  an  early  day  because  of  the  high  cost  of  steam  carriage.  Coal  ranges 
in  iTiine  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars  per  ton,  tlius  making  the  cost  of  i-unning  a 
eteamir  more  than  double  what  it  is  at  home,  and  offering  a  great  advantage  to 
vessels  which  are  economical  in  its  use.        •  •  »  *  * 

China  is  the  most  important  field  for  western  enterprise,  and  deserves  a  cor- 
responding attention.  Indeed,  the  policy  of  other  nations  is  such  tli.tt  if  our 
merehan's  arc  not  sustained,  they  cannot  maintain  the  unequal  contest  er^'dibly 
to  themselves  or  our  people,  A  few  words  concerning  prominent  measures 
nee<k>d  will,  therefore,  be  in  place. 

A  line  of  steamere  to  Gulifomia  is  loudly  called  fiir.  I  think  it  would  be 
fupiiorted,  provided  that  even  so  modcrat<;  a  subsidy  as  three  hundred  thousand 
dcdiars  per  year  could  be  secured.  I  speak  of  a  monthly  connexion  each  way, 
the  inward  steamer  calling  at  Honolulu  and  Hong-Kong,  and  the  homeward- 
bound  Kanagawa  and  Bonin  islands. 

In  ihe  laws  concerning  revenue,  the  statute  of  IS-jIi,  requiring  the  month's 
wages  to  be  paid  into  the  consulate  for  every  seaman  discharged  in  a  foreign 
port,  though  humane  in  cona'ption,  works  with  great  injustice,  fairly  defeating 
its  own  ends.  'V\ie  shipmaster  who  is  just  towards  his  men  and  the  govern- 
ment pays  a  heavy  tax,  whilst  another,  not  so  well  disposed,  entirely  evades  it. 
The  law,  in  fai't,  offers  a  premium  fr)r  cruelties  and  dissimulation. 

As  an  instance  of  its  working,  I  may  point  out  a  table  to  be  found  in  the 
volume  of  Commercial  Relations  of  18G1,  in  which  it  is  shown  that  daring  ihfl 
year  1860  there  were  discharged  iiefnre  the  consul  at  Havre  nineteen  (19)  men, 
while  the  number  of  deserters  was  1,973.  I  presume  the  records  at  Washing- 
ton, loo,  will  show  similar  returns  from  very  many  consulates. 

I  should  prefer,  in  lieu  of  the  extra  wages,  a  law  which  should  fix  a  monthly 
duo  for  every  hundred  tons  of  all  vessels,  to  be  paid  to  the  consul  at  each  port 
for  the  time  since  clearing  out  from  the  home  port,  or  the  last  foreign  port,  A 
due  of  twenty-five  {'iH)  cents  collected  in  this  niinner  would,  I  think,  in  the 
conr.'i'  of  a  year  amount  to  more  than  the  entire  wages  now  collected.

In  accordance  with  Bection  153  of  "Gonenlnr  luBtrDctione,"  I  hare  the  honor 
to  encto^  to  the  depsrtinent  my  report  of  trade  in  this  consulnr  district  for  the 
fltatietica)  year  bo  far  aa  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain.  The  cngtoin-house,  now- 
under  the  charge  of  the  treaty  powers,  has  been  in  operation  only  since  Starch, 
1862,  and  from  that,  which  is  liie  most  correct  aoorce,  I  cannot  obtain  returns 
for  the  year.  Neither  the  British  nor  Netherlands  consols  keep  an  account 
of  the  cargoes  of  their  vessels,  bo  that  report  is  also  imperfect. 

By  enclosore  A,  there  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase'iii  exports  froni 
the  previons.year  in  American  vessels  of  tl6,733,  although  a  decrease  in  im- 
pon  B.  The  principal  reason  for  this  decline  is,  that  since  we  treaty  powers  col- 
lect the  Chinese  revenue,  the  foreign-built  vesBels,  owned  by  Chinese  and  sailed 
by  Americans,  or  other  foreigners,  under  foreign  flags,  are  not  allowed  to  fre- 
quent the  small  villages  along  the  coast  and  procure  native  cai^es  as  hereto- 
fore. There  is  also  much  opposition  to  the  customs  among  the  foreign  merchants 
here,  who,  when  they  want  to  land  100  chests  of  opium,  which  pays  a  duty  of 
30  taels  per  picul,  have  to  pay  duty  on  the  whole,  and  cannot,  as  they  formerly 
did  under  the  Chinese  rule,  report  sixty  or  seventy  cheeft  and  land  one  hundred. 
The  Chinese  authorities  here  are  much  pleased  thus  far  with  the  working  of  the 
customs  in  foreign  handB,  and  say  they  would  willingly  double  the  Balaries  of  , 
'  the  officers  rather  than  be  without  their  aid  in  collecting  the  revenue  from 
foreigners,  as  they  find  their  interests  are  Jargely  promoted. 

By  enclosed  B  and  0, 1  send  the  principal  articles  of  import  and  export,  with 
the  duties  payable  on  the  same,  aa  per  the  tariff  which  went  into  effect  Decern- 
bei-  19,  1860.  As  to  the  amount  of  either  I  have  no  clue,  for  the  reason  above 
mentioned.  Contraband  goods  are  munitiouB  of  war  and  salt.  Duties  are  alike 
under  all  foreign  flags,  the  Cbinose  being  left  to  collect  duties  from  the  native 
vessels  alone,  which  revenue  does  not  amount  to  much  more  than  what  dollars 
the  officiating  mandarins  wish  to  appropriate  to  their  private  use,  and  they  re- 
turn at  the  end  of  the  quarter  "  no  duties  received." 

The  tonnage  dues  are  one  mace  per  ton  raster  for  all  vessels  of  or  under 
ISO  tons,  and  four  mace  per  ton  for  vessels  over  160  tons.  There  are  no  other 
port  duties,  teas  being  the  only  article  of  shipment  direct  to  the  States  from 
this  port.  I  quote  freight  at  from  S16  to  (20  per  ton  measuremeut.  I  cannot 
give  tUgy  average  price  in  teas,  as  they  are  from  S4  to  S60  per  picnl,  with  a  fluc- 
tuating market. 

There  are  neither  warehouses  nor  quarantine  at  this  port,  importers  paying 
duties  on  arrival.  Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  "customB  regulations  for  the  port) 
which  will  give  the  regulations  for  ships  arriving  and  departing.  There  is  but 
one  American  here  who  is  engaged  in  trade,  he  being  connected  with  a  Sponislt 
faoase.  There  are  several  Americans  in  the  customs  service,  the  commisBioner 
being  one  of  two  on  the  coaat,  according  to  the  arrangement  entered  into  among 
the  treaty  commiBsionera.  llie  brand)  of  the  house  of  A.  Heard  &:  Co.  has 
been  discontinued  during  the  year,  owing  to  the  state  of  commercial  affairs  at 
home.  There  are  many  subjects  which  no  report  can  be  made  on,  from  the  trade 
being  so  limited  and  the  methods  employed'  so  different  kom  those  used  in  civil- 
ized countries. 

By  enclosure  D  it  will  be  seen  tliat  tbere  have  been  ten  cargoes  of  teas  shipped 
direct  to  New  York  doriDg  the  last  stadstlcal  year,  six  under  foreign  and  four 
under  the  American  flag,  Uiis  being  an  increase  of  four  vessels,  ana  an  increaw 
of  1,131,455  pounds  of  tea,  with  the  increase  in  value  of  tH9,526  48. 

I  report  the  ship-off  value,  which  is  duty  paid  and  put  oa  board,  and  vhioh* 
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owine  to  eome  c&we  or  other  on  the  part  of  the  Britiab  firm  loading  some  of  the 
teas  uuring  the  last  quarter,  I  did  not  obtain,  so  that  my  report  of  exports  by 
each  tea-phip  will  not  agree  with  my  present  report  of  teae  for  the  year.  But 
through  the  kindness  of  the  houae  of  Ueeere.  John  Foster  k  (Jo.,  of  Amoy,  I 
wa8  tulowed  to  take  the  correct  export  of  ihe  quantity  of  teas  ehipped  from  the 
port,  and  tbey  gave  me  the  proper  price  for  thnee  other  than  shipped  fi-om  their 
hou^e.  In  the  four  American  reBBels  (and  one  of  thero,  the  Golden  ^le,  only 
finishing  her  cargo  at  this  port)  there  is  an  excess  of  269.636  pounds  of  tea, 
and  value  of  S116,0u3  78  from  the  six  foreign  ones,  thus  ehowing  the  predomi- 
nance of  value  in  favor  of  American  bottoms,  notwithstanding  our  commercial 
troublo»,  which  have  caused  much  of  the  t<!as  during  the  year  to  be  shipped 
under  foreign  flngg.  Another  American  tea-ship  is  looked  for  any  day  to  load 
with  teas  to  New  York.  American  tea-dhips  are  preferred  even  by  British  firme, 
as  they  carry  larger  cargoes,  are  sailed  by  masters  familiar  with  the  voyage,  and 
usually  make  quicker  passages  than. any  others.         «         •         •

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CUSTOMS    BBQULATIONS   FOR  TUB   PORT   OP  AMOY. 

1.  The  limitB  of  tb«  port  are  defined  within  lines  drawn  from  the  soathem- 
moet  point  of  Amoj  island  southeastward  to  the  neareat  island ;  and  thence, 
in  tlie  direction  of  the  high  pagoda,  to  the  point  of  Lom-tae-hoo  hill ;  and  from 
the  northernmost  point  of  Amoy  island  to  the  opposite  point  on  the  main  land. 

8.  The  Bbipment  and  dischai^  of  cargo  can  only  be  carried  on  in  the  inner 
harbor  between  Kulangsoo  and  Amoy,  northern  and  sonthem  limits.  The 
aathorized  customs  jetties  for  the  examination,  landing,  and  shipment  of  goods, 
arc  tliosu  known  as  the  Taou-mei,  Kang-ah-kow,  8in-lo-tow,  and  Sai-hong 
wharves. 

3.  Masters  of  merchant  vessels  must  deposit  their  ships'  papers  and  import 
manifest  with  their  consnl  (if  they  have  uo  conanl,  with  the  customs)  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  entering  the  port. 

4.  The  import  manifest  must  contain  a  true  account  of  the  nature  of  the 
cargo  on  board,  and  must  he  handed  to  the  customs  before  any  application  to 
break  bulk  can  be  attended  to. 

5.  The  landing  and  dischar^ng  of  cargo  or  ballast  must  be  carried  on  within 
the  limits  of  the  inner  anchorage,  as  defined  in  role  S,  can  only  take  place 
between  sunrise  and  ennset,  and  cannot  go  on,  without  special  permission,  on 
Sundays  or  holidays.  Cargo-hnats,  employed  for  the  shipment  or  landing  of 
merchandise,  cannot  moke  use  of  other  jcttiis  than  those  specified  in  rule  2. 

6.  When  ready  to  discharge  cargo,  the  consignee  must  send  to  the  customs 
an  application  in  Chioese,  (and  English,)  giving  full  particulars  of  the  cargo,  to 
be  discharged,  when  he  will  bo  furnished  willi  a  permit  to  remove  his  consign- 
ment from  the  ship  by  which  imported,  and  to  place  the  same  in  a  cargo-boat. 
The  cargo-boat  must  then  repair  to  one  of  the  authorized  jetties,  in  order  that 
the  goods  may  be  examined  and  aesessed  for  dnty.  A  "customs  memo."  wiU 
thereon  be  issued,  to  be  taken  to  the  bank  by  the  consignee,  who,  upon  pay- 
ment  of  the  dnty  therein  noted,  will  be  supplied  with  a  "  duty  receipt."  Upon 
the  presentation  at  the  office  of  customs  of  the  duty  receipt,  a  "  duty-piud 
order"  Will  be  issued.  The  goods  imported  may  then  he  removed  from  Uie 
customs  jetty  and  placed  in  the  merchants'  godown, 

7.  In  the  case  of  goods  to  be  shipped,  the  shipper  must  send  them  to  one  (£ 
the  authorized  jetties  for  examination,  with  an  application  in  Chinese  (and 
English)  for  a  permit  to  ship,  containing  all  necessary  particulars.  The  goods 
will  then  be  examined  and  a  "  customs  memo."  issued,  and  on  the  productioa  at 
the  office  of  the  "  duty  receipt,"  a  "  duty-paid  order"  will  he  issued,  authorisiiig 
he  shipment.  -,  ,

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8.  Oargo  for  which  a  shipment  permit  has  been  issaed,  bnt  which  cannot  be 
raeeived  on  board,  must  foe  Drought  to  one  of  the  anthorixed  jetties  for  examina- 
tion before  being  re-landed. 

9.  No  tranehipment  can  take  pkce  withont  special  written  permission, 

10.  Drawback,  exemption,  or  eoast  trade  duty  certificates  will  be  isened 
Nmaltaneonsly  with  the  permit  for  the  Bhipmeot  of  the  goods  covered  by  them. 
Exemption  or  coast  trade  dnty  certificates  for  goods  imported  mnst  he  presented 
nmnltaneonely  with  the  consignee's  application  for  the  permit  to  land. 

11.  Before  application  ie  made  for  the  "cnatoraa  clearance,"  the  export 
manifest  most  be  handed  in.  All  dnes  and  duties  having  been  paid,  the  clear- 
iDce  will  be  isaned. 

IS.  Caigo-boats  mast  be  registered  at  the  castomi,  and  most  have  their 
rrspective  nnmbers  conspicuonsly  painted  on  them  in  English  and  Chiuese 
characters.  No  cargo  can  be  transhipped,  shipped,  or  landed,  without  special 
penoission,  except  in  duly  r^Htered  cargo-boats. 

N.  B. — The  office  of  cnstoms  is  open  for  the  transaction  of  buBinees  from  10 
a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.

*  *  *  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  commercial  regulations  of 
this  kingdom  for  the  year  past.  There  has  also  been  no  change  in  the  harbor 
dues,  warehouse  charges,  sanitary  mles,  or  those  of  entry  or  clearance  for  the 
same  period. 

The  importations  into  and  exports  from  this  consular  district  are  made  well 
nigh  entirely  through  the  neighboring  port  of  Honolulu,  and  they  are  mostly 
exported  and  imported  from  the  United  States  of  America.  There  is  no  infor- 
mation at  this  consulate  of  their  character,  amount,  or  value. 

American  capital  in  this  consular  district,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  is  em- 
ployed in  the  growth  of  sugar-cane,  and  the  manufacture  of  sugar  from  the  same. 
There  are,  at  this  date,  in  this  district,  eleven  mills  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  sugar  from  the  cane,  all  but  one  of  which  are  the  property  of  American  citizens 
reeident  in  this  kingdom.  The  machinery  of  the  mills  mentioned  above  is  all  of 
American  manufacture.  The  sugar  and  molasseB  therefrom  are  exported  mostly 
to  the  Slate  of  California,  and  a  small  portion  to  the  English  poaseasionB  in 
America.  The  quality  of  the  sugar  ia  said  to  be  fully  equal  to  the  best  made  in 
Louisiana  or  Texas. 

The  amount  of  American  capital  employed  in  the  above  growth  and  manu- 
factnre,  number  of  acres  in  cultivation,  amount  (if  sugar  produced,  variety  of 
cane  grown,  method  of  cultivation  pursued,  as  well  as  average  yield  per  acre,  I 
have  not  yet  been  able  to  procure  from  all  the  planters.       •  »  •

The  arrivals  from  the  Unitd  States  during  the  year  ending  as  8tal«J  1^''' 
been  one  hundred  and  Itoenty  one  veutU,  carrying,  namely ;  Flour,  64, 8M  bir- 
rels;  pork,  31,122  bamis;  beef,  1,680  barrels  ;  lard,  9,992  kegs;  bntUT,S.<>^ 
kegB  ;  cheese,  4,507  boxes  ;  rice,  6,960  half  barrels ;  angar,  3,078  boxes ;  w^ 
110,705  boxes;  codfish,  9,491  drams;  pickled  fish,  12,146.  btmlf;  hatiaf.

The  exports  from 
tbidport  tn  the  United  States  lor  the  some  time  havp  been  :  Logwood,  14,612.400 
poands;  cotton,  233.313  pounds;  coffee,  1,326,909  ponnds;  honey,  13,645 
gallnns,  amounting  in  value  to  fonr  millions  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  four 
hundred  and  three  dollars  and  KTfDty-one  cents,  (S4.fi50,403  71)  Haytien  cur- 
nacj,  being  only  abont  one-fourth  the  value  of  the  imports. 

The  reason  for  this  great  difierence  is  that  coffee  and  cotton  form  the  great 
raliie  of  the  exports,  and  that  the  description  of  these  articles  produced  here 
find  a  better  market  in  France  and  England  than  in  the  United  States ;  hence 
tb«j  are  shipped  there  and  drawn  against  to  pay  dues  to  merchants  in  the 
United  States. 

The  quantity  of  coffee  exported  from  this  port  daring  the  past  year,  as  per 
records  of  the  custom-house  here,  may  he  safely  estimated  at  twrnty-fine  millicmt 
of  pound*,  which  quantity  is  considered  as  one-third  of  the  entire  coffee  crop  of 
the  repablic  of  Hayti. 

Of  cotton  I  cannot  ascertain  the  quantity  produced  during  the  past  year.  It 
IB,  however,  considered  to  he  double  or  triple  of  that  of  former  yeari,  and  I  am 
utisfied  that  it  may  be  safely  estimated  at  doable. 

This  increase  in  the  quantity  of  cotton  produced  has  been  in  a  measure  at  the 
expense  of  engar-cane.  Hence  ram  and  tafia,  which  are  almost  the  entire  pro- 
doct  of  the  sugar-cane,  have  nearly  doubled  in  price  over  former  years. 

Import  duties  are  all  estimated  in  American  or  Spanish  dollars,. and  one- 
fborth  of  the  same  must  be  paid  in  the  same  money ;  the  remaining  three-fourths 
moat  be  "paid  in  Haytien  curreucy,  at  the  rale  of  Uiirteen  Haytien  dollars  for 
each  American  or  Spanish  dollar. 

In  former  years  the  rate  of  exchange  at  the  national  treaenry  was  adjusted  on 
the  first  and  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  to  correspond  with  its  value  in  the 
market,  and  the  three-fourths  of  import  duties  estimated  by  the  adjusted  rate. 

For  the  year  1863  it  is  fixed  at  thirteen,  which  may  be  considered  a  fair 
average  of  its  value.

It  ifl  now  nearly  two  years  that  thiB  part  of  the  island  has  been  under  Span- 
ish rule,  and  as  yet  it  remains  in  the  same  miderable  state  as  formerly;  I 
neither  hear  of  nor  see  any  improTements.  Very  few  ^ve  their  attention  to 
agriculture,  atid  consequently  there  is  very  little  commerce. 

The  small  amount  of  money  in  circulation  is  that  which  the  troops  (abont 
three  thousand  men)  spend  from  their  pay.  Living  and  all  other  articles  of  ne- 
cessity are  exceedingly  bigh.  The  following  are  ^e  present  regulations  of  the 
customs  here,  viz : 

The  owners  or  consignees  of  any  articles  imported  may  pay  the  duties  on 
the  same,  either  according  to  the  tariff  of  Caba  or  the  extinguished  Dominican 
republic — that  is  to  say,  whichever  is  lowest  ou  an  article,  ur  they  may  deem 
most  favorable  lo  their  interests. 

Spanish  vessels  pay  sixty-two  cents  per  ton ;  American  or  foreign  veasets 
pay  one  dollar  per  ton.  All  foreign  produce  or  manufactures  in  foreign  vessels 
pay  a  maximum  daty  of  thirty  per  cent.  The  same  in  Spanish  vesacla  pay 
six  per  cfnt.  Ip^s. 

Spanish  products  or  manufactures  in  Spanish  vessela  pay  a  duty  of  nine  per 
cent.  The  same  iu  foreign  or  American  vessels  from  twenty-one  and  a  half  to 
twenty-ciglit  and  a  half  per  cent. 

Foreign  productions  pay  the  same  in  Spanish  vEssels  as  Spanish  productions 
or  manufactures  in  foreign  vessels. 

As  yet  there  is  do  tariff  actually  decided  on ;  but  I  am  informed  by  tbe  chief 
officer  of  tbe  customs  that  a  tariff  (or  aramel)  for  this  Spauieb  part  of  the  island 
is  in  preparation.

*  *  *  Trade  and  coimnerce  vithin  thi's  diitrict  bave  continued  depresned 
since  Spain  took  poBseeBion.  The  arbitrary  levies  and  taxes  imposed  upon  the 
people  of  tliie  island  have  bo  disheartened  them  that  the  majority  have  abaadoned 
tbdr  "  wood-cute,"  and  allowed  their  platftations  to  overgrow  with  weeds. 

It  is  no  doubt  known  to  the  department  that  the  principal  exports  of  this 
country  consist,  in  the  north  part,  of  tobacco,  «nd  in  the  south  of  cabinet- woods, 
lignnmvitffi,  and  sugar;  bnt  on  account  of  the  unsettled  state  i>f  the  country  for 
the  last  twelve  months,  there  have  been  very  little  of  the  staple  products  of  the 
ieland  prepared  and  sent  to  the  seaboard,  as  heretofore,  ana  the  consequence 
has  been  the  almost  total  suspension  of  exports  and  the  niiu  of  the  piincipal 
merchants  of  the  island. 

•  *  *  It  is  impossible  for  me,  in  the  present  state  of  revolution  and  war  of 
extermination  waged  against  the  Spaniards  in  this  unfortunate  country,  to  furnish 
the  department  at  this  time  with  sucb  a  report  as  the  law  and  the  instructions 
to  consuls  seem  to  require. 

According  to  the  return  of  Hr.  Artbor  Ijghtgero,  my  vice-agent  at  Porto 
Plata,  only  two  vessels  under  the  Amei  ican  flag  arrived  st  that  port  during  the 
year  ending  the  30th  September,  186>^  their  tonnage  amounting  to  238  tons;  the 
value  of  their  inward  cai^oes,  (12,000;  their  outward  cargoes,  SlA,360. 

During  the  same  period  there  arrived  at  Porto  Plata  from  the  United  States 
fifteen  vessels  under  foreign  flags,  the  majority  of  which  had  been  American 
vessele  prior  to  our  rebellion.  »  »  *  • 

'  *  *  In  consequence  of  the  destmctioD  of  the  consnlar  records  and  tfas 
revolutionary  state  of  the  country  for  some  time  past,  I  am  without  any  return 
from  Porto  Plata  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1863. 

During  the  year  ending  the  30th  September,  1863,  only  six  small  vessels  ar- 
rived at  this  port,  measuring  in  the  a^regste  866  tons ;  the  value  of  their  inward 
cargoes,  SgS.BUO.  During  the  same  period  there  sailed  from  this  port  for  the 
United  States  under  tba  American  flag  one  brigantiue  and  five  schooners;  the 
value  of  their  outward  cargoes,  <18,407. 

The  above  Statement  does  uot  include  all  the  imports  nor  exports  from  and 
to  the  United  States  duriug  the  year  1863,  as  much  of  the  trade  has  been  car- 
ried on  by  Spnuisb  and  other  flags.  The  majority  of  vessels  arriving  here  from 
the  United  States  duriug  the  year  have  been  changed  from  the  American  to  the 
English  flag,  to  avoid  extra  insurance  and  to  escape  the  pirates  which  have  been 
and  still  are  preying  on  American  commerce  and  its  Sag. 

As  no  returns  are  published  or  made  by  the  cnstom-bonse  of  ibe  arrivals  and 
departures  of  vessels,  the  description  and  value  of  goods  imported  at  this  place, 
it  is  impiiaesible  to  obtain  any  accurate  inforuiation  on  the  subject. 

With  r(^rd  to  the  exports  to  the  United  States,  the  information  that  1  have 
been  enabled  to  report  is  confined  exclusively  to  the  certified  invoices  of  mer- 
chandise shipped  in  American  vessels.  Bnt  besides  these  there  are  many  ship- 
ments of  produce  made  when  the  owners  reside  at  the  port  of  destination,  and 
also  in  foreign  bottoms,  of  which  there  is  no  record  kept  or  required  in  this  con- 
snlate. 

Since  the  Spaniards  have  been  in  possession  of  this  island  there  has  spmne 
np  quite  a  trade  with  Porto  Rico,  and  vessels  trading  between  this  port  ana 
Porto  Bico  can  bring  here,  for  which  I  cannot  account,  American  produce  and 
sell  it  at  a  less  price  than  the  same  can  be  sold  for  here  when  bmugbt  direct 
from  the  United  States.  No  doubt  the  facilities  for  smuggling  arc  much  greater, 
and  are  carried  on  to  a  greater  extent  in  Porto  Rico  than  they  can  be  at  tblfl 
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port,  or  this  thing  could  not  certainly  be  carried  on  with  the  profit  certain 
partiM  appear  to  be  reaping  who  are  engaged  in  it. 

There  docB  not  appear  to  be  any  eriitem  in  the  manner  in  which ,the  affairs  of 
the  ciislom-houKe  here  arc  coiidncted. 

•  '  •  For  instance,  a  vesael'arriveB  here  with  a  manifest  certified  by  the 
Spanish  coneal  in  the  United  States  to  be  correct,  and  to  which  he  has  pat  hie 
official  seal  and  received  hiB  fees,  yet  when  the  manifest  is  presented  at  tlie 
eustomhonae  and  the  numbers  of  the  packages  happen  to  be  in  figures  instead 
of  being  written  in  words  the  vessel  or  consignee  is  fined;  and  again,  if  flonr 
is  manifested  without  diatinctlj  stating  that  it  is  mviufactured  from  wheat, 
there  is  a  fine  imposed.  Also,  the  gross  weight  of  soap,  herring,  fish,  pork 
(which  are  never  sold  by  weight  in  any  civilized  conntry.)  candles,  fcc,  should 
there  be  one  package  over  or  deficient  in  the  manifest  the  vesBel  is  fined  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  package  not  corresponding  with  the  manifest,  and 
there  in  no  redress. 

On  several  occasions  applications  for  justice  were  made  to  the  higher  an- 
thoiiti(;B,  bat  their  only  reply  was  "that  it  was  the  Spanish  law  and  they  coold 
not  interfere  or  amend  the  matter." 

It  him  been  the  case  for  some  time  that  vessels  arriving  here  from  the  United 
States  with  provisions,  &c.,  have  been  obliged  to  retnm  with  only  half  cai^es, 
there  not  being  sufficient  products  of  the  island  at  hand  fbr  a  fidl  cargo  owing 
to  tite  revolutionary  state  of  the  country,  yet  they  are  obliged  to  pay  full  export 
duties  on  their  tonnage.  A  vcseel,  say  of  200  tons,  taking  in  but  one  hundred 
tons  of  lignumvitsi  at  one  dollar  per  ton  export  duty,  is  obliged  to  pay  her  fall 
registered  tonnage  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

During  the  last  year  there  have  been  several  applicatioDS  made  to  this  goT- 
ernnient  for  mining  and  other  privileges,  some  of  which  have  been  granted ;  bat 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  labor  and  the  fatality  of  the  climate  to 
foreigners  most  of  the  grants  have  been  thrown  np,  and  other  cases  the  time  in 
wbicli  the  companies  were  to  have  commenced  work  has  expired. 

Last  February  a  company  applied  to  this  government  and  received  a  grant 
for  working  the  salt  mines  of  Neyba,  which  are  situated  on  the  south  coast, 
some  ninety  miles  by  sea,  vest  of  this  city.  The  company  is  to  have  sole 
control  of  the  whole  salt  district  for  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years.  They  are  to 
build  a  railroad  from  the  mines  to  Barahona,  a  distance  of  thirty-odd  miles. 
The  road  has  been  surveyed,  the  cost  of  which,  with  the  necessary  machinery, 
&c.,  is  estimated  at  one  million  two  bnodred  thousand  dollars. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  niuety-nine  years  the  road,  machinery,  and  all  the 
JnipriivementB  the  company  may  have  made  within  the  time,  are  to  became  the 
property  of  the  government. 

The  president  of  the  company,  Mr.  Davis  Hateh,  left  here  for  New  York  last 
tf  arch,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  with  the  intention  of  raising  the  necessary  funds  to 
commence  operations,  and  ought  to  have  returned  long  before  this  time.  In  my 
opinion  the  sorrey  of  the  railroad  will  be  the  last  of  the  salt  enterprise.  *  * 
The  only  enterprise  yet  undertaken,  and  which  promises  to  become  a  valuable 
acquisition  to  this  country,  is  one  of  New  York  capitalists  incorporated  andw 
the  title  of  the  American  West  India  Gompauy.  This  company  nas  purchased 
extensive  tracts  of  land — for  which  they  hold  good  and  sufficient  titles — for 
colonization  purposes,  particularly  with  a  view  of  cultivating  cotton  on  an 
extensive  scale  by  free  Uhor. 

'Ihe  company  have  already  hronght  in  laborers  with  the  requisite  tools, 
machinery,  ana  provisions,  and  have  commenced  operations  at  Azomaate. 
sitaated  about  four  leagues  north  of  this  city,  on  a  navigable  branch  of  the 
Ozama  rivur.  This  place  has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  most  beautifnl 
and  healthy  districts  on  the  south  part  of  the  island,  and  was  noted  for  its 
production  of  fine  cotton  in  the  early  days  of  the  colony.     The  unsettled  state 
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of  the  conatiy  for  eome  time  to  come  will,  no  doiibt«  very  mach  retard  the  opera- 
tioDB  of  tfaia  enterprJBiiig  company.  ••*»•» 

Should  this  enterprise  be  incceBsfulIy  carried  out,  and  the  cultivation  of  cotton 
within  the  tropics  oy  free  labor  become  profitable,  the  example  and  inetmction 
it  will  offer  to  other  eettlers  will  he  of  incalculable  ratne  to  those  who  are  con- 
sidering the  beat  mode  of  employing  maBBee  of  free  laborers  in  a  manner  which 
shall  iuBure  permanent  homes  and  satiefactory  means  of  livelihood. 

On  the  termination  of  the  existing  war  I  have  no  doubt  veiy  favorable 
arrangi-mentti  can  be  made  either  with  the  "West  India  Company,"  or  io- 
dependent  of  it,  for  the  introduction  of  a  large  number  of  agricultural,  home- 
less laborers  from  the  United  States  in  whom  our  government  feels  a  reBponsible 
interest,  and  who  would  find  Here  a  most  desirable  home. 

The  principal  export  trade  of  this  country  has  been  with  the  island  of  St. 
Thomas,  where  merchants  do  an  extensive  buBtness  with  the  surrounding  islandH. 
As  they  are  no  consumers  of  the  products  of  this  iBland,  they  keep  the  counti7 
drained  of  its  gold  at  a  loss  to  the  merchants  here.  The  Spanisn  doubloon  is 
current  at  seventeen  dollare  in  St.  Domingo,  whereas  the  St.  Thomas  merchants 
allow  but  sixteen'-^jj^  dollars  when  they  receive  them  from  the  merchants  of 
St.  Domingo.  Consequently  the  merchants  of  St.  Domingo  lose  three  per 
cent,  on  all  goods  pnrcnased  at  St.  Thomas,  and  with  the  continual  unsettled 
state  of  the  country,  change  of  government,  and  the  depreciation  of  the  paper 
currency  since  1845,  and  St.  Thomas  drawing  nearly  every  dollar  out  of  the 
country,  has  brought  this  countty  and  its  merchants  to  a  state  of  bankruptcy. 

One  of  the  main  conditions  of  tl)e  compact  was  the  redemption  by  Spain  of 
the  Dominican  paper  money  for  gold  and  silver  within  one  year  from  the  day  of 
annexation. 

Al^er  Spain  had  had  posseseiou  of  the  country  for  two  years  she  commenced 
the  work  of  redemption,  hnt  quite  contraiy  to  what  was  expected.  Inatead  o 
gold  and  silver,  she  brought  in  and  flooded  the  country  with  copper  coin,  and 
a  paper  currency  made  of  worre  material  than  even  the  poor  Dominican  ^ape&- 
tat  were  composed  of.  The  Dominican  issues  were  in  twos,  fives,  tens,  twen- 
ties, and  fifties.  At  the  beginning  of  the  redemption  by  the  Spaniards,  they 
pronounced  as  counterfeit  and  repudiated  all  the  fifties,  which  constituted  the 
hulk  of  the  whole  currency.  By  this  Spain  saved  many  tbonsands  of  dollars, 
but  the  poor  people  of  the  country  were  the  sufferers. 

I'he  present  iesues  of  tlie  Spaniards  are  fifty  cents,  two  dollars,  five,  fifteeut 
and  twenty-five  dollar  bills.  These  have  been  in  circulation  ten  months,  and 
liBve  already  become  so  worn  out,  torn,  and  ragged,  that  its  circnlation  is,  at  this 
time,  as  great  a  trouble  and  annoyance  to  the  people  as  the  former  "  Dominican 
papeletas,"  and  attended  with  much  more  loss  to  the  holders. 

What  is  to  become  of  all  this  ragged  paper  currency  is  yet  to  he  seen.  The 
few  doubloons  Spain  has  brought  into  the  country  to  pay  her  officials  and  troops 
have  been  swallowed  up  by  the  St.  Thomas  merchants.

*  *  *  The  unsettled  and  very  disorganized  state  of  political  affairs  in 
this  consulate  district  has  caused  so  many  Ganges  in  eveir  department  of  the 
goveniment  (by  the  removal  of  the  public  archires,  and  ^e  retirement  of  the 
constitutional  government  to  the  interior,)  as  to  preclude  the  bai%  poesibility  of 
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making  mj  annnal  report  nf  the  commerce  worthy  of  yoar  attention.  In  tiroes 
of  regular  commerce  in  this  place  there  in  such  a  sameneaa  in  the  qoantity  and 
qnalil^  of  importatiuna  of  goods,  wares,  and  merohMidiBe  Baited  to  this  and  the 
iiitcriur  marliets,  that  after  making  np  one  annool  report  it  would  he  difficult  to 
discover  any  material  change  for  many  years. 

The  custom-houBe  of  this  port  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  so-called  re- 
gency at  the  city  of  Mexico;  and  all  veseeU  (which  left  any  foreign  port  after 
the  SiOth  September  laat)  will  he  admitted  with  their  cargoes,  under  the  decree 
of  G.'neral  Forcy  of  the  let  May,  1863,  at  a  reduction  of  50  per  cent,  of  the 
diitii;^,  As  per  tariff  of  the  Mesic^u  republic  of  January,  1856. 

The  decree  of  the  regency  of  the  ii7th  of  August  last  permits  the  exporta- 
tion of  gold  and  silver  coins,  in  conformity  to  the  tariff  of  1856  and  the  decree 
of  the  18th  February,  1857. 

Up  to  the  present  date  the  interior  trade  has  been  interdicted  by  the  regency. 
Consequently  all  importations  of  merchandise,  with  the  exception  of  the  limited 
consumptioD  of  this  place,  remains  in  the  importers'  stores  as  so  mnch  dead  cap- 
ital. 

During  the  last  eighteen  months  there  has  been  a  constant  deficiency  of  water 
on  the  bar,  causing  serious  delays  and  heavy  expenses  for  lighterage,  aa  well 
as  several  marine  disasters  on  the  coast. 

The  decree,  above '-^noted,  imposes  on  export  duty  of  6  per  cent,  on  coined 
silver. 

Port  r^nlatioiu  at  Tampteo. 

DBCRBB. 

The  colonel,  superior  commander  of  Tampico,  decrees ; 

Art,  1.  The  captain  of  every  merchant  vessel  that  arrives  at  Tampico  shall 
send  to  the  captain  of  the  port,  immediately  after  anchorage,  a  statement  of  all 
the  passengers ;  said  statement,  signed  by  the  captain,  shall  indicate  the  place 
of  birth,  nationality,  trade,  from  whence  sailed,  and  the  destination  of  the  pas- 
sengers. 

Art.  2.  The  passports  of  said  passengers  shall  be  accompanied  with  the  state- 
ment referred  to  in  the  preceding  article. 

Art.  3.  The  discharging  shall  not  begin  until  the  captain  of  the  port  may  have 
given  his  competent  authorization. 

Art.  4.  The  passports  shall  be  deposited  in  the  prefectnra  of  the  city,  where 
the  passengera  must  appear  personally  to  reclaim  them. 

Art.  5.  No  captain  of  a  vessel  shall  receive  on  board  (when  anchored  at  the 
bar)  the  passengers  that  may  go  ont  of  Tampico,  nnlesa  they  have  their  pass- 
ports visaed  by  the  local  authorities. 

Art.  6.  All  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  articles  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollara.  without  prejudicing  the  penalties  dictated 
by  the  laws  tn  such  cases. 

Art.  7.  The  prelect  of  Tampico  and  the  captun  of  the  port  arc  chained,  each, 
in  the  way  it  appertains  to  them,  for  the  execution  of  the  present  decree.

Colton-groioitig  does  not  appear  to  have  flourished  to  any  considerable  extent 
during  the  past  year,  but  those  engaged  in  the  enterprise,  (and  there  are 
aeveral  of  them,)  seem  sanguine  of  producing  a  respectable  quantity  for  ship- 
ment the  coming  year.  Indigo  and  coffee  culture  ia  on  the  increase,  and  the 
same  may  be  said  of  cacao.  Gold-mining  is  carried  on  at  present  only  by  the 
natives,  the  attempts  of  the  foreigners  who  have  undertaken  this  occupation 
having  proved  in  nearly  eveir  instance  complete  failures. 

The  harbor  is  in  a  most  deplorable  condition,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of 
the  "Central  American  Transit  Company"  to  improve  it.  Some  eight  old 
hulks,  brought  here  especially  for  the  purpose,  have  been  sunk  at  the  ap- 
proaches of  the  river  San  Juan,  which  empty  into  the  bay,  with  the  view  of 
confining  the  waters  to  a  single  channel ;  but  as  yet  no  visible  increaae  in  the 
depth  of  water  at  the  entrance  from  the  sea  is  discoverable.  There  has  heeni 
during  the  past  four  months,  only  about  eight  and  a  half  feet  of  water  on  the 
bar  at  high  tide,  with  a  very  narrow  and  crooked  channel  for  vessels  to  pasa  in 
and  out.  It  is  asserted,  however,  by  those  considered  competent  to  judge,  that, 
with  the  necessary  machinery  and  implements,  a  good  harbor  can  still  he  made, 
and  without  any  extraordinary  expense.  ,--  ■

**  *  *  In  the  only  excursion  to  tbc  coantiy  I  have  been  sble  to 
make,  and  thftt  for  part  of  a  i&y,  I  have  seen  some  six  hundred  acres  of  cotton 
and  considerable-  sngar  growing.  The  crop  is  very  promieing,  considered  very 
large  in  growth,  and  more  than  nsnallj  fruitful.  There  were  between  4,000 
and  S,DOQ  baiee  of  cotton  shipped  troia  tbia  port  last  year,  and  the  estimate  for 
this  year  is  S0,000  bales  or  over.  From  the  proneneSB  of  these  people  to  exag- 
gerate, I  was  inclined  to  discredit  the  estimate ;  but  in  conversation  with  a  gen- 
tleman of  reliability,  who  baa  a  cotton  ^'m  and  preu,  and  is  now  about  erecting 
several  more  in  different  parts  of  tbe  country,  1  was  assured  that,  if  no  accident 
happened  to  tie  crop,  tbe  amount  was  rather  under  than  over  estimated.  Most 
of  the  cotton  was,  last  year,  shipped  to  England,  not  because  it  "paid"  any 
better,  (for,  in  fact,  it  brought  much  less  than  it  would  in  our  country,]  but  for 
fear  of  tbe  pirates.  *  *  «  There  is  another  article,  a  sample  of 
wbicb  I  enclose,  called  pita,  (peta,)  wbicb  grows  in  great  abundance  sponta- 
neously all  over  this  region.  It  seems  to  me  to  bo  a  most  valuable  article  for  the 
manufactare  of  cordage.  It  is  verij  cheap,  and  could  be  taken  to  the  United 
States  and  sold  much  lower  than  tbe  Manilla,  so  much  used,  and  is  as  good,  if 
not  far  better,  for  all  such  purposca.  The  cnffee  crop  is  very  good  this  year, 
and  the  coffee  is  of  a  fine  quality.  The  indigo  is  superior  in  quality,  and  the 
product  is  very  considerable.

UNITED    STATES    OF    COLOMBIA. 

A  decree  of  the  coaBtitadonal  president  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia, 
preecribing  the  manner  of  certi^ng  invoices  of  importe,  haa  been  received  at 
this  department,  of  vfaicb  the  BUDJoined  ie  a  tranelatioo : 

T.  C.  DB  UosQUBRA,  Constitutional  president  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia. 


Article  1.  It  is  the  duty  of  those  who  may  introdnce  foreign  merchandise 
to  present,  with  the  manifcsU,  the  original  invoices,  certified  by  the  Colombian 
consul  of  the  port  whence  they  are  shipped. 

Art.  2.  In  those  ports  wh^  there  may  be  no  Colombian  consul,  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  invoices  will  be  obtained  from  a  consul  of  a  friendly  nation.  Those 
of  the  republic  of  Chili  are  required  to  perform  this  service  by  ajticle  34  of  the 
treaty  of  friendship,  commerce,  and  navigation  with  said  republic. 

Art.  3.  The  certificate  required  by  the  first  article  shall  express  the  num- 
ber of  the  packages  of  the  invoice ;  the  kind  of  merchandise ;  the  Colombian 
weight  of  each  package ;  the  name  of  the  boat  in  which  it  msy  be  shipped  ;  the 
port  in  Colombia  to  which  it  is  directed ;  and  the  name  of  the  merchant  or  con- 
signee to  whom  they  may  belong. 

Art.  4.  The  conanls  shall  remit  to  the  general  office  of  accounts  an  authentic 
copy  of  every  invoice  which  they  may  certify. 

Art.  5,  The  consuls  are  entitled  to  collect  one  peso  for  every  invoice  which 
they  may  certify,  according  to  the  4tb  provision  of  Article  19  of  the  law  of 
Uarch  7,  1856,  upon  consular  service. 

Art.  6.  The  following  periods  are  fixed  for  the  execntion  of  this  decree  ; 

Sixty  days  for  merchandise  imported  from  the  West  Indiest  Central  America, 
and  the  Pacific  republi(» ; 

Ninety  days  for  importations  from  the  ports  of  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Mexico ;  and 

One  hundred  and  twenty  days  for  importations  from  other  ports— fthese 
periods  to  be  reckoned  from  the  date  of  this  decree. . 

Art.  7.  The  failure  to  present  invoices,  certified  as  aforesaid,  will  subject  the 
cargo  to  examination,  package  by  package,  Ad  to  an  additional  cbaige  of  ten 
per  cent,  on  the  ordinary  duties.

Although  I  have  to  report  the  arrival  of  but  one  vessel  at  this  port  during  the 
last  year,  under  the  flag  of  the  United  States,  with  cargo,  yet  there  has  been  a 
large  increase  in  the  importation  of  American  goods  over  former  years,  which 
importation  has  mostly  been  made  in  vessels  of  American  build  sailing  under 
the  English  flag. 

The  number  of  such  vessels  that  have  arrived  at  this  port  during  the  last 
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year  is  ninctecii,  all  from  the  port  of  New  York,  and  bringing  aesorted  cmgoet 
of  pioviBioQS  and  American  manufacture  a,  the  quantities  or  value  of  which  I 
have  no  means  of  ascertaining. 

By  the  present  tariff  of  this  country  American  goods,  as  a  general  thing,  are 
more  heavily  taxed  than  those  of  any  other  country ;  all  kinds  of  pravisiom  pay 
at  the  rate  of  five  cenU  per  kilogramme  on  the  gross  weight  of  the  package, 
whereas  soap,  candles,  lumber,  gunny  bags,  furniture,  and  many  other  common 
neceasaries,  which  are  extensively  imported,  are  chai^d  at  the  rale  of  30  cenii 
)>er  kilogramme  alsq  on  the  groes  weigiit ;  and  it  is  just  the  same  ae  silks,  bee, 
jewelry,  and  the  most  costly  articles. 

Besides  this  national  duty,  the  state  government  collects  a  consumpUon  duly 
of  S5  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  national  duty  on  all  importations,  whiui 
consumption  duty  is  collected  upon  the  introduction  of  the  goods. 

Another  great  iojustice  is  the  collection  of  30  ccnta  per  kilogramme  on  the 
baggage  of  each  passenger  disembarking  in  the  country;  and  upon  this  also 
the  state  collects  the  25  per  cent  coiuumptioti  duty,  even  should  the  owner 
remain  in  the  country  but  a  day  or  two.  The  injustice  of  this  imposition  a 
worthy  the  attention  of  foreign  governments.

The  most  important  product  of  the  country  is  tobacco,  nearly  all  of  wfaicb  ii 
exported  to  Germany.  Coffee,  ivory,  nuts,  and  fustic,  are  also  exported  to  a 
considerable  extent  to  Europe. 

The  cultivation  of  cotton  has  received  but  little  attention  in  the  vicinity  of 
this  port;  whereas,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  port  of  Savanilla,  a  large  quaoniy 
has  been  raised  during  the  past  year,  and  it  has  formed  an  important  pari  of  the 
exports  of  that  port.

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The  port  charges  arc  ae  fbllowa:  Tonnage  doty,  50  cents  per  ton  Venezne- 
Uo  tonnage;  wnter  duty,  15  cents  per  ton  Venezuelan  tonnage;  light-house 
duty,  6  cents  per  ton  Veneznelan  tonnage;  clearance,  per  50  tonsi  32;  100 
tonsi,  $3;  200  tons,  $4;  200  tons  and  upwards,  $5. 

Veneznelan  vessels  run  about  half  price ;  heeides,  there  is  to  he  paid  to  the 
captain  of  the  port  of  Laguayra,  on  each  vessel,  S3  ;  to  the  health  officer,  for  , 
Tieit,  $3 ;  to  the  interpreter,  excepting  Spanish  vessels,  $2. 

By  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  a  foreign  vessel,  of  400  tons  and  upwards, 
pays  to  the  custom-house,  in  Veneznelan  currency,  8327  50  ;  and  if  she  enter 
with  car^  and  depart  the  country,  (entering  no  other  port  with  cargo,)  she 
pays  $100  tonnage  duty.*  The  price  for  export  goods  is  generally  tized  at 
Caraccas,  commissions  alike  on  all  kinds,  all  expenses  added. 

Coffee  being  a  principal  article  of  export,  the  following  will  show  the  expense 
on  the  same :  Conunission  on  coffee,  per  cent.,  S  j  ;  bags,  regulating  and  weigh- 
ing, 50  cents;  carriage  from  Garaccae,  per  100  lbs.,  31J  to  37J;  porterage, 
lighterage,  and  embarking  at  Laguayra,  per  100  lbs.,  llj  cent* ;  export  dnty 
at  cnstom-house,  per  bag,  15  reals,  or  ^1^;  storage  at  Laguayra  1  per  cent 

Thns  you  see  a  bag  of  cofiee  costing  in  Caraccas  $18,  for  example,  by  the 
time  it  isput  on  hoard  the  vessel  at  l>agnayra  costs  £31  50  Venezuelan  cur- 
rency. This  mode  of  fixing  price  attaches  to  all  exports,  and  might  be  traced 
out  lif  deemed  proper.  Venezuela  has  no  coin  of  her  own  except  copper;  she 
has  permitted  gold  and  silver  coin  of  most  nations  to  be  introduced,  and  fixed 
their  value,  which  is  as  follows  ;

General  review  of  the  whole  export  trade  of  the  river  Orinoco,  province  of 
Guayana,  and  general  information  dnring  the  eleven  yeare  ended  December 
31,  1862  : 

1850.— The  value  of  exports  to  the  United  States  amounted  to  $207,800  4S, 
showing  an  increase  of  $41,176  85,  as  compared  with  1849,  in  which  year  the 
.  value  of  exports  amounted  to  Sl66,623  60.  Tbe  productions  exported  were 
cocoa,  coffee,  indigo,  hides,  deerskins,  sarsaparilla,  Tonquin  beans,  mahogany, 
balsam  copaiba,  and  cattle  boms.  The  increased  value  of  this  trade  had  ariaen 
from  the  advanced  prices  offered  in  tbe  New  York  market  for  hides,  deerskins, 
and  coffee  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  The  quantity  of  hides, 
and  particularly  of  deerskins,  shipped  was  unusually  great. 

1851. — The  value  of  exports  to  the  United  Btates  amounted  to  »354,711  60, 
being  an  increase  of  S114,665  55  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There 
was  also  an  increase  of  shipping  of  950  tons.  The  exports  consisted  of  the 
same  as  in  1850,  with  the  audition  of  bark.  This  trade  increased  particularly 
in  the  article  of  cattle  hides,  of  which  no  less  than  206,548  were  shipped  to 
New  York,  with  12^226  deerskins. 

1852. — The  value  of  exports  thia  year  amounted  to  8319,146  40,  showing  a 
decrease  of  $35,565  10,  as  compared  with  1851.  The  productions  corresponded 
to  those  of  the  previous  year. 

1353. — The  value  of  this  year's  exports  to  the  United  States  amounted  to 
$367,531  45,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  was  also  an  increase 
of  shipping  of  90  tons.  This  trade  rapidly  gained  ground,  especially  in  the 
article  of  cattle  hides,  of  which  no  less  than  304,144,  with  91,336  deerskins, 
were  shipped  to  New  York. 
'  1854.— The  ralue  of  exparU  to  the  United  States  omounted.to  $713,148  Ifi 
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showing  an  incfesse  of  $345,616  70,  as  compared  with  the  preriona  year.  Th« 
tonnage  ie  nearly  the  same  as  in  1853.  The  annanal  increaM  in  value  of  ex- 
ports waa  caneed  by  the  remarkably  high  price  obtained  in  New  Tork  markets 
for  cattle  hides  and  other  productions,  of  which  there  waa  a  large  increase  in 
the  qoantity  exported,  as  compared  witli  the  previons  year. 

1855. — The  value  of  exports  to  the  United  States  this  year  amounted  to 
{744,315,  showing  an  increase  in  value  of  X31,166  85,  u  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  This  increase  arose  trom  the  continneff  high  price  of  cattle 
bides  and  the  large  additional  quantity  of  tbem  exported. 

1856. — The  exports  to  the  United  States  were  3612,197  30,  showing  a  de- 
crease of  8132,li7  70,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 

1857. — To  the  United  States  the  value  of  exports  amonnted  to  8489.096  75, 
which  shows  a  decrease  of  8123,101  55. 

1858. — The  value  of  exports  to  New  York  amounted  to  8423,265  70,  show- 
ing a  decrease  of  865,630  05. 

1859.— The  value  of  exports  in  United  States  vessels  amounted  to  8533,866  35, 
showing  an  increase  of  8115,622  65,  with  111  tone  in  shipping.  The  increase 
arose  from  the  very  high  price  of  hides  and  other  products  above  those  of  the 
previous  year. 

1860. — The  value  ofexportsin  United  States  vesselsamonnted  to  8355.711  20, 
showing  a  decrease  of  8183,177  15.  The  number  of  bides  shipped  to  New 
York  were  123,530,  with  9,663  deerskins. 

1861. — The  value  of  exports  to  the  United  States  amounted  to  8261,057. 
being  a  decrease  of  894,654  20.  The  civil  war  both  in  the  United  States  aed  in 
Venezuela  affected  this  trade. 

December  31,  1862. 

General  review  of  the  whole  import  trade  of  the  rivet  Orinoco,  province  of 
Guayana,  and  also  general  information  for  a  period  of  eleven  years,  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1861: 

1650, — The  value  of  imports  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  889,367  85. 
The  principal  articles  imported  were  bricks,  flour,  biscuit,  potatoes,  rice,  bams, 
butter,  cheese,  oysters,  cordage,  oakum,  tor,  rosin,  pitch,  varnish,  ale,  cider, 
hay,  medicines,  shoes,  stationeiy,  beaver  aad  felt  hats,  sperm  candles,  fami- 
ture,  cotton  shirting,  madapoUanes,  and  about  5,000  pieces  of  twilled  and  plaia 
unbleached  domestics.  These  latter  goods  met,  and  still  meet,  with  a  ready 
sale,  and  are  in  demand,  as  the  fabrics  are  of  a  stouter  and  more  durable  quality 
than  the  English  goods  of  tiia  same  description,  and  are  preferred,  although  a 
shade  higher  in  price, 

1651.— The  value  of  imports  from  New  York  amounted  to  8130,966  55,  ex- 
clusive of  money,  which  exceeded  8130,000,  but  of  which  no  account  is  kept 
at  the  custom-house.  The  increase  in  imports,  as  compared  with  1850,  amounts 
to  841,539  70.  These  imports  consisted  chiefly  of  the  same  articles  as  those 
of  the  previous  year,  with  the  addition  of  checks  and  turpentine. 

1852. — The  value  of  American  produce  imported  from  the  United  States 
amonnted  to  8139,439  30,  showing  on  increase,  as  compared  with  1851,  of 
88,472  75.  Gold  and  sUver  coins  were  also  introduced  to  the  amount  of. 
8260,000,  unnoticed  in  the  custom-house  accounts.  The  importations  embraced 
generally  the  articles  of  the  previous  year,  with  the  addition  of  lard  and  codfish. 

1853. — The  value  of  imports  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  886,772  40, 
exclusive  of  money,  which  exceeded  $390,000,  to  pay  for  cattle,  hides,  and 
other  productions.  The  decrease  of  imports,  as  compared  with  1852,  amounts 
to  852,666  90,  caused  by  the  late  distorbed  state  of  ute  country.  The  imports 
comprised  articles  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year. 

1854. — The  value  of  hnporta  from  the  U  nited  States  amounted  to  8257,743  20, 
showing  aa  increase  of  8168,770  80,  as  compared  with  1653.    There  has  also 
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been  introduced  about  8335,0P0  in  money,  to  pay  for  cattle,  &c.  The  articles 
of  imports  were  similar  to  those  of  1853. 

1855.— The  value  of  import*  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  8261.436  95, 
as  compared  with  1854.  There  haa  alao  been  introduced  abont  $3^5.000  in 
money,  to  pay  for  cattle,  &c. ;  and  the  imports  were  similar  to  those  of  1854, 
with  the  addition  of  cinnamon,  cloves,  and  nutmegs. 

1836. — The  importo  from  the  United  States  direct  amounted  tn  $232,475  65 
in  American  and  tbrcTgn  vessels,  showing  a  decrease  of  $7,021  30,  as  compared 
with  previous  years.     Imports  were  the  same. 

1857.'-The  imports  from  ibe  United  States  direct  amouoted  to  8234.481  25, 
which  shows  an  iDcrease  of  S2,00S  60,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  imports  corresponded  to  those  of  1856,  with  the  addition  of  black  pepper, 
pickles,  and  brooms. 

1858. — The  imports  of  this  year  amounted  to  S43,339,  showing  a  decrease 
of  8189,146  65,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year;  but  the  amount  of  gold 
coin  was  abont  8195,000.  The  decrease  appears  to  have  arisen  from  the  total 
change  of  government  that  occurred  in  the  month  of  March  of  this  year,  and 
which  caused  a  want  of  confidence  in  all  mercantile  classes.  The  imports  are 
the  same. 

1859. — ^The  value  of  imports  in  United  States  vessels  amounted  this  year  to 
851,165  40,  showing  an  increase  of  $7,836  40,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  There  has  been  about  839.000  brought  in  money  to  pay  for  hides,  &c. 
The  imports  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

1860. — The  value  of  articles  imported  from  the  United  States  amounted  to 
8131,924  65,  showing  an  increase  of  S80. 759  25,  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
Tionayear;  in  this  sum  are  inclnded  about  878,000  introduced  in  money; 
other  imports  the  same  as  last  year. 

1861. — The  value  of  imports  from  the  United  States  this  year  amounted  to 
8136,279  55;  showing  an  increase  of  84,354  90,  as  compared  with  1861. 

The  exchange  at  this  cost  is  invariably  at  the  rate  of  81  34  to  one  American 
or  Spanish  dolkr. 

UBNEBAL  INFORM  ATtON. 

The  duties  levied  lu  the  year  1 850  were  the  same  on  native  as  on  foreign  ves- 
sels, with  or  without  cargoes,  inward  or  ontward  bound,  and  amounted  to  up- 
wards of  45  per  cent,  on  imports. 

The  port  chains,  including  pilotage  and  light-ship  dues,  were  about  81  SO 
per  ton,  from  which  vessels  that  lo^ed  with  cattle,  nides,  or  dried  beef  were 
exempt. 

The  rate  of  profit  on  sales  varied,  and  still  varies,  from  25  to  75  per  cent, 
and  8^11  varies  according  to  circumstances.  Commission  business  is  done  from 
6  to  15  per  cent.,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  transactions. 

Uerehandiee  for  New  Granada,  in  transit,  is  alone  allowed  to  be  warehoused 
at  this  port,  at  the  rate  of  2  J  per  cent,  monthly ;  but  must  be  reshipped  or  en- 
tered for  consumption  within  six  months  after  arrival. 

The  freight  from  the  United  States  and  Europe  cannot  be  specified,  as  it  en- 
tirely depends  upon  Btipnlations  for  return  cargoes. 

The  stock  of  goods  on  hand  in  1850  was  unnanally  large,  and  could  not  be 
estimated  under  8780,000.  The  prohibited  articles  were  then  and  etill  are  ba- 
con, salt,  sugar  and  rum,  unless  in  bottles. 

By  the  law  of  the  23d  April,  1850,  the  import  duties  were  increased  from  45 
to  60  per  cent.,  and  port  charges  to  81  SO  per  ton  on  all  vessels  without  excep- 
tion, whether  native  or  foreign. 

The  stock  of  goods  on  hand  in  1851  woe  larger  than  for  many  years,  and 
amounted  to  8845,000.     The  clandestine  traffic  carried  on  with  perfect  impU' 
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nity  by  natives  alone,  between  Trinidad,  Dentarara,  and  this  district,  conld  not 
he  esiimated  at  less  than  S130,DOO. 

Since  the  law  of  the  23d  of  April,  1850,  establisliing  a  Bpccific  tariff  of  da- 
ties,  so  TDaay  additions  and  alterations  had  been  made  in  that  lawi  that  it  was 
almoBt  impoaetble  to  say  more  than  that  the  duties  levied  in  1853  ranged  from 
\5  to  100  per  cent,  on  the  invoices  deposited  at  the  custom-honse.  The  aver- 
ags  dalies  for  1854  appear  to  have  been  46  per  cent. 

The  stock  of  goods  then  on  hand  was  calculated  at  £910,000,  and,  consider- 
ing the  Bales  made  for  the  twelve  months,  was  at  great  variance  with  the  cns- 
toiL-honBe  returns  of  imports,  and  conld  only  be  attribntcd  to  the  extensive 
clwdestioe  traffic,  and  to  very  defective  invoices,  valued  to  evade  the  duties.

The  savage  and  destmctivo  nature  of  the  civil  war  that  broke  ont  in  March, 
1899,  and  tbat  is  still  carried  on,  especially  in  the  adjacent  provinces,  has  destroyed 
■U  coafidence,  and  paralyzed  every  species  of  trade  ;  and  the  same  cause  will 
ptevent  importations  to  any  extent  beyond  the  absolute  consumption  of  this 
province,  while  the  present  insecurity  of  persons  and  property  exists. 

By  the  law  of  May,  1860,  there  ia  kid  20  per  cent,  in  addition  to  the  former 
GO  per  cent,  of  duty  on  imparts ;  and  on  many  articles  the  duty  amounts  to  200 
fti  cent,  on  their  original  value. 

The  port  diarges,  including  pilotage  and  light  dues,  amount  to  about  t2  per 
loo. 

The  rate  of  freight  irora  Europe  cannot  be  stated,  as  the  arrangements  are 
Dude  for  a  return  cargo  to  the  United  States  at  various  prices  for  particular  ar- 
ticles, and  not  by  the  ton. 

The  stock  of  goods  on  hand  in  1860  was  valued  at  $1,625,000,  while  the 
qaautity  of  1861  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year,  and  amounted  to  up- 
wards of  $2,600,000. 

The  excessively  high  duties  on  imports  now  levied  have  increased  tbc  ac- 
tivity in  the  contraband  trade  between  Trinidad,  Demarara  and  Venezuela, 
but  it  ia  sot  possible  to  ascertain  its  extent  or  value. 

The  freight  from  and  to  Hamburg  and  Bremeu  is  generally  about  820  per 
ton ;  and  from  and  to  the  United  States,  about  815  to  817  50  per  ton.

TRADE  AND  NAVIOATION. 

Tbo  trade  of  Bolivar  depeade  on  the  interior  provinces  for  the  conanmption 
of  imports  and  supply  of  exportable  articles.  Except  in  time  of  iotemal  codj- 
motioB,  the  importe  amooDt  to  from  S715,000  to  (100,001,000,  and  coneiBt  of 
the  manofactnreB  and  productions  of  the  United  States,  England,  Germany,  and 

The  exports  in  time  of  peace  average  annually'  abont  $715,000,  and  consist 
of  cattle  hides,  cofiee,  cocoa,  indigo,  live  cattle  and  horsea,  with  small  quantities 
of  Tonqnin  beans,  gam  copal,  tobacco,  balsam  copaiba,  and  sarsaparilla,  which 
are  shipped  for  New  York,  Hanseatic  towns,  and  adjacent  colonies. 

Formerly  lai^  shipments  of  cotton  and  tobacco  were  made  to  Germany,  of 
which  vestiges  are  to  be  met  with  in  everr  part  of  the  province,  but  the  fre- 
quent revoluLions  that  occnr  in  this  country  have  ruined  the  planting  of  cotton 
and  seriously  afiected  every  other  branch  of  cultivation.  With  each  change  of 
government  the  duties  on  imports  are  increased,  and  are  at  present  abont  GO 
per  cent.     The  port  charges,  iudnding  pilotage  and  light  dues,  are  abont  SI  92 


The  bar  of  the  river  Orinoco  has  20  feet  water,  with  a  safe  clay  bottom. 
The  river  has  an  annual  rise  and  fall  of  from  50  to  60  feet.     It  is  at  the  highest    - 
in  August  and  lowest  in  March,  but  no  vessel  drawing  above  15  feet  of  water 
can  come  here  between  the  end  of  November  and  the  beginning  of  May,  on  ac- 
count of  the  shallow  sand-banks  at  Yaya,  Maneo,  and  Fanapana. 

To  the  westward  of  Bolivar  the  navigable  rivers  that  fall  into  the  Orinoco 
are  the  Rio  Negro,  Gesarico,  Apnra,  Aranca,  Portuguese,  Csaanase,  and  Meta. 
The  three  latter  communicate  with  New  Granada,  and  the  Rio  Negro  with 
Brazil.  The  whole  are  navigated  by  flat-bottomed  vessels  and  by  steamers  of 
light  draught  of  water.  At  the  anchorage  opposite  this  city  there  arefonifathoms 
of  water  when  the  river  is  at  the  lowest. 

The  navigation  of  the  Orinoco  and  its  tributaries  is  at  all  times  dangerous, 
and  requires  good  pilots.  Between  the  months  of  November  and  May  the  voy- 
ages from  the  mouths  pf  the  Orinoco  to  this  city  seldom  exceed  four  days,  but 
between  May  and  November  the  voyages  are  often  ^m  twenty  to  thirty  days, 
owing  to  the  strength  of  the  current  and  the  prevalent  westwardly  winds  during 
the  snnuner. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  province  of  Guayana,  by  the  last  census,  is  30,000 
persons,  of  which  8,000  belong  to  the  city  of  Bolivar.  The  population  is 
widely  scattered  over  the  province  in  a  few  small  villages. 

DBSCBtPTION   OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

This  province  contains  20,000  square  leagues  of  wavy  land,  with  a  range  of 
divided  hills  that  mn  east  and  west  towards  the  Andes.  Two-thirds  ot  the 
territory  consists  of  pasture  lands,  and  are  one-third  of  virgin  forests.  The  soil 
everywhere  is  well  adapted  to  cotton  and  tobacco,  but  especially  for  breeding 
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AUBICX'LTURI^. 

The  agriculture  of  this  province  consists  of  coffee,  tobacco,  angar-cime  in 
email  scattered  patclics,  rice,  Indian  com,  plantains,  yams  and  yucca,  beana  and 

eas,  but  the  climate  is  too  hot  for  producing  wheat,  oals,  barley,  or  potatoes. 

'he  cultivation  of  the  articles  of  which  the  country  is  capable  has  nearly  ceaeed, 
on  account  of  the  civil  war  which  has  been  raging  with  atrocious  violenco  for 
the  last  three  years.

There  is  abundance  of  wood  in  the  proriace  fit  for  furniture  of  all  kinds, 
and  for  house  and  ship  building,  but  the  whole  is  almost  aseless  for  the  want 
of  capital  and  laborers.  Tbero  are  also  inexhaustible  forests  of  caoutchouc 
trees  and  innumerable  medicinal  plants  of  every  description  unheeded. 


The  value  of  the  mineral  wealth  distributed  over  the  whole  province  is  yet 
to  be  discovered.  la  the  canton  of  Upato,  copper,  lead,  silver,  aad  gold  have 
heeD  found,  but  only  the  latter  has  been  attended  to,  and  one  company  has 
already  commenced  operations  with  a  steam  engine  and  machineiy  for  cruabing 
quartz,  which  is  very  rich.  The  quartz  district  has  been  traced  for  nine  miles, 
but  tbe  extent  of  gi'onnd  where  hundreds  of  men  are  digging  is  unknown.  In 
these  fields  gold  ie  obtained  in  pieces  from  six  grains  to  six  pounds  in  size,  and 
from  three  inches  to  sixteen  feet  below  the  Burface.  Gold  is  also  found  eighty 
miles  to  the  south  of  Bolivar,  and  quicksilver  is  found  at  Gascura,  but,  nnfortn- 
nately,  there  are  no  bridges  nor  any  regnlat  roads  in  the  province  to  facilitate 
intercourse  with  the  interior,  except  by  bridle  paths ;  nor  have  the  government 
the  means  of  pmviding  bridges  or  roads,  tbe  construction  of  which  must  fall  on 
individual  enterprise  sooner  or  later  to  make  tbe  diBcoveries  available  or  valuable. 

HANUPACTtJBSS. 

This  branch,  like  eveiy  other  in  this  quarter,  is  in  its  infancy,  and  not  likely 
to  improve  while  the  country  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  natives,  who  are  now 
vitiated  to  continued  revolutions.  The  articles  manufactured  are  tallow,  can- 
dles, very  common  soap,  coarse  brown  sugar,  and  ram,  all  for  local  consumption; 
and  for  exportation,  graes  hammocks,  Riu  Negro  gra^s  cables,  and  Dr.  Sicg^t's 
bitters. 


Venezuela  has  no  metallic  corrcncy  of  its  own  ;  consequently  the  moneys  of 
nil  nations  are  in  circulation,  but  principally  that  of  the  United  States,  England, 
and  France.  On  American  money  there  is  a  profit  on  its  importation  of  TJ 
per  cent.,  on  English  8  per  cent.,  and  on  French  10  per  cent.,  which,  if  again 
exported,  will  bear  a  proportionate  loss,  with  the  addition  of  2  per  ceut.  dn^. 

Exchange  is  1.34  to  the  dollar.

In  accordance  with  instnictiona  from  your  department,  I  have  the  honor  to 
enbmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  this  cooBulate,  together  with  the  encloeed 
carefiilly-prepared  and  accurate  tables  of  Btatistics,  showing  the  condition  of 
trade  and  commerce  between  the  United  States  and  this  empire  for  the  year 
ended  December  31, 1S63,  contrasted  with  former  reports  from  this  office,  espe- 
cially with  those  ending  December,  1860  and  1661. 

The  exhibit  is  anything  but  favorable,  and  points  unerringly  to  the  nnhappy 
state  of  affairs  now  distracting  our  once  prosperous  countiy. 

Having  but  recently  forwarded  my  quarterly  report,  ending  the  same  date  as 
this,  the  condition  of  trade  for  the  past  year  has  been  such  as  to  require  of  me 
but  a  very  brief  notice. 

There  airived  here  in  1862  145  American  vessels,  the  average  number  for 
the  previous  year  being  abont  270,  showing  a  falling  off  of  nearly  one-half 
during  the  past  year,  while  at  least  one-half  of  those  left  this  port  in  ballast. 
Bbippcrs  noticing  willing  to  freight  American  vessels.  This  is  the  more  worthy 
of  notice  from  the  fact  that  heretofore  American  vessels  have  been  sought  for, 
in  preference  to  other  flags,  for  their  fast-sailing  qualities. 

The  non-employment  of  American  vessels  can  be  readily  accounted  for :  first, 
by  the  actien  of  British  capitalists  and  underwriters  reFasiog  to  insure  in  Ameri- 
can bottoms ;  but  principally  in  the  destruction  of  so  many  of  our  vessels  by 
the  privateers  of  the  so-called  southern  confederacy.

The  exportation  of  coffee  to  the  United  States  heing  597,145  bags  less  tlian 
In  1860,  and  less  the  past  7eaT  (1862)  than  theprevioos  year  bj  361,699  bags. 
ThoB  it  will  be  seen  the  exports  of  coffee  to  the  United  States  the  past  Tear  have 
iollen  off  nearly  one-half  from  the  large  decrease  of  the  unusually  suiall  amount 
of  the  previous  Tear.  This  can  be  traced  directly  to  two  great  causes  :  first, 
all  the  ports  of  tne  insurgent  States  ore  closed  by  the  blockade,  and  shut  out 
^m  the  market  entirely ;  and  second,  the  recent  beavr  war  tax  on  cofiee, 
tbereby  iDcreaeing  the  cost  of  it  to  juch  an  extent  as  to  decrease  the  consump- 
tion of  the  same.  This  ttato  of  things  is  felt  not  alone  in  our  country,  but  has 
anost  Beriously  affected  the  prosperity  of  this  empire,  and  especially  it  is  notice- 
able in  this  city,  the  great  centre  of  commerce  and  exchange  of  Braail;  and  this 
leade  me  to  remark  how  closely,  commercially  and  geographicallT,  are  we  allied 
to  this  country,  and  it  should  be  an  inGeative  to  a  closer  bond  fd  trade  than 
exists  at  present. 

The  coffee  crop  for  1861-'6S  was  greatly  inferior  to  that  of  1859-'60.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  present  crop  will  exceed  the  last  one,  yielding  about 
1,800,000  bags  for  shipment  up  to  30th  June  next. 

The  importation  of  flour  from  the  United  Slates  (table  No.  I)  is  about  the 
same  the  past  year  as  the  year  previous,  amounting  to  261,865  barrels ;  but 
part  of  this  was  shipped  coastwise  and  re-exported.  The  consumption  for  1868 
ID  this  city  was  236,670  barrels ;  leaving  a  stock  in  all  hands  on  the  3lBt 
j>ecEmber  of  about  65,000  barrels. 

Table  No.  5  shows  the  amount  of  exports  from  this  city  for  the  financial 
years  of  1860-'G1,  1861-'62.  In  186D-'61  the  United  States  were  the  firvt  on 
the  list,  having  about  seventeen  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars;  while  in  lH61-'6:i 
th|  amount  decreased  to  six  and  a  half  millions ;  Great  Britain,  seven  millions ; 
and  Fiance,  five  millions.  The  total  difference  in  the  exports  &om  Bio  Ja- 
neiro alone  for  1861-'62  is  lees  than  1860-'fil  by  nearly  eleren  millions  of 
dollars. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  cultivation  of  cotton  during  the 
past  year,  both  by  the  goremment  and  the  planters,  principally  in  the  provinces 
of  Uaranham,  Fernambuco,  and  St.  Paul,  and  will  in  a  short  time  constitnte 
one  of  the  principal  articles  of  exportation.    The  quality  is  said  to  be  very  fine. 

In  the  last  assembly  of  the  general  legislature  Uie  imperial  govemment  were 
anthorized  by  the  law  of  September  9  to  alter  the  existing  regulations  concern- 
ing the  coastwise  trade,  thereby  allowing  the  trade  between  the  several  ports 
of  the  empire  to  be  carried  on  by  foreign  veBsels,  and  also  to  change  the  law 
respecting  the  nationality  of  the  masters  and  crews  of  vessels  navigating  under 
the  Brazilian  fisg. 

The  government  is  now  preparing  the  new  regulations  on  those  subjects,  and 
it  is  expected  that  they  will  in  a  few  months  be  put  in  force.  This  measnn 
will  open  a  new  field  of  trade  to  onr  vesseb,  wfaicn  can  in  all  mpects  compete 
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with  tloae  of  any  otber  nadon.  I  Bhall  «ppriM  the  department  of  any  measun 
Uken  hj  the  imperial  eoTemment  of  Bnutil  in  regard  to  thia  matter. 

The  new  bans  called  the  London  and  Braailian  Bank,  with  a  capital  of  ten 
nillioiiB  sterling,  has  been  established  the  past  year  in  thia  citj  hj  anthority  of 
the  imperial  goremmenL  It  hu  jnBt  commsnced  operations,  and  has  met  with 
&vor  Irom  the  merchasts  hen.  On  the  23d  Octoter  last  the  Bank  of  Biaall 
comnKDced  redeeming  its  cnrrencj  in  gold. 

It  ii  in  contemplation  by  the  commercial  body  of  this  city  to  establish  a 
Bniiliao  Uords,  smiilar  to  those  in  the  United  States  and  Eorope,  which  will 
be  of  great  aarantage  in  classifying  all  vessels  engaged  in  the  merchant  serrice.

These  tables  have  been  prepared  with  the  greatest  care,  and  m  the  main  are 
perfectly  reliable,         •         •         •         • 

A  great  impetus  has  been  giren  to  the  development  of  the  resources  of  thia 
proTince  by  the  rebellion  now  so  unhappily  distracting  our  country.  If  "  cotton 
IS  king,"  his  throne  promises  &irly  to  be  removed  to  Brazil.  The  stimnlns 
given  to  the  culture  of  that  staple,  if  not  soon  withdrawn,  will  give  to  this 
empire  tho  monopoly  vhich  we  formerly  possessed.  Three  years  since  cotton 
was  sold  m  this  market  at  Bs.  7||000  perarroba;  to-day  sales  are  made  at 
Ke.  2T|i000  per  arroba.  Within  the  past  year  improved  gins  have  been  imported 
from  the  United  States  and  distributed  throaghout  the  province.  Oreat«r 
attention  is  also  paid  to  the  seed,  and  the  qnality  of  Pemambuco  cotton  is  stead- 
ily improving.  From  accounts  received  of  the  extent  of  ground  planted,  it  is 
pxpected  that  the  coming  crop  of  this  province  will  reach  400,000  arrobas,  and 


the  crop  of  the  adjacent  provinces  of  Aldgoue,  Parabiba,  and  Rio  Grande  del 
Korte,  which  is  chiefly  sold  here,  will  probably  amount  to  600,000  arrobas  thi~ 
year.     There  appears  to  be  but  two  things  to  limit  the  production  of  cotton  ii 


Sraiil,  viz.,  the  want  of  cheap  transportation  and  a  supply  of  labor. 

Tha  only  railway  in  this  province  is  the  Recife  and  Son  Francisco  rail* 
load,  which  was  originally  intended  to  connect  this  city  with  the  river  Ban  Fran- 
dsco  at  a  point  above  the  falls  of  Fanlo  Afbnso.  Bo  little  is  known  of  the 
geography  of  this  country  that  it  is  impossible  to  fix  the  distance  of  the  blls 
uom  this  city.  From  the  length  of  time  employed  in  making  the  jonmey,  I 
estimate  it  at  no  less  than  350  miles.  The  railway  terminates  at  present  at  Agoa 
*Pi«ta,  on  the  river  Una,  abont  78  miles  from  this  city,  and  it  is  not  probable  that 
this  work  will  be  pushed  forward  for  some  time,  as  the  imperial  government  de- 
clines to  guarantee  the  interest  demanded  in  the  capital  required  for  its  extension. 

I  believe  the  most  intelligent  men  in  this  province  are  satisfied  that  the  solu- 
tion of  the  "labor  question"  lies  in  the  ahoUtion  of  slavery.  The  laws  of 
this  empire  afford  great  facilities  to  slaves  who  are  desirous  to  pnrcbaee  their 
freedom,  and  the  proportion  of  slaves  to  free  men  is  thus  constantly  decreasing. 
By  the  elevation  of  the  working  class,  and  the  increased  dignity  thus  given  to 
labor,  the  repugnance  for  it  is  diminished,  and  it  is  no  longer  denied  that  progress 
is  more  rapid  in  those  districts  where  the  smallest  proportion  of  staves  is  found. 
.  In  my  last  annual  report  I  noticed  tho  difficulty  experienced  by  onr  vessels 
in  obtaining  homeward  freights.  This  difficulty  has  been  much  increased  dur- 
ing the  present  year  by  the  ravages  of  piratical  vessels,  pretending  to  be  vessels- 
of-war  of  the  s<M»lled  Confederate  States  of  America.        •         •         «> 

Four  American  vessels,  regularly  trading  with  this  port,  have  changed  thdr 
flags.  Of  two  others,  not  r^ular  traders,  one  was  sold  here  to  avoid  the  risk  of 
capture,  and  the  other  has  gone  to  Babia  to  be  sold  for  the  same  reason.  But 
twenty-three  entries  of  American  vessels  have  been  made  at  this  port  dniing  the 
nine  months  ended  September  30,  1863,  against  thirty-four  during  the  same  pe- 
riod of  last  year,  and  forty-five  in  the  corresponding  time  of  1861.  In  short, 
nearly  the  whole  canring  trade  between  the  United  States  and  this  empire  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  nation  from  whose  ports  have  issued  vessela  that  have 
BO  effectnally  crippled  onr  commerce  with  Braail. 

From  the  tables  enclosed  you  will  perceive  that  the  balance  of  trade  with 
Braail  is  against  ns.  We  hare  sold  her  less  of  our  products  than  daring  the 
preceding  year,  and  have  bought  more  of  her  sugar,  cotfanu  he.        *        *

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The  fact  tbat  onr  export  tnde  to  Bnuril  does  not  increase  as  rapidly  as  that 
of  England  or  France  is  owing  principally  to  the  want  of  steam  commnnica- 
tion.  Both  JCagland  and  France  hare  literally  subsidised  lines  of  steamers  to 
Brazil.  The  natnral  consequence  is,  that  when  Brazilians  travel  abroad  theyTgo 
either  to  France  or  England.  They  thus  acquire  the  habits  and  tastes  of  the 
people  of  those  countries,  and  buy  many  articles  which  conld  be  better  and  more 
cheaply  furnished  by  the  United  States.  They  make  the  acquaintance  of  Eng- 
lish capitalistB,  who  build  their  railways,  bridges,  gas-works,  Sec,  &c.,  and  who 
then  £1]  every  valuable  position  connected  therewith.

*  '  The  only  imports  from  foreign  conntrteH  to  thia  port  during  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1863,  consiBted  of  aeveral  cargoes  of  codfish  from  Newfoundland, 
and  part  of  a  cargo  of  sugar  pans,  iron,  machinery,  and  coals  from  Liverpool, 
all  coming  via  Pemambuco.  All  other  import  trade  has  been  done  coastwiae 
from  Pemambuco,  Bahia,  and  Hio  de  Janeiro. 

EXPORTS. 

Afl  will  bo  seen  by  summary  liat  of  the  same,  herewith  enclosed,  the  caports 
have  been  lai^r  than  in  the  yean  1861-'62,  and  186t>-'6I,  particularly  cotton. 
Thia  increaae  is  prindpally  caused  by  supplies  from  Tenedo,  (San  Francisco 
river,)  from  whence  the  same,  in  former  years,  were  sent  to  Bahia.  The  increase 
here  iu  supplies  from  the  interior  of  this  province  ( Alagoas)  has  been  very  trifling, 
although  much  more  cotton  has  been  planted,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact, 
that  from  several  parts  of  this  province  cotton  has  been  directed  to  Pemambuco 
by  railway  instead  of  to  this  port,  the  roade  to  the  etationa  being  in  better  atate. 
and,  besides,  for  anperior  quality  a  much  higher  price  being  obtainable  in  Per- 
nambuco  than  here.  The  average  price  of  this  article,  during  the  preceding 
year,  has  been  Rs.  15||000  per  arroba  on  ebore,  against  Bs.  911000  in  the  year 
1861-'62. 
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The  exports  have  been  smnller  than  in  the  year  18Gl-'62,  but  larger  than  in 
1860-'61-  The  coming  crop  ia  expected  to  be  a  very  small  one,  the  cane  having 
lately  Buffered  from  too  much  nun.  The  average  price  of  this  article  daring  the 
year  has  been  Ba.  I|ld80  per  arroba,  against  Bs.  1||780  per  arroba  in  the  year 
1861-'62. 


The  export  has  been  below  several  preceding  years.  In  conaeqiience  of  the 
low  price  ruling  for  this  article,  supplies  from  the  distant  interior  ceased  entirely, 
the  cost  of  transportation  and  the  outlays  in  preparing  the  same  being  too  heavy^ 
The  average  price  of  this  article  during  the  past  year  has  been  Rs.  4|{000  per 
arroba  on  shore,  agfunat  Ss.  5||400  per  arroba  in  the  year  1861-'62.    *        *

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  on  the  trade  of  this  conaulor 
dietrict  for  the  yeu  endine  September  30,  1863. 

There  hare  arrived  at  this  port  during  Bud  period  six  American  veasele,  the 
oggi^^te  meaBorement  of  which  was  1,009  ^  tons.  Owing  to  the  deatmctton 
of  the  American  veseela  by  the  rebel  privateers  off  this  coast  during  the  paat 
summer,  owners  of  such  vessels  as  have  heretofore  been  employed  in  trading 
regularly  to  this  port  under  the  American  flag  have  been  indnced,  in  order  to 
guard  against  capture,  to  place  them  under  foreign  colors  ;  and  of  the  namber 
BO  transferred,  there  have  arrived  8,  making  in  all  14  vessels  from  the  United 
States  during  the  year. 

Trade  between  the  United  States  and  this  port  has  increased  very  couBidcm- 
bly  in  general  amount  over  previous  year.  From  the  returns  of  the  custom- 
house for  the  past  year  ending  September  30  I  quote  as  follows  ;

Cotton. — The  principal  article  exported  from  thia  province  at  present  is 
cotton.  I  am  informed  that  a  few  years  since  planters  here  eave  tneir  undi- 
vided attention  to  its  cnltivation,  bnt  owing  to  the  continned  low  prices,  the 
scarcity  of  laborers,  and  the  heavy  export  duty  of  12}  per  cent,  levied  thereon, 
it  was  subsequently  almost  totally  abandoned.  The  hi^  prices  of  the  last  two 
years,  however,  has  revived  an  interest  in  the  article,  and  we  find  the  productioii 
considerably  increased.  Only  a  small  portion  of  the  crop  of  the  present  year 
has  been  received  from  the  interior ;  it  is  thought,  however,  that  the  amount  pro* 
dnced  will  reach  50,000  bales.

There  has,  however,  been  a  general  increase  for  some  time  in  the  amount  of 
sugar  produced  in  this  province.  Indeed,  no  longer  than  8  years  ago  three- 
fourths  of  the  Hugar  consumed  in  thia  city  woa  imported  from  the  province  of 
Femambuco.  At  present  the  production  is  anperior  to  the  couaumption,  and 
lar^e  quantitiea  are  exported.  The  total  value  of  the  sugar  exported  from  this 
port   during  the  year  1862   was  reported  at  S113.491,  (American  currency.)

Rice. — Poring  the  past  qaarter  there  hare  been  Bome'small  sbipments  of  rice 
trom  this  port  to  New  York,  omonnting  altogether  to  500  sacks  of  the  value  of 
SS,679  S2.  These  are  the  first  shipments  of  rice  ever  made  from  Maranham  to 
the  United  States ;  for  although  it  ia  claimed  that  the  best  rice  of  Brazil  is  pro- 
duced in  this  province,  ita  quality  is  only  equal  to  our  "  Carolina  second." 
During  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  the  exports  of  rice  were  as  follows ;

Maranbam  rice  ia  rarely  exported  to  foreign  countries,  being  distributed,  as  a 
general  thing,  among  the  ports  of  the  empire,  as  Been  above.  The  annual  crop 
Is  estimated  at  170,000  arrobas  (of  32  poiind«  each,)  about  one-half  of  which  is 
exported. 


I  have  no  special  change  to  note  in  importa  from  the  United  States.  There 
have  been  received  during  the  year  5,400  barrels  of  American  flour,  which  is 
about  the  same  number  received  the  previous  year,  and  one-half  of  the  whole 
amount  imported.     The  average  price  of  flour  the  past  year  was  SIO  per  barrel. 

A  new  article  of  import,  and  for  which  there  seema  to  be  an  increasing  de- 
mand throughout  the  province,  is  kerotene.  Large  quantities  have  been  import- 
ed during  the  year,  and  sold  at  highly  remunerative  prices. 

It  ia  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  import  trade  is  being  conducted  at  present 
upon  more  liberal  principlee  than  formerly.  For  some  years  past  the  trade  has 
been  monopolized  oy  a  Tew  large  houses,  employing  their  own  vessels,  and  un- 
willing to  graAt  to  others  the  privilege  of  importing  (by  their  veBsels)  direct. 
Arrangements,  however,  have  recently  been  made  by  which  such  restrictions 
are  removed,  and  retail  merchants  are  now  enabled  to  import  on  their  own 
account.  While  this,  without  doubt,  will  lead  to  increased  importation,  tt  will 
also  have  the  good  ef^ct  of  establiBhing  a  steady  American  trade  in  lieu  of  the 
speculative  business  conducted  in  timeB  paat. 

I  have  DO  change  to  note  in  any  of  the  laws  affecting  commerce.

The  year  has  been  an  onuBually  healthy  and  prosperous  one  for  "Waranham. 
The  city,  considered  as  completed  years  ago.  has  suddenly  revived,  owing  to  the 
great  demand  and  remnneratiTe  prices  paid  for  prodnctione  of  the  province,  and 
numerous  public  improvements,  as  also  a  large  number  of  business  houaea  and 
private  residences,  are  in  course  of  construction.  Gas-works  have  been  com- 
pleted daring  the  year  by  an  American  company,  and  are  in  successfdl  opoation. 
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The  construction  of  improTed  works  for  supplying  tbe  place  with  water,  I  am 
led  to  believe,  will  also  be  given  to  American  citizens,  hj  whom  is  owned  one* 
half  of  the  stock  of  the  company  (8100,000.)  It  is  a  fact,  and  worthy  of  note, 
that  a  decided  preference  is  given  here  to  American  artisans  in  the  distribution 
of  contracts  for  public  and  private  improvementa  Formerly  Brazilians  were 
induced  to  believe  that  nothing  could  be  good  or  efficient  except  it  came  from 
Europe.  The  perseverance  of  our  citizens,  however,  has  greatly  set  aside  their 
impressions,  and  we  find  oureelvea  gaining  a  footing  in  their  good  opinion  which 
must  result  in  great  benefit  to  our  countrymen.

In  complying  with  sections  153  and  154  of  consular  regulations,  I  beg  to 
atata  that  tbe  continuance  of  the  war  in  the'  United  States  during  tbo  past  year 
has  prevented  any  extensive  renewal  of  trade  between  that  country  and  this. 

The  total  value  of  exports  from  this  port  to  the  United  Stat«fl  from  October 
1,  1662,  to  October  1,  1863,  amounted  to  $332,844  33.  The  articles  exported 
consiated  principally  of  sugars,  goatskins,  orchilla  weed,  colisaya  tabla,  and 
Italia.  X^e  export  of  euano  to  the  United  States  bos  entirely  ceased,  bnt 
American  vessels  are  still  employed  to  a  considerable  extent  in  canying  this 
article  to  other  parts  of  the  world.  The  imports  from  the  United  States  in 
American  bottoms,  during  the  year  ended  September  30, 1863,  have  been  very 
small ;  most  of  the  staple  articles  of  trade  are  now  imported  from  Europe. 

Table  A  shows  the  amount  of  imports  from  and  exports  to  the  United  States 
for  the  year  above  ended. 

Table  B  shows  the  number  of  American  vessels  which  have  arrived  here 
during  tbe  same  period,  with  their  destination  and  outward  cai^o. 

Table  C  shows  the  total  amount  of  exports  from  this  and  several  other  ports 
from  January  to  July,  1863. 

No  new  branches  of  American  industry  have  been  established  since  my  last 
report.  A  grant  has  been  obtained  by  Mr.  Renton,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey, 
for  the  estaUishment  of  a  submarine  railway,  to  be  located  at  the  island  of  San 
Lorenzo,  near  this  port.  Should  this  be  completed,  it  wOl  be  of  great  benefit  to 
ships  needing  repair,  as  there  are  no  facilities  here  at  present  for  that  business. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  called  tbe  attention  of  the  government  to  tbe 
fiict  that  Quite  a  number  of  emigrants,  so  called,  had  been  imported  from  some 
of  the  Folynesian  islands.  Subsequent  to  that,  several  other  vessels  arrived 
here  with  some  hundreds  more  of  tnose  unfortunate  people.  When  tbe  privi- 
lege of  importing  these  people  was  granted  by  the  Peruvian  government,  it 
was  intended  that  they  should  he  introduced  as  voluntary  apprentices,  similar 
to  the  Chinese  coolies.  But  it  having  been  ascertained  that  tbe  privilege  given 
bad  been  grossly  abused  by  those  engaged  in  it,  and  that  instead  of  coming 
voluntarily,  these  nnfnrtunate  people  in  many  instances  were  stolen,  by  being 
induced  to  come  on  board  the  vessels  by  deceitful  promises,  and  then  retained 
by  force,  tbe  grant  has  been  revoked,  and  quite  a  number  of  them  have  been 
repurchased  by  tbe  government  and  sent  back  to  their  native  islands.  Large 
nombers  died  after  arriving  in  this  country,  having  been  found  perfectly  useless 
as  laborcEB.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  some  American  citizens  were  engaged  in 
this  inhuman  traffic.  No  new  regulations  have  been  introduced  during  tbe  year 
past  which  wonid  affect  American  industry.  ,^  . 
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A  anrrcT  of  tlie  ^ano  isluidB,  "nol  inclnding'  the  GMncbae,"  bekmgingto 
Pern,  has  oeen  made  by  the  government  daring  the  past  year,  and  the  revolt 
may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows ;

III  addition  to  this,  there  is  snScient  gnano  on  the  Ghincha  group  to  &mi 
a  enpply  for  quite  a  number  of  yean.  Although  the  guano  is  a  source  of  gmt 
rarenue  to  the  Peruvian  government,  I  cannot  hut  think  that  it  is  an  injnry  to 
the  country,  as  while  it  laats  no  enei^tic  efforts  will  be  made  to  develop  thi? 
agricultural  and  mineral  resources  of  the  country.  Agriculture  i»  yet  in  it^ 
primitive  state,  and  far  hehind  what  it  was  in  the  days  of  the  Incae.  And  tbf 
inexhauBtihle  wealth  of  the  Andes  still  remains  hidden,  for  the  want  of  proper 
energy,  industry,  and  skUl  to  bring  it  to  light.  The  government  ia  eng«^  in 
surveying  a  route  for  a  railroad  from  Lima,  some  150  miles  into  the  iotenar. 
and  there  is  a  fair  prospect  of  its  succeeding.  Great  ohstadeB  have  to  be  over- 
come t«  complete  it,  but  none  greater  than  have  been  made  to  yield  to  peiteve- 
ranee  and  slull  in  other  countries.  Should  it  he  completed,  it  inll  unfold  a  ww 
and  glorionx  era  in  the  annals  of  Pern.

I  bave  the  hoaor  to  tTanamit  to  the  department,  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
ar  instmctiona,  snch  infonnation  as  I  deem  of  interest  concerning  the  com- 
rcc.  Sec.,  of  this  consular  district. 

Ciunbez  ia,  hy  the  laws  of  Peru,  a  "  porte  minor,"  and  no  foreign  vessels  or 
'da  are  permitted  to  enter  here,  (except  in  cases  of  distress,)  withont  having 
t  passed  the  castom-hoose  at  Payta,  and  ohtained  a  permit  to  enter  this  port. 
this  rale  there  are  bat  two  exceptiona :  one  in  iavor  of  American  veesels  ea* 
ed  in  the  whale  fishery,  (ae  defined  by  treaty,)  and  the  other  caused  by  a 
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decree  of  the  PemTian  goverameDt,  lasaed  in  March,  1863,  by  which  lard  and 
rice  ore  admitted  free  of  duty,  and  may  be  landed  at  Tumbez,  withont  the  for- 
mality of  paaeing  the  cuatom-honse  at  Payta,  •  •  • 

For  two  or  three  years  paat  the  number  of  American  whale-shipB  Tieiting 
thifl  port  hae  b(*u  constantly  decreasing,  owing  to  Bome  extent  to  the  opening 
of  new  sources  of  supply  for  the  "  recruits"  needed  by  such  vessels,  and  the 
high  price  demanded  for  such  recruits  here;  but  mainly  to  the  want  of  siiccegf 
of  the  vr;»se]B  engaged  ia  that  pursuit  in  this  portion  of  the  Pacific.  Cansee 
growing  out  of  the  rehellion  in  the  United  States  have  also  contributed  mate- 
rially to  moke  this  decrease  of  vessels  more  rapid  than  it  would  otherwise  have 
been. 

The  decree  admitting  lard  and  rice  free  of  dnty  has  led  to  the  introdaction 
of  considerable  qnantitiea  of  the  former  article  of  American  production.  It 
comes  principally  via  Guayaquil,  and  no  statisticfl  are  preserved,  showing  it? 
amount  or  value.  The  operations  of  the  decree  alluded  to,  unless  extended, 
will  cease  at  the  expiration  of  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  its  passage. 

The  agriculture  of  this  portion  of  Pern  ia,  owing  to  the  want  of  rain,  of  very 
limited  extent.  The  arable  land  is  confined  to  the  comparatively  small  tracts 
subject  to  annual  overflow,  and  the  quantity  thna  irrigated  and  fertilized  seenu. 
from  some  natural  cause,  to  be  constantly  decreasing.  There  are  conclusive 
proo&  of  the  progress  of  this  desiccation  in  considerable  tracts  of  land,  in  profit- 
able cultivation  up  to  a  recent  period,  that  are  now  entirely  barren,  for  want  of 
moisture. 

The  principal  agricultural  productions  are  sweet  potatoes,  com,  and  pumpkiuF 
or  squashes.  Formerly  there  were  several  plantations  of  sngar-cane  in  this  vi- 
cinity ;  but,  with  two  or  three  inconsiderable  exceptions,  these  have  now  dis- 
appeared. 

The  high  prices  recently  and  at  present  bome  by  cotton  and  tobacco,  have 
induced  some  attempts  at  the  cnltivation  of  those  crops  in  this  viwiity.  The 
tobacco  culture  has  met  with  fair  success,  so  &t  as  quantity  is  concerned ;  what 
the  quality  frill  be,  it  is  too  early  yet  to  determine.  The  experiments  in  the 
cultivation  of  cotton  have  demonstrated  that  no  considerable  success  can  be 
looked  for  without  thorough  and  systematic  artificial  irrigation,  and  meitanres 
are  being  taken  in  several  instances  to  procure  machinery  for  that  purpose ;  but 
several  obstacles  will  retard  the  Buccess  of  the  cotton  cultnre  here.  Ist.  La- 
borers are  few  and  difficult  to  be  obtained,  and  owing  to  causes  growing  out 
of  the  prevalent  social  and  religions  systems,  the  labor  of  any  given  number  of 
workmen  is  available  to  little  more  than  one-half  the  extent  coatomary,  where 
different  systems  in  those  respects  prevail.  2d.  The  best  lands  are  so  sub- 
divided into  small  tracts,  and  held  at  so  high  a  rate,  that  it  will  be  difficult  to 
form  plantations  of  sufficient  extent  to  permit  the  economical  application  of  irri- 
gating machinery.  It  is  only  a  very  high  price  for  cotton  tbat  can  warrant  iti^ 
production  by  the  means  that  muBt  be  employed  here. 

Decisive  indications  of  the  existence  of  petrolenm  have  been  discovered  at 
Hal  Paso,  sixteen  miles  south  of  Tumbez;  but  the  explorations  have  not  been 
carried  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  determine  whether  it  can  be  obtained  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  to  warrant  its  manufacture  for  the  purposes  of  commerce.

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Ever  since  the  diecovery  and  enrveyB  of  gnano  upon  the  Loboe  Islands  it 
has  been  presumed  bj  resident  merchants  and  Bpecolators  that  this  material 
might  be  worked,  sold,  and  exported  to  foreign  countries ;  and  since  these  islauda 
hold  abont  the  same  local  relation  to  Fayta  as  a  port  of  entry  or  cleoraace  for 
shipping  that  the  Chinctia  Islands  bold  to  Gallao,  it  has  been  equally  enpposed 
that  Payta  might  some  day  become  a  port  of  much  commercial  importance 
therefrom. 

Ultimately,  no  doubt,  sncb  will  be  the  case,  especially  if  the  new  efforta  to 
obtain  fresh  water  for  tbe  supply  of  the  population  shall  succeed.  The 
geological  structure  of  tbe  coast,  however,  renders  all  experiments  of  this  kind 
somewhat  probleniatical.  Besides,  as  there  is  little  persistency  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  government,  it  may  be  long  before  this  desideratum  may  be  ac- 
complished. 

Tie  repulsiveness  of  the  landscape,  and  of  the  locality  in  general,  is  some- 
what compensated  by  the  commodious nesa  of  the  bay  and  the  agreeableness  of 
the  climate,  and  the  snpply  of  water  is  the  only  thing  required  to  bring  all 
claaaes  of  resaels  sailing  in  the  neighboring  waters  to  this  harbor  to  make  it  a 
place  of  considerablo  importance. 

It  has  only  been  of  special  value,  heretofore,  to  the  whaling  fleet  of  New 
England,  as  a  periodical  rcsprt  for  giving  liberty  to  seamen  after  long  and 
tedious  cruises  nt  sea,  for  seeking  medical  and  surgical  relief,  and  for  refreshing 
with  vegetables,  especially  onions,  their  most  valuable  anti-scorbntic,  which  is 
grown  ia  the  interior. 

The  working  of  the  Lobos  Islands  failing,  and  the  whaling  fleet  diminishing 
from  year  to  year,  Fayta  would  become  a  port  of  less  and  less  importance. 

But  the  recent  and  present  civil  troubles  in  the  United  States,  extending  their 
influence  all  over  the  globe,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  have  not  failed  to  be 
felt  here  in  important  agricultural  and  commercial  respects. 


The  necessities  of  tbe  English  market  for  cotton  have  induced  capital  to 
move  in  its  cultivation  in  the  inter-tropical  regions  of  Fetu.  It  was  wholly 
neglected  by  the  Spanish  invaders.  But  the  soil  and  the  climate  being  both 
naturally  adapted  to  its  growth,  it  has  continued  to  flonrisb  as  a  wild  plant. 
Indeed,  in  the  most  favorable  localities  it  becomes  a  tree  of  twenty  and  twenty- 
five  feet  in  height,  of  considerable  breadth,  and  throws  out  large  biennial  crops 
for  ten  or  twelve  successive  years.  This  wild  growth,  under  the  pf  essing  wants 
of  the  commercial  world,  was  seized  upon  by  enterprising  persons  after  our  in- 
ternal troubles  began,  as  an  indication  of  its  possible  improvement  by  cultiva- 
tion. Accordingly,  after  collecting,  at  cheap  rales,  say  six  or  eight  cents  per 
poDud,  the  wild  staple,  (a  specimen  I  send  in  a  package  marked  No.  11,)  and 
exporting  it  for  trial  npon  British  looms,  an  enterprising  English  gentleman  em- 
ployed the  services  of  one  of  our  own  merchants  and  civil  engineers,  who  had 
already  written  a  vahiable  treatise  upon  this  subject,  to  lay  out  a  plantation  ia 
the  ridi  valley  of  the  Ghira,  about  twenty-five  miles  from  this  port.  The  valley 
of  the  Chira  is  a  river  bottom  averaging  more  than  two  miles  in  width,  extending 
from  the  bay  to  the  Andes,  and  capable  of  irrigation  from  a  small  river  that 
winds  through  its  rich  alluvial  deposits. 

The  Ghira  is,  perhaps,  the  largest  river,  and  the  valley,  perhaps,  presents  the 
finest  soil  for  cultivation  of  cotton  on  the  western  side  of  die  Andes. 

This  spot  was  selected,  and  by  a  free  outlay  of  capital  several  hundred  acres 
of  arid,  neglected  wilderness,  in  an  incredibly  short  time  have  been  turned  into 
mi^ificent  and  productive  cotton  lands. 

The  water  ia  raised  by  expensive  machinery  and  led  by  ingenious  devices 
and  gigantic  causeways,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  insure  abundant  crops  of  an- 
failing  vegetation.  CtOOqIc 
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VALUE  OF  THB   FIRST    SHIPMENT  OF   COTTON. 

Ahliougli  it  woB  not  two  years  eince  the  Gist  blow  was  struck  npon  the 
virgin  aoil,  the  uext  steamer,  I  am  informed,  will  take  to  England  a.  qnantitj  of 
cotton  which  is  valued  at  from  SIO.OOO  to  815,000.  This  is  the  first  pickings 
of  cotton  plants  grown  from  seed  planted  within  nine  months. 

THE  TRADE   IN    WILD   COTTON. 

In  the  mean  time  the  purchase  of  wild  cotton  in  the  interiot  of  the  conntrj 
gradually  advancing  from  eix  to  twenty  ci;nt4  per  pound,  has  stimulated  the 
Indinns  to  Bcnd  to  market  the  proceeds  of  wild  plants,  and  to  plaut  the  native 
Beed  iu  favorable  localities,  and  the  successful  operations  in  the  valley  of  the 
Gbira  have  encouraged  the  initiation  of  similar  enterprieeB  with  Peruvian  capital 
ia  all  the  valleys  favorable  for  its  cnltivatioa  that  ekirt  the  Andes. 

TtSIT   TO   THE   INTERIOR. 

In  a  receut  visit  which  I  made  to  the  great  synclinal  valley  of  the  Asdes,  as 
far  aa  Huaacabamba,  one  of  the  sonrces  of  the  Amazon,  after  passing  ninety 
miles  of  almost  trackless  desert  of  drifting  sand,  I  came  to  the  fertile  regions 
that  open  between  the  spurs  of  the  CordiUerae.  These  are  laid  out  into  Targe 
estates  called  haciendas,  embracing  alike  mountains,  elopes,  and  valleys,  with 
climate  varying  with  altitnde,  and  adapted  to  the  cultivation  of  all  classes  of 
vegetable  products. 

The  valleys  which  ascend  with  the  greatest  iaclioation  are  fitted  for  all 
tropical  productiona,  and  recent  experiments  with  cotton  show  them  to  he 
especially  adapted  by  their  soil,  by  periodical  rains,  and  facilities  for  irrigation, 
for  the  cultivation  of  this  staple  on  a  vast  scale. 

In  many  places  it  is  merely  necessary  to  repur  the  canals,  which  often  in 
former  times  extended  for  leagnes  and  watered  immense  districts,  while  iu  others 
canals  are  being  now  made  at  great  expense. 

At  GarrasquOla  there  is  a  gigantic  enterprise  of  this  character  nearlv  com- 
pleted. This  canal  everywhere  is  six  feet  wide,  or  more,  is  cut  in  tnc  first 
iiortious  of  its  course  through  rock  and  rocky  debris,  ftom  twenty  to  thirty 
eet  iu  depth,  and  extends  six  miles  for  the  purpose  of  irrigating  the  lower 
region  of  the  valley  for  the  exclusive  cultivation  of  cotton.  So,  too,  farther  up 
in  the  direction  of  Salatral  has  commenced  the  planting  of  cotton,  which  has 
already  begun  to  yield  in  abundance. 

The  Egyptian  and  sea-island  cottons  grow  in  all  these  places  with  an  im- 
proved fineness  and  length  of  staple ;  and  the  wild  cotton,  by  cultivation  and 
mixing,  is  becoming  much  improved  in  quality  and  of  great  value. 

The  coat  of  transporting  i^otton  from  these  remote  interior  regions  on  the 
backs  of  mules  to  the  seaport  of  Payta,  is  from  9i  to  $5  the  cai^  of  350  lbs. 

It  will  thus  !«  seen  that  when  the  machinery  for  cleaning  cotton  is  introduced 
in  Peru,  and  enterprises  already  commenced  and  in  prospect  are  well  estab- 
lished, with  persistent  and  well-directed  industry  this  consular  district  most 
become  an  important  locality  for  the  exportation  of  this  usetul  staple.    *     •     * 

To  Mr.  Dnvall,  our  own  countryman,  is  this  district  of  Peru  indebted  for  the 
introduction  of  cctton-planting,  which  in  a  few  years  will  amply  enrich  all  who 
liave  commenced  its  culture. 

PR06PKCTS  OF  PERUVIAN  COTTON-PLANTINO. 

The  Egyptian  cotton-plant,  when  once  started,  grows  thriftily,  and  in  four 
months  b^ns  to  yield.  The  native  cotton  yields  in  (ugbt  months.  Bolls  open 
every  successive  day,  so  that  picking  on  large  plantations  will  be  a  continuous 
labor.    It  ia  said  that  there  are  two  seasons  to  the  yield  of  the  wild  cotton,  and 
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that  the  treee  continaed  b  thrive  for  ten  yean.  The  cnltivated  cotton  of  for- 
eign varietieB  seems  to  differ  from  tliis  habit  of  periodicity,  and  unfolds  a  contin- 
uous and  unintermpted  harvest  and  becomes  perennial. 

THE  flRBAT  SVlA^LINAL  VALLBV. 

Having  stated  thus  much  of  the  agricultural  capacity  and  condition  of  the 
viilleys  that  penetrate  the  spars  of  the  Cordilleras  on  this  side  of  the  continent, 
and  the  rich  harvests  of  cotton  that  before  long  (above  all  other  products)  will 
be  yielded  by  them,  I  will  say  a  word  ^  the  great  capacity  of  the  great  syncli- 
nal valley  of  the  Andea  in  this  latitude,  as  far  as  my  journey  allowed  me  to  ob- 
serve it.  * 

I  find  the  Andes  clothed  with  vegetation  througbont  my  ascent ;  and  the 
anmniite  of  the  Pacific  Cordilleras,  instead  of  being  peaked,  like  the  lower  ridges, 
with  projections  of  barren  rocks,  were  as  beautifully  ronnded  and  verdant  with 
g^ass  and  shrubs  aa  the  hills  of  Vermont.  Cattle  even  Were  roaming  and  graz- 
ing not  far  from  the  main  passes  of  the  Sierra.  Bnt  on  reaching  the  summit 
the  eye  at  once  stretches  eastward  over  an  immense  valley  of  from  30  to  40 
miles  in  width  to  another  ridge  or  range  of  mountains,  whose  eastern  facea  slope 
down  into  the  plains  of  Brazil. 

Between  these  ranges  is  the  great  synclinal  valley  of  which  I  speak ;  at  the 
bottom  of  which  flows  the  river  Hnancabamba,  one  of  the  headwaters  of  the 
Amazon.  The  river  is  grand,  and  the .feitility  of  the  region  immediately  be- 
comes a  most  impressive  conviction.  On  descending  and  winding  from  ridge  to 
ridge,  I  was  struck  with  the  abundance  and  luxuriance  of  the  great  varieties  of 
new  plants  and  flowers. 

Bnt  the  most  remarkable  thing  was  the  extensive  cultivation  of  this  great 
region  by  tbe  Indian  popniation.  The  slopes  and  bottom  of  the  valley  Been 
from  high  points  were  cut  np  into  plantations  and  gardens.  The  climate  is  mild, 
rains  are  frequent,  the  periodical  rains  unfailing,  and  channels  for  irrigation  were 
seen  everywhere.  The  soil  is  rich,  and  there  is  no  frnit  nor  plant  which  might 
cot  be  cultivated  with  sQCceea. 

Cochineal  and  Peruvian  hark  are  obtained  in  these  regions.  FIaz  abounds, 
of  the  finest  quality ;  and  I  have  no  donbt  cotton  could  be  largely  cultivated. 
The  great  drawback,  however,  in  these  interior  regions  is  the  difficulty  of  trans- 
portation of  all  agricultural  products  to  the  sea-coast.  But  such  a  magnificent 
and  Inxnrioua  country,  combined  with  so  mild  and  salnbrioua  a  climate,  I  have 
rarely  seen  equalled  in  extensive  travels  over  the  globe. 

The  ultimate  construction  of  a  railroad  over  this  part  of  the  Andes  did  not 
appear  to  me  wholly  impracticable ;  but  the  time  and  money  required  for  so 
vast  an  enterprise  will  probably  delay  the  undertaking  for  generations, 

BXPORTS  A\U  IMPORTS  OF  PAYTA. 

There  has  probably  been  hut  little  change  in  tbe  exports  and  imports  of  other 
articles  of  native  growth  or  merchandise  since  tbe  lost  annual  report  of  my  pre- 
decessor.

The  moat  important  article  of  import  to  this  district  is  flour,  which  is  Bnbject 
to  a  duty  of  two  cents  per  pound,  nad  thia  is  brought  from  the  mills  of  Gbili. 

A  Email  trade  is  carried  on  by  many  persons  with  whalera,  and  with  the  in- 
terior, and  along  the  coast.  But  the  times  are  considered  dull,  and  agricnltnial 
enterprise  is  unimportant  except  in  eottonvcaltivation.
